■  The  Assembly  met  in  joint  Session  with  the  Si. i  Ckitra  State 
Council  in  the  Legislative  Chamber,  Public  Offices  at  eleven  of  the 
clock,  the  President  Sachivottama  Sir  C.fP.  Eamaswami  Aiyar  E.  o  s.  I.. 
K.  c.  I.  k.,  lo.  Dewan  of  Travancore  presiding. 

Sir  Francis  Wylie,  'Political  Adviser  to  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy 
and  Crown  Represonta'ivo  and  Lieut.  Col.  G.  I\  Murphy,  Resident  for 
the  Madras  States  arrived  at  11  M'.  and  were  soaked  on  the  dais. 

MR.  R,  RAMA  VARIES  (Deputy  Accountant  General  in  charge  of  (he 
Financial  Secretary's  duties)  :  Sir,  the  Budget  Estimates  for  the 
current  year  were  presented  to  this  House  by  my  predecessor  about 
this  time  last  year,  in  an  atmosphere  surcharged  with  the  calamitous 
effects  of  a  devastating  war.  The  sombre  clouds  that  loomed  in  the 
horizon  are  still  hanging  ovor  the  world,  threatening  to  uproot  the 
very  foundations  of  all  international  peace  and  amity.  It  has  upset 
commerce  and  placed  our  sea-borne  trade  almost  at  a  standstill. 
The  lack  of  shipping  facilities  has  had  a  serious  set-back  on  our  coco¬ 
nut  and  other  industries  as  also  on  the  revenue  from  our  capital 
works  which  could  not  mako  the  expected  progress  on  account  of  ths 
difficulty  in  obtaining  machinery  and  materials  from  abroad.  The 
cost  of  imported  goods  has  become  prohibitive,  while  the  price  of  our 
indigenous  commodities  shows  a  marked  tendency  to  decline.  The 
economic  depression  and  the  growing  unemployment  in  the  country 
have  also  had  their  roporcussions  on  our  resources. 

2.  But  despite  these  discouraging  forces  of  an  admittedly  serious 
nature,  it  has  been  possible  for  Government  to  emerge  unscathed  out 
of  what  portended  to  be  a  serious  financial  set.  back,  without  resorting 
to'any  additional  taxation,  unbearable  or  irksome  to  the  ryot.  Govern¬ 
ment,  after  reviewing  the  position  sufficiently  early  carefully  husbanded 
the  resources  of  the  State  and  enjoined  rigid  economy  in  all  possible 
directions,  without  however  impairing  efficiency  or  sacrificing  the 
primary  needs  of  a  progressive  administration.  The  continued  peace 
and  tranquility  within  the  country  following  a  period  of  political  agita¬ 
tion  have  also  had  their  soothing  effects  on  our  finances, 
p.  i'.  3iat.  335.  1642  me. 
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Before  reviewing  in  detail  the  influence  of  these  various  forces  on 
our  financial  position,  I  shall  pause  for  a  moment  and  compare  the  final 
accounts  of  the  last  year  with  the  revised  estimates  therefor. 

Actuals  of  1115. 

3.  For  the  last  completed  year  we  anticipated  in  our  revised  estimates 
a  revenue  of  Es  266’30  lakhs  and  an  expenditure  charged  to  revenue 
of  Es  263'62  lakhs.  Actually  our  revenue  mounted  up  to  Es  267*75 
lakhs,  which  is  about  a  lakh  and  a  half  in  excess  of  our  anticipations. 
But  our  expenditure  also  correspondingly  exceeded  the  revised  esti¬ 
mates  by  Es  4*70  lakhs.  The  starting  of  relief  works  on  a  largo  scale 
during  the  closing  months  of  the  year  with  a  view  to  alHIHiato  econo¬ 
mic  distress  and  unemployment  in  several  parts  of  ific  State  accounts 
for  an  increase  of  nearly  Es  1  lakh  in  expenditure.  The  payment  of 
a  sum  of  about  Es  1  lakh  in  excess  of  the  budget  provision  for  war  con¬ 
tribution  to  make  up  the  full  cost  of  a  Mine-Sweeper  Trawler  explains 
an  increase  of  another  Es  1  lakh.  I  feel  no  hesitation  whatsoever  that 
the  House  will  be  proud  and!  legitimately  too,  that,  to  our  State  at  the 
Land’s  end  of  India,  belong  the  privilege  and  the  honour  of  having 
been  the  first  and  till  now  the  only  State,  to  contribute  to  the  Allied 
Forces,  a  Trawler  and  Mine-Sweeper,  H.  M.  I.  S.  Travanao-e,  which 
has  already  begun  to  plough  the  blue  waters .  in  aid  of  the  fight  for 
mastery  of  peace  and  liberty  over  aggression  and  bondage. 

4.  On  the  receipt  side,  there  was  a  fall  in  Land  Bevenue  due 
to  the  grant  of  remissions,  seasonal  and  non-seasonal,  and  in  Excise 
revenue  due  to  less  consumption  and  the  consequent  fall  in  the  duty 
on  Jaffna  tobacco.  The  volume  of  our  foreign  trade  has  been  on  the 
decline  ever  since  the  war  broke  out  owing  to  lack  of  shipping  facilities 
and  this  has  adversely  affected  our  Customs  revenue  especially  under 
exports. 

The  working  of  the  Transport  Department  was  seriously  handi¬ 
capped  by  the  rise  in  the  price  of  petrol,  oil,  spare  parts,  etc,,  as  a 
natural  result  of  the  war  situation.  As  the  working  expenses  of  the 
department  could  not  therefore  be  kept  within  the  original  expecta¬ 
tions,  the  net  receipts  of  the  department  have  suffered  a  severe  set¬ 
back. 

'  The  Ceramic  Factory  started  manufacturing  operations  during  the 
year,  only  on  a  limited  scale  with  the  result  that  the  actual  revenue 
realised  fell  short  of  the  revised  estimate.  It  is  only  now  that  large 
Orders  both  for  the  raw  material  and  for  manufactured  producls  have 
come  in  both  from  the  War  Supplies  Department  and  elsewhere  enabl¬ 
ing  the  enterprise  definitely  to  turn  the  corner. 

5.,  These  set-backs  in  revenue  were  counterbalanced  by  improve¬ 
ments  udder  other  heads,  the  more  important  of  these  being  taxes  on 
income.  Salt  and  Forests.  The  improvement  under  Taxes  on  Income 
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was  due  to  batter  receipts  realised  from  the  assessment  of  business  con¬ 
cerns.  Larger  sales  of  salt  and  the  larger  demand  for  our  timber  and 
ftsc-M-treated  teak  poles  account  for  the  improvement  under  Salt  and 
Forests. 

6.  The  net  'result  of  these  variations  in  revenue  and  expenditure 
was  a  small  revenue  deficit  of  Rs  0‘57  of  a  lakh  against  the  surplus  of 
Rs  2-C8  lakhs  anticipated. 

Revised  Estimates— 11 IG. 

7.  This  takes  me  on  to  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current  year. 
The  budget  for  the  year  es  imated  for  a  revenue  of  1L  285‘40  lakhs 
and  a  revenue  expenditure  of  Rs  275-73  lakhs  leaving  a  margin  of 
Rs  8‘67  lakhs.  On  the  basis  of  the  actuals  so  far  available,  the:: 
revenue  is  expected  to  stand  at  11s  27  V09  lakhs  and  the  revenue  ex¬ 
penditure  abRs  257‘Gl  lakhs.  The  year  is  thus  expected  to  close  with 
a  net  surplus  of  Rs  5-48  lakhs  as  aeainst  the  anticipated  surplus  of 
Rs  8‘67  lakhs.  Tnis  is  the  combined  effect  of  a  diminution  of 
Rs  12'31 1  khs  in  revenue  set  off  by  a  reduction  of  Rs  9T2  lakhs  in 
expenditure.  The  details  of  the  variations  under  each  head  are  ex¬ 
plained  in  the  Memorandum  placed  on  the  table  along  with  the  Budget 
Estimates  for  the  ensuing  year.  1  shall  therefore  make  only  a  passing 
mention  of  the  more  outstanding  variations. 

8.  The  fall  in  revenue  is  mostly  under  Customs,  Excise,  Land 
Revenue  and  Stamps.  The  fall  in  the  Customs  revenue  is,  as  the 
House  is  well  aware,  the  inevitable  consequence  of  the  present  war 
situation.  Under  Excise,  the  figures  under  Jaffna  tobacco ‘have  not 
come  up  to  the  point  reached  last  year,  which  accounts  for  the  fall  in 
Excise  Revenue.  The  fall  in  Land  Revenue  is  due  to  the  maximum- 
expected  on  account  of  the  completion  of  the  Survey  of  Minor  Circuits 
having  not  besn  attained.  Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  fact, 
that  the  credit  for  a  receipt  of  nearly  Rs.  2'50  lakhs  which  we  ex¬ 
pected  under  Excise  Duty  on  Matches  has,  due  to  the  change  in  the 
accounting  procedure  adopted  by  the  Government  of  India,  been  post¬ 
poned  to  the  next  year.  The  improvement  which  the  figures  show 
under  the  commercial  services  is  only  apparent  and  is  set  off  by  a  cor¬ 
responding  deterioration  under  interest.  This  is  due  to  another  account¬ 
ing  change  designed  mainly  to  present  only  the  cash  transactions  of  the 
commercial  concerns  in  the  budget.  Details  of  the  changes  will  be 
found  described  in  the  Budget  Memorandum  placed  on  the  table.  Out 
of  the  anticipated  profit  of  Rs  2-14  lakhs  on  account  of  coinage,  we 
expect  to  realise  only  Rs  0'14  of  a  lakh  as  the  silver  coins  would  be 
minted  and  put  into  circulation  only  next  year  This  fall  in  revenue 
has  been  partly  set  off  by  the  increase  under  certain  other  heads  such 
as  Saltjand  Eoreste. 

9.  On  thd, expenditure  side,  :tbe  budget  forecast  is  expected  to  be 
exceeded  uiidef  Sinking  Funds1- on  account  of  the  additional  provision 
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made  for  the  amortisation  of  special  loans,  as  also  under  Super¬ 
annuation  allowances  and  Stationery  and  Printing.  The  increase 
in  expenditure  under  these  items  is  expected  to  be  more  than  counter, 
balanced  by  the  anticipated  savings  under  Administration  of  Justice, 
Police,  Public  Works,  Army  and  Political  Expenditure. 

10.  The  set-back  which  our  Customs  revenue  lias  sustained  oo 
account  of  the  war  is  now  too  well-known  to  call  for  any  special  com¬ 
ment.  In  fact  it  was  at  one  time  thought  that  the  position  might  even 
prove  still  worse.  With  a  view  to  combating  such  a  difficulty  and  at  the 
same  time  preserving  the  equilibrium  between  the  receipts  and  the  ex¬ 
penditure,  the  progress  of  receipts  and  expenditure  was  carefully 
analysed  and  steps  were  taken  to  effect  all  possible  economies  in  ex¬ 
penditure  and  to  enhance  acd  conserve  the  revenue.  The  imposition  of 
a  duty  on  the  export  of  cardamom  and  palmyra  fibre  and  the  revision  of 
the  tariff  rates  on  fish  and  lemongrass  oil  were  the  more  important 
measures  devised  for  the  conservation  of  revenue.  Although  these  by 
themselves  were  not  expected  to  contribute  any  very  substantial  amount 
to  the  revenue  of  the  State,  they  certainly  had  the  effect  of  easing  the 
situation  to  some  extent  and  rendering  the  levy  of  the  excess  profits 
tax  contemplated  unnecessary.  I  may  in  this  connection  inform  the 
House  that  these  fiscal  measures  were  adopted,  because  they  do  not 
really  tend  to  increase  the  bur  .ten  of  taxation  on  the  poorer  or  middle 
classes,  but  only  on  the  well-to-do  classes  who  could  afford  to  meet  this 
small  incidence  of  additional  taxation  rendored  necessary  by  abnormal 
conditions. 

11.  The  S:afce  Bailway  which  has  for  some  time  past  ■  been  working 
at  a  loss  has  this  year  yielded  a  net  return  of  Rs  l-4  lakhs.  On  the 
basis  of  this,  a  sum  of  Rs  1’5  lakhs  has  been  included  as  railway  receipts 
in  the  next  year’s  budget. 

12.  On  the  expenditure  side,  stringent  instructions  have  been  issued 
to  all  the  departments  of  Government  for  cutting  down  expenditure  to 
the  haies t  minimum.  A  maximum  limit  on  travelling  allowance  for 
all  officers  was  imposed  and  severe  restrictions  were  placed  in  the 
matter  of  grant  of  leave,  employment  of  substitutes  and  creation  of 
temporary  posts- 

13.  It  has  been  thus  found  possible  to  still  balance  the  budget  and' 
to  show  not  an  insignificant  revenue  surplus.  Viewing  the  position  as  a 
whole  and  taking  into  account  the  fact  that  the  anticipated  credits 
under  gain:  on  coinage  and  Excise  Duty  on  Matches  have  had  to  be 
postponed  to  the  next  year,  the  budget  anticipation  for  the  current  year 
cannot,  be. considered  to  be  far  short  of  the  mark. 

14.  The  House  may  be  interested  to  be  told  that  in  the  midst  of  the 
frowns  of  war  abroad  and  economic  distress  nearer  home  and  with  the 
increasing  possibilities  of  a  shrinkage  in  revenue,  the  Government  were 
pot  plot?  to  consider  proposals  and  measures  for  the  amelioration  of 
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the  people.  This  year  saw  the  inauguration  of  the  Legislation  cal¬ 
culated  to  relieve  indebtedness.  Belief  works  were  started  in  Alleppey 
and  the  neighbouring  places  to  combat  unemployment  and  about 
half  of  the  amount  at  the  credit-  of  the  Distress  Belief  Fund  was  uti¬ 
lised  in  this  direction.  Thanks  to  your  strenuous  efforts, 'Sir,  a  market 
has  been  found  for  our  cocoanut  products.  Beinforced  with  our  own 
efforts  if  is  not  unlikely  that  many  of  our  commodities  as  well  as  indus¬ 
trial  products  would  find  a  welcome  in  other  parts  of  India.  Much 
impetus  has  been  given  to  industrial  activities  and  the  prospecting  of 
our  mineral  resources  was  conducted  successfully  with  a  view  to  start¬ 
ing  a  cement  industry.  Signs  are  also  not  wanting  of  the  development 
of  other  industries  through  the  Technological  Department  and  other 
departments  of  the  State.  Nor  have  we  been  slffiok  in  our  humble 
contributions  this  year  also  in  aid  of  the  success  of  the  Allies  in  the 
fight  for  freedom  and  liberty.  Two  Spitfires  at  a  cost  of  Its  D50  lakhs 
have  been  purchased  and  supplied  by  the  Government  this  year  for 
the  use  of  the  Allied  Forces.  More  than  all,  the  House  will  certainly 
be  proud  that  in  the  zeal  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  mighty 
Empire  of  which  we  are  all  ’members,  we  are  in  no  way  inferior  to 
anyone.  We  have  already  supplied  fighting  forces  to  the  Allies  in  the 
hape  of  our  First  and  Second  Infantry  which  have  recently  moved  for 
war  service. 

15.  Under  capital  expenditure,  against  a  provision  of  Bs  55‘47  lakhs, 
only  an  outlay  of  BsJ  41T3  lakhs  is  anticipated  as  a  result  of  the  diffi¬ 
culty  in  obtaining  materials  from  outside  on  account  of  the  war.  Even 
if  thing's  could  be  so  obtained,  the  cost  was  so  prohibitive  that  the. pur¬ 
chases  had  to  be  postponed.  This  expenditure  is  also  expeoted  to  be 
reduced  further  by  Bs  6-61  lakhs  as  a  portion  of  'the  outlay  on 
the  Water  Supply  Schemes  at  Alleppey  and  Shencottah  has,  according 
to  (the  terms  of  the  agreement  with  the  Alleppey  and  Shencottah 
municipalities,  to  be  treated  as  loans. 

16.  The  Debt  and  Deposit  head  disbursements  are  expected  to  exceed 
the  receipts  by  Bs  36'02  lakhs.  The  excess  is  mainly  due  to  the 
policy  followed  by  Government  in  keeping  their  idle  m  mey  invested  in 
short-term  deposits.  At  the  close  of  tbe  year  the  amount  so  placed  on 
short-term  deposits  is  expected  to  amount  to  Bs  30'54  lakhs  and  this 
accounts  for  the  anticipated  excess  of  disbursements  over  receipts  in 
the  Debt  section.  Against  a  net  addition  of  Bs  20  lakhs  anticipated 
under  Savings  Bank  deposits  the  increase  now  anticipated  is  only 
Bs  15  lakhs.  Short-term  deposits,  and  other  cash  investments  of  the 
year  amounted  to  Ks  35'63  lakhs.  The  cumulative  effect  of  these  in¬ 
vestments  was  a  closing  cash  balance  of  Bs  44'28  lakhs.  This  is  a 
balance  which  is  sufficient  to  run  the  administration.  It  will  be 
furiher  reinforced  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  year  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  maturing  investments  to  the  extent  of  Bs  30’54  lakhs  thus  rais¬ 
ing  the  cash  balance  to  Bs  74"82  lakhs, 
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17.  With  these  observations  on  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
current  year,  I  shall  now  pass  on  to  the  Budget  Estimates  for  the 
ensuing  year.  But  before  doing  so,  it  is  necessary  to  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  House  to  the  changes  made  in  the  arrangement  and  classi¬ 
fication  of  the  budget  heads.  These  changes  will  be  found  detailed 
with  the  reasons  therefor  in  the  Memorandum.  I  shall  therefore  just 
refer  to  the  more  important  changes  as  are  essential  for  an  intelligent 
understanding  and  discussion  of  the  estimates  p'aced  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  House,  The  major  heads  comprising  the  principal  heads  of 
revenue  have  been  rearranged  on  the  principle,  as  in  British  India 
that  the  head  which,  in  normal  times  and  under  ordinary  circumstances 
contributes  the  largest  revenue  to  the  Exchequer  should  come  first,  the 
others  following  in  the  order  of  precedence.  The  sale  proceeds  of 
Government  lands  which  were  hitherto  being  taken  credit  for  as  capital 
receipts  will  hereafter  be  shown  as  revenue  reo-ipts  under  a  new  group- 
head  ‘Extraordinary  Items’  for  the  obvious  reason  that  sales  of  laud  are 
not  a  regular  and  recurrent  feature  of  an  administration  and  that  the 
revenue  position  should  not  be  clouded  as  a  result  of  the  income  derived 
from  such  sales.  The  interest  charges  on  the  capital  outlay  on 
commercial  concerns  which  were  being  debited  to  working  expenses  are 
now  shown  under  the  separate  major  head  ‘Interest  on  capital  outlay 
on  commercial  services.’ 

18.  The  House  will,  I  hope,  appreciate  that  the  preparation  of  an 
estimate  with  the  certainty  of  a  fall  in  the  chief  item  of  revenue,  »»,, 
Customs  and  the  primary  need  to  provide  for  the  increasing  cost  of  a 
progressive  administration,  is  indeed  an  unenviable  task.  After  a  full 
consideration  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  two  ways  of  making  up  for  the 
fall  of  revenue,  viz.,  enhancement  of  revenue  by  resort  to  additional 
taxation  and  reduction  of  expenditure  by  limiting  it  to  the  barest  re¬ 
quirements,  Government  decided  that  rather  than  pinch  the  lyot  with 
the  burden  of  an  additional  tax,  they  would  make  the  ends  meet  by  a 
severe  cut  in  expenditure,  of  course  without  detriment  to  the  effici  ncy 
of  administration.  The  fixing  of  a  maximum  limit  of  travelling  al¬ 
lowance  for  touring  officers,  severe  restrictions  on  the  grant  of  leave  and 
the  appointment  of  substitutes  in  leave  vacancies,  the  abolition  of 
progressive  scales  of  pay  to  temporary  posts,  the  reduction  of  ex¬ 
penditure  under  office  contingencies,  the  combination  of  appointments 
which  could  be  amalgamated  without  prejudice  to  efficiency : — these  are 
the  more  important  of  the  retrenchment  measures  adopted  by  Govern¬ 
ment  in  furtherance  of  their  policy  to  reduce  expenditure  on  the 
administration,  so  as  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the  incidence  of  fresh 
taxation  on  the  ryot. 

19.  The  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  aforesaid  principles  provide  for  a  revenue  receipt  of  Bs280‘73  lakhs 
and  a  programme  of  expenditure  of  Ks  279'23  lakhs,  leaving  a  margin 
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of  Bs  1’5  lakhs.  The  effective  surplus  may  however  be  taken  to  be 
Bs  10'5  lakhs  if  account  is  taken  of  the  reserve  of  Bs  7  lakhs  for  em¬ 
ergencies  and  Bs  2  lakhs  for  the  Army.  The  details  of  the  budgetary 
provision  and  the  variations  as  compared  with  the  revised  estimates 
for  the  current  year  will  be  found  explained  in  the  Budget  Memo¬ 
randum  and  I  shall  try  to  take  as  little  of  the  time  of  the  House  as 
possible  by  referring  only  to  the  more  prominent  and  outstanding 
features  of  the  next  year’s  budget  anticipations. 

20.  As  might  be  naturally  expected  in  the  present  paralysed  state  of 
our  foreign  trade  in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  world,  a  fall  in  our 
share  of  the  customs  revenue  from  the  Cochin  xiarbour  next  year  is 
inevitable.  To  compensate  for  the  loss  of  customs  revenue,  Govern¬ 
ment  propose  to  levy's  cess  on  the  rubber  exported  from  the 
State,  which  is  expected  to  bring  in  a  revenue  of  about  Bs  4  lakhs. 
The  fall  in  customs  revenue  is  also  expected  to  be  covered  up  by  in¬ 
crease  in  revenue  under  other  heads.  The  more  'prominent  of  such 
increases  are  those  under  Currency  and  Mint,  receipts  from  Electrical 
schemes,  Eorests,  State  Transport  scheme,  Porcelain  Factory,  Excise 
and  Land  Bevenue.  There  are  also  smaller  increases  of  revenue 
under  some  of  the  other  heads.  The  anticipated  increase  under 
Currency  and  Mint  is  the  gain  on  the  mintage  of  silver  coins  to 
the  face  value  of  Bs  14’50  lakhs  which  are  expected  to  arrive  early 
next  year.  The  issue  of  these  coins  is  in  lieu  of  the  coins  minted 
prior  to  1105  recently  withdrawn  from  circulation.  The  anticipated 
increase  in  the  net  receipts  from  the  Electrical  schemes  is  based  on 
the  expectation  of  a  greater  demand  for  the  sale  of  energy,  especially 
from  industrial  concerns.  The  anticipated  increase  in  the  receipts 
from  the  Transport  scheme  may  require  a  word  of  explanation  in  view 
of  the  revised  estimate  cf  revenue  under  that  head  for  the  current 
year  being  considerably  lower  than  the  budget  anticipations.  The  fall 
in  receipts  during  the  current  year  is  primarily  due  to  the  abnormal 
increase  in  the  working  expenses  as  a  direct  consequence  of  the  rise  in 
the  price  of  petrol,  spare  parts,  etc.  The  cost  of  propulsion  constitutes 
nearly  a  third  of  the  working  expenses  of  the  department  and  the 
scheme  can  be  made  to  pay  its  full  value  only  by  reducing  the  cost  of 
running  the  buses.  Extensive  use  of  alcohol,  the  manufacture  of  high 
speed  dieBel  oil  in  the  University  Besearch  Laboratory  and  the  use  of 
charcoal  gas  are  the  measures  that  are  being  tried  to  achieve  this  end. 
It  has  been  found  in  practice,  that  the  cost  of  driving  a  bus  by  the  use 
of  charcoal  gas  is  only  3'5  pies  per  mile  as  against  21'5  pies  per  mile 
by  means  of  pure  petrol  and  18'3  pies  per  mile  by  a  mixture  of  petrol 
and  alcohol.  Four  buses  are  already  running  oh  charcoal  gas  and  more 
buses  are  being  equipped  for  such  operation.  With  the  cost  of  propul¬ 
sion  thus  reduced  and  with  further  extension  of  the  route  mileage 
covered  by  the  scheme,  we  may  reasonably  budget  for  a  net  receipt  of 
Bs  2’6  lakhs  from  the  scheme  for  the  next  year.  The  increase  in  the 
net  receipts  from  the  Ceramic  Works  at  Kundara  is  based  on  the  con¬ 
templated  increaseiin  the  productive  capacity  of  the  factory,  for  which 
provision  is  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget  on  the  capital  side.  The 
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goods  manufactured  at  the  factory  are  reported  to  be  of  the  finest 
quality  by  the  experts  of  the  Government  of  India  and  those  of  some  of 
the  biggest  firms  dealing  in  crockery,  sanitary  wares,  etc.  We  have 
already  secured  large  orders  from  the  Government  of  India  as  well  as 
from  some  of  the  leading  Indian  dealers.  With  such  large  orders  and 
with  an  increased  output,  we  may  reasonably  budget  for  a  net  receipt 
of  Rs  1*80  lakhs  from  the  factory  for  the  next  year.  The  fall  in  the 
revised  estimate  for  the  current  year  as  compared  with  the  budget 
estimate  for  the  year  is  due  to  the  factory  having  been  able  to  start 
operations  in  full  only  during  the  course  of  the  year.  The  increase  of 
revenue  under  Excise  is  expected  under  Tobacco,  while  that  under 
Land  “Revenue  is  on  account  of  the  Survey  of  Minor  Circuits.  I  may 
also  inform  the  House  in  this  connection  that  arrangements  arc  now 
to  progress  for  the  export  of  our  surplus  production  of  salt. 

21.  Since  sending  the  budget  to  the  Press,  the  Government  have, 
in  view  of  the  paramount  necessity  to  make  up  for  the  fall  in  our  cus¬ 
toms  revenue  and  to  provide  for  all  emergencies  at  this  juncture,  decided 
to  make  a  nominal  increase  in  the  duty  on  tea  exported  from  the  S  ato. 
This  decision  has  been  arrived  at  after  a  full  consideration  of  all  tha 
facts  of  the  case.  The  tea  industry  in  Travaneore  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition  and  has  not  been  hit  by  the  war.  The  exports  have  also 
been  steadily  on  the  increase  since  1109.  The  present  rate  of  duty 
viz.,  B.  Be.  1-8-0  per  100  lbs.  was  fixed  25  years  back.  Since  then,  the 
duty  on  many  agricultural  products  has  been  raised.  But  the  duty  on 
tea  has  remained  the  same  all  along.  This  circumstance  along  with 
the  steady  progress  in  the  tea  industry  and  the  unabated  price  of  the 
commodity  would  amply  justify  a  substantial  increase  in  the  duly 
thereon.  For  the  present,  however,  Government  propose  vto  increase 
the  duty  from  Be.  1-8-0  toKs.  2/ — only  per  ICO  lbs.  which  works  out 
only  to  an  increase  of.less  than  one  pie  per  pound.  It  will  also  be 
remembered  that  the  increase  of  duty  on  tea  affects  only  the  capitalists. 
The  additional  revenue  expected  from  this  source  is  about  Bs  1*75  lakhs. 
When  this  is  also  taken  into  consideration,  our  effective  revenue  rurplus 
at  the  close  of  the  ensuing  year  will  be  over  Rs  12  lakhs. 

22.  Turning  to  the  expenditure  side,  the  provision  included  m  the 
budget  for  the  next  year  is  Its  11*62  lakhs  in  excess  of  the  revised 
estimate  for  the  current  year.  This  increase  is  but  the  natural  develop* 
raent  of  a  progressive  administration.  The  more  important  of  the 
increases  are  under  General  Administration,  Education,  Devaswoms, 
Currency  and  Mint  and  Army.  The  increase  under  General  Adminis¬ 
tration  is  only  apparent  and  represents  the  result  of  the  transfer  of 
Treasury  control  from  the  Land  Revenue  to  the  Finance  Department 
and  is  offset  by  a  corresponding  reduction  of  expenditure  in  the  former 
department.  The  Murajapam  Ceremony  which  Ojines  once  in  six 
years  accounts  for  the  increase  under  Devaswoms.  Under  Currency  and 
Mint  the  increase  represents  the  loss  on  minting,  being  the  difference 
between  the  face  value  and  the  bullion  value  of  the  silver  coins  prior  to 
1105  recently  withdrawn  from  circulation. 
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23.  A  reserve  provision  of  Bs  9  lakhs  has  also  been  made  in  the 
next  year’s  budget—  Bs  2  lakhs  under  Army  and  Bs  7  lakhs  under  th  : 
new  head  ‘Beserve  with  Government  for  emergencies.’  I  hope  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  this  reserve  will  be  readily  conceded  by  the  House  when  it  is 
remembered  that  these  are  days  when  unforeseen  and  emergent  situ¬ 
ations  may  arise  at  any  moment,  which  from  political,  military  and 
other  considerations,  we  cannot  afford  to  ignore  consistent  with  our 
own  interests  and  our  duty  to  His  Majesty. 

24.  Before  passing  on  to  Capital  Expenditure,  I  shall  refer  to  some 
of  the ’more  salient  features  of  the  departmental  activities  calculated  to 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  people  or  to  conserve  the  resources  of 
Government,  either  by  a  reduction  of  expenditure  or  an  enhancement 
of  revenue. 

Land  Bevenue  and  Income  Tax. 

25.  As  a  measure  of  economy  aud  in  view  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
duties  assigned  to  the  Land  Bevenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner 
when  the  post  was  created  in  1921  having  been  since  transferred  to 
other  departments  from  time  to  time,  it  has  been  decided  to  abolish 
that  post.  The  Division  Peishkars,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  In¬ 
come-tax  and  the  buperintendettt,  Travancore  Survey,  will  work  direct¬ 
ly  under  the  orders  of  Government.  Mention  has  already  been  made 
of  the  transfer  of  the  control  of  Treasury  from  the  Land  Bevenue  De¬ 
partment  to  the  Finance  Department. 

Forests. 

26.  The  Development  Department  having  been  amalgamated  with 
the  Forest  Department,  the  latter  department  is  now  devoting  its 
attention  to  the  aseu  treatment  of  timber  and  the  manufacture,  on  a 
commercial  scale,  of  plywood.  As  there  is  a  great  demand  now.  for 
plywood,  Government  have  in  contemplation  the  grant  of  a  subsidy 
to  the  extent  of  Bs  2  lakhs  to  any  Joint  Stock  concern  that  will-  come 
forward  to  take  up  the  manufacture  of  plywood.  Negotiations  in  this 
behalf  are  already  in  progress. 

27.  A  five-year  plan  has  been  racently  organised  for  the  develo1’ 
ment  of  our  forest  resources.  The  first  year’s  programme  which  is  to  be 
taken  up  next  year  comprises  experimental  artificial  regeneration  of 
beedi  leaf  plant,  and  soft  wood  such  as  elavu,  mahogany  and  cheeni, 
cinchona  cultivation,  experiments  on  making  defibrated  boards  from 
reeds,  tentative  working  plans  for  teak  plantations  aud  sandal  wood 
and  for  the  supply  of  reeds  and  fuel  to  the  Punalur  Paper  Mills  and 
also  experimental  natural  regeneration  of  evergreen  plants.  A  scheme 
for  the  large  scale  production  of  honey  from  the  forests  has  also  been 
started  about  the  middle  of  the  current.year.  When  in  the,  fulness  of 
time  all  these  activities  are  completely  developed,  there  is  every  reason 
to  expect  that  they  will  help  not  only  to  augment  the  Government’s 
inoome  from  their  forests  by  tapping  their  hidden  resources  but  will 
also  provide  employment  to  a  large  number  of  people. 

Y#l.-XVin,No.  1.  . 
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Administeation  op  Justice. 

2a.  An  examination  of  the  present  pendency  of  suits  in  the  Law 
courts  has  brought  home  to  Government  the  possibility  of  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  the  existing  temporary  courts.  Accordingly  it  is 
proposed  to  abolish  two  temporary  Second  Judges’  courts,  one  at 
Trivandrum  and  the  other  at  Quilon.  The  possibility  of  the  abolition, 
in  due  course,  of  the  remaining  temporary  courts  also  'will  be  consi¬ 
dered  in  the  light  of  the  effects  of  the  Debt  Belief  Act  on  litigation. 

Provision  has  also  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  a  more 
comprehensive  issue  of  the  authorised  Law  Deports  on  the  model  of 
the  British  Indian  Law  Reports.  The  reporting  work  is  proposed  to 
be  assigned  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  an  EdRoi-,  a  Chief  Reporter 
and  another  Reporter  un.ler  the  control  of  a  Council,  consisting  of  the 
Chief  Justice  as  the  President,  a  Judge  of  the  High  Court,  the 
Advocate-General  and  a  senior  advocate  as  members. 

Police. 

29.  The  extra  police  force  appointed  in  connection  with  the 
Spread  of  subversive  political  activities  in  the  State  has  been  reduced  in 
strength  in  view  of  the  restoration  of  normal  conditions-  A  part  of 
the  force  is  however  being  retained  on  account  of  the  detachment  of 
the  First  and  Second  Infantry  of  the  State  Forces  and  the  probable 
detachment  in  the  near  future  -of  the  Third  Infantry  also,  for  war 
service,  and  also  to  cope  with  sudden  emergencies  that  may. arise. 

Education. 

30.  ■  Education  being  one  of  the  primary  d  uties  of  the  State,  a  liberal 
provision  of  Rs  51*5  lakhs  which  is  in  excess  of  the  revised  estimates 
for  the  current  year  by  Rs  1*69  lakhs,  has  been  included  in  the  next 
year’s  budget  for  the  purpose.  While  speaking  on  the  Education 
budget,  the  House  would  naturally  expect  me  to  say  something  about 
the  development  of  the  Travancore  University.  I  must  make  special 
mention  of  the  activities  of  the  University  in  the  direction  of  research. 

Manufacture  of  Salt.— As  a  result  of  laboratory  experiments  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  University.  Research  Laboratory,  it  has  been  found  that 
considerable  improvements  in  the  quality  of  salt  could  be  effected 
without  increasing  the  cost  of  production. .  Experiments  have  also  been 
made  an.  a,  large  scale  and  the  process  is  being  adopted  by  the 
manufacturers. 

Pb«{ possibility  of  producing  high-speed  diesel  oil  from  the 
cheapei'cradd/Oil  has  been  established  as  a  result  of  the  research  work  of 
the  University.  The*  House  will  appreciate  that  this  is  of  much  more 
than  a -purely  academical  interest,  in  view  of  its  vital  influence  on  our 
commercial  schemes,  especially  the  State  Transport  scheme.  As  the 
members  are  already  aware,  the  ever  increasing  cost  -of  propulsion 
consequent  on  the  rise  in  the  price  'of  .petrol  as  a  result  of  the  war 
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conditions  is  one  of  the  serious  obstacles  to  the  working  of  the  Transport 
scheme  on  a  more  profitable  basis.  The  use  of  this  oil  will  go  a  great 
way  to  bring  down  the  cost  of  propulsion,  thereby  tending  to  make  the 
scheme  more  profitable. 

Shark-liver  Oil. — The  Nutrition  Research  Laboratories  at  Coonnor 
have,  after  an  examination  of  the  samples  of  the  shark-liver  oil 
produced  by  the  Marine  Department  of  the  University,  certified  that 
the  oil  produced  here  is  more  than  three  times  as  effective  as  the 
best  cod-liver  oil  available  in  the  market.  The  oil  is  being  produced 
and  sold  on  a  commercial  scale. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  various  research  activities  on  which  the 
University  is  engaged  and  we  can  hope  that  ere  long  the  University 
will  more  than  justify  the  object  with  which  it  was  organised..  . 

Agricultural  Department. 

31.  Besides  the  normal  expansion  of  the  Department,  a  scheme  for  the 
improvement  of  paddy  in  the  State  financed  by  the  Imperial  Council 
of  Agricultural  Research  was  Started  duriDg  the  current  year.  Two 
paddy  breeding  stations  have  been  opened,  one  at  Monkompu  and  the 
other  near  Adoor,  for  conducting  necessary  investigations.  The  inade¬ 
quate  production  of  paddy  in  the  State  has  always  been  a  serious  problem 
to  the  ryots  and  to  the  Government.  With  a  view  to  investigate  the 
possibilities  of  increasing  the  production  so  as  to  meet  the  local  demand, 
a  Special  Officer  has  been  appointed  to  consider  how  far  it  would  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  increase  the  area  under  paddy  cultivation  by  the  pumpiag’of  water 
from  the  Periyar  with  the  help  of  electric  power  from  Pallivasal. 
"When  the-  scheme  is  actually  put  into  operation  it  is  expected  that  about 
25,000  acres  of  single  crop  paddy  lands  in  the  taluks  of  Kunnathunad, 
Muvattupuzha  and  Parur  could  be  converted  into  double  Crop 
lands  and  some  dry  lands  converted  into  wet.  Even  at  a  modest 
estimate  it  would  then  be  possible  to  produce  an  additional 
quantity  of  25  lakhs  of  paras  of  paddy.  Government  ha-ve 
also  sanctioned  proposals  for  deepening  and  renovating  the  existiug 
tanks,  providing  new  tanks  and  supplementing  the  supply  of  water  in 
the  Pachipara  Reservoir  in  order  to  enhance  the  output  of  paddy  in 
Nanjinad. 


Industries.  '■  ""  • 

32.  Scheme  for  jaggery  refining.—  About  16,000  tons  of  palmyra  jag¬ 
gery  valued  at  about  Rs  13  J  lakhs  are  being  produced  in  the  country 
every  year  on  small  cottage  industry  basis  ;  but  the  industry  is  languish¬ 
ing  since  it  is  being  carried  on  in  the  most  primitive  and  antiquated  way 
without  taking  advantage  of  modern  improved  methods.  A  scheme  for 
the  demonstration  of  ihe  manufacture  of  refined  jaggery  and  for  the 
training  of  the  persons  now  engaged  in  producing  crude  jaggery  is 
upder  consideration, 
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Marketing  of  hand-loom  products. — The  hand-loom  weaving  industry 
is  passing  through  great  difficulties,  mostly  on  account  of  the, 
disability  in  marksting  the  goods,  There  are  also  many  handicaps 
under  which  the  weavers  suffer  on  account  of  lack  of  financial  resources 
In  order  to  study  the  conditions  of  marketing  and  suggest  methods 
calculated  to  bring  about  a  more  favourable  sale  of  the  wares,  based 
on  a  knowledge  of  the  conditions  obtaining  both  in  the  industry  and 
in  the  market,  an  Officer  was  appointed,  who  visited  the  most  important 
producing  and  consuming  centres,  surveyed  the  possibilities  of  the  indus¬ 
try  and  of  the  marketing  and  submitted  a  report  of  his  investigations. 
The  report  is  at  present  under  the  consideration  of  Government. 
The  abnormal  rise  in  the  price  of  yarn  consequent  on  its  export  from 
the  State  through  the  agency  of  profiteering  middlemen  has  been 
found  to  be  one  of  the  most  serious  obstacles  to  the  development  of 
hand-loom  weaving  industry  in  the  State.  With  a  view  to  adopt  a 
scheme  of  price  control  based  on  the  prevailing  mill  rates,  Government 
propose  to  prevent  the  export  of  yarn  from  the  State  until  the 
restoration  of  normal  conditions  in  the  local  and  foreign  markets. 

Uplift  of  Backward  Communities. 

33.  In  consonance  with  the  policy  of  Government,  an  increased  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  in  the  next  year's  budget  for  the  Uplift  of  Back¬ 
ward  Communities  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  carry  out  more  inten¬ 
sive  amelioration  among  the  backward  classes. 

Medical. 

‘  ,34.,  The  terrible  effects  of  tuberculosis  on  the  health  of  the  people 

have  become  a  matter  of  very  serious  concern  to  the  Government.  A 
Tuberculosis  Hospital  is  now  under  construction  and  is  proposed  to  be 
opened  in  Thulam  1117  with  an  accommodation,  for  the  present,  for  50 
patients,  at  Nagercoil,  which  has  a  very  salubrious  climate  specially 
suited  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease. 

Capital  Expenditure. 

35.  I  shall  now  pass  on  to  capital  expenditure.  A  sum  of  Bs  44'20 
lakhs  has  been  included  under  this  head'  in  the  budget  estimates  for 
the  next  year.  Apart  from  the  necessity  for  minimising  expenditure 
in  general,  the  anticipations  'have  been  pitched  a  little  low  because  these 
works  are  expected  to  make  only  slower  progress  than  in  previous  years 
on  account  of  the  difficulty  in  getting  materials  and  machinery  from 
abroad.  Details  of  the  works  will  be  found  explained  in  the  Budget 
Memorandum.  I  shall  just^  refer  to  the  salient  features  of  the  more 
important  works. 

Commercial  Transport. 

36.  The  budget  provision  for  this  scheme  for  the  next  year  is  Bs  0'1J2 
of  a  lakh  which  will  raise  the  total  capital  outlay  thereon  to  Bs  12‘08 
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lakhs  at  the  end  of  next  year.  I  have  already  explained  to  the  House 
how,  with  the  use  of  charcoal  gas  for  propelling  the  buses  and  with  the 
opening  of  more  lines  next  year,  the  scheme  is  expected  to  bring  in 
substantial  receipts. 

Clay  Refining  and  Pobcelun  Factory. 

37.  With  a  provision  of  11s  T34  lakhs  for  Ceramic  works  in  the 
budget  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  total  capital  expenditure  on  the  Fac¬ 
tory  as  at  the  end  of  next  year  would  be  Rs  1T08  lakhs.  The  pro¬ 
posal  to  increase  the  productive  capacity  of  the  Factory  wuh  a  view  to 
enable  the  large  orders  already  in  hand  being  satisfactorily  met,  has 
already  been  adverted  to.  When  the  Factory  is  working  in  full  swing, 
j.  is  expected  to  yield  a  good  profit. 

Town  Improvement  Schemes. 

38.  The  construction  of  the  buildings  opposite  to  the  Government 
Museum  for  accommodating  Public  Offices  has  been  completed  during 
the  year.  The  buildings  have  already  been  occupied  and  as  a  result 
there  is  a  saving  of  over  Rs  10,000  par  year  under  rents  on  buildings 
hired  for  Public  Offices. 

A  provision  of  Rs  T53  lakhs  has  been  included  in  the  next  year’s 
budget  for  further  improvements. 

Water  Supply  Schemes. 

39.  This  includes  works  for  the  supply  of  good  drinking  water  to 
Shencottah,  Nagevcoil,  Kuttanad,  Sherthallai,  Muttam,  Kottayam, 
Kumarakam  and  Bkoothapandy  as  also  for  the  extension  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  Water-Supply  at  Trivandrum  and  Alleppey.  As  the  members  are 
well  aware,  the  Alleppey  Water  Works  have  just  been  completed  and 
water  begun  to  be  supplied.  There  remain  only  a  few  minor  items  of 
work  for  which  provision  has  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget. 
The  water  supply  schemes  for  Shencottah  and  Nagercoil  are  nearing 
completion  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  the  close  of  the  next  year  these 
two  places  will  also  he  served  with  good  drinking  water.  The 
other  works  are  proposed  to  he  taken  up  next  year. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Alleppey  and  Shencottah  Water  Works 
has  to  he  undertaken  by  the  Municipalities  of  those  places  in  accordance 
with  the  agreement  entered  into  between  the  Municipalities  and  Gov¬ 
ernment. 


Trivandrum  Electric  Supply. 

40.  The  capital  expenditure  on  this  undertaking  at  the  end  of  the 
current  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs  1T38  lakhs.  There  has 
been  satisfactory  progress  both  in  generation  and  revenue  during  the 
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year.  The  current  year’s  receipts  are  expected  to  be  Es  2*96  lakhs  as 
against  Rs  2*43  lakhs  during  1L15.  This  increase  is  mainly  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  private  consumers  and  the  re-starting  of  the 
Rubber  Factory.  The  receipts  for  the  next  year  are  estimated  at 
Rs  3*08  lakhs  and  the  working  expenses  at  Rs  2*02  lakhs. 

A  programme  of  capital  works  involving  an  outlay  of  Rs  50,000  is 
included  in  the  next  year’s  budget,  primarily  for  the  extension  of  supply 
to  the  various  parts  of  the  City  in  order  to  cater  to  tho  needs  of  the 
increasing  number  of  consumers, 

Pallivasal  Hydro-Electrio  Scheme. 

41.  The  capital  expenditure  on  the  scheme  at  the  end  of  the  current 
year  is  expected  to  be  Rs  152*96  lakhs  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  next 
year  to  be  Rs  178*83  lakhr.  There  is  an  increase  in  demand  for  the 
supply  of  energy  especially  for  industrial  and  agricultural  purposes.  The 
■working  of  the  scheme  is  expected  to  bring  in  a  net  receipt  of  over  Es  6 
lakhs  for  tho  next  year  as  against  Rs  1*92  lakhs  this  year.  A  large 
portion  of  the  work  for  the  extension  of  supply  to  the  Kuttanad  Punja 
fields  has  been  completed.  But  only  a  restricted  area  has  been  actually 
brought  under  supply  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  equipment.  It  is 
hoped  the  works  would  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the  n3xt  year. 
The  House  his  already  been  told  about  the  possibilities  of  increasing 
the  production  of  paddy  in  the  State  by  means  of  lift  irrigation  scheme 
in  theKunnathunad  taluk. 

The  next  year’s  programme  of  works  under  the  Pallivasal  Hydro- 
Electric  Schema  includes  the  installation  of  transformers  and  switch 
gears  at  Pallivasal  and  Alwaye  for  the  supply  of  energy  to  the  Alumi¬ 
nium  Production  Company.  With  the  working  of  the  Factory  in  full 
swing  and  with  the  increasing  demand  for  energy  and  the  contemplated 
.  bulk  sale  of  energy  to  certain  licensees,  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric 
Scheme  .is  sure  to  yield  a  substantial  revenue  to  Government.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  proposed  sale  of  energy  to  the  Cochin  Government  will 
also  increase  our  revenue  from  this  scheme  considerably. 

Trunk  Telephone  Scheme. 

42.  Early  this  year  the  Trivandrum  Telephone  Exchange  which  was 
till  then  treated  as  a  separate  unit  in  itself  was  merged  with  the  Tra- 
vancore  Trunk  Telephone  system.  The  capital  expenditure  on  the 
Trunk  Telephone  system  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  is  expected  to 
Stand  at  Rs  11*00  lakhs  and  that  at  tb e  end  of  next  year  at  Rs  13*00 
lakhs.  There  are  at  present  4  exchanges  and  26  public  call  offices  be¬ 
sides  560  services  in  the  Telephone  System  and  it  is  expected  that  there 
Will  be  an  addition  of  at  least  140  subscribers  during  the  next  year.  The 
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revenue  during  the  current  year  from  the  Telephone  system  is  estima¬ 
ted  at  Rs.  1  lakh  and  that  for  the  next  year  at  Es  1’40  lakhs.  A  pro¬ 
vision  of  Bs  2'0G  lakhs  has  been  made  for  capital  works  under  the 
scheme. 

43.  I  shall  now  pass  on  to  review  our  debt  position  and  explain 
our  ways  and  means, 


Debt  Position. 

44.  The  five  per  cent.  Debenture  Loan  of  Bs  14"75  lakhs  raised 
in  1091  matures  for  discharge  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  year  and  it  is 
proposed  to  repay  the  same  on  the  due  date  from  the  cash  balance 
without  recourse  to  the  sale  of  the  securities  held  in  the  Sinking  Fund 
investment  account.  Our  debt  position  at  the  close  of  1117  would 
stand  at  Es  53 1*6 5  lakhs  consisting  of  (i)  Public  loan  of  Rs.  50-89 
lakhs,  (ii)  Special  loan  of  Es  79'7G  lakhs  and  (iii)  balances  at  the  credit 
of  Provident  Funds,  Insurance  Funds,  Savings  Bank  deposits,  etc  , 
Es  401  lakhs.  When  our  Sinking  Funds,  cash  balances,  the  invest¬ 
ments  of  Government  in  gilt-edged  securities  and  bullion  and  the  loans 
advanced  by  Government  to  agriculturists,  industrialists  etc.,  are  taken 
into  account,  the  debt  burden  is  very  small  and  is  more  than  covered 
up  by  our  assets  and  investments  on  reproductive  works. 

Wats  and  Means. 

45.  Our  requirements  'for  the  next  year  for  capital  works  (44-20), 
for  loans,  (5'44),  and  for  discharge  of  the  5  per  cent.  Debenture  Loan 
of  1091  (14’75)  aggregate  to  Es  64-39  lakhs.  To  meet  this  expenditure 
there  is  an  opening  balance  of  Es  44-28  lakhs.  A  sum  of  Es  4-66 
lakhs  is  expected  from  repayment  of  loans  and  advances.  There  is  also 
a  credit  of  Rs  14-75  lakhs  in  the  Sinking  Fund  account  of  the  loan  to 
be  credited  to  General  Reserve  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  year.  It 
has  already  been  stated  that  our  short-term  deposits  of  Es  30-54  lakhs 
made  during  the  current  year  will  also  mature  for  realisation  early 
next  year.  It  is  expected,  that  after  meeting  all  the  proposed  expendi¬ 
ture,  there  will  still  be  a  comfortable  closing  balance  of  Es  65*02  lakhs 
which  would  be  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  ordinary  demands  of 
Government.  It  is  accordingly  not  necessary  either  to  sell  the  securi¬ 
ties  held  under  Revenue  Reserve  Fund  or  General  Reserve  Fund  or 
resort  to  any  additional  taxation  or  borrowing.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
debt  of  Es  14-75  lakhs  would  stand  discharged .  Besides  actual  cash 
of  Es  65-02  lakhs,  securities  and  bullion  worth  nearly  Ks  2  crores  are 
expected  to  stand  at  the  credit  of  Government  and  on  the  whole,  the 
year  would  close  with  a  financial  position  as  strong  as  ever  before. 

OoNctoslott. 

46.  Sir,  1  have  been  attempting  to  present  to  the  House  a  true 
picture  of  the  finances  of  the  State  and  to  bring  home  to  the. Honour* 

bl©  Members  some  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  financial 
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position  and  policy  of  the  Government.  Our  revenue  has  never  been 
static  or  inelastic,  nor  our  expenditure  on  matters  of  public  utility, 
meagre  or  stinted.  The  international  situation  bah  had  its  serious 
repercussions  on  our  finances.  It  has,  no  doubt,  severely  hit  us  in  our 
main  source  of  revenue.  But  the  gap  created  in  onr  customs  revenue 
has  been  more  than  filled  up,  not  by  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
burden  of  taxation,  but  by  tapping  new  sources  of  income  and  explor¬ 
ing  the  hidden  natural  resources  of  the  State.  Sir,  the  policy  of 
industrialisation  and  intensive  agriculture  as  two  parallel  ac.ivities  of 
paramount  importance,  vigorously  pursued  by  you  as  the  Hoad  of  the 
Administration  has  gone  a  great  way  to  give  us  new  sources  of  revenue 
and  to  promote  the  economic  well  being  of  the  people.  You  found 
that  the  country  is  not  lacking  in  natural  resources  or  potentialities 
and  you  lost  no  time  in  taking  the  necessary  measures  to  improve  our 
production  and  resources.  The  magic  effect  of  your  avowed  policy  of 
industrialisation  can  be  described  no  better  than  in  the  words  of  the 
eminent  Indian  Journalist  who  said  “  Thanks  to  the  unsparing  labours 
of  a  brilliant  Dewan  iu  the  person  of  Sir  C.  P.  Bamaswami  Aiyar,  the 
liberal  sympathies  of  a  young  Maharaja  aud  the  guiding  spirit  of  an 
illustrious  Queen  Mother,  the  State  has,  -of  late,  been  progressing  by 
leaps  and  bounds  iu  many  directions  of  a  well  planned  economy,  ” 
Our  revenue  may  not  reach  the  peak-point  it  is  anticipated  to  reach  in 
1116.  But  it  is  nevertheless  higher  than  that  of  il  15  ;  and  if  the 
effect  of  a  double  credit  from  customs  revenue  included  in  lllG 
be  eliminated  the  revenue  budgeted  is  really  Es.  24'86  lakhs 
higher  and  reaches  he  highest  water-mark  so  far  reached.  With  ihe 
development  of  the  Electricity  scheme  aud  our  commercial  services,  it 
may  he  possible  for  us  to  touch  B-  3  crores  ere  long.  The  debt 
obligations  of  the  State  will  be  considerably  lightened  by  the  discharge 
next  year  of  the  5  per  cent  loan  of  1091,  There  would  remain  only 
the  3|  per  cent  loan  of  B.  Es  50  lakhs  which  has  a  Sinking  Fund  for 
its  amortisation  and  a  special  loan,  the  major  portion  of  which  is 
secured  by  assets  and  which  has  also  now  been  funded.  Oar  closing 
balance  is  more  than  enough  for  our  purposes.  What  better  proof  is 
required,  if  proof  were  required,  of  the  financial  strength  and  stability 
of.  the  State  than  that  despite  the  adverse  effects  of  the  war  on  our 
finances,  it  has  been  possible  for  us  to  make  provision  on  a  liberal  scale, 
for  all  new  and  nation-building  services  and  all  amenities  of  life  and  yet 
leave  an  effective  revenue  surplus  of  Es  10‘5  lakhs. 

47.  I  shall,  with  the  leave  of  the  House,  conclude  in  the  words  of 
Sir  Alexander  Eog«r,  Head  of  the  British  Ministry  of  Supply  Mission 
to  India,  who  in  the  course  of  his  recent  visit  to  the  State  said 
“  Travancore  has  before  her  great  possibilities  for  industrial  expansion, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  a  few  years  under  the  present  administra¬ 
tion  the  country  will  see  very  rapid  progress  in  every  branch  of 
industry.” 
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PRESIDENT  :  Fellow- Members  of  the  Travancore  Legislature, 

Under  the  provisions  of  Rule  G8  of  the  Travancore  Legislative 
Kules  it  is  now  my  privilege,  as  it  is  my  duty,  to  make  a  statement 
on  the  Budget  that  has  been  laid  before  the  assembled  session  of 
the  two  Houses  of  the  Travancore  Legislature.  But,  before  I  pro¬ 
ceed  with  my  main  task,  it  is,  [  think,  incumbent  on  me  to  discharge 
a  most  pleasing  duty,  that  of  welcoming  on  your  behalf,  as  certainly 
on  my  own,  to  the  sitting  of  this  joint  session  the  Political 
Adviser  of  His  Excellency  the  Crown  Representative  as  well 
as  the  Resident  for  the  t'adras  States,  who  are  both  here  to 
witness  the  results  of  the  financial  policy  and  the  financia 
working  of  (he  State.  In  according  that  warm  welcome  I  do 
not  think  I  shall  be  misunderstood  if  I  quote  the  words  which  were 
incorporated  in  that  memorable  report  of  Mr.  Montague  and  Lord 
Chelmsford,  words  which  related  to  Indian  administration  as  a 
who|e.  In  a  great  passage,  memorable  alike  for  its  literary  quality 
and  its  political  sagacity,  the  illustrious  authors  observe,  quoting  a 
Persian  proverb — “Dilhi  dur  ast”  (Delhi  is  very  far  away).  What 
was  meant  by  that  phrase  was  that  the  problems  in  various  parts 
of  India,  allhough  they  may  be  imminent  and  urgent,  are  not  always 
perceived  iu  Delhi  in  proper  perspective  for  the  simple  reason  of 
geographical  distance  and  lack  of  physical  and  psychological  proxi¬ 
mity.  It  is  therefore  all  to  the  good  that  representatives  who  are 
helping  to  guide  the  destinies  of  this  vast  sub-continent  are  from 
time  to  time  kept  in  touch  with  the  needs,  the  aspirations  and  the 
requirements  of  this  the  most  distant  part  of  the  country. 

I  am  making  th  ise  observations  also  with  another  object  and 
from  another  point  of  view.  What  has  been  the  result  disclosed  by 
the  estimates  and  the  Budget  presented  to  this  joint  session? 
We  hope  to  budget  for  a  revenue  of  Rs.  280  lakhs  which, 
taken  with  the  anticipated  earnings  from  the  tea  duty  and  the 
reserve  of  seven  lakhs,  will  be  a  very  considerable  sum  indeed. 
The  surplus,  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  Financial  Secretary 
in  a  speech  whose  clarity  and  comprehensiveness  I  must  pay  a 
tribute  to,  is  substantial.  But  it  will  not  merely  do  to  think  of 
that.  With  reference  to  what  I  said  about  Delhi,  “Dilhi  clur 
ast,”  may  I  take  a  liberty  and  embark  on  the  task  of  comparing 
these  figures  with  some  other  figures.  In  Baroda  the  income 
is  Rs.  255"  13  lakhs  and  the  expenditure  lis.  249’65  lakhs,  and 
the  population  is  three  millions.  Oar  population  according  to 
the  most  recent  census  is  6.070,790,  and  the  literates  amongst 
them  are  2,894,000,  the  percentage  of  literacy  amongst  the  males 
beiug  59%  and  amongst  the  females  being  37%.  We  are  thus  in  the 
proud  and  pre-eminent  position  of  being  more  literary — and  all  that 
Voi,  xvm— so,  t,

it  means — than  any  other  State  or  any  other  Province  or  any  other 
part  of  India-  In  Gwalior  the  income  is  Ils.  247  lakhs  and  the  ex¬ 
penditure  Rs.  2d  9  lakhs,  while  the  population  is  four  millions.  In 
Kashmir  the  income  is  Rs.  255  lakhs  and  the  expenditure  is  about 
that  figure  :  and  the  population  is  about  four  millions.  In  Mysore, 
a  country  which  is  four  times  the  size  of  Travancore,  the  population 
is  718  millions  and  the  revenue  is  about  crores  of  rupees.  It  is 
in  the  hope  and  expectation  that  these  figures  and  their  implications 
will  also  be  remembered  elsewhere  that  I  make  these  figures  avail¬ 
able  to  the  honourable  members  of  the  Legislature.  To  sum¬ 
marise,  it  may  be  said  without  fear  of  contradiction  that,  from  the 
point  of  view'  of  population,  from  the  point  of  revenue,  we  yield  to 
no  State  in  India  excepting  Hyderabad  and  Mysore,  and  from  the 
point  of  view  of  progressive  administration  or  of  literacy  which  is 
one  of  the  by-products,  as  generally  understood,  of  progressive 
administration  we  yield  to  no  State  and  no  Province.  I  leave  the 
matter  at  that  and  will  not.  draw  any  further  inference  or  make  any 
appeals. 

The  Budget  Session  is  a  period  of  stock-taking  and  of  taking 
counsel  and  decisions  as  to  the  future.  I  am  shortly  about  to 
finish  five  years  of  my  tenure  of  office  as  Dewan  under  His 
Highness.  The  five  years  will  exactly  terminate  in  October  next. 
It  may  be  as  well,  therefore,  to  consider  the  position  as  it  has 
evolved  frrm  year  to  year.  In  the  year  1118,  the  revenue  was 
Rs.  249  lakhs  and  the  expenditure  Rs.  251  lakhs.  In  the  next 
year,  the  revenue  was  Rs.  253  lakhs  and  tlie  expenditure  Rs.  255 
lakhs.  In  the  next  year,  the  revenue  was  Rs.  267  lakhs  and 
the  expenditure  Rs.  268  lakhs.  So,  during  these  years  vve  had 
progressed  steadily,  continuously,  unremittingly,  from  strength  to 
strength  in  the  matter  of  finance  as  well  as  in  the  matter  of  expendi¬ 
ture  on  ameliorative  services.  At  the  same  time  we  have,  we  trust,  ' 
not  been  unmindful  of  the  needs  and  the  tribulations  of  the  farmer  i 
and  the  peasant.  The  land  revenue  remissions  were  as  follows

The  e  are  the  remissions  that  we  have  made  to  relieve  the 
distress  of  the  agriculturists, 
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As  has  been  pointed  out,  the  revised  estimate  for  1116  is  273 
lakhs  as  against  the  budget  estimate  of  Ks.  285  lakhs.  Having 
noted  this,  we  must  see  to  it  that  we  plan  wisely  and  wiih  fore¬ 
thought-  for  the  future. 

The  first  point  that  emerges  for  consideration  is  the  inter¬ 
national  situation  in  so  far  as  it  makes  direct  demands  upon  us  and 
in  so  far  also  as  that  international  situation  has  serious  impacts  upon 
us.  This  is  not  the  occasion,  nor  shall  I  be  discharging  my  duty 
correctly,  if  I  dilate  at  length  upon  the  meaning  and  significance 
of  the  struggle  that  is  now  waged  practically  ail  over  (he  world. 
But  let  me  say  that  Bis  Highness,  true  to  the  traditions  of  his 
illustrious  House  which  during  a  century  and  a  half  has  stood  by 
the  side  of  Great  Britain  as  a  staunch  ally  and  a  faithful  friend, 
has  indubitably  and  unequivocally  demonstrated  in  practice  and 
expressed  m  words  his  views  on  the  present  position  and  his 
ideas  as  to  the  discharge  of  a  duty  which  he,  as  an  illustrious  mem¬ 
ber  cf  the  Princely  Order,  feels  himself  bound  to  fulfil.  The 
struggle  that  is  now  taking  place  is  not  merely  a  struggle  of  arma¬ 
ments  ;  it  is  not  merely  a  matching  of  hostile  forces.  The  struggle 
is  between  two  ideals,  two  systems  of  though:,  cue  standing’for 
the  policy  of  tolerance  and  freedom,  of  live  and  let  live,  the  other 
standing  for  the  negation  of  these  attributes.  I  have  been  in  my 
political  days  a  fairly  strong  critic  of  certain  policies  of  the  British 
Government  in  India.  But  the  most  fierce  critic,  the  most 
implacable  opponent  of  sucb  policies,  cannot  but  admit,  if  only  he 
were  to  pause  and  reflect  for  a  moment,  that  in  no  other  part  of 
this  wide  world  are  the  limits  of  criticism,  the  limits  of  free 
discussion,  the  limit  of  freedom  to  express  oneself  in  life  and  deed 
and  spoken  word  as  wide  and  extensive  ns  they  are  under  the  aegis 
of  His  Majesty’s  Empire.  Realising  that,  the  people  of  India  have 
as  one  man  felt  with  Great  Britain  in  this  great  struggle.  I  say  so 
with  deliberation  because  with  the  exception  of  some  political 
idealog'ists,  all  in  India  deem  it  necessary  to  give  support  lo  the 
cause,  and  even  in  the  case  of  such  exceptions  it  is  what  may  be 
called  a  personal  or  political  complex  or  inhibit  ion  that  stands  in 
the  way.  It  would  be  correct  to  say  that  nobody  in  India  fails  to 
realise  the  meaning  and  significance  of  wlmt  is  taking  place 
around  us  and  also  to  come  to  a  conclusion  as  to  which  side  he  or 
she  should  be.  With  that  consciousness,  the  first  point  to  be  borne 
in  mind  is  what  provision  should  be  made  in  the  Budget  in  order 
to  range  ourselves  practically  and  effectively  on  l  he  side  of  those 
who  are  now  fighting  the  great  fight-  It  has  already  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  honourable  members  assembled  here  that  His 
Highness’ great  gift  of  six  and  a.  half  lakhs  for  the  purpose  of  a 
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min?- sweeper  and  trawler  has  recently  fructified  and  H.  M.  I.  S. 
‘‘ Travancore ’’  has  been  launched.  If  I  may  say  so.  it  was  a  wise 
decision  that  was  taken  by  His  Highness  —and  I  say  so  without 
presumptuousness — a  wise  decision  for  the  reason  that  in  India 
to-day  "there  is  no  indigenous  navy  capable  of  protecting  and 
defending  the  vast  coast  line  of  India.  We,  as  a  maritime  State 
stand  in  special  need  of,  as  we  are  grateful  for,  the  protecting 
might  and  prowess  of  Great  Britain  ;  but  self-help  is  also  essential. 
From  that  point  of  view,  His  Highness  decided  that  this  war 
gift  should  take  the  shape  of  a  mine-sweeper  and  trawler  which 
should  protect  all  the  coasts  and  especially  the  west  coast  of  India. 
It  is  a  gratifying  feature  that  the  example  of  His  Highness  has 
been  followed  by'  others.  We  shall  probably  have  soon  a  fairly 
adequate  navy  though  not  the  strong  navy  which  we  would  have 
had  if  the  present  ideas  had  emerged  10  or  15  or  30  years  ago. 

We  have  also  contributed  towards  the  fleet  of  fighter  planes. 
Under  the  command  of  His  Highness,  I  am  able  to  announce 
to-day  that  it  is  proposed  to  allot  from  the  surplus  of  the  current 
year’s  budget  a  sum  of  3  lakhs  towards  war  effort.  I  am  sure 
this  will  be  welcomed  by  every  one  assembled  in  this  house.  The 
war  has  meant  a  great  deal  to  the  world  at  large.  But  I  can  assert 
with  some  confidence  that  excepting  the  centres  of  war  like  England 
or  the  Near  East,  there  is  perhaps  no  part  of  the  farflung  British 
Empire  where  the  impacts  or  the  disastrous  consequences  of  the  war 
are  more  evident  than  in  the  State  of  Travancore.  This  is  not  often 
remembered  but  it  is  worth  recollecting  and  keeping  in  mind.  Let 
me  elucidate  the  position.  Unlike  many  Provinces  and  many 
Indian  States,  we  do  not  depend  for  our  income  upon  land 
revenue  or  upon  any  similar  items  concentrated  in  land  revenue. 
We  depend,  and  have  depended  for  many  decades,  upon  our  customs 
and  our  excise.  We  restricted,  in  a  period  of  commercial  peace,  in  a 
period  of  world  tranquillity,  the  area  of  food  production  and  in¬ 
creased  the  area  under  commercial  crops ,  with  the  result  that  vast 
tracts  in  this  country  are  thrown  open  for  the  cultivation  of  tea, 
rubber,  cardamom,  pepper  and  ginger.  Competition  from  else¬ 
where  was  a  great  and  disturbing  factor  even  before  this  war.  It  is 
not  now  my  function  nor  is  it  my  intention  to  make  more  than  a 
passing  reference,  to  Ceylon’s  programme  of  shutting  out  imports 
into  Ceylon  by  very  heavy  and  discriminatory  duties  levied  against 
us  and  at  the  same  time,  of  dumping  their  cocoanut  products  upon 
us,  sc  that  Travancore  could  not  sell  her  cocoanut  products  in  India 
at  an  economic  price.  That  is  bad  enough.  To-day  our  exports  are 
dwindling.-  Our  exports  of  cocoanut  products  and  coir  .  products 
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were  mainly  to  France,  Italy,  Germany,  the  United  Kingdom 
and  the  United  States.  Now  we  cannot  send  these  products  to 
many  of  those  places  and  but  for  the  great  sympathy  of  that  discern¬ 
ing  statesman  who  guides  the  destinies  o£  this  country,  Lord  Linlith¬ 
gow,  and  the  discriminating  and  friendly  activities  of  the  Supply 
Department, we  should  have  been  nowhere.  Two  hundred  thousand 
people  were  threatened  with  unemployment  and  starvation  and 
but  for  the  directions  issued  by  His  Excellency  Lord  Linlithgow 
and  the  orders  placed  by  the  Supply  Department  we  should  have 
been  in  a  very  bid  way. 

That  is  not  all.  Thanks  to  the  policy  to  which  I  have  already 
made  reference,  we,  who  have  been  restricting  our  food  production, 
began  to  rely  for  our  food  supplies  upon  Burma  and  Siam.  There 
is  now  much  restriction  in  the  matter  of  getting  rice  from  those 
countries,  and  profiteering  is  taking  place.  Atone  time  during 
the  current  year  it  was  found  necessary  for  the  Government  to 
buy  rice  and  stock  the  same  so  that  our  stocks  may  hang  as  a 
Damocles’  sword  over  the  heads  of  those  who  were  profiteering  in 
rice.  We  are  doing  the  same  thing  this  year.  We  have  made  large 
purchases  of  rice  and  stocked  it.  If  it  is  found  that  the  tendency 
of  the  merchants  to  increase  their  hoards  and  decrease  their  sales 
persists,  all  the  powers  vested  in  Government  under  the  Defence 
of  Travancore  Rules  will  be  used-  I  may  assure  all  concerned  that 
we  have  ample  powers.  Not  only  that.  We  have  entered  into 
contracts  for  purchasing  large  stocks  of  rice  so  as  to  store  it  and 
sell  it  if  the  merchants  follow  a  short-sighted  policy. 

Again  in  regard  to  yarn,  persons  have  been  following  a  policy  of 
battledore  and  shuttlecock  in  exporting  yarn  from  here.  Much  of  the 
yarn  that  is  brought  over  here  is  being  exported  so  that  the  weavers 
in  this  State  have  notgot  enough  yarn.  Government  will  arm  them¬ 
selves  with  sufficient  power  to  prevent  a  similar  profiteering  by 
middlemen  as  in  the  case  of  rice.  I  am  mentioning  this  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  that  Travancore  is  in  a  perilous  position  so 
far  as  her  main  items  of  activity  are  concerned.  Export  and 
import  on  which  Travancore  mainly  relies  for  sustenance — not 
for  profit  so  much  as  for  sustenance — these  are  greatly  threatened. 
It  would  perhaps  be  selfish  and  short-sighted  to  lay  too  much 
emphasis  on  these  items  at  a  time  when  the  world  is  passing 
through  a  period  of  crisis  and  tribulation.  But  it  is  part  of  human 
nature  to  be  a  little  more  cognisant  of  our  own  tribulations  and 
sufferings  than  those  of  our  neighbours.  I  believe  I  shall  be 
pardoned  if  I  bring  this  to  the  notice  of  the  honourable  members 
of  this  house  and  of  those  whom  we  have  the  honour  to  welcome 
to-day.  The  presenkcrisis  makes  it  necessary  for  us  also  to  plan 
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for  the  creation  of  our  own  mercantile  shipping  so  that  we  may 
no  longer  be  at  the  mercy  of  private  competition  and  profiteering. 

In  addition  to  the  two  units  of  the  State  Forces  which  have 
been  sent  for  service  outside  the  State,  facilities  were  afforded  for 
raising  a  General  Purposes  Transport  Company.  We  have  also 
agreed  to  the  training  of  mechanics  and  technicians  for  the 
Indian  Army  in  our  Engineering  College.  There  has  been  complete 
co-ordination  of  effort  headed  by  His  Highness  and  loyally  helped 
by  his  subjects. 

At  this  juncture  I  may  utter  a  word  of  complaint.  When  I 
was  last  in  Delhi,  I  found  that  there  was  great  demand  for  various 
things  which  Travancore  could  produce  abundantly  and  cheaply. 
But  Government,  as  a  marketing  organisation,  as  a  salesmanship 
organisation  or  as  a  bargainer,  is  necessarily  ineffective  and 
dilatory.  Therefore  it  was  that,  on  my  return  from  Delhi,  I  made  ■ 
some  suggestions  and  requests  to  the  industrialists  and  capitalists 
in  this  land.  We  are  not  a  land  of  great  capitalists.  We  are 
not  a  land  of  many  wealthy  men.  We  are  a  land  of  the  middle-class 
and  the  lower  middle-class.  But  nevertheless,  the  best,  the  most 
important  amongst  the  capitalists  were  besought  and  entreated 
to  organise  themselves  into  a  War  Supplies  Syndicate  keeping 
an  eye  on  the  demands  that  emanate  from  Delhi  and  so  co¬ 
ordinate  and  correlate  the  resources  of  this  country  that  they 
might  supply  the  empire  n§eds  as  well  as  make  a  legitimate  profit 
for  themselves.  A  certain  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the 
War  Supplies  Committee.  But  they  have  not  established  a  liaison 
officer  at  Delhi  in  order  to  apprise  them  of  the  needs  of  the  situation. 
They  have  not  worked  with  that  vim  and  with  that  impetus  which 
a  co-ordinated  body  of  businessmen  and  capitalists  of  the  State  may 
be  expected  to  evince  at  this  critical  juncture  of  the  world’s  history 
and  the  State’s  history.  I  am  not  saying  this  iu  a  spirit  of  reproach 
because  those  business  habits  and  technique  are  the  prerogative 
of  a  few  privileged  individuals  and  not  of  everyone.  Further, 
there  are  not  many  amongst  the  people  here  who  possess  or  deal  iu 
large  sums  of  money  or  who  are  aware  of  the  methods  of  big  busi¬ 
ness.  But  at  the  same  time  I  do  hope  aud  pray  that  this 
opportunity  may  ba  taken  by  the  people  here  who  may  organise 
themselves  for  an  effort  which  would  be  useful  to  the  Empire  and 
finally  useful  to  the  people  themselves. 

There  are  a  few  more  items  I  may  mention.  To-day  there  is  an 
advertisement  from  Delhi  for  arrowroot  which  is  wanted  for  various 
purposes.  Any  amount  of  it  could  be  had.  We  can  produce  the 
arrowroot  and  we  do  produce  it.  But  no  tender  has  gouts’ from

hero.  To-day  mango  is  needed  for  jam.  You  Enow  that  South 
Travancore  produces  a  lot  of  mangoes.  I  made  enquiries  about 
that.  What  is  the  result  of  this?  We  have  no  statistics  of  the 
number  of  mango  trees  ;  no  statistics  of  the  production  of  the 
trees.  We  cannot  gather  that  information.  Without  that,  how 
are  we  to  supply  the  data  on  that  subject  ?  That  is  a  reproach 
which  ought  to  be  wiped  away  from  Travancore.  Moreover,  to-day, 
there  is  an  advertisement  in  regard  to  cocoauut  shell  charcoal  which 
America  now  wants.  We  supplied  England  with  this  commodity. 
Thanks  to  the  research  of  our  University,  thanks  to  the  collabora¬ 
tion  of  the  industrialists  here,  we  were  able  to  supply  cocoauut 
shell  charcoal  which  was  used  for  gas  masks  in  England  in  very 
large  quantities.  But  Government  cannot  and  should  not  continue 
to  do  this  indefinitely  and  stand  in  the  way  of  private  enterprise. 
The  Government  of  India  would  not  naturally  embark  initially  on 
that  business  unless  they  had  the  guarantee  of  the  Travancore 
Government  and  therefore  the  Travancore  Government  acted  as  a 
surety  for  the  collection,  manufacture  and  supply  of  the  com¬ 
modity-  One  year  has  elapsed.  But  now  Government  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  this  work  must  be  left  to  private  enterprise. 
Those  who  have  had  this  practice  and  acquired  experience  in  this 
line  within  the  past  one  year  can  come  together  for  this  purpose. 

There  is  one  other  matter  which  it  is  my  duty  to  mention. 
Quite  recently  an  embargo  was  laid  upon  the  import  of  eashewnut 
from  East  Africa.  Cashewnut,  it  so  chances,  is  very  much  prized 
in  America.  On  account  of  this  embargo  on  cashewnut  import,  it 
looked  very  much  that  three  weeks  ago  about  a  hundred  thousand 
would  be  thrown  out  of  employment  and  this  matter  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government.  My  friend  Sir  Ramsswami 
Mudaliar,  Commerce  Member,  was  approached  in  this  matter  and 
thanks  to  the  sympathy  and  the  kindness  of  the  Government  of 
India  and  the  Political  Department  and  the  Commerce  Member,  I 
am  glad  to  announce  that  the  embargo  is  reported  to  have  been  lifted 
so  that  the  cashewnut  industry  has  got  over  one  of  its  major 
crises. 

I  have  made  a  rough  calculation  of  what  may  be  called  our  war- 
supplies  in  the  year  1940.  Burnt  cocoanut  shell  we  supplied  about 
16  thousand  tons  valued  at  over  Rs.  13  lakhs.  We  have  supplied 
coir  goods  for  about  Rs.  21  lakhs  and  have  undertaken  supply  of 
camouflage  nets,  timber  and  wood  works  of  considerable  value.  In 
regard  to  foodstuffs  though  not  as  much  as  I  should  like,  some¬ 
thing  has  been  done.  In  regard  to  cotton  baniyans,  mosquito  nets, 
rubber  goods  of  various  description,  orders  are  pending  execution. 
As  for  the  supply  of  ceramic  goods  of  various  description,  very 
lqrg$  orders  are  pending  from  the  Government  of  India  j  and  the 
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great  industrial  centres  in  this  State  and  Industrial  concerns  like/ 
the  Harrisons  &  Crosfield  and  the  Pierce  Leslie  have  borne  their 
part  in  abundance.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  to  this 
House  that  for  fabricated  steel  works  mainly  for  huttings,  moulds 
and  other  similar  articles,  construction  of  building  works  for  the 
Defence  Department,  nearly  Rs.  23'5  lakhs  are  being  spent.  1  may 
also  inform  the  House  that  works  of  this  description  have  been 
attempted  by  the  engineering  works,  both  under  Government 
auspices  and  under  private  auspices.  We  have  a  representative  of 
Travancore  in  the  Provincial  War  Advisory  Committee  and  I 
know  i‘  is  doing  very  valuable  work.  The  Government  P.  W.  D. 
Workshops  are  taking  a  prominent  part  in  supplying  wood  works 
of  a  complicated  character  while  helping  the  ordinary  suppliers  by 
making  samples  of  required  articles..  Altogether  it  may  be  said 
that  although  there  has  not  been  the  desired  extent  of  co-ordinated 
activity  in  this  direction,  we  have  done  our  bit  in  the  matter  of  war 
supplies.  We  offer  to  do  more.  The  Transport  Department 
offered  to  build  and  supply  bodies  for  lorries  for  use  in  the  war.  It 
was  found  that  the  transport  freight  was  too  costly  and  our  offer 
was  not  accepted.  But  I  trust  that  the  matter  will  be  reconsidered. 
Now  these  are  what  may  be  called  our  war  efforts. 

But  it  is  not  only  the  great  catastrophe  of  war  but  other  and 
minor  catastrophies  are  confronting  us.  Quite  recently,  there  was  a 
cyclone  from  which  the  northern-most  parts  of  Travancore  have 
suffered  very  seriously.  I  am  told  that  in  some  parts  of  the  country 
most  of  the  fruit  bearing  cocoan.ut,  mango  and  other  trees  have  been 
blown  down  by  the  cyclone.  I  am  informed  also  that  many  dwelling 
houses  have  been  destroyed  and  an  exact  account  of  the  damage  has 
not  yet  been  forthcoming.  But  the  damage  is  reported  to  be  serious 
and  distressing.  In  the  interim  period  between  the  ready  help 
which  was  given  by  the  Government  of  India  and  the  slump  so  far 
as  coir  and  cocoanut  products  were  concerned,  there  was  tremendous 
distress  caused  throughout  the  country.  In  the  matter  of  coir 
workers,  the  problem  is  still  confronting  Government  and  has  not 
been  fully  solved.  The  general  economic  depression  has  also  affec¬ 
ted  this  State.  It  is  because  of  these  considerations,  namely,  the 
possibilities  of  emergencies  of  a  vast  character  in  all  spheres,  the 
problem  of  cyclone  relief,  the  problem  of  the  coir  workers  and 
other  cottage  industries,  the  problem  of  the  general  economic  slump 
that  Government  came  to  the  conclusion  that  they  must  have  at 
least  Rs.  10  lakhs  in  their  hands  as  a  kind  oE  reserve  to  be  dealt 
with  as  the  emergency  dictated.  The  Government  of  Travancore 
are  awaiting  reports  by  local  officers  and  it  is  my  intention  to  visit 
the  locality  personally.

We  have  certain  consolatory  circumstances  during  the  ■whole 
of  this  year.  Fortunately  we  have  been  free  from  what  may  be 
called  intense  embarrassing  political  agitation.  It  threatened  at 
one  time  to  dislocate  the  ordinary  machinery  of  the  State  and  was  the 
cause  of  much  anxiety  to  His  Highness’  Government.  But  we 
have  been  through  that  period  and  have  emerged  successfully. 
There  is  not  much  chance  of  a  recrudescence  although  even  yester¬ 
day  1  noticed  a  speech  in  which  it  is  stated  that  a  certain  poli¬ 
tical  association  has  been  nurtured  on  the  blood  of  the  poor  people 
of  Travancore.  One  T.  K.  Varghese  Vaidyan  made  this  speech 
three  days  ago.  Notwithstanding  this  invocation  of  blood  and  such 
constant  repetition  of  the  outworn  slogans  advocated  by  hysteric 
and  moribund  political  parties  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
we  can  proceed  during  the  coming  years  on  the  basis  that  we  shall 
have  a  period  of  political  tranquillity.  I  may  now  and  here  pay  a 
tribute  to  the  political  sagacity  of  the  people  of  Travancore  and 
their  representatives  and  to  their  appreciation  of  the  relative  values. 
They  have  stood  for  the  things  that  mattered  and  have  not  allowed 
their  energies  to  be  frittered  away  in  vain  pursuits.  We  have  been 
also  singularly  free,  and  we  know  and  confidently  trust  that  we 
shall  be  free,  from  these  communal  conflicts  which  have  disfigured 
many  parts  of  India  and  created  problems  that  were  baffling  to 
administrators  elsewhere.  The  relations  of  various  communities 
here — Hindu,  Christian  or  Moslem— are  all  of  the  friendliest 
description,  so  friendly  that  up  to  this  moment  the  word  ‘Pakistan’ 
has  never  been  spoken  here  on  this  side  of  the  Ghat.s.  We  may 
for  the  next  year  proceed  on  the  basis  that  there  are  likely  to  be  no 
communal  troubles  and  that  there  is  no  political  activity  of  a  sub¬ 
versive  character  to  be  faced.  The  only  two  problems  that  con¬ 
front  us  are,  the  war  situation  and  the  economic  problem,  Now, 

I  do  not  mean  for  a  moment  that  there  are  no  legitimate 
aspirations  of  the  people  that  have  to  be  dealt  with  and  have  to 
be  faced  with  sympathy  and  with  that  solicitude  which  His  Highness 
has  always  displayed.  Already  very  good  effects  are  apparent  from 
that  policy  of  associating  in  various  Committees  representatives 
of  the  Legislature  and  of  the  country  at  large  iu  the  day  to  day 
administration  of  some  important  departments,  in  certain  depart¬ 
ments  as  for  example  the  P.  W.  D.,  and  the  Public  Service,  the 
work  of  these  Committees  has  been  praiseworthy  and  of  the  greatest 
possible  assistance.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  all  this  kind 
of  collaboration  and  co-ordination  may  be  enhanced,  supplemented 
and  augmented.  So  far  as  Indian  States  are  concerned,  I  have  held 
and  do  hold  the  view  that  it  is  not  possible  to  introduce  in  Indian 
States  responsible  Government  in  the  sense  that,  the  Executive  is 
removable  by  the  vote  and  at  the  will  of  the  Legislature.  1  have 
-  Vcl.  .XVIII  —  No.  i 
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made  my  position  perfectly  clear  and  I  adhere  to  that  position  still. 
Kesponsible'j  Government  in  the  sense  that,  the  Executive  is  remo. 
vable  by  the  Legislature  is  io  essence  incompatible  with  the  relations 
which  subsist  between  the  Paramount  Power  and  the  States  and  the 
policies  and  actions  that  result  from  such  relations-  But  never¬ 
theless  there  are  several  ways  in  which  the  force  of  public  opinion 
could  be  brought  into  operation  upon  Governments  ;  and  the  Tra- 
vancore  Government  under  the  stimulus  and  inspiration  of  a  very 
great  Ruler  whose  love  for  his  people  and  whose  sagacity  and  states¬ 
manship  are  universally  acknowledged  will  never  be  behindhand 
in  associating  the  people  of  the  State  in  all  legitimate  activities  in 
the  matter  of  advice  and  effective  co-operation  in  the  daily  task  of 
administration.  And  the  Government  are  engaged  in  thinking 
over  and  discussing  plans  for  that  purpose. 

With  these  ideas  in  our  minds  and  in  the  face  of  such  a  situa¬ 
tion,  we  have  to  procure  enough  money  for  our  progressive  services, 
nation-building  services  and  to  keep  a  reserve  of  at  least  Rs.  10 
lakbs  for  emergencies.  We  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there 
should  be  no  taxation  which  will  impinge  upon  or  affect  prejudi¬ 
cially  the  labouring  classes  and  the  lower  middle  class.  There  is 
no  increase  in  income  tax  or  in  super-tax  contemplated  ;  and  it  is 
my  hope  that  none  need  be  imposed  for  the  next  two  or  three 
years.  It  must  also  be  remembered  in  passing  that  our  rate  of 
income-tax  is  lower  than  the  British  Indian  rates.  They  are 
now  three-fifths  of  the  British  Indian  rate.  But  there  is  no  proposal 
to  enhance  it.  There  is  no  intention  of  cutting  down  salaries  and 
I  do  not  think  that  the  salaries  here  are  excessive.  I  personally  do 
not  believe  in  tbe  theory  of  the  maximum  salary  of  Rs.  500  and 
the  minimum  of  Rs.  100.  Generally  speaking  our  salaries  are  not  too 
high  for  the  service  that  is  demanded  and  that  is  being  faithfully 
and  generally  efficiently  rendered.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
these  salaries  will  have  to  be  earned  by  hard  work,  honest  work  and 
in  order  to  ensure  that  honest  and  hard  work,  Government,  during 
last  year,  have  made  very  str'ngent  rules  and  regulations  so  as  to 
make  it  clear  to  every  officer  that  no  increment  is  his  due  as  a 
matter  of  right,  that  every  year  his  work  will  be  appraised,  judged 
and  re-examined  before  any  increment  is  sanctioned  and  that  no 
one  who  has  merely  marked  time  would  obtain  preferment.  But  in 
making  this  very  stringent  demand  upon  the  public  service,  it  is 
up  to  the  Government  not  to  create  discontent  among  them  and 
it  would  be  well  not  to  start  discussion  about  the  cutting  down  of 
salaries  or  pensions  and  not  to  make  their  future  a  dark  and  dismal 
one.  Our  idea,  therefore,  is  that  more  or  less  on  the  present  scale  of 
salaries  we  should  get  our  work  done  in  the  best  possible  manner. 
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In  order  to  procure  the  necessary  revenue  and  to  make  for  the  anti, 
cipated  shortfalls  we  have  to  turn  our  attention  to  cardamom 
rubber  and  tea. 

At  the  risk  of  tiring  this  house  I  must  point  out  the  exact 
position  in  regard  to  cardamom.  Cardamom  plantations  in  the 
State  were  opened  up  by  outsiders,  ».  e.,  non-Travancoreans.  I, 
for  one,  do  not  agree  with  those  who  take  the  view  that  they 
should  be  victimised  or  that  it  ought  to  be  made  specially  difficult 
for  them  to  continue  their  work  here.  Government  announced 
some  time  ago  the  policy  that  no  cardamom  lands  would  be  given 
to  other  than  Travaneoreans.  But  the  moment  Travaneoreans  got 
the  lands  many  of  them  immediately  transferred  them  to non-Tra- 
vancoreans.  This  is  to  frustrate  the  policy  of  Government.  Exactly 
the  same  thing  has  happened  in  regard  to  many  industrial  concerns. 
Very  recently  we  made  a  rule  that  certain  shares  in  a  salt  concern 
should  be  given  over  to  Travaneoreans.  The  shares  were  taken 
over  by  Travaneoreans,  but  within  a  few  weeks  of  their  getting  the 
shares  they  were  immediately  transferred  to  non-Travancoreans, 
The  i-esult  is  that  many  paying  industries  which  Government 
wanted  to  be  retained  in  the  hands  of  Travaneoreans  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  non-Travancoreans.  Such  Travancore  citizens  are  doing 
grave  disservice  to  their  country.  The  decision  of  Government 
has  been  therefore  not  to  deal  too  stringently  with  the  cardamom 
planters.  But  we  found  that  these  planters  transferred  their  particular 
quantity  of  cardamom  over  the  Ghats  to  Cumbom  or  Bodinaickanur 
and  the  middle-men  from  Bombay  or  North  India  came  there  and 
purchased  the  cardamom.  They  paid  income-tax,  sales  tax,  and 
excess  profits  tax>  to  British  India.  We  never  got  anything  by  way 
of  income-tax  or  any  other  form  of  tax  from  the  cardamom 
producers  in  the  State  and  that  tax  was  paid  just  over  the  border. 
Therefore  I  made  a  proposition  definitely  to  the  cardamom  planters 
that  if  and  when  they  establish  a  marketing  organisation  in  the 
State,  the  Government  would  help  them  by  paying  a  portion  of  their 
expenses  of  starting  that  marketing  organisation,  but  that  if  they 
would  continue  their  policy  of  selling  all  the  cardamom  outside  the 
State  an  export  duty  on  cardamom  would  be  levied  and  it  has  now 
been  levied.  My  original  offer  still  stands  and  I  repeat  that  offer 
again  publicly  now. 

In  the  case  of  tea  and  rubber  the  position  stands  thus : — 

“ . . ....The  Central  Travancore  Rubber  Company 

has  declared  an  interim  dividend  of  24  per  cent,  for  the  year 
on  the  10  per  cent,  preference  stock.”  As  regards  Travancore  tea, 
“One  has  to  go  back’’ -  I  am  reading  from  Financial  Journals 
in -England  and  Scotland— “to  1928  to  find  a  gross  profit  better 
than  ths^i  of  =635, 789. now  announced.”  Travancore  tea  earning.-, 
have  shown  a  good  deal  of  fluctuations  over  the  past  few  years,  and 
in' the  last  three  years  the  average  margin  over  the  10  per  cent. 
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annual  dividend  has  been  small.  But  the  management,  is  first  class 
and  the  policy  pursued  by  the  introduction  of  compost  manures  in 
recent  years  has  brought  marked  recovery  in  yields  per  acre.  As 
the  present  report  shows  the  yield  per  acre  in  1939-40  was  as  much 
as  523  lbs.  Further  it  may  ha  observed  that  in  Ceylon,  duty  on 
tea  exports  has  given  Rs.  33  lakhs  and  on  rubber  65  lakhs.  Further, 
an  excess  profits  duty  has  also  been  levied.  No  excess  profits  duty 
is  levied  in  this  State  and  it  is  not  intended  to  levy  such  duty.  We 
are  now  raising  tea  duty  only  to  the  extent  of  the  narrow  limit  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  These  duties  are  imposed  on 
people  who  can  bear  the  burden,  on  people  who  have,  to  a  certain 
extent,  benefited  by  the  war  measures  and  the  war  supply. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  that  for  the  first  time  during  many 
decades  we  have  made  some  money  out  of  our  railway.  We  have 
got  Rs.  l|  lakhs  last  year  and  we  have  budgetted  for  an  income 
ofRs.  1J  lakhs  for  the  coming  year.  This  railway  line  has 
unfortunately  been  so  planned  as  in  effect,  to  produce  the 
maximum  possible  loss  and  the  minimum  profit.  Instead  of 
the  natural  route  from  Tinnevelly  to  Trivandrum  Via  Nagercoil 
a  route  wa^  chosen  through  Virudhunagar  to  Shencottah  and 
Shencottah  to  Trivandrum  which  could  not  be  expected  to  produce 
any  profit.  Thus  we  have  a  railway  line  which  during  the  last  twenty 
or  twenty-five  years  has  been  making  us  pay  year  after  year  a  fairly 
steady  amount  by  way  of  our  share  of  the  loss  to  the  South  Indian 
Railway  Company.  But  on  account  of  the  war  demands  and 
kindred  circumstances  the  railway  has  begun  to  pay  and  that  is  a 
Welcome  feature  which  the  honourable  members  of  this  House 
would  indeed  like  to  know. 

On  the  whole  it  may  be  said  that  today  our  finances  are  more 
elastic  than  those  of  most  of  the- units  in  British  India  for  the 
reason  that  we  rely  less  upon  agriculture  pure  and  simple. 

With  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme — in  regard 
to  which  I  must  pay  a  tribute  to  the  Electrical  Engineer  who  has 
done  so  such  to  make  the  scheme  a  success — there  are  two  direc¬ 
tions  in  which  the  work  has  proceeded  and  to  which  I  must  advert. 
A  very  important  syndicate,  the  Aluminium  Production  Company 
has  chosen  Travancore  as  a  venue  of  its  operation  and  is  to 
commence  smelting  operation  in  Aluminium  on  a  very  large  scale 
from  the  end  of  this  year  or  from  the  beginning  of  next  year. 
Besides  aluminium  smelting  many  subsidiary  industries  will  follow 
in  the  wake  of  the  factory.  The  requirements  of  that  concern 
are  in  the  neighbourhood  of  13,500  K.  W.  while  our  producing 
capacity  is  only  9,000  K.  W.  We  have  therefore  to  make 
arrangements  foi'  enlarging  our  production.  In  addition  To  that 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  prospects  of  our  supplying 
Hydro  Kl‘cT:c  energy  to'  the  neighbouring  State-  of  Cochin  are 
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fairly  bright.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  and  they  are  not 
finally  concluded.  There  are  small  obstacles,  but  nevertheless  I 
am  sure  that  the  Harbour,  the  great  Soap  Works,  and  Emakulam 
and  Trichur  will  soon  be  supplied  with  energy  from  Pallivasal. 
Honourable  members  who  have  seen  the  prospects  in  regard  to 
irrigation  in  various  areas  will  have  realised  what  the  possibilities 
of  the  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  are  in  regard  to  irrigation.  In 
fact  one  can  see  that  what  was  started  timorously  and  amidst 
opposition  in  the  State  of  Mysore  has  now  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  revenue  producing  industries  in  chat  State  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  same  will  happen  here  also.  And  now  there 
l  is  a  proposal,  as  you  must  have  known,  to  cultivate  25, COO  acres  of 
land  by  means  of  energy  supplied  from  Pallivasal  which  will 
produce  an  additional  quantity  of  25  lakhs  of  paras  of  paddy.  In 
this  connection  I  must  advert  lo  a  leading  article  in  a  paper  called 
“ Pouraprabha”  dated  the  lltli  June  1941.  It  says:  “The  schemes  of 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  to  augment  the  production  of  paddy 
are  such  that  they  will  not  produce  any  result  in  the  near  future.’’ 
It  h  no:  possible  to  change  what  may  be  the  deficit  production 
of  paddy  into  a  surplus  production,  with  the  best  will  of  the 
Pouraprabha  Editor,  in  an  year  or  two.  _  But,  along  with  the  editor 
of  the  Pouraprabha,  we  are  also  alive  to  the  need  for  putting 
forth  our  best  efforts  to  increase  the  output  of  paddy. 

With  regard  to  Transport,  the  position  was  explained  at  length 
in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech.  But  there  are  a  few  figures 
which  might  be  borne  in  mind  The  receipts  for  the  years  li  13  to 
1115  and  ten  months  of  1116  amount  to  39  lakhs  of  tupees  and  the 
expenditure  for  the  same  period  comes  to  32  lakhs.  The  Financial 
Secretary  spoke  that  the  profits  have  not  been  adequate  and  suffi¬ 
cient.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  depreciation  funds  in 
regard  to  the  lorries  and  breakages  come  to  the  extent  of  Rs. 
5,27,233.  Therefore  the  net  profit  is  calculated  after  making 
allowance  for  depreciation  fund.  The  .balance  available  in  other 
funds  are  credited  to  Government  as  interest  on  capital ;  refund  of 
capital  aivi  profit  etc.,  comes  to  Ks.  2,66,635.  And,  as  has  been 
pointed  out,  Mr.  Salter’s  enterprise  and  the  combined  resources  of 
the  Public.  Works  Department  and  the  University  will  help  very, 
soon  to  bring  into  existence  a  state  of  things  which  will  enable  the 
transport  to  run  on  charcoal  gas  instead  of  on  petrol.  Honourable 
members  no  doubt  have  seen  already  indications  of  the  possibility  of 
the  rationing  of  petrol  elsewhere.  Before  that  comes  to  happen 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  say  that,  we  don’t  want  rationing  because  we 
don’t  want,  as  ranch  petrol  as  even  you  might  be  willing  o  supply. 

With  regard  to  the  Ceramics,  I  am  in  a  position  to  state  that 
every  ofinci  of  day  that  we  can  produce — we  can  produce  large 
quantities — has  been  bespoken.  Wa  have  in  hand  now  orders  for 
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very  large  amounts.  Here  I  don’t  want  to  give  exact  details  as 
there  are  one  or  two  competitors  in  the  field  now.  But  I  hope 
that  we  shall  be  absolutely  beyond  competition  in  India  or  Asia 
within  a  very  short  time.  We  have  already  received  orders  from  _ 
the  Government  of  India  for  various  articles  which  will  keep 
the  factory  going  for  the  next  year  or  two  without  attending 
to  any  other  demand  whatsoever  from  outside.  The  result  will 
be  that  we  shall  not  be  able  to  supply  articles  for  the  ordinary 
markets  as  we  must  fulfil  our  contract  with  the  Government 
of  India  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  cups,  saucers,  insulators,  etc., 
for  war  purposes.  We  propose  to  concentrate  on  that.  Already  we  f 
have  sold  China  clay — first  quality  300  tons,  special  quality  500 
tons  and  third  quality  900  tons  so  that  it  might  be  said  from  the 
business  point  of  view  that  the  industry  is  on  an  absolutely  secure 
basis.  That  does  not  mean  that  improvements  are  not  possible. 
Improvements  are  possible  and  are  called  for,  and  they  will  be 
taken  on  hand  both  in  the  matter  of  personnel  and  in  the  matter  of 
actual  working. 

With  regard  to  the  Rubber  Factory,  it  must  be  stated  that  till 
last  year  the  Factory  run  under  Government  management  was  an 
acknowledged  failure  as  a  business  concern.  It  produced  things 
which  nobody  purchased.  Whilst  we  demonstrated  the  possibility 
of  efficient  rubber  production  we  also  incidentally  and  unhappily 
demonstrated  the  futility  of  Government  salesmanship  in  a  competi¬ 
tive  market.  But  I  am  now  very  glad  to  say  that  there  are  sales  of 
over  Rs.  4,000  a  day  and  the  net  profit  expected  during  the  first 
year  of  working  is  one  and  oue-fourth  lakhs. 

The  Travancore  Sugars  was  started  with  a  certain  amount  of 
Travancore  capital  and  a  certain  amount  of  capital  from  outside. 
The  total  loss  sustained  by  the  company  was  Rs.  1,62,00  )  and  the 
loss  incurred  by  Government  amounted  to  Rs-  1,57,000.  At  present 
the  company  which  is  running  that  concern  declares  a  dividsndof 
ten  per  cent,  free  of  income-tax  ard  Government  gets  a  net  profit 
of  Rs.  40,000  every  year  apart  from  taxes  and  dues.  Now  I  am 
mentioning  this  here  for  the  purpose  of  both  encouraging  ourselves 
and  of  taking  a  lesson  and  a  warning.  There  is  no  future  for  the 
State  unless  side  by  side  with  intense  agriculture  a  continuous 
policy  of  wise  industrialisation  is  inaugurated.  Such  wise  industriali¬ 
sation  is  not  possible  if  capital  is  shy.  It  is  not  possible  unless 
each  man  who  can  invest  his  little  savings  will  put  it  into  the 
concerns  with  whose  working  he  keeps  himself  in  touch.  There  is 
no  point  in  a  share-holder  putting  Rs.  10,000  in  a  concern  and 
going  to  sleep  and  waking  up  only  at  the  time  of  the  declaration  or 
non -declaration  of  dividend  and  then  shouting  about  it.  Criticism, 
careful  supervision,  business-like  methods,  financial  rectitude— these 
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are  amongst  the  things  which  have  to  be  kept  in  view.  I  see  signs 
o£  a  renaissance  and  of  the  growth  of  a  new  consciousness  in 
business  affairs.  God  grant  we  may  take  the  opportunity  and  use 
it  to  the  utmost. 

I  have  been  speaking  in  this  house  and  elsewhere  of  the 
possibility  of  hand-loom  weaving.  I  am  not  a  believer  in  those 
programmes  which  would  eradicate  all  the  mills  in  the  country  and 
would  enjoin  every  man  and  child  of  the  country  to  concentrate 
on  hand-spinning  and  hand-weaving.  Nevertheless  as  a  supple¬ 
mentary  occupation  to  agriculture  it  is  priceless.  Hand-loom  weav¬ 
ing  is  one  of  the  dearest  concerns  of  this  Government ;  shut  side  by 
side  with  hand-loom  weaving  will  have  to  come  power -loom  weaving 
with  the  aid  of  power  supplied  from  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric 
Project.  I  trust  that- companies  will  come  into  existence  for  the 
purpose  of  exploiting  the  present  opportunity. 

I  am  also  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  that  negotiations  are 
practically  complete  for  the  inauguration  of  a  cement  factory  in  the 
State.  In  the  case  of  cement  as  in  the  case  of  sugar  we  are  con¬ 
fronted  with  a  well-known  business  phenomenon.  The  sugar  pro¬ 
duction  and  marketing  in  South  India  is  practically  in  the  hands 
of  one  concern  and  until  we  came  to  terms  with  that  concern  it 
was  not  possible  to  start  sugar  production  on  a  profitable  basis. 
The  Travancore  Government  came  to  terms  with  that  concern 
and  the  industry  has  been  put  on  a  very  safe  footing.  In 
the  case  of  cement  also,  one  particular  concern  practically  controls 
the  production  all  over  India.  It  is  not  possible  tor  this  State 
to  start  another  enterprise  in  competition.  Therefore,  Government 
have  been  negotiating  with  that  concern  so  that  the  large 
sources  of  limestones  in  South  Travancore  and  the  limitless 
resources  of  shells  in  the  Vembanad  lake  may  be  utilised  for  the 
purpose  of  cement  production.  A  great  cement  factory  will  very 
soon  come  into  existence.  The  site  and  many  other  details  will  be 
decided  in  the  course  of  a  week  or  two,  and  arrangements  are  already 
under  way  for  the  purpose  of  producing  enough  cement  for  con¬ 
sumption  for  all  purposes  within  Travancore  and  Cochin.  This 
is  a  matter  of  more  than  passing  interest  to  Cochin  and  Travancore 
because  our  experience  has  taught  us  that  rather  than  wasting  our 
money  on  tar  or  wasting  it  on  the  routine  maintenance  of  roads* 
sooner  or  later,  it  must  be  the  programme  and  the  policy  of  the 
State  that  all  the  highways  in  Travancore  are  cement  concreted. 
With  that  policy  in  view,  the  Travancore  Government  is  conducting 
negotiations  and  I  hope  very  shortly  to  be  able  to  announce  the 
conclusions  agreed  to  for  the  purpose  of  starting  a  cement  factory 
•  which  will  also  go  a  long  way  in  augmenting  the  industrial  pros¬ 
perity  of  the  State. 
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On  the  agricultural  side  there  is  necessity  for  the  State  to 
take  a  bird’s-eye  view  o£  che  position.  We  should  not  concentrate 
so  much  on  paddy  as  we  have  been  doing  but  we  have  to  devote 
our  attention  to  fruit  canning,  fruit  preserving,  cultivation  of  soya 
beans  and  other  dry  crops  which  are  of  the  greatest  food  value  and 
which  with  the  exploitation  of  our  fisheries  inland  and  maritime 
may  make  us  infinitely  more  self-sufficient  than  we  have  been.  In 
order  to  do  that  what  is  needed  is  scientific  agriculture.  But  with, 
the  present  fragmentation  of  holdings,  with  the  present  social  and 
property  organisation  and  with  the  present  partition  system  it  is  to 
my  mind,  impossible  to  bring  about  any  agricultural  production  on  | 
a  large  or  intensive  scab.  Therefore  it  is  that  I  have  been  more 
than  once  bringing  to  the  notice  of  this  house  and  to  the  notice  of 
the  people  of  Travancore,  the  necessity  for  the  reorganisation  of 
their  property  laws  and  for  the  reform  of  the  co-operative  system 
so  that  there  may  be  the  basic  material  appurtenances  like  land, 
implements,  manure  and  water  essential  in  order  to  utilise  science  in 
aid  of  agriculture.  I  am  also  very  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that 
in  the  matter  .of  timber  our  policy  has  yielded  very  fine  results. 
Uneconomic  competition  and  underbidding  are  over  and  our  timber 
is  assured  of  a  market  in  India.  We  have  been  able  to  do  some 
service  in  the  course  of  our  war  efforts  in  regard  to  timber  produc¬ 
tion  and  timber  supply.  The  starling  of  all  these  agricultural  and 
industrial  reforms  will  depend  in  the  long  run  for  their  ultimate 
success  upon  what  I  venture  to  call  the  rural  reconstruction,  the 
renaissance  and  recreation  of  village  life  and  village  activities, 
Without  those  the  rest  will  be  a  huge  superstructure  on  an 
inadequate  and  insufficient  foundation.  Government  are  therefore 
trying  to  bring  into  existence  village  unions  and  make  them  the 
media  of  local  beneficence,  joint  effort  and  helpfulness  including 
medical  relief  and  enable  them  to  undertake  such  works  of  an 
ameliorative  character  so  that  they  may  produce  the  new  orientation 
of  economic  life  without  which  the  future  will  be  gloomy  indeed. 
And  all  these  works  demand  incessant  and  enthusiastic  collabora- 
tion  from  officials  and  non-officials  alike.  His  Highness,  a  Ruler  of 
whom  we  are  all  proud,  has  a  right  to  expect  that  co-operation  and 
1  have  confidence  that  it  will  be  forthcoming  ;  and  with  that  con¬ 
fidence  and  with  a  firm  faith  in  our  future  I  commend  this  Budget 
to  your  careful  consideration.

PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  It  was  represented  that  the 
court  should  be  taken  over  to  Chengannur. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  the  reason 
which  weighed  with  Government  for  fixing  the  District  Court  at 
Mavelikara  centre  and  not  at  any  o' her  place  as  is  now  seen?

•  "»•  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether 
the  circumstances  which  necessitated  the  fixing  of  the  District  Court  at 
the  Mavelikara  centre  are  still  in  existence  just  at  present  ? 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  $.  KRISHNA  PILLAI;  Whatever  circumstances 
were  in  existence  at  the  time  of  establishing  the  court  at  Mavelikara 
are  still  continuing  to  exist  even  now  and  Government  are  not  yet  in  a 
position  to  say  that  those  circumstances  have  changed. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Is  the  member  aware  of 
the  reason  alleged  by  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  for  establishing 
a  court  at  Mavelikara  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  The  honourable  member 
himself  can  refer  to  it. 

PRESIDENT:  The  question  is  very  simple.  Government  have 
•  received  representations  on  the  matter  and  they  were  all  referred  to 
the  High  Court  who  more  than  onco  decided  and  recommended  that' 
the  District  Court  should  be  established  at  Mavelikara.  Bigktly  or 
wrongly  Government  adopted  that  position  and  steps  have  been  taken 
to  establish  the  (court  at  Mavelikara.  As  is  stated,  it  is  much  better 
that  Government  themselves  commit  now  and  again  some  mistakes. 
They  do  not  know  what  the  real  position  is  from  day  to  day  and  that 
being  the  case  they  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  court  will  be 
kept  in  Mavelikara. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  t.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  The  object  of  my  put¬ 
ting  the  question  was  this.  The  only  reason  alleged  for  fixing  Maveli¬ 
kara  as  a  District  Court  centre  was  the  inclusion  of  two  District  Mun- 
sifi  Courts,  namely,  Kayancolam  and  Haripad  within  its  jurisdiction. 
Now,  both  these  courts  are  not  included.  That  is  the  reason  for  my 
asking  more  supplementary  questions. 

PRESIDENT  :  Speaking  for  myself  I  consider  that  already  the 
District  Courts  are  too  many  in  number  and  one  or  two  would  be 
enough  for  the  whole  State  such  as  this.  From  another  consideration, 
some  more  courts  have  come  into  being.  Apart  from  it,  let  Die  examine. 
What  is  the  distance  between  Mavelikara  and  Chengannuv  compared 
with  the  distance  from  Virudhanag'ar  to  Bamnad  or  Madura.  Why 
should  the  location  of  the  courts  be  at  much  more  than  20  miles 
distance  here  when  it  is  more  than  101  miles  or  so  elsewhere  ? 
Viewed  from  that  light  I  consider  that  really  this  Slate  does  not  want 
more  than  one  or  two  District  Courts  if  only  the  Judges  would  do  more 
work.  After  all,  what  is  the  distance  between  Ckengannur  and 
Mavelikara  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  It,  is  only  7  miles. 

PRESIDENT:  That  is  the  position.  Government  are  serif uslv 
considering  whether  there  should  bo  all  these  courts  and  whe'ber 
some  curtailment  could  not  be  effected  bv  abolishing  one  or  two  ebur  s. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  My  complaint  is  not 
with  regard  to  the  distance  between  the  places.  I  was  only  trying 
to  find  out  the  reason  for  not  including  the  EayamCulam  and  Haiipad 
Munsiff  Courts  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Miive.ikara' 

PRESIDENT  :  I  dare  say  your  arguments  are  excellent.  But  Go¬ 
vernment  having  arrived  at  a  very  wrong  decision  will  have  to  adhere 
to  that.  That  is  the  position  now,

PRESIDENT ;  I  have  received  notices  of  motions  for  the  adjourn- 
ment  of  the  House  to  discuss  definite  matters  of  urgent  public 
importance.  It  is  a  fairly  well  known  practice  that  the  Budget  Session 
is  a  period  when  each  honourable  member  has  or  should  have  the 
chance  of  debating  matters  which  he  considers  important  and  relevent 
to  the  budget.  The  general  convention  observed  is.  that  at  that  time, 
in  order  to  give  the  utmost  opportunity  to  all  the  members  of  the  House 
to  participate  in  the  general  discussion,  adjournment  motions  are  not 
encouraged.  The  reason  being  that  if  I  allow  these  adjournment 
motions,  practically  the  whole  budget  time  will  be  taken  up  and  there 
will  be  curtailment  of  the  allotted  time  to  each  honourable  member  of 
the  House.  Of  course,  exceptions  will  he  slightly  discernible  if  the 
matter  is  of  such  great  and  urgent  public  importance  as  to  make  the 
postponement  of  the  discussion  not  feasible  in  public  interests.  Now 
let  me  go  over  the  matter  of  Mr.  M.  B.  Narayana  Pillai’s  adjournment 
motion  for  “  the  immediate  necessity  for  the. establishment  of  an  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Council  responsible  to  the  Legislature  with  a  view  to  giving  a 
larger  and  more  direct  share  to  the  people  in  the  Government  of  the 
State.”  This  ’s  a  matter  which  incidentally  may  be  raised  in  the 
course  of  the  debate  on  general  administration.  It  must  be  said  in 
passing'that  the  Government  have  not  the  remotest  idea  of  establishing 
an  Executive  Council.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Head  of  the  Administ¬ 
ration  has  not  enough  work  to  do— not  more  than  3  or  4  hours  a  day. 
So  there  is  no  need  for  the  question  of  an  Executive  Council  to  arise  at 
present.  Moreover,  an  Executive  Council  member  is  either  a  bure¬ 
aucrat  or  a  minister.  The  purpose  of  the  Executive  Council  is  now 
served  in  the  State  by  the  Dewan  holding  numerous  conferences  with 
the  heads  of  departments  and  the  decisions  arrived  at  in  those  con¬ 
ferences  are  being  acted  upon  as  far  as  possible.  The  Executive  Council 
members  and  the  ministers  are  generally  employed  not  for  the  purpose 
of  doing  office  .work  but  for  ifhe  purpose  of  touring  round  the  country 
and  explaining  the  policy  of  the  Government.  This  question  is  there¬ 
fore  not  of  urgent  public  importance.  And  the  Government  have  not 
i  the  remotest  idea  of  establishing  an  Executive  Council. 

|  Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  In  view  of  what  the  President  has 
said  I  do  not  wish  to  move  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT :  The  next  motion  is  from  Mr.'  A.  K.  Kumaran 
Vaidyan  which  is  as  follows  : 

“  I  move  that  the  business  of  this  House  ho  adjourned  for  tho  ptfrpose  of  disousn- 
ing  a  deliuite  matter  of  urgent  publio  importauco  via.,  the  situation  created 
in  those  parts  of  tho  State  affected  by  the  reoent  cyclone. 

That  again  is  a  matter  which  'can  very  well  be  brought 
during  the  general  discussion  when  dealing  with  the  relief  for  economic 
distress.  The  amount  set  apart  is  sufficient  I  believe  to  meet  all. 
legitimate  demands  and  the  honourable  members  can  put-  forward  these 
aspects  during  tho  general  discussion  of  the  budget  and  specific 
instances  of  the  havoc  brought  before  the  attention  of  the  House. 

Mr.  A  K.  KUMARAN  VAIDYAN:  Sir,  I  do  not  wish  to  move  the 
motion.

PRESIDENT  :  The  next  motion  relates  to  the  “  serious  situation 
created  in  the  State  by  the  merchants,  profiteering  by  their  recent 
increasing  the  prices  of  rice,  paddy  and  cloth  to  an  abnormal  extent.”

PRESIDENT;  Another  honouraDle  member  has  given  notice  of  an 
adjournment  motion  on  the  need  for  providing  bathing  ghats  for  sea 
bath  at  Gape  to  non-Hindus. 

That  matter  is  under  the  consideration  of  Government  and  orders 
will  soon  be  issued  for  providing  swimming  and  bathing  places  at 
Cape  Comorin  to  non-Hindus. 

The  last  motion  is  on  a  “  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  im¬ 
portance  viz.  the  distress  and  difficulties  and  panic  created  among  .  the 
tax  payers  in  the  State  by  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Government  re¬ 
cently,  in  realising  the  land  tax  for  the  year  1116  by  distraint  and  sale 
of  properties,  moveables  and  immoveables,  especially  twice  a  year  in 
Ambalapuzha  taluk,  before  the  expiry  of  the  year  itself  and  before  the 
tax  become  arrears  for  the  year,  at  a  time  when  economic  depression  is 
rampant  on  account  of  war  and  fall  in  price  of  indigenous  articles  of  the 
tax  payers’’.

FOB  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET. 

STATEMENT  BY  THE  PRESIDENT  REGARDING-  THE 
PROCEDURE  FOB  DISCUSSION  OF  THE 
BUDGET. 

PRESIDENT :  Under  Rule  69,  the  debate  on  the  budget  will 
begin  with  a  general  discussion  and  be  followed  by  the  voting  of 
Demands  for  the  Grants,  Two  days  have  been  allotted  for  the  general 
discussion  and  the  maximum  of  seven  days  has  been  set  apart  for  the 
voting  of  Demands  for  Grants.  The  Demands  will  be  taken  up  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  printed  in  the  list  of  Demands,  copy  of  which 
has  been  already  furnished  to  honourable  members.  The  Demands 
under  II— Land  Revenue  and  Taxes  on  Income  and  VII— Public 
Works  may  each  be  discussed  for  one  whole  day  ;  and  not  more  than 
half  a  day  will  be  allotted  for  each  of  the  remaining  Demands- 

Every  member,  other  than  the  Financial  Secretary,  wilkbe  allowed 
during  the  general  discussion  stage,  not  more  than  fifteen  minutes  as 
usual.  But  I  hope  honourable  members  will,  while  not  unduly  res¬ 
training  themselves,  allow  as  many  non-official  members  as  possible  to 
participate  in  the  discussion  and  also  render  it  possible  to  give  the 
Government  members  adequate  time  for  reply.  „ 

I  find  on  scrutiny  of  the  names  furnished  by  the  Secretary  that 
there  are  23  members  of  the  National  Congress  Party,  12  members  in 
the  People’s  Party  and  26  members  who  belong  to  ‘no-party.  My 
endeavour  will  be,  as  far  as  possible,  to  give  the  members  of  these 
parties  in  proportion  to  their  numbers  opportunity  for  speaking. 
Roughly  speaking  11  members  of  the  National  Congress  Party,  5 
members  of  the  People’s  Party  and  12  members  of  (no-party,  will 
be  allowed  to  take  part  in  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget.  I  shall 
be  glad  if  honourable  members  of  each  party  who  whish  to  speak  will 
kindly  give  tlieir  list  to  the  Secretary  sufficiently  early  so  that  they  may 
be  called  up  as  they  stand  and  catch  the  eye  of  the  President.. 

When  voting  on  the  Demands  for  the  grants  every  mover  and  the 
official  member  who  has  the  right  of  reply  will  he  allowed  ten  minutes 
each  and  the  other  members  five  minutes  eaoh.  StandingiOrder  No, 
59  requires  notice  of  every  rnoiion  to  be  given  to  the  Secretary  two 
clear  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  Demand  comes  up  for  consider¬ 
ation.  Late  motions  will  not  be  accepted.  It  will  facilitate  business 
if  honourable  members  giving  notice  of  token  motions  which  can  most 
conveniently  before  a  reduction  of  one  rupee  will  also  specify  the  pur¬ 
pose  underlying  the  proposed  cut  and  take  care  to  see  that  the  cut 
motions  are  confined  to  amounts  entirely  votable.. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  also  invite  the  attention  of  honourable 
members  to  my  predecessor’s  ruling  regarding  budget  motions  given 
on  the  30th  of  July  1935,  reported  bn  pages  705  to  707  of  Volume  VI 
of  the  Proceedings  of.  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly — vide  pages  121-124  of 
the  Rulings  from  the  Chair,

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[President,] 

In  calculating  the  number  of  hours  to  be  allotted  for  the  voting  of 
Demands,  I  propose  to  follow  the  procedure  which  has  been  followed 
during  the  last  three  years.  A  day  will  be  taken  as  from  11  a.  m.  to 
5  p.  m.  One  hour  being  available  for  question  time,  and  another  hour 
(1  to  2  p.  m.)  as  lunch  interval,  the  remaining  four  hours  bo  treated  as 
one  full  day  and  two  hours  as  half  a  day.  If  the  whole  of  the  first 
hour  is  not  taken  up  for  question  and  answers,  the  time  left  over  will 
be  available  for  the  voting  of  the  Demands  for  Grants.  Such  available 
time  will  not  go  to  increase  the  time  allotted  for  any  particular 
Demand  but  will  be  available  to  the  House  and  thus  enable  them  to 
reach  more  Demands. 

Order,  order.  Honourable  members  will  have  noticed  that  this 
year  I  was  anxious  to  take,  as  I  have  always  been  anxious  to  take  this 
House  into  confidence  regarding  not  only  the  budgeting  policy  of  Gov-* 
ernment  but  also  the  general  policy  of  Government  in  so  far  as  such 
policy  may  impinge  upon  or  affect  the  budget  or  the  finances  of  the 
State.  On  the  last  occasion  on  which  I  addressed  this  House,  viz. 
three  days  ago,  I  refrained  from  referring  for  obvious  reasons  to  matters 
of  a  purely  domestic  character.  With  the  leave  of  this  House  I  shall 
make  clear  by»a  further  statement  the  policy  of  Government  on  one 
or  two  other  matters,  because  I  foresee  that  that  statement  may 
courtail  discussion  and  elucidate  the  position  of  Government. 

The  first ’of  those  points  arises  with  regard  to  the  extension  of 
service  of  Government  employees.  The  Government  have  now  arrived 
at  the  decision  which  they  intend  to  adhere  to  that,  generally  speaking 
no  extensions  will  be  given  to  Government  servants  excepting  on 
grounds  of  public  interests,  that  no  personal  ground,  however  strong  , 
or  urgent,  will  be  aground  or  justification  for  an  extension  to  be  given; 
and  from  that  it  follows  that  every  application  for  an  extension  will 
not  be  regarded  with  favour  but  be  scrutinised  with  care.  Also,  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  excepting  where  the  servi¬ 
ces  of  .a  particular  officer  are  deemed  to  be  urgent  and  indispensable,  no 
more  than  one  extension  should  be  given  to  any  officer. 

The  second  point  also'  arises  with  regard  to  the  public  service. 
Apparently  a  system  has  grown  up  and  was  in  evidence  from  about 
thirty  or  forty  years  ago  by  which  for  various  reasons,  not  entirely 
discreditable  but  even  creditable  in  many  oases,  the  ages  of  Government 
officers  were  either  over  stated  or  under-stated  at  the  time  they  entered 
service.  Government  have  now  resolved  that  one  year’s  time  should 
be  given  to  all  public  servants  in  the  State  to  make  all  the  corrections 
that  they  wish  to  make  in  regard  to  their  ages.  Afterwards  if  any 
discrepancies  are  found  out,  those  would  go  against  the  officer  and 
might  even  affect  the  pension.  The  Government  da  not  in  coming  to 
this  conclusion,  arrive  at  any  judgment  regarding  any  moral  culpabili¬ 
ty  on  the  part  of  the  officer  concerned.  Very  often,  parents  were  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  statement  of  age.  Very  often  careless  registration  in 
school  registers  was  responsible  for  this.  Very  often  also  ,a  particular 
youth  desiring  to  enter  service  early  overstated  his  age.  The  policy

therefore  has  been  laid  down  that  one  year  from  this  date  will  be  given 
to  all  public  employees  to  make  all  the  necessary  corrections  they  have 
to  make  in  regard  to  their  ages,  after  which  Government  will  have  to 
take  their  own  course  in  regard  to  these  officers. 

The  last  point  which  raises  a  large  question  is  with  regard  to  the 
policy  of  Government  which  has  been  recently  enunciated  and  which 
I  wish  to  have  fully  discussed  on  the  floor  of  this  House  and  elsewhere. 
That  is  with  regard  to  the  policy  of  encroachment,  of  applications  for 
registry  in  respect  of  put  huvals  or  applications  in  respect  of  cardamom 
lands.  At  one  time  evidently  there  was  a  difficulty  in  colonising  vari¬ 
ous  parts  of  this  Slate.  Encroachments  had  therefore  to  be  countenan¬ 
ced  by  the  State  and  even  by  the  Courts  in  order  to  enable  enterprising 
“people  settle  in  particular  localities  and  utilise  their  powers  of  organis¬ 
ation  and  agricultural  skilfulness  in  developing  undeveloped  tracts  of 
the  country.  That  ti m e  is  past.  We  are  now  suffering  from  lack  of 
•land  and  a  plethora  of  population.  We  cannot  therefore  adopt  the 
principle  of  any  laxity  in  the  operation  of  the  Land  Conservancy  Rules. 
Government  have  laid  down  that  length  of  occupation  by  itself  is  no 
justification.  The  longer  a  man  has  squatted  on  public  property  or 
another  man’s  property  the  more  advantage  he  has  derived  and  there¬ 
fore  the  more  ready  he  must  be  to  leave  that  property  after  having- 
enjoyed  theproperty  and  its  income  for  such  a  long  time.  There  has  been 
a  tremendous  amount  of  laxity,  not  wholly  unconnected  with,  the  activi¬ 
ties  or  connivance  of  the  Forest  Department  subordinates,  the  Revenue 
Department  subordinates  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  subor¬ 
dinates.  Government  will  enforce  without  respect  of  person 
the  rules  relating  to  land  conservancy.  I  have  known  of  cases 
where  a  man  having  a  large  tract  of  land  purposely  builds  a  house  or 
.  starts  some  other  big  construction  at  the  edge  of  that  land  placing  his 
improvements  in  poramboke  or  public  property  in  order  to  peg  out  a 
claim  to  the  property  encroached  upon.  In  all  such  cases  of  encroachment 
■  heartless  as  the  course  may  sometimes  appear  to  be  the  public  interests 
-  are  so  great  and.  urgent  and  the  want  of  land  is  so  keenly  felt,  that 
'  Government  cannot  afford  to  and  will  not  pay  lespect  to  persons  and 
the  policy  will  be  consistant  and  uniform,  but  necissary  when  we  con¬ 
sider  the  demands  of  the  public  interests.  Now,  I  find  that  in  many 
cases  length  of  occupation  or  the  utilisation  of  force  or  influence  is 
regarded  as  a  kind  of  passport  to  ask  for  kuthagapat:  am  if  land  cannot 
be  registered.  My  opinion  is  that  we  have  had  enough  of  these 
encroachments  on  public  property,  enough  of  these  encroachmcn.s  on 
.  porambokes,  enough  of  building  of  shops  on  public  land,  encroachments 
on  municipal  property  and  encroachments  on  forest  land,  and  the  idea 
of  Government  will  be  to  try  and  make  use  of  as  much  land  as  possible 
for  as  many  as  possible. 

The  general  discussion  will  now  commence. 
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MR  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Pathanapuram  cum  Shencottah 
Deputy  President)-.  Sir,  let  me  in  the  first  place  offer  my  congratulations 
to  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  lucid  exposition  of  the  finances  and 
the  financial  operations  of  this  State.  The  budget  estimates  presented 
to  us  provide  for  a  revenue  realisation  of  Bs,  280*73  lakhs  and  for  a 
programme  of  expenditure  charged  to  revenue  of  Bs.  279*23  lakhs  and 
for  a  nominal  surplus  of  Bs  1*5  lakhs.  Sir,  a  surplus  budget  at  a  time 
of  great  stress  and  strain  caused  by  the  present  war  is  something  un¬ 
thinkable,  particularly  in  a  maritime  Stats  like  ours  which  has  received 
'the  worst  impacts  of  the  war.  When  it  is  realised  that  ihe  real  surplus 
is  not  Ha.  1*5  lakhs  but  Bs,  10*5  lakhs  if  wa  take  into  consideration  the 
reserve  of  Bs.  9  lakhs  provided  for  in’ the  budget,  and  this  after  making 
adequate  provision  for  all  the  demands  of  a  progressive  administration, 
it  shows  unmistakably  that  the  finances  of  the  State  are  intrinsically 
very  strong  and  that  the  financial  operations  of  the  State  cannot-  be  in 
better  bands.  Sir,  it  used  to  be  remarked  a  few  years  back  by  financial 
experts  that  the  revenues  of  the  State  could  not  possibly  go  higher 
than  Bs.  250  lakhs  and  that  our  programme  of  expenditure  had  to  be 
shaped  accordingly.  Now.  Sir,  the  very  Illuminating  statement  that 
you  made  at  the  joint  sitting,  surveying  the  finances  of  the  State,  gives 
unmistakable  proof  of  the  fact  that  our  finances  are  capable  of  expan¬ 
sion  and  that  the  revenues  of  the  State  are  capable  of  rising  to  Bs.  3 
crores  during  the  next  quinquennium  and  that  this  will  be  possible  not 
as  a  result  of  any  additional  taxation  but  as  the  result  of  normal  expan¬ 
sion  of  revenue  for  which  the  fonndaiion  has  been  well  and  truly  laid 
by  you.  Sir. 

Now,  after  having  made  these  general  remarks,  looking  at  the 
budget  estimates,  what  strikes  one  as  something  very  gratifying  in  the 
first  place  is  the  item  of  revenue  derived  from  the  working  of  the  State 
Bailway.  Sir,  the  operations  of  the  Bailway  system  have  yielded  us  a 
net  revenue  of  Bs.  1'4  lakhs  during  the  current  year  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  working  of  the  State  Bailway  will  yield  us  Bs.  1*5  lakhs 
during  the  coming  year.  Sir,  this  is  very  gratifying  to  us  and  let  us 
hope  that  the  revenue  received  from  the  working  of  the  Bailway  will 
become  a  normal  feature  of  our  revenues.  It  is  something  very  strange 
.  also  that  this  revenue  receipt  has  coincided  with  the  association  of  the 
Travancore  Government’s  representative  with  the  Bailway  authorities 
in  scrutinising  the  accounts  relating  to  the  working  of  the  Bailway. 

Looking  at  the  new  proposals  adumbrated  in  the  speech  made  by 
the  Financial  Secretary,  •  L  is  found  that  there  are  two  proposals  for 
additional  taxation.  One  relates  to  the  levy  of  an  export  duty  on 
rubber  and  the  other  relates  to  the  imposition  of  an  additional  export 
duty  on  tea  Sir,  Ihe  taxation  proposal  on  rubber  works  out  to  less 
than  2  pies  a  lb.,  and  the  additional  taxation  proposed  io  be  levied  on 
tea  works  cut  to  less  !kan  1  pie  per  lb.  I  am  sure,  Sir,  that  not  only 
the  general  public  but  also  the;  industries  concerned  will  accept,  with¬ 
out  any  demur,  the  new  impositions  which  ate  very  insignificant.  These 
new  proposals  are  expected  to  biing  us  revenues  of  Bs,  4  lakhs  under 
rubber  and  Bs,  1*75  lakhs  under  tea.  These  are  all  very  inconsiderable, 
sums  which,  I  am  sure,  the  industries.  wiU  not  grudge  to  pay. 
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The  next  item  of  importance  which  I  have  noticed  is  the  provision 
of  a  reserve  of  Bs.  9  lakhs . 

Sir,  I  welcome  this  proposal  and  I  am  sure  the  whole  house  will 
welcome  it.  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  very  difficult  and  extra¬ 
ordinary  times.  We  may  have  to  meet  an  emergency  at  any  time, 
political,  military  or  economic,  and  it  is.only  very  proper  and  advisable 
that  a  reserve  provision  of  Bs.  7  lakhs  for  general  purposes  and  Bs.  2 
lakhs  under  military  demand  should  be  had  with  the  Government  to 
meet  any  extraordinary  situation  that  might  arise. 

In  this  connection,  I  have  to  refer  to  the  situation  which  has  now 
developed  in  the  country  on  account  of  the  rise  in  the  prices  of  articles, 
particularly  food  stuffs  and  clothing.  Sir,  one  of  the  worst  reactions 
of  the  last  war  was  the  phenomenal  rise  in  the  price  of  articles 
generally.  Profiting  by  the  experience  of  the  conditions  which  existed 
during  the  last  war,  you,  Sir,  very  promptly  took  immediate  steps  on 
the  outbreak  of  war  to' check  the  tendency  noticeable  in  the  trend  of 
prices  of  articles  and  to  combat  profiteering  tendencies.  Sir,  we  had  a 
quiet  time  all  these  years.  But  the  tendency  is  now  manifesting  itself 
iu  several  directions  particularly  in  the  matter  of  prices  of  articles  of 
food  and  clothing.  It  is  very  refreshing  to  note  that  the  Government- 
have  resolved  to  meet  the  situation  that  may  arise  out  of  such  tendency 
by  equipping  themselves  with  materials,  and  if  necessary  by  arming 
themselves  with  powers  vested  under  the  Defence  of  Travancore  Buies. 

I  am  sure  this  House  will  be  solidly  behind  the  Government  in  any 
measures  they  may  adopt  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  such  a  situation. 

Sir,  a  word  about  the  proposal  regarding  the  decision  to  increase 
the  production  of  paddy.  Among  the  proposals  in  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  speech  there  is  one  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  paddy  by  providing  facilities  for  the  conversion  of  an  area  of 
25  thousand  acres  of  land  under  single  crop  into  double  crop  lands, 
and  also. by  the  provision  of  increased  facilities  for  raising  more  paddy 
in  south  Travancore.  This  is  all  very  good,  In  this  connection,! 
have  to  press  upon  the  attention  of  Governmeut  what  I  consider  to  be 
a  very  important  measure  to  achieve  the  very  same  object.  I  refer  to 
the  problem  of  paddy  cultivation  in  the  Shencottah  taluk.  This  taluk 
is  a  purely  agricultural  taluk.  A  very  large  extent  of  land  is  under 
paddy.  ■  Most  of  the  lands  are  irrigated  by  minor  irrigation  tanks 
numbering  about  150.  These  tanks  were  restored  about,  30  years  ago. 
Since  then  they  have  been  very  badly  neglected  and  have  deteriorated  to 
such  an  extent  that  the_  present  condition  of  these  tanks  is  responsible 
for  the  frequent  failure  of  crops  during  the  last  several  years.  If  only 
these  tanks  could  bo  restored  to  their  old  condition  it  will  be  possible 
to  increase  the  production  of  paddy  in  that  taluk  considerably  and  it 
will  go  a  long  way  in  tackling  this  problem.  Now  the  problem'  of 
paddy  production  is  connected  with  the  problem  of  food  supply  in 
Travancore.  However  much  we  may  try  to  increase  the  supply  of 
paddy,  still  the  problem  will  remain  unsolved  for  several  years  to  come. 
Sir,  there  are  vast  tracts  of  land  in  this  country  where  there  are  no 
facilities  for  irrigation.  It  may  be  possible  to  raise- dry  crops  in  those 
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places.  Dry  crops  could  very  well  supplement  the  production  of  paddy. 
This  matter  has  not  been  engaging  the  attention  of  the  ryots  in  the 
state  and  I  hope  it  will  now  receive  their  attention. 

In  this  connection  I  have  to  advert  to  the  question  which  you 
incidentally  raised  in  your  address  the  other  clay  before  the  joint 
Sitting,  I  mean,  the  problem  of  food  supply  in  Travancore  will  remain 
a  problem  for  very  many  years  to  come,  whatever  steps  may  be  taken  to 
increase  the  production  of  paddy.  The  problem  has  become  very  acute 
now  on  account  of  the  difficulties  of  shipping  and  it  will  be  very 
nec  essary  to  plan  for  the  future.  It  will  he  in  the  interest  of  the 
State  to  plan  for  the  production  of  mercantile  shipping  and  I  hope 
Government  will  take  early  steps  in  the  matter. 

A  word  about  industries  and  industrialisation  in  this  country.  • 
It  will  be  admitted  on  all  hands  that  the  future  of  this  country  dep¬ 
ends  upon  industrialisation.  It  will  be  readily  conceded  that  there  is 
great  soope  for  the  development  of  several  industries,  both  long  and 
small  scale  industries.  The  other  day  you  explained  to  us  that  there 
is  very  great  scope  for  the  establishment  of  the  cement  industry  and 
you  told  us  that  the  Aluminium  industry  will  be  established  in  the  near 
future,  and  you  also  explained  that  very  many  industries  based  on  the 
mineral  resources  of  the  country  could  be  easily  established.  With  a 
v[ew  to  the  development  of  industries  Government  have  embarked 
npon  a  policy  of  industrialisation  and  have  provided  cheap  electrical 
power.  That  goes  a  great  way.  But  industrialisation  of  the  State  can¬ 
not  be  achieved  or  speeded  up  by  cheap  power  unless  at  the  same 
time  there  is  another  factor  present.  What  is  wanted  in  this  country 
for  the  speeding  up  of  an  industrialisation  programme  is  not  only  cheap 
power  but  also  cheap  industrial  credit.  Without  industrial 
credit  it  will  be  practically  impossible  to  speed  up  industrialisation. 
Sir,  our  State  is  one  which  is  not  having  a  plethora  of  industrial 
credit.  Unfortunately  we  are  still  in  the  grip  of  the  banking  crisis 
which  developed  in  the  country  3  years  ago,  and  what  little  capital- 
was  available  has  become  frozen  as  a  result.  The  situation  therefore 
is  gloomy.  At  the  same  time,  development  of  industries  cannot  be 
postponed.  The  present  moment  must  be  utilised  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  industries.  How  to  find  the  necessary  credit  is  the  prob¬ 
lem.  I  do  not  suggest  for  a  moment  that  Government  should  finan¬ 
ce  all  industrial  concerns.  But  I  suggest,  for  their  serious  considera¬ 
tion  that  the  financial  agencies,  banks,  existing  in  the  country,  be 
explaited  for  the  purpose  financing  industrial  concerns.  For  this  purpose 
I  have  to  suggest  that  the  Government  should  ,be  able  to  pick  and  choose 
certain  industries  and  industrial  concerns  which  should  he  favoured  by 
protection.  I  mean  that  the  Governmet  should  be  prepared  to  give 
guarantees  on  behalf  of  such  industrial  concerns  as  they  have  con¬ 
fidence  in.  Under  a  system  of  guarantees  given  by  Government  it 
will  be  possible  to  mobilise  such  credit  as  is  available  in  the  country'- 
I  understand  that  such  '  a  system  is  in  force  in  Mysore  and  that 
k  several  industries  have  advanced  considerably  by  a  system  of  credit 
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tased  frPon  guarantee  given  by  Government.  Such  a  scheme  may  be 
adopted  here  with  advantage  and  the  programme  of  industrialisation 
speeded  up  considerably.  Sir,  those  are  some  of  the  observations 
"which  I  wish  to  make  on  the  budget, 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDHANAN  PILLAI  (Nominated):  Sir,  the  special  feat-, 
urea  of  the  budget  for  1117  are  that  there  has  been  no  additional 
taxation  and  no  salary  cuts  either.  The  nation  building  activities 
have  been  sufficiently  provided  for.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for 
a  reserve  to  be  held  by  Government  in  order  to  meet  unexpected  con¬ 
tingencies.  The  debt  of  Bs.  14  3/4  lakhs  stands  discharged.  The  admi¬ 
nistration  has  been  so  carefully  and  efficiently  carried  out  that  it  has 
been  possible  to  anticipate  without  any  fear  of  contradiction,  an  in- 
oome  of  Es.  280  lakhs  and  an  expenditure  of Bs.279  lakhs.  The  anticipat¬ 
ed  revenue  is  the  highest  on  record.  Only  two  additional  taxes  have  been 
imposed,  viz.,  a  cess  on  rubber  and  a  small  tax  on  tea.  The  admi¬ 
nistration  has  not  suffered  on  account  oE  difficulties  in  the  world  situa¬ 
tion.  The  speech  of  the  President  of  the  United  Planters’  Association 
of  South  India,  presiding  over  the  rubber  section,  shows  that  this  cess 
has  not  hit  the  industry  very  hard.  Considering  the,  peak  prices  the 
industry  lias  been  able  to  secure  the  cess  is  only  very  small.  It  is 
also  interesting  to  recollect  that  while  the  Travanoore  Government 
has  fixed  Be.  1  as  cess  the  Ceylon  Government  fixed  Bs.  2  1/*  as  export 
only.  Thus  it  has  been  possible  for  the  Government  to  present  a 
satisfactory  budget, from  all  points  of  view  without  taxing  the  ordin-  • 
ary  tax  payer  and  without  starving  the  departments.  I  congratulate 
the  Government  on  placing  before  this  House  a  budget  which 
"inspires  confidence — a  budget  which  shows  that  the  finances  of  the 
country  are  in  safe  hands.  The  year  that  is  just  passing  is  remarka¬ 
ble  for  many  achievements  of  Government.  Sir,  through  the  efforts 
of  the  head  of  the  administration,  the  coir  industry  has  been  able 
to  secure  a  very  large  order  from  the  Government  of  India  War 
Supplies  Department.  It  came  in  at  a  very  opportune  time.  Govern¬ 
ment  had  just  then  advanced  money  for  relief  works.  They  had 
also  made  free  contributions  for  supplying  rice  to  labourers  that 
were  thrown  out  of  employment.  And  but  for  this  order  it  woud 
not  have  been  possible  to  provide  relief  to  a  largo  body  of  unemployed 
people.  The  result  has  been  that  prices  of  coir  yarn  went  up  by  50 
to  60%.  Sir,  Travanoore  Coir  Mats  and  Matting  Association  and  the 
Travanoore  War  Supplies  Syndicate  were  brought  into  existence  solely 
through  the  advice  of  the  head  of  the  administration. 

I  may  assure  the  House  that  these  two  institutions  are  rendering 
valuable  aid  to  the  people  of  the  State.  Their  orders  have  provi¬ 
ded  considerable  relief  to  the  poor  people' of  this  State.  The  relief 
works  conducted  by  Government  opened  up  different  parts  of  the 
country  on  the  one  side  and  have  enabled  the  agriculturist  to  bring  his 
produce  to  the  markets  The  labour  situation  was  at  one  time 
threatening  to  become  a  grave  trouble.  You  Sir,  were  also  respon¬ 
sible  for  bringing  together  the  representatives  of  the  employees  and 
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the  workers  together  to  amicably  solve  their  difficulties.  As  a  result 
of  your  advice,  today  there  has, sprung  up  an  institution  wherein  both, 
the  representatives  of  the  employers  and  the  workers  do  meet  in  the 
•kindliest  of  terms  possible,  discuss  and  find  out  means  of  solving  their 
problems  to  the  best  of  their  satisfaction.  Before  finally  solving  their 
problem,  if  any  difficulty  arose  in  the  interim  period,  they  can  use 
the  provisions  of  the  Traies  Disputes  Act.  The  Inspector  General 
of  Police  gave  special  directions  to  his  subordinates  to  handle  the  situa¬ 
tion  carefully  and  aviod  troubles.  In  that  connection  I  must  pay  a 
tribute  to  the  servicss  done  by  the  Police  under  the  able  and  expert 
guidance  of  the  Inspector  General  of  Police.  The  result  achieved  has 
been  remarkable.  A.  labourer  in  Travancore  has  thereby  secured  the 
maximum  wages  available  in  Travancore  through'  the  eflorts  of  the 
Government.  ^At  the  same  time  the  employers  had  also  their  reasonable 
profits.  The  decisions  arrived  at  were  very  satisfactory  from  the  point 
of  view  of  employers  and  the  workers.  In  spite  of  difficulties  brought 
about  by  the  war,  shipment  is  going  on  regularly  and  we  are^  thankful  to 
the  head  of  the  administration  for  the  vigilant  and  watchful  care  exer¬ 
cised  by  him  on  the  business  'problems  of  the  country.  It  is  through  the 
effor's  ot  the  Government  that  we  were  able  to  obtain  special  shipping 
facilities  especially  at  the  beginning  of  this  war.  It  is  also  'gratifying 
to  note  that  the  head  of  the  administration  is  in  touch  with  authorities 
elsewhere  for  securing  advantages  to  persons  engaged  in  business.  Bat 
for  the  active  help  rendered  by  the  Government  we  would  have  been  in  a 
terrible  plight.  The  proposal  for  the  prevention  of  the  export  of  cotton 
yarn  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  for  which  also 'I  congratulate  the 
Government  heartily.  In  your  desire  Sir,  to  help  the  industries  of  the 
State,  you  have  been  good  enough  even  to  the  extent  of  offering  finan-  . 
cial  guarantees  which  any  where  else  would  not  even  be  thought  of. 
When.it  was  found  necessary  that  the  Government  should  step  in  and 
offer  their  own  guarantees  in  respect  of  a  particular  industry,  you  Sir, 
had  no  hesitation  in  doing  it  and  that  is  a  very  big  responsibility  which 
■the  Government  undertook  to  fulfil.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  assuring 
you  that  the  Association  has  justified  the  confidence  and  trust  reposed 
in  them  by  the  head  of  the  administration. 

During  this  year  particularly,  the  country  has  been  free. from  any 
subversive  'political  agitation.  That  is  decidedly  a  'great  advantage 
.  because  if  such  .political  activities  were  going  on,  th-s  trade  of  the 
country  would  have  been  practically  paralysed.  With  war  on  one  side 
and  such  attempts  on  the  other,  the  situation  would  have  been  very 
calamitous. 

In  regard  to  the  food  supply  of  Travancore,  I  find  from  the  state¬ 
ment  of  the  Financial  Secretary  that  endeavours  are  being  made  by 
Govern  neat  to  briu;  under  cultivation  some  more  acres  of  land  in  the 
northern  taluks  of  the  State  and  that  it  would  be  possible  .to  produce  an 
additional  quantity  of  25  lakhs  of  paras,  of  paddy.  This  is  probably 
the  first  attempt  to  see  how  best  we  can  meet  our  own  requirements, 
in  regard  to  the  food  problem  .  All  these  efforts  show  how  Govern¬ 
ment  are  keen  to  help  the  people  in  such  an  extremely  difficult  condi¬ 
tion,  So  far  I  have  spoken  about  the  achievements  of  Government, 
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But  I  hate  also  to  strike  a  discordant  note  in  another  direction, 
The  public  service  as  a  whole  has  become  rather  inefficient  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  non-officials.  It  may  be  that  the  services  have  not 
been  well  paid.  It  may  be  that  they  are  not  able  to  sustain  sufficiently 
the  hard  work.  If  there  is  really  any  difficulty  of  that  kind,  it  is  for 
the  head  of  the  administration  to  investigate  the  matter  and  give  us 
the  services  of  very  efficient  officers  on  whose  capacity  for  work  and 
intergrity  we  can  always  be  sure.  Let  us  have  our  money’s  worth. 
There  is  the  question  of  laws  delays  also  which  is  very  seriously  affec- 
ing  the  progress  of  commerce  in  the  State.  I  am  fully  aware  that 
though  the  head  of  the  administration  has  been  taking  steps  in  that 
matter,  still  there  is  corruption  amongst  the  ranks  of  clerks,  amins  and 
other  lower  subordinates  of  the  judiciary  throughout  the  State.  In 
the  judicial  department,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  get  prompt 
Justice.  Even  in  the  ease  of  decrees  secured  after  a  long  and  protracw 
ted  suit,  it  has  become  quite  impossible  to  recover  moneys.  That  sort 
of  situation  has  to  be  remedied  forthwith. 

I  must  point  out  that  the  method  of  the  working  of  the  Industries 
Department  has  not  been  altered  in  spite  of  the  various  observations 
brought  to  the  notice  of  Government.  It  appears  as  if  the  department 
exists  merely  for  the  distribution  of  industrial  grants  just  like  the 
Inspector’s  office  of  the  Education  department.  If  that  is  so,  I  would 
very  respectfully  submit  that  this  department  may  be  amalgamated 
with  the  Education  Department.  Sir,  immediately  after  the  last  war 
there  was  economic  depression  and  similarly  I  would  not  be  surprised 
if  we  face  some  such  serious  difficulty  after  the  present-war.  With 
regard  to  our  commerce  we  really  do  not  know  where  we  would  stand. 
All  foreign  markets  are  practically  closed.  We  are  not  sure  whether 
many  of  us  will  have  a  single  market  left  open  to  us,  when  the.  war  is 
over.  Therefore,  is  is  essential  that  we  should  plan  for  the  future  and 
that  wisely.  We  must  be  even  now  prepared  to  meet  all  eventualities 
likely  to  happen  at  not  a  very  distant  dale.  Expert  advice  should  be 
had  from  whichever  quarter  it  comes.  When  those  questions  are 
tackled  the  industries  department  also  could  -be  remodelled  and  brought 
into  line  with  a  commerce  department,  so  tha'  it  may  prove  useful  to 
the  people  of  the  State. 

I  congratulate  the  Government  on  the  financial  results  achieved 
in  regard  to  various  commercial  undertakings.  Most  of  them  were 
either  dead  or  languishing.  I  am  sure  the  efforts  of  Government 
would  prove  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  people  of  the  country.  I  am 
certain  that  a  few  years  hence,  we  shall  be  able  to  look  back  with  pride 
and  satisfaction  that  the  head  of  the  administration  has  been  able  to 
provide  in  this  country  a  net  work  rf  industries  which  would  not  only 
ensure  a  fair  dividend.to  shareholders  as  time  gees  on  but  would  also 
bring  increased  prosperity  to  the  people,  the  income  from  industrial 
activities  will  surely  increase  in  the  year  to  come  and  will  be  the  main 
source  of  the  revenues  of  this  Sta’e.  All  other  sources  of  income  have 
their  limits  for  expansion.  Land  cannot  bear  any  further  taxation- 
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l’o'a  large  extent,  the  unemployment  pr  .Mom  wold  also  be  suited. 
The  industrial  and  the  commercial  mimhd  Population  are  lolly  aware 
of  the  Government’s  elloris  and  are  ready  io  co-operate  with  the 
administration.  I  do  Wive  that  there  is  a  glorious  industrial  future 
for  this  country.  This  budget  is  just  the  beginning  of  it.  Therein, 
income  has  been  estimated  witli  care  and  provision  has  beeirmade  to 
meet  emergencies  aiso.  On  the  basis  of  this  budget  I  feel  there  is 
likly  to  be  still  greater  income  in  the  coming  year  from  all  directions, 
bo  much  so  that  this  Stale  need  not  rank  as  the  third  in  the  order  of 
Indian  States.  It  can  come  even  quite  near  to  the  first.  State.  I  have 
great  pleasure  in  paying  my  tribute  to  the  Financial  Secretary  and  to 
congratulate  Government  for  placing  such  a  splendid  budget  for  our 
consideration.  This  year  particularly  it  has  been  gratifying  to  note 
’that  along  with  the  budget  ajjaemoranduro.  has  been  furnished  for  otfc 
information.  That  is  a  very  enlightening  document. 

MB.  8.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  ( Nominated )  Sir,  Mr.  Janardhanan  Pillai 
has  dealt  with  the  industrialisation  of  Travancore  and  the  honourable 
the  Deputy  President  has  referred  to  the  position  of  agriculture  in  the 
State.  As  far  as  I  see,  the  immediate  problem  before  us  is  the  food 
problem  and  that  has  to  be  tackled  effectively,  This  cannot  be  post¬ 
poned  to  a  later  date. 

The  international  situation  is  growing  dark  every  day.  Japan  has 
no  oil  resources  of  its  own.  It  was  dependent  on  America  and  the 
Dutch  Indies..  It  is  now  cautiously  proceeding  southwards  with  an 
eye  to  subjugate  the  Dutch  Indies  and  then  come  to  countries  nearer 
us.  The  Dutch  Indies  is  however  a  difficult  problem  since  it  is  backed 
by  interests  such  as  the  British  and  the  Americans.  Ther  is  also  the 
Singapore  region  belonging  and  controlled  by  the  British. 

Burma  oh  the  other  hand  seems  to  be  more  vulnerable.  Tndo- 
. China  is  already  under  Japanese  control  and  Thailand  has  to  yield  to 
Japanese  pressure.  The  centre  of  war  may  easily  shift  to  Burma. 

President :  the  announcement  has  been  made  today  about  Indo* 
China. 

Mb.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYER  :  Threforo,  it  is  all  the  more  necessary  for  us 
to  find  means  for  solving  our  food  problem.  It  behoves  the  Agricultu¬ 
ral  Department  and  the  Fisheries  Department  to  bestow  their  undi¬ 
vided  attention  to  produce  douhle  the  quantity  that  is  now  produced  in' 
the  land.  One  of  the  greatest  sins  committed  here  is  the  long  neglect 
of  our  inland  waters  and  long  sea  board.  The  Government  should  pay- 
attention  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  coastal  fisheries.  The  Depart, 
ment  of  Fisheries  must  see  io  culture  of  fish  in  largo  quantities  in  oUr 
pools,  marshes,  rivers  and  other  watir  areas  in  the  country.  We 
should  not  be  dazzled  by  prospects  of  pearl  fishing  or  the  gold  and 
silver  fish  in  the  aquarium  at  the  sea  side.  •  * 

Fish  serves  two  purposes,  food  and  manure.  The  Agricultural 
and  Fisheries  Department  should  join  together  and  organise  a  system 
by  which  the  food  problem  of  the  country  should  be  solved, 

Sir,  I  was  observing  that  the . 
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PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  kindly  raise  his  voice- 
MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  was  directing  my  remarks  to  the  fact 
that  Japan  may  turn  this  side  and  start  a  war  against  Burmah.  There¬ 
fore  it  is  more  than  likely  that  our  supply  of  rice  jfrom  Burma  may  be 
cut  off,  wherefore  we  have  to  stock  rice  in  sufficient  quantity. 

I  have  to  submit  that  our  fisheries  Department  is  now  praciically 
doing  nothing.  We  have  our  inland  waters  and  a  long  sea-board, 
which  are  very  great  assets  to  the  Stats,  greater  than  the  gold  mines 
of  Mysore.  They  can  solve  the  food  problem,  oil  problem,  manure  pro¬ 
blem  and  various  other  problems  of  Travancore.  That  department  is 
in  Purdah.  It  has  withdrawn  into  the  cloistered  seclusion  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  No  doubt,  one  or  two  members  of  this  House  are  represented 
in  the  University.  But  that  would  not  do.  It  must  come  out;  it 
must  work  in  the  light  of  day.  It  is  not  a  department  of  education; 
it  is  a  department  of  production;  It  must  face  the  search-light  of 
criticism  in  this  Assembly.  The  department  must  do  concentrated 
work.  It  must  prepare  a  scheme  of  work  and  work  it  out  and  submit 
reports  to  the  Government  from  time  to  time. 

I  pass  on  from  this  to  the  post  war  problem  of  Travancore.  It  is 
difficult  for  anybody  to  anticipate  the  future.  We  shall  find  our¬ 
selves  in  an  economic  depression  deeper  than  the  one  that  we  passed 
through.  It  is  not  a  case  of  loss  of  mere  markets,  it  is  a  case  of  destruc¬ 
tion  of  wealth  and  the  purchasing  power  of  large  powers.  It  will  be 
very  difficult  to  resuscitate  our  position. 

The  only  place  to  which  we  can  turn  our  eyes  is  America.  It  must 
be  possible  for  this  Government,  with  the  wisdom,  sagacity  and  skill  of 
the  Dewan  President  to  have  a  Travancore  attaches  on  the  staff  of  the 
Agent-General  of  America;  that  attaches  may  look  after  the  develop¬ 
ing  our  trade  with  America.  It  will  be  only  welcome  to  the  Central 
Government,  The  Central  Government  might  welcome  it  from  the 
.  stand-point  of  dollar  exchange  as  well. 

PRESIDENT :  Honourable  members  of  the  House  will  -be  glad  to 
know  that  negotiations  have  already  been  opened  in  that  direction. 

MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  I  must  record  my  great  appreciation  for  it 

'  I  find  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  felt  the  need  for  effecting 
economy  and  he  has  put  it  emphatically  in  his  speech.  I  beg  to  read 
one  or  two  pages.  On  page  7  of  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  I 
'  find  the  following  : 

“After  a  full  consideration  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  two  ways  of  making  up  for 
the  fall  of  revenue,  viz  ,  enhancement  of  revenue  by  resort  to  additional  tax- 

Govornraunt  decided  that  rather  than  pinch  the  ryot  with  the  burden  of  an 
,  ■  addition  tax,  they  would  make  the  ends  meet  by  a  severe  cut  in  expenditure  of 

•  course  without  detriment  to  the  efficiency  of  administration . ..The  fixing 

of  a  maximum  limit  of  travelling  allowance  for  touriug  officers,  severe  restric¬ 
tions  on  .the'  grant  of  leave  and  the  appointment  of  substitutes  in  leave 
vacancies",  the  abolition  of  progressive  soales  of  pay  to  temporary  post?,  the 
■reduction  of  expenditure  under  office  conliugonoici.,  the  combination  of  ap¬ 
pointments  which  oouid  bo  amalgamated  without  prejudice  to  efficiency;  ; 
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these  are  the  more  important  of  the  retrenchment  measures  adopted  by  Govern- 
ment  in  furtherance  of  their  policy  to  reduce  expenditure  on  the  administration, 
so  as  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the  incidence  of  fresh  taxation  on  the  ryot”. 

The  House  is  alive  to  the  need  for  retrenchment-  But  never¬ 
theless  a  word  has  to  be  said.  We  see  from  the  accounts  that  more 
than  35  per  cent  of  our  revenue  goes  to  the  Civil  Service.  I  do  not 
for  a  moment  say  that  the  efficiency  of  our  public  service  should  be 
sacrificed.  I  do  accept  the  position  of  the  Dewan  President,  that  our 
salaries  are  not  too  high  but  the  cumulative  effect  is  that  it  becomes 
a  heavy  burden  upon  the  tax  payers.  There  are  departments  that  are 
over-staffed.  There  are  sinecures  .  There  are  leakages.  There  are 
wastages.  There  are  very  many  ways  in  which  public  money  can  be 
conserved.  It  is  not  for  me  to  suggest  ways  and  mean?  just  now.  I 
leave  it  to  wiser  heads  Instead  of  a  policy  of  drift  and  leaving  it  for 
later  Groddeses  and  Inchcapes,  we  should  start  tackling  it  now- 

Having  said  so  much,  I  now  come  to  the  new  taxes  that  have  been 
imposed.  I  refer  in  particular  to  the  cess  on  rubber  and  the  additional 
duty  on  tea.  The  tea  interests  are  happy  to  pay  the  additional  tax 
whan  it  is  a  case  of  emergency.  But  there  is  a  tendency  for  temporary 
emergent  measures  in  this  State  to  become  permanent.  The  history 
of  the  tea  export  duty  is  an  illustration.  Before  the  last  war  tea  had 
no  export  duty.  For  the  purpose  of  war,  the  Central  Government 
wanted  to  levy  an' export  duty  on  tea.  Half  was  to  go  to  them  and 
half  to  us.  After  the  war  the  Central  Government  redeemed  its  promise 
and  withdrew  the  duty.  But  not  so  this  State. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  hope  the  honourable  member  will  remember  the 
history  of  the  introduction  of  income  tax  in  British  India  and  for  what 
purpose"  it  Was  introduced . 

MR.  S.  KRISHNA  AIYAR  :  I  was  observing  that  measures  which  are 
brought  forward  by  She  Government  as  a  temporary  measure  have  a 
tendency  to  become  permanent.  It  has  also  to  be  remembered  that  tea 
cultivators  have  to  pay  land  tax,  income  tax,  tea  cess,  export  duty  and 
eversomany  other  taxes.  I  do  not  see  Sir,  why  some  part  of  the  petrol 
duty  which  we  were  getting  should  not  come  to  us.  Possibly  it  is  re¬ 
garded  as  an  import  duty  after  the  separation  of  Burma.  That  is  a 
matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  Dawan-President.  After  the  war 
we  shall  pas  through  the  severest  of  depressions.  We  will  have  to 
tighten  our  belts.  What  about  the  services  then  ?  Can  we  afford  the 
present  heavy  charges.  Something  has  to  be  done  and  that  early 
enough. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  I  am  going  to  do  as  I  have  indicated  this 
morning  is  to  call  the  names  of  honourable  members  from  the  various 
parties  with  special  reference  to  those  members  who  have  given  notice 
of  adjournment  motions.  But  if  those  honourable  members  are  Hot  in 
their  seats,  I  am  not  going  to  give  them  further  indulgence. 
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Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  it  is  a  matter  for  self  approbation 
that  our  financial  posistion  is  stable  and  that  our  national  debt,  though 
amounting  to  more  than  Rs.  five  crorcs,  can  easily  be  discharged  by  the 
income  that  may  be  realised  from  our  commercial  and  industrial  enter¬ 
prises.  It  also  adds  to  our  credit  that  we  can  challenge  any  native  State 
or  British  Indian  Provinces  in  the  matter  of  literacy  among  the  subjects. 

In  spite  of  our  financial  position  and  literacy  Sir,  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  our  cost  of  administration  is  mounting  up  year  after  year.  Out  of 
the  Rs.  280  lakhs  about  Rs.  140  lakhs  are  to  be  dispersed  as  pension 
allowances  and  pay  for  those  who  once  served  and  those  who  are  serving 
the  State.  This  number  does  not  come  to  one  per  cent  of  the  total 
population.  It  is  with  the  balance  that  we  have  to  work  out  our  plan 
for  the  progress  of  the  State.  I  am  glad  to  note  Sir  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  realised  this,  and  are  trying  to  cut  down  the  cost  of  admini¬ 
stration  by  abolishing  the  post  of  a  big  officer  like  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner.  By  that. abolition  Sir,  the  Government  has  gained  the 
pay  and  allowance  of  that  Office.  I  would  suggest  Sir,  that  the  principle 
adopted  in  the  abolition  of  the  Office  of  the  Land  Revenue  Oommis- 
sioner  may  be  applied  to  other  departments  such  as  the  P.  W,  the 
Forest,  the  Excise,  the  Police  and  so  on,  where  there  are  Divisional 
Officers  who  can  be  made  responsible  to  the  Government  djrectjy  A 
large  sum  can  bo  saved  by  way  of  pay  and  travelling  allowances.  If  the, 
experiment  is  successful  with  regard  to  the  Land  Revenue  Department 
I  am  sure  it  will  be  equally  successful  in  the  case  of  other  departments 
also.  I  hope  Sir  that  the  Government  will  try  at  such  reductions  to 
cut  down  the  cost  of  administration. 

Sir,  the  public  servants  getting  a  pay  of  Rs.  15  and  below  per 
mensem  will  find  it  very  difficult  to  maintain  themselves  during  the 
period  of  War,  owing  to' the  rise  in  price  of  food  stuffs.  It  is  for  the 
Government  to  go  to  their  rescue  by  giving  them  some  allowance 
during  the  time  of  war. 

.  Coming  cn  to  the  Land  Revenue  Department  Sir,  it  is  selling 
the  properties  of  the  tax  payers  at  the  end  of  each  instalment,  before 
the  tax  becomes  arrears  for  the  year.  I  think  that  the  policy  of  collect¬ 
ing  the  tax  of  the  year  before  the  end  of  the  year  by  distraint  and  sale, 
is  newly  adopted. 

In  Ambalapuzha  and  Shertalai,  the  tax  is  to  be  paid  by  two 
instalments  in  Dhanu  and  Medom.  If  that  is  not  paid  at  the  end  of 
each  instalment,  sales  for  the  respective  instalments  are  conducted  and 
the  tax  realised.  Hence  at  least  two  demand  notices  and  two  sales  are 
inevitable,  which  mean  additional  cost  on  the  tax  payer.  As  every  tax 
payer  knows  that  his  property  will  be  sold,  if  he  does  not  pay  the  tax, 
it  cannot  be  expected  that  the  default  is  made  purposely.  Inability  is 
the  reason.  The  Government  may  be  pleased  to  direct  the  depart¬ 
ment  that  the  distraint  and  sale  of  properties  of  the  tax  payers  shall 
be  made  only  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  tax  payer  should  be  given 
time  till  the  end  of  Karkadagom  to  pay  the  tax, 
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The  Public  Works  Department  is  saturated  with  "Engineers. 
Many  of  the  Engineers  here  Sir,  do  not  know  how  to  make  an  estimate 
for  a  work,  suitable  to  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  worked.  .  The  fact  is 
evident  from  the  reduction  from  the  estimated  amount  during  the  time 
of  tender  for  the  work.  We  see  generally  that  a  work  for  which  there 
is  an  estimate  of  Es.  10,000  is  given  to  the  contractor  for  Rs.  7,000. 
The  Government  may  he  pleased  to  give  direction  to  make  estimates 
for  actual  amounts  required  for  the  work- 

Sir,  the  administration  of  boat  service  is  very  defective  and  it 
must  be  brought  under  a  centralised  control.  It  is  now  controlled  by 
three  P.  W1  Divisions,  Alwaye,  Kottayam  and  Quilou.  The  Executive 
Engineers  and  their  subordinates  with  sufficient  works  cannot  be 
expected  to  sympathetically  enter  into  the  details,  nor  to  study  the 
implications  of  the  various  questions  peculiar  to  water  transport. 
Three  sets  of  officers  have  to  make  themselves  thorough  with  the  qoes. 
tion.-  The  usual  transfer  of  officers  would  break  the  continuity  of 
experience.  By  the  present  arrangement,  the  inspection  of  the  engine 
and  the  hull  has  to  be  done,  id  every  six  months.  Because  of  the 
difficulty  in  detailing  the  Work  Shop  Engineers  and  the  Port  Officer, 
the  inspection  is  earriedon  consecutive  days,  unlike  the  case  of  leases, 
extending  over  a  period  of  30  days  in  each  half  year.  This  involves 
much  dislocation  of  service.  If  a  separate  division  or  sub-division  is 
created  under  the  control  of  an  Executive  Engineer,  with  his  head 
office  at  Alleppey,  with  full  control  and  power  of  inspection,  all  the 
present  difficulties  could  he  avoided.  The  inspection  can  he  spread 
over  the  year  without  any  dislocation  of  service  as  in  the  case  of  the 
inspection  of  buses  in  service. 

The  Redeemer  Committee  reports  also  agree  with  my  sugges* 
tion.  It  says  “It  will  conduce  to  the  increased  efficiency  in  the  work 
of  canal  officers,  if  a  canal  division  or  sub-division  ,  is  '  created  in  the 
charge  of  an  lExecutive  Engineer  or  other  responsible  officer  whose 
head  quarters  is  at  Alleppey  and  who  will  himself  he  directly  and 
immediately  under  the  Chief  Engineer.  All  the  canal  officers  through¬ 
out  the  State  will  he  under  him  and  not  being  burdened  with  the 
.  execution  of  regular  public  works,  connected  with  the  canali,  who  will 
find  it  possible  to  supervise  the  work  of  his  subordinates  more  satis¬ 
factorily  than  hitherto”.  I  would  suggest  that  a  canal  division  may 
be  created.  . 

The  department  is  not  constructing  any  major  bridge  of  all- 
Travancore  importance  at  present.  They  complain  insufficiency  of 
funds.^It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  find  money  for  such  works 
and  all  the  bridges  of  all-Travancore  importance  should  bs  constructed 
within  5  years.  If  the  Government  have  no  money  to  spare,  at  pres¬ 
ent,  a  loan  may  be  raised. 

.  Sir,  there  is  a  general  complaint  that  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  is  showing  a  step-motherly  attitude  to  the  teachers  in  grantjn. 
aid  schools  who  are  over-worked  in  spite  'of  their  low  pay.  Eyen. 
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though  this  House  was  onoe  assured  by  the  honourable  member  Dr. 
Moudgile  when  he  was  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  that  the 
reduced  grant  of  8  as.  will  be  returned  to  them,  the  Government  have 
not  yet  done  so.  Tbis*is  the  tim.e  to  say  them  back  the  same.  Second¬ 
ly  ,  Sir,  those  teachers  are  not  allowed  to  take  any  privilege  leave  as 
'  the  teachers  in  Government  schools  are  entitled  to  take.  The  Director 
of  Public  Instruction  must  be  pleased  to  help  them  to  get  such  privi¬ 
leges  in  grant-in-aid  schools  also.  There  is  yet  another  difficulty 
for  them.  The  renewal  of  grant  memo,  every  year,  takes  two  to  three 
months  time,  i.  e.  Mithunain,  Karkadagom  and  Chingom  next.  This 
causes  delay  in  getting  their  grant.  The  poor  teachers  go  without 
any  pay  for  these  three  months.  The  Director  may  be  pleased  to  see 
that  the  memos  are  renewed  within  one  month  from  the  date  of 
receipt. 

Now  I  come  to  the  Agricultural  Department.  It  is  seen  from 
the  Administration  Deport  that  we  imparled  about  Bs,  4  crores  worth 
of  rice,  Bs  16  lakhs  worth  of  paddy  and  Bs.  13J  lakhs  worth  of  sugar  in 
1115.  This  must  open  our  eyes  and  the  Government  should  take' steps 
to  increase  our  output  of  paddy  and  sugar.  I  am  aware  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  at  it.  Yet  Sir,  I  dont  believe  that  the  cultivation  by  lift  irriga¬ 
tion  and  intensive  cultivation  can  solve  the  problem,  I  would  suggest 
Sir,  that  the  Government  should  give  suitable  area  from  the  reserved 
forest  on  lease  for  paddy  cultivation  by  blocks.  No  registry  shall  be 
allowed.  In  my  opinion  the  grassy  plains  of  the  Deserve,  between 
Pallivassal  and  Udampanchola,  covering  an  area  of  1  lakh  of  acres  and 
the  grassy  swamp  areas  on  either  side  of  .Kumily-Vandanmedu  road, 
measuring  about  15000  acres  are  suitable  for,  paddy  cultivation.  It  is 
found  by  experiment  in  neighbouring  places  that  oDe  acre  will  yield 
150  paras  of  paddy.  These  acres  can  be  leased  ont  for  one  or  two 
years  by  blocks,  on  half  yield  basis.  If  this  is  done,  leaving  a  margin  for 
any  loss, _  we  can  produce  one  crore  of  paras  of  paddy  every  year  which 
,will  suffice  for  any  emergency.  I  would  request  the  Government  to 
consider  very  seriously  about  this. 

Dor  the  speedy  disposal  of  the  petitions  under  the  Act  II  of  1116, 
and  for  the  working  of  the  Act,  I  think  some  additional  Munsiffs  courts 
at  all  district  centres  have  to  be  sanctioned. 

MR.  K.  G.  KUNJUXRISHNA  PILLA1 :  Sir,  I  have  great  pleasure  to  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  statement  which  he  has  made 
before  the  House.  It  is  both  succinct  and  clear;  and  it  has  been 
implemented  by  a  comprehensive  and  lucid  speech  from  the  Chair, 
The  two  statements  taken  together,  would  show  to  the  House  and  to 
the  country  an  exact  picture  of  our  financial  and  economic  position 
today.  It  shows  our  attainments  of  the  year  and  our  failures  and  also 
oar  aspirations  and  our  efforts  in  the  immediate  future.  May  I  Sir, 
convey  to  you  my  humble  tribute  of  congratulations  on  the  most  com¬ 
prehensive  statement  you  have  made  in  the  House  on  the  financial 
•  position  of  our  State.  ',c- 

Sir,  the  one  subject  which  has  been  agitating  the  minds  of  al 
of  us  is  this  question  of  war.  We  are  concerned  in  that  matter 
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immediately  and  directly  not  only  because  thj  ideals  for  which  Great 
Britain  is  fighting,  and  the  Allies  are  fighting,  are  the  ideals  for  which 
we  stand,  or  the  ideals  and  aspirations  which  are  enshrined  in  our 
religion,  in  onr  tradition,  in  our  history  and  in  our  culture;  not  merely 
on  account  of  that  we  support  them,  but  our  self  interest  does  call 
forth  some  action  from  us.  Onr  political  existence,  our  social  welfare, 
our  economic  order  or  disorder  depend  very  much  on  the  success  or 
failure  of  the  Allies.  We  are  so  bound,  so  indissolubly  bound  to  Great  l 
Britain  and  her  destiny  that  for  a  moment  I  cannot  conceive  any  defeat 
of  the  Allies  without  extremely  disastrous  consequences  for  our  State. 
Therefore  every  effort  should  be  made  to  support  and  contribute  our 
mite  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  Therefore  Sir,  we  humbly  place 
before  you  our  unstinted  support  for  the  amount  of  three  lakhs  contri¬ 
buted  by  H.  H.  The  Maharaja  and  we  are  prepared  again  to  contribute 
our  support  in  further  efforts.  Sir,  you  mentioned  specifically  the 
names  of  two  private  institutions  viz.  Harrisons  &  Crosfield  and  the 
Pierce  Lesslie  Companies  which  have  contributed  to  war  purposes. 

•  May  I  say,  Sir,  that  they  are  not  the  only  institutions  which  havey 
beenjdcing  their  bit  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war  ?  Take  for  instance 
Sir,  the  Saturday  Club, ;  an  institution  that  caters  to  the  gastronomic 
needs  as  well  as  offers  intellectual  relaxation  and  social  adjustment  to 
some  of  the  eminent  officers  of  the  State,  The  Saturday  Club  has  offered 
as’much  to  war  service  as  the  other  institutions.  I  am  thereby  showing 
that  there  are  private  agencies,  private  clubs  and  private  institutions 
who  are  prepared  to  do  their  utmost  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 

MR.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  What  has  the  Saturday 
Club  supplied  towards  war  efforts  ? 

MR.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI.:  Good  brains.  It  is  not  sufficient 
to  give  money  alone  or  to  supply  the  machineries  alone.  The  actual, 
real  help  will  be  given  only  when  we  are  able  to  place  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Allies  and  Great  Britain  a  well  trained  army.  Every  effort 
must  be  made  incessantly  to  train  our  young  men  in  military  service 
and  in  war  technology,  in  all  that  relate  to  what  is  called  modern  total 
warfare.  Let  us  have  such  an  army  of  young  men.  Let  us  induce 
every  one  of  our  young  men  to  get  good  military  training  and  to  go 
and  fight  on  the  side  of  the  allies,  because  they  will  be  fighting  for  our 

Another  matter  of  importance  I  would  refer  to  is  this.  You  cate- 
gorically  reiterated  the  other  day  that  to  envisage  the  possibility  in  the 
immediate  future  of  responsible  Government  in  the  sense  of  govern¬ 
ment  by  an  executive  removable  at  the  will  of  the  legislature  is  not 
consistent  with  the  treaty  obligation  of  the  State  to  the  paramount 
power-  We  welcome  that  statement  again.  Apart  from  that  position) 

I  am  asking  those  who  did  not  join  that  movement  through  personal 
motives  or  because  they  had  no  other  work  but  who  sincerely  think  and 
thought  that  responsible  government  in  the  sense  aduniberated  wtts  a 
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panacea,  for  all  our  evils,  what  does  history  teach  us  ?  That  sort  of 
responsible  Government  in  Athens  degenerated  into  mobocracy.  In 
Bome  it  became  Caesar  worship.  In  France  it  failed  and  in  England, 
Sir,  it  is  an  autocrat  that,  rules  now.  At  the  time  of  the  last  war  it 
was  Mr.  Lloyd  George.  During  this  war  it  is  Mr.  Winston  Churchill 
But  the  lesson  is  clear  that  in  times  of  national  emergency  no  sort  of 
Parliamentary  government  would  bo  of  any  use.  Even  in  times  of 
peace  for  a  good  working  system,  before  we  have  responsible  govern, 
ment  there  are  enormous  difficulties  we  have  to  educate  the  electro¬ 
rale',  to  make  them  conscious  of  their  position  and  of  their  responsibili¬ 
ties  and  their’dnties.  In  view  of  all  these  circumstances  I  am  inviting  all 
those  who  are  in  the  movement  for  responsible  government  to  reconsider 
their  position  and  to  see  that  this  sort  of  .responsible  ^government  has 
times  without  number,  proved  a  failure,  and  that  any  talk  in  the  name 
of  responsible  government  affecting  the  power  and  prestige  and  prero¬ 
gative  of  the  Sovereign  is  certainly  unwarranted.  There  is  the  ofter 
of  the  President  to  associate  the  people  more  and  more  in  the  administ¬ 
ration  of  the  country  and  to  make  the  voice  of  the  people  effective  in 
the  administration  of  the  country.  All  these  things  I  would  place  for 
the  contemplation  of  those  who  are  still  deluding  themselves  that  they 
are  carrying  on  a  fight  for  the  good  of  the  country.  . 

The  present  war  has  affected  us  in  two  directions.  It  has  destroyed 
our  industries.  Some  of  ihem  like  the  coir  industry  were  our  mono¬ 
polies.  By  destroying  our  coir  industry,  it  has  destroyed  a  large  portion 
of  our  income  through  customs  duties.  It  has  upset  the  local  labour 
condition  and  made  misery  and  poverty  the  order  of  the  day  in 
Alleppey,  Shertallai  and  other  places.  So  on  one  side  the  definite 
repercussion  of  the  war  has  been  industrial  degeneration  and  disaster. 
On  the  other  side  it  has  made  it  difficult  for  food  supplies  to  come  in 
due  to  shortage  of  shipments.  The  daily  necesffties  of  life  are  going  up 
in  price  in  spite  of  the  very  strenuous  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
'  ment  It  is  inevitable  that  prices  Eliould  go  up  for  the  simple  reason 
■  that  the  commodities  will  not  be  available  in  plenty  and  in  season. 
Thus  the  war  has  destroyed  ,our  income  and  has  created  greater  po- 
i  verty  and  greater  misery.  Added  to  that,  the  cyclone  havoc  in  North 
|  Travancore  and  malaria  in  South  Travancore  have  greatly  added  to  the 
difficulties  of  Government.  In  one  direction  the  income  is  falling. 
Our  revenues  from  customs  are  practically  at  a  standstill.  Onr  revenue 
from  excise  has  decreased  and  that  from  land  revenue  is  likely  to  be  on 
the  decline.  At  the  same  time  every  moment  there  is  a  call  and  a 
prayer  that  more  money  should  be  spent  on  ameliorative  enterprises, 
that  the  labourers  should  be  given  employment,  that  Oycolonic  havoc 
should  be  relieved.  On  the  one  side  there  are  growing  demanda.for  " 
expenditure  which  must  be  met.  On  the  other  side  there  is  less  income. 
This  is  the  position  now.  And  it  is  at  this  stage  that  I  want  particularly 
to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  and  the  Government  in  the  in¬ 
cidence  of  this  taxation.  No  doubt  Sir,  a  large  curtailment  of  expen- 
I  diture  bas  to  be  expected.  The  proposed  taxation  has  fallen  only  on 
!  people  who  can  meet  it.  The  tax  on  cardamom,  on  tea,  and  on  rubber,  "' 
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I  submit,  is  only  a-  just  tax.  There  is  no  tea  estate  owner  who  is  un¬ 
able  to  pay  the  tax-  There  is  no  owner  of  a  rubber  estate  who  does 
not' possess  lakhs  of  rupees  and  *1  am  assured  that  any  one  who  owns 
26  acres  of  cardamom  "land  will  be  able  after  four  years  to  get  a  steady 
annual  return  of  Bs.  4,000  from  the  land.  So  this  sort  of  taxation  is 
just  and  proper.  While  it  will  relieve  the  poor  people  from  addi¬ 
tional  taxation,,  it  will  save  Government  from  having  to  discharge  a.  very-.- 
unpleasanf  duty  of  taxing  the  poor  ryot.  So  I  submit  that  the  presept  : 
method  of  taxation  is  correct  and  the  tax  may  even  be  increased.  I 
would  also  submit  that. Government  may  impose  a  duty  on  profiteering.' 
There  is  no  doubt  that  even  in  Travancore  there  "is  profiteering  on 
account  of  the  war, 

We  must  find  out  permanent  means  of  improving  our  income. 
One  'wav  is  to  build  up  private  industries.  Take  for  instance 
the  charcoal  industry.  That  must  be  built  up  on  a  co-operative  or  a 
joint  stock  company  basis  with  the  wealth  of  the  private  people  of  the 
land.  Take  again  tapioca  cultivation  or  one  hundred  other  small  things 
which  are  at  present  needed  for  the  war  and  which  we  can  supply  if 
only  we  put  our  hands  to  the  wheel.  It  is  certainly  discreditable  to 
the  country  to  be  told  that  whenever  an  industry  is  started,  capital  in 
the  country  is  shy.  Even  the  capital  which  has  been  invested  in  the 
industry  is  subsequently  withdrawn.  That  would  create  in  future  very 
unpleasant  consequences.  Such  a  thing  ought  to  be  avoided.  I  invite 
all  the  businessmen  in  the  country  to  join  together  and  to  organise 
their  efforts  systematically,  .for  the  time  being  to  supply  those  things 
that  are  needed  for  the  war,  and  on  that  basis  to  build  up  subsequently 
into  new  industries  and  new  concerns  which  will  even  after  the  war 
give  us  sufficient  returns.  The  Commerce  members,  Mr.  Janardanan 
'Pillai  and.  Mr.  Krishna  Aiyar  said  that  after  the  war  the  industries 
will  be  dislocated.  I  ask — what  prevents  our  planning  now  for  that 
contingency  and  organising  a  series  of  business  concerns  in  subh  a  way 
that  they  will  nob  be  dislocated  after  the  war  is  over.  Take  for  instance 
the  ease  of  the  cement  industry.  Take  the  case  of  the  tapioca  industry. 

I  would  invite -those  people  who  have  plenty  of  money  and  who  are 
retiring  from  service  to  invest  their  moneys  and  take  into  hand  some  of 
these  industries.  They  have  wealth  and  talent  and  they  have  also 
experience,  business  acumen  and  they  could  be  useful  to  the  country. 

Even  when  all  that  is  done,  Travancore  is  an 'agricultural  country 
and  so  every  effort  has  to  be  made  to  intensify  agriculture  with  the  aid 
of  electricity.  Lift  irrigation  in  Kuttanad,  the  doubling  of  crops  and 
the  introduction  of  cottage  industries  to  supplement  agriculture  ought 
to  be  the  main  concern  of  the  Government  and  the  people,  for  when 
all  is  said  and  done,  Travahaore  is  an  agricultural  country.  Therefore 
.  my  humble  submission  to  the  House  and  to  the  country  at  large  is  that 
they  should  concentrate  on  agriculture  and  also  on  the  introduction  of 
cottage  industries  to  supplement  that  agriculture. 
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Oar  University  which  is  rising  up  can  contribute  in  two  ways, 
It  can  give  as  energetic  young  men  with  a  new  vision  and  ideal  to 
go  in  the  country  and  to  take  up  a  new  system  and  method  of  agri¬ 
culture.  It  can  also  give  us  men  with  sufficient  technical  knowledge 
and  skill  who  will  also  by  their  research  give  us  the  benefit  of  their 
results.  So,  the  University  can  contribute  its  quota  towards  the  new 
prosperity 'and  thenewtera  that  in  spite  of  the  consequences  of  the  war, 
inay.yetj  prevail  in  the  State.  Towards  that  end,  I  have  no  doubt  that 
the  present  Government  and  the  present  authorities  of  the  Uuniversity 
and  the  members  of  the  Legislature  and  all  other  thinking  men  of  the 
land  will  co-operate.  In  the  hope  that  there  will  be  a  brighter  future 
than  as  envisaged  in  the  statement  of  the  Financial  Secretary  and  in 
the  statement  of  the  Dewan  President,  notwithstanding  the  pessimistic 
note  struck  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  house,  I  resume  my  seat, 
Sir.

Ms.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  {Com  nerca  and  Industry-South)  :  Sir,  at  a 
time  when  the  international  trade  has  been  dislocated  by  war,  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  note  that  our  finances  are  emerged  absolutely  unscathed  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  Travancoro  is  a  maritime  State  and  our  rovenue  from 
sea  borne  trade  used  to  be  our  main  stay.  But  it  is. the  sea  borne  trade 
that  has  been  hard  hit  by  the  war  and  our  revenues  from  the  sea  borne 
trade  are  dwindling  day  by  day  and  yet  we  are  in  a  happy  position  to 
balance  our  budget  and  provide  for  the  increased  expenditure.  The 
reason  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  since  the  advent,  of  the  llowan 
President  the  administration  has  launched  out  a  big  drive  for  industri¬ 
alisation  and  boldly  provided  for  productive  capital  expenditure,  with 
the  result  we  are  in  a  happy  position  of  receiving  the  yield  from  the 
commercial  schemes  such  as  Rubber  Factory,  Sugar  Factory,  Ceramic 
Works  and  returns  from  productive  schemes  such  as  Pallivasal  Hydro- 
Electric  Works. 

Let  us  imagine  for  a  moment  what  would  have  happened  if  the 
scheme  for  industrialisation  and  the  profit  yielding  capital  expenditure 
had  not  been  launched  out  in  time  and  we  would  have  been  at  our 
*  wits  end  to  make  both  ends'  meet.  On  the  other-har.d,  because  of  the 
schemes  we  are  increasing  our  expenditure  by  li  lakhs  aud  still  having 
a  surplus.  Therefore  the  policy  of  the  present  Dewan  in  launching  on 
productive  capital  expenditure  on  industrialisation  stands  fully  vindi¬ 
cated  in  all  its  glory. 

The  Government  ought  to  be  congratulated  on  tire  various  methods 
they  have  adopted  for  reducing  expenditure,  such  as,  fixing  the 
maximum  limit  for  travelling  allowance,  abolishing  progressive  scales 
for  temporary  posts,  amalgamating  departments  wherever  possible  and 
abolishing  one  or  two  civil  courts  which  are  found  superfluous.  All 
these  have  helped  us  to  make  a  big  saving  of  7  lakhs  which  in  turn 
goes- to  mitigate  the  big  drop  of  12  lakhs  in  the  revenue. 

As  regards  fall  in  the  revenue  of  1116,  it  occurs  tinder  Customs, 
Excise,  Laud  Revenue  and  Stamps.  The  fall  in  Excise  and  Customs 
is  direct  result  of  war.  Stamps  perhaps' indirectly.  It  is  pleasing  to 
she  that  this  fall  is  set  out  by  increased  revenue  from  Forest,  Salt  and 
State  Railway. .  Incidentally  this  clearly  shows  the  elasticity  of  our 
finances. 

In  the  estimate  for  1117,  it  is  seen  that  the  revenue  is- expected  to 
he  280*73  lakhs  and  the  expenditure  estimated  to  amount  279*23  lakhs, 
thereby  leaving  a  surplus  margin  of  1*5  lakhs.  But  it  is  said  that 
279*23  lakhs  expenditure  includes  a  reservation  of  7*26  lakhs  for  meet¬ 
ing  emergencies  and  2  lakhs  for  the  army  (totalling  9  lakhs  and  odd, 
and  when  this  is  added  to  the  other  surplus,  we  get  a  potential  surplus 
of  10i  lakhs.  * 
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On  a  careful  perusal  of  the 'budget  expenditure,  I  find  that  the 
three  main  heads  very  essential  for  progress  have  been  well  provided 
for,  and  the  nation  building  activities  are  being  continued.  For  instance 
there  is  a  slight  increase  of  l-69  lakh  under  Education.  Under  the 
item  Capital  Expenditure  for  Pallivasal Hydro  Electric  Scheme,  the 
expenditure  at  the  end  of  next  year  has  been  put  down  at  an  excess  of 
26  lakhs  than  the  previous  year..  There  is  also  the  five  years  policy  for 
works  to  tap  the  hidden  resources  of  the  Forests.  Secondly,  industries 
have  been  well  provided  for  in  that  it  is  proposed  to  give  a  subsidy  of 
2  lakhs  to  a  joint  stock  concern  which  comes  forward  to  take  up  the 
nmnufaoture  of  Ply  Wood  industry.  There  are  also  provisions  -for 
running  small  cottage  industries.  A  scheme  for  the  demonstration  of 
the  manufacture  of  refined  jaggery  is  also  included.  And  thirdly, 
agriculture,- a  matter  concerning  by  far  the  major  portion  of  the 
population  has  not  been  ignored.  By  way  of  collaboration  with  the 
Imperial  Council,  a  scheme  has  been  devised  for  increasing  the  output 
of  paddy  in  the  country.  I  have  always  maintained  that  the  rehabilitat¬ 
ion  of  the  agricultural  trade  is  a  condition  precedent  for  the  proper 
stabilization  of  the  country’s  prosperity  and  as  such,  I  heartily  welcome 
the  experimental  measure  for  agriculture  and  the  help  from  the  Im¬ 
perial  Agricultural  Research  Institute  is  very  timely.  But  I  do  not 
understand  in  such  comparatively  affluence  circumstances  the  need  for 
resorting  to  new  taxation  on  rubber,  tea,  cardamom  and  palmyra  fibre. 
It  is  proposed  to  increase  duty  on  tea  also  from  Re.  1-8-0  to  Rs.  2.  The  _ 
Financial  Secretary  explains  that  these  new?  taxation  affects  only  Ihe 
Capitalists.  In  this  argument,  I  see  the  seeds  of  communism. 

PRESIDENT :  That  is  rather  fashionable  argument, 

Mr.  J.  E.  A.  PEREIRA  :  Again  the  Financial  Secretary  explains 
that  by  the  imposition  of  tax  on  rubber,  additional  tax  on  tea,  etc. 
helps  to  ward  off  the  levy  of  excess  profit  tax.  I  do  not  think  there  is 
any  trade  or  industry  in  Travancove  which  makes  more  profit  than 
before  the  war.  Tinder  the  circumstances,  to  talk  of  excess  profit  tax 
is  meaningless. 

PRESIDENT :  There  is  no  proposition  to  levy  tax  on  excess 
profits. 

Mr.  J.  E  A.  PEREIRA  :  I  am  only  saying  that  there  is  not  the  least 
•  room  for  introducing  excess  profit  tax. 

PRESIDENT :  The  same  question  has  been  put  in  every  other 
Province  and  the  answer  has  been  to  levy  a  tax  on  excess  profits. 

Mr.  J  E.  A.  PEREIRA:  But  here  the  conditions  are  different  and  the 
trade  is  dwindling  and  there  is  not  one  trade  'or  industry  which  could 
come  under  excess  profit  tax.  I  find  it  hard  to  reconcile  the  statement 
of  the  Fiuaneial  Secretary,  namely,  on  page  9,  he  says,  the  Government 
having  in  view  the  paramount  necessity  to  make  up  for  the  fail  in 
our  Customs  revenue  and  to  provide  for  all  emergencies  at  this  juncture 
decided  to  impose  a  nominal  increase  in  the  duty  on  .  tea-  I -like  to 
point  out  to  the  attention  of  the  honourable  members  the  words  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  on  page  10  “The  additional  revenue  expected  from 
this  source  is  about  1’75  lakh.  When  this  is  also  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion,  our  effective  revenue  surplus  at  the  close  of  ensuing  year  will  be 
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over  12  lakhs.”  Be  it  noted  the  paramount  necessity  goes  to  augment 
only  the  surplus.  The  rubber  industry  after  several  years  of  depression 
has  just  revived  in  the  last  one  or  two  years  and  the  imposition  of  the 
new  taxation  oannot  be  said  to  be  helpful  to  the  industry,  and  it  is  my 
duty  to  point  out,  as  a  member  representing  Industry  and  Commerce 
that  the  imposition  of  new  taxation  on  thesi>  trades  is  not  justified  in  ■ 
the  circumstances  we  are  faced  with.  I  like  to  make  myself  very  blear 
that  in  the  absolute  necessity  of  new  taxation  we  have  to  and  must 
resort  to  new  taxation,  but  my  contention  is  that  wb  are  not  f&cfed 
with  such  a  situation. 

In  my  opinion,  retrenchment  could  bs  effected  in  other,  directions 
in  such  matters  as  broadcasting  which  is  unnecessary  especially  At  the 
time  of  war.  I  do  not  know  how  much  the  revenue  will  be  by  the 
imposition  of  a  duty  on  the  export  of  cardamom  and  palmyra  fibre  and 
the  revision  of  tariff  rates  on  fish  and  lemongrass  oil  etc. 

We  may  be  very  well  proud  of  several  of  our  achievements.  We 
have  passed  Debt  Relief  Act,  we  are  providing  for  the  necessary  impetus 
to  small  cottage  industries,  as  well  as  bigger  industries,  such  as,  the 
proposed  Cement  Factory  and  Ply  Wood  manufacture  and  we  are 
continuing  to  provide  for  nation  building  work  and  there  is  the  addi¬ 
tional  feature  that  not  only  our  industrial  schemes  are  beginning  to 
repay,  but  also  productive  capital  expenditure,  such  as,  Pallivasal 
Scheme  where  we  have  been  promised  a  yield  of  6  lakhs  as  against  the 
current  year  revenue  of  '2  lakhs.  The  Technological  Research  is 
helping  the  country  by  such  research  as  fuel  oil,  shark  liver  oil  etc, 

Our  debt  position  is  as  satisfactory  as  we  could  wish.  We  had 
already  contributed  Bs.  6f  lakhs  to  the  Paramount  Power  for  a  Mine 
Trawler  UDder  the  name  “TRAVANOORB”  and  2  Spitfires  and  Army. 
It  is  our  duty  and  proud  privilege  to  stand  by  the  Paramount  Power 
at  this  time  of  her  dire  need.  In  my  opinion,  we  cannot  think  of  a 
happier  position  than  this  year  financially. 
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(President  called  C.  Jebamony  Nadar  to  speak.  The  member 
was  not  in  his  seat). 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILL Al  :  Sir,  last  year  vehement  criticism 
was  levelled  against  the ‘Financial  Secretary  and  his  budget,  so  much 
so  that  we'  see  quite  a  different  person  occupying  his  seat  this  time. 
I  do  not  therefore  want  to  criticise  the  budget  fearing  that  we  may  lose 
him  for  the  next  year.  Sir,  much  was  said  in  this  House  about  res¬ 
ponsible  Government.  We  have  every  right  to  demand  responsible 
Government  as  our  State  is  educationally  and  politically  far  more 
advanced  than  any  other  Indian  State.  A  Travancorean  of  no  small 
fame  is  already  the  Dewan  of  a  not  unimportant  Indian  State.  It  is 
true  we  send  elected  representatives  from  this  Iffouse  to  the  Senate  of 
the  University,  and  some  of  the  advisory  bodies  and  committees  every¬ 
where  with  very  limited  authority.  To  use  a  quotation  “Travancore 
has  been  progressing  by  leaps  and  bounds”.  It  is  the  language  of 
some  eminent  Indian  journalist  whose  name  the  Financial  Secretary 
does  not  divulge.  In  spite  of  this  we  are  not  given  a  more  direct  share 
in  the  Government  of  the  State.  Statesmen  and  others  who  visit  the 
State  are  impressed  with  the  glories  of  Travancore  not  the  least  among 
which  is  a  highly  advanced  society  with  a  keen  "'political  sense.  Is  it 
not  that  we  have  advanced  in  various  directions  ?  True  Sir,  there 
wai  some  political  unrest  but  that  has  been  quelled  successfully  by 
resorting  to  timely  and  stringent  measures.  The  present  political 
atmosphere  is  conveniently  calm.  Therefore  the  present  time  is  most 
opportune  to  grant  this  political  reform  to  the  people.  In  my  adjourn¬ 
ment  motion  I  wanted  to  present  these  facts  before  the  House.  Of 
course  there  is  the  war  going  on  in  Europe — one  of  the  cruellest  and 
most  devastating  of  wars  ever  fought.  But  I  hope  that'  or  any  other 
international  situation  will  not  deter  us  in  our  international  political 
ambitions.  Sir,  we  are  far  advanced  into  the  twentieth  century.  We  see 
a  steady  and  onward  march  around  ns.  It  is  essential  that  we  should 
keep  pace  with  the  changing  times.  I  fervently  pray  that  His 
Highness  the  Maharaja  would  be  gracious'  enough  to  confer  with  his 
trusted  and  able  Minister  to  evolve  some  measure  of  administrative 
’  reform  to  enable  the  people  to'dake  a  more  direct  share  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  State.  • 

Sir,  I  had  tabled  another  adjournment  motion  regarding  the 
■havoc  done  by  the  recent  floods  in 'Thiruvella  taluk  which  also  includes 
Chengannur.  Many  parts  of  Thiruvella  and  Chengannur  were  under 
water  for  many  days.  The  traffic  between'  Mavelikara  and  Tiruvella 
was.  made  impossible  owing  to  a  breach  on  the  road  and  the  breach  is 
still  there  and  nothing  has  been  done  to  it  yet  by  the  P.  W.  Depart¬ 
ment.  Neither  of  the  two  Chief  Engineers  has  any  knowledge  of  this 
breach  till  this  morning.  Sir,  there  isialso  another  important  thing 
which  I  should  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House.  That  is  about  the 
soil  erosion  in  the  eastern  districts  which  fill  up  river  beds  and  causes 
floods  in  our  rivers  during  the  monsoon  season.  In  America  strict 
legislation  has  been  introduced  to  prevent  soil  erosion.  What  amount 
of  soil  is  brought  down  can  be  seen  by  a  look  at  that  part  of  the 
Voi,  xvni.  No.  2 
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Manimala  river  near  the  bridge.  When  the  bridge  was  constructed  its 
height  from' the  rival1  bottom  was  15  feet  and<povr  a  man  can  scarcely 
pasa  under  the  bridge.  The  condition  of  the  stretch  of  land  ,at  Mannar 
between  ojsnhao  and  o-irnioafl  is  always  in  danger  of  being  flooded  with 
water.  Much  damage  is  likely  to  be  caused  if  the  P.  W.  D.  does  not 

W0'  Another  matter  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House 
is  the  want  of  accommodation  for  the  members  of  this  House  during  its 
sessions  in  Trivandrum.  Though  the  Chief  Secretary  said  in  answer 
to  a  question  on  the  floor  of  this  House  that  there  is  accommodation 
for  them  in  the  Sachivottama  Bbastiabdapurthi  Memorial  Satram  the 
satram  being  very  popular  it  is  always  crowded  by  pilgrims  from  far 
off  lands.  Moreover  it  is  far  away  from  the  Legislative  Chamber  and 
the  Legislative  Library.  It  is  very  essential  to  have  accommodation  for 
the  honourable  members  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Legislative 
Chamber  so  that  we  can  easily  have  access  to  the  Library. 

Then  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  irrigation  I  wish  to  speak  a  word  or 
two  with  particular  reference  to  Tiruvella  taluk.  I  may  say  Sir,  that 
the  P.  W.  Department  has  neglected  the  needs  of  that  taluk  so  far  as 
irrigation  is  concerned.  In  my  opinion  Sir,  the  abolition  of  the  Irriga¬ 
tion  Division  has  done  very  great  harm.  Therefore  my  humble 
suggestion  is  that  this  division  may  be  re-established  under  a  separate 
Executive  Engineer. 

Now  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  another  instance 
of  inordinate  delay  on  the  part  of  the  Government.  The  ryots  who 
have  freely  given  their  lands  to  open  fresh  roads  in  the  Tiruvella 
taluk  are  put  to  the  necessity  of  paying  taxes  for  those  lands  due  to  the 
Department’s  delay  in  taking  over  those  roads.  There  are  40t  miles 
of  ryots  roads  in  that  taluk  and  the  Government  have  saved  not  less 
than  20  lakhs  of  rupees.  The  taluks  of  Tiruvella  and  Mavelikara  are 
now  being  brought  closer  and  the  vehicular  traffic  on  the  road  is  con¬ 
siderable.  There  are  three  lines  of  motor  buses  in  operation  between 
the  two  places  though  the  distance  is  only  12  miles.  These  services ' 
between  them  run  18  times  in  both  directions.  There  are  three 
ferries  Jon  this  road.  It  is  very  necessary  to  construct  a  bridge  at 
There  is  another  place  giving  danger  to  traffic  viz. 
&moa Something  has  to  be  done  here  also, 

Sir,  one  word  more  about  the  Executive  Council.  The  President 
said  this  morning  that  the  Executive  Council  members  are  not  intend¬ 
ed  for  doing  Secretariat  work.’  Sir,  I  never  meant  that.  What  I 
wanted  was  that  the  members  should  move  about  and  get  in  contact 
with  the  people  in  the  various  parts  of  the  country  and  ascertain  their 
needs.  The  Dewan  said  he  has  not  lenough  work  to  engage  his 
whole  time.  I  would  request  you  Sir,  that  in  view  of  your  statement 
that  you  do  not  find  enough  work,  you  would  make  it  possible  for 
you  to  move  about  more  frequently  and  put  yourself  in  touch  with  the 
common  people  and  get  yourself  acquainted  with  their  conditions  and 
receive  representations  on  the  spot  and  dispose  of  the  same  then  and 
there. 


GEMERAL 


PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  two  minutes  more. 

Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI ;  Sir,  I  too  have  great 
pleasure  to  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  thoroughness 
and  lucid  ty  of  the  budget  which  has  been  presented  to  ns.  The 
introduction  of  the  new  system  of  the  presentation  of  a  budget 
memorandum  along  with  the  usual  budget  estimate  is  a  matter  for 
sincere  gratification  in  so  far  as  it  helps  to  a  considerable  extent  to 
correct  study  and  proper  scrutiny  by  tlia  Legislature  of  the  forecasting 
of  the  revenue  and  expenditure  for  next  year.  But,  Sir,  I  may  be 
permitted  to  state  at  the  outset  that  the  supply  of  the  copy  of  the 
budget  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature  along  with  the  official 
presentation  of  the  same  has  bean  causing  much  inconvenience  and 
handicap  to  the  non-official  members  of  this  House  particularly.  The 
practice  usually  followed  by  the  Government  in  regard  to  the  budget 
sessions  of  the  first  Assembly  was  to  supply  the  copy  of  the  budget 
to  the  members  of  the  Legislature  at  least  a  week  before  the  official 
presentation  of  the  same  and  it  was  then  possible  for  the  members  to 
study  and  scrutinise  the  budget  correctly  and  properly.  Sir,  the 
budget  and  the  budget  memorandum  which  have  been  presented  to  us 
contain  about  510  pages  of  closely  printed  matter.  And  how  is  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  us  to  study  the  whole  thing  within  so  short  a  period  ?  Sir, 
I  am  sure  that  it  will  certainly  he  conducive  to  the  public  interest  and 
also  to  a  better  standard  of  debate  if  the  copy  of  the  budget  is  furnish¬ 
ed  to  the  members  of  the  Legislature  earlier  as  it  would  afford  them 
sufficient  opportunity  to  scrutinise  and  study  things  correctly  and  I 
trust  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  issue  instructions  accordingly  for 
future  guidance. 

Sir,  at  this  critical  juncture  of  alarming  international  situation  and 
widespread  economic  depression,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  Govern¬ 
ment  have  been  able  to  present  a  surplus  budget  without  having 
recourse  to  any  additional  or  new  taxation  on  the  ryot.  But,  Sir, 
judging  from  the  results  of  the  current  year,  I  have  my  honest  doubt 
whether  there  will  really  be  a  surplus  towards  the  close  of  the  next 
year  as  has  been  anticipated  by  the  Financial  Secretary  in  his  budget 
estimate.  This  year,  though  the  Government  anticipated  a  total 
revenue  of  Rs.  285.40  lakhs,  the  revenue  is  expected  to  be  Rs.  273'09 
lakhs,  so  much  so  there  is  a  diminution  of  Bs.  12.31  lakhs  in  the 
anticipated  revenue.  The  anticipated  surplus  in  the  current  year’s 
budget  is  Bs.  8.67  lakhs  and  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  deducting 
Bs.  8.67  lakhs  from  Bs.  12.31  lakhs,  the  year  would  have  closed  with 
a  deficit  of  Bs.  3.64  lakhs.  But  that  is  not  the  case,  and  the  curfbnt 
year  is  expected  on  the  other  hand  to  close  with  a  surplus  of  Bs.  5'48 
lakhs  because  Government  have  reduced,  deliberately,  I  must  say,  the 
expenditure  to  that  extent  and  they  have  shown  a  surplus  at  the  end 
of  the  current  year.  I  am  not  at  all  therefore  very  much  concerned 
with  the  nomenclature  of  the  budget  whether  it  is  a  surplus  or  a  deficit 
one.  The  only  consideration  for  us  ought  to  be  whether  the  financial 
position  of  Government  is  satisfactory  and  sound.  Sir,  I  am  fine  who 
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has  every  reason  to  believe  that  ihe  financial  position  of  our  Govern¬ 
ment  is  bound  to  be  strong  and  sound  in  the  hands  of  the  present  head 
of  the  administration.  As  a  practising  lawyer  1  am  sure  that  there  will 

he  considerable  diminution  in  the  anticipated  revenue  from  court  fees 

stamps  os  a  result  of  the'operation  of  the  Travaneore  Debt  Belief  Act. 
In  the  same  way|as  it  is  obviousffrom  the  answer  given  to  interpellation 
No.  26,  which  was  answered  on  the  floor  of  the  House  today,  that  the 
anticipated  income  from  the  State  Transport  Department  is  also  sure 
to  go  down  during  the  next  year. 

Having  said  so  much  about  the  budget  I  wish  to  make  a  few 
observations  in  regard  to  the  administrative  policy  in  general.  Sir, 
Travaneore  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  enjoy  the  beneficial  and 
far-reaching  results  of  your  far-sighted  statesmanship.  You  have 
always  been  successful  in  all  your  attempts  made  with  a  view  to 
safeguard  and  maintain  the  rights,  interests  and  prestige  of  this 
country.  But,  Sir,  I  have  always  been  thinking  why  you  have  not  yet 
been  pleased  to  devote  youf  attention  on  a  very  important  question, 
adverted  to  at  page  14  of  the  budget  memoranda,  vie.,  the  Interportal 
Trade  Convention.  Sir,  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  was  entered 
into  between  the  Travaneore  Government  and  the  Government  of 
India  in  1865  when  the  average  amount  of  customs  collected  in  the 
State  was  only  Rs.  53,218. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  Any  discussion  of  the  Interportal 
Trade  Convention  will  introduce  matters  which  had  been  under  discus¬ 
sion  ever  since  the  Federal  Scheme  was  adumbrated ;  and  all  that  I 
wish  to  say  is  that  nothing  has  exercised  the  mind  of  this  Government 
more  than  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  and  all  that  it  signifies 
and  all  that  should  be  done  having  regard  to  the  solitary,  fact  that  it 
was  entered  into  at  a  time  when  the  trade  of  Travaneore  was  one- 
seventh  of  the  present  trade.  Therefore  honourable  members  may 
rest  assured  that  during  the  whole  of  these  and  future  discussions,  the 
policy  underlying  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  will  form  the 
subject  of  negotiation.  But  1  would  ask  honourable  members,  apart 
from  exercising  my  powers  as  President  to  over-rule  it  as  inadmis¬ 
sible — I  do  not  want  to  do  that— to  be  assured  that  this  Government 
have  bestowed  their  very  anxious  and  continuous  attention  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  on  all  that  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  moans 
and  connotes. 

*  HR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ;  In  view  of  the  explana¬ 
tory  statement  made  by  the  Chair  I  will  oply  conclude  this  point  by 
saying  that  it  is  but  legitimate  on  the  part  of  this  Government  to 
demand  a  revision  of  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  which  is  now 
76  years  old  and  which  has  no  justification  for  its  continuance  under 
the  present  altered  conditions. 

Then,  Si)’,  with  regard  to  the  possibilities  of  the  manifold  advanta¬ 
ges  that  are  expected  to  result  from. the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme 
I  wish  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  bring  to  the  pointed  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  House  and  the  Government  a  very  important  matter.  Sir, 
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during  the  discussion  on  tile  adjournment  motion  moved  by  my  friend 
Mr.  Dominic  Joseph,  with  a  view  to  consider  the  necessity  to  formulate 
■  a  definite  scheme  for  producing  paddy  in  the  State  sufficient  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  country,  you  have  remarked  that  the  object  could  be 
achieved  by  intensive  cultivation  and  'it  is  not  likely  to  be  aehieved 
by  the  extension  of  paddy  cultivation  in  the  State.  Then  the  essential 
requirement  for  intensive  cultivation  is,  according  to  me,  manure.  And 
the  question  of  sufficient  supply  of  manure  has  become  a  vary  serious 
problem  with  the  agriculturists  in  the  State,  Sir,  I  am  an  agricul¬ 
turist  and  I  have  realised  the  importance  and  the  substantial  usefulness 
of  the  application  of  scientific  manure.  'Che  manure  which  was  worth 
only  Es.  3  is  now  worth  about  Rs.  11  and  scientific  manure  cannot  bo 
manufactured  in  our  country.  It  has  to  be  imported  into  the  State 
from  America  and  such  other  foreign  countries.  So  unless  the  problem 
of  manure  is  solved  satisfactorily,  there  is  no  scope  for  any  intensive 
cultivation  or  any  improvement  in  this  direction.  It  has  become  almost 
impossible  for  the  agriculturists  to  go  in  for  such  scientific  manure,  the 
cost  of  which  has,  of  late,  become  rather  prohibitive.  Even  those  agri¬ 
culturists  who  can  afford  to  pay  for  and  purchase  the  scientific  manure, 
will  not  venture  to  do  so  on  account  of  the  loss  that  they  -may  sustain 
due  to  the  exhorbitant  price  of  manure.  So  my  submission  is  that  the 
Government  may  he  pleased  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  scientific  manure  in  Travancore  with  the  aid  of  electricity. 
I  am  given  to  understand  that  thereby  it  will  be  possible  for  us  to  pro¬ 
duce  scientific  manure  at  a  cheap  cost.  Fortunately  for  us  we  have 
got  our  research  department  also.  So  I  would  request  Government  to 
bestow  deserving  attention  on  this  important  question. 

Sir,  connected  with  this  question  I  have  to  urge  upon  the  attention 
of  Government  the  prejudicial  results  of  leasing  out,  by  the  Fishery 
Department,  the  poramboke  thodus-  chair,  aud  tanks  for  fishing  pur¬ 
poses.  Sir,  the  income  derived  from  this  source  is  very  meagre  and  I 
am  personally  aware  that  many  poramboke  thodus,  chals  and  tanks  in 
my  constituency  Tiravalla  which  are  the  only  means  of  irrigation  have 
been  leased  out  by  the  Fishery  Department  for  a  very  nominal  amount. 
On  account  of  the  fishing  operations  in  these  areas  the  water  is  made 
muddy  and  useless  both  for  irrigating  the  paddy  cultivation  and  for 
the  needs  of  animals  and  it  causes  considerable  damage  and  loss  to 
extensive  areas  under  paddy  cultivation  surrounding  these  poramboke 
thodus,  chals  and  tanks.  Sir,  the  Karshiba  Mahasabha  consisting  of 
the  representatives  of  all  Ihe  karas  in  the  Tirnvalla  taluk  have  unani¬ 
mously  passed  a  resoftition  very  recently  praying  that.  Government  may 
be  pleased  to  put  a  stop  to  this  policy  and  thus  protect  the  agriculturists 
from  great  loss  and  damage  that  are  being  caused  to  the  paddy  cultiva¬ 
tion  on  account  of  this  suicidal  policy  of  Government.  May  I  trust  Sir, 
that  this  will  receive  the  sympathetic  consideration  of  Government  ? 

•In  this  connection  I  also  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Govern* 
ment.  the  very  valuable  recommendations  contained  in  the  report 
submitted  by  the  sub-committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
to  investigate  into  the  question  of  intensive'  cultivation  in  Central 
’Travancore.  The  Malayala  Rajyam  dated  8-12-1116  says  that  that 
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report  has  been  forwarded  to  Government  for  favourable  consideration 
by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture.  May  I  itrust,  Sir,  that ' 
those  recommendations  will  receive  the  sympathetic  consideration  of 
Government  ? 

Coming  to  the  Education  Department,  I  am  personally  aware  of 
the  serious  situation  ana  the  very  pitiable  condition  brought  about  by 
the  introduction  of  a  new  system  in  the  manner  of  disbursing  the  salary 
of  the  primary  school  teachers  in  the  State  Sir,  a  new  system  has  been 
introduced  in  the  Education  Department  with  regard  to  the  manner  of 
disbursement  of  the  salaries  of  the  poor  primary  school  teachers  in  the 
State.  The  old  system  was  that  the  headmasters  of  primary  schools 
had  to  submit  the  salary  bills  to  the  Assistant  Inspectors  concerned  and 
after  getting  them  countersigned  by  them  they  could  present  the  bills 
to  the  sub-treasury  and  get  their  salaries  with  the  fifth  of  every  month. 

According  to  the  new  system  the  bills  have  to  be  submitted  by  the 
headmasters  to  the  Assistant  Inspectors  and  the  head  clerks  according 
to  their  sweet  will  and  pleasure  have  to  prepare  a  consolidated  hill  for 
all  the  schools  concerned  and  forward  the  same  to  the  treasury.  Then 
the  treasury  will  accept  that  consolidated  bill  and  issue  cash  orders  of 
the  respective  schools  to  the  Assistant  Inspectors  who  will  send  them 
in  their  tarn  to  the  head  masters  concerned.  The  head  masters  have 
to  present  the  bills  to  the  treasury  for  encashment.  What  amount  of 
unnecessary  delay  and  trouble  is  caused  by  the  new  change  may  be 
illustrated  by  an  example.  Let  us  take  the  M,  P.  School  iPeruvantha- 
nam.  The  Assistant  Inspector’s  office  where  the  head  master  has  to 
submit  the  bill  is  Kottayam  the  distance  being  40  miles.  The  cash  order 
has  to  be  presented  by  the  head  master  in  the  Peermade  treasury,  the 
distance  being  52  miles.  Who  will  pay  the  travelling  allowance.  What 
is  the  result  of  the  new  change.  Delay  and  starvation  are  the  inevitable 
consequence.  .  This  change  has  unnecessarily  increased  the  .work  in 
the'  treasury  and  in  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Inspector. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  Nl.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR :  The  question  of 
reverting  to  the  old  system  is  now  being  considered. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  am  very  thankful  to  the 
Government  for  that.  This  has  created  much  trouble  and  incon¬ 
venience  to  the  teachers  whoso  condition  even  otherwise  is  pitiable. 

One  word  about  the  recommendation  of  responsible  committees 
appointed  by  Government  and  consisting  of  elected  members  of  the 
legislature.  These  committees  are  appointed  with  a  view  to  enable 
them  to  participate  in  the  administration  of  the  state  to  some,  extent 
and  if  the  Government  are  not  going  to  pay  attention  to  the  recom¬ 
mendations  submitted  by  the  committees,  it'inay  be  deemed  as  an  insult 
to  the  Legislature. 

PRESIDENT:  Will  the  honourable  member  exemplify  his  state¬ 
ment?  *  3 
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Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  am  constrained  to 
make  this  observation  on  account  of  my  sad  experience  with  regard  to 
one  particular  matter.  The  question  of  constructing  a  bridge  at 
Kollakadavu  has  been  engaging  the  attention  of  Government  for  the 
last  2  decades  and  in  the  administration  report  Government  have  stated 
6  years  ago  that  the  work  will  -  be  taken  up  and  completed  during  the 
next  year  itself.  I  am  given  to  understand  that  the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory 
Committee  appointed  by  Government  have  been  unanimous  in  their 
opinion  with  regard  to  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  early  construction 
of  this  bridge.  I  am  also  given  to  understand  from  the  answers  given 
by  Government  to  certain  interpellations  that  were  answered  on  the 
floor  of  this  House  that  the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory  Committee  has  recom¬ 
mended  the  inclusion  of  the  necessary  provision  for  the  construction  of 
this  bridge  in  the  current  year’s  budget.  I  am  really  sorry  that  suffi¬ 
cient  provision  has  not  been  included  in  this  year’s  budget.  Only  a 
small  sum  of  Es.  10,000  bas  been  included  in  this  budget.  The  bridge 
will  cost  at  least  Bs.  50,000.  It  is  a  question  of  all — Travancore  impor¬ 
tance  and  not  merely  one  of  local  need  alone.  I  shall  refer  to  this 
subject  again  when  opportunity  arises  for  the  purpose. 

With  these  observations,  I  resume  my  seat. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  note  that  the  speech 
of  the  Financial  Secretary  introducing  the  budget  for  the  next  year  is 
the  shortest  in  recent  years.  At  the  same  time  he  has  been  successful 
in  presenting  the  financial  situation  of  the  country  in  a  lucid  and  com¬ 
prehensive  manner.  The  budget  memorandum  supplemented  to  the 
speech  is  really  helpful  in  explaining  the  details* 

As  usual  a  surplus  budget  has  been  presented  before  the  House 
this  year  also,  while  the  actuals  of  1115  have  resulted  in  a  deficit.  The 
revised  estimates  for  1116  anticipates  a  surplus  of  5 '48  lakhs  of  rupees. 

I  do  not  feel  overjoyed  at  the  surplus  budget  placed  before  us  and  I 
shall  not  be  surprised  if  next  year  at  this  time,  the  Financial  Secretary 
tells  us  that  the  actuals  of  .1116  have  really  ended  in  a  deficit.  I  am 
not  enamoured  of  a  surplus  budget  nor  am  I  depressed  at  a  deficit 
budget.  If  sufficient  provision  is  made  for  nation  building  activities 
and  social  services,  I  shall  be  satisfied. 

The  Financial  Secretary  has  made  much  of  the  retrenchment 
measures  adopted  by  the  Government  to  reduce  the  expenditure.  It  is 
a. matter  of  some  consolation  that  at  least  now,  the  Government  have 
realised  tbe  extreme  necessity  of  reducing  the  evergrowing  expenditure, 

I  believe  that  they  have  only  touched  the  fringes  of  the  problem. 
There  are  still  several  items  of  unnecessary  expenditure  which  can  still 
ba  reduced  considerably,  without  impairing  efficiency  to  any  extent. 
There  still  exists  several  unnecessary  posts  like  the  evergrowing  army 
of  assistants  in  most  of  jhe  departments  about  which  I  have  been 
repeatedly  speaking  in  this  House.  Though  travelling  allowances  of 
the  poor  ministerial  staff  has  been  .reduced  considerably  the  permanent 
travelling  allowance  of  most  of  the  officers  have  been  left  intact.  It 
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would  appear  that  permanent  travelling  allowance  has  become  a  part  of 
their  salary  and  no  body  seems  to  care  whether  the  officers  concerned 
do  travel  the  prescribed  minimum  or  not.  .  | 

While  the  expenditure  charged  to  revenue  is  thus  steadily  ! 
growing,  I  have  my  own  serious  doubts  as  to  how  far  the  expectations 
of  the  Financial  Secretary  as  to  revenue  will  be  realised  in  these  un¬ 
certain  times.  In  the  present  paralysed  state  of  world  trade,  there  I 
must  inevitably  be  a  fall  in  our  customs  revenue.  Although  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  anticipated  increase  in  the  receipts  from  the 
Commercial  Transport,  Porcelain  Factory  and  such  other  undertakings, 
our  past  experience  do  not  justify  the  expectations  under  most  of  them. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  would  urge  upon  the  Government  the 
extrema  necessity  of  taking  more  stringent  measures  to  reduce  the  ex¬ 
penditure. 

•  Sir,  you  have  been  emphasising  the  extreme  necessity  for  tapping 
the  hidden  natural  resources  of  the  State  as  well  as  launching  boldly 
upon  an  industrialisation  programme.  In  pursuance  of  that  policy, 
we  have  launched  upon  certain  large  scale  •  commercial  undertakings  ' 
the  chief  of  which  are  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  the 
Transport  Scheme,  the  Porcelain  .Factory  and  the  Rubber  Factory. 

The  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  on  which  we  have  already  expended  1J 
crores  of  rupees  promised  to  he  a  paying  concern  under  the  efficient 
control  of  Mr.  K.  P.  P.  Menon.  Let  us  hope  that  with  the  completion 
of  the  negotiations  [with  the  Cochin  State  and  with  the  extension  of 
Power  Supply  to  Punja  cultivation  and  with  the  opening  of  the 
Aluminium  Factory,  the  return  from  the  'scheme  will  be  further 
augmented. 

Now  Sir,  coming  to  the  Commercial  Transport,  our  total  invest¬ 
ment  till  now  is  more  than  Rs.  10  lakhs.  The  Financial  Secretary 
expects,  that  with  the  use  of  charcoal  gas,  and  with  the  opening  of  more 
lines  next  year,  the -scheme  will  bring  in  substantial  receipts.  This 
was  the  expectation  of  the  former  Financial  Secretary  also..  Sir,  he 
expected  to  open  seven  more  lines  during  the  current  year  of  which 
only  one  line  has  been  opened.  I  mean  the  Quilon-'Shencottah  line. 
But  the  present  Financial  Secretary  tells  us,  that  last  year’s  ex¬ 
pectations  have  not  been  realised  4s  a  direct  consequence  of  the  rise 
in  price  of  petrol,  spuare  parts  <fcc.  It  seems  the  difficulty  of  gettingfiown 
sufficient  number  of  buses  has  also  stood  in  the  way  of  opening  more 
lines.  It  is  also  said  that  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  use 
of  charcoal  gas  for  running  these  buses.  It  is  rander  these  conditions, 
that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  anticipated  a  net  profit  of  Rs.  2‘5 
lakhs  from  the  scheme.  Sir,  contrary  to  our  fond  expectations  the 
years  1114  and  1115  for  which  actual  figures  are  now  available,  ended 
in  a  loss.  The  revised  figures  for  1116  show  an  anticipated  net  revenue 
of  Rs.  63,400  from  the  scheme,  as  against  ^ts.  1,24,000  in  the  original 
estimate.  But  I  cannot  share  the  optimism  of  the  Financial  Secretary 
in  this  respect,  in  view  of  our  past  experience,  the  present  world  situ¬ 
ation,  and  the  unusually  heavy  management  expenses.  This  loss  could

have  been  justified  if  at  least  public  convenience  bad  been  cared  for. 
Overcrowding  in  the  Transport  Buses  has  been  from  the  very  beginning 
a  regular  complaint,  I  have  actually  travelled  in  one  of  these  buses, 
with  45  fellow  passengers,  both  males  and  females.  Sir,  you  can  gues  s 
from  this,  what  sort  of  convenience  the  public  gets  in  these  buses.  If 
overcrowding  like  this  cannot  be  avoided;  I  would  suggest  that  Mr. 
Salter  may  be  instructed  to  provide  these  buses  with  hooks,  so  that  the 
standing  passengers,  the  fifth  column  in  the  words  of  the  leader  of  my 
party,  may  be  safely  hung. 

Nest  comes  the  Ceramic  Factory  .at  Kundara.  Sir,  it  was  with 
very  great  expectations  that  .this  was  started.  Much  has  been  ^aid 
about  the  quality  of  the  clay  and  the  manufactured  articles.  Present¬ 
ing  the  budget  for  the  current  year,  the  then  Financial  Secretary  said 


We  have  invested  on  this  scheme  above  10  lakhs  of  rupees.  It 
was  estimated  last  year  that  the  gross  receipts  from  the  factory  would 
be  more  than  Bs.  8  lakhs  and  after  meeting  the  working  expenses,  a 
net  profit  of  Rs.  10  lakhs  was  estimated.  But  according  to  the  revised 
estimates  the  gross  receipts  fell  to  Bs-  1.65  lakhs  and  the  net  profit  to 
Rs.  25,000.  It  will  be  clear  from  this  that  the  factory  has  not  produc¬ 
ed  to  its  full  capacity  during  the  current  year.  This  must  be  either  due 
to  want  of  demand  for  our  articles,  or  due  to  the  incapacity  of  the  offi¬ 
cer  in  charge  ef  the  factory.  Now,  we  are  told  that  we  have  already 
secured  large  orders  for  the  products  of  this  factory  and  that  therefore 
it  is  contemplated  to  increase  the  productive  capacity  of  the  factory,  for 
which  provision  is  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget.  Sir,  I  think  it  is 
time  for  us  to  pause  a  while  and  review  the  whole  situation  before  we 
invest  any  further  on  this  undertaking.  Admittedly  we  have  enough 
raw  materials  and  we  have  large  orders  for  our  finished  products.  Is 
it  not  pertinent  to  ask  why  we  have  not  been  able  to  produce  to  the 
utmost  capacity  of  the  factory  ?  Should  we  iurther  increase  the  pro¬ 
ductive  capacity  of  the  factory,  when  we  have  not  been  able  to  utilise 
to  the  maximum  the  present  capacity.  Sir,  I  feel  there  is  something 
fundamentally  wrong  in  the  management  of  the  factory.  The  public 
feeling  about  this  will  be  evident  from  the  large  number  of  interpella¬ 
tions  which  have  been  answered  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  and  which- 
still  remain  to  be  answered  on  this  topic. 

It  is  encouraging  that  .both  the  Bubber  factory  as  well  as  the 
Sugar  Factory  have  begun  to  yield  a  small  return  under  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  private  companies.  '  The  next  source  of  revenue  k  the  mineral 
resources  of  the  State.  A  sum  of  Bs.  3  lakhs  is  being  realised  annually 
from  the  levy  of  royalty  on  the  export  of  minerals.  During  the  last 
three  years  prospecting  for  graphite  and  mica  were  being  carried  on  in 
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different  parts' of  the  State.  A  sum  of  Bs.  13,000  has  been  provided 
for  this  item  in  the  next  year’s  budget  also.  But  we  are  not  told  what 
is  the  result  of  the  work  so  far  done.  I  do  not  think  we  are  justified 
in  spending  more  on  this  unless  the  work  so  far  done  is  satisfactory. 
I  am  sorry  to  note  that  in  spite  of  repeated  representations  from  the 
public,  sufficient  amounts  have  not  been  provided  for  in  the  budget  for 
proper  encouragement  of  the  Ayurvedic  system  of  treatment.  Sir, 
now  a  days  more  and  more  people  resort  to  this  system.  But  we  have 
only  one  Ayurvedic  Hospital  at  Trivandrum,  which  I  understand  is  not 
properly  equipped  and  is  therefore  unable  to  cope  with  the  large  volume 
of  work.  I  would  therefore  urge  upon  the  Government  the  extrema 
.necessity  of  providing  more  accommodation  for  the  same. 

A  word  about  the  new  schemes  to  increase  the  revenues  of  the 
State.  It  is  gratifying  to  hear  that  negotiations  are  already  in  progress 
for  the  starting  of  a  cement  factory  and  for  the  manufacture  of  plywood 
within  the  State.  Let  me  hope  that  we  in  the  north  will  also  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  the  luxury  of'  dustless  roads  with  the  starting  of  the  cement 
factory.  The  levy  of  a  oess  on  rubber  and  a  small  increase  on  the 
export  duty  on  tea  are  steps  in  the  right  direction.  It  is  only  just  and 
proper  that  the  rubber  and  tea  interests  be  made  to  pay  a  small 
percentage  of  their  profits  instead  of  increasing  the  burden  of  taxation 
on  the  poor  ryot.  That  portion  of  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech 
dealing  with  the  income  from  Bailway  has  been;  I  believe  a  pleasant 
surprise  to  many  of  us,  who  have  been  used  to  hearing  of  losses  alone 
from  our  Railways.  The  scheme  for  the  demonstration  of  manufacture 
of  refined  jaggery,  is  a  welcome  one.  Let  us  hope  that  the  Director 
of  Industries  will  be  able  to  show  good  results  atleast  in  this  field. 

Sir,  I  can  assure  you  that  every  Travancorean  will  be  behind  the 
Govern ment»in  all  their  efforts  towards  the  success  of  the  Allies  in  the 
War  and  let  us  hope  that,  ere  long  out  of  the  present  chaos  will  emerge 
a  new  world  of  peace  and  contentment. 

MB.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  :  Sir,  I  feel  it  would  be  churlish  to  use 
any  language  but  that  of  commendation  of  a  budget  statement,  in 
which  the  Financial  Secretary  has.  for  the  first  time,  deliberately 
thrust  the  book  keeping  aspects  of  his  task  i.  e.  to  say  the  sum- 
mation  of  revenue  and  expenditure  into  a  comer  of  his  speech  and 
devoted  himself  to  a  survey  of  the  financial  and  economic  position  of 
the  country  as  a  whole.  He  has,  for  the  first  time,  attempted  to 
arrive  at  the  amount  of  taxation  to  be  imposed,  not  on  the  principle  of 
“think  of  a  number”,  but  by  working  out  the  economic  need  for  new 
taxes.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  incorporated '  in  his  budget, 
measures  designed  to  fceate  economic  conditions,  in  which  his  esti¬ 
mates  will  have  a  chance  to  come  true.  These  are  indeed  enormous 
gains,  on  which  the  Financial  Secretary  is  to  be  congratulated  without 
reserve.  There  may  well  be  disagreement  ,  with  his  estimates  or  pro¬ 
posals.  But,  for  the  first  time  after  the  beginning  of  the:  war,  I  am 
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glad  to  say,  thaw  is  a  real  budget  to  comment  on.  Sir,  it  is  a  relief 
to  find  that  the  Financial  Secretary  .has  adopted  a  fairly  wholesome 
principle  in  increasing  the  existing  indirect  taxes  and  imposing  new 
ones.  The  people  should,  indeed,  be  indebted  to  the  Government  in 
not  increasing  the  rates  of  income  tax  and  not  touching  upon  sources, 
such  as  excess  profits  tax  and  sales  tax  as  is  done  in  British  India. 
I  wish  Government  will  continue  this  principle  of  taxation  in  future 
also.  Sir,  it  is  really  a  source  of  much  comfort  to  find  that  not  a 
penny  has  been  added  in  the  rate  of  income  tax. 

In  this  connection,  I  may  remind  the  House  that  there  ave  other 
export  commodities  in  Travancove  which  could  stand  indirect  taxation. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  Government  will  tackle  in  future  the  possibilities 
of  obtaining  such  kinds  of  indirect  taxes  before  they  consider  the 
increase  of  income  tax  and  the  imposition  of  taxes  as  sales  tax  and 
excess  profits  tax.  The  imposition  of  taxes  such1  as  the  latter  will 
certainly  tend  to  exhaust  the  liquid  resources  of  the  industrial  and 
commercial  undertaking  and  will,  therefore,  leave  the  latter  in  a 
weakened  position  for  adjusting  themselves  to  peace  time  production 
and  sale.  It  is  on  this  principle  that  the  recent  British  budget  has 
provided  for  a  system  of  post-war  rebates. 

In  regard  to  rubber,  there  was  an  export  cess  existing  in  Ceylon 
for  years  past.  Till  now,  the  Government  of  Travancore  did  not  levy 
any  cess  on  rubber.  It  is  only  now  in  the  history  of  rubber  plantation 
in  this  country  that  a  nominal  cess  has  been  imposed.  It  is  a  welcome 
proposal.  As  regards  the  duty  on  tea,  it  is  equally  good..  It  is  only 
a  small  increase  from  Be.  1-8-0  to  Bs,  2  per  100  lbs. 

Sir,  when  I  consider  the  question  of  the  new  export  cess  imposed 
upon  one  of  our  important  commercial  commodities,  I  have  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Government  and  this  honourable  House  certain 
difficulties  that  have  come  upon  the  exporters,  shippers  and  handlers 
of  rubber.  Probably  this  honourable  House  is  aware  of  the  steps  taken 
by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  controlling  the  import  of 
rubber  into  that  country  from  the  producing  territories.  Although  we 
are  intimately  connected  for  our  export  trade  with  the  United  Kingdom, 
most  of  our  rubber  is  exported  to  the  United  States.  Now  according 
to  the  present  control  put  upon  the  importation  of  rubber  by  the 
United  States,  no  private  agency  is  allowed  to  import  rubber  iu  the 
United  States  and  the  import  of  rubber  is  being  controlled  by  a  new 
Corporation  established  for  that  purpose  by  the  Government.  Sir,  the 
normal  quantity  of  rubber  imported  in  to  the  United  States  has  been 
cut  down  by  20.  percent.  The  remaining  80%  of  rubber  is  bought  by 
this  Corporation  and  freight,  insurance  and  payment  will  be  arranged 
by  this  Corporation. 

We  now  understand  that  the  Corporation,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Government,  has  decided  to  buy  rubber  from  the  Far  East  on 
F.  O.  B.  Colombo  terms.  This  means.  Sir,  that  the  Travancore  ex¬ 
porter  of  rubber  to  the  United  Stales  is  to  take  his  rubber  from  Travan¬ 
core  and  put  on  board  the  steamer  at  Colombo.  I  ask,  Sir,  whether  this 
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ia  a  practical  scheme  and  how  far  we  are  going  to  keep  alive  the  direct 
export  trade  in  rubber  we  that  have  with  great  difficulty'  established 
with  the  United  States. 

PRESIDENT  :  Nothing,  has  been  decided  yet.  In  respect  of  pos¬ 
sible  demands  of  the  United  States  of  America  for  mineral  sands  from 
Travancore,  steps  are  being  taken  to  see  that  shipping  is  made  available 
for  the  export  of  local  products  like  rubber.  The  matter  is  still  being 
discussed,  but  I  think  it  is  as  well  I  should  mention  there  are  these 
possibilities,  I  do  not  want  any  one  to  go  asvay  with  the- idea  that  any 
day  success  is  certain.  But  the  possibility  is  that  there  are  certain 
products  in  Travancore  and  of  Travancore  which  the  United  States  may 
require  and  it  would  be  to  the  advantage,  of  every  body  that  dollar 
exchange  is  strengthened  by  such  arrangement  of  establishing  from 
here  outward  and  for  establishing  from  the  Untcd  States  commodities 
that  might  be  required  here. 

Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  :  I  thank  you,  Sir,  for  your  kind 
assurance. 

Sir,  we  still  realise  that  it  is  through  your  influence  in  quarters, 
which  are  unapproachable  to  people  like  us.  that  we  have  been  able  to 
got  freight  for  our  coir  goods  from  the  Malabar  Ports  to  the  United 
Kingdom.  It  is  through  your  influence,  Sir,  that  some  time  ago  the 
Government  and  the  Steamship  Company  alloted  45  per  cent,  of  the 
normal  pre-war  tonnage  for  our  coir  goods  to  United  Kingdom.  Now 
we  hear  that  this  45  per  cent,  is  reduced  to  25  per  cent.  That  means, 
Sir,  that  we  have  to  reduce  our  activities  in  the  biggest  industry  of  the 
State  from  100  to  25  per  cent.  We  again,  Sir,  look  up  to  you  for  help 
and  appeal  to  you  for  helping  us  immediately  and  atonce. 

This  honourable  House  will  bo  glad  to  know  the  contents  of  a 
telegram  just  now  I  have  received  from  our  Mats  and  Matting  Asso¬ 
ciation  at  Alleppey.  We  have  been  offered  by  the  War  Supply  Depart¬ 
ment  a  very  large  order  for  coir  mattings  for  war  purpose.  Sir,  we 
now  begin  to  enjoy  the  fruit  of  the  labours  of  the  Dewan  of  Travancore 
and  I  fully  trust  that  this  is  only  the  beginning, 

PRESIDENT  :  Make  sure  of  the  order  before  announcement. 

NIr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  :  Sir,  whether  the  .Association  gets  the 
order  or  not  this  particular  article  is  required  by  the  War  Supply 
Department  and  that  should  go  to  Travancore.  Sir,  this  present 
order  will  give  employment  for  three  or  four  months  and  I  know  that 
this  will  afford  great  relief  to  places  like  Alleppey  and  Shertalai. 

Sir,  I  also  congratulate  the  Government  on  the  immediate  steps 
they  have  taken  to  ease  the  situation  relating  to  the  oashewnut  indu¬ 
stry.  An  embargo  was  laid  on  th®  importation  of  raw  cashewnuts 
from  Portuguese  East  Africa  to  India.  In  trying  to  ease  the  situation 
in  regard  to  the  import  of  raw  cashews  into  Travancore,  you  have 
eased  the  sima'iou  in  other  parts  of  India  also. 
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Sir,  in.  your  statement  the  other  day,  you  were  asking  the  indus- 
rial  and  commercial  community  to  come  forward  and  utilise  this  time 
for  creating  new  industries  and  developing  the.  existing  industries. 
Sir,  there  are  people,  who  are  ready  to  take  up  any  practical  sugges¬ 
tion  and  advice  coming  from  Government.  But  the  industrial  and 
commercial  community  are  unable  to  understand  the  implications 
contained  in  the  advices  broadcast  by  gentlemen  like  my  honourable 
friend  Mr.  K.  G.  Kunjukrishna  Piliai  in  places  like  this  Hall  and  out¬ 
side.  Sir,  the  present  economic  community  of  Travancore,  which 
safeguards  the  economic  interests  of  the  State,  generally  require  no 
such  broadcasting  advices.  On  the  oilier  hand,  Sir,  we  require  the 
practical  demonstration  of  tho  help  of  men  like  Mr.  Kunjukrishna 
Piliai  in  financing  the  industry  and  commerce  indirectly  and  giving  us 
advices  privately  and  secretly. .  These  open  advices  to  us,  we  consider, 
Sir,  have  to  go  without  any  effect. 

Sir,  in  this  connection,  I  have  to  placd  before  this  honourable 
House  certain  facts  with  regard  to  the  new  industry,  which  you  have 
prompted  us  to  start. 

Sir,  the  industry  which  you  asked  us  to  take  up  was  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  raw  coconut  shell  into  charcoal.  This  was  a  new  industry  and 
on  your  suggestion  and  advice  some  of  us  came  forward  and  invested 
our  money  in  an  industsy  and  prepared  to  take  the  maximum  risk.  It 
will  be  interesting  to  this  honourable  House  to  know  that  we  have 
supplied  to  this  Government  16,000  tons  of  charcoal.  In  order  to 
make  this  quantity  we  had  to  burn  about  62  crores  of  coconut  shells. 
Sir,  this  is  an  important  war  material  and  the  Government  of  India 
after  trying  everywhere  approached  the  Travancore  Government. 
Sir,  I  know  personally  this  fact;  that  had  it  not  been  for  your  personal 
interest,  your  personal  influence,  with  very  high  authorities  connected 
with'  the  Government  of  India,  this  order  for  16,000  tons  of  charcoal 
would  have  gone  to  Ceylon.  Sir,  I  do  remember  the  hours  you  spent 
with  the  representative  of  the  War  Supply  Department  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  for  this  business  in  the  Taj  Mahal  Hotel  at  Bombay. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order. 

Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  :  Sir,  knowing  as  you  do  the  possibilities 
of  the  industrial  and  commercial  ventures  at  this  wartime,  you  sugges¬ 
ted  to  the  men  engaged  in  the  most  important  industry  of  Travancore 
to  organise  themselves  to  deal  with  the  Supply  Department.  Sir,  they 
have  taken  up  your  wise  advice  and  according  to  the  proposals  you  have 
laid  down,  we  have  started  the  Travancore  Coir  Mats  and  Matting 
Manufacturers’  Association  to  deal  with  the  orders  for  coir  goods 
required  by  the  Supply  Department.  Sir,  this  Association  is  grateful 
to  you  for  the  unconditional  guarantee  you  have  given  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  on  behalf  of  tho  Association.  Again,  Sir,  you  have 
suggested  to  us  to  form  a  War  Supplies  Syndicate  and  knowing  as  we 
do  your  keen  interest  in  the  industrialisation  and  the  commercial 
schemes  of  Travancore,  we  readily  accepted  your  advice  and  this  War 
Supplies  Syndicate  is  now  functioning  here  at  Trivandrum,  furnishing

information  to  people,  who  are  prepared  to  enter  into  new  avenues  of 
industry  find  trade.  Sir,  these  are  great  and  beneficial  blessings 
which  you  have  now  done  for  the  country’s  economy.  We  are  grate¬ 
ful  to  you,  Sir. 

Sir,  I  now  draw  your  attention  to  another  important  point  which 
should  engage  the  attention  of  the  Government  in  the  most  serious  way 
possible.  The  honourable  House  and  the  Government  are  aware  that 
shipping  on  the  MaJabar  Coast  to  The  United  Kingdom  is  being  con¬ 
trolled  by  a  couple  of  Lines  under  what  is  called  Conference  Lines 
through  a  system  of  what  is  known  as  deferred  rebates.  Till  the 
declaration  of  this  war,  the  shipping  from  the  Malabar  Coast  to  the 
United  States  was  also  in  the  hands  of  a  couple  of  Lines,  >  which  enjoyed 
the  entire  monopoly  of  the  shipping  trade.  Sir,  the  position  with 
regard  to'  the  shipment  from  the  Malabar  Coast  to  the  United 
Kingdom  freinains  the  same.  But  the  position  with  regard  io  the 
United  States  has  become  changed,  The  shipment  to  the  United 
States  is  now  being  catered  by  chartered  steamers  putting  up  their 
own  rates  of  freight.  I  ask  very  seriously  why  the  same  change 
is  not  effected  with  regard  to  the  shipment  from  the  Malabar  Coast 
to  the  United  Kingdom.  Sir,  this  monopoly  of  shipping  trade  from 
the  Malabar  Coast  to  the  United  Kingdom  should  he  tackled  im¬ 
mediately  and  seriously  by  this  Government.  I  take  this  opportunity 
of  drawing  your  personal  attention  and  the  attention  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  report  published  some  ten  years  ago  by  the  Government 
of  Ceylon. on  shipping  and  deferred  rebate  system.  That  report  was  a 
patriotic  one,  putting  forth  the  reasons  for  doing  away  with  the  mono¬ 
poly  system  of  shipping  and  what  is  called  the  deferred  rebate  system. 
Sir,  this  is  the  time  to  take  up  this  question  and  see  that  our  Ports  are 
also  enabled  to  have  steamers  of  all  nations  flying  different  flags.  • 

Sir,  I  have  to  say  a  word  with  regard  to  Labour,  The  recent 
Labour  crisis  at  Allappey  is  fortunately  settled  by  the  representatives 
of  employers  and  employees  sitting  together.  Sir,  this  time  the  indus¬ 
try  and  the  trade  have  lost  ‘much  on  account  of  the  differences  that 
existed  between  the.  factory  owners  and  the  Union,  The  Government 
interfered  ;  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Labour  hav^Bpent  days  and  days  together  at  Alleppey  to  bring  about 
a  settlement  of  the  disputes.  Sir,  both  sides  were  not  in  a  position 
then  to  come  to  a  satisfactory  settlement.  The  employers  stuck  on  to 
{heir  ideas  of  disputes  and  the  labourers  refused  to  move  from  the 
standpoint  they  took  from  the  beginning.  Every  attempt  failed-  The 
Government  nominated  a  committee  presided  over  by  a  Governmental 
Chairman  in  order  to  settle  the  dispute.  "When  the  employers  have 
been  informed  that  the  Government  are  nominating  a  committee  and 
appointing  their  own  man  for  the  settlement  of  the  dispute,  we  the 
representatives  of  the  employers  thought  that  there  is  a  limit  to  allow 
the  Government  -to  interfere  with  the  domestic  relationship  existing 
between  the  employee  and  the  employer  and  they  decided  to  settle  the 
dispute  without  the  Governmental  interference.  Sir,  after  various 
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talks  and  discussions  the  wise  employers  thought  that  it  would  not  be 
wise  on  their  part  to  leave  the  settlement  of  the  differences  between 
the  employees  and  themselves  to  soma  outsider.  The  representatives 
of  the  employers  intelligently  anticipated  the  difficulties  that  would 
come  if  there  is  no  feeling  of  sincerity  and  personal  regard  between 
the  employees  and  the  etc  plovers.  So  they  decided  to  forget  for  the 
time  being  the  wise  traditions  under  which  they  have  built  up  the 
industry  and  trade  here.  Sir,  the  wise  employers  ..thought  it  better  for 
them  to  forget  their  watch  word  of  "the  inevitability  of  gradualness” 
which  is  the  foundation  for  the  industrial  and  '  commercial  supremacy 
of  England.  Sir,  this  great  watch  word  of  the  Fabians  has  been  for¬ 
gotten  by  the  employers  for  the  time  being.  Sir,  we  believe  always  in 
the  evolutionary  process  in  socio-economic  problems.  We  never 
believed  in  realising  our  ideas  by  violent  |  convulsions.  On  the  other 
hand,  Sir,  we  always  believed  , in  gradual  changes  and  adjustments. 
We  have  paid  out  to  the  labourers  a  huge  amount  for  the  work  done 
about  six  or  seven  months  ago.  Sir,  we  have  appreciated  the  Govern¬ 
ment  communique  issued  soon  after  the  settlement  of  the  dispute.  I 
say  all  these  things  because  I  want,  Sir,  that  this  honourable  House 
and  the  Government  to  understand  that  we  have  made  this  compromise 
with  the  representatives  of  employees  not  out  of  fear  or  threat,  but  by 
realising  the  fact  that  our  watch  word  in  industry  and  trade  oannot 
enjoy  the  same  position  as  it  did  in  the  past.  Sir,  I  want  the  Labour 
to  understand  this  aspect  and  then  I  am  satisfied.  It  is  a  matter  for 
congratulation  that  the  employees  a" d  employers  :  have  come  together 
and  we  have  now  formed  a  voluntary  association  under  the  name,  the 
Industrial  Belations  Committee  to  settle  any  future  dispute  that  may 
arise  between  the  employers  and  employees. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  two  minutes  more. 

Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN:  Sir,  before  I  finish  I  like  to  draw  your 
attention  to  one  or  two  matters.  Sir,  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee 
recommended  the  extreme  necessity  of  putting  the  weights  and 
measures  of  the  country  on  a  uniform  basis.  We  feel  the  urgency  of 
this  when  we  are  dealing  with  the  Government  of  India  orders.  This 
is  a  matter  which  should  engage  ithe  attention  of  the  Government  im¬ 
mediately. 

With  regard,  to  the  estimate  of  rubber  export  cess,  I  %o  not  find 
my  way  to  agree  with  the  estimate  of  the  Financial  Secretary.  Sir, 
the  production  of  rubber  in  this  country  will  come  to  about  18  to  20 
thousand  tons  per  year  and  we  have  to  put  aside  about  8000  tons  for 
consumption  in  the  Indian  markets.  With  difficulties  now  before  us 
with  regard  to  our  export  trade  to  the  United  States,  I  do  not  think 
the  Government  can  realise  an  income  of  4  lakhs  of  rupees  anticipated 
under  rubber  export  cess. 

PRESIDENT  :  The' honourable  member  has  one  minute  more. 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  :  Sir. I  ifind  that  the  year  1115  closed 
with  a  deficit  of  Its.  5.7  lakhs ;  the  year  1116  is  estimated  to  close  with 
a  surplus  of  S’lS  lakhs  and  .the  year  under  ..review  is  anticipated  to 
yield  &  surplus  of  15  lakhs.  Sir,  I  am  confident  that  if  the  estimates 
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of  the  Financial  Secretary  are  not  affected  by  any  unforeseen  circum¬ 
stances,  this  years’s  budget  will  contribute  to  strengthen  the  financial 
and  economic  stability  of  this  country. 

(At  this  stage  the  President  left  the  Hall  and  the  Deputy  Presi¬ 
dent  took  the  chair). 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  budget  before  the  House.  This  is  the  fifth  budget  that  jwe  are 
considering.  Experience  of  the  four  former  budgets  we  had  occasion  to  - 
discuss  has  convinced  us  that  the  financial  position  of  our  State  is 
absolutely  sound.  From  the  figures  given  in  the  budget  memoran¬ 
dum  for  the  last  23  years  it  can  be  seen  that  the  financial  condition  of 
our  State  has  been  entirely  satisfactory.  The  budget  memorandum 
accompanying  the  budget  is  a  ncivel  feature  of  this  year  and  is  indeed 
helpful  to  learn  the  budget  and  the  financial  policy.  The  Government 
in  spite  of  the  difficulties  they  had  to  encounter,  in  spite  of  the  big 
schemes  which  they  undertook,  during  past  years,  were  able  to 
meet  all  the  needs  of  the  people  as  and  when  they  came  from  year  to 
year.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  rightly  quoted  from  an  eminent 
journalist  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  joining  with  him  to  gladly  repeat 
that  quotation  namely,  ’‘Thanks  to  the  unsparing  labours  of  a  ibrilliant 
Dewan  in  the  person  of  Sir,  C.  F.  Kamaswami  Aiyar,  the  liberal  Jsym- 
pathies  of  a  young  Maharaja  and  the  guiding  spirit  of  an  illustrious 
Queen  Mother,  the  State  has,  of  late  been  progressing  by  leaps  and 
bounds  in  many' directions  of  a  well-planned  economy”.  Sir,  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretaries  have  been  changing  from  time  to  time  but  we  have 
been  fortunate  enough  in  haying  at  the  head  of  the  administration  to 
guide  us  an  all  round  and  far-sighted  Dewan  assisted  by  a  cautious 
Chief '  Secretary  in  the  person  of  Kajyasevapravitia  M.  K.  Nila- 
kanta  Aiyar. 

Sir,  I  refrain  from  entering  into  a  detailed  criticism  with  regard 
to  the  budget.  I  am  not  concerned  whether  the  balance  figure  of  the 
budget  turns  to  the  right  side  or  to  the  left.  I  am  concerned  only  with 
the  stability  of  the  finance.  Taking  that  as  the  criterion  I  leave  the 
figures  and  I  have  only  to  say  that  there  is  no  room  for  any  anxiety  as 
long  as  the  ^nancial  position  is  in  the  hands  of  our.  trusted  Dewan. 
We  find  from  the  budget  that  sufficient  reserve  moiffiy  is  -  kept  in  the 
hands  of  Government  to  meet  any  emergency  that  may  arise,.  We 
know  that  the  Government  has  not  left  out  of  account  the  serious 
situations  or  emergencies  which  may  arise  on  account  of  the  present 
World  War.  We  have  very  many  sources  of  wealth  like,  the 
Forests  and  the  Financial  Secretary  has  rightly  observed  that  “our 
revenue  has  never  been  static  or  inelastic,  nor  our  expenditure  on 
matters  of  public  utility,  meagre  or  stinted.”  There  are  only  certain 
minor  matters  which.  I  wish  to  place  before  this' House  by  way  com¬ 
ment.  One  is  with  regard  to  the  Transport  Department.  This 
morning,  in  reply  to  .an  interpellation,  the  Transport  Director  said 
that  there  are  about  14  Checking  Inspectors  posted  for  a  distance 
of  96  miles,  although 'according  to  [him  the  usual  number  of  miles 
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allotted  to  a  Checking  Inspector  is  only  16:  According  to  his  own 
calculation  only  6  Checking  Inspectors  are  necessary.  But  we  find  that 
on  the  line  from  Kottayam  to  Trivandrum,  for  96  miles,  14  Checking 
Inspectors  are  posted.  That,  certainly,  is  an  excessive  and  unneces¬ 
sary  item  of  expenditure. 

I'  take  that  only  as  an  illustration  of  the  top  heavy  system 
of  that  department.  If  a  comparison  is  made  of  the  clerical  staff  of 
that  department  with  the  staff  of  the  Account  Office  or  any  other 
bigger  office  it  would  bs  seen  that  there  is  an  over-manning  of  the  s'aff 
in  this  department  which  adds  to  the  expenditure  enormously  and  un¬ 
necessarily.  And  it  is  imperative  to  disband  such  clerks  who  are  found 
unnecessary  and  if  it  is  done  there  will  be  an  appreciable  increase  in 
the  net  profit  which  the  Department  would  yield.  The  Department 
apparently  seems  to  be  a  very  profitable  concern.  But  according  to 
the  budget  and  according  to  the  statements  contained  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Department,  we  find  that  that  the  figures  given  there 
show  otherwise  and  are  therefore  not  at  all  convincing.  Indeed  some¬ 
thing  is  wrong  somewhere  in  the  system.  I  suggest  that  a  proper  en¬ 
quiry  may  be  made  to  see  whether  some  reorganisation  of  the  staff  with 
a  view  to  redaction  is  not  possible.  Sir,  there  is  the  Advisory  Board 
attached  to  the  Department.  It  appears  that  they  are  expected  to  give 
only  advice.  If  an  independent  and  separate  commission  of  enquiry  is 
not  needed,  at  least  the  Advisory  Board  itself  may  be  asked  to  enquire 
into  the  matter  to  see  whether  any  proper  reduction  cannot  be  made  in 
the  present  expenditure  of  the  Department. 

Sir,  with  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Schema  I  arq  glad  to  know  that 
it  is  the  idea  of  the  Government  to  develop  the  schema  further  and 
increase  its  yield  as  far  as  possible.  With  regard  to  agriculture 
we  find  that  the  Government  is  interested  in  making  the  State  self- 
sufficient  in  paddy  for  the  welfare  of  the  people  by  encouraging  jnten-  ’ 
sive  cultivation  chiefly  by  the  aid  of  the  power  generated  from  Palli¬ 
vasal.  They  are  'trying  to  cultivate  lands  by  lift  irrigation  and  other 
processes.  Now,  to  make  this  a  success  co-operation  of  the  people  and 
the' officers  of  several  departments  is  necessary.  What' I  would  sug¬ 
gest  is  that  the.  Director  of  Agriculture  should  see  that  his  officers 
really  and  effectively  co-operate  with  the  people  and  with  the  officers 
of  other  departments  whose  functions  can  be  co-ordinate^  for  this  pur¬ 
pose. 

Now,  the  cyclone  which  occurred  recently  in  the  northern  parts  of 
the  State  has  particularly  affected  the  taluks  of  Parur,  Kunnattnad, 
Muvattupuzha  and  Devicolam.  It  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  Govern-, 
ment  have  only  attended  to  the  relief  of  only  some  of  these  taluks  leav¬ 
ing  out  Muvattupuzha.  In  this  taluk  the  banana  cultivators  are  parti¬ 
cularly  affected  by  the  cyclone.  Bor  them  this  .cultivation  is  the  sole 
source  of  income  for  an  year  to  meet  their  livelihood.  If  the  crops  of 
a  particular  season  fail  they  will  have  to  starve.  Therefore,  it  is  my 
humble  submission  that  these  poor  people  should  also  be  benefited  by 
tbe  relief  measures. 
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Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  What  about  the  cultivators 
of  the  Palayanthodan  plantains  ? 

Mr.  KqTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  In  Muvattupuzha  and  in-  those  north¬ 
ern  parts  Palayanthodan  cultivation  is  scarce.  But  banana  is  cultivat¬ 
ed  on  large  scale  and  it  is  a  commercial  crop.  And  the  cost  of  culti¬ 
vation  of  banana  is  very  much  higher  than  the  cost  of  cultivation  of 
any  other  variety  of  plantain.  Bananas  of  course  form  a  main  item 
of  food  during  the  Thiru  Onatn  festivities  in  Chingnm.  They  usually 
get  ripe  by  Onarn  days.  This  year  ths  cyclone  devastations  happened 
when  the  bananas  were  about  to  mature.  The  loss  therefore  was 
intense  and  severely  felt  by  the  ryots.  So,  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  taluk 
of  Muvattupuzha  my  submission  is  that  relief  should  bo  given  to  the 
banana  cultivators. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Tha  honourable  member  has  one  minute 
more. 

MR.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  a  word  or  two 
with  regard  to  the  duty  which  is  proposed  to  be  levied  on  tea  and 
rubber,  dir,  I  commend  the  action  of  (Government  in  this  respect,  for 
the  new  cess  on  rubber  exports  and  the  increased  duty  on  tea  exports 
affect  only  tbe  people  who  can  well  afford  to  pay  them  without  any 
grudge  or  demur.  In  all  these  matters  as  I  said  before  the  eo  operation 
of  the  people  and  the  Government  is  absolutely  necessary.  To  secure 
this  co-operation  Government  should  always  be  vigilant  in  appointing 
as  their  officers  only  persons  who  have  real  sympathy  for  the  people  and 
can  elicit  in-return  their  co-operation.  With  these  words  and  thank¬ 
ing  the  Financial  Secretary  for  presenting  a  surpuls  budget  I  take  my 
seat. 

Mr.  G.  VELU  PILLAI:  Sir,  let  me  also  begin  in  the '  orthodox- 
fashion  by  complimenting  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  presentation 
of  a  surplus  budget.  But  on  closer  scrutiny  we  can  see  that  many  of 
the  items  of  revenue  have  rather  been  exaggerated.  Oh  a  cartful  ana¬ 
lysis  it  would  be  seen  that  the  budget  is  neither  a  budget  of  prosperity 
nor  a  budget  of  despair.  It  is,  so  to  say,  a  carrying  on  budget.  Before 
beginning  to -speak  on  the  budget  proper,  let  me  state  one  or  two  facts 
for  the  consideration  of  the  house.  One  matter  has  already  been  dealt 
with  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai.  Sir,  budgeting  has  now  become 
almost  a  fine  art.  It  is  a  very  difficult  and  technical  matter  and  the 
Financial  S^retary  who  is  generally  an  expert  in  the  art,  with  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  his  staff,  takes  three  or  four  months’  time  to  prepare  the 
budget.  But  we,  members  are  given  only  two  days  to  study  the  same; 
wading  through  the  intricacies  of  the  figures  and  other  details  is  not 
an,  easy  matter.  Sir,  my  submission  is  that  two  days’  time  is  too  short 
for  us  to  study  the  budget,  and  I  request  that  the  time  allotted  may 
be  extended. 

Another  matter  which  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House 
is  this,  As  members  of  the  Legislature  we  have  often  to  refer  to  some 
authoritative  books  on  matters  of  State.  I  am  not  unaware  of  the  fact 
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that  we  have  a  State  Manual  at  present  written  by  late  Mr.  Nagamiah. 
Government  themselves  thought  that  it  is  a  very  old  document  written 
30  or  33  years  ago  and  required  revision.  The  revision  of  the  State 
Manual  was  entrusted  to  one  of  the  ablest  men  in  the  State,  a  former 
Deputy  President  of  this  Assembly.  He  had  a  big  staff  under  him  and 
we  have  voted  large  sums  of  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  same. 
.But  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  we  do  not  yet  know  whether  the  work  is 
finished  or  not.  If  it  is  finished,  we  request  that  copies  may  be 
supplied  to  us  without  delay.  If  not,  Government  will  be  pleased  to 
enquire  vrby  the  preparation  is  being  delayed. 

Now,  coming  to  the  budget  proper,  I  must  say,  Sir,  that  the 
Financial  Secretary  is  rather  optimistic  in  many  of  his  forecasts.  He 
himself  says  that  the  atmosphere  is  surcharged  with  the  calamitous 
effects  of  a  devastating  war,  and  we  see  no  signs  of  relief  in  the  near 
future.  The  condition  of  the  ryots  is  deplorable  indeed.  The  prices  of 
copra  and  coir  are  going  down  everyday  whereas  the  prices  of  food 
stuffs  and  of  the  necessities  of  life  are  mounting  high.  I  hope  Govern¬ 
ment  would  do  something  more  to  stop  this  sadden  increase  in  the 
prices  of  the  articles  of  daily  necessities. 

Coming  on  to  certain  items  in  the  budget,  for  land  customs,  the 
estimate  for  1117  shows  an  increase  of  Bs.  5  lakhs  over  the  revised 
estimates  for  the  current  year  and  for  »ea  customs  an  increase  of  more 
than  Bs.  one  iakh  is  expected.  In  spite  of  the  imposition  of  duty  on  tea, 
cardamom  and  rubber,  I  fail  to  see  how  a  rise  in  the  laud  customs  can 
be  expected  because  with  regard  to  other  products  which  go  to  swell 
land  customs  the  buying  capacity  of  the  people  both  inside  and  outside 
the  Sta^e  are  daily  decreasing.  Similarly  the  revenue  from  sea 
customs  is  likely  to  decrease  because  of  shipping  difficulties. 

With  regard  to  the  revenue  from  Excise  an  increase  of  1J  lakhs  is 
expected  this  year.  The  explanation  for  this  increase  is  peculiar.  The 
Financial  Secretary  says  that  the  decrease  in  the  revised  estimate  for 
1116  is  due  to  a  fall  in  the  consumption  due  to  general  economic 
depression.  But  the  estimate  for  the  next  year  is  higher  still  and  the 
Financial  Secretary  does  not  give  aDy  reason  for  expecting  an  increase. 
Does  he  expect  a  brightening  of  out  economic  position  in  so  short  a 
time  ?  I  fear  he  does  not.  If  he  does,  the  opening  paragraph  of  his 
speech  will  itself  disprove  his  belief.

who  create  trouble  in  British  India.  In  the  long  run  that  arrangement 
has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  to  both  Governments.

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  matter  requires  to  be  made  clear.  There 
•has  been  a  disposition  evinced  by  this  House  that  as  far  as  possible  the 
salt  industry  should  be  nationalised  or  sought  to  be  nationalised  and 
therefore  when  an  opportunity  arose,  Government  decided  that  they 
should,  when  they  gave  a  lease  to  a  company,  get  a  percentage  of  the 
profits  of  the  company.  This  Palkulam  Salt  Company  is  bound  to  pay 
about  10  per  cent  of  the  profits  to  Government.  . 
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It  was  on  that  basis  license  was  given  and  it  was  made  a  condition 
that  forty  five  per  cent  of  the  shares  should  be  open  to  Travancoreans, 
Government  have  a  suspicion  though  they  have  no  certainty  in  the 
matter  that  as  indicated  in  one  of  the  questions,  the  so-called  Travan- 
coreans  were  stalking  horses  orbenamdars  or  whatever  name  you  call  it 
The  moment  it  was  registered,  efforts  were  made  to  re-register  it  to 
non-Travancoreans.  It  is  a  regrettable  feature.  Government  do  still 
persevere  in  (heir  attempts  to  get  this  company  issued  in  the  name  of 
Travancareans  with  the  necessary  shares  held  by  Travancoraans.  There 
is  nothing  to  prevent  a  Travancorean  to  transfer  his  shares  to  a  non- 
Travancorean,  and  to  lay  down  a  condition  that  the  shares  should  not 
be  transferred  would  create  very  many  difficulties  in  some  cases.  In 
some  cases  such  a  step  may  be  justifiable.  Suppose  a  Travancorean  has 
some  shares  and  he  wants  to  sell  them  and  no  Travancorean  is  pre¬ 
pared  to  come  forward  to  take  them,  he  will  be  pout  to  difficulties.  Iu 
that  case,  he  must  have  the  convenience  to  sell  them  to  non-Travan- 
coreans.  It  is  for  that  reason  I  made  it  very  clear  :  that  is  a  matter  in 
which  local  patriotism  should  have  its  full  operation.

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GENERAL  DISCUSSION  ON  THE  BUDGET--(«mii.) 

PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  G.  Velu  Filial  was  on  his  legs  when  the  House 
adjourned  yesterday. 

M«.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  Sir.  Yesterday  I  was  referring  to  the  exag¬ 
gerated  estimates  in  the  ease  of  the  Excise  revenue  which  is  about 
Rs.  one  and  a  half  lakhs  more  than  the  revised  estimates  for  the 
current  year.  I  do  not  think  that  the  Financial  Secretary  will  say  that 
our  economic  condition  is  going'  to  improve  all  of  a  sudden  next  year, 
so  as  to  lead  to  an  increased  consumption  of  intoxicants.  At  any  rate 
it  is  bad  finance  to  hope  to  get  a  large  revenue  from  the  increased 
drunkeness  of  the  people  or  by  the  increased  use  of  intoxicants-  Similarly 
in  Land  Revenue  and  Forests,  the  increased  estimates  are  not,  in  my 
opinion,  justified. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  more  than  justified.  The  Government  of  India 
has  given  us  certain  contracts. 

Mr,  G.  VELU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  even  in  the  case  of  the  revenue  from 
the  sale  of  elephants,  for  example,  the  estimate  of  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  is  exaggerated.  In  these  hard  times  when  even  the  rich  man 
thinks  twice  before  buying  even  a  cow,  I  don’t  think  it  is  reasonable 
for  the  Financial  Secretary  to  estimate  a  very  large  income  from  the 
sale' of  elephants. 

RAJYASEVAPRAV1NA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  all  the  elephants 
which  were  auctioned  recently  fetched  decent  prices. 

PRESIDENT  :  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  think  there  is  some  mysterious 
reason  for  people  to  buy  elephants  giving  large  sums.  This  has  been 
the  case  in  recent  times. 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI  '•  Sir,  In  every  department  he  is  very  optimis¬ 
tic  in  the  matter  of  revenue.  He  is  so  to  say  hoping  for  better  bread 
than  could  be  made  of  wheat.  We  budgeted  for  a  revenue  of  more, 
than  285  lakhs  for  this  year  but  the  revised  estimates  show  a  fall  of 
more  than  12  lakhs.  So  we  need  not  be  too  optimistic  about  the 
surplus  budget  now  before  us  because  conditions  have  not  improved. 
Then  coming  on  to  the  expenditure  side,  the  Financial  Secretary  says 
that  he  has  eftected  very  severe  cuts  in  as  many  items  as  possible.  Sir, 
one  standing  cry  on  the  floor  of  this  House  has  been  that  the  salaries 
of  officers  are  going  rapidly  high.  That  has  not  as  usual  been  heeded 
to  at  all  in  the  budget  of  this  year.  I  remember  to  have  read  in  an 
essay  by  Emerson  that  there  are  three  wants  that  cannot  at  all  be 
satisfied  that  of  the  rich  Who  always  want  more,  that  of  the  Bick  who 
always  want  something  different  and  that  of  the  traveller  who  says 
‘anywhere’  but  here.  But  I  fear  that  if  Emerson  was  living  at  this  time 
he  would  have  added  a  fourth,  that  of  a  Government  servant  who  is 
always  dissatisfied  with  the  pay  he  gets. 

Sir,  the  Financial  Secretary  should  be  congratulated  for  hot  im¬ 
posing  additional  taxation  on  the  ryotg.  He  has  also  to  be  congratulat¬ 
ed  on  the  frankness  with  which  he  has  presented  the  budget.  In 
certain  items  his  estimates  are  rather  high  but  his  forecasts  of  the 
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estimates  have  not  been  like  the  weather  forecasts  of  our  Government 
astronomer  who  predicts  heavy  rain  when  we  get  the  best  weather  and 
vice  versa.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Financial  Secretary’s 
place  is  a  very  'onerous  one.  HV^r.  Gladstone  says  that  “The  Financial 
minister  can  be  compared  to  a  man  who  is  obliged  to  travel  over  a  road 
leading  through  a  thicket  full  of  ambushes,  holding  a  balancing  rod 
in  his  hands. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  not  played 
much  juggleries  and  gymnastics  with  the  figures  and  statements  as 
gome  of  his  predecessors  had  done. 

PRESIDENT :  I  think  in  justice  to  his  predecessor,  it  must  be  said 
that  the  whole  of  this  budget  is  the  production  of  his  predecessor. 

Mr.  G.  VELU-P1LLA1  :  Sir,  I  was  only  saying  that  this  year’s  budget 
<is  an  improvement  on  last  year’s.  I  congratulate  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  once  again  on  the  success  of  his  maiden  attempt. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  I  called  upon  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar 
more  than  once  and  I  found  him  absent  in  his  seat.  Because  he  has 
given  notice  of  an  adjournment  motion,  I  thought  he  would  like  to  take 
the  opportunity  to  speak.  Do  you  Want  to  speak  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  ? 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR:  Yes,  sir. 

Sir,  we  are  now  in  a  critical  time  in  the  history  of  Travancore 
because  of  the  war  that  is  now  raging.  It  is  affecting  us  in  various 
ways  as  was  stated  by  the  honourable  members  who  preceded  me. 
Our  trade  is  at  a  stand  still,  especially  the  export  trade.  Our  markets 
are  the  centres  of  war  and  are  therefore  partially  closed.  Even  under 
these  circumstances,  the  Financial  Secretary  is  able  to  present  a  surplus 
budget  and  hence  he  richly  deserves  onr  congratulations.  I  would 
therefore  offer  my  felicitations  not  only  to  the  Financial  Secretary;  but 
also  to  all  those  who  are  responsible  for  framing  this  budget.  It  is  a 
matter  of  pride  to  know  that  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  has  contri-. 
buted  for  a  trawler  as  well  as  a  mine  sweeper  for  defence  purposes. 
That  shows  the  far  sighted  policy  of  our  gracious  Ruler.  Other  contri¬ 
butions  made  by  His  Highness  prove  that  traditional  loyalty  of  the 
Royal  House  to  his  Imperial  Majesty. 

Sir,  I  do  not  mean  to  praise  every  aspect  of  the  budget.  Under 
customs  duty,  I  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  the  imposition 
of  export  duty  on  palmyra  jaggery.  Sir,  the  palmyra  tree  is  assessed 
to  the  land  tax  in  certain  taluks  of  South  Travancore.  It  is  a  fact  that 
the  owner  cannot  himself  do  all  the  works  in  connection  with  the 
manufacture  of  jaggery.  He  will  have  to  engage  labourers  and  to  pay 
them.  So  the  owner  has  to  pay  tax  for  the  trees  and  pay  the  labourers. 
When  export  duty  is  also  imposed,  it  adds  to  his  burden.  The  palmyra 
industry  is  a  declining-  one.  It  cannot  be  allowed  to  decline  further. 
To  encourage  the  owners  to  pursue  the  industry,  this  export  duty  on 
palmyra  jaggery  should  be  abolished.  In  this  connection,  ■  Sir,  I  would 
also  urge  the  abolition  of  export  duty  on  prepared  palmyra  fibre.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  a  large  quantity  of  raw  fibre  comes  to  Travancore  from 
outside  and  here  it  is  only  prepared  to  make  it  fit  for  export,  Front 
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the  reports  available  to  me  I  understand  that  labourers  in  some  of  the 
fibre  factories  are  now  paid  less  than  what  they  were  getting  before, 
The  factory  owners  say  that  they  would  be  unable  to  continue  the 
business  if  this  state  of  affairs  continue.  I  am  told  that  petitions  have 
been  submitted  to  Government  and  I  hope  that  Government  would 
view  the  matter  sympathetically. 

Another  matter  which  I  want  to  place  before  this  House  is  the 
question  of  supply  of  drinking  water  to  South  Travancore.  Sufficient 
provision  has  not  been  made  in  the  budget  for  Vilavankod  and  Kalku- 
lam  taluks.  It  is  well  known  that,  these  two  taluks  are  among  the 
driest  areas  in  the  State.  The  cry  for  drinking  water  to  South  Travan- 
core  has  been  raised  more  than  once  in  this  House.  The  taluk  water 
supply  committees  have  been  forwarding  resolutions  to  sink  wells  to 
meet  pressing  and  urgent  needs.  These  recommendations  must  have 
reached  the  authorities  but  nothing  has  come  out  cf  it  yet.  It  is  for  the 
authorties  to  see  that  such  recommendations  are  given  effect  to  as  early 
as  possible.  In  Midalam,  Killiyur,  Nattalam  and  other  places  people 
have  sometimes  to  go  to  a  distance  of  two  or  three  miles  to  get  drinking 
water.  In  these  localities  there  are  no  public  wells,  but  small  insani¬ 
tary  springs  which  dry  soon  are  the  only  sources  of.  water  supply. 
They  also  are  insufficient  to  meat  the  local  demands.  To  get  a 
pot  of  good  water  a  person  will  have  to  wait  one  hour  and  more 
because  the  crowd  is  so  great  at  the  spring.  So  I  humbly  request  the 
.  Government  to  attend  to  this  need  with  all  sympathy  and  also  to 
expedite  the  carrying  out  of  the  recommendations  of  the  TalukCommit- 
tees.  Whatever  be  the  financial  position  of  Government,  whatever 
be  the  other  difficulties  that  stand  in  their  way,  I  hope  and  pray  that 
Government  should  try  to  meet  this  legitimate  demand  of  the  people. 
I  would  also  desire  the  P.  W.  D.  authorities  to  show  more  earnestness 
in  the  matter.  As  a  matter  of  fact  delays  caused  by  them  in  the  prepa¬ 
ration  of  the  estimates  deserve  condemnation. 

I  want  also  to  place  before  Government  the  expediency  of  supply¬ 
ing  sufficient  water  for  irrigation  purposes  in  South  Travancore.  Here 
again  Government  are  anxious  to  do  all  that  is  necessary.  What  I 
would  therefore  suggest  is  that  Government  should  expedite  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  the  necessary  works.  The  present  system  of  improving  tanks 
appear  to  be  highly  defective-  The  department  seems  to  show  no  sense 
of  responsibility  with  regard  to  this.  They  seldom  finish  the  work 
within  the  year!  So  much  so  it  has  become  necessary  to  budget  conse¬ 
cutively  for  two  or  three  years  for  the  improvement  of  even  a  petty 
tank. 

Regarding  the  question  of  a  supplementary  reservoir  there  was 
some  investigation  in  Perunchani.  We  do  not  know  what  has  become 
of  that  investigation. 

There  is  also  another  suggestion  which  I  release  for  the  P.  W.  D. 
authorities  to  consider  carefully.  There  are  a-  number  of  islands  within 
the'Pechipara  lake  If  these  islands  are  removed,  we  can  I  think,  increase 
to 'Storage*  capacity  twice  or  thrice,  If  so,  that  would  be  sufficient  for 
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the  purpose  of  supplying  the  necessary  water  for  all  irrigation  purposes 
in  South  Travancore,  Here  I  desire  to  make  one  observation.  When¬ 
ever  investigations  are  made  it  is  found  that  though  large  aimounts  are 
spent  by  Government  very' often  nothing  comes  out  of  them.  So  we 
want  some  earnest  work  to  be  done  so  that  the  real  hardship  of  thr 
poor  people  may  be  removed.  I  belive  that  South  Travancore  can  pro¬ 
duce  the  best  kind  of  paddy  in  sufficient  quantities  and  that  thereby  the 
present  perplexing  question  could  be  easily  solved.  But  the  difficulty 
is  that  there  is  not  sufficient  water.  If  somehow  or  other  the  neces¬ 
sary  water  could  be  supplied  that  part  of  the  country  could  become 
self  sufficient  in  the  matter  of  tae  staple  food.  That  would  be  a  relief 
to  Government.  I  am  also  inclined  to  think  that  the  reorientation  of 
the  Agricultural  Department  is  necessary  to  improve  the  lot  of  the 
agriculturists  in  Travancore.  The  Public  Works  Department  at  best 
gives  only  a  stepmotherly  treatment  to  agriculture,  while  preparing 
budgets  urgent  and  important  items  are  cut  down  and  thereby  agricul¬ 
ture  suffers.  Ofcoursc  P.  W.  D.  budget  must  cover  different  depart¬ 
ments  and  agriculture  is  only  one  of  thr  many.  As  in  the  case  of  the 
university  why  not  allow  the  Agricultural  Department  to  prepare  and 
present  separate  budget  ?  If  that  be  so,  the  needs  of  the  ryots  could  be 
attended  to  more  effectively  and  that  would  advance  the. cause  of  Agri¬ 
culturists  and  thereby  bring  prosperity  to  the  country.  With  these 
words  I  resume  my  seat.

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Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN:  Sir,  when  the  question  of  distributing 
the  orders  of  the  Indian  Stores  Department  came  up,  you  insisted 
that  these  orders  should  be  distributed  to  all  the  coir  factories  through¬ 
out  the  Suate.  It  is  on  that  strict  understanding  that  the  Government 
came  forward  to  help  the  Association  in  getting  those  orders  for  mats 
and  mattings,  giving  the  necessary  guarantee  to  the  Grovernment  of 
India.  Not  only  you  insisted  in  a  general  way,  Sir,  when  the  orders 
were  secured  by  the  Association,  and  when  the  question  of  distribution 
came  up,  you  sent  Mr.  G.  Parameswaran  Pillai  to  Alleppey  to  see  that 
the  interests  of  the  mofussil  factories  were  also  safeguarded.  Sir,  we 
acted  in  these  things  according  to  your  advice.  There  are  only  a  very 
.few  factories  in  Shertalai  and  also  in  Anjengo  which  directly  export 
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mats  and  mattings  to  the  United  Kingdom.  In  distributing  these 
orders,  we  were  not  able  to  go  by  the  number  of  looms  working  in  a 
factory.  If  we-  go  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  looms;  the  benefit 
would  go  to  two  or  three  European  factories  and  they  will  get  the 
largest  share  of  the  orders.  After  a  full  discussion  lasting  for  days, 
we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  only  basis  of  distributing  the  orders 
is  the  basis  of  the  export  figures  which  each  shipper  handled  over  a 
period  of  three  years.  Sir,  these  mofussil  factories  except  a  few  of 
them  are  feeders  to  important  Alleppey  factories  and  we  fed  these 
factories  as  in  the  past  in  respect  of  these  I.  S.  D.  orders  also.  When 
we  put  up  all  these  figures  and  facts  before  your  representative  Mr.  G. 
Parameswaran  Pillai,  he  agreed  that  it  is  the  only  possible  and 
feasible  basis  for  distributing  these  I-  S.  D.  orders.  When  the  orders 
came  up  to  the  Association  consisting  of  29  members  and  all  of  them 
exporters  these  members  distributed  the  business  to  Shertalai  and 
Anjengo.  But  we  were  not  able  to  secure  the  total  100  per  cent,  from 
the  Indian  Stores  Department.  As  Mr.  P.  S.  Mahomed  said,  some 
orders  went  to  Bombay.  But  Mr.  P.  S.  Mahomed  enjoys  these  orders 
without  allowing  others  to  enjoy  even  a  portion  of  it. 

With  regard  to  the  second  point  I  may  say  that  we  formed  a 
voluntary  association  during  the  recent  labour  crisis  to  settle  disputes 
and  differences  in  the  matter  of  wages  etc.  The  Association  operates 
only  with  regard  to  the  labour  within  the  Municipal  area  at  Alleppey. 
We  adviBe  the  other  industrial  centres  to  form  their  own  commi, tees, 
telling  them  that  we  are  prepared  to  co-operate  with  them  if  our 
co-oeeratiou  is  asked  for.  The  newly  formed  Industrial  Relations 
Committee  a|  Alleppey  have  no  idea  of  interfering  with  tbe  labour- 
disputes  and  ettlements  ou  side  their  jurisdiction. 

SRIHaTHI  T.  NARA.YANI  AMIWA  :  Sir,  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to 
frame  a  budget  at.a  time  when  the  resources  of  almost  evsry  State  are 
in  one  way  or  other  affected  by  a  devastating  war  of  unprecedented 
magnitude  whose  repercussions,  we  even,  in  this,  distant  Travaccore  are 
experiencing.  Yet  in  spite  of  such  circumstances  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Government  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  of  Travancore 
has  been  able  to  present  to  us  a  budget  which,  without  increasing  the 
burden  of  the  people,  meets'  the  legitimate  demands  of  a  progressive 
administration,  leaving  at  the  same  time  a  substantial  surplus.  No 
one  who  carefully  studies  the  figures  comained  in  the  Budget  report 
and  dispassionately  consider  the  explanations  given  by  the  Financial 
Secretary  in  his  speech  can  fail  to  commend  it.  I  hasten  to  congra¬ 
tulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  Budget  presented  by  him.  His 
indeed  has  been  an  unenviable  task  and  he  has  discharged  it  in  a 
manner  which  greatly  redou  ds  to  the  credit  of  the  Government. 
The  several  measures  adopted  by  Government  to  effect  cuts  in  expendi¬ 
ture  in  order  that  both  ends  may  be  met  without  additional  taxation 
and  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  administration  are  in 
consonance  with  the  declared  policy  of  Government.  The  only  direc* 
tions  in  which  Government  seek  to  increase  the  revenue  are  by  levying 
a  eess  on  the  rubber  exported  from  the  State  and  by  increasing  the 
existing  duty  on  tea  which  affects  only  the  capitalists. 
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Coming  to  the  expenditure  side,  one  iB  indeed  glad  to  note  that 
adequate  provisions  have  been  made  io  several  departmental  activities 
of  a  far-reaching  character.  A  Five  Year  Plan  for  the  development 
of  the  forest  resources  is  a  step  in  die  right  direction.  It  is  a  mutter  of 
gratification.  Sir,  that  the  various  research  activities  of  the  University 
have  already  begun  to  yield  substantial  results  aDd  the  hope  expressed 
by  the  Bmancial  Secretary  that  ere  long  the  university  will  more  than 
justify  the  objects  with  which  it  has  been  organised,  I  feel  sure,  will 
be  heartily  echoed  by  every  patriotic  Travancorean.  The  new  schemes 
under  agriculture  and  Industries  will  also  be  gladly  welcomed  by'tho 
people.  In  fact  it  would  have  been  only  in  the  fitness  of  things  if 
larger  allotments  were  made  for  the  improvement  of  agriculture  and 
the  development  of  indus.ries.  You,  Sir,  as  the  Head  of  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  have  already  given  a  great  impetus  to  questions  connected  with 
agriculture  'and  industries  and  with  the  possibilities  of  industrial 
expansion  mentioned  in  the  concluding  paragraph  of  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  speech.  The  people  look  upon  you  Sir  for  large  scale 
industrial  undertakings  which  will  go  a  long  way  iu  solving  the 
growing  problem  of  unemployment- a  problem  by  the  by,  which -is 
invading  the  domain  of  women  also  to  an  alarming  extent. 

Sir,  with  regard  to  the  Co-operative  Department  one  would  have 
been  gladder  if  a  larger  allotment  had  been  made  for  it  and  the 
Department  placed  under  a  full  time  officer.  It  is  also  seen  that  under 
Medical,  Ayurveda,  Public  Health  and  Sanitation,  provision  has  been 
made  only  for  the  normal  activities  of  the  departments  concerned. 
Sir,  in  this  connection  I  venture  to  make  special  reference  to  these 
departments  because  of  the  great  need  felt  for  an  increased  number  of 
women  doctors,  nurses  and  midwives  and  a  further  extension  of  medi¬ 
cal  relief  and  public  hea.th  activities  to  rural  areas.  IJj.it  we  do  not 
forget  the  fact  that  it  is  a  War-time  budget,  and  I  only  hope  that  whan 
it  is  time  for  the  preparation  of  the  next  budget,  the  “frowns  of  the 
war”  to  which  doleful  references  were  made  by  the  Financial  Secretary 
in  his  speech  would  disappear  enabling  the  Government  to  launch 
schemes  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  your  inspiring  addresses,  to  the 
greater  prosperity  of  the  people  and  the  greater  glory  of  the 
State.

Mb.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADIViANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  in  your  speech  at  th6 
joint  sitting  of  the  two  Houses,  you  placed  before  us  a  long  ari>y  of 
very  serious  matters  of  which,  for  more  reasons  than  one,  your  state¬ 
ment  about  the  constitutional  reforms  in  the  State  appears  to  me  to 
have  an  especial  significance.  On  any  occasion  that  statement  would 
have  been  of  immense  significance.  But  coming  as  it  does  at  a  time 
when  there  is  no  political  agitation  in  this  country,  spontaneously  and 
without  any  direct  or  indirect  external  persuasion,  at  a  time  when  the 
experiment  at  Responsible  Government  in  the  neighbouring  State 
seems  to  be  groping  in  a  sort  of  cul  de  sac ,  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
Besident  and  the  Political  Adviser  to  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  I  feel 
that  this  pronouncement  has  an  exceptional  significance.  Therefore,  Sir, 

I  crave  your  indulgence  and  the  indulgence  of  the  House  to  speak  a 
few  words  on  this  subject  especially  in  the  light  of  the  concluding 
septenceof  yoursj  viz.,  that  Government  are  engaged  in  thinking  over 
'  and  discussing  plans  for  that  purpose. 

Much  water  has  flowed  under  the  bridge  after  the  adjournment 
motion  on  Responsible  Government  was  moved  in  this  Assembly.  That 
’  necessitated  a  full  explanation  of  the  constitutional  position,  and  you 
did  it  with  characteristic  thoroughness  and  yon  brought  to  bear  on  it 
the  full  force  of  your  legal,  political  and  administrative  knowledge  and 
experience  that  it  had  its  echoes  in  all  important  quarters  and.hgs 
become  a  matter  of  historic  importance,  - 
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The  adjournment  motion  was  not  only  sensational  in  itself  but  wa 
the  beginning  of  a  series  of  unpleasant  sensations.  It  was  a  sort  ( 
prologue  to  an  ugly  political  drama,  the  like  of  which  we  had  nc 
witnessed  till  then  In  this  country,  and  we  hope  we  shall  not  have  th 
misfortune  to  witness  again.  In  the  heat  and  hurry  of  that  agitatioi 
the  meeting  ground  was  easily  missed.  The  agitators  pitched  their  ci 
as  high  as  possible.  The  Government,  and  you  as  their  spokesmai 
had  repeatedly  to  stress  the  difficulties  in  the  way.  The  circumstanct 
were  such  that  every  thing  tended  to  widen  the  cleavage  and  atnon 
those  that  had  not  the  chance  of  knowing  the  workings  of  your  mind  i 
close  quarters,  a  feeling  spread  that  you  were  antagonistic  to  popuh 
aspirations.  Now,  this  statement-,  Sir,  especially  as  it  comes  when  tb 
thunder  and  lightening  are  not  only  over  but  forgotten,  helps  to  clarii 
the  position  immensely. 

Those  -who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  your  real  opinion  in  th 
matter  have  had  no  misgivings  at  any  time.  Even  those  who  had  n< 
that  chance  but  had  the  good  sense  to  view  things  and  .persons  dii 
passionately  felt  that  yon  would  never  be  against  popular  aspiratior 
either  in  your  official  or  personal  capacity.  Officially  you  had -to  c»rr 
out  the  wishes  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  whose  very  ascension  t 
the  throne  was  the  signal  for  wide  constitutional  reforms.  Speakin 
personally  the  important  part  you  have  played  in  British  Indian  politic 
your  stout  championing  of  Indian  national  ideals  are  too  well  know) 
Anyhow  this  statement  has  helped  to  make  the  position  once  for  all 
clear.  You  have  now  told  ns  in  unmistakable  terms  that  not  only  is 
His  Highness’  Government  not  opposed  to  the  political  aspirations  of 
the  people  but  that  the  Travancore  Government  will  be  behind  no 
other*in  securing  the  advice  and  effective  co-operation  of  the  people  in 
the  daily  task  of  administration.  You  have  told  us  that  the  real 
objection  is  against  the  'formation  of  an  Executive  removable  by  the 
Legislature,  because  it  will  be  incompatible  wi.h  the  relations  and 
obligations  of  the  Euler  with  the  Paramount  Power.  Our  sincere 
thanks  are  due  to  you  Sir,  for  clarifying  the  position  and  generously 
offering  a  meeting  point  between  the  people  and  the  Government  in 
this  matter  of  constitutional  progress. 

The  demand  for  the  establishment  of  Responsible  Government  in 
this  country  is  no  new  thing.  It  is  not  a  surprise  either.  .  The  seed  of 
Responsible  Government  was  voluntarily  sown  in  this  country  more 
than  half  a  century  ago.  by  the  sacred  hand  of  our  Euler.  The  popular 
element  in  the  administration  steadilyandgraduallydevelopedand.it, 
has  blossomed  into  the  present  bicameral  legislature  to  which  we  have 
the  honour  to  belong.  The  people  of  this  country  therefore  have  had 
practical  training  in  popular  administration  for  more  than  half  a 
century.  In  education  we- stand  in  the  forefront  of  all  Indian  states  and  ■ 
provinces.  An  educated  and  civilised  people  with  a  long  experience  in 
popular  Government  and  found  fit  to  carry  on  the  duties  and  responsibi¬ 
lities  entrusted  to  them  would  naturally  ask  for  more  power  and  re¬ 
sponsibility.  Speaking  for  myself,  in  spite  of  what  ever  history  might 
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have  to  teach  ns  about  the  melancholy  fate  of  democracies,  ancient  and 
modern,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  dictatorship  might  be  advisable  or 
even  necessary  during  times  of  national  crises,  in  spite  even  of  the  fact 
that  at  the  present  moment  political  theories  and  doctrines  are  in  the 
melting  pot,  I  am  old-fashioned  enough  to  continue  to  hug,  it  may  be 
the  illusion — it  may  even  be  the  vanishing  illusion  of  democracy.  Nor 
am  I  prepared  to  subscribe  to  that  political  ultra  rationalism  which 
seeks  a  sort  of  iconoclastic  satisfaction  in  saving  that  the  seven  Congress 
ministries  in  British  India  were  drinking  the  lifeblood  of  minorities  and 
which  would  not  hesitate  to  condemn  a  gentleman  of  such  unimpeachable 
character  as  Sjt.  C.  iBajagopalaohariar  as  having  been  a  party  to  that 
exploitation  and  paint  Jinnahs  and  Ambedkars  as  its  innocent 
victims.  We  studied  democracy  in  our  schools.  We  practiced 
democracy  in  our  political  life.  We  loved  domocracy,  we  desired 
democracy  and  I  am  sure  that  the  politically  conscious  section  in  this 
country  still  desire  it. 

Even  during  the  discussion  of  the  adjournment  motion  I  have  re¬ 
ferred  to  abovo,  you  explained  to  us  in  detail  that  the  establishment  of 
Besponsible  Government- in  an  Indian  State  would  come  into  conflict 
with  the  relations  of  the  Buler  with  the  Paramount  Power.  One  can 
easily  imagine  a  hundred  such  situations.  All  those  statesmen  and 
administrators  who  tried  to  controvert  you  on  that  occassion  have  been 
one  by  one  converted  to  your  view  and  now  it  has  been  admitted,  in  all 
parts  that  your  position  is  the  correct  one.  Prom  the  point  of  view  of 
constitutional  law,  your  position  is  unassailable.  But,  Sir,  you  are  as 
good  a  politician  as  a  lawyer  and  I  hope  that  the  politician  in  you  would 
admit  that  constitutional  law  is  not  the  sum  total  of  or  identical  with 
political  life,  therefore  if  there  are  legal  difficulties,  we  would  request 
you  that  with  your  wonderful  legal  genius,  which  in  the  Periyat  case 
separated  the  water  from  the  fall,  matter  from  energy— -a  genius 
equalled  only  by  the  famous  Shakespearean  Heroine  who  effected  a 
dramatic  separation  between  flesh  and  blood, — I  would  request  you, 
Sir,  that  with  the  help  of  that  wonderful  legal  genius'you  should  lead 
us  beyond  those  legal  difficulties  to  our  dear  political  goal. 

With  the  present  statement,  even  that  difficulty  has  vanished.  It 
is  true  that  when  we  talk  of  Besponsible  Government  we  have  in  our 
mind  an  Executive  removable  by  the  vote  of  the  Legislature.  But  now 
that  you  have  told  us  that  the  real  objection  is  against  the  removability 
of  the  Executive,  I  find  absolutely  no  reason  why  the  Government  and 
the  people  cannot  agree  in  the  matter  of  constitutional  reforms.  A 
removable  Executive  is  by  no  meaus  an  invariable  adjunct  of  democracy. 
It  were  so  and  if  the  irremovability  of  the  executive  was  a  negation 
of  Ilesponsible  Government,  then  the  greatest  democracy  in  the  world, 
I  mean  United  States  of  America,  would,  cease  to  be  a  democracy. 

Sir,  you  Lave  expressed  your  approbation  of  the  Work  done  by  the 
departmental  committees.  I  am  a  member  of  one  of  those  committees 
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and  I  will  be  the  last  person  to  disparage  the  working  of  the  com¬ 
mittees.  But  I  may  mention  one  point.  The  moment  yon  call  a 
committee  advisory,  it  loses  its  life.  For  if  there  is  one  thing  that  is 
wanted  least  in  the  world,  one  thing  of  which  there  is  a  plethora  in 
the  world,  it  is  advice.  I  believe  Sir  that  the  world  has  never  suffered 
for  want  of  advice  and  it  has  very  seldom  banefitted  by  it.  I  do  not 
think  I  have  benefifcted  by  one  hundredth  of  ';lie  advice  I  have  received 
and  that  one  hundredth  of  the  advice  I  have  given  has  banefitted  any¬ 
body  in  the  world.  The  moment  you  call  a  committee  advisory,  it  is 
robbing  it  of  its  life.  It  has  already  been  given  a  bad  name,  it  remains 
only  to  be  shot.  Therefore,  Sir,  what  I  wouli  suggest  is  that  instead 
of  forming  advisory  committees,  committees  must  be  formed  to  do 
things.  Another  suggestion  that  I  would  make  is  that  instead  of  forming 
separate  departmental  committees,  let  one  central  committee  be  framed 
under  the  presidentship  of  the  Dewan  and  let  that  committee  as  and 
when  necessary  divide  itself  into  separate  departmental  sub-committees. 
The  central  committee  must  be  presid  sd  over  by  the  Dewan  and  the 
sub-commi»tees  must  be  presided  over  by  non-officials.  But  these  arc 
details  and  I  do  not  wish  to  enter  into  details  now.  It  will  be  time  to 
think  of  those  details  during  the  discussions  implied  in  the  concluding 
sentence  of  your  statement. 

Sir,  1  sincerely  believe  that  this  significant  statement  of  yours 
opens  a  new  and  beautiful  vista  ;  it  o.pens  a  peaceful  and  friendly  path 
towards  the  realisation  of  the  reasonable  political  aspirations  of  the 
people.  With  the  ennobling  inspiration  of  an  enlightened  Mother 
with  the  unerring  advice  of  a  trusted  Minister  our  beloved  Maharaja, 
in  a  supreme  moment,  embodying  in  himself  the  highest  and  the 
noblest  ideals  and  traditions  of  the  Hindu  kinghood,  put  the  signature 
to  the  Temple  Entry  Proclamation  and  it  has  been  rightly  called  the 
social  magna  carta  Of  the  people  of  Travaneore.  I  have  always  believed 
that  under  th'e  same  inspiration  and  with  the  same  advice,  the  same 
noble  and  glorious  hand  will  put  the  signature  to  what  will  be  called 
the  political  magna  carta  of  the  people  of  Tra-vancore.  And  your 
statement  gives  me  the  hope  that  that  supreme  moment  is  not 
far  off. 

MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  I  have  very  great  pleasure 
to  endorse  the  views  of  the  honourable  members  who  have  praised  the 
Financial  Seeretary.  I  also  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  for 
having  given  us  the  financial  position  in  so  Useful  and  comprehensive 
a  manner  and  also  for  having  given  us  a  surplus  Budget.  At  this 
juncture  I  feel  .it  my  duty  to  express  a  word  of  gratefulness  to  Mr, 
Sundararajan  who  was  our  Finance  Secretary  last  year.  For,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  it  was  he  who  gave  a  re-orientation  to  the  mode  of  budgeting 
and  his  effort  has  been  accomplished  now.  Last  year  when  the  Budget 
was  presented  in  its  correct  form,  it  appeared  to  us  rather  new.  The 
atmosphere  then  was  quite  different  It  seemed  as  if  he  was  teaching 
Us  some  fundamentals  of  accounting  then.  Anyhow,  I  am  glad  that  the 
present  Financial  Secretary  has  successfully  followed  the  mathod  that 
hk8  been  enunciated  by  his  learned  predecessor, 
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PRESIDENT  :  At  this  stage  I  must  indicate  to  the  House  where 
the  matter  stands.  1  propose  to  give  opportunity  for  three  official 
members  to  reply  and  they  will  take 'about  45  sninutes.  I  shall  also 
make  a  few  concluding  remarks  which  will  occupy  about  20  minutes. 
Deducting  that  time,  there  are  about  50  minutes  more  for  honourable 
members  to  utilise  for  their  remarks.  .  As  there  are  some  more  honou¬ 
rable  members  who  desire  to  'speak  now,  I  request  the  honourable 
members  to  be  as  brief  as  possible  in  their  remarks. 

MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  have  very  great 
pleasure  to  congratulate  the  Finance  Secretary  on  the  method  he  had 
now  given  us  and  also  for  having  given  us  a  clear  exposition  of  the 
statement  of  receipt  and  expenditure  for  the  coining  year.  Now,  Sir, 
we  are  given  a  surplus  Budget.  As  suggested  by  my  friend  Mr.  T.  P 
Velayndhan  Pillai,  we  need  not  be  carried  away  by  the  nomenclature 
‘surplus’ given  here.  Whether  the  Budget  is  a  surplus  or  deficit  one 
dues  not  matter  much.  We  find  from  the  actuals  of  this  year  that 
there  would  bo  a,  surplus  of  Its.  12  laths  and  on  the  expenditure  side 
about  R-u  9  lakhs  is  put  in.  We  are  told  .that  there  is  a  saving  of  Rs. 

5  lakhs  and  this  amount  when  taken  along  with  the  additional  amount 
realised  by  way  of  enhancement  of  tax  on  cardamom  and  rubber  and 
other  materials  and  also  with  the  income  of  Rs.  4  lakhs  from  the 
railway,  my  submission  is  that-  the  surplus  is  only  very  little.  For 
neSt- year  also  we  are  told  that  our  revenue  will  rise  up  to  Rs.  280 
lakhs  and  the  expenditure  will  he  to  the  extent  of  Us.  279  lakhs,  leav¬ 
ing  a  margin  of  Rs.  !  .5  lakhs  as  a  surplus.  As  stated  before,  our 
'  budgetry  position  for  the  next  year  is  going  to  be  a  surplus  one.  Apart 
from  that  we  need  not  be  worried  about  the  surplus  or  deficit  nature 
of  the  budget,  V\  e  know  Kir  that  we  are  passing  through  a  difficult  - 
crisis.  There  is  the  economic  depression  ;  there  is  the  international 
situation  which  affects  all  our  sources  of  revenue.  Therefore,  for  the 
next  year  whether  you  get  a  surplus  or  deficit  -it  does  not  matter  much. 
My  submission  is  that  our  financial  position  taken  as  a  whole  is  quite 
sound  and  therefore  we  need  not  be  afraid  of  our  receipt  side  or. the  ex¬ 
penditure  side.  Let  us  boldly  face  the  situation.  I  say  this  because 
my  own  fear  is  whether  the  amounts  stipulated  on  the  receipt  sides  will 
be  realised  at  all.  From  the  figures  now  before  us,  even  under  abkari, 
we  expect  an  increase  in  revenue.  The  reason  given  is  somewhat 
surprising  and  I  do  not  know,  how  that  will  materialise.  In  view  pf  the 
fact  that  there  was  cyclone  and  floods  in  North  Travancore.  and  in 
view  of  the  existing  unemployment  problem,  qu  ostion  of  remission  of 
tax  would  na.urally  arise.  Again  uuder  stamps  although  the  revised 
estimate  has  fallen  down,  still  an  improvement  is  expected  during  the 
coming  year.  The  P.  W.  D.  expects  a  fall  in  the  amount  under  tolls. 
The  reason  given  is  that  in  the  auction  conducted  during  the  previous 
year,  the  bid  amount  was  for  a  reduced  figure.  There  also  the  expec¬ 
tation  of  the  Finance  Secretary  is  doubtful  of  realisation.  In  regard 
to  forest  revenue,  I  have  to  say  a  word.  I  have  a  very  great  pleasure  to 
congratulate  the  Conservator  in  that  he  is  going  to  tap  hidden  resources. 
From,  the  figures  we  find  that  there  are  some  unexpected  sources  -qJ*

revenue  to  be  tapped.  There  are,  for  example  the  Yeli,  and  Oozhur 
plantations  and  also  about  75  thousand  cubic  foot  of  black  wood  that  are 
now  availabl :  in  the  forest  areas.  I  am  afraid  the  amount  realised 
under  this  head  will  be  low.  I  suggest  that  the  head  of  the  Forest 
Department  will  proceed  very  cautiously  to  tap  the  resources  referred 
to.  Under  Registration  also  some  increase  is  expected,  the  reason 
being  that  the  number  of  documents  registered  is  far  in  excess  of  the 
previous  year.  During  the  second  half  of  this  year,  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  documents  registered  due  to  the  Debt  Relief 
Act  and  payments  governed  by  it.  Payments  were  made  in  instalments, 
There  is  likely  to  be  a  fail  in  the  number  of  documents  the  next  year. 
So  the  anticipations  are  doubtful  of  realisation.  Tam  saying  all  this 
just  to  convince  the  House  that  our  revenue  realisations  may  not  be 
realised  to  the  degree  that  is  wanted  by  the  Finance  Secretary.  What¬ 
ever  that  may  be,  I  am  glad  that  Government  have  without  resorting 
to  additional  taxation  fixed  upon  certain  definite  sources  of  revenue. 
They  have  enhanced  the  duty  on  ^rubber  and  tea. 

Coming  to  the  expenditure  side,  I  am  glad  to  find  that  Govern¬ 
ment-ha  ve  b:en  trying  their  level  best  to  bring  down  their  expenditure 
as  low  as  possible.  The  ensuing  year,  under  Devaswoms,  there  is  the 
Murajapom  ceremony  coming  jand  a  huge  amount  has  to  be  spent 
towards  that  item.  There  are  also  certain  other  items  which  we  cannot 
postpone.  As  I  explained  once  before,  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  possi¬ 
ble  for  Government  -,o  effect  any  considerable  saving  as  anticipated  in 
the  coming  year. 

I  do  not  think  it  will  be  possible  for  Government  to  effect  any 
considerable  saving  on  the  expenditure  side.  Whatever  it  be,  I  am 
glad  to  note  that  at  the  expenditure  side  of  the  collection  service, 
although  the  amount  on  that  head  when  taken  as  a  whole  will  appear 
to  be  huge,  the  percentage  is  coming  down.  It  will  be  noted  with 
gratification  that  the  percentage  of  expenditure  on  the  collection  side 
which  was  even  greater  has  now  come  down  to  34.7  per  cent.  That  is 
a  very  gratifying  feature  for  which  you,  Sir,  have  to  be  congratulated 
and  if  that  position  is  maintained  in  future  also,  I  think  the  complaint 
that  a  large  amount  is  spent  on  establishment  and  other  items  will  not 
be  repeated  in  future. 

Similarly  another  redeeming  feature  which  I  find  in  the  Budget  is 
that  on  the  expenditure  side  of  development  service,  the  expenditure  of 
3S.2  per  cent  has  now  come  down  to  34  per  cent.  That  also  is  a  very 
great  improvement  and  the  percentage  is  coming  down.  Considering 
all  these,  I  wish  just  to  point  out  that  if  this  method  of  cutting  down 
expenditure  is  maintained,  after  sane  time,  that  is  after  the  war  is 
over,  we  will  not  feel  the  after-effects  ,.cf  the  war  to  any  appreciable 
extent,-  As  pointed  out  by  some  other  honourable  members,  a  very 
difficult  situation  may  arise  after  the  war.'  My  submission  is  that  this 
method  of  cutting  down  expenditure  should  •  go  on  in  future  years 
»lso. 
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I  wish  to  draw  the  serious  attention  of  Government  to  another 
very  important  item.  Under  Water  Works  and  Drainage,  on  the 
receipt  side,  an  amount  of  Rs.  2.15  lakhs  is  given.  Oi  this  Rs.  1.2S 
lakhs  is  the  contribution  of  the  Trivandrum  Corporation  towards  the 
water  supply  scheme.  The  Corporation  is  collecting  water  cess  from 
the  people,  Rs.  1.-25  lakhs  is  expected  under  Water  Works  and  Rs.  7.5 
lakhs  from  Drainage  contribution.  In  view  of  the  very  poor  purse  of 
the  Trivandrum  Corporation,  if  the  Government  insist  upon  this  contri¬ 
bution,  it  will  be  very  hard  for  the  Corporation  to  go  on.  That  is 
a  matter  which  has  to  be  viewed  with  very  great  sympathy  by  the  Go¬ 
vernment. 

There  is  one  other  point  on  which.  I  wish  to  speak.  The  question 
of  handloom  is  a  vary  difficult  problem  that  has  to  be  taken  up  by 
the  Government.  I  am  glad  '  that  so  far  as  the  sale  of  yarn  is 
concerned,  their  prices  have  been  definitely  fixed  by  the  Government 
so  that' the  poor  weavers  may  not  suffer  from  profiteers.  I  am  afraid 
the  yarn  markets  at  QuiJon  and  Balaramapuram  are  dull  as  a  result 
of  the  Government  order.  The  wholesale  yarn  d«alers  there  refuse  to 
sell  because  the  Government  have  fixed  the  price  of  yarn.  I  brought 
this  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector-  General  of  Police.  Even 
yesterday  I  received  complaints  in  that  direction.  Even  «to-day  also 
complaints  are  coming  up  from  Quilon  that  the  dealers  refuse  to  sell 
their  yarn. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  prices  that  have 
■been  fixed  by  the  Government  are,  according  to  the  allegations  of  the 
middlemen  in  yarn  sale,  lower  than  the  price  now  prevailing  in 
Madura  and  elsewhere!  That  matter  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Go- 

NlR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  Government  must  take 
early  steps  so  that  yarn  is  made  available  at  reasonable  rates  in  Travan- 
core  so  that  the  weavers  may  not  suffer  from  these  profiteers  or  agents, 
lam  glad  to  note  that  the  matter  is  engaging  the  serious  attention  of 
Government.

Mk.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  I  cannot  join  hands  with 
other  honourable  members  of  the  House  in  congratulating  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  for  the  budget  estimates  presented  to  the  House.  Nor 
can  I  congratulate  the  Government  on  its  sound  financial  position.  It 
was  once  said  of  Gladstone  that  his  financial  reputation  was  not  due  to 
the  accuracy  of  his  forecast,  or  due  to  the  wisdom  of  his  financial 
measures,  but  it  wa*  due  to  his  rhetorical  skill  in  presenting  his  budget. 
Our  Financial  Secretary  is  wanting  even  in  that.  But  one  gratifying 
feature  is  that  he  has  presented  a  memorandrum  to  the  budget  which 
i^of  very  great  help  in  scrutinising  the  budget. 

Before  dealing  with  the  budget  proper,  I  should  like  to  make  a 
few  observations  regarding  rhe  extension  of  the  period  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture.  Personally  I  am  glad  that  the  extension  is  given.  But  the 
question  is  not  whether  this’member  is  glad  or  that  member  is  glad  of 
it.  The  question  is  whether  the  public  or  any  section  of  the  public 
appreciates  the  policy  of  this  extension.  The  answer  is  more  of  ‘No’ 
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than  of  ‘Yes’.  I  am  sure,  Sir,  that  if  a  general  election  is  held  now, 
most  of  the  present  members  of  this  House  would  go  out.  Some  hono¬ 
urable  member  may  sav  that  the  extension  is  given  in  Madras.  Bom¬ 
bay  or  Delhi.  But  I  may  submit  that  that  should  be  no  reason  why 
the  period  is  extended  here.  Here  public  opinion  is  decidedly  not  in 
favour  of  extension. 

Then,  Sir,  I  should  like  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  treatment 
accorded  to  this  Legislature.  It  is  not  given  the  treatment  it  deserves. 
It  is  treated  like  any  other  department— the  Land  Revenue  or  the  P. 
W.  Department.  The  resolutions  passed  in  this  House  are  not  at  all 
considered  or  acted  upon  by  Government.  To  give  instances  I  may 
say  that  th 3  resolution  to  the  effect  that  all  toddy  shops  should -be 
closed  after  6  p.  M.  and  another  resolution  for  salary  cut  and  a  third 
one  to  return  the  grants  to  the  grant-in-aid  schools,  all  these  resolu¬ 
tions  were  not  given  effect  to.  The  reason  is  that  our  Government  is 
.  not  responsible  to  the  Legislature,  With  all  its  defects,  Sir,  demo- 
'  cracy  is  considered  the  best  form  of  Government.  There  may  be  de¬ 
fects  and  difficulties  in  the  working  of  responsible  Government.  I  am 
not  going  to  deal  with  them  at  present. 

The  Financial  Secretary  says  that  the  budget  is  a,  surplus  budget. 
But  I  am  not  hopeful  of  the  results  of  the  estimates.  I  prophecy  that 
it  would  be  a  deficit  budget  before  the  year  1117  is  out.  It  will  be 
deficit  not  by  one  or  two  or  two  and  a  half  or  three  and  a  half  lakhs 
but  by. several  lakhs  because  there  is  every  sign  of  the  war  continuing 
indefinitely.  If  the  .Financial  Secretary  thinks  that'  to  make  it  a  aur. 
plus  budget  retrenchment  -is  absolutely  necessary,  retrenchment  pro¬ 
posals  are  given,  I  am  only  glad  “of  that,  in  para  (18)  of  his  speech. 
But  any  retrenchment  without  salary  cut  is  no  retrenchment  at  all 
because  the  salary  paid  in  the  State  is  very  high.  In  this  connection  I 
should  like  to  say  a  word  or  two  about  pensions.  If  a  man  works  he 
is  entitled  to  pay.  After  he  has  retired  and  does  not  work  he  is  not 
entitled  to  pension.  Therefore  my  submission  is  that  pension  must  be 
stopped.  As  regards  the  pension  of  ths  present  officers  I  think  25  per 
cent  cut  should  be  effected. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  honourable  member  suggest  that  in  future 
there  should  be  no  pension  ? 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  In  future  no  pension  should  be 
given  to  any  officer.  Sir,  I  have  carefully  studied  the  whole  question 
of  pension. 

PRESIDENT  ;  I  am  not  disparaging  your  study.  I  am  only  asking 
for  illumination.  y 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  on  a  perusal  of  the  admi¬ 
nistration  reports  of  the  Police  Department  for  rhe  years  1106  to  1115 
the  year  1115  records  the  largest  number  of  crimes.  Though  there 
has  been  much  increase  in  the  expenditure  of  the  department,  the 
number  of  crimes  has  not  decreased.  Another  thing  which  1  wish  to 
say  is  that  the  amount  of  one  lakh  of  rupees  provided  for  the  Armed 
(Reserve  is  not  necessary.  The  services  of  the  Armed  Reserve  are  not 
necessary  at  this  time  of  peace. 
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With  regard  to  the  treatment  meted  out  to  political  prisoners  I 
mu3t  say  Sir,  that  they  receive  that  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the 
police  which  they  least  deserve.  One  political  prisoner  Mr.  Sankaran 
was  transferred  from  the  Arambily  lock-up  to  the  Jiottar  lock-up 
recently.  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai,  another  political  prisoner,  is  taken  to 
the  Parur  lock-up.  My  submission  is  that  these  political  prisoners 
should  he  housed  in  the  Central  Jail  or  in  the  sub-jail.  Sir,  great  men 
like  Mahatma  Gandhi  and  Mr,  0.  Bajagopalachari  have  had  experience 
as  political  prisoners.  We  do  not  know  that  Mr.  Sankamn  or  Mr. 
Nataraja  Pillai  may  become  Legislators  or  they  may  even  become 
members  of  the  Viceroy’s  expanded  Executive  Council,  Therefore  it 
is  not  expedient  to  treat  them  with  contempt. 

It  is  given  on  page  83  of  the  Administration  Beport  that  an  Ins¬ 
pector  was  sent  to  Bombay  Presidency  to  get  himself  trained  in  air  raid 
precaution.  The  suggestion  that  more  Inspectors  should  be  trained  is 
welcome.  After  they  are  trained,  they  should  be  asked  to  give  lectures 
on  the  subject.  In  this  connection  I  must  say  that  the  new  order  of 
Government  for  black-out  in  coastal  towns  will  only  cause,  unnecessary 
panic  among  the  people. 

PRESIDENT :  So  far  as  I  know  there  is  black-out  only  in  harbours 
and  port  areas  where  lighting  is  lessened  for  the  purpose  of  nos  enabl¬ 
ing  hostile  crafts  to  have  easy  access. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  in  the  Council  Library 
there  is  a  book  named  "Air  Baid  Precautions  and  Civil  Defence”.  It 
is  a  book  presented  to  the  Library  by  the  Author  with  the  compliments 
of  the  Dewan.  This  book  says  that  precautionary  measures  should  be 
adopted  in  every  part  of  India. 

Sir,  now  I  corae  to  the  University-  The  object  of  the  University 
is  to  improve  the  technical  and  technological  side  of  education.  And 
in  this  respect  we  should  not  be  behind  the  University  of  Madras  or 
Bombay  or  any  other  University.  Another  point  which  I  want  to  im- 
pre'-s  is  that  the  college  students  should  obtain  Military  training.  I 
am  glad  that  the  Senate  of  the  LucJsnow  University  has  passed  a  re¬ 
solution  to  this  effect.  Moreover  great  national  leaders  like  Mr.  V.  D. 
Savarkarand  Dr.  Moonjee  are  advocating  Military  training  for  students 
specially.  Therefore  I  request  that  this  question  should  engage  the 
serious  attention  of  the  University  authorities  and  the  Government, 

Then  about  the  abolition  of  the  export  duty  on  cocoanut.  Sir. 
that  is  a  very  burning  problem  in  the  country  as  the  cocoanut  is  a 
chief  money  crop  here-  By  selling  cocoanut,  people  purchase  paddy. 
But  this  export  duty  had  reduced  the  price  of  cocoanut  to  a  considera¬ 
ble  extent  thereby  injuring  the  producer.  The  cultivators  could  have 
got  better  prices  for  the  cocoanut  but  for  the  export  duty  and  the  pre¬ 
sent  high  tariff  valuation.  Sir,  I  am  for  the  abolition  of  that. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  Transport  Department.  Everybody 
would  appreciate  the  nationalisation  of  transport.  Two  factors  are 
essential  Jar  the  success  of  the  department  and  they  are  efficiency  of 
management  and  cheapness  in  the  fares.  But  these  two  factors. are 
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conspicuously  absent  and  the  buses  are  not  running  in  scheduled  times, 
not  to  speak  of  overloading.  It  was  once  said  that  the  transport  buses 
broke  down  on  the  road  because  they  were  very  heavy  and  the  road 
was  not  very  smooth  and  not  concreted.  But  even  after  the  road  has 
been  concreted,  there  is  the  break-down.  This  only  shows  that  there 
is  something  wrong  with  the  engines  and  with  the  buses.  Every  tra¬ 
veller  in  the  transport  bus  now  recalls  tbs  good  lold  days  of  the 
“Pioneer  Service”  when  they  had  better  convenience  than  now. 

Then  I  want  to  speak  a  word  about  the  effect  of  this  transport 
service  on  feeder  roads. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  has  taken 
more  than  his  normal  time  and  he  will  kindly  finish  soon. 

Mr.  K-  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  before  we  had  the  trans¬ 
port  service,  there  was  better  convenience  on  the  feeder  roads.  In 
Nagercoil-Rajakkamangalam  feeder  road,  four  buses  were  running 
while  now  only  one  transport  bus  is  running. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  These  are  all  points  which  might 
very  well  come  np  when  the  departmental  budget  is  taken  up.  The 
honourable  member  can  make  any  general  observation  now. 

.  MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  About  the  restriction  on  the 
manufacture  of  salt,  Government  have  recently  passed  aa  order  that 
from  Chingom  1st  to  30th  Dhanu,  salt  should  not  be  manufactured. 
That  is  intended  simply  to  stop  over  production  of  salt.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  the  over-production  of  salt  is  only  apparent  and  not  real.  It  is 
only  by  working  the  factories  at  night,  by  falsification  ef  accounts  and 
other  means,  they  are  able  to  say  that  there  is  over-production.  Many 
of  the  manufacturers  bribe  the  Inspectors  and  Petty  Officers  and  carry 
on  salt  manufacture  throughout  the  night.  Certainly  now  salt  is  very 
impure,  hut  Government  can  insist  on  their  producing  salt  containing 
cent  per  cent,  sodium  chloride  and  the  Excise  Commissioner  has  got 
the  power  to  throw  impure  salt  into  the  Indian  ocean  or  any  other 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  too  far  to  take  it  to  the  Indian  ocean  when  you 
have  got  the  Arabian  Sea  nearby. 

-  Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUAMAL  NADAR:  Particularly  big  lisensees.. 

PRESIDENT :  I  hope  the  honourable  member  will  finish  soon. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  have  got  other  points  and  I 
shall  deal  with  them  tomorrow  and  the  day  after.

Ms.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  Before  1  begin  to 
speak  any  thing  on  the  budget  I  feel  it  quite  proper  to  make  a  passing 
inference  !o  the  much  discussed  Responsible  Government.  I  am  not 
joing  to  trouble  myseJf  about  that  question  at  all  for,  lam  one  with 
hose  who  believe  and  preach  that  a  share  in  the  responsibility  of  the 
idmiuistration  of  State  is  something  which  should  be  earned  by  the 
leople  themselves  and  not  something  to  be  conferred  on  them  by  beau- 
icracy.  World  history  testifies  that  perception  of  mine- 

Now,  Sir,  I  pass  on  to  the  budget.  This  year  we  have  budgeted 
lor  a  surplus  of  Rs.  1"5  lakhs.  It  is  a  privilege  and  a  satisfaction  to  . 
lave  a  surplus  budget.  But  that  privilege  and  satisfaction  cannot  stand 
Mutiny.  Prom  1109  onwards  the  general  rule  is  a  deficit  except  in 
me  year.  In  1114  when  the  expected  deficit  was  ’81  lakhs,  the  actual 
vera  a  deficit  of  Rs.  2‘04  lakhs.  In  1115,  I  do  not  know  the  actual 
igures  of  the  surplus  expected— the  deficit  was  "57  lakhs  in  spite 
if  an  increase  in  the  revenue  by  Rs.  2*61  lakhs.  Conditions  have  not 
it  all  changed  now  from  those  of  previous  years.  On  the  other  hand 
londitions  have  woresened.  Hence  I  am  not  at  all  going  to  believe  that 
he  present  budget  also  will  end  in  a  surplus.  It  will  naturally  take  the 
late  of  the  preceding  years.  It  may  be  argued  that  the  efficacy  of  a 
oudget  is  not  in  it*  deficit  or  surplus  but  in  the  positive  proof  of  what 
percentage  of  the  total  expenditure  reaches  the  people  direct  or  say, 
returned  to  the  tax-payer.  I  will  take  up  that  question  later  on. 

Now  I  pass  on  to  one  of  the  features  of  the  budget  on  which  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  laid  much  stress.  He  has  claimed  it  is  oue  of 
he  means  by  which  the  budget  is  balanced.  He  has  said  that  the  axe 
if  retrenchment  has  been  ruthlessly  applied.  But  where  has  -it  been 
applied  ?  I  wonder,  Sir,  whether  it  has  been  applied  at  all.  In  1114, 
when  Ra  117‘04  lakhs  was  spent  on  salaries,  establishment,  T.  A. 
Hid  contingencies  etc.,  in  1117,  the  expenditure  on  this  head  was 
Rs.  143‘28  lakhs.  Is  this  the  sort  of  retrenchment  that  he  has  effect- 
si  ?  Still  the  claim  stands. 

Let  me  pass  on  to  taxes.  It  is  often  claimed  that  Travarojre  is  oue 
of  the  most  lightly  taxed  places  in  India-  In  regard  to  taxaMun  on 
land  and  land  alone  it  may  be  tiue.  Hare  it  is  13  as.  4  pies  per  head 
whereas  it  is  one  rupee  1  anna  in  British  India.  But  it  is  not  so  in 
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,  he  case  of  the  other  taxes  we  have  to  take  into  consideration  before 
we  begin  to  calculate  the  incidence  of  taxation.  As  regards  salt,  it  is ' 

7  annas  per  head  here  whereas  it' is  only  5  as.  per  head  in  the  Central 
Government  of  India.  The  Excise  tax  here  is  16  annas  per  head 
while  it  is  11  as.  2  pies  in  Madras  and  12  as.  6  pies  in  Mysore.  Besides 
there  are  the  customs  and  other  various  other  taxes.  And  all  the 
taxes  in  Travaneore  have  to  be  borne  by  the  poor  agriculturist  who  is 
weighed  down  by  them.  Travaneore  is  predominantly  an  agricultural 
country,  all  its  exports  are  either  agricultural  produce  or  a  manufacture 
from  some  agricultural  produce.  The  industries  too  are  all  based  on 
agricultural  produce.  So  all  these  taxes  have  to  be  borne  by  the 
agriculturists  who  at  present  bears  it  very  hard.  The  money  that  circu¬ 
lates  here  is  equivalent  to  the  price  of  our  produce  as  in  the  eas*  of  auv 
other  agricultural  State.  That  our  wealth  is  on  the  decrease  can  easily 
be  noticed  from  the  decrease  of  our  trade  balance.  With  the  fall  ir. 
prices  and  wealth  the  taxable  capacity  of  the  peasant  also  reduced  to  a 
great  extent.  It  is  with  such  a  poor  purse  and  capacity  the  poor 
peasant  has  to  bear  the  'per  capita  tax  of  Rs.  2‘8  to  Rs.  3.  when  nil 
the  taxes  are  taken  together.  And  this  is  a  case  of  the  lightest  taxation. 

I  now  pass  on  to  the  collection  of  these  taxes,  the  most  important 
of  these  being  land  revenue.  It  is  collected  year  after  year  by  issuing 
more  than  10  lakhs  of  demand  notices  and  by  selling  thousands  of 
movable  and  immovable  -properties.  The  price  fetched  last  year  in 
these  auction  sales  is  Rs.  36/  per  acre  of  wet  land  and  Es.  13  per 
acre  of  dry  land.  I  ask  you,  Sir,  will  an  agriculturist  be  prepared  to 
part  with  his  'and  for  5  Rs.  per  para  of  wet  land  if  he  is  in  a  position 
to  the  pay  tax  ?  The  traditional  attachment  of  an  agriculturist  to  his 
land  is  well  known.  Land  will  be  the  last  that  he  will  part  with.  As 
such  can  it  be  expected  that  he  does  not  pay  because  he  does  not  want 
to  pay  ?  He  does  not  pray  because  he  is  incapacitated  to  pay. 

H'ow  are  our  taxes  spent  ?  In  1116  for  T.  A.p  establishment, 
salaries  etc.  and  under  the  head  of  other  items  the  amount  spent  is  202 
lakhB  ;  under  collection  services  it  is  30‘7  lakhs,  under  developement 
Services  25‘9  lakhs- etc.  Thus  the  total  expenditure  comes  to  200  lakhs 
for  salaries  etc.,  out  of  an  expenditure  of  268.  "  So  the  amount  actually  - 
returned  to  the  tax  payer  in  1115  is  only  68  lakhs.  In  1116,  out  of  a  ' 
reverrae  of  262  lakhs,  204  lakhs  have  been  spent  under  these  heads  and 
in  1117/  209  lakhs  was  spent  out  of  279  lakhs.  So  on  the  average, 
only  6 5 lakhs  is  returned  to  the  tax-payer  every  year. 

In  this  connection  I  have  to  make  mention  of  the  enormous  in¬ 
crease  of  expenditure  under  T.  A.,  salaries  and  establishment  and 
contingencies  from  1113  onwards, 

From  Ills  to  1117  the  salaries  increased  from  100  lakhs  to  107 
lakhs,  the  travelling-  allowance  from  4'9  lakhs  to  6-4  lakhs,  and  the 
contingencies  from  23'7  lakhs  to  30‘7  lakhs.  It  was  pointed  out  to  this 
house  yesterday  by  one  of  the  honourable -members  that  73  officials 
here  draw  Rs  5C0  and  above  and  above  J 00  officials  draw  Rs.  400  and  . 
above.  Sir,  you  stated  in  your  statement  on  the  budget  that  you  are  not 
a  believer  m  a  maximum  pay  of  Rs.  500.  I  view  that  question  from  a 
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different  angle.  The  pay  drawn  by  the  officials  should  have  some 
bearing  on  the  national  income.  It  should  bear  an  equitable  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  national  per  capita  income,  The  national  per  capita  income 
according  to  the  last  Census  report  is  Rs.  51  i.  e.  4-12  as.  per  month. 
Iask  you  Sir,  what  proportion  this  bears  to  the  pay  drawn  by  the  officials 
here.  Therefore  the  pay  has  to  be  based  on  the  national  income 
should  be  an  equitable  multiple  of  the  national  income  and  should  on 
no  account  be  fixed  as  a  certain  maximum  or  minimum  according  to 
arbitrary  ideals. 

Because  my  time  is  up  I  shall  pass  Jon  to  the  labour  policy  of 
the  State  leaving  industrial  and  other  policies  behind.  As  one 
engaged  in  the  labour  movement  and  as  one  contributing  my  little 
mite  for  the  uplift  of  labour  I  think  I  shall  be  shirking  my  duty  if  I 
do  not  mention  the  difficulties,  labourers  have  to  face  in  the  State.  Sir, 
there  are  more  than  five  labour  laws  here.  There  is  a  labour  depart¬ 
ment  to  work  those  laws.  But  what  is  the  result  ?  The  very  definition 
of  the  factories  in  the  Factories  Act  defeat  the  purpose  of  those  laws  and 
their  working.  Factories  Apt  can  be  applicable  only  if  a  factory  uses 
power  and  has  more  than  50  labourers.  Nintyfive  per  cent  of  the 
factories  in  the  State  do  not  come  within  the  provision  of  the  factory 
legislations.  There  is  a  provision  that  the  Government  can  extend  the  Act 
to  any  factory.  I  ask  you  Sir,  how  many  factories,  I  know  not  even  a 
single  factory  have  been  brought  under  th  e  laws  by  Government  notifi¬ 
cation  ?  How  many  prosecutions  have  been  launched  against  factory 
owners  since  the  promulgation  of  those  Acts  ?  None,  I  say,  none  ?  Do 
these  indicate  a  healthy  working  of  the  laws  and  the  labour  department’ 
We  had  been  fighting  for  an  enquiry  commission  to  enquire  into  the 
conditions  of  labour  in  various  factories  and  for  the  establishment  of  a 
separate  labour  department  to  work  the  labour  laws  effectively.  Let 
me  hope  that  these  wishes  will  be  fructified  in  the  near  future. 

I  will  speak  a  word  or  two  about  our  food  problem  and  finish.  My 
time  is  up.  In  the  last  two  decades  we  have  increased  by  50  per  cent. 
But  was  the  increase  in  the  production  of  our  food  proportional?  No. 
The  requirement  of  food  pel'  head  here  is  500  lbs.  per  year  but  of  that 
250  lbs  is  rice.  We  consume  lakhs  of  tons  of  husked  paddy  every  year. 
Out  of  this  the  total  yield  here  is  only  3  lakhs  of  tons.  During  the  years 
1933 — 38  we  sent  out  15  crores  of  Rs.  on  this  account.  That  was  at 
a  price  of  Es.  6  per  sack  then  prevailing.  The  present  price  is  Bs.  11 
per  sack.  Are  we  able  to  bear  this  drain,  one  perpetuated  for  years 
past.  Thus  •  we  are  facing  a  very  serious  '  situation.  Should  the 
Government,  not  come  to  the  resoue  of  the  people  to  stop  this  drain 
and  to  make  them  self  sufficient  in  this  vital  necessity.

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  D.  C.  Joseph,  I  will  allow  you  2  minutes, 

MR.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  it  is  my  pleasant  duly  to  congratulate 
Government  on  the.surplus  budget.  I  think  the  loyal  people  of 
Travancore  have  been  blessed  with  the  launching  of  “  The  Travancore” 
ip  protect  the  Indian  ports,  Although  there  has  been  cyclone  and 
flfiods  in  Alleppey  and  Quilon,  and  although  there  is  unemployment  in 
the  legal  profession  due  to  the  Debt  Relief  Act,  this  budget  is  a  real 
C.  P.— the  Crown  of  Prosperity.  I  see  from  the  revenue  side  that  the 
income  is  estimated  as  280  lakhs.  The  Land  Revenue  is  about  42 
lakhs.  This  ia  clear  tproof  of  the  Crown  of  Prosperity  obtaining  in 
Travancore  for  which  asredit  goes  to  the  Dewan. 

I  have  so  many  things  to  say  but  the  time  at  my  disposal  will  not 
permit  me  to  refer  to  them.  This  budget  provides  sufficient  advantages 
for  the  poor  people.  I  must  say  that  this  budget  is  a  Crown  of  Pros¬ 
perity  and  the  Dewan  as  the  real  C.  P. — as  the  conqueror  of  Periyar 
has  done  signal  seiwice  to  the  State  for  increasing  the  revenue. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  have  very  little  time  for  compliments. 

Mr-  D.  C.  JOSEPH:  1  must  say  that  the  budget  has  been  framed 
after  careful  consideration  without  additional  taxation  but  with  proper 
provision  for  the  needs  of  the  poor  people.  One  word  I  must  say  w., 
that  Government  have  got  confidence  in  the  Police  department.

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PRESIDENT:  The  remedy  is  obivious.  I  should  not  be  understood 
as  allowing  privileges  to  ^ihe  honourable-  member  on  the  Treasury 
Bench,  to  say  that  they  claim  notice  or  that  they  are  not  aware.  A 
vigilant  House  will  see  to  it  that  on  the  ,very  nest  occasion  those 
questions  for  which  notice  had  -been  claimed  or  for  which  answers  had 
not  been  properly  given,  are  dealt  with  by  the  head  of  the  department. 
If  it  is- found  at  any  time  that  the  head  of  a  department  or  any  honour¬ 
able  member  of  tfiis  House  then  says  that  he  is  not  aware,  then  it  is 
the  time  for  taking  him  to  task.  I  have  found  in  not  only  in  this 
Assembly  but  in  other  Assemblies  also,  honourable  members  get  up  and 
then  ask  questions  on  the  spur  of  the  moment,  and  the  official  mem¬ 
ber  says  “I  claim  notice.’’  The  next  time  the  honourable  member 
does  not  press  his  point;  he  does  not  ask  '*  are  you  now  aware  ”  at  the 
next  time.  I  very  rarely  find  a  question  of  that  kind.  I  deprecate  the 
lack  of  pertinacity  in  honourable  members.  If  in  that  case  I  find  that 
the  official  members  are  trying  to  take  refuge  under  those  answers, 
then  it  is  time  for  the  non  official  members  to  complain  and  complain 
justifiably.

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Kr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  at  this  late  hoar  and  with  the  vary 
limited  time  at  my  disposal,  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  details  of 
the  Budget.  Now,  on  the  face  of  h,  the  budget  appears  to  be  a  surplus 
one.  To  me  it  appears  that  unless  the  Government  are.  alert  and 
watchful,  they  may  not  be  in  a  position  to  make  both  ends  meet  with¬ 
out  resort  to  additional  taxation.  It  is  soothing  to  note  that  the  motto 
of  the  Government,  has  been  to  tax  the  rich  and  the  profiteers  and 
spare  the  poor  roan.  The  imposition  of  duty  on  tea  is  an  instance  in 
point.  J  would  also  submit  that  the  nation  building  programmes  have 
suffered  to  some  extent  in  this  budget.  I  do  admit  that  capital  schemes 
like  the  University,  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  the  Poreelain 
Factory,  etc.,  considerably  augment  the  revenues  of  the  State  and  pro¬ 
vide  work  for  a  few  thousands.  But  I  would  respectfully  submit  that 
this  does  not  raise  the  economic  position  of  the  masses  to  any  appreci¬ 
able  extent.  We  are  over  60  lakhs  and  the  generality  of  the  people 
are  steeped  in  poverty.  The  masses  who  inhabit  the  coastal  regions  of 
the  State  are  mostly  engaged  in  small  scale  industries  as  converting 
coeoanut  yarn  into  coir.  They  are  working  under  serious  handicaps 
and  are  suffering  a  lot.  They  are  working  out  their  life  day  in  and  day 
out  for  a  pittance  of  8  cash  to  one  chuckram  per  day.  This  is  a  most 
poignant  faotor  to  be  noted. 

I  have  on  a  previous  occasion  drawn  the  attention  of  Government 
to  the  miserable  condition  of  the  weavers  of  the  State.  Government 
were  pleased  to  fix  the  price  of  yarn  in  Trivandrum  and  Quilon  and 
other  places  recently.  But  what  we  find  is  that  merchants  dealing  in 
this  trade  are  withholding  the  sale  of  cotton  yarn  since  then.  I  have 
sent  up  a  short  notice  question  in  regard  to  this  matter.  IJoave  also 
submitted  a  memorandum  signed  by  several  people  engaged  in  the 
weaving  industry,  to  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government  this  noon  and 
I  pray  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  in  the  matter.  I  would  submit, 
Sir,  that  there  is  no  more  crying  need  of  ihe  country  at  present  than 
the  supply  of  food  and  work  to  the  people  of  the  land.  It  calls  for  the 
wisest  of  statesmanships  and  the  most  dexterous  of  activities. 

Mr.  R.  RAMA  VARIER:  Sir,  I  am  happy  to  find  that  the  budget 
for  the  next  year  has,  on  the  whole,  been  well  received.  First  and 
foremost,  I  must  express  my  gratitude  to  the  honourable  members  of 
the  House  and  also  to  the  respected  'Chair  for  the  very  kind  words  with 
which  the  budget  has  been  received.  Within  the  very  limited  time  at 
my  disposal  it  is  not  possible  for  me  to  go  into  the  details  of  all  the 
points  raised  here,  Further,  I  have  also  been  noting  that  tome  of  the 
suggestions  and  remarks  of  the  honourable  members  have  been 
mutually  answered.  I  shall  therefore  confine  myself  to  one  or  two 
observations. 

When  I  stated  in  my  Bpeech  that  there  would  be  an  effective  sur¬ 
plus  of  Bs.  10'g  lakhs  or  rather  over  Bs.  12  lakhs  after  taking  into 
account  the  duty  on  Tea  also,  I  had  reckoned  on  the  provisions  for 
emergencies  and  for  the  Army.  Barring  these  two  items  of  an  obviously 
extraordinary  nature,  Bs.  10'$  lakhs  may  in  normal  times  and  under 
Vel.  XVUI.  Ho.,  3.  - 
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normal  circumstances  be  considered  as  the  real  surplus.  One  honour¬ 
able  member  understood  the  surplus  of  Lis.  12  lakhs  to  mean  actual 
savings,  whereas  in  fact  it  is  not  so.  That  amount  is  not  a  saving  in 
the  ordinary  sense,  but  is  only  the  balance  available  after  providing  for 
the  normal  expenditure  of  the  State  for  the  next  year.  The  emergency 
provision  for  the  current  year,  the  honourable  members  may  have 
noted,  is  Bs.  15  lakhs,  made  up  of  Bs.  10  lakhs  for  War  and  Distress 
Belief  and  Bs  5  lakhs  for  the  Army,  against  which  only  a  provision  of 
Bs.  9  lakhs  has  been  made  for  the  next  year,  Bs.  7  lakhs  for  emergen¬ 
cies  and  Bs.  2  lakhs  for  the  Army. 

It  was  stated  by  one  honourable  member  that  our  more  important 
sources  of  revenue  such  as  Land  Bevemie,  Excise,  Forests,  etc.,  have 
almost  reached  their  maximum  yielding  capacity  and  that  it  would  not 
be  possible  to  get  any  further  increase  of  revenue  from  these  sources ; 
and  in  this  connection  the  point' was  raised  how,  if  this  were  to  be  so, 
Government  propose  to  find  funds  for  meeting  their  growing  espendi- 
tore.  The  honourable  members  may  remember  that  we  have  begun 
to  tap  new  sources  of  revenue  and  that  our  revenue  is  now  being  ap¬ 
preciably  supplemented  by  our  industrial  and  commercial  concerns 
such  as  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Soheme,  Ceramic  Works  and  the 
Transport.  The  estimates  recorded  in  the  budget  are  based  on  infor¬ 
mation  received  from  time  to  time  from  the  departmental  officers,  duly 
scrutinised  by  Government.  The  members  will  kindly  note  that  these 
are  only  estimates  and  small  variations  between  the  estimates  and  the 
actuals  are  not  uncommon.  The  budget  for  a  year  is  prepared  about  5 
months  in  advanoe  of  the  year.  In  fact  the  preparation  of  the  budget 
begins  in  Meenom  every  year-  If  abnormal  circumstances  do  not 
interfere  with  our  calculations,  I  can  assure  the  members  that  there 
would  not  be  a  wide  margin  between  the  estimates  and  the  actuals. 
Variations  based  on  abnormal  conditions  which  could  not  be  foreseen 
with  any  amount  of  forethought  are  inevitable.  This  is  not  a  state  of 
affairs  peculiar  to  our  budgeting,  but  is  common  to  all  budgets.  I  may 
also  state  that  it  is  with  the  specific  purpose  of  augmenting  our  revenue 
in  all  possible  directions  that  the  Dewan  has  inaugurated  a  policy  of 
rigorous  industrialisation  and  intensive  agriculture. 

In  regard  to  the  expenditure  bn  salaries,  I  shall  just  refer  the 
members  to  page  7  of  the  Budget  Memorandum.  It  may  be  seen  there¬ 
from  that  the  expenditure  on  salaries  and  establishment  this  year 
stands  at  only  about  34 ’5  percent,  of  the  gross  expenditure  of  the 
State.  If  our  present  expenditure  on  salaries  and  establishment  is  com- . 
pared  with  what  it  was  25  years  back,  it  would  be  easily  seen  that  the 
percentage  for  next  year  is  almost  the  lowest  during  the  range  of  these . 
25  years.  Under  T  A.  the  expenditure  25  years  back  was  2T  per  cent 
of  the  gross  expenditure,  while  for  the  next  year  it  is  only  1-8  per  cent, 
Every  attempt  will  be  made  to  effect  further  reduction  in  expenditure, 
if  necessary.  So  also  under  contingencies,  the  percentage  of  expendi¬ 
ture's  years  back  was  I0'9  whereas  for  the  next  year  it  is  only  9'9. . 
From  the  figures  that  I  have  furnished  the  members  will  kindly  note 
.that  every  attempt  is  being  made  to  keep  the  expenditure  at  the  lowest 
evel  possible  consistent  with  the  needs  of  an  efficient  and  progressive 
administration.  _ ; _ _  ■ 
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As  pointed  out  by  one  of  the  members  our  pension  charges  are  in¬ 
creasing  from  year  to  year.  But  at  the  same  time,  the  Honourable 
House  will  concede  that  increase  in  pension  charges  is  incidental  to  the 
growing  expenditure  on  establishment  and  salaries  which  in  its  turn,  is 
incidental  to  a  progressive  administration.  New  departments  have 
come  into  existence  of  iate  which  also  account  for  the  increase  in  pens¬ 
ion  charges  to  a  certain  extent. 

Our  revenue  is  also  increasing  progressively  from  year  to  year. 
Twenty  five  years  back  it  was  only  Es.  152  lakhs  whereas  the  estimated 
revenue  for  the  next  year  is  Es.  280  lakhs.  Barring  a  few  years  of 
abnormal  conditions,  the  growth  in  revenue  has  been  steady, 

One  of  the  honourable  members  wanted  to  know  the  name  of  the 
eminent  journalist  whom  1  quoted  in  my  budget  speech.  I  may  refer 
him  to  the  Editorial  article  in  the  Boy’s  Weekly  of  the  6th  July  1941. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  3ir,  there  appears  to  exist  some  misconception 
in  the  minds  of  some  members  of  this  .  honourable  House  in  regard  to 
the  potential  development  and  profits  of  the  Transport  Department. 

I  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  present  to  all  members  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  an  up-to-date  statement  based  on  commercial  .accounting  as 
distinct  from  Governmental  accounting  to  dispel  some  of  the  misgivings 
entertained  by  them.  Honourable  Members  must  be  aware  that  the 
figures  presented  to  them  at  the  end  of  each  year  are  based  on  the 
Government  accounting  system.  That  is  perhaps  an  absolute  neces¬ 
sity.  That  is  to  say  that  every  pie  which  is  spent  during  the  course  of 
one  year  is  debited  to  that  year  without  any  regard  whatsoever  for  the 
purchase  of  a  large  stock  of  spare  parts  which  have  to  be  necessarily 
maintained.  Some  honourable  Members  have  suggested  that  a 
reduction  in  expenditure  under  “  establishment’  may  be  effected  in 
order  to  improve  and  return  from  the  concern.  On  page  1  of  the 
statement  which  has  been  distributed  to  the  honourable  members,  it 
will  be  noted  that  under  Establishment'  for  the  past  ten  months  the 
expenditure  is  Es.  2,16,000  That  represents  1.43  Chackrams  per 
mile.  The  expenditure  under  fuel  is  Rs.  4J  lakhs  representing  3.05 
Chuckrams  per  mile.  A  suggestion  has  been  made  that  if  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  hands  in  charge  of  the  department  is  made,  a  very 
substantial  saving  could  be  effected.  The  total  expenditure  under  this 
head  was  Rs.  13,601  which  represents  '125  Chuckrams  per  mile. 
These  figures  are  rather  interesting  because  it  indicates,  as  I  have 
stated  that  there  is  only  one  method  by  which  we  can  reduce  the  ex¬ 
penditure  and  that  is  in  regard  to  fuel.  Honourable  members  may 
suggest  that  for  the  past  two  years,  I  was  perhaps  neglecting  my  duties 
in  regard  to  little  matters'.  I  have  devoted  my  entire  attention  to 
reducing  the  exorbitant  charge  under  fuel.  Honourable  members  will 
note  that  out  of  the  total  receipts,  35  per  cent  is  paid  for  fuel  and  it  is 
to  decrease  that  percentage  that  X  have  been  devoting  my  attention. 
The  Department  is  doing  its  utmost  to  cut  down  expenditure  in  that 
direction  and  the  experiments  conducted  during  the  last  two  years  are 
now  yielding  very  favourable  results.  The  Department  is  now  opera¬ 
ting  eight  vehicles  on  charcoal  fuel  and  we  are  effecting  a  substantial 
saving  in  that  line.  "We  are  saving  one  hundred  ftnd  fifty  gallons  of 
petrol  per  day. 
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With,  regard- to  the  suggestion  that  we  have  not  coma  up  to  the 
expect \tioa  as  presented  to  the  Legislature  in  the  Budget  Session 
of  1115, 1  am  sure  honourable  members  would  not  expect  that  the 
Department  would  be  in  a  position  to  realise  the  anticipated  income 
having  regard  to  the  very  high  price  to  which  the  cost  of  materials  has 
risen  and  in  particular  at  the  rate  at  .which  the  price  of  petrol  has 
increased. 

In  the  statement  which  I  have  circulated  I  have  also  shown 
details  with  regard  to  mileage  operated  I  would  inform  the  members 
that  the  correct  criterion  for  calculating  the  receipts  and  expenditure 
of  the  Department  is  by  calculation  of  the  cost  per  mile  and  the 
receipt  per  mile.  Honourable  members  will  note  that  the  receipts  per 
mile  show  an  upward  curve  and  the  cost  per  mile  has  increased  only  in 
respect  of  fuel.  I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  refer  only  to  the 
question  of  tyres  Some  honourable  members  doubted  the  wisdom  in 
entering  into  a  long  term  contract  with  regard  to  tyres  on  a  mileage 
basis.  Now  the  wisdom  of  the  contract  is  manifested  because  during 
the  past  year  the  price  of  tyre  has  increased  three  times  while  under 
the  terms  of  the  contract,  the  price  remains  constant  jwith  the  result 
that  the  cost  per  mile  is  reduced.  - 

I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  any  further  details  now.  But  if  any 
honourable  member  would  like  me  to  discuss  separately  with  him  any 
item,  I  shall  be  most  happy  to  do  so  immediately  after  the  Assembly  ia 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  whether  the  officers  of 
the  Department  are  entitled  to  pension  ? 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Only  the  Inspectors  and  the  Office  Staff  are 
included  among  the  pensionable  staff. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  will  give  ihe  Chief  Secretary  ten  minutes. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  one  special 
feature  in  the  discussion  of  this  year’s  Budget  was  the  absence  of  any 
controversy  concerning  appointments  communal-war  or  Taluk-war. 
This  is  perhaps  a  clear  indication  that  the  changes  newly  introduced 
in  the  Public  Service  Rules  have  given  satisfaction  to  all  parties  con¬ 
cerned.  The  honourable  members  have  touched  upon  the  working  of 
almost  all  the  Departments  and  it  will  not  be  possible  for  me  to  deal 
with  all  the  points  during  the  short  time  at  my  disposal.  I  propose  to 
deal  with  only  a  few  important  subjects. 

It  is  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that  with  a  very  few  exceptions  all  the 
members  have  welcomed  the  imposition  of  the  slight  increase  of  duty 
on  tea  and  a  small  cess  on  rubber  exported  from  this  State,  Duty  on 
tea  was  for  the  first  time  imposed  in  1916  and  the  rate  fixed  was  Bs.  1 
As.  8  per  100  lbs.  The  same  rate  of  duty  continued  till  a  few 
days  ago,  although  the  price  of  tea  has  considerably  increased.  'In 
spite  of  the  present  increase,  the  percentage  of  duty  on  tea  is  the  lowest 
being  only  about  2J  per  cent  as  compared  with  cardomom  or  pepper 
in  respect  of  whiph  the  duties  amount  to  5  per  cent  and  12J  per  cent 
respectively. 
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Another  circumstance  justifying  .the  imposition  of  ces«  ion  tea  is 
the  very  low  rate  of  tax  imposed  on  most  of  the  tea  es  at03  as  compared 
with  the. tax  on  other  lands.  There  is  also  the  circumstance  that  the 
duration  of  the  yielding  capacity  of  tea  plants  is  much  greater  than 
either  cardamom  or  pepper,  the  life  of  a  tea  plant  being  estimated  at 
40  years,  while  cardamom  and  pepper  plants  last  only  for  10  and  20 
years  respectively. 

On  the  expenditure  side,  while  moat  of  the  members  compliment¬ 
ed  the  attempts  made  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  effect  retrench¬ 
ments,  there  were  a  few'  who  observed  that  the  expenditure  on  civil 
administration  was  still  high  and  was  capable  of  further  retrenchment. 
The  following  are  the  measures  of  retrenchment  already  adopted  or 
proposed  to  be  adopted  from  1-1- 1117.  The  total  works  up  to  about 
Rs.  53,000.  I  am  referring  to  the  abolition  of  'the  post  of  the  Land 
Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner,  putting  the  Director  of  Agri¬ 
culture  in  charge  of  the  dr.  tie*  of  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies, 
abolition  of  the  Deputy  Cuief  Engineer’s  place,  filling  up  of  the  Chief 
Engineer’s  place  being  held  in  abeyance,  placing  the  Director  of 
Archaeology  in  charge  of  the  duties  of  the  Protector  of  Backward  Com¬ 
munities,  proposed  abolition  of  two  temporary  Second  Judge’s  Courts 
and  abolition  of  one  of  the  offices  of  Assistant  Excise  Commissioners. 
Some  retrenchment  had  been  effected  in  the  Devaswom  Department 
also- 

Sir,  it  has  been  said  that  the  expenditure  on  civil  administration 
in  the  State  is  very  high.  For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  I  may  be 
permitted  to  quote  a  few  figures  from  an  article  contributed  by  Dr. 
P.  J.  Thomas  in  one  of  the  journals  published  a  few  months  ago.  The 
figures  are  these  —  Travancore,  22'52  %,  Baroda,  24’69,  Kashmir  30-88 
Cochin  2P26,  Indore  3‘2’5»,  Bikanir  26*73 — Hyderabad  21'14. 

MR.  p.  SIVARAMA  PIUAI  :  What  about  Mysore  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  The  percentage  in 
Mysore  is  20-09. 

Reference  was  mads  to  Laws’  delay's  and  corruption  on  the  lower 
ranks  of  the  Judicial  Department.  Government  and  the  High  Court 
are  doing  their  utmost  in  the  matter.  The  disposals  <5f  cases  both  in 
the  Civil  and  Criminal  Courts  are  being  closely  watched.  I  may  refer 
the  Honourable  Members  to  the  Press  Communique  issued  by  Govern¬ 
ment  under  date  the  6th  February  1941  in  which  Government  have 
ordered  that  the  periodical  increments  due  to  officers  should  not  be 
granted  as  a  matter  of  course  as  in  the  past,  but  should  be  done  only 
with  the  sanction  of  Government  That  this  communique  has  been 
productive  of  some  good  can  be  seen  from  the  following  facts  :  — 
On  1-7-1115  the  number  of  cases  in  the  Magistrate’s  Courts  pending 
preliminary  enquiries  was  174  out  of  which  101  were  more  than 
3  mouths  old.  On  1-7-1116  the  figures  were  138  and  53  respectively. 
On  1-7-1115  the  number  of  cases  pending  trial  was  2820  and  those 
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2517  and  88  5  respectively.  So  far  as  the  Bench  Magistrates’  CourtB 
are  concerned,  thi  number  of  cases  pending  on  1-7-1115  was  911  0f 
which  294  were  more  than  8  months  old  and  on  1-7-1116  the  figures 
were  388  and  ICO  respectively.  Taking  all  the .  Magistrate  Courts 
together,  the  pendency  under  preliminary  enquiries  on  1-1-1116  was 
161,  of  which  25  were  more  than  3  months  old  under  trials,  out  of  2511 
case's  pending  on  1-1-1116,  1068  cases  were  more  than  3  months  old 
and  on  1-7-1116,  the  numbers  under  preliminary  enquiry  were  139  and 
53  respectively,  under  trial  cases  the  numbers  were  25 IT  and  838  res¬ 
pectively.  Coming  to  the  work  of  the  Judges  and  Munsiffis,  the  number 
of  0.  S.  Cases  pending  was  9058  towards  the  end  of  the  3rd  quarter  of 
1115  in  the  District  Courts.  The  number  dwindled  into  1733  towards 
the  end  of  the  3rd  quarter  of  1116.  The  numbers  of  A.  S.  Cases  for 
the  corresponding  quarters  of  11  IS  and  1116  w«=re  2215  and  1848  res¬ 
pectively,  In  the  Munsiff  Courts,  the  number  of  0.  S.  Cases  pending 
towards  the. 3rd  quarter  of  1115  was  29661  and  that  for  the -corres pond¬ 
ing  period  of  1116,  23966.  There  was  thus  a  fall  of  5695  cases.  The 
corresponding  numbers  of  S.  C.  Cases  for  the  same  quarters  of  1115 
and  1116  were  5756  and  4695  respectively,  the  difference  being  1060 
cases.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Government  are  alive  to  the 
importance  of  the  subject  and  are  doing  their  utmost  in  the  matter. 

The  honourable  member,  Mr.  Janardanan  Pillai  was  referring  to 
the  corruption  in  the  lower  ranks  of  the  Judiciary.  Sir,  a  general 
charge  of  corruption  is  easy  to  make,  but  honourable  members  are 
aware  that  no  action  can  be  taken  unless  specific  instances  ace  quoted. 
Government  are  on  the  alert.  They  are  keeping  their  eyes  and  ears 
open  and  deterrent  punishments  are  meted  out  to  corrupt  officers,  high 
or  low. 

In  regard  to  relief  measures  on  account  of  the  cyclone,  I  have  in 
answer  to  an  interpellation  stated  that  a  sum  of  Ks.  5250  has  already 
been  sanctioned  by  Government  and  Committees  consisting  of  both 
officials  and  non-officials  havq  been  constituted  in  both  the  taluks  of 
Kunnatnad  and  Parur.  It  is  understood  that  some  distribution  of  rice 
doles  have  already  been  started.  One  of  the  honourable  members  has 
suggested  that  relief  measures  may  be  extended  to  the  Devicolam  and 
Muvattupuzka  taluks.  Particulars  in  respect  of  the  havoc  caused  by 
cyclone  all  over  tbe  State  are  now  before  the  Government  and  it  is 
found  that  except  in  the  taluks  of  Parur  and  Kunnathunad,  the  dis¬ 
tress  is  not  such  as  to  justify  any  particular  relief.  Parur  taluk  appears 
to  have  been  the  most  affected. 

In  the  matter  of  food  supplies,  Government  are  fully  aware  of  the 
necessity  of  making  the  State  self-contained  and  adequate  arrangements 
are  being  made.  To  control  the  price  of  food  stuffs,  Government  have 
constituted  local  Committees.  There  is  also  a  Central  Committee.  The 
committees  are  functioning  properly.  Unfortunately  the  price  of  Burma 
rice  has  gone  up  and  to  that  extent,  the  price  of  local  rice  has  also  in¬ 
creased.  Nevertheless,  Government  are  watching  the  situation.  Last 
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year  the  Government  purchased  rice  for  about  Es,  15  lakhs  and  sus¬ 
tained  by  the  sale  a  loss  to  the  extent  of  about  Es.  65,000-  Some  rice 
has  been  purchased  during  the  current  year  also  and  arrangements 
made  for  more  supplies  if  required. 

Mr.  Kumaran  Vydian  suggested  the  opening  of  Ayurveda  dispens¬ 
aries  for  every  7  or  8  miles  in  the  State  Sir,  in  this  connection  it 
•would  be  interesting  to  have  a  look  at  what  other  States  and  Provinces 
are  doing  with  regard  to  medical  aid.  In' the  Madras  Presidency  there 
is  on  an  aveiage  one  Medical  institution  for  every  126  square  miles,  in 
Bombay  one  for  every  180  square  mi 'es,  in  Bengal  one  for  every  540 
square  miles,  in  the  United  Provinces  one  for  every  178  square  miles, 
in  Mysore  one  for  every  94  square  miles  and  in  Travancore  one  Allo¬ 
pathic  Institution  serves  27  square  miles  and  one  Ayurvedic  or  Allopa¬ 
thic  Institution  serves  20  square  miles,  To  describe  the  position  in 
terms  of  population,  there  is  one  Institution  for  every  41,217  people  in 
the  Madras  Presidency,  one  for  every  41,940  in  Bombay,  one  for  every 
34,585  in  Bengal,  one  for  every  81,087  in  the  United  Provinces  and  one 
for  every  20,653  in  Mysore.  In  Travancore  one  Allopathic  Institution 
covers  the  need  of  21,818  people  and  one  Allopathic  or  -Ayurvedic. 
Institution  serves  for  every  15,748  people.  The  number  of  beds  avail¬ 
able  for  in-patients  in  Mysore  is  3,210  and  that  in  Travancore  3,849. 
The  expenditure  per  capita  for  the  various  Provinces  and  States  is  as 
follows:-  —

■  MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  May  I  know  the  figure  for  Cochin  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  The  information  is 
not  available.  Prom  these  statistics  it  would  be  seen  that  Government 
are  spending  on  medical  relief  much  more  than  other  States  or  British 
Indian  Provinces.  It  is  certainly  desirable  to  have  a  dispensary  or 
vaidyasala  for  every  pakuthi.  But  where  to  go  for  funds  ?  On  page  173 
of  the  Budget,  a  sum  of  Es.  1800  is  provided  for  the  opening  of  two 
Grant-in-Aid  rural  Dispensaries.  The  idea  is  that  this  provision  may 
be  taken  advantage  of  by  tbe  public.  The  Village  Unions  or 
I’anchayats  may  contribute  a  moiety  of  the  expenditure  towards  the 
starting  of  rural  dispensaries.  If  the  public  will  take  advantage  of  this 
grant  and  similar  grants  to  be  made  in  future  a  time  will  come  when 
every  village  will  have  a  dispensary  or  village  of  its  own. 

Mr.  Kumaran  Vaidyan  questioned  the  propriety  of  appointing  an 
Inspector  for  the  inspection  of  Marma  Vaidyasalas  in  the  State.  He 
said  that  there  were  only  5  vaidyasalas.  But  I  may  point  out  that 
there  are  31  Marma  Vaidyasalas  in  the  State— 23  recognised  and  8 
grant-in-ajd. 
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[Rajasevapravina  M.  K.  Nilakanta  Aiyar.] 

Now,  with  regard  to  the  stoppage  o£  the  manufacture  of  salt  that 
subject  can  be  fully  dealt  with  when  we  deal  with  the  Departmental 
budget.  As  there  is  now  40  lakhs  of  maunds  of  salt  available  in  the 
factories  and  the  annual  consumption  in  this  State  comes  to  about  12  to 
13  lakhs  of  maunds  only.  It  was  with  a  view  to  avoid  the.  salt  already 
manufactured,  being  destroyed  that  provision  had  to  be  made  to  con¬ 
trol  over-production.  I  learn  that  in  Madras  it  is  usual  to  make  such 
arrangements,  on  occasions  when  there  is  over  production . 

Mr,  K,  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR :  Is  there  not  a  proposal  to  sell 
Travanoore  salt  outside  ? 

THE  DEWAN-PRESIDENT’S  CONCLUDING-  REMARKS, 

PRESIDENT  :  Fellow-Members  of  the  Legislature, 

Under  Rule  70  of  the  Travancore  Legislative  Rules  I  am  given  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  few  remarks  at  the  termination  of  the  general 
discussion  ;  and  it  hai  been  a  convention  that  these  remarks  should  be 
confined  to  the  observations  let  fall  by  the  honourable  members  in 
regard  to  important  matters. 

■I  shall  take  first  Mr,-  Narayanaperumal  Nadar’s  speech.  Honour¬ 
able  members  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  this  Government  are  alive  to 
the  necessity  of  selling  our  surplus  salt.  Time  was  when  we  did  not 
produce  enough  salt  for  our  own  consumption  ;  but,  fortunately,  we  are 
now  producing  more  sals  than  is  needed  for  the  requirements  of  this 
State,  and,  thanks  to  the  research  which  has  been  utilised  and  the  wise 
enterprise  brought  to  bear  on  that  venture  our  salt  is  getting  to  be 
more  and  more  refined  and  purer.  The  question  presented  itself  before 
this  Government  as  to  bow  it  was  posiible  to  utilise  that  surplus  salt 
apart  from  the  possibilities  of  the  chemical  industry  which  we  are 
contemplating.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  tell  this  honourable  house 
that  we  have  received  the  utmost  possible  assistance  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  in  this  matter,  an  assistance  which  I  must  acknowledge 
with  gratitude  when  we  consider  that  they  are  in  a  sense  our  competi¬ 
tors,  as  they  themselves  are  very  large  producers  of  salt.  They  have 
indicated  to  us  the  markets  where  they  will  allow  us  to  sell  our 
surplus  salt.  I  am  not  able  to  give  more  -details  publicly  ;  but  I  arp 
looking  forward  t )  the  enterprise  and  the  initiative  of  the  manufacturers 
of  salt  to  take  advantage  of  those  offers  which  have  been  communicated 
to  them  and  to  see  to  it  that  their  business  initiative  and  business  push 
results  in  the  sale  of  the  extra  salt. 

Now,  to  my  main  business.  It  was  a  mat  ter  —I  am  saying  it  in  no 
formal  sense— it  was  a  matter  of  sincere  gratification  to  me,  and  the 
Government  must  acknowledge  this  wi-h  gratitude,  .hat  the  lines  on 
which  this  Budget  has  proceeds!,  whien  in  turn  reflects  what  may  be 
called  the  net  results  of  the  administration  during  the  past  year,  have 
commanded  the  general  acceptance  of  this  house.  Certain  compli¬ 
ments  were  paid  to  the  Heal  of  the  Administration.  But  I  should 
take  this  opportunity —again  in  no  conventional  sense — to  disclaim 
cither  priority  or  monopoly  in  respect  of  those  compliments.  But  fo?

the  fact  that  I  have  been  assisted  by  a  body  of  public  servants  who  are 
equal  to  any  with  whom  I  have  collaborated  in  my  official  life,  it  would 
not  have  been  possible  to  produce  the  results  that  have  actually  been 
turned  out.  I  am  saying  that  deliberately  in  view  of  certain  remarks 
let  fall  by  a  member  or  two.  I  have,  as  honourable  members  perhaps 
know,  experience  of  the  secretariat  and  of  officials  not  only  in  the  local 
Government  but  also  in  the  Central  Government  and  it  has  been  my 
peculiar  advantage  to  have  worked  within  and  along  with  the  secre¬ 
tariats  elsewhere  outside  this  country  ;  and  I  can  say,  with  no  fear  of 
contradiction,  that  the  public  servants  of  Travancore  do  not  yield  to 
any  one,  either  in  their  zeal  or  in  their  efficiency.  I  am  known  to  be 
somewhat  of  a  slave-driver  ;  1  am  known  to  exact  hard  work— I  do  not 
stint  hard  work  myself— but  on  no  occasion  have  > I  called  for  effort 
which  has  not  been  forthcoming.  I  must  pay  a  special  tribute  to 
Mr.  Sundararajan  who  was  mainly  responsible  for  the  idea  of  that 
Budget  Memorandum,  the  utility  and  the  efficacy  of  which,  I  see, 
have  been  gladly  admitted  by  this  house.  He  has  left  us  because  the 
Government  of  India  wanted  him  ;  but  I  must  place  on  record  my 
sense  of  obligation  to  his  ready  resourcefulness  and  his  wide  knowledge. 
At  the  same  time  I  cannot  let  this  occasion  pass  without  compli¬ 
menting  sincerely  Mr.  Rama  Varier  for  the  work  that  he  has  done  at  a 
juncture  when  he  had  very  little  time  before  him  for  the  purpose 
of  the  preparation  of  the  Budget ;  and  I  must  commend  him  for  the 
very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he  has  prepared  the  Budget  and 
presented  it  before  this  honourable  house. 

Ido  not  propose  within  the  time  that  I  shall  allot  to  myself  to 
speak  on  all  the  matters  which  have  formed  the'subjects  of  discussion . 
There  are  three  matters  however,  which  I  cannot  let  pass  without 
comment,  I  have  been  a  lawyer  and  one  of  the  underlying  pre¬ 
possessions  of  the  lawyer  is  the  desire  that  the  executive  should  not 
impinge  upon  the  preserves  of  the  law,  that  the  executive  government 
should  not  interfere  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  working 
of  the  judiciary  or  the  tenure  and  the  security  of  office  of  the  members 
of  the  judiciary.  It  was  solely  and  s-imply  because  I  found  that  the 
trade  and  commerce  of  this  country  were  hampered  and  jeopardised, 
that  the  public  reputation  of  this  country  was  in  danger  of  being 
besmirched,  that  people  were  getting  averse  to  embark  upon  business 
or  to  enter  into  financial  transactions  within  this  country  because  of 
the  laws’  delays,  that  I  had  to  swallow  my  principles  and  I  had  to 
say  that  even  judicial  officers  will  have  to  justify  their  continued 
existence  and  justify  their  preferment  by  turning  out  a  minimum 
amount  of  work  at  a  definite  pace.  I  know  that  the  quantum  of  work 
that  a  judge  does  is  no  uniform  index  of  the  intensity  or  the  quality  of 
that  work.  But  the  need  was  so  gi'eat,  the  urgency  so  vital,  that 
Government  had  no  alternative  to  laying  down  and  enforcing  the  rule 
that  has  been  referred  to* 
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I  now  turn  to  the  commercial  departments.  There  again  honoura¬ 
ble  members  will  forgive  me  if  I  speak  autobiographically.  I  had 
some  experience  of  commercial  departments.  When  in  ihe  province 
of  Madras,  certain  commercial  departments  were  started,  and  I  started 
some  and  failed  in  some,  though  it  was  given  to  me  to  succeed  in  one 
or  two.  Throughout  that  period  there  was  always,  and  justifiably,  a 
fear  that  Government  might  bungle  in  these  departments.  As  I  have 
often  said,  Governments  are  not  good  businessmen.  But  there  is  one 
thing  which  I  advocated  on  the  floor  of  the  Madras  Legislature, 
there  is  one  thing  which,  with  the  permission  of  this  honourable  house, 
I  would  reiterate  before  this  honourable  house,  and  that  is  that  in  all 
commercial  departments  there  must  be  patience.  No  department  will 
yield  profits  at  once  ;  it  will  probably  result  in  a  loss  to  start  with. 

.  But  if  the  idea  underlying  the  department  is  correct,  my  principle 
has  been  to  trust  the  man  at  the  head  of  the  department  until  and  un¬ 
less  I  find  that  he  does  not  deserve  that  trust  and  then  I  have  no 
compunction  in  making  the  necessary  changes.  I  shall  therefore  pro¬ 
ceed  on  that  principle ;  and  I  trust  that  this  honourable  house  will  give 
me  the  support  that.  I  need  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  people  to  make 
initial  mistakes  if  they  be  bona  fide,  of  making  all  possible  allowances  for 
errors  of  judgment  and  calculation  so  long  as  honesty,  zeal  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  are  displayed.  If  at  the  end  of  a  given  period  that  confidence 
is  found  to  be  misplaced,  that  zeal  is  found  to  be  mischievous  or  that 
enthusiasm  impetuous,  then  it  will  be  time  to  take  action. 

With  these  prefatory  observations,  may  I  advert  to  one  or  two 
departments  ?  The  Ceramic  Department  has  come  in  for  a  lot  of 
criticism.  I  want  honourable  members  to  remember  that  the  person  in 
charge  of  that  department  is  an  expert  in  pottery.  He  does  not  ]  retend 
to  be.  and  is  not,  a  businessman  or  an  organiser  of  business.  If  he  is 
not  a  businessman  or  an  organiser  of  business,  the  Government 
are  perhaps  less  even  of  organisers  of  business,  and  somebody  had 
to  be  in  charge  of  that  business.  He  has  made  mistakes,  and  nobody  has 
been  harder  on  him  than  I  have'  been.  But  I  must  say  that  ho  has 
produced  fine  results.  He  has  brought  about  by  means  of  his  refining 
appliances  and  his  experienced  skill  a  state  of  things  in  which  it  can  be 
confidently  asserted  that  the  raw  material,  the  olay  that  he  has  produced 
there  is  now  acclaimed  to  be  the  best  possible  in  India.  The  proof  of  it 
I  shall  give  by  means  of  an  anecdote  without  mentioning  names.  There 
was  a  competitor  in  the  field  who  wandered  about  the  country  interview¬ 
ing  high  and  low,  pointing  out  the  mistakes  and  the  short-eemings  of 
the  Ceramic  Expert  and  stating  that  this  factory  might  close  at  any  time, 
that  Government  were  anxious  to  hand  it  ever  to  somebody  and  that  there¬ 
fore  there  was  no  point  and  some  risk  in  placing  orders  with  that  depart¬ 
ment.  Propaganda  was  necessary,  personally  on-my  own  part  and  through 
other  sources.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  even  the  originators  of 
that  propaganda  are  now  asking  for  our  clay  and  making  offers  which  w  e 
are  considering.  Th$v  have  been  forced  to  confess  that  it  is  not  possible 
for  them  to  obtain  clay  equal  to  the  clay  that  we  have  here.  Then,  with 
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regard  to  the  quality  of  the  manufactured  product, "the  Government  of 
India  have  been  bombarded  with  requests  from  various  sources  in  regard 
to  materials  like  cups  and  saucers,  insulators  and  other  electrical  applian¬ 
ces,  fire-bricks  and  so  forth.  And,  naturally  people  do  not  place  large 
.  orders  without  deliberation.  Even  our  Water  Works' Department  and  the 
Public’ Works  Department  did  not  want  to  take  the  articles  produced 
in  the  factory  because  they  have  been  accustomed  to  certain 
standards,  to  a  certain  perfection  of  technique  which  may  not 
be  attainable  in  our  own  indigenous  enterprise,'  to  start  with. 
To  start  with  there  was  internecine  warfare;  one  department  rather 
sniffing  at  the  products  of  the  Ceramic  Factory  and  the  Expert  anxious, 
arduously  persuasive  with  the  Head  of  the  Administration,  exclaiming 
that  he  was  an  injured  and  innocent  person.  Now  a  kind  of  compro¬ 
mise  has  been  arrived  at  with  the  result  that  the  two  departments  have 
accepted  the  principle  of  living  and  letting -live  so  that  even  Travaneore 
departments  are  purchasing  Travaneore  goods.  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
the  Government  of  India  have  been  a  little  more  sympathetic  and  have 
placed  large  orders  with  »s.  So  far  as  the  profit  of  that  department  is 
concerned,  I  have  absolutely  no  doubt  about  it,  because  it  is  not  possible 
for  that  factory  working  at  full  time  to  produce  as  much  as  we  are 
asked  to  turn  out.  But  that  is  not  to  say  that  I  am  thoroughly  satisfied 
with  the  working  of  the  department.  I  mean  that  there  are  many 
items  in  which  improvements  are  necessary  and  that  there  are  many 
ways  in  whioh  more  businessUke'methoda  could  be  introduced.  There 
must  be  many  orientations  and  reorientations,  many  changes,  perhaps 
of  personnel,  perhaps  also  ultimately  a  change  in  the  method  of 
management.  But  as  to  the  success  of  the  factory  itself  and  the  con- 
can,  I  have  absolutely  no  doubt.  I  trust  that  honourable  members  will 
take  my  assurance,  especially  coming  from  one  who  is  not  too  optimis¬ 
tic— -although  I  am  an  optimist  by  temperament,— of  any  enterprise 
sponsored  by  any  Government. 

I  now  come  to  the  Transport  Department.  The  Transport  Dep¬ 
artment  figuratively  and  literally  knocks  against  every  man  in  the 
street,  sometimes  knocks  the  man  in  the  street  down  ;  and  therefore 
it  is  but  natural  that  the  activities,  welcome  or  otherwise,  of  the 
Transport  Department  should  receive  very  prominent  public  attention. 
It  i3  true  that .  the  income  that  might  be  anticipated  from  that  dep¬ 
artment  has  not  been ,as  much  as  might  have  been  earned  under  more 
favourable  auspices.  Some  of  the  reasons  for  this  have  been  explained 
by  Mr.  Salter.  But  there  are  certain  basic  factors  which  I  wish  to 
analyse  and  to  place  before  this  honourable  house  at  this  moment.  It 
was  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  me  to  do  this  that  I  requested  Mr. 
Salter  this  morning  to  prepare  the  statement  that  has  been  placed 
before  the  house.  I  want  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  honourable 
members  to  one  or  two  features.  The  gross  capital  expenditure,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  first  page  is  Bs.  11  lakhs.,  i.  e.,  Bs.  6  lakhs  odd  in 
the  first  year,  Bs.  2J  lakhs  in  the  second  year,  Bs.  2  lakhs  in  the  third 
year  and  the  remaining  in  the  fourth  year.  We  have  spent  in  all 
Bs.  11  lakhs  on  the  capital  activities  of  the  Transport  Department. 
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The  gross  receipts  of  the  department  up  till  now  have  bean  Rs  39 
lakhs,  out  of  which  the  workiDg  expenses  including  establishment, 
fuel  ’etc.,  corns  to  Rs.  31  lakhs.  Now  in  talking  of  profits, it  is 
not  always  borne  in  mind  that  we  have  a  depreciation  fund 
and  interest  on  capital.  After  deducting  the  depreciation 
charges  which  are  set  out  there,  depreciation  in  respect  of  buildings 
and  rolling  stock,  which  amounts  to  Rs.  5  lakhs,  the  net  profits  coma  to 
Rs-  2-66  lakhs.  That  is  24  percent,  of  the  total  outlay.  In  other  words, 
extending  it  over  the  period  under  reference  we  have  derived  an  annual 
average  net  profit  of  6.  8  per  cent.  There  again  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  there  might  not  be  directions  in  which  that  department  might  not 
have  its  usefulness  augmented  and  enhanced,  might  not  have  its  ex¬ 
penditure  more  rigorously  scrutinised,  might  not  have  more  amenities 
provided  and  might  not  have  more  care  bestowed  upon  what  may  be 
called  the  comforts  of  those  who  travel  within  the  cars  and  the  safety 
of  those  who  have  to  encounter  the  cars  on  the  road.  These  are  mat¬ 
ters  to  which  Government  are  paying  careful  attention.  But  speaking 
by  and  large,  speaking  as  a  kind  of  generalisation,  it  may  be  said  that 
at  a  very  difficult  time,  with  the  rocketing  prices  of  Petrol  and  of  spare 
parts  the  department  which  started  three  years  ago  and  practically  as  a 
matter  of  first  instance  in  India  barring  Hyderabad,  has  on  the  whole 
justified  its  existence. 

With  regard  to  the  Porest  Department,  I  have  only  this  to  say  — 
and  it  may  be  stated  without  any  doubt— that  all  the  timber  that  we  can 
produce  we  can  market  on  account  of  the  present  situation'  and  the 
demands  of  the  Government  of  India  and  the  various  War  Departments. 
All  the  blackwood  and  the  rosewood  that  we  can  produce  or  that  is 
available  has  already  be m  sold  or  bespoken.  But  much  more  is  neces¬ 
sary  than  the  sale  of  our  stock.  A  policy  of  regeneration,  a  policy  of 
planned  reafforestation,  a  policy  of  proper  forest  conservation  is  neces 
sary.  In  that  policy  the  co-operation  of  the  public  is  of  the  utmost  avail- 
and  importance,  and  what  is  more,  Government  are  confronted  with  the 
problem  of  soil  erosion  aud  the  possibility  of  disafforestation  by  deli¬ 
berate  and  ignorantly  produced  forest  fires.  On  account  of  the  impru¬ 
dent  treatment  of  the  slopes  of  hills  a  very  grave  problem  now  confronts 
this  country.  Unless  ihe  Government  and  the  people  atffc  and  collabo¬ 
rate  together,  it  may  be  that  all  our  hills  may  become  bleak  and  bare 
and  all  the  soil  will  be  washed  dowm.  It  is,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the 
short-sightedness  of  some  aristocratic  land  holders  who  for  the  purpose 
of  immediate  gain  barter  away  their  timber  to  adventurers  who  have 
succeeded  in  making  many  hills  in  Peermade  appear  like  shaven  pates, 
with  all  the  soil  washed  out  into  the  river,  instead  of  being  the 
verdurous,  forest-clad  slopes  which  they  were  and  should  he  again. 
Against  the  follies  of  short-sighted  landowners,  against  the  mischief  of 
the  profiteers  serious  steps  may  have  to  be  taken  ;  and  it  is  possible 
that  on  the  lines  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  United  States,  legislative 
proposals  will  be  placed  before  this  house,  One  great  State  in  the 
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United  States  which  was  a  scene  of  abundant  fertility  hundred  years 
ago,  is  now  a  desert,  an  expanding  desert  because  what  was  forest  is 
now  bare  sand  and  that  sand  is  expanding  beyond  that  State  to  other 
States.  That  foolish  forest  policy  has  now  got  to  be  combated  by  strict 
legislation.  I  trust  that  legislation  will  not  be  necessary ;  but  if  it 
becomes  necessary  it  will  have  to  be  resorted  to.  I  have  finished  what 
I  have  to  say  on  these  Commercial  Departments. 

It  would  be  wrong  and  hypocritical '  on  my  part  if  I  close  my 
observations  without  making  some  reference  to  what  have  been  termed 
the  constitutional  aspects  of  my  speech  at  the  beginning  of  this  session. 
It  would  be  correct  to  say,  and  I  say  it  With  some  pride,  that  I  have 
been  and  will  continue  to  be  a  democrat  in  the  sense  that  I  am 
convinced  that  no  Government  can  succeed,  that  no  Government  can 
justify  itself,  that  no  Government  can  prosper  unless  it  works  in  team 
with,  as  a  humble  servant  and  as  a  co-adjutor  of  the  public  and  in 
furtherance  of  public  interests.  In  regard  to  the  form  and  manner  in 
which  the  will  of  the  people  will  be  czpresssd  through  the  executive  in 
work  which  is  generally  termed  administrative  activity  there  may  be 
differences  of  opinion.  I  started,  like  most  people  in  India  of  my  age 
and  my  training,  by  being  a  great  believer  in  that  particular  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  constitution  which  it  has  been  the  glory  and  prerogative 
of  the  British  to  evolve  and  to  maintain  for  a  very  long  time.  But 
the  responsible  Government  which  was  evolved  in  the  18th  century  and 
which  was  kept  at  a  high  level  by  Gladstone  and  Disraeli  necessarily 
changed  when  the  basic  elements  changed.  That  kind  of  responsible 
Government  could  only  have  originated,  could  only  sustain  itself  and 
could  only  rejuvenate  itself  if  and  so  long  as  there  were  two  parties 
and  not  many  more,  more  or  less  evenly  matched  in  numbers, 
differing  in  policies  and  programmes  but  alive  to  the  same  funda¬ 
mental  needs.  If  the  opposing  parties  had  fundamental  divergences 
or  differences  with  each  other,  if  they  were  not  agreed,  for  instance  on 
the  economic  basis  of  society,  if  they  could  not  succeed  in  submerging 
feelings  of  mutual  or  deep-seated  rivalry  or  antagonism,  religious,  com¬ 
munal  or  economic,  if  phenomena  like  communism,  like  nationalisation 
of  wealth,  like  economic  overturning  of  society,  appeared  on  the  scene 
anoh  a  system  of  responsible  Government  must  inevitably  break  down 
or  be  vitally  modified.  We  have  seen  that  there  was,  even  in  England 
and  certainly  in  America,  politically  responsible  Government  and  de¬ 
mocracy  but  side  by  side  with  economic  and  social  oligarchy,  inequality 
and  also  maldistribution  of  wealth  and  of  opportunities  to  which  all 
thinking  English  and  American  statesmen  and  thinkers  have  paid  due 
advertence.  We  are  now  in  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  world.  It 
may  be  that  new  values  will  have  to  be  established.  It  may  be  that 
new  methods  of  creating  tne  impact  of  public  opinion  on  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  have  to  ba  devised,  modelled,  remodelled,  furbished,  and 
refurbished.  I  do  not  on  behalf  of  Government  say  that 
one  method  is  better  than  another.  All  that  I  say  is  that 
there  are  .certain  constitutional  reasons,  irrefutable  in  my  opinion, 
impossible  to  overcome  at  the  present  stage,  as  to  why  responsible  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  the  sense  in  which  England  understood  it  .under  Gladstone 
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and  Disraeli  would  not  be  a  proper  way  in  India  and  certainly  in  the 
State  of  the  expression  of  the  public  will  and  the  reflection  of  the  public 
impulses.  The  American  system  has  been  quoted.  There  are  other 
methods  and  means  by  which  the  same  results  can  be  achieved.  It  is  all 
a  matter  for  discussion;  it  is  a  matter  for  careful  introspection;  it  is  a 
matter  for  mutual  interchange  of  views;  it  is  a  matter  involving  the 
highest  qualities  of  lofty  patriotism,  selfless  endeavour  and  a  common 
activity  towards  a  common  goal.  In  arriving  at  this  conclusion,  in . 
arriving  at  a  modus  vivendi  at  what  must  be  essentially  a  compromise, 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  very  best  is  not  at  all  times  attain¬ 
able  and  very  often  we  have  to  content  ourselves  with  the  second  best. 
Travanoore,  as  I  said  in  the  beginning  of  my  remarks,  will  not  be  be¬ 
hindhand  in  asking  for  counsel,  in  obtaining  opinions,  in  respecting  the 
public  will.  But  it  is  not  an  easy  problem.  It  may  not  be  a  facile 
solution.  We  may  have  to  labour  hard  and  infructuously.  We  shall 
certainly  make  mistakes.  Bat  out  of  mistakes  will  come  the  final  solu¬ 
tion.  And  let  us  hope,  God  willing  and  under  the  stimulus  and  inspira¬ 
tion  of  a  great  Buier  some  solution  may  be  found  by  which  the  people 
of  Travaocore  may  be  assured  that  their  will  may  be  expressed  and 
implemented  subject  to  certain  indefeasible  safeguards  which  the  system 
of  monarchy  will  always  have  to  impose  in  order  to  maintain  itself  and 
to  maintain  the  stability  of  the  body  politic,  so  as  to  prevent  ^  it  from 
those  inconsistencies,  from  those  ebullitions,  from  those  storms  and 
tempests  which  are  sometimes  an  accompaniment  of  demagogy  as  apart 
from  democracy.  I  may  say  at  once  that  Government  have  already 
been  thinking  of  these  matters  and  a  first  attempt  was  made  with 
regard  to  the  Public  Service  Committee  and  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment  Committee-  It  may  be  that  ours  are  not  the  best  methods.  It 
may  he  that  alternative  methods  may  be  chosen.  But  in  whatever  is 
done,  Government,  honourable  members  may  he  assured,  will  be 
inspired  by  bonafides,  by  honesty  of  purpose  and  by  the  overmastering 
desire  that  a  Government  which  deserves  to,  and  should,  maintain  the 
confidence  of  His  Highness  should  be  a  Government  which  would 
endeavour  to  serve  public  interssts  according  to  the  best  of  its  lights.

PRESIDENT  :  I  thiuk  honourable  members  should  realise  what  is 
at  the  back  of  the  policy  of  Government  so  that  not  only  this  question 
hut  certain  cut  motions  might  also  be  considered  from  that  point  of 
view.  Although  it  is  not  open  tome  to  divulge  what  is  taking  place 
in  detail,  serious  attempts  have  been  made  by  this  Government  in 
respect  of  revision  of  the  Interportal  Convention  on  the  ground  that  the 
conditions  that  obtained  in  1865  are  very  different  from  the  conditions 
to-day  and  that  we  should  be  entitled  to  be  compensated  by  (he  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  for  the  loss  of  our  right  to  iax  imports  according  to  our 
own  exigencies  and  under  present  conditions  In  order  to  enforce  and 
strengthen  our  case  it  would  be  necessary  for  ns  to  show  that  as  much 
as  possible  of  export  duty  '  has  been  derived  and  is  being  collected  by 
the  State  notwithstanding  which  we  suffer  difficulties  on  account  of  the 
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present  state  of  the  Interportal  Convention.  As  those  negotiations 
have  been  going  on  for  some  years  it  was  hoped  that  with  the  emer¬ 
gence  of  the  Federation  the  matter  will  be  settled.  But,  Federation 
has  for  the  time  being  receded  and  therefore  it  may  be  necessary  to 
re-start  those  negotiations  again,  and  steps  are  .being  taken  for  that 
purpose.  Until  those  negotiations  come  to  some  kind  of  definite  con¬ 
clusion,  it  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  alter  our  present 
export  duty  and  the  quantum  of  export  duty.  Government  are  aware 
that  the  duty  does  produce  grave  injustices  in  some  cases.  But  in. the 
larger  public  interests  it  is  essential  for  us  to  collect  at  the  rates  at- 
which  we  have  been  collecting  duties  on  these  commodities  in  order 
that  we  may  be  able  to  point  out  that  notwithstanding  our  best  endea¬ 
vours  we  are  not  able  to  get  that  aggregate  revenue  which  we  according 
to  our  contention  are  entitled  to  if  the  Interportal  Convention  were 
revised  according  to  what  we  considered  to  be  the  dictates  of  com- 
monsense  and  of  equity.

PRESIDENT  :  There  are  certain  difficulties  in  disclosing  the  total 
income-tax  that  Government  have  derived  from  a  certain  individual  or 
concern.  Suppose  the  income-tax  paid  by  A,  B  or  G  is  made  known, 
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that  will  lead  to  much  complication  and  mischief  which  would  give  rise 
to  results  which  are  not  foreseen.  Side  by  side  with  the  collection  of 
income-tax,  there  are  a  group  of  people  who  successfully  evade  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  income-tax.  So,  if  the  amount  paid  in  respect  of  one  company 
is  made  known,  other  companies  will  try  to  pursue  the  method  followed 
by  that  company  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  will  defeat  the  purpose 
of  Government  to  know  who  all  try  to  evade  assessment.  That  is  the 
real  point.

PRESIDENT  :  I  flatter  myself  that  though  I  am  not  able  to  talk 
Malayalam,  I  am  at  least  as  good  as  90  per  cent,  of  the  people  in  this 
House  in  understanding  not  only  the  outward  and  overt  expressions 
of  the  Malayalam  language  but  the  inner  meanings  and  the  innuendoes 
and  the  possibilities  of  suggestion  of  the  Malayalam  language.

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PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  I  would  be  the  last  perse  n  standing 
in  this  place  and  sitting  in  this  place  tor  relaxing  the  severity  of 
criticism  against  any  officer  whether  he  belongs  to  a  commercial  de¬ 
partment  or  not.  I  am  also  at  one  with  the  honourable  member  when 
he  sajs  that  the  utmost  jealousy  and  the  utmost  scrutiny  are  essential, 
especially  when  a  department  sets  out  to  make  a  profit  and  does  not 
do  so,  or  is  supposed  not  to  do  so.  But  it  is  possible  to  strike  hard 
without  striking  below  the  belt. 

ADJOURNMENT  MOTION. 

Order,  order.  I  have  received  nptice  of  a  motion  for  the 
adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House  from  Mr.  P.  Kunjukrishnan. 

It  says — 

“  I  teg  leave  that  the  business  of  this  House  be  adjourned  to  discuss  an  urgent 
matter  of  public  importance,  viz.,  the  serious  situation  created  by  the 
yarn  merchants  of  Quilon  and  Trivandrum  having  recently  and  publioly 
stopped  sales  of  yarn  to  the  weavers  with  a  view  to  circumvent  the  orders 
of  Government  and  causing  thereby  the  business  of  weaving  to  coma  to 
a  standstill  and  thousands  of  people  to  be  thrown  out  of  work,  the  ordsrs 
of  Government  referred  to  being  the  recent  Government  order  dated 
31-11-1116  issued  in  exercise  of  the  powers  under  Buie  81  of  the  Defence 
of  Travanoore  Buies,  fixing  the  maximum  price  for  sales  of  the  different 
varieties  of  ootton  yarn  in  Trivandrum,  Qtiilon  and  the  mofussil  stations 
for  a  period  of  three  months."  , 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  matter  is  urgent.  I  have  no  doubt  1 
that  the  matter  is  of  public  importance.  If  the  honourable  member, 
after  listening  to  what  I  shall  have  to  say,  wants  to  discuss  this  by  way 
of  an  adjournment  motion,  I  shall  feel  it  my  duty  to  allow  it.  But  the 
position  may  be  explained  thus. 

It  is  probably  well-known  that  one  of  our  main  sources  of  yarn 
supply  is  Messrs-  Harvey’s  Mills  at  Madura.  The  Managing  Director 
of  these  mills,  Mr.  Doak  is  a  very  good  personal  friend  of  mine;  and  at 
my  instance  he  has  given  special  orders  and  instructions  for-  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  helping  Travancore.  He  has  further  appointed  agents  to 
whom,  under  various  contracts  and  stipulations  entered  into  by  that 
firm,  yarn  has  to  be  supplied,  of  certain  quantities  and  certain  rates. 

It  was  with  special  advertence  to  these  circumstances  that  I  arranged 
for  an  interview  with  Mr.  Doak  not  many  days  ago,  and  I  pointed  out 
to  him  that  it  was  necessary  that  the  distribution  of  yarn  and  the 
fixation  of  prices  of  yarn  should  be  such  as  would  not  be  prejudicial  to 
the  best  interests  of  Travancore.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  with  charac¬ 
teristic  discernment  he  acceded  to  my  wishes  and  is 'endeavouring  to 
co-operate  with  the  Travancore  Government.  I  have  heard  allegations 
similar  to  those  underlying  the  present  adjournment  motion.  Those 
allegations  in  essence  amounted  to  this — that  certain  agents  or  sub¬ 
agents,  taking  advantage  of  their  stocks  of  yarn  or  rather  taking 
advantage  of  their  contracts  with  Messrs.  Harvey’s  to  buy  yarn,  have 
entered  into  contracts  for  sale  from  Madura  of  that  yarn  to  people 
outside  Travanoore.  That  wuuld  be  an  undoubtedly  mischievous 
vasion  of  the  Government’s  intentions.  If  Government,  after  due 
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enquiry  and  after  giving  the  persons  concerned  sufficient  opportunity 
to  jus;  lfy  their  conduct,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  has  been 
that  deliberate  evasion,  steps  will  be  taken  to  see  that  they  are  ho 
longer  able  to  conduct  that  business  within  this  State  of  yam  agents 
or  misappropriators  or  profiteers.  But  until  the  other  side  is  heard,  and 
we  know  exactly  what  has  to  be  said  by  them,  no  ex-parte  judgment 
can  bo  pronounced.  Government  are  very  much  alive  to  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation  and  they  are  taking  steps,  have  already  taken  steps,  in 
the  matter.  If,  nevertheless,  the  honourable  member  wishes  to  have  a 
debate  on  this  motion,  I  am  ready  to  give  him  the  occasion. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  *  Sir,  a  word  of  explanation.  Since  the 
price  of  cotton  yarn  has  been  fixed  by  Government,  and  especially  since 
this  Assembly  met,  I  am  given  to  understand  that  yarn  merchants  at 
Qnilon  have  practically  stopped  the  sale  of  yam. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Order,  order.  We  have  heard  two  things;  first  of 
all,  that  yam  destined  for  Travancore  is  being  deflected  from  Travan- 
core  and,  secondly,  that  people  having  stocks  of  yarn  would  not  sell  it 
bat  would  keep  it  locked  up.  Both  these  matters  will  have  to  be 
considered  and  steps  will  have  to  be  decided  upon  by  Government. 
And  Government  with  such  powers  that  they  have  will  try  to  do  their 
utmost  to  help  the  people! 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  The  question  of  Qnilon  deserves  special 
consideration  because  it  is  a  very  important  weaving  centre. 

.  PRESIDENT:  There  h  Hotter. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  On  account  of  the  present  situation 
thousands  oi  weavers  have  been  thrown  out  of  work.  In  onepakuthy 
alone  in  the  Qnilon  Division, — Ohathannur,  there  are  about  2,000 
shuttles. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order  The  honourable  member  does  not 
see  that  the  situation  is  very  complicated.  We  do  not  produce  yarn* 
Yarn  has  to  come  from  outside.  We  must  get  that  and  see  to  its  proper 
distribution.  The  fixation  of  prices  by  Government,  if  it  is  too  low, 
will  prevent  yarn  from  coming  into  the  State  at  all,  because  there  is 
no  need  for  tlia  producers  to  send  it  to  Travancore-  Therefore  we 
have  to  take  other  people  with  us  in  regard  to  the  fixation  of  prices  and 
see  to  it  that  there  is  some  incentive  for  the  people  to  come  and  sell 
the  yarn  hare.  All  that  we  want  is  to  prevent  people  from  profiteer¬ 
ing.  We  can  realise  the  importance  of  Quilon  as  well  as  Kottar.  But 
the  problem  can  only  be  viewed  comprehensively  and  with  due  advert¬ 
ence  to  the  circumstances  that  we  are  not  yarn  producers  and  that  we 
have  to  get  yam  from  outside. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  A  word  of  explanation,  Sir.  I  referred 
to  the  pitiable  position  of  the  weavers  in  Quilon  and  places  around  it. 
The  weavers  in  the  suburbs  of  Quilon  are  dependent  entirely  on 
■weaving. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  does  the  honourable  member  suggest? 
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MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  For  the  information  of  this  House  and 
also  for  the  information  of  the  Chair  and  the  Government,  I  would  add 
that  because  the  sale  of  yam  has  beeD  completely  stopped,  those 
weavers  have  been  completely  thrown  out  of  work.  These  are  the 
months  of  Mithunam  and  Karkadagom  when  the  weavers  and  other 
persons  are  hard  hit.  So  the  severity  of  the  situation  is  all  the  greater 
as  it  arises  at  the  present  time.  The  Dawan-President  was  pleased  to 
state  yesterday  that  some  representations  have  been  received  from  the 
merchants  that  the  price  fixed  here  is  lower  than  what  they  have  to 
pay  at  the  mills. 

PRESIDENT  :  Not  the  price  at  the  mills  but  the  price  ruling  in 
Madura  and  other  places. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  I  would  submit  that  as  I  understand,  the 
price  fixed  here  is  Bs.  6-2-0  per  packet  whereas  the  price  at  the 
Madura  Mills  is  Bs.  6-6-0  per  packet.  The  sole  agents  for  the  Harvey 
Mills  in  Trivandrum  are  two  persons  so  to  speak,  and  these  two  persons 
alone  under  the  present  circumstances  will  be  in  a  position  to  sell  at 
the  rate  fixed  by  Government.  But  the  difficulty  is  not  with  regard  to 
these  two  agents.  The  difficulty  is  with  regard  to  the  other  merchants 
who  are  getting  down  yarn,  not  from  Harvey  Mills,  but  from  other 
Mills.  They  are  at  present,  as  I  understand,  getting  down  yarn  at  the 
rate  of  Bs.  7-12*0  even  after  the  fixation  of  prices  and  it  would  be  very 
hard  on  these  people  to  be  asked  to  sell  yarn  at  the  rates  fixed  by 
Government.  What  I  would  submit  in  conclusion  is  that  it  is  up  to 
the  Government  with  all  the  consideration  that  they  are  now  showing, 
to  see  that  these  two  sole  agents  of  ;  he  Harvey  Mills  take  up  the  full 
responsibility  of  getting  down  the  i:  icessary  yarn  from  the  Harvey’s, 
because  they  are  in  a  position  to  supply  all  the  yarn  that  is  required 
for  this  State, 

PRESIDENT :  You  will  remember  that  Haryey's  supply  the  whole 
of  India  with-  yarn. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  Yes,  Sir.  So  my  proposition  is  that 
these  two  agents  of  Harvey’s  should  be  asked  to  get  down  the  yarn 
necessary  for  the  whole  of  the  State  and  to  sell  that  yarn  ax  the  rate 
fixed  by  Government.  Then  certainly  all  the  weavers  of  the  country 
will  be  benefited.  In  case  these  two  agents  cannot  be  asked  to  do  it, 
it  is  up  to  Government  to  see  that  they  themselves  get  down  yam  at 
their  own  initiative  and  distribute  it  to  the  weavers  of  the  State.  If 
my  information  is  correct,  Government  are  now  doing  the,:.e  things  to 
a  certain  extent.  With  these  words,  I  do  not  press  the  ‘motion  for 
adjournment.  I  am  very  thankful  to  you,  Sir,  for  the  kind  assurance 
which  you  have  been  pleased  to  give. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  thankful  to  the  remarks  that  haw  been  made 
and  the  elucidation  of  the  position.  But  honourable  members  of  this 
House  most  realise  that  with  the  most  paternalistic  impn'ses  of  this 
Government  there  are  limits  to  its  activity.  To  undertake  the 
collection  of  yam  for  the  whole  State,  and  to  undertiie  also  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  that  yam  would  be  a  very  big  job  indeed  which  cannot  be 
lightly  undertaken  by  Government  until  at  the  last  extremity  and  if 
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there  be  no  other  alternative.  The  honourable  member  has  already 
stated  that  Government  are  trying  within  a  limited  extent  to  be 
purchasers  of  yarn  themselves  and  distributors  of  yarn.  They  have 
not  only  purchased  yarn  foi'  certain  of  their  own  industries  but  they 
are  helping  other  organisations  by  way  of  making  contact  with 
Harveys  and  enabling  them  to  fulfil  their  engagements.  Government 
are  taking  a  certain  amount  of  responsibility  in  the  matter,  but  hon. 
ourable  members  who  approach  Government  with  these  reqnestsmust 
realise  that  this  is  a  most  excellent  opportunity  for  the  businessmen 
of  Travancore  to  do  work  which  they  are  peculiarly  adapted  and  fitted 
to  do.  And  if  they  undertake  such  work,  Government  will  only  be 
most  anxious  to  assist  them.  What  is  there  to  prevent  a  syndicate  of 
businessmen  being  now  formed  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  nego¬ 
tiation  with  Harveys,  for  the  purpose  ;f  laying  stock  of  yarn  and  for 
the  purpose  of  selling  it  at  a  legitimate  profit?  If  they  undertake  to 
do  that,  Government  will  be  most  glad  financially  and  other  vise  to  help 
that  syndicate.  How  is  Government,  that  impersonal  and  inefficient 
body,  to  collect  and  distribute  this  yarn?  What  are  the  businessmen 
of  Travancore  doing?  It  is  a  warning  and  an  appeal  and  I  trust  that 
it  will  be  heeded.

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  who  was  on  his  legs  when 
the  meeting  adjourned  must  have  been  in  his  seat  when  the  Assembly 
re-assembled, 

MH.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  it  has  never  been 
my  precedent  to  speak  in  support  of.  any  ofBper  of  the  State  irrespective 
,  of  whether  he  deserves  it  or  not.  But  in  this  case  I  have  to  make  a 
departure  from  that  precedent  for  reasons  more  than  one.  The 
corruption  prevailing  in  this  department  had  been  a  matter  for  serious 
and  slvere  complaint  in  this  house  for  a  decade  past.  The  charge  of 
corruption  has  been  directed  even  on  the  commissioners  who  were  in 
charge  of  the  department  before.  Bor  the  corruption  prevailing  in  the 
Excise  Department  the  present  incumbent  is  not  responsible.  It  is 
sajd  here,  Sir,  that  the  present  incumbent  is  too  lenient  an  officer  for 
the  post  of  an  Excise  Commissioner.  He  may  be  smiling  at  his  sub¬ 
ordinates,  he  may  not  be  rough  in  his  behaviour  towards  them,  and  he 
may  not  be  arrogant  towards  them.  But  one  thing  I  can  vouchsafe 
for  is  thatihe  is  very  strong  in  pen,  more  strong  in  action  when  instances 
of  corruption  were  brought  to  his  notice.  Has  he  ever  treated  lightly 
any  charge  of  corruption  proved.  On  the  other  hand  he  is  more 
strong  than  is  necessary.  I  shall  with  the  permission  of  the  house 
relate  an  instance  without  mentioning  names.  An  honourable  member 
of  this  house  pointed  out  to  the  Commissioner  that  one  of  tile  Assistant 
Excise  Commissioners  was  corrupt.  The  charge  was  proved  and  the 
result  was  that  he  had  to  retire  before  the  formal  termination  of  his 
service.  So  whether  it  was  the  Assistant  Excise  Commissioner  or  a 
peon  of  the  Department,  the  present  Commissioner  would  be  equally 
strong  in  hia  action  towards  the  delinquent. 

Another  point.  Sir,  which  I  wish  to  make  clear  is  this,  Deferences 
were  made  in  this  House  about  the  communal  aspect  of  the  question,  of 
corruption.  I  am  really  sorry  to  find  it  to  proceed  to  that  extent. 
Sir,  I  can  understand  the  policy  of  communal  representation  accepted 
in  the  Public  Service.  Although  I  am  one  who  is  not  a.  supporter  of 
communal  principles,  for  the  sake  of  policy,  I  have  never  uttered  any¬ 
thing  by  way  of  criticism  of  the  present  arrangement  of  communal 
representation  in  the  Public  Service.  Sir,  I  can,  if  necessary,  concede 
the  arguments  extended  for  territorial  representation,  I  will  concede 
also  Mr.  Kunjithoinmen’s  advocacy  of  the  distribution  of  land  on  com¬ 
munal-war  basis;  but  the  honourable  member’s  allegation  that  the 
Excise  Department  is  corrupt  because  it  is  predominated  by  a  com- 
aaunity  is  something  unbearable-  One  is  born  in  a  community  byway 
of  accident.  One  particular  officer  need  not  be  corrupt  because  he  is 
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bom  in  a  certain  community.  There  are  corrupt  honest  and  conscien¬ 
tious  officers  in  every  community,  Any  officer  belonging  to  any 
community  can  be  corrupt  if  he  is  so  inclined  by  temperament.  It 
depends  upon  his  individual  outlook,  upon  the  responsiveness  of  his 
conscience  and  to  his  individual  needs.  In  this  connection,  I. may  tell 
Mr-  Kunjithomman  that  the  majority  of  the  Excise  Inspectors  and 
Contractors  in  the  department  are  Christians.  But,  Sir,  I  do  not  want 
to  talk  ill  of  any  community.  Taking  a  communal  bias  in  the  matter 
of  corruption  is  very  very  unbearable,  is  carrying  the  insinuation  too 
far. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  show  that  the  crimes  are  on  the 
increase  since  the  present  incumbent  took  charge.  It  v, as  based  on 
the  reference  made  in  the  Administration  Report  of  1115  that  the 
number  of  detections  of  crimes  is  on  the  decrease-  Sir,  the  practice 
before  the  present  incumbent  took  charge  of  the  Department,  was  that 
every  Inspector  should  record  a  certain  number  of  detections  if  he  is  to 
be  promoted.  If  he  fails  to  do  so  he  will  be  taken  to  task.  So,  90 
pel'  ceut.  of  the  detected  cases  were  cooked  up  ones.  After  cooking  up 
a  case  an  Inspector  himself  would  remit  the  fine  for  the  so-called 
offender. 

M;i,  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  May  I  know  from  the  honourable  member 
whether  malpractices  among  the  subordinates  do  not  si  ill  persist  ? 

MR.  KANNANTHODATHU  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  .  Yes,  fur.  But  the 
practice  of  cooking  up  ca’ses  for  matter  of  promotion  is  being  strictly  dis¬ 
couraged.  That  is  exactly  the  reason  why  the  detected  number  of  ease:? 
is  on  the  decrease  since  he  took  charge.  The  present  Commissioner's 
surprise  inspections  and  severe  punishments  ha\e  by  this  time  instilled 
a  terror  in  the  minds  of  the  corrupt  officers  of  the  department  in  such  u 
way  that  every  moment  they  are  all  afraid  of  his  eagle  sweeping  down 
upon  them.  May  he  be  able  to  eradicate  the  evil  bist  by  bit.  With 
these  words  I  oppose  the  motion. 

IVlR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  rise  to  support  the  motion  for  the 
principle  underlying  it.  The  object  of  the  motion  is  to  point  out  the 
necessity  of  better  control  over  the  subordinate  officers.  What 
is  meant  from  this  is,  Sir,  that  a  sort  of  better  control  over  the  subordi- 
na‘e  officers  is  necessary  and  nothing  more  than  that.  But  itlis  regrettable 
to  find  that  another  colour  and  tone  were  given  to  the  motion  by  some 
of  the  members  who  spoke.  It  seems,  a  sort  of  attack  was  levelled 
against  the  head  of  the  department.  As  one  reads  the  motion  one 
cannot  understand  how  this  colour  can  be  given  to  it.  The  honour-  „ 
able  mover  of  the  motion  himself  might  have  only  meant . 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  Mr.  Kunji- 
thommen  has  just  now  arrived.  I  may  tell  him  that  it  is  incumbent 
upon  every  honourable  member  who  is  on  his  legs,  out  of  deference  to 
the  House,  to  send  word  that  he  is  not  able  to  come  at  the  proper  hour, 
or  be  here  in  time  when  the  debate  recommenced.  I  am  sorry  that  an 
experienced  legislator  like  Mr.  Kunjithommen  has  not  done  so, 

Mr.  THARIATHU  KUNJITHOMMEN:  ngjaabo  (syoruecoo  oroouwo 
coljy  tajtflannwIascTO . 
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PRESIDENT  :  Well,  Mr.  Kunjukrishnan  shall  proceed. 

MK.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  my  submission  is  that  in  the  course 
of  the  discussion  on  the  motion  a  different  colour  was  given  to  it.  Sir, 

I  am  nqt  one  of  those  who  say  that  the  present  Commissioner  has  not  ; 
got  the  necessary  experience  or  ability  to  control  his  subordinates 
properly.  It  was  also  said  in  this  House  that  he  is  kind  hearted.  Sir, 

I  do  not 'think  that  there  is  anything  to  prevent  the  head  of  a  depart¬ 
ment  from  being  kind  to  the  subordinates  or  to  the  public.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  what  we  require  is  an  officer  who  can  be  kind  and  at  the  same 
time  very  strict  and  relentless  when  the  question  of  duty  comes  up. 
And  in  the  execution  of  one’s  duty  one’s  kindness  of  heart  should  never 
stand  in  the  way.  So  far  as  nay  knowledge  about  the  present  Cornmis-. 
sioner  goes,  he  has  been  very  severe  and  very  relentless  in  meting  out 
justice,  Now  Sir,  it  was  also  suggested  that  he  is  partial  to  certain 
communities. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLA!  :  May  I  know  who 
suggested  that  the  present  Commissioner  is  partial  to  a  particular  com¬ 
munity  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Sir,  it  was  suggested  that  since  the 
members  of  a  particular  community  predominated  in  the  department, 
it  was  not  possible  to  mete  out  justice  in  all  cases. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from' the 
honourable  member  whether  the  present  Excise  Commissioner  has  any 
responsibility  for  the  personnel  of  the  department  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  was  referring  to  the  statement  made  by 
one  honourable  member  that  since  the  department  has  a  large  number 
of  officers  belonging  to  a  particular  community  proper  justice  is  not 
meted  out  in  all  cases.  What  I  want  to  say  in  this  connection  is  that 
even  some  honourable  members  of  this  House  had  to  face  illtreatment 
at  the  hands.of  the  subordinates  of  this  department.  This  is  a  matter 
which  has  to  be  seriously  looked  into.  Also  it  v,  as  stated  by  the  learned 
mover  of  the  motion  that  illtreatment  of  ordinary  people  at  the  hands 
of  the  subordinates  of  the  department  is  generally  occurring  in 
northern  Travancore.  I  would  submit,  Sir,  that  a  department  like  the 
Excise  Department  has  possibilities  for  corruption  and  the  subordinates 
of  this  department  are  prone  to  become  corrupt  more  easily  than  sub¬ 
ordinates  of  other  departments.  But  it  does  not  mean  from  that  that 
they  should  be  allowed  to  continue  malpractices.  I  would  submit  that 
the  present  Excise  Commissioner  has  been  doing  very  satisfactory  work 
in  this  direction  and  that,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  number  of  punishments 
of  subordinates  of  this  department  has  been  larger  during  the  time  of 
the  present  administration  than  in  previous  times.  But  I  would  con¬ 
clude  that  everything  is  not  well,  that  there  is  very  much  to  be  done 
in  the  field  of  corruption  being  removed  and  in  the  field  of  malpractices 
and  harsh  treatment  meted  out  to  citizens  being  removed.  I  Would 
respectfully  submit  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  one  of  the  major 
departments  where  the  subordinate  officers  have  to  come  in  daily 
contact  with  innumerable  persons  and  where  because  of  that  they  are 
prone  to  malpractice  and  corruption,  the  Head  of  the  department  and 
the  Government  may  very  seriously  consider  the  question  of  taking, 
early  measures  for  removing  these  malpractices  completely. 
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MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  before  the  House 
The  honourable  member  who  spoke  last  was  at  pains  to  make  out  that 
if  this  motion  is  carried,  it  would  only  mean  that  the  House  is  giving 
the  Excise  Commissioner  a  suggestion  that  he  may  control  his  sub¬ 
ordinates  in  a  better  manner.  But,  Sir,  according  to  me,  this  motion 
is  worded  in  such  a  way  that  it  tantamounts  to  a  censure  motion  upon 
the  present  Excise  Commissioner.  If  that  were  the  intention  of  the 
honourable  mover  of  the  motion,  then  there  is  nothing  wrong  in  the 
wording.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  intention  of  the  honourable 
mover  is  only  to  speak  about  the  corruption  that  is  certainly  prevailing 
in  the  department,  then  I  submit  that  the  wording  of  the  motion  is 

“Ti-  at  the  outset.  Sir,  I  consider  this  as  a  censure  motion 
and  consequently  I  oppose  it.  It  must  be  admitted,  as  I  said,  that 
there  is  a  lot  of  corruption  in  the  department.  This  department  is 
notorious  for  corruption  amoDg  subordinate  officers  and  that  practice 
of  corruption  prevailing  in  this  department  must  be  put  a  stop  to.  Any 
amount  of  speech  denouncing  corruption  that  is  prevailing  in  the 
department  would  not  be  ioo  much.  But,  the  present  Excise  Commis¬ 
sioner,  after  he  assumed  charge  of  the  department  has  done  ever 
so  many  things  to  put  a  stop  to  the  corruption  that  is  prevailing  in  the 
department.  Young  and  youthful  as  he  is,  he  has  in  his  own 
characteristic  youthful  manner  tried,  and  I  believe,  succeeded  in  no 
small  extent  in  putting  down  the  corruption  that  is  prevailing  in  the 
department.  At  page  70  of  the  Administration  Beport  of  the  Excise 
Department  is  given  the  statistics  of  the  punishments  Dieted  out  to  the 
subordinate  officers  by  the  present  Excise  Commissioner.  One  Inspector 
was  suspended;  a  Sub -Inspector  was  dismissed;  nearly  20  Petty 
Officers  were  suspended  and  promotion  barred  for  two_;  and  nearly 
forty  peons  were  suspended.  Bines  and  all  kinds  of  punishment  that 
have  been  meted  out  to  the  subordinates  in  the  department  are  given 
in  the  statistics  there.  While  on  ;he  one  hand  it  shows  that  the  present 
Excise  Commissioner  has  been  very  energetic  and  very  alert  to  find  out 
the  corruption  that  is  prevailing  in  the  department  and  to  mete  out  the 
necessary  punishments,  on  the  other  hand  it  shows  the  amount  of  cor¬ 
ruption  that  is  prevailing  in  the  (department. 

As  I  said  I  interpret  the  motion  before  the  House  as  a  censure 
motion  and  so  it  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  speak  something  about 
the  vigilance  with  which  the  Excise  Commissioner  has  beer,  discharg¬ 
ing  his  duties  and  these  statistics  would  be  proof  sufficient  to  show  that 
he  has  been  very  vigilant.  I  therefore  oppose  the  motion.

MR.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  (Nominated) :  Sir,  it  is  an  irony  of  fats 

that  our  Schools  and  Colleges  have  not  produced  proper  men  to  make 
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our  public  service  free  from  corruption.  Officialdom  is  not  in  any  way 
responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs.  I  think  there  is  no  necessity  for 
bringing  this  matter  in  an  Assembly  like  this.  Petty  Officers  are 
within  the  bounds  of  tipping  and  prone  io  malpractices.  If  such  cor¬ 
rupt  officers  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  head  of  the  administra¬ 
tion,  certainly,  I  think  he  would  have  taken  proper  steps  to  put  it  down 
by  meting  out  proper  punishment.  Prom  what  I  have  heard  from  the 
mover  of  the  cut  motion  no  such  thing  has  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Excise  Commissioner.  What  is  the  necessity  for  abusing  or 
condemning  an  officer  who  is  responsible  to  the  whole  State?  Why 
shp.uld  we  hold  him  responsible  for  the  mistakes  committed,  by  his  sub. 
ordinates  ?  I  know  that  if  any  complaint  is  brought  to  his  notice  he 
wifi  take  serious  action  without  caring  for  any  personality  or  office. 
The  way  in  which  he  has  dealt  with  the  question  of  salt-theft,  the  way 
in  which  salt  has  been  weighed  and  stored  now  even  against  the  op¬ 
position  of  influential  agencies,  would  show  that  he  is  zealously  doing 
his  work.  If  there  are  any  undesirable  elements  in  the  department 
it  is  up  to  us  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Head  of  the  department  and 
he  is  sure  to  take  prompt  action.  With  these  words  I  strongly  oppose 
the  motion.

Depaitment  and  he  has  not  been  able  to  suppress  that  corruption  com¬ 
pletely.  The  question  is  whether  the  Government  or  the  departmental 
head  am  able  to  suppress  the  corruption.  If  Government  punish  them 
under  the  Penal  Code  when  their  offences  are  proved  then  there  will  be 
less  of  corruption.  Sir,  under  Vein  Tampi  Dala,a,  offenders  were  cruelly 
punished  by  cutting  oft  their  fingers.  .  But  such  punishments  did  not 
suppress  corruption.  As  long  as  there  are  people  to  offer  bribes,  I 
think  there  will  be  officers,  especially  subordinate  officers,  willing  to 
accept  bribe.  Therefore  let  the  mover  plead  for  the  introduction  of 
compulsory  education  in  the  State  so  that  the  next  generation  will  be 
clean  and  brave  enough  to  stand  against  corruption.  Sir,  the  Head 
of  the  Department  is  an  able  and  young  Travaneorean.  We  Travan- 
coreans  have  much  hope  in  him.  If  herproves  to  be  a  misfit,  it  will 
be  a  great  misfortune  for  this  State,  With  these  words  I  support  the 
principle  of  the  motion.

PRESIDENT  :  The  debate  on  this  matter  has  taken  a  considerable 
time  and  I  see  that  there  are  other  honourable  members  who'want  to 
speak.  As  the  time  limit  of  the  demand  expires  at  3'1S  p.  M.  and 
as  in  the  nature  of  things  I  want  to  give  the  fullest  possible  scope  for 
the  Excise  Commissioner  to  expound  the  policy,  I  shall  only  call  upon 
one  or  two  members  and  I  would  invite  their  attention  to  be  very 
brief  in  their  remarks, 

HR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  that  the 
question  he  now  put.  , 

The  motion  that  the  question  be  put  was  put  and  carried. 

MR.*P.'  G.  NARAYANAN  UNNITHAN  :  Sir,  mention  has  been  made 
about  the  existence  of  corruption  in  the  department  not  only  in  this 
session  but  also  on  previous  occasions.  I  have  been  here  even  last  year 
this  time  and  I  do  not  remember  to  have  heard  that  things  were  worse 
than  before.  I  have  had  the  advantage  of  working  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  for  over  an  year  now  and  I  can  say  that  if  I  have  attempted  any¬ 
thing  most  earnestly  it  is  to  stop  corruption  preeminently.  In  this 
connection  I  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  honourable  members  to 
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page  70  of  the  Administration  report  for  1 115  and  see  for  themselves 
the  nature  of  punishments  inflicted  in  that  line.  In  the  year  1116 
also  I  had  the  painful  necessity  of  recommending  to  Government 
punishments  for  three  Inspectors.  Another  Sub-Inspector  also  has 
been  recommended  to  be  retired.  There  are  a  number  of  Petty 
Officers  and  Peons  who  have  suffered  because  of  their  own  misconduct. 

The  honourable  mover  referred  to  certain  unsatisfactory  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  taluk  of  Parur.  Pie  has  himself  and  Mr.  Kumaran  Vai- 
dyan  after  him  had  said  that  they  have  not  given  mo  any  information 
about  this.  Is  it  not  too  much  to  expect  from  me  that  I  should  take 
action  before  I  know  anything  about  it?  The  honourable  member  him¬ 
self  has  said  that  he  is  aware  of  one  occasion  at  least  »when  I  was 
making  enquiries  as  to  how  my  subordinates  were  behaving.  I  make 
always  surprise  inspections,  whether  at  Kumili  in  the  north-eastern 
boundary  of  Travancore  or  at  Angamaly,  the  northern  most  part  of 
Travancore.  I  had  occasion,  to  enquire  as  to  how  the  Customs  sub¬ 
ordinates  were  behaving.  There  are  over  74-  Customs  Houses  in  the 
State.  I  have  gone  to  all  these  Customs  Houses  more  than  once.  I 
havevisi'ed  all  the  Chowkeys  and  I  have  enquired  of  the  Chowkey- 
work  from  people  passing  those  Chowkeys  whether  they  are  coolies 
from  British  India  or  well-to-do  people  in  Parur.  There  were  a-  few 
occasions  when  I  was  able  to  find  out  that  the  Chowkey  Staff  were 
making  small  collections.  Deterrent  punishments  wore  meted  out  to  the 
subordinates  concerned  and  circulars  have  been  issued  to  all  Chowkey 
subordinates  to  the  effect  that  all  cases  of  malpractices  will  be  severely 
noticed.  Another  charge  made  out  was  that  the  subordinates  of  the 
Department  are  not  behaving  properly  to  the  public.  This  is  only 
another  part  of  the  same  charge.  I  sent  out  circulars  immediately  after 
I  took  charge  as  Excise  Commissioner  to  the  effect  that  customs  col¬ 
lection  being  an  irksome  one  it  has  to  be  done  with  the  greatest  amount 
of  courtesy  and  that  the  chowkey  officers  should  conduct  themselves 
properly  towards  the  public.  I  have  asked  the  Inspectors  to  select 
only  such  people  who  are  courteous  in  their  behaviour  to  the  public. 
As  regards  the  effect  of  these  instructions,'!  have  been  making  en-  1 
quiries  and  I  am  told  that  things  have  improved  considerably.  I 
understand  from  many  honourable  members  who  have  spoken  here 
that  things  have  improved  considerably.  The  question  is  whether 
it  could  not  be  completely  stopped.  When  I  find  that  things 
have  improved,  I  am  sure,  I  have,  got  legitimate  reason  to  be  happy. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  from  many  members  that  my  efforts  are  successful. 

It  is  necessarily  a  question  relating  to  the  condition  of  the  gene¬ 
ral  public.  It  is  only  if  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  against  whom  these  complaints  have  been  made,  feel  that  there 
should  not  be  any  corruption,  then  only  can  things  be  improved  per¬ 
manently.  We  can,  by  punishments,  certainly,  minimise  corruption 
and  I  have  been  doing  that.  For  the  rest,  we  have  to  look  up  to  the 
general  understanding  and  the  general  moral  level  of  the  people.  If 
they  do  not  want  to  improve,  themselves,  it  is  not  punishment  that  is 
going  to  improve  them  ultimately.  Such  improvement  must 
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necessarily  come  from  within-  What  could  be  done  by  punishment  is 
being  done  and  the  maximum  good  result  possible  will  be  achieved 
thereby. 

It  is  vary  rarely  that  I  get  information  about  corruption.  Some 
times  it  may  be  from  anonymous  or  pseudonymous  petitions.  These 
petitions  are  of  such  a  nature  that  it  is  not  possible  to  make  any  regular 
enquiries.  In  one  or  two  instances  some  contractors  sent  me  petitions. 
When  I  went  and  made  enquiries  they  gave  different  versions.  That 
being  so,  it  is  not  possible  to  get  proper  information.  I  think  that  must 
be  the  case  with  such  enquiry  in  other  offices  also.  When  anonymous  or 
false  information  is  received  it  is -not  possible  to  make  any  enquiries, 
In  this  connection  I  would  request,  as  I  have  requested  more  than  once 
that  the  honourable  members  should  inform  me  of  any  instance  of 
misconduct  that  may  be  brought  to  their  notice.  It  is  only  by  giving 
me  information  that  they  will  enable  me  to  conduct  investigations  and 
improve  the  morale  of  the  Department.  In  this  connection 
Mr.  Kumaran  Vlidyan  was  giving  instance  of  some  case,  which  it  was 
stated  was  concocted  by  some  officer.  I  have  no  information  of  that 
case  and  the  honourable  member  himself  has  said  that  he  has  not 
given  me  any  information  about  that  case  before.

I  have  not 
got  the  information.  There  was  nothing  preventing  the  honourable 
member  from  coming  to  me  the  next  morning,  if  on  the  previous 
evening  there  was  somebody  else  with  me.  There  was  no  representa¬ 
tion  from  any  one  who  was  alleged  to  have  been  badly  handled  by  the, 
concerned  Inspector.  As  regards  this  particular  Inspector  there  was 
no  complaint  about  him  brought  to  my  notioe.  On  the  other  hand- 
I  had  occasion  10  find  that  he  ;s  an  exceptionally  efficient  officer.

MR.  P.  G.  NARAYANAN  UNNITHAU  :  I  was  not  speaking  of  the  Be- 
serve  Inspector.  I  was  mentioning  about  this  particular  Inspector  that 
I  have  not  received  any  complaint  about  him. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P-  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Was  not  this  particular 
Inspector  responsible  for  the  detection  of  some  grave  smugsling  ? 

MR.  P.  G.  NARAYANAN  UNNITHAN :  Yes,  Sir,  while  he  Was  in  the 
C.  I.  D.  he  was  responsible  for  many  detections.  This  year  he  was 
able  to  detect  a-  case  of  attempted  smuggling,  of  a  pair  of  elephant 
tusks  for  which  Government  have  awarded  him  a  generous  reward  of 
Es.  100.  I  may  also  inform  the  House  that  it  is  in  the  range  under 
this  Inspector’s  charge  that  the  kisl  collection  has  been  completed  first . 
this  year, . 
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MR,  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  (a)  whether  any 
complaint  was  made  about  the  Sub-Inspector  at  Anchugramam  in  the 
Beeona  half  of  11 16,  (b)  whether  he  was  punished  and  (c)  the  nature  of 
the  offence  ? 

MR.  P.  G.  NARAYANAN  UNN1THAN  :  Sir,  if  the  honourable  member 
will  give  me  the  name  of  this  Sub-Inspector,  I  may  be  able  to  answer 

h,m'lWR.  SK.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  a 
fact  that  Pr.  Hilbaiah  complained  about  this  particular  Sub-Inspector? 

MR.  P.  G.  NARAYANAN  UMNSTHAN  :  The  honourable  member  has  not 
given  me  the  name  of  the  Sub-Inspector, 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  He  was  Sub-Inspector  only  for 
the  second  half  of  11 16. 

MR.  P.  G.  NARAYANAN  UNNITHAN  :  About  this  particular  Inspector,  if 
Mr.  liumarah  Yaidyan  will  give  me  sufficient  information,  certainly  I 
will  enquire  into  it. 

It  was  mentioned  here  that  the  Reserve  people  are  molesting 
the  pnblic  or  at  least  some  section  of  the  public  and  -that  there  is  an 
“ Idivandy ”  or  torture  lorry.  It  is  time  that  I  have  received  one  or 
two  complaints  about  this.  But  that  was  from  Yaikom  or  Vellore  and 
not  from  Parur.  I  have  not  received  any  complaint  that  the  Reserve 
people  are  molesting  anybody  in  Parur.  They  are  not  usually  moving 
about  in  Parur  at  all.  They  move  between  Vaikom  and  Perumbavoor. 

It  is  very  rarely  that  they  come  to  Parur  at  all.  There  was  one  com¬ 
plaint  at  Vellore  and  I  have  made  careful  investigation  into  it.  Apart 
from  transferring  a  few  subordinates,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  do 
anything  more.

PRESIDENT  :  The  time  for  putting  the  Demand  to  vote  is  very 
near.  Thera  are  only  two  minutes  more  and  I  wish  io  make  a  few 
remarks. 

I  have  said  very  often  that  Government  would  be  only  too  anxious 
not  to  let  corrupt  officers  go  scot-free  in  case  definite  and  accurate 
information  is  given.  Ever  since  that  statement  was  made  in  this 
House'by  me,  I  have  not  yet  received  one  single  communication  of  the 
kind  advocated.  Nevertheless,  where  Government  had  occasion  to - 
doubt  the  honesty  of  an  officer  even  apart  from  legal  proof  of  corrup¬ 
tion,  Government  have  followed  the  policy  of  telling  those  officers  that 
it  is  left  to  them  to  accept  an  open  enquiry  or  immediately  to  put  in 
their  petition  for  retirement.  Two  or  three  officers  have  taken  advan¬ 
tage  of  that  offer  and  have  applied  for  retirement,  for  instance,  one 
even  yesterday.  But  it  appears  to  me,  as  the  Excise  Commissioner 
stated,  that  the  fullest  cooperation  is  necessary  between  the  public  and 
the  honourable  members  of  this  House  and  the  Heads  of  Departments 
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in  this  matter.  If  for  instance,  details  with  regard  to  the  case  men¬ 
tioned  here  had  been  famished  to  the  Head  of  the  Department,  he 
could  have  made  some  investigation  and  then  come  to  a  decision,  j 
have  received  a  number  of  petitions  charging  officers  with  corruption, 
I  have  sent  them  down  to  the  Heads  of  tho  Departments  concerned  to 
make  enquiries,  and  they  say  that  it  is  either  anonymous  or  pseudony¬ 
mous.  Nobody  would  cpme  forward  to  give  evidence.  A  little  more 
thoroughness  and  accuracy  is  needed  in  making  allegations.  A  little 
more  willingness  to  bear  the  trouble  necessary  to  substantiate  their 
allegations  is  needed  on  the  part  of  those  who  bring  forward  such 
charges  of  corruption,  I  invite  the  co-operation  of  the  public  in  this 
matter, 

MR.  K.P.  KOCKUKORA  THARAKAN  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn.

Mr.  KANNANTHOUATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  I  am  rather  inclined 
to  oppose  the  motion.  Hitherto  I  have  never  opposed  any  motion  for 
communal  'representation  in  Public  Service.  Every  friend  of  mine 
Who  knows  me  knows  well  that  I  have  been  strictly  non-communal  in 
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thought,  word  and  deed.  I  have  hitherto  only  tried  to  co-operate  with 
any  attempt  at  the  adoption  of  communal  representation  in  Public 
Service,  for  I  felt  that  it  was  quite  necessary  for  intercommunal 
harmony.  But  that  co-operation  has  now  been  deliberately  understood 
to  be  weakness.  Weakness  is  the  last  attribute  myself  and  my  com¬ 
munity  want-  Now  I  find  that  I  should  oppose  this  motion.  Neither 
Mr.  Kunjithommen  who  spoke  before  me,  nor  any  body  else  had 
referred  to  communal  co-operation  as  an  inevitable  result  of  communal 
representation.  Sir,  I  have  already  mentioned  that  my  conviction  has 
always  been -that  it  was  the  acceptance  of  the  principle  of  communal 
representation  that  deteriorated  the  Public  ‘Service  of  the  State. 
Corruption  is  greatly  perceptible  in  the  service  now.  Even  though 
I  had  that  conviction,  I  had  been  keeping  quiet  for  the  last  three  years 
as  a  matter  of  policy.  Now  I  do  not  want  to  keep  that  idea  to  myself. 
I  don't  want  to  swallow  anything  against  my  conviction  hereafter 
because  it  does  not  receive  the  grace  it  ought  to  receive* 

Mr.  P,  KUNJUKR1SHNAN :  Poes  my  friend  say  that  before  the 
acceptance  of  communal  representation  there  was  no  corruption  ? 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAiR  :  I  will  come  to  the 
point  later  on.  If  the  honourable  member  will  be  patient  enough  to 
hear  what  all  I  have  to  say  I  shall  be  speaking  exactly  about  that 
subject. 

it  is  accepted  on  all  hands  that  the  principle  of  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  has  been  accepted  by  Government.  But  my  honourable 
friend  Mr.  Kunjithommen,  with  his  experience  for  the  last  29  years  in 
the  legislature,  has  always  spoken  only  for  the  Syrian  Catholics  and 
Syrian'  Catholics  alone  though  representing  a  general  constituency.

Even  if  I  include  the  members  of  the  Legislatures  as  officials 
the  number  is  only  25,100.  When  these  appointments  are  distributed 
among  the  '60  lakhs  of  people,  I  do  not  know  what  my  honourable 
friend,  who  advocates  the  cause  of  communal  representation,  will  do 
for  the  remaining  59'75  lakhs.  Naturally  these  offices  and  member¬ 
ships  can  go  only  to  the  rich  and  powerful  amoDg  those  communities; 
for  they  only  and  not  the  commoner  has  a  chance  to  invest  for  educa¬ 
tion  and  other  attainments  so  much  so  when  these  communalists  say 
that  the  appoin'ments  should  go  on  a  castewar  basis  only  their  relatives 
and  friends  are  able  to  secure  it.  That  is  exactly  what  they  fight  for 
each  man’s  effort  is  to  hisown  economic  and  other,  means  of  beitermen 
and  hence  his  neighbour  is  not  in  any  way  benefited  by  the  conferment 
of  the  appointment  or  membership .  The  result  is  that  the  mute 
masses,  say  59 '75  lakhs  of  them,  who  contribute  to  the  State  purse 
for  its  expenses  go  without  any  benefit.  This  is  the  equity  in  the 
principle  of  communal  representation ,

JHR,  s.  RAMAKRISHNA  AIYAR :  Sir,  these  Assistant  Peishkars  and 
the  Assistant  Secretaries  belong  to  ,the  same  combined  cadre  of 
Assistant  Peishkars  and  Assistant  Secretaries.  Appointments  to  this 
cadre  are  not  ordinarily  made  by  direct  recruitment.  These  officers 
are  appointed  mostly  by  promotion  from  the  cadre  of  Taksiidars  and 
Secretariat  Superintendents  who  have  acquired  enough  experience  in 
revenue  work.  Seniority  and  efficiency  are  the  criteria  for  the  pro¬ 
motion.  The  principle  of  communal  representation  has  been  accepted 
only  in  the  matter  of  initial  recruitments  under  the  Public  Sevviqe 
Recruitment  Rules.  It  will  be  very  hard  to  deny  promotion  to 
Tahsildars  with  ripe  experience.  It  is  true,  Sir,  that  in  the  Revenue 
Department,  all  communities  had  not  been  properly  represented! 
But  since  the  separation  of  the  Devaswom  from  the  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment,  adequate  representation  is  given  to  all  the  communities  and 
there  has  been  improvement.  At  present  in  the  combined  cadre  of 
Assistant  Peishkars  and  Assistant  Secretaries,  there  are  l  Brahmin, 

5  Nairs,  3  other  specified  Hindus,  1  Ezhava  and  3  Christians.  As  I 
have  already  submitted,  these  officers  are  recruited  mainly  from  the 
cadre  of  Tahsildars  and  appointments  to  the  Tahsildar’s  cadre  are 
mostly  from  the  grade,  of  Magistrates.  If  we  look  into  the  number  of 
Tahsildars  and  Magistrates  together,  at  present  there  are  48  of  them,  i 
of  whom  8  are  Brahmins,  13  Nairs,  4  other  Hindus,  3  Ezhavas, 

4  Muhammedans  and  16  Christians.

|«B.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  Sir,  I  move, 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs  68,800  for  establishment  by  Be.  1. 

My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to.  discuss  the  necessity  for 
appointing  information  clerks  in  the  division  Offices.  I  have  brought 
this  motion  with  a  view  to  point  out  the  practical  difficulties  that  are 
being  felt  by  the  ryots.  Often  they  have  to  go  to  the  Division 
Cutcherry  for  information  on  various  matters.  But  at  present  there  is 
none  there  to  give  them  any  information.  Any  information  that  they 
are  able  to  get-  is  due  to  the  mercy  of  any  clerk  in  the  Cutcherry. 
But,  as  a  matter  of  right,  the  ryot  cannot  demand  any  information. 
Now,  there  is  ample  scope  for  corruption  iu  the  department.  The 
clerk  that  gives  the  information  can  easily  get  remuneration,  but  that 
is  not  by  just  means,  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  clerk  is  specially  ap- 
pointed  for  giving  information  a  fee  may  be  charged  upon  any  ryot 
who  comes  for  information.  If  information  has  to  be  supplied,  Gov¬ 
ernment,  as  a  matter  of  right,  can  levy  a  fee  for  that  information. 

This  difficulty  of  the  ryot  is  not  only  in  respect  of  the  Division 
Cutcherry,  it  is  the  same  in  the  Taluk  Office  also.  The  ordinary,  ryqfcs 
have  to  go  to  the  Taluk  Office  also  for  information  ofivarious  kind*,  but, 
as  I  have  stated  already  at  present,  there  is  none  there  to  give  the 
required  information.  But  if  such  a  clerk,  a3  I  have  suggested  is 
appointed,  in  each  Taluk  Office  and  in  each  Division  Cutcherry  and  if 
it  is  their  duty  to  give  the  necessary  information,  the  ryots  will  nut 
experience  any  difficulty, 

Mr.  KQTTAUL  Pi  ABRAHAM  '■  To  What  matters  will  the  informa* 
tion  relate  ?  . 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  ;  It  will  relate  to  various  toattets, 
The  information  may  be  required  in  respect  of  some  puduval  matter 
or  some  application  on  matters  dealt  with  in  the  Division  Cutcherry, 
We  know  that  petitions  are  not.  always  presented  through  Advocates  ot 
Vakils.  Very  often  they  are  presented  by  the  ryots  themselves. 

Mb.  M.  R,  NARAYANA  P1LLAI :  Is  there  not  a  Sheristadar  in  the 
Division  Cutcherry  ? 

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY :  There  is,  but  I  do  not  think  it 
is  his  duty  to  give  information  connected  with  all  the  papers  dealt  with 
in  the  Cutcherry.  Now,  as  a  matter  of  right,  nobody  can  go  to  him 
arid  ask  him  to  supply  the  information.  If  approached,  he  may  say 
that  the  matter  is  being  attended  to  by  some  clerk  and  that  that  clerk 
should  be  approached. .  There  may  be  good ’people  who  readily  givs 
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the  information.  But,  as  a  matter  of  right,  nobody  can  now  demand 
of  them  any  information.  If  an  information  clerk  is  appointed  and  he 
is  approached  for  information  which  is  not  immediately  available,  he 
may  toll  the  ryot  that  he  can  get  the  information  if  he  comes  after  a 
few  days.  I  think  that  will  be  a  useful  plan  and  that  will  also  contri¬ 
bute  very  much  to  ;he  prevention  of  corruption  in  the  subordinate 
offices  in  the  Revenue  Department.  It  will  certainly  be  very  useful 
to  the  people.,  I  would  not  have  tabled  this  motion  but  for  the  actual 
difficulties  felt  by  the  ryots.  As  an  experiment,  the'  plan  might  be  ■ 
introduced  in  one  Division  Cutcherry  and  in  one  Taluk  Office. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI :  Is  it  not  likely  that  such 
an  information  clerk  will  divulge  confidential  information  ? 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  I  do  not  suggest  that  informa¬ 
tion  of  a  confidential  and  secret  nature  should  be  given.  . 

MR.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  What  is  the  sort  of  infor¬ 
mation  that  he  should  give  ?  Is  it  whether  a  petition  has  been  re¬ 
jected  or  admitted  or  what  stage  it  is  or  whether  a  particular  officer  in 
supporting  it  or  opposing  it  or  what  particular  note  a  clerk  has  put  up  ? 

Mr.,  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  The  information  is  not  in 
regard  to  the  note  of  the  clerk  or  the  nature  of  that  note.  Suppose,  on 
account  of  some  technical  defect,  a  petition  is  recorded.  Who  is  there 
in  the  Cutcherry  now  to  give  that  information  to  the  petitioner  ?  But 
if  a  special  clerk  is  appointed,  such  information  will  be  forthcoming. 

MR.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  If  a  petition  is  defective,  it 
is  rejected.  If  it  is  done  by  the  District  Magistrate  or  the  Division 
Peishkav,  it  is  done  in  the  open  court  and  everything  that  is  done  in 
Jhe  open  court  known  to  the  public. 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  With  regard  to  revenue  matters, 
very  often  orders  are  not  passed  in  open  court.  It  is  only  in  the 
executive  capacity  that  orders  are  being  passed.

This  cold 
storage  plant  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  23  or  24  thousand  rupees  in 
the  hope  and  expectation  that  people  who*  deal  in  fish  will  gather  to¬ 
gether  and  for  the  purpose  of  preservation  of  the  fish,  take  advantage  of 
this  cold  storage.  No  such  organisation  has  been  formed  and  the  public 
are  taking  no  interest.  More  than  that,  such  interest  as  was  originally 
taken  was  frustrated  by  .mischievous  efforts.  Even  now  the  cold  storage 
is  there  and  it  ought  to  be  utilised  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  fish  so 
that  it  may  be  distributed  under  cold  storage  transport  .conditions  to 
the  rest  of  the  State.  This  is  a  very,  dear  desire  of  the  Government. 
If  the  initial  loss'is,  not  twenty  thousand  but  fifty  thousand  or  even  a 
lakh  of  rupees,  Government  are  prepared  to  help  in  the  endeavour  to 
transport  fish  in  a  wholesome  condition  to  the  interior  of  the  State 
dealing  with  the  cold  storage  plant  as  a  centre  for  preservation  and 
distribution  so  that  the  fish  industry  is  made  one  of  the  major  indus¬ 
tries  in  the  State.  Honourable  members  who  are  interested  in  the 
industry  have.not  evinced  any  real  interest  in  this  problem..  It  is 
hoped  that  they  will  do  so  in  future.

Mr.  S.  RAMAKRISHNA  AIYAR  t  Sir,  ,  at  the  Joint  Session  of  the 
Legislature  on  Monday  last,  the  Dewan-President  explained  clearly  the 
attitude  of  Government  in  the  matter  of  encroachments  on  Govern¬ 
ment  lands.  Government  have  issued  circular  instructions  defining  and., 
clarifying  the  policy  of  Government  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of 
encroachments,  and  making  it  clear  that  there  should  be  no  compunc¬ 
tion  with  regard  to  encroachments  deliberately  effected  and:. that  no¬ 
plea  of  length  of  time  for  which  such  encroachers  were  in  occupation 
or  of  the  absence  of -objection  by  the  -departments  concerned  could  b.e 
accepted  for  the  grant  of  any  concession  to  the  unauthorised  occupants. 
Government  have  also  told  the  officers  that  hncro'achments  should  bW 
detected  promptly  when  they  occur -and  dealt  with  firmly  and  that 
eviction  should  be  the  rule  and  not  the  exception.  They  have  also 
been  told  that  as  huthagapuUa-m  leases  of  such  encroac’hments  are  a 
direct  incitement  to  trespass,  no  proposal  for  lease  even  temporarily 
should  be  entertained.  As  thus  the  policy  of  Government  in  the 
matter  has  been  clearly  defined  and  the  officers  directed  to  take,  prompt 
steps  to  carry  out  this  policy,  it  is  hoped  that  the  tendency  to  squat 
on  poramboke  land  by  adjoining  land  holders  will  he  effectively 
checked. 
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As  regards  the  specific  instances  pointed  out,  reports  will  be  called 
for  from  the  departments  concerned  and  the  matter  considered  in  all  its

PRESIDENT  !  Order,  order.  In  this  connection,  there  is  anathei 
phenomenon  to  which  I  must  draw  attention.  During  the  last  six 
months  or  a  year,  I  have  had  the  grest  pleasure  of  hearing  a  large 
Dnnibsr  of  legal  practitioners  with  regard  to  these  encroachments.  My 
uniform  statement  to  them  has  been  that  as  a  professional  man  I  would 
always  be  glad  if  lawyers  get  some  fees  from  their. clients  but  that  the 
policy  with  regard  to  encroachments  will  be  the  same,  and  generally 
the  petitions  have  been  rejected  in  the  great  majority  of  the  cases.' 
Apparently,  there  is  an  idea  afloat  that  a  prayer  for  kuthagapattam 
lease  as  a  kind  of  alternative  may  sometimes  be  of  avail.As  far  as  possi¬ 
ble,'  Government’s  intentions  would  be  that  excepting  in  excepsional 
cases  where  there  has  been  absolute  bonafides  or  justifiable  ignorance, 
Kuthagapattam  will  not  be  thought  of  as  an  alternative  expedient 
The  policy  of  Government  has  been  clear  and  it  is  hoped  that  people 
Will  not  waste  more  money  on  efforts  to  get  round  the  Government’s 
declared  policy.

This  is  intended  to  discuss  the  urgent  necessity  for  the  creation  of 
tt  sejjaMte.Chengannur  tftl.uk,  oi  the  establishment  of  a  Sub-Treasury  at 
Chengannur.,^  Sir,  this,  is  not.  ft  new  question  so  far  as  this  House  is, 
ocu^ypgd,  Th@, , object  of  motion.ia  obvious; 
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MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  how  this 
question  can  be  brought  under  Travelling  allowance? 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  The  question  of 
creating  a  separate  Chengnnuv  taluk  would  have  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  Government  if  the  Division  Peishkar  travels  in  those  parts. 
He  would  be  convinced  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  establishing  a  taluk. 
If  he  travels  properly  and  conducts  an  effective  inspection  of  the  records 
maintained  in  the  taluk  offices  under  him  he  would  be  convinced  of  the 
various  difficulties  and  inconveniences  that  the  public  have  been  put-  to 
on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  separate  Chengannur  taluk. 

PRE81DENT  :  The  honourable  member  may  proceed. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  it  has  become  almost 
impossible  for  the  Tiruvalla  Tahsildar  to  discharge  his  official  duties 
satisfactorily.  For,  in  the  Tiruvalla  taluk  there  are  at  present  27 
Pakuthies,  and  I  do  not  think  any  other  taluk  contains  so  many 
Pakuthies-  Sir,  in  point  of  population  also  the  taluk  has  about  4,C0,000 
people.  It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  by  means  of 
interpellations  and  cut  motions  and  also  to  the  notice  of  the  Dewans  of 
the  State  on  two  occasions  when  they  were  touring  in  those  parts  the 
absolute  necessity  for  a  separate  Chengannur  taluk.  Sir,  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  any  reason  finds  it  impossible  just  at  present  to  create  a 
separate  Chengannoor  taluk,  the  public  there  will  be  satisfied  if  a  Sub- 
Treasury  is  established  there.  The  question  of  expenditure  for  the 
establishment  of  a  separate  taluk  is  not  a  very  serious  one.  There  are 
two  Magistrates,  the  First  Class  and  Second  Class  Magistrates  and  it 
will  be  easy  and  convenient  if  this  work  is  entrusted  to  one  of  them. 
Only  one  or  two  clerks  and  some  menial  servants  Will  have  to  be 
appointed  for  the  purpose.  When  we  consider  the  number  of  public 
institutions  in  Chengannur,  one  can  imagine  the  difficulties  the  public 
are  put  to  on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  Sub-Treasury  there.  We 
have  got  a  First  Class  Magistrate’s  Court,  a  Second  Class  Magistrate’s 
Court,  a  Munsifi’s  Court,  several  Educational  institutions,  Devaswom 
Group  Superintendent’s  Office,  Office  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  Police,  Sub-Registry  Office  and  an  Excise  Inspector’s  Office. 
Money  has  to  be  deposited  in  and  withdrawn  from  the  Thiruvalla 
treasury.  These  ©fficers  will  have  to  send  money  through  their  peons 
and  withdraw  money  through  the  peons  who  are  getting  Rs.  9  or  Rs.  10 
a  month.  When  we  consider  the  distance  from  the  northernmost  part 
of  the  taluk  to  the  southernmost  part  of  the  Thiruvalla  taluk  then  also 
the  necessity  for  a  separate  Sub-Treasury  in  Chengannur  will  be 
evident.  Sir,  I  have  repeatedly  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention 
of  Government  from  1108  forward.  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
had  been  assuring  us  that  the  matter  will  be  favourably  decided  during 
the  course  of  this  year.  In  1115,  during  the  Budget  Session,  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner,  on  behalf  of  Government,  assured  me  that 
favourable  reports  have  been  submitted  to  the  Government  and  that 
the  matter  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government.  Sir,  till  this 
paoment  this  question  hag  not  been  decided.  We  aj:e  not  very  parti* 
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cnlar  at  this  juncture  for  the  creation  of  a  separate  taluk  at  Chengannur. 
It  is  highly  necessary  that  a  separate  Sub-Treasury  is  established  at 
Chengannur  and  the  cost  of  it  will  only  he  very  nominal  to  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  am  given  to  understand  that  the  Deputy  or  Assistant  Accoun¬ 
tant  General,  who  had  been  to  Thiruvalla  for  inspection  recently,  had 
to  remain  in  the  Treasury  very  late  in  the  night  on  all  the  days  of  his 
.stay  there,  on  account  of  the  very  heavy  business  the  Treasury  had  to 
transact  daily.  So,  mytsubmission  is  that  the  establishment  of  a 
separate  Sub-Treasury  at  Chengannur  will  substantially  relieve  the 
work  of  the  Thiruvalla  Sub-Treasury.  I  would  therefore  commend 
my  motion  for  the  unanimous  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILL Al  {Tinmalla)  ■  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 
Last  year  also  the  same  point  was  raised  and  there  was  some  silent 
understanding  between  the  Land  Kevenue  Commissioner  and  the 
mover.  But  nothing  has  happened  till  now  as  a  result  of  the  under¬ 
standing.  This  year  also  the  same  thing  should  not  be  repeated.  It 
is  very  essential  that  there  should  be  a  separata  Sub-Treasury  if  Gov¬ 
ernment  do  not  find  it  possible  to  have  a  separate  taluk.  Sir,  I  have 
stated  all  my  arguments  last  year.  I  do  not  want  to  repeat  them 
again  here.  I  support  the  motion.

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PRESIDENT  :  It  is  rather  interesting  to  hear  about  the  ‘silent’ 
understanding  referred  to  by  Mr.  M.  B-  Narayana  Pillai,  The  facts

What  Mr.  Bamachandra  Kao  seems  to  have  said  on  the  l^t 
occasion  runs  thus  ;  • 

“But  at  present  I  oannot  recommend  that  Chengannur  should  be 
made  a  distinct  and  separate  taluk.  The  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  has  already  recommended  that  there  should  be 
a  separate  treasury  at  Chengannur  and  the  matter  is  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Government,,, 

Mr  Velayudhan  Pillai  has  said  as  follows 

"In  view  of  the  sympathetic  assurance .  (Then  the  Dewan 

interposed;  —  and  in  view  of  the  leakage  of  the  news)  given 
by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the 
motion.”

Mr.  S.  RAMAKRISHNA  AIYAR  :  The  matter  is  under  consideration 
by  Government  and  it  will  be  disposed  of  as  soon  as  possible. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  may  remember  that  there 
is  no  private  understanding  in  the  matter  and  that  the  Government 
have  noted  the  importance  of  the  matter.

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion  viz. 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  70,560  for  Division  Cntoherries  by  Ro.  1. 

My  object  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  shifting  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Quilon  Division  to  Mavelikara.  I  beg  to  submit  that 
the  head-quarters'  of  the  Quilon  Division  is  now  at  Quilon  and  that  is 
at  one  end  of  the  District.  The  division  head-quarters  should  as  far  as 
possible  be  centrally  located  so  that  it  may  command  the  convenience 
of  people  of  the  taluks  comprised  in  it.  Now  Quilon  being  in  a  corner 
of  the  District  there  are  great  many  inconveniences  to  the  people  of 
that  Division.  Mavelikara  is  a  central  place  and  if  the  head-quarters 
is  shifted  there,  it  will  be  a  very  convenient  arrangement. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  How  is  it  a  more  central 
place  ? 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI;  Because  Mavelikara  is  located  in  a 
central  position. 

PRESIDENT :  Is  there  not  a  difficulty  about  the  buildings  in  regard 
to  the  housing  of  other  departments  of  Government  ? 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Yes,  Sir.  But  the  Government  would 
very  easily  put  up  buildings  for  housing  Government  offices.  . 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  hag  any  objection  for  shifting  the  head¬ 
quarters  to  Chengannnr  l1 

Mr.  P  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  But  Mavelikara  is  more  important  and 
occupies  a  more  central  position. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI;  What  is  the  distance 
between  Quilon  and  Shertalla  ? 
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Kr  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  .Tust  over  80  miles, 

HR.'  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Ghangamohernj  cum 
Vearmade)  •  May  I  know  the  distance  from  Mavelikara  to  Sbertalla? 

'  HR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  50  miles. 

I  think  Mavelikara  is  a  m<*e  central  place  for  the  Quilon  District 
and  it  commands  the  conveniences  of  the  public  in  a  greater  measure. 

That  being  so,  it  is  highly  desirable  to  fix  Mavelikara  as  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  Quilon. 

HR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI ;  What  is  the  distance  of 
Shencottah  from  Mavelikara  and  can  it  be  said  that  Mavelikara  is  a 
central  place  so  far  as  Shencottah  is  concerned? 

•  Mr.  P-  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  No  place  can  be  located  at  an  exactly 
central  position  to  all  the  taluks  comprised  in  a.  division- 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADHANABHA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  why  not? 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  It  is  practically  impossible. 

Mr,  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Is  it  a  mathematical 
impossibility  or  a  psychological  impossibility  ? 

PRESIDENT  .  It  may  be  an  Architectural  impossibility. 

MR,  P.  KDNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir  I  oppose  the  motion  for  shifting  the 
headquarters  of  the  Quilon  Division  to  Mavelikara. 

Quilon  is  a  very  important  town  and  there  are  jeasy  facilities  for 
reaching  the  place  from  other  taluks  so  far  as  the  people  are  concerned, 
People  who  want  to  come  from  outside  Travancore  also  feel  the  conve¬ 
nience  of  reaching  Quilon  quickly.  Quilon  which  has  natural  advan¬ 
tages  has  been  of  late  much  neglected  by  the  authorities  concerned.  In 
former  times,  Quilon  was  one  of  the  most  important  sea  ports  of  the 
West  Coast  of  India. 

PRESIDENT  :  Prom  the  historical  point  of  view,' according  to  the 
member,  Mavelikara  is  more  important.  It  is  the  present  day  conve¬ 
nience  which  has  come  up  for  discussion, 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  for  years  past  there  have  been  repre¬ 
sentations  from  the  people  of  Quilon  to  construct  a  port  there.  It 
seems  the  matter  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government  and  it  is  up 
to  them  to  see  that  a  place  like  Quilon  which  has  natural  advantages 
and  which  provides  facilities  for  people  to  come  from  outside  quickly 
and  to  their  advantage,  should  be  allowed  to  develop  in  all  directions. 
Now,  it  appears  that  certain  courts  have  been  taken  away  from  there 
and  the  jurisdiction  of  the  existing  courts  has  been  minimised.  To 
that  extent  the  importance  of  Quilon  has  gone  down:  Here  comes 
another  proposal  to  shift  even  the  headquarters  of  the  division  to  Ma¬ 
velikara.  I  submit  that  it  will  dwindle  the  importance  of  Quilon  to  a 
greater  extent  so  much  so  that  Quilon  will  become  an  insignifioant 
place.  The  State  will  lose  its  prestige  and  position  and  thereby  the 
State  will  be  affected  to  an  enormous  extent.  On  account  of  industrial, 
commercial,  educational  and  economic  developments,  Quilon  holds  a 
a  really  effective  and  central  position  in  the  State.  These  facts  will 
show  that  Quilon  deserves  encouragement  and  not  discouragement 
from  Government  and  the  public.  We  also  find  that  a  number  of  pew 
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industries  and  businesses  are  cropping  up  in  these  days  both  in  and 
around  Quilon  so  much  so  there  is  increase  even  in  the  revenues  of 
the  State.  I  also  submit  that  Quilon  and  its  suburbs  are  inhabited 
by  very  industrious  and  intelligent  sections  of  the  people  of  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maharaja.  In  many  respects  Quilon  is  the  most  important 
town  next  to  Trivandrum.  In  answer  to  an  interpellation  here  relating 
to  the  revenues  derived  from  telephone,  it  was  found  that  Quilon  gives 
the  largest  revenue  second  only  to  Trivandrum.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  it  will  be  only  fitting  that  Quilon  is  given  as  much  encourage¬ 
ment  as  possible.  It  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  Government  or  the 
state  to  take  away  one  institution  after  another  from  such  an  import¬ 
ant  place  as  Quilon.  I  would  very  much  recommend  that  instead  of 
this  shifting  the  headquarters,  some  more  Government  institutions  be 
installed  in  Quilon  thus  developing  the  potential  capacity  of  that  town. 

Then  the  honourable  member  who  urged  for  shifting  the  division 
headquarters  said  that  there  are  places  far  removed  from  that  town 
and  thereby  inconvenience  is  caused  to  the  people  inhabiting  those 
parts.  He  also  said  in  answer  to  a  querry  that  Shertalla  is  over  70 
miles  away  from  Quilon.  Then  he  answered  that  Mavelikara  which 
is  centrally  situated  according  to  him  is  also  50  miles  away  from  Sher- 
tilia.  In  that  case,  how  are  we  to  be  convinced  of  the  so-called  central 
situation  that  Mavelikara  occupies.  All  these  show  that  uo  convinc¬ 
ing  argument  has  been  advanced  for  shifting  the  division  headquarters 
to  Mavelikara,  In  these  circumstances  I  would  request  my  friend  to 
withdraw  his  motion.  I  also  feel  that  the  honourable  members  of  this 
House  will  wholeheartedly  agree  with  me  in  thinking  that  encourage¬ 
ment  should  be  provided  for  further  development  of  the  town  of  Quilon. 

I  appeal  to  this  honourable  House  to  throw  out  the  motion. 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  cum  Kottarahara) ;  Sir,  I  feel  I 
must  most  emphatically  oppose  this  motion,  Quilon  is  one  of  the 
most  important  towns  in  Travaneore  and  historically  its  importance 
dates  from  centuries.  Even  the  Malabar  ora  is  called  after  the  name 
of  the  town.  The  head-quarters  of  the  Division  has  been  located  at 
Quilon  ever  since  the  division  came  into  being.  Its  natural  facilities  are 
well  knov/n.  Its  location  is  in  a  most  convenient  and  healthy  ,  place, 
its  importance  and  commercial  and  industrial  pre-eminence  also  are 
well  known. 

To  remove  the  headquarters  of  a  large  division  it  must  be  shown 
cither  that  its  present  location  is  inconvenient  to  a  majority  of  the 
population  of  the  area  or  at  least  that  some  other  locality  is  more  suited 
for  locating  the  head  quarters.  No  representation  has  been  made  by 
the  people  pointing  out  these  difficulties.  Neither  of  these  has  been 
proved  by  my  honourable  friend.  There  is  one  other  serious  difficulty 
if  the  headquarters  is  shifted  to  Mavelikara)  because  Mavelikara  is  not 
situated  on  any  of  the  main  routes  while  Quilon  is  situated  on  the  main 
routes  of  communication,  by  road,  rail  and  water  It  is  not  supplied 
with  the  amenities  of  even  a  town.  Of  course,  it  is  historically  an  im¬ 
portant  place,  but  not  so  old  or  important  as  the  town  of  Quilon.  My 
friend,  I  fear,  has  not  taken  these  factors  into  consideration  When 
sending  up  the  cut  motion.  It  is  out  of  sheer  local  patriotism  that.  be._ 
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[Mr.  S.  Narayana  Pillai.] 

has  moved  the  motion,  Of  late,  Quilon  has  been  losing  its  importance 
on  account  of  that  lack  of  sympathy  which  Quilon  deserves  from  Go¬ 
vernment.  The  recent  transfer  of  certain  civil  courts  from  Quilon  has 
affected  that  to wd  materially  and  economically.  It  will  not  be  long 
before  an  agitation  will  be  set  up  by  the  people  of  Quilon  for  the  re¬ 
transfer  of  those  offices  which  were  taken  away  from  Quilon.  With 
these  words,  I  very  strongly  oppose  the  motion. 

.  Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion  of  Mr.  P, 
Narayana  Pillai.  Geographically,  historically,  scientifically  and  mathe¬ 
matically  too  (Laughter),  Mavelikaia  is  more  a  central  place  in  the 
Division  than  any  other  place.  Shertallai  and  Banni  are  nearer  to 
Mavelikara  than  Quilon.  From  Shertallai  one  can  go  to  Quilon  through 
Mavelikara. 

Mr.  P.  KUN JUKRISHIMAN:  Mav  I  know  by  which  way? 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  Through  the  Quilon  Mavelikara-Sher- 
talla  road. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  May  I  know  whether  one  has  to  go  to 
Mavelikara  for  that  purpose? 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  If  he  wants  to  passthrough  Maveli¬ 
kara,  he  can  do  that. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  ;  May  I  know  the  natural  direct  route? 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ;  That  is  the  main  land-route  so  far  as 
I  am  aware. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Is  it  not  Thattarambalam  that  is  on  the 
way? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Thattarambalam  is  part  of  Mavelikaia. 
Tiruveila  is  a  very  important  place  in  Quilon  Division  and  Quilon  is  far 
a-way  from  Tiruveila.  Mavelikara  will  be  nearer  to  Tiruveila  than  Quilon.

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  also  rise  to  support 
the  principle  underlying  this  motion  and  at  the  same  time  I  do  not  at 
all  agree  with  the  arguments  advanced  in  support  of  this  motion.  I 
am  rather  selfish  in  this  matter  because,  I  may  state  at  once  'that  it 
will  be  a  good  ground  for  me  to  advocate  the  shifting  of  the  District 
Court  at  Mavelikara  to  Chengannur,  the  latter  being  my  place,  if  the 
principle  underlying  the  motion  i.  e.  the  policy  locating  Government 
Offices  in  central  places  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  such  offi¬ 
ces,  is  accepted  •  by  this  House.  I  would  therefore  accept  the  principle 
of  this  cut  motion  and  at  the  same  time  oppose  the  proposal  for  shift¬ 
ing  the  Head-quarters  of  the  Division  Peishkar  to  Mavelikara. 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  Sir,  listening  to  this  delate,  students  [of  In¬ 
dian  History  will  be  reminded  of  Muhammad  Tughlak  and  'his'fantastic 
scheme  of  the  transfer  of  his  capital.  One  fine  morning  the  idea 
dawned  upon  him  that  his  capital  city  should  be  transferred  from  Delhi 
Vol-XVin-No.  5. 
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to  a  more  central  place.  What  diastrous  consequences  attended  this 
venture,  every  school  boy  knows.  In  like  manner,  it  will  not  be  a 
wise  idea  and  a  practicable  idea  to  shift  the  headquarters  from  its 
place  to  a  more  mathematically  central  place.  In  these  days  when . 
distances  have  been  considerably  out  short,  I  cannot  understand  the 
argument  advanced  that  the  headquarters  of  the  Quilon  Division 
should  be  transferred  to  another  place,  on  the  sccore  of  distance.  We 
have  got  easy  means  of  communications  like  the  transport  bqses  and 
the  telegraph  and  telephone  systems. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  how  many  transport 
buses  run  through  Mavelikara. 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH:  Ido  not  know.  Then,  Sir,  the  location  of 
headquarters  is  decided  on  a  variety  of  considerations.  If  the  principle 
advocated  is  agreed  to,  then  Trivandrum  will  have  to  be  shifted  to  a 
more  central  place  like  Kottarakara Ernakulam  to  Trichur,  Madras 
to  Salem  and  so  on.  With  these  words  I  oppose  the  motion. 

IIVKAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  also  rise  to  oppose 
the  motion.  This  motion  reminds  me  of  the  old  tale  of  the  camel  and 
the  Arab.  The  Mavelikara  camel  introduced  its  head  first  into  the 
Quilon  oottage.  Now.  the  camel  wants  the  whole  cottage  to  itself. 
At  any  rate  I  must  admire  the  temerity  of  the  mover.  It  is  a  typical 
example  of  the  ludicrous  extent  to  which  local  patriotism  oan  go.  Sir, 
there  is  absolutely  no  comparison  between  Quilon  and  Mavelikara. 
Commercially  and  industrially  Quilon  is  a  most  important  place.  Histo¬ 
rically  too*  its  importance  cannot  be  questioned.  In  potentialities  no 
other  place  in  the  State  can  he  compared  to  Quilon.  It  has  always 
been  a  complaint  that  the  Travancore  Government  did  not  pay  as 
much  attention  to  the  Quilon  harbour  as  it  paid  to  the  Cochin  Har¬ 
bour.  With  these  potentialities  Quilon  is  a  place  which  deserves  the 
concentrated  attention  of  the  Travancore  Government.  Now  the 
gentlemen  from  Mavelikara  want  to  shift  the  administrative  head¬ 
quarters  of  Quilon  to  their  taluk  saying  that  it  isi  more  centrally  situ¬ 
ated.  If  it  is  a  question  of  pure  mathematical  centre  I  think  it  ought 
to  be  Ampalapuzha.  If  it  was  merely  a  question  of  health  it  should 
be  shifted  to  a  more  salubrious  locality  somewhere  at  the  Malakara 
Nettayam  near  Aranmula.  I  think  that  will  he  a  more  ideal  capital 
for  the  Quilon  Division  with  the  proximity  of  the  Pamba.  I  should 
apppreciate  that.  Some  honourable  member  stated  that  the  Pamba 
river  flows  through  Mavelikara  which  1  doubt  very  much.  Barrister 
Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  said  that  there  is  no  transport  bus  running 
through  Mavelikara.  It  was  another  reason  why  the  headquarters 
should  he  shifted  over  there.  But  in  my  view  it  is  a  reason  why  the 
headquarters  should  not  be  shifted  from  Quilon.  Sir,  we  want  a  place 
through  which  buses  run.  To  Quilon  the  buses  oan  go,  boats 
oan  go,  there  is  the  convenience  of  the  railway,  it  is  a  place 
where  the _  ships_  can  call.  Quilon  satisfies  all  these  conditions. 
But  Mavelikara  is  an  out  of  the  way  place  with  no  easy  means 
of  communication.  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  or  rather  the  double' 
Narayana  Piliais  want  to  shift  the  headquarters  to  Mavelikara. 
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Ififc  is  accepted  we  will  have  to  face  many  other  inconvenient  stuffings 
’  Therefore  the  principle  itself  has  to  be  objected  to.  Apart  from  the 
question  of  the  geographical  situation  of  the  locality  we  have  to  consi¬ 
der  various  other  aspects.  We  will  have  to  think  of  the  hig  invest¬ 
ments  made  in  Quilon  in  commerce  and  industry.  People  from  vari¬ 
ous  parts  come  to  and  go  from  Quilon  in  great  numbers.  Another  ho¬ 
nourable  gentleman  said  that  the  rents  in  Quilon  are  much  higher  than 
in  Mavelikara  and  at  Mavelikara  houses  could  be  got  at  cheaper  rates. 
But  Sir,  I  am  of  the  view  that  even  for  higher  rents  it  is  impossible'  tc 
get  suitable  build ;  ngs  at  Mavelikara.  Therefore  Sir,  I  can  only  admire  Mr. 
Narayana  Pillai’s  local  patriotism  and  I  hope  that  his  constituency  would 
consider  this  with  due  respect  and  thanks .  But  in  the  interest  of  the 
public  of  Travancore,  I  would  certainly  object  to  any  idea  of  shifting  the 
Governmental  headquarters  from  Quilon. 

Mb.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  purpose  of  Division 

Cutcherries  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  As  the  honourable  menu- 
ber  is  educated  enough  to  know,  the  purpose  of  Division  Cutcherries  I 
do  not  think  it  necessary  to‘  enlighten  him  further. 

NIr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  would  be  failing  in  my  duty  to 
my  constituency  which  extends  from  Thottapally  to  Aroor  if  I  do  not 
support  this  motion.  The  leader  of  the  nationalist  party  was  try¬ 
ing  to  convince  us  that  a  shift  of  the  head-quarters  of  the 
Division  from  Quilon  would  sink  Quilon  into  the  back-waters,  and 
stressed  upon  the  greater  importance  of  Quilon  by  a  comparison 
that  ships  would  not  go  to  Mavelikara  or  the  trains  would  not 
pass  through  it.  Sir,  these  reasons  are  quite  unconvincing.  The  com¬ 
parison  drawn  by  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai  is  very  odious, 

If  the  importance  of  Quilon  will  be  diminished  by  the  shifting  of  the 
Division  Cutcherry  to  Mavelikara,'  I  think,  the  importance  of  Kottayam 
is  nothing  because  of  the  fact  that  ships  cannot  approach  Kottayam  or 
the  train  cannot  pass  through  that  town.  If  the  convenience  of  a 
majority  of  the  people  is  taken  into  consideration  the  proper  place  for 
the  head  office  of  that  Division  is  Aileppey  where  according  to  Mr.  • 
Padmanabha  Pillai  ships  can  come  and  go,  and  the  train  can  be  exten¬ 
ded  and  where  other  industrial  conveniences  are  existing.  Therefore 
in  my  view.  Sir,  Mavelikara  is  more  suitable  to  house  the  headquarters 
■of  the  Division  Office  of  Quilon  Division,  if  it  cannot  be  shifted  to 
Aileppey.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion  tabled  by 
Mr.  Narayana  Pillai.

PRESIDENT:  I  am  at  sea.  I  cannot  follow. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  What  the  President  said 
on  the  11th  on  the  floor  of  this  House  has  been  published  on  the  9th. 

PRESIDENT :  I  have  known  of  newspapers  post-dating  their  publi¬ 
cation.  I  have  known  >for  instance  one  newspaper  which  appears  to¬ 
day  under  date  the  day  after  to-morrow,  as  a  dak  edition.  But  I  did 
not  know  that  astrology  and  pre-vision  was  one  of  the  prerogatives  of 
the  Press.  I  shall,  however,  look  into  the  matter.  Further  than  that 
I  cannot  say  now-  This  is  a  matter  which  the  honourable  member 
might  have  brought  to  my  notice  earlier.  Then  I  could  have  made 
further  investigations.  The  honourable  member  may  leave  that  paper 
with  the  Secretary  and  [then  renew  his  question  or  request  tomorrow 
morning,  when  I  shall  deal  with  it.  The  oase  of  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber.  I  think,  i3  that  what  took  place  on  the  floor  of  the  House  on  the 
11th  is  published  iu  a  newspaper  purporting  to  bear  date  the  9th. 

PADIYARA  JOSEPH  KUNJU  :  Yes,  Sir. 

NIB.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  The  paper  is  generally  published  on  Thursdays. 
But  owing  to  certain  unforeseen  circumstances,  the  paper  under  refer¬ 
ence  had  to  be  delayed  in  its  publication. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  I  have  suggested  that  the  matter  is 
too  mysterious  for  me  to  grasp  the  full  import  of  it  at  present.  There¬ 
fore  I  have  asked  the  honourable  member  to  hand  over  the  paper  to 
the  Secretary  so  that  I  might  investigate  the  matter,  and  the  question 
may  he  discussed  tomorrow  [morning. 

Motion  No.  21  (oontd  ) 

MR.  K.  6.  GOVINDAN  :  I  support  the  motion-  Much  has  been  said 
here  regarding  the  necessity  or  ^otherwise  of  transferring  the  bead- 
quar«ers  from  Quilon  to  Mavelikara.  Some  of  the  honourable  members 
have  spoken  in  favour  of  the  transfer  and  others  against  it.  The 
historical  importance  of  Quilon  and  Mavelikara  have  been  referred  to- 
One  honourable  gentleman  referred  to  Muhammad  Bin  Tughlak  and 
the  disastrous  effects  or  results  of  having  transferred  his  capital  to  some 
■  other  place.  I  would  ask  the  honourable  ’gentleman  what  disastrous 
results  followed  when  the  capital  of  India  was  transferred  from  Calcutta 
to  Simla.  So,  it  is  not  a  question  of  the  transfer  alone.  It  is  a  question 
of  who  is  at  the  head  of  the  administration  and  what  the  conditions  are. 
Now,  Sir,  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  Government  may  not  find 
—  it  very  convenient  or  easy  to  transfer  the  headquarters  from  Quilon  tQ 
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Mavelikara  owing  to  pecuniary  conditions,  especially  during  this  war 
tiiii;.  So,  1  would  make  just  one  suggestion.  We  may  have  another 
revenue  Division  for  Mavelikara.  Even  at  present  it  is  said  that  there 
are  too  many  officers.  Anyway,  there  is  already  in  Mavelikara  a 
District  Court  and  my  submission  is  that  Mavelikara  may  form  another 
revenue  division  with  another  Peishkar  and  his  establishment  in  which 
case  the  present  opposition  may  not  be  raised.  So,  with  the  suggestion 
that  another  revenue  division  tor  Mavelikara  be  created,  I  support  the 
motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Honourable  members  are  no  doubt 
aware  that  the  time  limit  for  this  grant  expires  at  8  O’  clock.  I  have 
great  sympathy  with  those  who  belong  to  Mavelikara,  but  I  wish  the 
honourable  members  to  remember  that  there  arc  so  many  important 
questions  that  come  up  later  and  which  the  the  House  may  wish  to 
discuss. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN :  Sir,  the  question  involved  is  more 
than  of  provincial  importance.  Mention  was  made  of  the  Indian  capital 
being  transferrred  to  a  more  important  place  from  a  less  important 
place.  We  all  know  the  reasons  which  prompted  the  Imperial  Govern¬ 
ment  to  transfer  the  capital  from  Calcutta  to  Simla-  In  this  particular 
instance  I  think  that  if  the  motion  is  accepted,  it  will  be  something 
like  a  punishment  on  the  people  of  Quilon  and  an  unnecessary  reward 
for  the  people  of  Mavelikara.  The  Population  of  Qnilon,  according  to 
the  latest  census  is  nearly  50,000  and  that  of  Mavelikara  is  only  16,000- 
Such  a  transfer  will  affect  the  convenience  of  50,000  people  and  I  think 
that  Government  should  not  consider  this  question  at  all,  I  hope  that 
the  honourable  mover  will  not  press  the  motion

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion  : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Ra.  27,889  for  Taluk  Cutoherries  by  Rs.  10. 

As  I  have  indicated,  thia  is  intended  to  speak  about  the  inordinate 
delay  of  the  department  in  taking  possession  of  the  lands  surrendered  < 
by  tbe  ryots  and  handing  over  the  same  to  the  Public  Works  Depart-, 
ment  for  starting  the  work  for  which  provisions  have  been  made  in  the 
budget  of  the  respective  years. 

When  the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory  Committee  was  touring  in  the  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  State  it  was  generally  complained  that  even  though  the 
people  surrendered  land  under  the  ryots  roads  rules  after  having  made 
the  roads,  the  Land  Revenue  Department  has  not  been  kind  enough  to 
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lake  these  lands  into  their  possession  and  surrender  them  to  the 
P.  W.  D.  It  has  been  found  that  for  several  of  these  cases  provisions 
have  been  made  in  the  budget  for'  maintenance.  But  such  provision 
has  been  lapsing  on  account  of  the  delay  on  the  part  0f  the  Land  Bo- 
venue  Department  in  taking  possession  of  the  land.  Thera  are  instances 
in  which  although  the  people  have  surrendered  the  lands  removing 
trees  and  buildings  they  have  yet  to  pay  tax  on  such  lands.  Tney 
do  not  get  any  yield  from  the  lands  as  trees  and  buildings  are  removed. 
■VSe  questioned  about  this  to  the  l'thsillars.  They  told  us  that 
their  staff  is  quite  insufficient  to  do  this  particular  work.  If  that  is  so, 
what  is  the  use 'of  the  ryots  making  endeavours  in  cutting  the  roads  and 
surrendering  them  1  Therefore  either  the  Government  may  direct  the 
Land  Be renue  Department  to  take  up  the  land  surrendered  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  receipt  of  applications  from  the  ryots  or  the 
Government  may  be  pleased  to  give  the  Tahsildars  additional  staff  for 
the  purpose.  Or,  a  special  staff  attached  to  every  Division  of  the 
P.  "W.  D.  with  a  Surveyor  or  two  may  be  appointed  to  do  this  particular 
work  of  taking  possession  of ‘land,  surrendered.  If  that  is  not  possible 
Government  may  ask  the  P.  W.  D.  to  take  up  the  roads  directly  and 
maintain  them.  Unless  that  is  done  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  the  roads 
maintained  properly,  and  in  time.  In  some  cases  the  delay  is  five  to 
ten  years.  For  instance,  the  Yettikavala-Venchempu  road  was  cut  by 
the  people  ten  long  years  ago.  But  the  Land  Revenue  Department 
has  not  yet  taken  it  up,  Similarly  there  are  several  other  roads  for 
which  there  has  been  allotment  in  the  last  year’s  budget.  But  the 
department  could  not  take  them  up  for  maintenance  for  the  reason  that 
the  Land  Revenue  Department  had  not  yet  taken  them  and  surrendered 
them.  Therefore  I  submit  that  the  Land  Revenue  Department  may 
be  asked  to  take  hold  of  the  land  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
receipt  of  the  application  from  the  ryots.  .Otherwise  the  P-  W.  D. 
may  be  asked  to  take  up  the  road  directly  from  the  ryots  and  start 
the  work,  without  allowing  the  amount  to  lapse. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLA1 :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  There 
seems  to  be  some  tug-of-war  between  the  P.  W.  D.  and  the  Land  Re¬ 
venue  Department.  In  Northern  Travancore  there  are  some  roads 
which  were  opened  as  ryots  roads  more  than  25  years  ago  and  yet  the 
P.  W.  D.  have  not  taken  them  over.  It  is  high  time  such  delays  are 
avoided.  - 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  In 
doing  so,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  one  or  two  roads 
which  have  not  yet  been  taken  up  for  maintenance.  There  is  a  road1 
from  Asarikulam  to  Vambanoot  That  road  has  already  been  sur¬ 
rendered.  The  people  have  surrendered  the  ryots  road  to  P.  W. 
Department.  I  have  given  notice  of  aa  interpellation  which  appears 
as  No.  2  in  list  of  questions  No.  1.  "I  have  given  notice  of  a  motion, 
that  this  road  be  taken  for  maintenance”.  Under  these  circumstances, 

I  support  the  motion. 
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MB.  s.  RAMAKRISHNA  ASYAR  :  Sir.  there  are  many  ryots  roads  in 
the  Tiruvella  and  the  PattauairuiUa  taluks  which  have  not  yet  been 
taken  up  for  maintenance.  Government  have  therefore  provided  for 
additional  staff  for  the  demarcation  and  survey  of  those  lands-  The 
work  is  going  on.  As  soon  as  the  work  is  finished  the  roads  will  be 
taken  up.  It  is  not  possible  to  provide  for  the  work  in  all  the  taluks 
at  the  same  time.  As  soon  as  the  work  in  these  two  taluks  is  over  the 
staff  will  be  transferred  to  the  other  taluks  and  the  work  in  those  places 
will  be  taken  up.  « 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUSiiAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  why  the  Asari 
kulam-Pcrumaiioor  road  has  no;  yet  been  taken  up  for  maintenance.

Sir,  under  the  Land  Conservancy  Act  there  is  a  provision  for  staying 
execution  of  orders  during  the  pendency  of  an  appeal.  The  provision 
is  that  the  appellate  authority  may  stay  the  execution.  The  order  is 
made  for  the  eviction  of  the  sues  occupied  and  also  for  the  realisation 
of  the  value  of  trees  out  and  other  items  of  money  such  as  fines  and 
frohibitory  assessment,  to  be  realised  from  the  occupant.  There 
appears  to  b.i  a  circular  current  in  the  department  to  the  effect  that 
the  money  portion  of  the  order  should  not  be  stayed  although  the  por¬ 
tion  relating  to  eviction  may  be  stayed.  Last  year  about  this  time  in 
answer  to  an  interpellation  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  stated  that 
there  is  such  a  circular  and  that  he  will  try  to  revise  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  Are  you  quite  correct  as  to  the  wording  of  the  circu¬ 
lar?  I  do  not  remember  this  wording  in  any  circular.  Mr,  Bama- 
krisbna  Aiyar,  have  you  got  the  circular  with  you  ? 

MR.  S.  RAMAKR1SHNA  AIYAR  :  I  have  sent  for  it,  Sir. 

M.t.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Last  year,  in  answer  to  a  question  of 
mine,  is  was  stated  in  this  House  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
that  there  is  a  circu'ar  more  or  less  to  this  effect,  that  is  to  say,  that 
the  money  portion  should  not  ordinarily  be  stayed  while  the  execution 
of  the  other  portions  of  the  lower  court’s  order  may  be  stayed.

Sir,  It  is  seen  from  the  Administration  report  that  we  imported 
Bs.  4  crores  worth  of  rice  and  16  lakhs  worth  of  paddy  for  the  year 
11X5.  This  shows  that  we  are  not  self  sufficient  in  the  matter  of  paddy. 
In  this  connection  1  am  glad  to  note  that  the  Government  is  trying 
their  best  to  increase  the  out  put  of  paddy  in  the  State.  I  doubt  whether 
the  suggested  method  of  cultivation  by  means  of  lift  irrigation  and 
intensive  cultivation  would  bring  about  the  desired  result  to  meet  aay 
emergency.  Especially  during  an  emergency  like  this  I  am  sure  such 
cultivation  will  not  produce  the  necessary  quantity  of  paddy  to  meet 
the  emergency.  In  order  to  meet  an  emergency  such  as  this  in  the 
State  we  should  tap  every  source.  I  would  suggest  one  way  by  which  we 
can  make  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  out  put  of  paddy.  We  have 
vast  areas  of  swampy  and  grassy  plains  in  our  reserve  forest  fit  for 
paddy  cultivation.  For  example,  as  I  said  in  my  speech  during  the 
general  discussion  of  the  Budget,  there  are  lands  covering  an  area  of 
one  lakh  of  acres  between  Pallivasal  and  Udumbanchola.  They  are 
grassy  lands  and  are  of  vast  expanse.  Those  areas,  I  think,  are  richly 
fit  for  paddy  cultivation.  There  are  also  areas  of  this  kind  on  either 
side  of  Kumily-Vandenmedu  Road,  covering  10,000  acres.  Though 
these  places  are  about  3000  feet  above  the  sea  level  it  is  fit  for  paddy 
cultivation.  Ordinarily  it  is  seen  by  experimental  cultivation  in  the 
neighbouring  lands  that  this  place  will  yield  about  ISO  paras  of  paddy 
per  acre.  The  seed  to  be  sown  in  one  acre  will  be  about  one  measure 
which  comes  to  about  10  Edangalies,  By  so  doing,  it  is  possible  to 
grow  about  1  crore  of  paras  of  paddy  in  the  places  mentioned  above. 
But  the  lands  shall  never  be  registered.  4  would  suggest  that  the 
whole  area  should  be  divided  into  small  blocks  and  leased  out  for  culti¬ 
vation.  The  lease  arrangement  should  be  on  half-yield  basis.  If  culti¬ 
vation  is  possible  in  those  areas  and  if  on  experiment  it  is  found  that 
150  paras  per  acre  could  be  harvested  from  such  places  in  one  crop, 
I  am  sure  that  our  food  problem  can  be  easily  solved. 

Therefore  I  would  request  the  government  to  consider  about  the 
leasing  of  the  lands,  suitable  for  paddy  cultivation  from  the  reserve 
forest,  changing  the  forest  policy  to  that  extent.  With  these  obser¬ 
vations,  I  move  fthe  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  this  Honourable 
House. 

MR.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH :  Sir,  on  a  former  occasion,  the  very 
same  subject  was  debated  on  the  floor  of  this  house  and  it  was  shown 
that  there  were  large  blocks  of  swampy  areas  within  the  reserved 
forests  which  could  be  brought  under  paddy  cultivation.  The  objec¬ 
tion  raised  by  the  Government  then  was  that  it  would  be  detrimental 
to  the  reserve  forest  if  some  portions  of  these  forest  are  disafforested 
and  assigned  to  agriculturists..  This  objection  assumes  that  all  the 
reserved  lands  are  wooded  areas  and  that  the  swampy  blocks  lie  within 
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these  wooded  areas.  But  this  objection  is  not  wholly  true.  There  are 
extensive  tracts  of  grassy  lands  with  swampy  areas  in  Vandanmettu 
Pakuthi  included  in  the  Cardamom  Hill  Reserve.  There  are  wooded 
areas  only  on  the  fringes  of  the  hills  which  have  been  registered  to 
cardamom  planters  and  the  rest  are  miles  and  miles  of  grassy  lands. 
These  grassy  lands  bring  no  revenue  to  the  Forest,  Department  as 
they  are  devoid  of  timber.  On  the  other  hand  they  entail  expendi¬ 
ture  on  the  Department  in  the  form  of  staff  appointed  to  look  after 
these  areas.  If  the  swampy  areas  and  the  surrounding  grassy  lands 
are  registered  to  agriculturists,  tha:  will,  in  the  first  place,  give  an 
impetus  to  paddy  cultivation.  In  the  second  place  that  will  curtail  the 
working  expenditure  of  the  Department.  With  these  words,  I  support* 
the  motion. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the 
motion.  Between  the  Census  of  1921  and  1941  the  population  of  the 
State  has  increased  by  50  per  cent,  nearly.  Prom  40  lakhs  in  1921  the 
population  has  gone  up  to  60  lakhs  and  over.  Travancore  is  a  country 
of  which  one-third  are  forests,  one-third  are  rivers  and  water-ways  and 
the  remaining  one-third  alone  is  left  for  cultivation.  Let  our  social 
laws  bs  damned.  In  this  one-third  the  areas  .are  fragmented  and  frag¬ 
mented.  Innumerable'acres  of  land  are  wasted  in  partitions  and  incalcul¬ 
able  amount  of  money  has  been  spent  on  litigation  resulting  out  of  suoh 
partitions.  To  raise  crops  successfully  in  uneconomical  holdings  is 
rather  difficult.  I  can  even  say  that  95  per  cent,  of  the  holdings  in 
Travancore  are  at  present  uneconomical,  So,  the  result  is  that  they  are 
all  left  practically  unattended.  The  productivity  of  the  soil  is  also 
reduced  to  the  minimum  by  continuous  cultivation. 

Por  consumption  in  Travancore  we  require  about  7  lakhs  of  tons  of 
husked  paddy  out  of  which  the  local  output  is  only  3  iakbs  of  tons.  The 
balance  is  imported  from  Burma  and  other  places.  Prom  1933-38  we 
have  sent  out  15  crores  of  rupees  for  rice  and  paddy  to  he  consumed 
here.-  On  the  average  we  have  spent  3  crores  of  rupees  annually.  This 
was  at  a  price  of  Rs.  6  per  bag  of  162  lbs.  then  prevailing.  The  present 
price  is  almost  double,  fay  Rs.  11  per  bag.  At  this  rate  not  less  than  6 
crores  will  have  to  be  sent  out  from  Travancore  if  we  are  not  going  to 
cultivate  sufficient  paddy  for  our  consumption.  The  money  required 
for  the  purchase  of  paddy  and  rice  is  got  out  of  dry  crops,  the  price  and 
production  of  which  has  fallen  by  50  per  cent,  at  least.  So  from  that 
point  of  view  also  we  are  at  a  disadvantage.  I  have  already  mentioned 
how  the  extent  of  the  cultivated  land  is  beyond  any  further  extension. 
Our  intensive  methods  may  take  some  time  to  fructify.  So  the  .  only 
course  before  us  at  present  is  to  lease  out  grassy  lands  and  swampy 
areas  in  the  forest  where  ever  possible  consistent  with  the  principles  of 
forest  vconservanoy.  Those  who  are  willing,  will,  I: am  sure,  come 
forward  and  carry  on  cultivation  in  spite  of  any  difficuliy  that  they  may 
have  to  encounter.  Thus  we  'will  be  able  to  raise  more  crops.  My 
sincere  wish  is  that  the  Government  should  try  this  at  least  as  a  war 
measure.  My  suggestion  will  augment  the  end  eavour  of  the  State  to 
enhance  the  output  of  paddy  and  to  make  the  country  selfsufficient  in  the 
matter  of  food  production.  With  these  words  1  support  the  motion. 
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MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN ;  I  wish  to  make  some  observations  on 
this  motion.  It  was  only  yesterday  that  the  Dewan -President  said 
that  soil  erosion  causes  great  damage  to  the  country,  and'  the  agrioub 
turists  are  greatly  affected.  The  very  pointed  attention  of  the  House 
was  also  drawn  to  the  serious  damage  caused  in  the  United  States  on 
account  of  erosioD.  Here  is  a  proposition  that  areas  within  the  forests 
should  be  leased  out  for  cultivation.  It  is  for  the  Government  to  find 
out  whether  those  lands  are  fit  for  paddy  cultivation  at  all.  Grassy 
regions  of  the  forest  may  he  fit  for  paddy  cultivation  but  whether  that 
is  detrimental  t>o  the  forests  is  a  matter  for  consideration  of  the 
department.  Cultivation  in  the  plains  is  at  present  very  seriously 
affected  by  floods.  If  one  has  the  eyes  to  see,  what  is  it  that  he  finds. 
Miles  and  mile3  of  paddy  fields  are  inundated  during  monsoon  seasons 
with  the  result  that  the  ryots  are  reduced  to  abject  starvation  imme. 
diately  after  the  harvest  season  is  over,  Now  this  is  due  to  soil  erosion 
and  soil  erosion  is  caused  mostly  when  the.  forests  are  tampered  with. 
It  is  a  serious  problem  to  be  tackled  by  the  Department  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment. 

I  would  with  all  my  heart  support  the  proposition  of  my  learned 
friend  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair  that  it  is  highly  necessary  that  we 
should  increase  the  productive  capacity  of  our  country  so  far  as  paddy 
cultivation  is  concerned.  But  I  submit  whether  the  step  now  sponsor¬ 
ed  is  the  proper  and  beneficial  step  to  be  taken  in  the  matter.  In  the 
light  of  the  pointed  reference  made  by  the  Dewan-President  that 
if  any  interference  with  the  forest  is  made  it  will  seriously  increase 
the  proportion  of  soil  erosion  in  the  State,  I  fear,  that  this  step  is 
not  at  all  wise.  I  admit  that  the  land  is  swampy.  But  what  I  would 
ask  is  whether  cultivation  in  forests  oan  bs  carried  on  without  inter¬ 
fering  with  the  actual  position  and  lay  of  the  land.  Some  serious 
steps  have  to  be  taken  to  improve  the  already  existing  condition  of 
paddy  cultivation  in  the  land.  To  augment  the  productivity  of  paddy, 
there  may  be  other  sources  forthcoming  if  we  are  really  serious  about 
the  matter.  There  are  scientific  methods  of  agriculture.  There 
are  large  areas  of  shallow  back  waters  in  the.  land  which  could  be 
cultivated  with  the  aid  of  electric  power.  Similarly,  we  are  told  that 
by  means  of  lift  irrigation  paddy  cultivation  in  Kunnathnad  and  other 
regions  can  be  effectively  augmented.  There  are  a  hundred  methods 
like  this  by  which  we  can  increase  the  production  of  paddy.  Our 
population  is  now  over  sixty  lakhs.  The  question  arises  whether  with 
the.  limited  extent  of  land  at  our  disposal  we  can  meet  the  whole 
requirements  of  the  State,  That  is  a  very  serious  question  that  con¬ 
fronts  the  Government.  I  do  not  think  that  we  will  be  able  to  meet 
the  whole  requirements  of  the  State  however  scientifically  we  develop 
onr  paddy  cultivation.  So  the  other  alternative  is  that  we.  should 
develop  our  industries.  We  can  encourage  the  present  industries 
and  introduce  new  ones.  We  can  resort  to  commercial  crops.  We 
can  start  big  capital  schemes.  By  all  these  means  we  should' try  to 
find  that  money  is  got  from  outside  the  State  so  that  we  can  buy 
our  food  materials.  With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  motion. 
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lilt.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala  cum  Agastiswaram)  :  While 
considering  the  question  whether  some  area  within  the  reserve  forest 
should  be  thrown  open  for  the  purpose  of  paddy  cultivation,  I  wish 
very  much  the  new  Conservator  of  .Forests  would  seriously  take  into 
consideration  another  aspect,  of  the  agriculturists’  growing  paddy  parti¬ 
cularly  in  South  Travancore  who  experience  a  lot  of  difficulties  at  the 
hands  of  the  Forest  Department  in  the  matter  of  raising  cultivation  of 
paddy  in  their  own  paddy  lands.  Sir,  it  may  be  very  late  in  the  day 
to  say  that  Nanjinad  was  once  the  granary  of  Travancore  but  now  it  is 
very  rapidly  coming  to  a  state  when,  I  am  afraid,  the  time  will  come 
when  Nanjinad  will  he  forgotten  as  a  former  granary  of  Travancore. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  say  that  this  year. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  The  remark  from  the  Chair  reminds 
me  of  what  the  lace  lamented  Mr.  Watts,  the  then  Dewan  of  i'ravan- 
core,  said  in  reply  to  an  address  presented  to  him  by  the,  people  of 
South  Travancore.  He  said  that  he  was  extremely  satisfied  that  the 
ryots  of  Nanjinad  do  not  come  to  him  for  communal  representation  in 
the  public  service  and  for  registry  of  puduval  lands,  but  that  they  will 
be  quite  satisfied  if  the  clouds  above  them  gather  for  rain  and  the 
level  of  the  Pechippara  reservoir  is  raised  by  one  foot.  »I  submit  that 
has  been  a  most  erroneous  impression  created  in  the  mind  of  the 
Head  of  the  Administration  and  the  Heads  of  most  of  the  important 
departments  in  the  State.  Water  is  absolutely  necessary  for  Nanjinad. 
But  water  alone  is  not  sufficient.  They  require  manure.  That  is  the 
second  important  requirement  of  the  people  of  South  Travancore  for 
raising  paddy. 

In  this  connection,  I  want  to  stress  one  important  aspect.  As  soon 
as  the  present  harvest  is  over,  for  the  coming  cultivation  for  the 
Kumbhom  crops  the  taluks  of  Thovala  and  Agastiswaram  depend  more 
upon  green  manure  than  the  ordinary  cow  dung  manure.  People 
used  to  collect  manure  from  the  Beserve  forests  by  getting  a  cert-B ' 
filiate  or  pass  from  the  forest  authorities  and  also  from  owners  of  re¬ 
gistered  holdings  by  getting  a  certificate  from  the  local  Proverthicar. 
Now  they  experience  great  difficulties  to  gee  the  passes  from  the  Divi¬ 
sional  Forest  Officer  who  alone  is  competent  to  issue  passes.  They  have 
to  apply  far  in  advance  of  the  time.  Now  in  Kalkulam  range  it  is  in¬ 
sisted  that  passes  should  be  applied  for  at  10  a.  m.  and  after  getting  it 
only  the  applicants  could  or  should  proceed  to  collect  them.  They 
will  have  to  prooeed  from  the  Bangs  Office  at  10  o’  clock,  reach  the 
reserve  forest  above  20  or  25  miles  away,  collect  the  manure  and  be 
back  at  the  Bange  Office  the  same  day  before  6  or  7  p.  M.  That  is 
rather  a  difficult  matter.  In  the  matter  of  collecting  green  manure 
from  the  registered  holdings,  formerly  it  was  enough  if  the  Prover¬ 
thicar  gives  a  certificate.  Now  a  large  number  of  ryots  complain  to 
me  that  they  are  not  permitted  to  collect  them  on  such  certificates  and 
could  not  collect  green  manure  from  the  registered  holdings.  That  is 
another  difficulty.  They  do  not  cut  down  timber  or  any  big  branches 
of  the  trees  but  only  very  small  branches  of  certain,  shrubs  or  under 
growths.  A  poor  cultivator  may  require  only  one  or  two  cartloads  Of 
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manure.  Even  then  he  will  have  to  apply  to  the  Divisional  Forest 
Officer  for  the  necessary  pass.  One  cannot  collect  manure  from 
private  holdings  on  the  strength  of  Proverthicar's  certificate.  But  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  this  too  is  very  much  obstructed  by  the  Forest  authori¬ 
ties.  We  feel  more  and  more  difficult  10  collect  manure  from  the 
registered  holdings.  This  is  in  respect  of  wet  cultivation.  Now  what  is 
the  position  in  respect  of  dry  cultivation  ? 

In  the  matter  of  dry  cultivation,  sheep  dung  manure  is 
generally  used.  Sheep  are  taken  from  Tinnevelly  and  other 
outside  places  to  Nanjinad.  As  they  pass  through  the  Aramboly 
frontier  the  Forest  authorities  levy  licence  fees, whether  they  graze 
or  hot  in  Forest  Beserve.  The  rules  require  license  for  grazing 
in  Beservq  Forests.  If  they  do  not  take  a  licence  to  graze  in  the 
Beserve  forests,  the  shepherds  generally  graze  them  on  the  beds  of 
poramboke  tanks.  When  there  is  not  much  of  rain  in  Tinnevelly  side, 
these  sheep  in  large  herds  are  generally  taken  to  Nanjinad.  These 
Shepherds  approach  the  land  owners  and  on  payment  of  their  daily 
batta,  their  shqep  are  kept  in  the  fields  by  penning  them  during  nights, 
It  has  got  a  great  manuring  effect.  During  day  time  they  graze  in 
the  adjoining  tankbeds.  Frequently  when  the  Forest  subordinates  see 
the  sheep  feeding  on  the  tank  beds,  immediatly  they  come  down  upon 
the  shepherds  and  ask  them  to  produce  their  licence.  They  will  be 
telling  that'  these  shepherds  are  on  their  way  to  the  Beserve  forests 
without  licence.  The  poor  shepherds  will  be  actually  frightened. 
They  are  asked  to  disgorge  a  few  copper  coins,  or  immediatly  some 
three  hundred  or  four  hundred  sheep  are  driven  to  the  neighbouring 
pound.  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  have  seen  some  cases  of  this  sort.  As 
a  result  of  this  trouble  now  a  days,  large  herds  of  sheep  are  not  taken 
to  Nanjinad.  That  is  the  result  of  the  working  of  the  Forest  Buies. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Is  it  the  member’s  case  that 
in  order  that  sheep  aud  other  cattle  may  graze  freely  in  these  swampy 
areas  they  should  not  be  registrad  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  No. 

•  The  main  idea  that  is  stressed  by  the  motion  is  the  Ways  and 
means  to  augment  the  production  of  paddy  cultivation,  to  encourage 
it  in  whatever  manner  it  deserves.  Thirdly  Sir,  with  regard  to  the 
question  of  the  Division  offers’  attitude  towards  the  ryots  in  the 
matter  of  collecting  timber  from  the  forest  for  making  agricultural 
implements.  Formerly  the  Range  Officers  allowed  the  ryots  to  enter 
into  the  Beserve  Forest  to  collect  top  ends  for  making  agricultural 
implements  like  ploughs  and  other  allied  appliances . 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  going  far  afield. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  thrse  implements  are  necessary 
for  the  cultivation  of  paddy. 

PRESIDENT:  No.  The  honourable  member  would  take  some 
qther  topic. 
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Mr.  I.  SIV ATHAWU  PIIXAI :  Sir,  I  want  these  two  things  to  be 
brought  into  the  serious  attention  of  Government,  viz,,  facilities  should 
be  given  to  the  ryots  to  collect  green  manure  from  the  reserve  forest, 
and  shepherds  from  beyond  the  ghats  should  not  be  unnecessarily 
molested  by  the  forest  authorities  and  they  should  be  allowed  to  graze 
their  sheep  on  poramboke  lands  without  molestation  from  forest  sub’ 
ordinates. 
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Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PaDMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  this  motion  has  in 
one  form  or  other  come  up  lor  discussion  on  the  floor  of  this  House  on 
several  occasions.-  The  fact  that  this  country  is  not  producing  the 
paddy  required  for  the  consumption  of  the  people  has  been  agitating 
the  minds  of  the  public  and  the  Government,  and  this  motion  has  been 
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one  of  its  results.  The  two  methods  that  are  suggested  to  solve  this 
problem  are  to  increase  the  area  under  cultivation  and  to  introduce 
scientific  methods  of  cultivation.  Personally  speaking  Sir,  I  do  not 
believe  that  even  a  combination  of  these  can  produce  the  total  quantity 
of  paddy  that  is  required,  because  there  is  a  limit  to  the  land  that  can 
be  brought  under  cultivation  and  also  a  limit  to  the  output  even  under 
'  the  most  scientific  cultivation,  but  there  is  no  limit  to  the  output  of 
mankind.  Therefore  I  am  afraid  that  any  amount  of  increase  in  the 
production  of  paddy  may  not  be  able  to  cope  with  the  problem  of  food. 
Yet  it  has  to  be  admitted  that  we  have  to  try  everything  within  our 
power  to  increase  the  output.  The  consolidation  of  holdings,  and  the 
introduction  of  scientific  cultivation  are  being  seriously  thought  of  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  by  Government.  At  the  same  time’ 
Sir,  we  have  to  see  if  we  could  expand  the  area  available .  for  cultiva¬ 
tion.  This  motion  suggests  the  leasing  out  of  swampy  areas  and 
grassy  lands  for  the  cultivation  of  paddy.  At  the  very  outset  I  must 
say  that  I  think  the  problems  that  arise  out  of  the  leasing  out  of 
swampy  areas  and  the  grassy  lands  are  different.  The  advantages  and 
disadvantages  connected  with  the  leasing  out  of  swampy  areas  are  dif¬ 
ferent  from  those  connected  with  the  leasing  out  of  grassy  lands* 
Swampy  areas  are  distributed  at  different  parts  of  the  Kesesve  Forest. 
The  very  valuable  report  of  the  Swampy  Areas  Committee  has  recent 
mended  certain  portions  of  the  swampy  areas  for  registration.  But 
the  Forest  Department  has  consistently  stood  against  their  registration 
on  the  ground  that  any  admission  of  people  into  the  forest  reserve  for1 
the  purpose  of  cultivation  would  ultimately  lead  to  the  devastation  of 
the  reserved  forests.  We  have  heard  from  the  very  beginning  of 
this  session,  both  from  the  Chair  and  also  from  the  non-official  side, 
of  the  irresponsible  encroachments  that  are  being  made  on  canals  and 
the  porambokes  and  on  other  Government  lands.  If  that  is  taking 
place  in  broad  day  light  in  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  country  we 
can  imagine  what  havoc  will  be  done  if  people  are  allowed  entry  into 
the  reserve  forests.  That  is  the  objection  raised  against  the  leasing 
out  of  swampy  areas.  The  great  advantage  is  that  these  swampy 
areas  are  extremely  fertile  places.  The  fertility  is  due  to  the  manure 
brought  down  by  the  water  from  the  hill  slopes.  The  fertility  may  be 
said  to  be  eternal.  NoW,  coming  to  grassy  lands,  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  are  quite  different.  Vast  expanses  of  grassy  lands  tts 
has  been  pointed  out  by  the  mover  extend  from  Devicolam  to  Vandan- 
ihettu-  These  areas  can  be  separated  from  the  thick  forest  reserve  and 
the  people  can  he  admitted  there  for  cultivation  without  any  great 
danger  to  the  conservancy  of  the  forest  areas.  Therefore  the  objection 
raised  by  the  Forest  Department  against  the  leasing  out  of  swampy 
areas  need  not  be  raised  in  this  case.  This  is  an  advantage.  But 
there  is  one  difficulty.  The  productivity  in  these  areas  is  very  very 
temporary.  It  is  a  fact  often  forgotten.  Mr.  Narayana  P  illai  said 
that  the  output  in  this  area  was  100  fold.  But  Sir,  the  honourable 
member  forget  the  fact  that  if  they. get  hundred  fold  in  the  first  year, 
for  the  second  year  they  would  not  get  even  half  of  that  and  in  the  third 
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year  no  intelligent  and  .economic  cultivator  would  attempt  paddy  ‘culti¬ 
vation  in  those  places.  The  famous  Mannan  Kandom  which  was  con. 
sidered  to  possess  infinite  potentialities  of  fertility  is  already  being  con¬ 
verted  into  coeoanut  and  pepper  gardens.  It  is  a  fact  with  these  lands 
with  the  accumulated  manure  which  has  been  lying  there  for  centuries 
would  show  wonders  for  the  first  two  or  three  years.  Then  the  lands 
would  become  almost  barren.  Therefore,  apparently  the  fabulous  ferti¬ 
lity  of  such  places  is  a  myth.  Prom  these  facts  it  could  be  seen  that 
the  problems  confronting  the  leasing  out  of  swampy  areas  and  grassy 
lands  are  different. 

Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  May  I  know  whether  there  are  not  swampy 
areas  in  these  grassy  lands  ? 

'  Mr.  KMNIKKARAM.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  There  might  be.  Iam 
speaking  of  swampy  areas  by  themselves  and  of  grassy  areas  by  them¬ 
selves,  If  a  particular  spot  happens  to  combine  the  advantages  of 
both  these  portions,  that  raises  a  different  question. 

m.  PUT HUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Suppose  a  swampy  area  is 
surrounded  on  all  four  sides  by  grass  lands,  does  the  honourable 
member  think  that  swampy  area  will  be  as  good  as  a  swampy  area  in 
the  wooded  area  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  IB.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  No,  because  continuous 
fertilisation  will  not  be  going  on.  Therefore  I  was  saying  that  essentially 
the  problems  concerning  these  two  kinds  of  lands  are  different.  As 
Mr.  Eunjukrishnan  pointed  out,  another  related  matter  is  the  question 
of  land  erosion.  Sir,  you  have  pointed  out  the  danger  confronting  the 
people  on  account  of  land  erosion.  I  want  to  mention  one  point  that 
was  overlooked.  One  very  serious  phenomenon  that  is  threatening  hot 
merely  cultivation  but  even  the  supply  of  water  for  bathing  and  drink¬ 
ing  is'  the  filling  up  of  the  river  by  sand.  That  is  a  very  very  serious 
problem-  Every  year  the  rivers  perceptibly  become  shallower, 
The  river  Pamba  which  is  our  best  river  as  far  as  central  Trarancore 
is  concerned  does,  not  contain  nowadays  sufficient  water  for  the  boat 
race,  Now  there  is  no  water  in  it.  This  is  the  case  with  every  river; 
The  Meenachil  and  the  Manimala  rivers  are  also  being  silted  up.  I 
am  afraid  to  think  of  what  will  be  the  condition  of  these  rivers  fifty 
years  hence.  If  they  get  dried  up,  the  country  would  be  converted  into 
a  desert-  Even  the  Euttanad  cultivation  will  be  affected.  Therefore 
Some  very  capable  Engineer  must  go  into  the  whole  question  and  find 
out  some  scheme  not  merely  to  prevent  the  silting  tip  of  the  rivers  but 
for  preserving  the  water  in  them  during  the  rainy  season  and  for 
Utilising  it  for  irrigation  during'  summer,  I  think  that  it  will  be 
difficult  to  face  this  problem  after  some  time.  Therefore  the  land 
erosion  question  is  also  very  serious. 

Therefore,  Sir,  all  these  things  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration 
before  we  corue  into  a  definite  conclusion  on  this  question.  The 
uifficu;ty  in  the  conservation  of  forests,  the  fertility  and  the  duration 
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of  the  fertility  of  the  soil,  land  erosion,  all  these  have  to  be  considered 
thoroughly  before  we  take  any  definite  step  in  this  matter.  Of  course 
I  am  not  forgetting  the  very  valuable  report  of  the  Swampy  Areas 
Committee.  But  many  years  have  passed  since  that  report  was 
published  ;  the  food  problem  has  become  even  more  important  and 
more  difficult  now.  Therefore  it  is  possible  that  a  different  and  a 
better  scheme  may  be  laid  out  now.  When  Mr.  Kurup  was  saying 
that  the  grassy  lands  might  be  leased  out,  I  was  thinking  whether  it 
might  not  be  possible  to  combine  it  with  a  scientific  scheme  of  develop* 
ment  of  forests.  Just  as  in  the  case  of  teak  cultivation  where  forest 
lands  are  being  leased  out  for  paddy  cultivation,  it  might  be  possible 
to  find  out  some  variety  of  valuable  timber  that  might  grow  in 
abundance  on  those  high  hills,  3,000  feet  above  sea  level,  and  sirnul* 
taneously  with  the  cultivation  of  those  trees  it  might  be  possible  to 
lease  out  the  land  for  paddy  cultivation.  What  I  am  suggesting  is 
that  there  are  various  factors  that  have  to  be  considered.  This  problem 
has  to  be  viewed  sympathetically  and  as  much  land  as  possible  without 
any  prejudice  to  the  conservancy  of  our  forests,  should  be  leased  ottt 
or  even  registered.  But  the  problem  must  be  studied  scientifically. 
If  necessary  an  expert  committee  consisting  of  the  Conservator,  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  the  Director  of  Agriculture  may  be  appointed  to 
go  into  the  whale  question  and  study  it  scientifically  and  submit  a 
report.  I  trust  that  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  motion  would  be 
Viewed  by  Government  sympathetically  and  that  Government  would 
take  every  possible  stop  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  people  as  much 
land  as  possible  for  paddy  cultivation, 

Mb,  0.  C.  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  1  do  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  the  opinioii 
of  the  mover  of  this  motion.  I  should  oppose  it  strongly.  Our  forests 
are  the  Maginot  line  of  the  land  of  Kerala-  The  prosperity  of  the 
flora  and  the  fawua  of  the  State  lies  in  the  careful  safeguarding  and 
protection  of  our  forests.  The  richness  of  our  soil  depends  on  the 
efficiency  of  our  forests.  Our  rivers  will  be  silted  up  if  we  gave  room 
to  erosion  of  the  soil  committed  by  the  wreckless  destruction  of  trees 
of  the  forests  Which  affects  not  only  our  forest  income  but  also  the 
economic  intrests.  Swampy  areas  and  grassy  plains  should  not  be 
thrown  open  to  paddy  cultivation  because  they  are  unfit  without 
proper  sun’s  heat.  Realising  this  disadvantage,  the  cultivators  Urd 
sure  to  take  recourse  to  destroy  the  valuable  trees.  We  should  take 
ft  lesson  from  the  way  in  which  Periyar  area  is  protected.  Though  the 
urea  belongs  to  Travandore  they  ,  are  so  zealous  of  their  interests  that 
the  Madras  Government  do  not  permit  even  our  forest  officers  to 
enter  into  it  beaause  they  are  fully  convinced  of  the  utility  of  a  woll- 
tttaintained  and  carefully  safeguarded  fofest.  Our  forests  ai‘e  the  real 
pride  of  the  beautiful  laud  of  charity  and  a  precious  asset  to  the 
economic  prosperity.  As  such,  the  forests  should  not  be  thrown  open 
to  easy  access  of  the  agriculturists  but  they  demand  the  watchful  eye 
Of  the  head  of  the  department.  With  these  words  I  oppose  ih§ 
motion.

RAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKATESWARA  AlYAR  :  Sir,  it  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  rue  to  listen  to  a  very  intelligent  discussion  on  this  impor-  j 
tant  question.  I  was  also  glad  to  see  that  all  the  pros  and  cons  have  been  1 
realised  by  this  House.  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup’s  cut  motion  was  to 
speak  about  the  desirability  of  leasing  out  grassy  and  swampy  forest 
areas  in  the  reserves  for  paddy  cultivation.  As  regards  the  question  of 
leasing  out  or  registering  swampy  areas  within  the  forest  reserve,  com¬ 
mittees  were  appointed  more  than  once  for  investigating  and  ascer¬ 
taining  the  areas  available  for  that  purpose  and  as  a  result  of  thoss , 
investigations  it  was  found  that  there  were  ab&ut  5000  acres  of  marshy 
places  suitable  for  disafforestation  for  cultivation.  Ultimately  it  was 
found  that  areas  to  the  extent  of  about  8000  acres  have  been  assigned 
to  various  communities  and  people,  partly  out  of  the  areas  recommend¬ 
ed  by  the  committee  and  partly  owing  to  other  recommendations.  The 
dangerous  practice  of  allotting  land  in  small  bits  inside  the  reserve 
forest  which  are  primarily  intended  for  the  production  of  timber  has 
been  expressed  in  this  House  very  succinctly.  The  swampy  areas  com¬ 
mittees  restricted  themselves  to  the  recommendation  of  areas  not  less 
than  one  hundred  acres  in  each  locality.  They  did  not  recommend 
smaller  areas  for  the  reason  that  their  wider  distribution  required 
■jnnrfl-ftxnenditnre  and  more  staff.  Another  reason  for  this  was  tha 
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the  Forest  Department  had  to  provide  more  men  to  see  that  the  forest 
areas  were  not  denuded  by  the  settlers  and  forest  fires  which  are  neces¬ 
sarily  concomitants  of  small  holdings  and  big  holdings  inside  forest 
areas  do  not  occur.  I  do  not  think  that  it  is  possible  to  find  large 
blocks  of  swampy  areas  within  the  reserves  on  the  western  slopes  of 
this  country  for  further  disafforestation  and  assignment  without  jeo¬ 
pardising  the  forest  policy  that  is  now  being  followed  by  the  State. 
So  far  as  the  swampy  areas  in  localities  to  the  north  of  Peermade,  and 
in  Peermade  and  Devicolam  taluks  are  concerned  I  have  got  the  report 
here  before  me  submitted  by  the  late  Conservator  of  Forests  recom¬ 
mending  that  the  marshy  places  between  Kumili  and  Devicolam  be 
investigated  with  a  view  to  enable  people  to  cultivate  paddy  in  those 
areas.  I  have  had  occasion  to  see  some  of  these  portions  even  before  X 
came  into  Travancore  service  and  I  feel  inclined  to  say  that  some  of 
these  areas  are  suitable  for  paddy  cultivation  without  jeopardising 
greatly  the  forests  in  the  locality.  As  a  matter  of  fact  some  of  these 
areas  are  clad  practically  with  grass  and  small  shrubs  and  are  at  an 
elevation  suitable  for  paddy  cultivation.  rA7c  have,  adjoining  these 
marshy  places,  larger  areas  of  excellent  forests  which  are  at  present 
rather  difficult  to  exploit  for  waul  of  proper  communication.  There¬ 
fore  such  of  these  marshy  places  as  are  suitable  for  paddy  cultivation 
can  be  assigned  or  leased  out  to  the  people  of  the  State.  If  this  is  done 
it  would  be  possible  to  work  these  forests  to  greater  advantage  owing 
to  the  communioations  likely  to  be  established  thereby  and  also  owing 
to  the  availability  of  labour  which  this  would  bring  into  effect.  I  am 
therefore  of  opinion  that  such  areas  of  the  locality  as  are  suitable 
for  paddy  cultivation  can  be  conveniently  leased  or  registered  in  favour 
of  those  people  who  are  willing  to  take  up  the  cultivation.  Both  from 
the  point  of  View  of  exploitation  of  forests  and  from  the  point  of  view 
of  increasing  the  area  under  paddy  cultivation  these  localities  can  be 
leased  out,  The  opening  of  such  areas,  as  has  already  been  pointed 
out  in  this  House,  is  always  attended  with  the  incidence  of  a  severe 
■  foim  of  malaria.  Therefore  it  is  very  necessary  to  consider  this  ques¬ 
tion  also  when  any  large  areas  are  intended  to  bo  opened  for  paddy 
cultivation  in  this  locality. 

As  regards  the  allotment  of  grassy  areas  for  paddy  cultivation  it 
has  already  been  expressed  here  that  grassy  areas  are  unsuitable  for 
annual  paddy  cultivation 'and  I  am  in  complete  agreement  with  this 
view.  Such  grassy  areas  as  are  not  swampy  are  generally  found  on 
the  slopes  of  hills  and,  the  depth  of  the  soil  in.  such  areas  is  usually 
too  small  to  give  an  annual  return  from  paddy.  In  addition  there  is 
the  greater  danger  of  erosion  which  is  likely  to  result  if  such  areas  are 
allotted  for  paddy  cultivation.  The  dangers  of  erosion  also  has  been 
touched  upon  elaborately  in  this  House,  and  it’is  very  neeessai’y  to 
guard  against  it*  Therefore  a  sound  forest  policy  should  go  hand 
ia  hand  with  the  allotment  of  grassy  areas  for  paddy  cultivation. 

Certain  difficulties  have  been  expressed  he;-e  about  the  availability 
Sr  nott.&vailability  of  manure  leaves  in  South  Travancore  and  else¬ 
where.  Forests  are.  primarily  to  be  managed  for  timber.  It  is.alwaye 
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a  difficult' problem  to  manage  a  forest  for  multifarious  purposes.  If 
manure  leaves  are  removed  from  a  forest  it  cannot  efficiently  be 
managed  for  fuel  or  for  timber.  The  experience  of  districts  where 
irrigation  has  been  prevalent  as  in  South  Travancore  and  where 
manure  leaves  have  been  permitted  to  be  taken  out  of  the  reserve 
forest  either  on  payment  or  free  has  always  been  disastrous.  In  the 
course  of  a  decade  the  hills  become  denuded  of  tree  or  grass  as  it  has 
now  become  denuded  in  South  Travancore.  It  is  not  advisable  to 
extend  the  concession  already  prevalent  in  either  South  Travancore 
or  in  other  places  of  Travancore.  If  m  ami  re  is  necessary  for  the  ryots 
they  have  got  t,o  set  apirt  a  portion  of  their  holdings  to  cultivate 
manure  leaves  for  themselves  but  perhaps  better  still  to  cultivate  them 
on  the  denuded  hill  slopes  and  porambokes  as  they  are  doing  now  in 
their  private  holdings. 

Mr.  KOTTALIl.  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Will  it  not  reduce  the  area  of  culti¬ 
vation  '? 

RAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKATESWARA  AIYAR  :  Yes,  perhaps  it  will 
reduce  the  area  but  at  the  same  time  it  will  cause  the  rest  of  the  area 
to  yield  more. 

I  would  suggest  in  this  connection  to  the  honourable  member  who 
has  been  complaining  about  the  lack  of  green  manure,  that  fish  manure 
has  been  found  to  be  a  very  sukable  manure.  This  country  is  produc¬ 
ing  fish  in  large  quantities  and  certainly  it  is  worth  while  to  try  this 
manure  and  to  see  how  far  it  will  be  useful. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PlLLAI :  May'  I  know  whether  fish  manure  is 
not  more  useful  for  dry  cultivation  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKATESWARA  AIYAR  :  It  may  be  more  useful 
for  dry  cultivation,  but  certainly  it  is  useful  for  wet  cultivation  as 
well. 

.  Mr.  K,  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  May  I  know  whether  fish  manure  is  not 
Very  costly  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKATESWARA  AIYAR  :  I  believe  if  there  is  a 
demand  for  fish  manure,  and  tho  larger  the  demand,  the  larger  the 
supply,  the  prices  are  likely  to- come  down. 

Where  difficulty  for  green  manure  exists,  I  suggest  that  people 
would  join  together  and  cultivate  green  manure  either  on  communal 
lands  or  on  poramboke  which  they  can  take  from  Government  at  a 
small  rent.  This  can  be  done  on  a  communal  basis. 

A  complaint  has  been  made  about  the  demand  for  permits  for 
sheep  coming  from  Tinuevelly  in  South  Travancore,  The  honoura¬ 
ble  member  is  perhaps  not  aware  that  all  Travancore  oat-tle  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  graze  inside  reserve  forests,  free  of  charge,  and  the  foreign 
cattle  coming  into  Travancore  forests  have  got  to  pay  for  grazing 
within  the  reserve  forests.  •  It  will  be  difficult  to  control  the  cattle 
that  come  from  Tinnevelly  to  Travancore  unless  they  are  covered  by 
permits  as  soon  as  they  come  in3ide  the  State.  Otherwise  they  are 
likely  to  graze  inside  the  reserve  forests  free  of  charge  on  the  plea  that 
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they  are  Travanoore  cattle.  It  is  perhaps  for  that  reason  among 
others  that  the  department  is  insisting  upon  the  purchase  of  permits 
for  foreign  cattle  whenever  they  enter  Travanoore. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  iVhat^  is  the  objection  to 
allowing  sheep  to  graze  in  the  Arauib  Uy  reserve  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  T.  V.  VENKATESWASA  AIYAR  :  To  my  knowledge 
sheep  are  permitted  to  graze  there. 

There  was  also  a  demand  in  this  House  for  dis-reservaiion  of 
small  reserves  and  assigning  them  for  cultivation. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  The  time  for  the  demand  is  now  over. 
Mr  Narayana  Kurup,  do  you  press  your  motion  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  do  not  press  it. 

The  question  that  Government  be  granted  Rs.  9,72,245  under 
Demand  IV—  Forest,  was  put  and  passed.  The  grant  was  made.

MR.  K.  MADHAVA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  3,18,514 
under  Demand  V — Registration. 

Motion  No.  1. 

MR,  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  move- 

To  reduce  the  allotment  o£  Re.  1,600  for  Welling  allowance  by  Re.  1. 
to  point  out  that  the  Director  should  mak°  move  surprise  visits  to  Sub- 
Registry  Offices  with  special  reference  to  the  offices  in  South  Travan- 
core.  If  the  Director  of  Registration  makes  more  surprise  visits  I  am 
sure  that  many  of  the  corrupt  practices  of  officers  in  the  Sub-Registry 
Offices  will  disappear.  I  will  confine  my  observations  to  one  Sub- 
Registry  Office,  viz.,  the  Sub-Reais'ry  Office  at  Aloor.  The  Sub- 
Registrar’s  name  is  one  Mr.  Ohandy,  B.  a.  During  office  hours  he 
makes  regular  visitB  to  his  factories  in  Rajakamangalam.  If  the 
Director  makes  a  snrprise  visit,  he  can  find  it  out.  Moreover,  in  reply 
to  my  question  whether  there  was  such  an  allegation  against  that  Sub- 
Registrar,  the  Director  admitted  that  there  was  such  an  allegation. 
Also,  that  Sub-Registrar  has  got  an  estate  in  Veli  Malai  to  which  ha 
pays  very  regular  visits. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  the  allegation  that  he  pays  visits  to  his  estate 
during  office  hours  ? 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Yes,  Sir.  I  do  not  take  any 
objection  to  the  visits  that  he  may  pay  to  bis  estate  or  to  his  factory 
outside  office  hours.  But  I  take  objection  to  those  visits  that  are  paid 
during  office  hours. 

.  MR,  M,  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  May  I  know  from  the  member . 
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HR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  do  not  yield.  This  Officer 
is  notoriously  corrupt..  Of  all  the  officers  in  Thoyala,  Agastiswar&m 
and  Kalkulam,  he  is  most  corrupt.  Generally  when  a  complaint  of 
corruption  is  made  against  an  officer  in  this  House,  the  usual  question' 
from  the  Chair  is  whether  the  member  takes  the  responsibility  for  the 
statement  that  he  makes.  When  such  questions  are  asked  I  ad 
nrortally  afraid.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  honour¬ 
able  member  to  feel  any  mortal  fear.  I  have  been  noticing  the  perti¬ 
nacity  with  which  he  is  pursuing  this  matter  like  every  other  subject 
that  he  handles.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  the  honourable  member  is 
sufficiently  alive  to  his  own  responsibility  not  to  make  allegation  unless 
he  is  prepared  to  take  up  the  responsibility  for  it. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  To  such  a  question,  I  used  to 
sav,  ‘  I  am  responsible  for  the  statement’.  Simply  to  avoid  such  a 
question  to  this  occasion,  .1  say,  that  I  am  fully  responsible  for  the 
accuracy  of  the  statement  that  I  make.  What  Mr.  Chandy  does  is  this. 
He  comes  to  the  office  at  11.  At  12  he  goes  to  his  home.  And 
parties  visit  him  in  his  house  and  pay  him  Rs.  2  or.  Rs.  5  and.  in  this 
way  he  is  raising  money.  Every  month  he  is”  getting  more  than 
Rs.  100  or  Rs.  200  and  in  Mithunam  1116,  a  petition  has  been  sent  to 
the  Dewan  detailing  the  various  corrupt  practices  of  this  particular 
officer. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  1-trust  that  the  honourable  member 
will  see  that  enough  has  been  said  on  the  floor  of  the  House  to  justify 
a  very  thorough  and  full  investigation  of  this  matter.  Government 
undertake  to  conduct  that  investigation.  It.  may  be  that  this  officer 
has  a  Salt  Factory  and  an  Estate,  and  is  indulging  in  the  alleged 
practices.  But,  at  the  6ame  time,  the  honourable  member  who  is  now 
speaking,  who  is  an  experienced  legislator,  and  other  honourable  mem-  , 
bers  will  realise  that  these  allegations,  if  made  in  great  detail  on  the  , 
floor  of  the  House,  get  at  least  a  month  or  two  months  by  way  of  aJ 
start  over  the  results  of  any  public  enquiry  and  that  therefore  the! 
officer  is  put  in  the  interval  in  a  very  difficult  position.  I  realise  and^ 
I  think  that  the  House  will  realise  that  very  serious  allegations  of 
neglect  of  duty  and  of  corruption  are  made  against  a  particular  officer 
by  an  honourable  member  of  this  House  who  has  stated  that  he  takes 
full  responsibility  for  these  allegations.  In  justice  and  fairness  to  that 
officer  and,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  so,  in  justice  to  my  honourable 
friend,  the  best  course  would  be  to  rest  content  with  the  undertaking 
and  the  assurance  that  there  will  be  an  immediate  public  enquiry 
ordered  into  the  matter.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  now,  nor  is  it 
fair,  to  go  further. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  I-  got  a  copy  of  the 
petition  and  it  was  after  that  that.  I  put  in  an  interpellation.  Immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  interpellation  was  sent,  Mr.  Chandy  wanted  to  see  me.

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MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  He  came  to  see  ms  with 
gome  of  his  friends.  One  of  them  told  me  that  he  wanted  to  see  me.  I 
asked  him,  why  be  wanted  to  see  me.  He  said  that  it  was  because  I 
had  sent  an  interpellation  about  Mr.  Chandy.  Then  I  said  .  that  that

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  I  wish  to  slate  that  the 
privilege  of  the  House  in  asking  questions  is  encroached  upom 

PRESIDENT  :  The  encroachment  of  that  privilege  will  be  amongst 
the  matters  dealt  with  in  the  enquiry. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  In  the  Administration  Beport 
for  the  year  1115,  it  is  stated  at  page  94  that  the  percentage  of  docu¬ 
ments  registered  on  the  day  of  presentation  was-  99'3  as  against-  99'2 
in  HIT.

MR.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  move— 

To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Ha.  3,18,514  under  Demand  V  by  Re-  1 
My  object  in  moving  this  cut  motion  is  .just  to  point  out  that  Sub. 
■Registry  Offices  should,  as  far  a3  possible,  be  located  in  the  centre  of 
the  sub-districts.  This  morning  we  have  discussed  at  .length  the 
question  of  the  advisability  of  locating  such  offices  in  the  centre  itself. 
My  view  is  that  the  existing  sub- registry  offices  should  be  shifted  and 
located  in  the  centre  of  the  sub-district.  At  least  the  three  offices 
proposed  to  be  opened  should  be  located  in  central  places  so  that  it 
may  be  convenient  to  the  public  who  go  for  registry.  I  understand 
that  one  office  is  going  to  be  opened  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk.  There 
are  at  present  three  offices  there,  one  in  the  Nedumangad  town  itself, 
another  near  Kattakada  and  the  third  at  Vamanapuram  which  is  the 
westernmost  boundary.  The  new  office  proposed  to  be  opend  is  to  serve 
Palode,  Uzhamalakkal  and  Mannar.  It  would  be  better  if  it  is  located 
in  the  centre  of  these  three  pakuthies, 

(At  this  stage  President  left  the  chair  and  the  Deputy  President 
occupied  it). 

If  the  new  office  :ig  intended  to  serve  the  easternmost 
pukuthies,  the  most  central  place  would  be  somewhere  between 
Nedumangad  and  the  westernmost  limit,  namely,  Palode.  This  place 
is  growing  in  importance  and  further  more  a  building  is  already  vacaot 
there  which  could  very  well  be  utilised  for  this  purpose.  That  is  a  i 
Government  building  so  that  no  rent  need  be  paid.  Even  if  it  is  only  1 
a  temporary  office,  that  is  the  best-fitted  place,  . 

The  objection  may  be  raije-j  whether.it  will  not  be  convenient  to 
locate  this  in  the  Nedumangad  town  itself.  There  is  already  an  office 
in  Nedumangad.  It  may  be  argued  that  this  office  is  intended  to 
lighten  the  work  of  the  Nedumangad  office.  It  is  wrong  in  principle 
to  locate  the  additional  office  id  the  same  place.  The  office  should  be 
located  in  the  registry  sub-district.  Further,  in  law,  the  sub-registry 
office  should  be  located  within  their  respective  jurisdiction.  When 
that  is  so,  why  should  we  unnecessarily  spend  money  on  a  building  and 
inconvenience  the  people  also  ?  With  these  observations  I  move  the 
motion. 

Mb.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN:  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  The 
office  of  the  Sub-Begistrars  are  established  to  serve  the  convenience  of 
the  public.  It  will  be  difficult  for  people  to  go  to  the  towns  fpom 
interior  villages  for  the  purpose  of  registration.  I  am,  therefore,  of 
opinion  that  these  offices  should  be  located  in  thinly  populated  places 
and  not  in  towns  which  may  perhaps  be  convenient  to  the  officers.  I 
oppose  the  motion. 
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Mr.  K.  MADHAVA  KURUP-.  Sir,  though  Mr.  Murukkumpuzha  Kunju- 
krisbnan  urged  that  <he  sub-registry  offices  should  ordinarily  be  located 
m  the  centre  of  the  district,  it  appears  that  his  main  object  was  to  have 
the  additional  office  to  be  opened  at  Nedumarigad  located  somewhere 
Ifaear  halode,  where  there  is  a  Government  building  and  hence  there 
jrnllbe  some  saving  in  rent, 

*  Sir,  three  new  offices  are  proposed  to  be  opened  next  year,  one  at 
Nedumangad,  another  at  Kottarakarai  and  the  third  at  Karunagapally. 
The  registration  work  in  these  places  is  so  heavy  that  the  public  are 
put  to  inconvenience.  By  opening  these  offices,  public  convenience 
will  be  promoted.  The  offices  will  be  very  temporary,  in  fact,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  after  all  there  will  be  adequate  work  for  them  in 
future  years.  The  offices  will  be  located  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
taluks.  I  admit  that,  for  the  people  Palode,  if  an  office  is  opened  at 
Palode,  that  Will  be  more  convenient. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PIUAI :  What  is  the  obecfeion  of  the  honourable 
member  to  have  the  offices  located  in  such  places  where  they  are  most 
necessary  ? 

MR.  K.  MADHAVA  KURUP  :  It  is  proposed  to  be  located  in  the  most 
convenient  place. 

MR.  M,  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Most  convenient  to  whom? 

MR.' K.  MADHAVA  KURUP:  Most  convenient  to  the  people  of  the 
place.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  was  once  an  additional  office  at 
Nedumangad  just  near  the  principal  office,  but  that  was  abolished.  If 
the  office  continues  for  another  year,  :  and  if  it  is  found  necessary  to 
make  it  permanent,  the  Tquestion  of  locating  it  in  another  place  may 
perhaps  be  considered. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
.  this  office  will  not  have  co-exteusive  jurisdiction  ? 

.  MR.  K.  MADHAVA  KURUP  :  No,  Sir. 

I  Mr.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Then  what  is  the 

*  difficulty  in  locating  the  office  in  another  place  ? 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVA  KURUP  :  If  it  is  located  in  the  town  itself  lawyers, 
doctors  and  several  other  people  will  be  easily  available  to  the  employees 
aB  well  as  to  the  public  who  resort  to  th  e  office.  It  has  already  been  found 
from  experience  that  offices  located  in  out  of  the  way  places,  such  as  i 
Vellanad,  had  to  be  abolished  for  want  of  such  convenience.

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  This  is  a  matter  affecting  the  privileges  and  prestige  of  this 
House  and  as  you  are  the  custodian  of  such  privileges  and  prestige, 
I  wish  to  raise  a  point  of  'order.  From  page  185  of  the  Preliminary 
Budget  it  could  be  3een  that  an  amount  of  Es.  8‘25  lakhs  sis  given  as 
grant  to  the  University  and  this  question  relates  to  the  manner  in 
which  the  sum  we  are  going  to  sanction  is  to  be  expended.  .  The 
question  is  “  will  the  Government  be  pleased  to  state:  (a)  whether 
there  is  a  proposal  to  revise  the  pay  of  the  teachers  in  the  University 
of  Travancore  ;  and  (b)  if  so,  the  nature  of  the  revision  ?  and  the 
answer  is  “  The  University  is  an  autonomous  statutory  body  and  the 
proposals  under  consideration  by  it,  if  any,  are  not  of  direct  concern  to 
Government.  ”  My  point  is  this.  Since  the  salary  of  the  teachers 
has  to  he  met  from  the  grant  which  is  sanctioned  by  this  House,  are 
we  not  entitled  to  make  enquiries  in  regard  to  that  matter  and  are  we 
not  entitled  to  put  such  questions  bearing  on  the  expenditure  of  the 
grant  sanctioned  by  this  House? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  glad  that  this  point  of  order  has  been  raised. 
It  is  an  important  question  affecting  and  likely  to  affect  not  only  the 
University  but  many  other  institutions.  As  was  stated  in  the  answer, 
the  University  of  Travancore  is  autonomous  and  has  been  constituted 
by  a  Statute.  Under  that  Statute,  there  is  a  Senate  and  a  Syndicate 
and  certain  organisations  dealing  with  University  finances.  In  con¬ 
sideration  and  appreciation  of  the  objects  of  the  University  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  giving  certain  grants.  If  the  University  misuses  that 
grant  or  makes  appointments  in  such  an  extravagant  manner  or  on 
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such  a  scale  as  to  nullify  the  object  of  the  grant,  then  it  is  ceftainly 
open  to  this  Honourable  House  to  stay  that  such  grant  or  a  portion  of 
such  grant  must  be  withheld  from  that  body.  But  in  the  case  of  the 
University  of  "Travancore,  and  in  the  case  of,  other  institutions  to 
which  the  Government  extends  its  support,  the  policy  of  Government 
should  in  my  opinion,  be  not  to  interfere  with  the  details  of  adminis¬ 
tration  just  as  Government  will  hereafter  not  interfere  with  the  small 
details  of  the  Municipal  and  Local  administrations.  Assuming  that  a 
municipality  makes  an  imprudent  appointment  or  a  series  of  such 
appointments  as  some  municipalities  have  done  in  the  past,  or  are 
doing  to  day,  the  policy  of  Government  after  the  passing  of  the  new 
District  Municipalities  Act  will,  be  to  interfere  only  when  there  is 
manifest  illegality  or  injustice.  If  matters  proceed  beyond  certain 
tolerated  and  tolerable  points,  Government  may  say  that  further 
assistance  is  not  possible.  Therefore  the  answer  was  given  in  the 
present  form.  It  is  also  the  policy  of  Government  to  repose  full  trust 
and  confidence  in  tbs  Senate  of  the  University  and  to  proceed  on  the 
basis  that  they  will  not  expend  money  in  an  extravagant  and  thought¬ 
less  fashion .  But  to  go  further  into  the  matter  and  for  the  Govern- 
*ment  to  dictate,  for  instance  the  scale  of  salaries  for  a  certain  appoint¬ 
ment,  would  affect  the  autonomy  and  prestige  of  the  University.  The 
same  question  has  -arisen  in  other  places.  It  arose  crucially  and 
pointedly  during  the  course  of  a  great  controversy  between  one  of  the 
greatesc  educationists  of  India,  Sir  Asutosk  IVIukerjee  and  Lord 
Curzon  and  the  poliey  has  been  laid  down  after  careful  thought.  In 
regard  to  the  University  n  s  in  regard  to.  Municipalities  the  policy  of 
.Government  is  one  of  normal  non-interference.  It  must  be  the 
definite  policy  of  Government  to  allow  the  Municipalities  tc  manage 
their  offices  or  even  to  mismanage  them. 

.Mr.  PULIYOQR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether 
in  any  given  case,  if  any  member  of  the  Legislature  wants  to  impress 

upon  the  Government  the  possibilities... . . 

*  PRESIDENT  :  That  can  be  done  under  a  cut  motion  in  connection 
with  the  University  grant.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  this  House  is 
restricted  in  that  matter.  When  the  question  comes  up  under  a  cut 
motion,  it  is  open  to  the  Government  and  to  this  House  to  discuss  the 
principles.  However,  discussions  on  individual  appointments  and 
individual  cases  will  be  allowed  or  not  allowed  keeping  these  principles 
in  mind. 

.  Mr,  PULI YOOR  T.  P.  VELA YUDKAN  PILLA!  :  But,  Sir,  any  matter 
which  forms  the  subject  matter  of  a  out  motion  may  also  form  the 
subject  matter  of  an  interpellation.

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PRESIDENT :  A  question  arose  yesterday  with  regard  to  an 
honourable  member’s  query  regarding  a  newspaper  named '‘Bharathi,” 

I  understand  that  on  account  of  some  internal  disequilibrium  the  paper 
was  nob  published  on  Thursday  but  was  published  on  Saturday  and  a 
note  to"  that  effect  appeared  in  the  “  Bharathi  ”  on  July  24th. 
Although  the  paper  is  dated  Thursday  it  was  issued  only  on  Saturday 
with  an  apology  or  explanation  for  such  late  issue.  That  is  how  the 
proceedings  of  the  House  came  to  be  inserted  in  that  paper.

PRESIDENT  :  Order.  Order.  Neither  the  House  nor  the  Chair 
is  called  upon  to  sit  in  judgment  over  the  journalistic  behaviour  or  the 
contents  of  the  “  Bharathi  ”,  All  that  I  am  concerned  with  is  to  point 
out  that  the  suggestion  *that  was.  made  before  the  House  that  it  was 
psychologically  impossible  for  a  paper  to  publish,  ordinary  human 
conditions  subsisting,  notes  of  the  debate  of  the  11th  on  the  9th.  Now 
I  will  ask  the  Secretary  to  read  the  announcement  of  the  paper  regard¬ 
ing  this.

it  is  a  matter  fof  the  readers  of  the  paper  and  the  editor.  Therefore  I 
don’t  think  we  are  concerned  with  it  here.

MS.  R-  RAMA  VARIER ;  Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  21,500, 
under  Demand  YI— Railways. 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  ;  Sir,  I  movS  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Rs.  7,111  for  Quilon — Trivandrum  Railways  by  Rs.  10  to  speak  on 
the  necessity  of  improving  the  conditions  in  the  third  class  compart¬ 
ments. 


Demand  vi— -eaieways. 
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It  was  said  that  there  was  no  profit  from  the  working  of  this 
Department  during  the  last  ten  years.  Now  that,  Government  have 
been  able  to  derive  a  profit  from  the  working  of  railway _  within  the 
State,  the  travelling  public  expect  that  the  Government  will  do  some¬ 
thing  for  increasing  the  comforts  of  the  third  class  passengers.  Sir, 
I  have  to  state  that  conditions  in  the  third  class  compartments  arc 
rather  very'  unsatisfactory. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  the  honourable  member  speaking  of  the  whole 
South  Indian  Railway  system  or  the  portion  of  it  between  Shencotta  and 
Trivandrum  ? 

MR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  if  we  take  the  conditions  obtain-1 
ing  in  the  Trivandrum  Express  and  in  the  Shuttle  trains  running 
between  Quilon  and  Trivandrum,  we  will  see  that  in  the  Express 
trains  the  compartments  are  kept  clean  and  washed  daily  while  the 
shuttle  trains  are  not  at  all  washed.  The  railway  authorities  let  in 
beggars  freely  in  the  shuttle  trains.  I  have  noticed  that  seveial  of 
them  are  lepers  carrying  contagion.  So,  I  have  to  submit  that  G  overn¬ 
ment  should  do  something  for  improving  the  comforts  of  the  third  class 
passengers. 

MR.  R.  RAMA  VARIER  :  Sir,  the  Travancore  Railways  have  not  been 
working  at  a  regular  los3  for  the  past  ten  years  as  pointed  out  by  the 
honourable  member.  The  loss  was  only  during  the  last  five  years 
and  there  were  years  of  profit  before  that  period. 

As  regards  the  convenience  to  be  given  to  the  third  class 
passengers,  the  matter  does  not  rest  entirely  with  this  Government, 
This  will  be  placed  before  the  Railway  Board,  for  consideration. 

PRESIDENT  :  There  has  been  a  fairly  extensive  agitation  on  this 
matter  and  the  Government  of  India  during  the  last  year  and  this  year 
have  taken  some  steps  to  impress  upon  the  .Railway  administration  and 
the  Board  the  necessity  for  improved  conditions  of  travel  of  third  class 
passengers  who,  after  all,  fare  the  persons  who  bring  in  most  revenue 
to’  the  Railway. 

There  is  much  more  to  complain  than  the  want  of  amenities  for 
the  third  class  passengers.  The  almost  intolerable  slowness  of  many 
of  the  shuttle  trains  is  a  matter  of  notoriety.  These  matters  are  being 
periodically  brought  by  our  representatives  to  the  notice  of  the  Railway 
authorities  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  improve.  If  they  do  not 
improve,  I  am  afraid  that  what  may  be  called  the  passenger  traffic  in 
the  Railway  will  suffer  grave  diminution  and  the  place  will  have  to  be 
taken  up  by  other  agencies  and  other  forms  of  travel. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  I  do  not  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.

Mr.  PULiYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the 
allotment  of  Rs.  1,98,250  for  Protective  Irrigation  by  Re.  1 . 

Sir,  my  object  is  to  point  out  the  fact  that  on  account  of  the 
administrative  action  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  &  Fisheries 
the  full  benefits  of  the  Protective  Irrigation  works  have  not  been  en¬ 
joyed  by  the  public. 

Sir,  during  ihe  course  of  the  general  discussion  on  the  Budget, 
I  have  attempted  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  this  very 
important  matter.  Sir,  we  are  aware  really  and  we  are  grateful  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  that  Government  are  paying  deserving  attention  to  the  question 
of  improvement  of  protective  irrigatien.  But  my  complaint  is  that  on 
account  of  certain  administrative  action  of  the  Fisheries  Department, 
the  beneficial  results  that  are  expected  to  arise  out  of  the  protective 
Irrigation  Works  are  not  allowed  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  general  public, 
especially  the  agriculturists.  Sir,  many  of  the  poramboke  channels, 
tanks  and  chals  are  being  leased  out  by  the  Fisheries  Department 
for  a  very  nominal  amount  for  fishing  purposes,  and  I  am  personally 
aware  of  the  fact  that  in  several  pakuthies  of  the  Tiruvalla  taluk, 
which  I  have  the  privilege  to  represent  here,  the  thodus,  chals  and 
tanks  are  leased  out  by  the  Fisheries  Department  ;  and  that  these 
thodus,  chals  and  tanks  are  the  only  means  of  irrigating  the 
extensive  paddy  cultivation  of  those  interior  areas.  Sir,  it  is  a  long  time 
past  that  the  Land  Revenue  officers  in  those  localities  have  ceased  to 
pay  any  attention  in  this  matter.  I  am  aware  that  when  the  present 
Chief  Secretary  was  the  Tahsildar  in  Chengannur,  he  was  kind  enough 
to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  question  of  the  improvement  of 
irrigation  and  the  means  of  communications  in  the  old'  Chengannur 
taluk.  Ever  since  then,  we  have  not  been  fortunate  enough  to  see 
that  any  attempt  is  made  in  such  directions  by  his  successors.  As 
a  result,  even  though  in  Government  records  we  see  that  extensive 
areas  are  set  apart  as  chals,  thodus  and  channels  for  irrigation  pur¬ 
poses,  in  fact  on  the  ground  we  see  no  such  areas.  For,  the  adjoining 
land  owners  have  trespassed  upon  these  areas  and  these  areas  have 
been  subsequently  converted  into  paddy  lands.  Wherever  small  areas 
remain  as  before,  on  account  of  the  policy  of  leasing  out  adopted  by  the 
Fisheries  Department,  they  are  made,  absolutely  useless  for  irrigation 
purposes  and  also  for  the  needs  of  the  animals.  Sir,  on  account  of  the 
fishing  operations  carried  on  by  the  lessees  in  these  areas,  the  water  is 
made  muddy  and  quite  useless  for  irrigation. 

.PRESIDENT  :  Why  iB  it  useless  for  irrigation  ? 

MR.  PUUYOOflT.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  This  thick  muddy  Water 
is  injurious  to  the  paddy  cultivation.  It  is  also  impossible  for  irrigat* 
tng  the  area  wi.h  this  thick  solution  of  clay  and  water.  Even  if  the 
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muddy  water  is  taken  into  the  paddy  lands,  it  will  be  injurious  to  the 
proper  growth  of  the  paddy  cultivation.  So,  my  submission  is  that  it 
is  high  time  for  Government  to  issue  immediate  instructions  to  the 
Fisheries  Department  to  put  a  stop  to  this  very  dangerous  and  suicidal 
policy.  With  these  observations,  1  commend  my  ^motion  for  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  M,  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  May  I  know  from  the  member  how 
the  muddy  water  is  injurious  to  paddy  cultivation  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  It  is  because  the  whole 
paddy  cultivation  will  be  destroyed,  if  this  water  is  used  for  irriga¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  What  is  the  reason  for  it  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  A  scientific  study  of 
the  matter  may  be  made  by  the  Besearch  Department  or  by  the 
Agricultural  Department. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  During  what  periods  of  the 
year  are  these  thodus,  chals  and  tanks  subjected  to  the  fishing  opera¬ 
tions  P 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  From  Dhanu  to  MedomV 
There  is  only  one  crop  in  these  areas,  which  is  generally  called  kari- 
punja ;  the  sowing  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  month  of  Dhanu  and 
the  harvest  will  be  in  the  beginning  of  Medom.  It  is  in  that  particular 
period  that  the  fishing  operations  take  place  and  thus  water  is  made, 
muddy  and  useless  for  irrigating  the  paddy  cultivation. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ;  In  supporting  the  motion  I  say  that 
irrigation  facilities  have  got  to  he  improved.  It  is  essential  that  a 
separate  Division  should  be  maintained  as  before.  Any  indifference  on 
the  part  of  the  Department  in  affording  timely  relief  to  the  cultivators 
will  lead  to  loss  not  only  to  the  people  hut  also  the  Government. 

In  this  connection,  I  have  to  point  out  to  Government  the 
deplorable  condition  in  which  two  important  canals,  namely  aoojj# 
canal  in  Tiruvella  and  Aifi-ai"  canal  in  Kottayam  are.  Much  money 
was  spent  on  these  and  no  work  was  done  there  for  more  than  the  past 
two  years.  I  may  say  that  the  work  has  been  neglec  ted  there  for  no 
fault  of  the  people. 

*  Then  again,  there' is  some,  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  irrigation 
work  in  Valia  tllodu  in  the  eastern  district  of  Thiruvalla.  Ail  ihese 
have  got  to  be  looked  into,  and  these  matters  could  be  properly  altsnd- 
ed  to  only  if  a  separate  Irrigation  Department  is  brought  into 
existence  as  before.  I  therefore  support  the  motion.  • 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  support  the  mption 
and  I* do  it  only  to  make  one  point  clear.  The  mover  of.  the  motion 
said  that  the  pumping  in  of  the  muddy  water  does  harm  to  paddy  culti¬ 
vation.  Some  doubt  seems  to  have  arisen  in  the  minds  of  .  many  mem¬ 
bers  as  to  how  muddy  water  does  harm  to  paddy  cultivation.  What  I 
want  to  make  clear  is  that  it  is  not  exactly  muddy  water  that  is 
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pumped  in,  but  that  it  is  a  thick  solution  of  clay  that  is  pumped  in. 
During  the  months  from  Dhanu  to  Medom  there  is  scarcity  of  water  in 
these  tanks  and  ehals  and  when  these  are  used^  for  fishing  purposes, 
the  water  in  them  becomes  a  very  thick  solution  "of  mud.  Thick  solu¬ 
tion  that  is  pumped  into  the  fields  spreads  in  the  field  and  dries  up 
and  cracks  and  the  paddy  spoiled. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  mud  is 
caused  by  silt  dissolved  in  water  ?  If  that  is  so,  it  is  manure. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  It  is  not  silt.  It  is  pure 
clay  lying  at  the  bottom  of  the  tank  which  is  mixed  up  with  the  water. 
It  is  not  silt  at  all  and  it  is  not  manure. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANIKKER:  Sir,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  the  same 
trouble  is  felt  in  Mavelikara,  and  Kartikapalli  taluks  also,  especially  in  ■ 
Kartikapalli  taluk,  as  a  result  of  the  braSkish  water  entering  into  such 
canals  by  the  operation  of  the  people  who  take  canals  on  lease  for  the 
purpose  of  catching  fish;  They  have  no  scruples  to  let  in  brackish 
water  into  the  channels.  That  is  an  additional  source  of  trouble  to 
the  cultivator.  If  this  water  goes  to  the  paddy  fields,  all  the  seedlings 
will  become  dried  up. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  suggestion  the  honourable  member 
would  like  to  make? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANIKKER  :  The  leasing  process  should  be  stopped 
and  there  should  be  no  interference  by  such  lessees  who  are  gener¬ 
ally  fishermen.

Mr.  P.  HARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion.  But  I  can¬ 
not  agree  with  the  reasons  advanced  by  many  of  irbe  honourable  mem¬ 
bers.  Though  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabba  Pillai  said  that  there  is  a 
difference  between  muddy  water  and  a  solution  of  clay  there  is  abso¬ 
lutely  no  difference  between  muddy  water  and  water  containing  silt. 
Neither  of  them  are  injurious  to  the  paddy  cultivator.  Pishing  oper¬ 
ations  are  conducted  in  Makarann,  Kumbam  and  Dhanu  after  these 
channels  are  dried  up.  There  will  then  be  very  little  water  in  these 
channels-  And  the  lessees  generally  conduct  fishing  opeiations  after 
drying  up  these  tanka  and  channels.  As  a  reBult  of  that  there  will  be 
very  little  water  left  which  can  be  utilised  for  cultivating  the  adjacent 
lands.  This  is  the  real  dax’gnr  that  threatens  the  cultivator.  So  it  is 
advisable  not  to  lease  out  tanks  and  channels  for  the  purpose  of  fishing. 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  :  Sir,  protective  irrigation  falls  under  two  groups, 
one  is  major  and  the  other  is  minor.  The  P.  W.  D.  is  maintaining 
only  the  major  irrigation  works.  In  the  case  of  these  major  works, 
the  Department  does  not  allow  any  interference  prejudicial  to  irriga¬ 
tion.  As  regards  minor  irrigation  works,  the  duty  of  maintaining  them 
devolves  upon  the  ryots.  So  the  Department  could  not  do  anything  in 
the  matter. _ 
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MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANIKKER  :  How  can  the  ryots  themselves  proteoi 
their  interest  when  the  Department  leases  out  the  canals  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  fishing  ? 

MR.  I..C.  CHACKO  :  The  P.  W.  D.  does  nob  lease  out  the  fishing 
rights.  . 

Another  honourable  member  referred  to  the  abolition  of  the  Irri¬ 
gation  Division. '  Only  the  Division  has  been  abolished.  There  are 
three  sub-divisions  arid  nine  sections  which  are  still  continuing.

For  instance,  the  right  of  fishing  in  the  Terur  tank  is 
auctioned  after  the  Kumbhom  crop. 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  :  There  is  no  need  for  water  after  the  Kumbhom 
crop, 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  The  maintenance  is  done  only  in  the 
channels  and  not  in  the  bed  of  the  tank. 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  should  give  'the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  the  opportunity  of  putting  forward  his  case  before  he  answers  these 
questions.  . 

Mr.  I,  C.  CHACKO  :  The  headquarters  of  the  Irrigation  Division 
was  fixed  at  Quilon.  Of  course  the  Irrigation  Department,  has  moved 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  people.  But  the  people  found  it  very 
difficult  to  go  to  Quilon  to  make  their  representations.  That  was  one 
reason  why  the  Division  was  abolished.

I.  C.  CHACKO  :  No.  The  cost  of  running  a  separate  Division  for 
Irrigation  was  about  Bs,  80,000  and  that  was  a  very  large  expenditure 
compared  to  the  expenditure  on  works,’  These  were  the  reasons  that 
induced  Government  to  abolish  the  Division  Officers’3  post. 

One  member  referred  to  the  Valiatodu  in  Aiyrur.  I  may  say  that 
two  cross  bars  are  being  put  up  and  efficient  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  complete  them.  That  is  all  that  is  possible, 

MR.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know,  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  he  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
several  Poramboke  chais  in  .the  Tiruvalla  taluk  which  are  the  only 
means  of  irrigation  for  the.  extensive  areas  under  paddy  cultivation  ? 

Mr.  |.  C.  CHACKO  :  Yes,  there  are. 
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MR.  PULIOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDAN  PILLA!  :  Some  of  these  ohaJs  are 
maintained  by  the  Irrigation  Department-  Foe  instance,  one  chal  in 
'  Pantalam  Vadakkekara  Pakuthi  is  maintained  by  the  Department.

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  k'ffow  whether  < 
these  channels  are  not  leased  out  by.  the  Fisheries  Department  for 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO:  Although  they  are  improved  by  the  P.  W.  D. 
they  are  minor  irrigation  works  and  therefore  the  P.  W.  D.-  are  not 
maintaining  them. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  My  question  is  not 
about  the  maintenance.  I  want  to  know  whether  these  channels  are 
leased  out  by  the  Fisheries  Department. 

Mr,  I.  C.  CHACKO  ;  I  am  not  aware. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whe>  her 
Government  are  aware  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  On  this  point  he  represents  the  Government. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  ho  is  personally  aware  of  the  fact  that  in 
several  pakmhies  in  the  Tiruvalla  taluk  there  are  no  other  means' of 
irrigation  excepting  these  chals  ? 

»  Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO:  I  am  fully  aware  of  that. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  fishing  operation  in  these  tanks  during  summer  will  be  prejudicial 
to  the  growth  of  paddy  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  honourable  member  would  be  helping 
Governmemt  if  he  indicates  what  he  considers  as  the  best  solution. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  I  am  thankful  to  Govern¬ 
ment  for  giving  me  another  opportunity  for  explaining  my  position.  My  ' 
submission  is  that  these  chals  which  will  not  altogether  measure  more 
than  five  acres  should  not  be  leased  out.  The  loss  will  not-  be  more  i 
than  Es.  5  or  Es.  10.  Even  when  they  are  leased  out  they  are  not  pro¬ 
perly  advertised  and  therefore  the  amount  fetched  is  very  nominal. 
The  damage  caused  to  the  ryots  is  more  than  the  amount  that  would  j 
be  realised  by  leasing  them  out.  " 

PRESIDENT :  Is  the  honourable  member  in  a  position  to  say  what 
is  the  amoimb  derived  from  the  fishery  right  over  these  channels  ? 

Mb.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  I  do  not  know,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT:  Does  the  member  in  charge  of  the  Department  know 

Dr.  K.  L.  MOUDGlLL  :  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  am  personally  aware 
that  the  amount  derived  in  a  particular  block  is  only  below  Es.  10. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  other  words  the  honourable  member  is  saying  that 
the  amount  derived  is  much  below  the  trouble  caused  to  the  ryots. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI;  Not  only  that.  The 
trouble  caused  to  the  ryots  is  considerable.  At  least  in  future  these ■* 
chals  and  tanks  should  not  be  leased  out  in  consideration  of  all  the 
facta  I  have  explained  on  the  floor  of  the  douse. 
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RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AlYAR  :  Sir,  it  has  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  that  considerable  harm  is  being 
caused  on  account  of  the  leasing  of  these  tanks  for  fishing.  This  is  a 
question  of  policy.  I  can  assure  the  member  that  the  Government  will 
look  into  the  matter  sympathetically. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  What  does  the  Chief  Engineer  say 
about  the  Knllapuzha  thodu,  the  Mullakanchira  canal  and  the  Kut- 
tapuzha  thodu  ? 

Mfl.  I.  C.  CHACKO  ;  A  revised  estimate  has  now  been  sanctioned  in 
respect  of  the  Kullapuzha  thodu  and  the  work  will  be  taken  up  as  soon 
as  the  rainy  season  is  over.  Regarding  the  other  works  we  will  resume 
work  as  early  as  possible. 

Mr.  PUIIYQOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  In  view  of  the  answer 
given  by  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government  on  behalf  of  Government 
I  do  not  press  the  motion.

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  3,000  for  travelling  allowance  by

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  discuss  the  fact  that  on  account  of 
the  want  of  the  effective  local  inspections  : by  the  Chief  Engineer  the 
works  provided  for  in  the  budget  are  not  being  carried  out  in  proper 
time.  It  is  as  a  result  iof  repeated  representations  made  to  Govern¬ 
ment  and  some  times  as  the  result  of  interpellations  and  cut  motions 
asked,  moved  respectively  in  the  Houses  of  Legislature  that  Government 
are  generally  making  provisions  in  the  budget  for  the  various  years  for 
certain  important  works. ,  Even  though  sufficient  provision  has  been 
made  in  the  budget,  we  are  sorry  to  find  that  in  the  majority  of  cases 
these  works  were  not  taken  up  and  completed  during  the  year  itself. 
Consequently  the  amounts  had  to  be  allowed  to  lapse  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Eor  example,  in  the  current  year’s  budget  sufficient  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  construction  of  two  very  important  bridges, 
.namely,  the  Kozhipalam  bridge  on  the  Chengannur-Kozheneherry 
'tokd  and  the  Nakallikal  bridge  on  the  Aranmulla-Pandalam  Boad. 
But  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  even  though  funds  were  available  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  the  bridge  nothing  substantial  has  been  done  in 
this  direction.  I  am  sure  if  the  Chief  Engineer  had  ‘travelled  in  these

parts  he  would  have  been  able  to  find  out  whether  the  works  sanctioned 
by  Government  are  carried  out  in  proper  time.  These  bridges  would  have 
been  in  that  case  completed  by'This  time.  The  sad  result  is  being  ex¬ 
perienced  in  several  other  cases  also.  My  submission  is  that  on  account 
of  want  of  effective  local  inspections  these  sad  things  happen.  So  I 
wish,  in  future,  by  proper  travelling  and  effective  local  inspections,  the 
works  provided  for  in  the  budget  would  be  taken  up  and  completed 
during  the  same  year.  Sir,  in  the  next  year’s  budget  there  is  provision 
for  the  construction  of  the  Kollakadavu  bridge  about  which  repeated 
representaions  have  been  made  to  Government  direct  and  interpella¬ 
tions  and  cut  motions  also  asked  and  moved  in  this  House.  I  wish  to 
point  out  to  Government  and  the  Chief  Engineer  that  particular  care 
may  be  taken  at  least  next  year  to  see  that  this  bridge  is  taken  np  and 
finished  next  year  itself.  With  these  observations,  I  move  my  motion 
for  the  unanimous  acceptance  of  the  House.

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAi .  Sir  I  support  tire  motion. 
I  do  so  not  to  bring  to  the  notice  o£  Government  any  particular  work, 
not  that  I  have  no  work  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government, 
but  because  I  think  I  might  take  this  opportunity  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  Government  the  advisability  of  laying  aside  all  amounts  that 
lapse  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  form  a  P.  W.  D.  fund.  There  seems 
tQ  be  a  tendency,  conscious  or  unconscious,  on  the'part  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  allow  the  funds  allotted  to  lapse  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
result  is  that  not  only  that  works  are  not  taken  up  but  even  these  taken 
are  left  incomplete  after  huge  amounts  have  been  spent  on  them. 
Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  mentioned  two  canals  and  the  Chief  Engineer  said 
that  their  construction 'is  proceeding.  I  know  another  canal  namely 
the  Ghalakal  canal,  on  which  >about  Rs.  35,000  have  been  spent.  It 
seems  that  there  is  some  rock  there  and  unless  somebody  removes  tlfe 
rock  to  the.  Vembanad  lake,  the  canal  cannot  be  constructed-  Through¬ 
out  the  State  you  can  find  various  incomplete  works.  The  Alleppy- 
Changanacherry  canal  is  one  such.  Enquires  and  investigations  have 
been  going  on  for  several  years  and  this  year  a  sum  of  Be.  3,000  only 
has  been  allotted  for  it.  This  is  not  enough.  I  think  this  is  almost  a 
negation  of  the  canal.  Sometimes  Government  seem  to  take  up  this 
work  and  hopes  are  created  only  to  be  followed  by  disappointments. 
If  Government  come  to  a  decision  that  whatever  amount  lapses  at  the 
end  of  the  year  is  kept  as  a  P.W.  D.  fund,  these  works  could  be 
carried  out  later.  I  think  there  is  a  tendency  in  the  administration 
to  hold  baek  the  money  for  the  next  year’s  expenses.  In  the  Univer¬ 
sity  fund  we  have  been  setting  apart  certain  funds  for  capital  Works  a.ud 
carrying  forward  the  unexpended  portion  to  the  next  year.  This  prac¬ 
tice  maybe  followed  in  th«  P.  W.  D.  also. 

PRESIDENT  :  One  of  the  objects  of  Government  in  constituting  the 
P.  W-  D.  Advisory  Committee  and  in  (proposing  to  continue  it  and 
remodel  it  was  to  enable  public  opinion  to  be  focussed  upon  these 
matters  and  to  have  a  two-year  or  'three-year  or  five-year  programme 
of  works.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  P.  W-  D.  Advisory  Committee  to 
see  how  that  can  best  be  done  in  consonance  with  the  wishes  of  the 
people  of  the  State.  Government  can  then  ear-mark  a  particular  sum 
which  if  it  is  not'spent  in  a  year  my  be  carried'  over  to  spend  in  the  next 
year.  It  appears  to  me  that  what  happens  at  present  is  that  very  often 
enterprising  or  pertinacious  members  put  forward  particular  proposals 
and  on  account  of  local  influence  or  local  importunity  those  proposals  are 
taken  up.  And  then  somebody  else  comes  up  with  anothdr  proposal 
and  the  department  and  the  Government  have  got  frequently  the 
tendency  to  satisfy  the  man  on  the,  spot  for  the  time  being. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  .  In  the  light  of  what 
the  Dewan-President  has  stated  I  do  not  persue  the  point  any  further. 
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IWr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLfll :  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words  in 
support  of  this  motion.  Perhaps,  the  Chair  and  the  member  in  eharga 
of  the  department  may  be  surprised  when  I  speak  in  support  of  the 
motion,  particularly  when  I  happen  to  be  a  member  of  .the  P.  W.  D. 
Advisory  Board. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  may  know  where  the  shoe  pinches 

'  MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  It  is  true  that  the  members  of  this 

Board,  give  considerable  help  to  the  department.  But  by  our  intimate 
experience  of  the  department,  we  can  say  that  the  departmental  peo¬ 
ple  are  not  as  keen  as  they  ought  to  be  in  their  work.  I  must  say 
with  all  the  strength  that  I  can  command  that  the  department,  lacks 
what  may  be  called  driving  force. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  may  be  supplied  hypothically  by  the  Committee. 

Mr,  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  But  one  can  lead  a  horse  to  the  river 
but  twenty  cannot  make  it  dirink.  , 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  forcible  feeding  now-a-days. 

,  MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir.  That  is  what  we  want  to 

do,  But  when  we  ask  “  what  have  you  done  with  regard,  to  the  last 

years’s  programme  ’’sometimes  the  head  of  the  department  will  not  bo 
able  to  answer  in  respect  of  many  items.  Very  often  the  u3ual  answer 
is  “  the  Land  Bevenue  Department  has  not  handed  over  the  site  so 
that  we  may  begin  the  work”.  Even  today  the  departmental  head  very 
cleverly  threw  the  responsibility  on  the  poor  ryots  when  it  was  com¬ 
plained  that  irrigation  is  affected  by  fishing.  Let  me  take  this  instance. 
There  is  a  small  water  course  as  that  of  a  big  kal  between  tbe  village 
of 'Chiramadam  and  the  village  of  Vembadi  inhabited  by  Sambavars. 
People  have  got  to  pass  this  kal  for  their  daily  work.  Daily  three  or 
four  hundred  labourers  and  ryots  from  the  neighbouring  villages  will 
have  to  cross  this  kal  for  getting  and  paying  daily  wages.  There  is 
no  bridge  there.  Two  palmyrah  rafts  are  placed  across  the  kal  by  the 
people  themselves.  It  was  decided  in  the  last  year’s  committee  to 
provide  them  small  bridges  in  two  places  and  funds  were  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  the  last  year’s  budget.  ,  But  nothing  has  been  done  yet, 
Now  I  am  thinking  of  Dr.  Kamesaxn’s  plan,  i.  e.,  putting  planks  for 
the  purpose  of  crossing  the  river.  Tbe  bridge  could  be  constructed 
within  30  days.  But  no  attempt  has  been  made.  When  I  ask  wbr 
the  work  is  held  up,  without  understanding  the  locality,  the  Chief 
Engineer  would  answer  that  the  site  is  not  handed  over  by  the  L.  B. 
Department.  There  is  no  necessity  for  it.  It  is  a  poramboke  land. 
From  this  budge!)  you  can  see  that  the  major  portion  of  the  work  for 
which  money  was  allotted  last  year  has  not  been  spent  and  the  works 
are  found  repeated  in  this  budget  also.  What  is  the  meaning  of  it  un¬ 
less  it  be.the  absolute  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  subordinates  or 
the  Division  Officers  of  the  department.  A  driving  power  is  absolutely 
necessary,  A  list  of  works  to  be  done  for  one  year  should  be  given  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  department  must  be  able  to  say  that  they 
have  completed  such  and  such  works  and  that  only  a  small  portion 
()f  some  works  remains  to  be  done  for  very  good  reasons.  I-can 
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understand  that.  Additional  funds  for  it  can  he  provided  for  in  the 
nest  year’s  budget.  Let  us  take  the  case  of  maintenance  and  irrigation 
tanks  in  Nanjinad. 

Mr.  D.  C.  JOSEPH:  May  I  know  whether,  as  a  member  of.  the 
Advisory  Board,  he  has  even  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention  of 
the  Presiding  Officer. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  That  is  a  matter  for  the  executive 
head  of  the  department  to  look  into. 

Similarly  maintenance  works  in  connection  with  the  irrigation 
tanks  are  not  properly  attended  to.  So  also  with  regard  to  the  opening 
of  new  tanks  for  the  purpose  of  irrigation.  Year  before  last,  Bs.  25,000 
was  allotted  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  certain  tanks.  If  I  remember 
correct,  only  about  Bs.  5,000  was  spent.  .During  last  year  there  was 
preferably  good  weather.  If  the  department  had  only  cared,  they 
could  have  done  it.  When  we  ask  for  an  explanation,  the  reply  is  that 
the  estimate  is  not  ready.  It  may  be  only  a  sinall  item  of  earthwork 
for  which  no  great  skill  is  required  for  preparing  the  estimate.  For 
this  untenable  reason  funds  for  major  portions  of  work  will  be  allowed 
to  lapse.  From  all  these  things  one  will  come  to  the  definite  conclu¬ 
sion  that  the  department  lacks  that  driving  power.  Some  more  driving 
power  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  Officers  who  are  immedi¬ 
ately  responsible  for  such  works. 

MR.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  The  general 
practice  with  regard  to  the  P.  W.  Department  is  to  allow  the  sum 
allotted  for  one  year  to  lapse  at  the  end  of  the  year  so  that  the  same 
has  becomejthe  rule,  rather  the  exception.  My  friend  Mr.  Padmanabha 
Pillai  referred  to  the  Chalakal  thodu.  Its  construction  was  started 
more  than  25  years  ago.  Dewan  Mr.  Baghaviah  and  Dewan  Mr.  V.  S. 
Subramonia  Aiyar  visited  the  spot  and  recommended  that  for  the'  im¬ 
provement  of  paddy  cultivation,  the  cutting  of  that  thodu  was  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary  and  a  portion  was  cut  open,  at  both  ends,  but  the 
middle  is  still  left  intact.  JThat  is  the  practice  resorted  to  by  the 
P.  W.  Department.  If  that  is  the  case  with  such  important  works 
which  have  been  inspected  by  the  head  of  the  administration  more 
than  once,  what  will  be  the  case  with  others  ? 

Then  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  case  about 
the  water  scarcity  in  the  Kottayam  Municipality.  In  the  last  year’s 
budget  an  amount  of  Bs.  10,00.0  was  allotted.  But  no  amount  has 
been  spent. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI.  May  I  know  the  provision  for  this 

J6ar  Mr.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  ;  Mere  allotment  does’  not  count  for  any¬ 
thing.  The  situation  has  come  to  such  a  stage  that  an  allotment  in 
the  budget  for  any  work  in  an  year  does  not  mean  anything  more  than 
that.  It  falls  to.  create  any  impression  in  the  minds  of  the- public. 
It  is  after  much  trouble  on  the  part  of  the  public  concerned  that  a 
particular  amount  is  made  to  be  allotted  for  some  particular,  work. 
If  thjjt  is  allowed  to  be  lapsed  in  this  manner,  it  must  be  conceded  that 
tilings  are'not  going  on  in  the  right  direction.  With  these  wordB  I 
mppoit  the  motion.  g

MR.  M.  RAMIAH  PILLAI :  Sir,  in  supporting  this  motion,  I  wish  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  department  the  hopeless  and  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  roads  in  Nedumangad  and  Chirayinkil  taluks.  Sir,  j 
do  not  think  that  too  many  words  are  necessary  for  the  purpose. 
Anyone  whohas  travelled  along  the  byroads  in  Nedumangad  and  Chiray. 
inkii  will  be  able  to  bear  witness  to  the  unsatisfactory  condition.  I  do 
not  know  whether  it  is  the  lack  of  allotments  for  the  proper  mainten¬ 
ance  of  the  roads  or  whether  it  is  due  to  the  negligence  of  the  P.  W.  D. 
that  is  responsible  for  the  deplorable  condition  of  our  roads  the 
faet  is,  sir,  our  roads  are  generally  out  of  repair  and  I  may  specially 
mention  the  following  roads  as  extremely  unsatisfactory. 

Nedumangad- Vempayam  road. 

Nedumangad-Shorlacode  road. 

Nedumangad-Kattakada  road. 

Neduraangad-Karuppur  road. 

Nedumangad-Venjaramood  road  via  Panavur. 

Nedumangad- Vat-tapara  road  via  Kazhana 

Nanniyur- Vidura  road. 

..In  111-5,  I  had  a  chance  of  accompanying  the  P.  W.  D.  Advisory 
Board  members  when  they  were  running  about  to  inspect  the  roads  in 
my  constituency.  The  Convener  of  the  board,  honourable  member  Mr. 
Sivathanu  Pillai,  was  quite  convinced  with  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  those  roads.  At  that  time  when  this  matter  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  committee,  the  Board  members  were  kind  enough 
to  assure  me  that  they  would  do  the  needful.  Sir,  I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
nothing  was  done  up  to  this  time.  In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  invite  your 
kind  attention  that  before  six  years  the  Trivandrum-Shencotta  road  was 
in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition,  but  that  it  is  now  kept  and  maintained 
in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  because  the  Dewan  passes  along  that 
way  often.  Sir  if  the  department  still  shows  lack  of  life  and  less 
interest  to  keep  these  roads  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  I  would 
pray  and  appeal  to  the  Dewan  president  to  find  it  convenient  at  least 
once  in  a  way  to  pass  along  those  byroads  also  *o  that  the  P.  W-  D 
would  find  it  necessary  to  keep  and  maintain  these  byroads  also  fit  to 
use.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion.

NEW  MEMBER. 

Mr.  E.  Gr.  Salter,  Director  of  Transport,  was  sworn  in. 
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Hr,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion."  It  is  true 
that  the  provisions  made  in  the  budget  for  7116  nave  not  been 
executed.  We  have  to  coDsider  whether  the  reasons  for  the  delay  in 
the  execution  of  the  works  can  be  attributed  to  the  department  alone  or 
whether  there  is  any  other  person  also  responsible  for  this  delay.  Sir, 
I  may  mention  that  the  Government  also  are  partly  responsible  for  the 
delay  in  completing  the  works  provided  for  in  1116.  Before  the  end  of 
Medom,  when  we  ascertained  the  number  of  new  works  for  which  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  the  Alwaye  Division  it  was 
found  that  50  items  were  sanctioned  for  1116.  About  28  items  were 
pending  with  the  Government  at  the  end  of  Medom  for  administrative 
sanction.  If  this  fact  is  true,  even  supposing  that  administrative 
sanction  is  given  at  the  end  of  Medom,  we  have  only  three  months  for 
the  expiry  of  the  year.  After  getting  administrative  sanotion  the 
department  has  to  invito  tenders  and  take  other  action  for  the  execution 
of  the  work.  The  period  of  three  months  is  too  short  for  the  purpose. 
Therefore,  Government  are  also  partly,  responsible  for  the  delay  in  the 
execution  of  the  works.  I  am  of  opinion  that,  "the  Land  Revenue  De¬ 
partment  also  is  partly  responsible  for  the  delay.  I  will  quote  one 
particular  instance,  namely,  Ariyad-Munro  Light  road.  There  was 
provision  for  the  acquisitions  of  land.  The  Public  Works  Department 
had  been -corresponding:  with  the  Land  Revenue  Department  to  acquire 
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the  land  and  surrender  it.  Unless  the  Land  Acquisition  proceedings 
are  over  and  the  land  is  surrendered  to  the  Public  Works  Departments 
it  will  not  be  possible  for  them  to  begin  the  work.  Till  this  moment 
I  can  boldly  assert  that  the  acquisition  proceedings  have  not  been 
taken  and  that  the  allotment  is  likely  to  lapse.  Similarly,  there  is 
provision  for  the  maintenance  of  ryots  roads  in  several  places  in  the 
State.  Although  the  people  have  made  the  road  and  surrendered  the 
land  the  Land  Revenue  Department  has  not  been  kind  enough  and 
quick  enough  to  take  up  the  land  and  surrender  it  to  the  P.  W.  D. 
Unless  and  until  the  P.  W.  D.'  gets  possession  of  the  land  the  roads 
cannot  be  taken  up  for  maintenance.  So  that  there  is  no  use  of  com¬ 
plaining  against  the  P..  W.  D.  for  delay  in  this  matter.  However,  one 
thing  can  be  certainly  said  against  the  department.  In  many  eases 
the  preparation  of  the  estimate  is  delayed,  As  Air.  T.  0.  Kesava  Pillai 
said,  the  Chief  Engineer  must  issue  strict  orders  to  his  subordinates 
who  have  to  prepare  the  estimates  as  early  as  possible  and  submit  them 
to  the  Head  of  the  department  so  that  he  may  ask  for  administrative 
sanction  immediately.  He  may  even  prescribe  a  period  within  which 
the  estimate  is  to  be  submitted  to  him.  If  any  officer,  whether  the 
Elective  Engineer  or  any  other  subordinate  disobeys  such  direction, 
he  shall  be  severely  dealt  with.  Requesting  the  Government  and  the 
Land  Revenue  authority  to  do  their  part  in  this!  matter  to  help  the 
Public  Works  Department  to  complete  the  work  for  which  provisions 
are  made  in  the  budget  of  the  respective  year,  I  resume  my  seat. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Sir  I  too  support  the  motion.  We  see 
that  the  largest  amount  of  expenditure  is  incurred  by  this  department, 
that  is,  Rs.  32,58,414.  About  36  years  ago  the  revenue  available  to  the 
State  was ,  somewhere  near  70  lakhs.  Now  we  find  that  on  the 
P.  W.  D.  alone  52  lakhs  is  budgetted  for.  The  fact  that  so  much 
amount  is  budgetted  for  this  department,  indicates  the  anxiety  of  this 
House  and  of  the  Government  to  safeguard  the  public  interests.  But 
that  is  the  result  that  we  notice  even  in  the  improvement  of  our  public 
roads.  Take  for  instance  the  Main  Central  Road.  Even  that  road  is 
not  kept  alright  throughout  the  year.  Every  year  during  flood  time  the 
road  i*  submerged  in  water.  Between  Erapuzha  near  Ohengannur  up 
to  Changanaeherry  the  whole  road  is  flooded  with  waterduring  the 
rainy  reason.  Last  year  also  I  had  occasion  to  point  out  the  incon¬ 
venience  caused  to  the  public  of  Travancore  by  this  road  not  being 
properly  kept  up.  This  year  though  we  see  an  attempt  to  raise  certain 
portions  of  the  road,  that  is,  at  Idinjillom,  i.  e.,  on  the  southern  part  of 
the  Changanaeherry  the  other  parts  are  not  taken  care  of.  Not  only 
this  road.  The  road  between  Eitumanoor  and  -Erattupettah  is  flooded 
so  much  so  the  whole  traffio  was  stopped  for  days  together.  After  the 
establishment  of  a  District  Court '  at  Mavelikara,  the  journey  between 
Mavelikara  and  Thiruvella  has  become  very  busy  and  important. 
Many  people  have  to  go  to  the  District  Court.  Eor  this  purpose  Thiru- 
valla  people  are  fusing  the  short  cut  road  lying  via  Velanjivattom, 
Polikizhu,  Pannafetc.  We  find  that  during  the  rainy  season  that  road 
Yol.  XVIII.  No.  6.' 
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ig  under  water  for  weeks.  At  least  the  road  level  should  be  raised 
here  so  that  the  rivers  may  be  crossed  by  junghar.  If  the  roads  are 
under  water  it  will  be  difficult  to  go  by  buses.  If  the  Chief  Engineer 
had  a  mind  he  could  have  constructed  at  least'  the  most  important  roads 
of  the  State  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  available  for  use  throughout  the 
year.  That  would  have  been  some  consolation  to  us.  After  spending 
52  lakhs  per  annum  we  still  find  that  our  main  arterial  roads  like  M.  C. 
Road,  are. not  fit  for  traffic  throughout  the  year.  That  is  a  sad  state  of 
affairs.  These  are  days  when  distinguished  persons  visit  Travancore. 
If  during  the  rainy  reason  some  great  persons  come  to  Travancore  they 
will  form  very  poor  opinion  of  our  roads  and  our  P.  W.  D. 
So,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  at  least  in  this  important  matter  the 
department  should  bestow  their  undivided  attention.  The  Main  Central 
Road  should  be  made  available  for  conveyance  throughout  the  year. 
We  do.  not  press  for  the  construction  of  bridges  all  at  once  over  impor¬ 
tant  rivers  between  Mavelikara  and  Thiruvella.  In  my  opinion  at  least 
the  roads  in  important  places  of.  the  State  may  be  maintained  in  a 
proper  form.  That  is  not  done  by  the  Engineering  Department' 
Maintenance  work  on  the  roads  is  a  very  serious  matter  and  has  to 
be  done  by  the  Engineering  Department.  I  do  admit  that  certain 
important  roads  are  maintained  throughout  the  year  in  a  tolerably  good 
way.  But  there  are  other  roads  which  are  not  frequented  by  high 
officials  and  other  important  persons,  so  much  so  maintenance  on  such 
roads  is  not  carried  out  properly.  .  But  funds  are  allotted  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  suoh  roads  and  they  are  not  made  use  of.  In  certain  roads 
gravels  and  metals  are  heaped  for  their  maintenance  at  the  fag  end  of 
the  year  and  they  are  left  there  and  no  work  is  done.  In  certain  cases 
a  show  of  maintenance  is  gone  through  and  the  year  closes  with  that 
sort  of  work.  In  other  words,  the  full  allotment  ear-marked  for  improve¬ 
ment  is  not  spent.  Hence  money  is  allowed  to  lapse  In  very  many 
cases  not  even  with  any  show  of  work  the  full  allotment  is  misappro¬ 
priated.  It  is  almost  a  'public  secret  that  in  maintenance  allotment 
most  of  the  money  is  even  appiopriated  by  certain  responsible  persons. 
I  should  rather  say  mir appropriated.  It  is  more  or  ffiss  well  known 
that  in  the  case  of  muster-rolls  in  which  the  names  of  coolies  are  men¬ 
tioned  for  a  particular  work,  what  happens  is  a  different  thing.  The 
coolies  will  not  be  actually  working  in  that  particular  work.  The  list 
may  be  full  with  the  number  of  persons  engaged  in  that  work.  If 
the  Chief  Engineer  is  inclined  to  make  surprise  visits  he  will  find  no 
coolies  are. actually  working  ;  but  at  the  same  time  in  the  muster-rolls 
he  may  find  the  names  of  a  number  of  .coolies.  We  have  so  many 
cases  of  that  nature.  It  is  a  notorious  fact  that  the  E.  W.  D  is  corrupt 
in  the  matter  of  the  branch  of  road  maintenance.  This  sort  of  cor¬ 
ruption  is  harmful  to  the  public.  This  kind  of  thing  is  mostly  kriown 
to  the. people  at  large  and  it  is  a  great  inconvenience  to  them.  The 
money  is  allotted  for  the  benefit  oflhe  public  and  is  being  appropriated 
by  the  P.  W.  D.  authorities  without  doing  any  actual  work  of  main¬ 
tenance.  Therefore  I  beg  to  point  out  that  the  Chief.  Engineer  should 
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maintenance  by  Government.  After  all,  the  amount,  for  maintenance 
may  come  to  a  few  hundred  rupees  only.  When  the  eub-sommittee 
of  the  Advisory  Board  inspected  the  Muvattupuzha  sub-division  this  | 
matter  was  brought  to  their  notice  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  they 
were  convinced  of  the  necessity  and  the  importance  of  this  road.  They 
were  pleased  to  recommend  the  inclusion  of  this  road  in  the  budget  for 
1117.  Unhappily  as  is  sometimes  the  ease  there  is  many  a  slip  between 
the  cup  and. the  lip  and  I  do  not  find  this  road  included  in  the  budget, 

I  therefore  bring  the  necessity  of  maintaining  by  Government  this 
important  road  to  the  pointed  attention  of  Government  and  the  de¬ 
partment.  I  trust  that,  it  being  a  very  small  road,  the  cost  may  not 
be  much  and  it  can  be  taken  over  for  maintenance  by  the  department 
nest  year  itself. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  bringing  to  the  notice  of  Govern¬ 
ment  one  other  important  matter  relating  to  the  road  leading  from 
Always  to  Parur.  During  the  rainy  season  that  road  is  submerged 
under  water  in  two  or  three  places,  so  much  so,  communication  between 
’Parur  and  other  parts  of  North  Travancore  is  cut  off.  When  the 
Marthanda  Varrna  Bridge  was  constructed  at  a  great  cost  it  was  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  traffic  between  Alwaye  and  Parur  would  no  more  be 
obstructed  by  the  floods  in  the  Peryar.Eiver.  But  matters  are  differ¬ 
ent  now.  For  about  2  or  8  miles  on  the  road  between  Alwaye  and 
Parur  during  the  rainy  season  there  is  no  traffic  at  all,  as  the  roads  are 
entirely  submerged  under  water.  Much  cost  may  not  be  necessary  to 
make  up  this  deficiency  by  raising  the  road.  This  fact  might  have 
come  to  the  notice  of  the  department  during  the  time  of  the  previous 
Chief  Engineers.  Once  again  I  would  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  de¬ 
partment  and  particularly  the  present  Chief  Engineer  who  is  in  charge 
of  this  kind  of  work  and  request  him  to  take  that  portion  of  the  road 
between  Alwaye  and  Parur  that  is  submerged  under  water  and  free  it 
from  interruption  of  traffic.  With  these, words  1  support  the  motion.

Mb.  IWURUKKUMPU2HA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  I  also  rise  to  support  the 
motion.  In  doing  so,  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  a  few 
roads  in  my  constituency  for  which  provision  has  been  made  in  _  the 
budget  for  this  year  and  nothing  has  been  done. 

The  most  important  road  which  I  wish  to  point  out  is  the  one  from 
Veli  to  Katinamkulam  for  which  I  understand,  a  provision  of  R.s.  1000 
was  made  in  this  year’s  budget  and  it  was  also  thought  that  a  five-year 
plan  may  be  adopted  and  the  first  instalment  of  work  started  this  year. 
Sone  months  ago  along  with  the  Division  Officer  and  the  Chief 
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Engineer  I  had  occasion  to  go  to  that  spot  and  make  a  local  inspection 
of  the  place.  The  Chief  Engineer  told  me  that  the  work  will  be  taken 
up  very  soon  and  that  the  flist  instalment  of  the  work  taken  up  thidl 
year.  But  so  far  as  I  know  nothing  has  been  done  and  this  year  also  ™ 
understand  that  a  provision  for  the  first  instalment  of  work  has  been 
made.  I  do  not  know  for  how  long  this  policy  of  providing  for  the 
first  instalment  of  work  is  going  to  continue.  ■  I  hope  that  the  P.  W. 
Department  would  bestow  their  earnest  attention  in  this  matter  and 
see  that  at  least  the  first  instalment  of  work  is  taken  up  this  year. 

I  would  also  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  .of  the  P.  W.  Department 
two  dr  three  minor  roads  in  the  City  of  Trivandrum.  It  is  a  fact  known 
to  all  that  the  road  from  the  Statue  to  Shungumukom  is  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  one  and  which  has  a  very  large  pedestrain  traffic.  I  understand 
that  the  question  of  tarring  this  road  was  taken  up  by  the  P.  W.  De¬ 
partment  some  years  ago.  An  estimate  was  prepared  and  I  was  told 
that  the  work  will  be  taken  up  very  soon.  Nothing  has  been  done  in 
that  matter  and  I  do  not  know  when  the  P.  W.  Department  is  going 
to  take  up  that  work.  So  far  as  the  maintenance  of  the  minor  roads  of 
the  City  of  Trivandrum  is  concerned,  although  there  is  an  arrangement 
between  the  Corportation  and  the  Government  and  the  Corporation  is 
■giving  some  amount  for  that  purpose,  some  of  these  roads  are  very 
much  neglected  especially  those  on  the  western  portion  of  Trivandrum. 

I  am  referring  to  the  roads  from  Kunnukuzhi  to  Vanchiyoor  and  also 
the  road  from  Yanchiyoor  io  Manakkad.  Every  year  a  maintenance 
grant  is  allotted  for  these  roads  but  I  am  afraid  that  amount  is  not 
spent. 

I  may  afeo  refer  to  one  of  the  channels  about  which  a  reference 
•has  been  made  by  Mr.  Velayudhan  Piliai.  I  mean  the  Yanchiyoor 
channel.  As  pointed  out  in  that  cut  motion,  that  channel  is  not  properly 
maintained  by  the  P.  W.  Deparament.  I  know  an  amount  is  set  I 
apart  for  the  removal  of  the  Silt. 

MR.  WARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Corporation 
has  anything  to  do  in  this  matt®;  ?  ■ 

Mr.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRSISHNAN  :  No.  A  certain  sum  of 
money  is  given  by  the  Corporation  for  the  maintenance  of  minor  roads 
and  they  are  attended  to  by  the  P.  W.  Department.

That  is  a  very  important  channel  and  apart  from  the  insanitary 
condition  created  by  the  accumulation  of  silt  in  the  channel  there  is 
another  important  factor  also.  It  is  one  of  the  important  sources  of 
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clearing  surface  rainwater  to  the  low  lying  parts  of  the  town.  All  the 

Rvater  that  is  collected  in  the  Thampanur  Valley  is  being  drained 
hrovigh  that  channel.  Because  there  is  no  proper  maintenance  and 
silt  collected  is  not  removed  by  the  P.  W.  Department  in  time,  during 
the  last  heavy  rainy  season  serious  damage  was  caused  and  several 
,  houses  fell  down.  That  being  one  of  the  important  drains  of  the  town, 
it  is  up  to  the  P.  W.  Department  to  maintain  it  in  a  proper  condition.

If  that  road  is  completed  wo  can  have  a  complete  link  of  road  to 
Colachel  so  that  this  small  road  though  it  is  only  5  miles  in  [length  is 
not  only  locally  important  but  will  have  an  AJl-Travancore  importance. 
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So  of  all  the  roads  mentioned  by  the  honourable  members  I  hope  the 
p.  W.  Department  will  bestow  more  importance  on  this  road.  With 
these  words,  I  support  the  motion.

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  much  has  been  said  on  the  delay  in 
the  execution  of  works  for  which  funds  have  been  allotted  in  the 
budget.  I  don’t  mean  to  dilate  further  upon  this  point.  It  appears 
that  certain  amounts  have  been  allotted  in  the  budget  for  worms  in  my 
constituency  viz.,  Quilon.and  Kottar&k ira.  I.  would  only  add  that 
these  amounts  should  not  be  allowed  to  get  lapsed  on  account  of  the 
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works  being  not  done  in  proper  time.  In  particular  I  would  point  out 
some  of  the  works  that  ought  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  department 
in  the  Quilon  town.  Roads  in  Quilon  excepting  a  very  small  portion 
'  of  them  are  in  a  deplorable  condition.  The  present  Chief  Engineer 
must  know  it  better  than  any  body  else.  That  portion  of  the  road 
from  the  Taluk  Cutckerry  junction  to  the  junetion  near  the  Courts  has 
not  been  tarred  though  it  was  actually  in  view  when  the  work  was 
first  started.  It  appears  that  considerable  time  has  elapsed  since  the 
work  was  begun.  I  don’t  know  why  i ..  is  left  in  the  present  condition. 
I  would  also  like  to  submit,  in  this  connection  that  one  of  the  important 
roads  in  the  town  of  Quilon  viz.  the  road  which  goes  from  the  Chinna- 
kada  junction  to  the  Big  Bazaar,  is  kept  untarred.  It  is  not  even 
metalled  properly.  Public  are  put  to  much  inconvenience  and  dis¬ 
comfort  during  the  summer  season  on  account  of  dust  and  in  the  rainy 
season  on  account  of  the  mud.  The  head  of  the  Department  must  have 
personal  experience  of  the  matter.  I  submit  therefore  that  both  these 
roads  and  other  important  roads  in  the  Quilon  town  should  engage  the 
serious  attention  of  the  department. 

I  would  also  submit  Sir,  that  the  Iron  Bridge  at  Quilon  is  a  very- 
important  bridge.  Now  it  is  in  a  very  damaged  condition  and  much 
has  been  talked  about  it  even  on  the  floor  of  this  House  during  the 
previous  years  and  I  am  told  that  this  year  an  amount  has  been 
allotted  for  the  work  in  connection  with  the  bridge.  I  would  submit 
Sir,  that  this  bridge  is  one  which  should  engage  the  immediate 
attention  of  the  department.  The  amount  allotted  for  its  repair  should 
be  utilised  this  year  itself;  and  if  necessary  additional  sums  should  be 
granted  to  complete  the  work  in  as  early  a  time  as  possible- 

I  would  also  refer  to  the  condition  the  Arattukulam  in  Asramom 
about  which  I  have  sent  interpellations.  The  tank  Sir,  has  to  serve 
the  public.  Now  it  is  completely  dried  up  even  after  these  rains. 
People  have  dug  up  small  pits  and  small  wells  in  the  tank  bed  and 
thus  obtain  water  for  bathing  purposes.  The  tank  is  situated  in  the 
|  heart  of  the  town  and  just  in  front  of  the  Government  House  in  Quilon, 
I  request  that  the  attention  of  the  department  may  be  drawn  to  this 
matter  also. 

I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  small-pox  hospital  road  in 
Quilon.  Some  work  was  done  in  connection  with  that  road  and  it 
appears  some  amount  was  also  allotted.  I  don’t  know  why  heaps  of 
rubble  are  kept  on  either  sides  of  the  road  preventing  even  bullock  carts 
to  pass  along  that  road-  By  this  I  do  not  find  fault  with  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  keeping  rubble  on  the  sides  of  the  road  but  the  way  in  which 
it  is  left  is  bad.  I  submit  that  this  work  also  should  be  taken  up  im¬ 
mediately.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  G.  GOV  IN  DAN:  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  In  sup» 
porting  it  I  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  department’s  special 
attention  the  action  of  the  department  with  regard  to  the  Kozhencherry 
bridge.  Government  have  allotted  a  certain  amount  of  money  for  the 
construction  of  the  bridge.  When  it  was  about  tp  start  work .  there 
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was  a  suggestion  that  a  bridge  made  of  wood  may  be  constructed  there 
according  to  the  advice  of  Dr.  Kamesam.  But  some  how  or  oilier  the 
suggestion  fell  through.  Then  there  was  a  notification  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Gazette  for  the  acquiring  of  lands  for  the  approach  roads.' 
Afterwards  some  contract,  was  given  and  the  work  was  started.  How¬ 
ever  at  present  there  seems  to  he  not  much  progress  made  with  regard 
to  the  work. 

So  I  would  like  the  department  to  pay  more  attention  with 
regard  to  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  Another  bridge  is  the 
Kaipattur  bridge.  The  road  going  along  that  bridge  is  a  very  frequent¬ 
ed  one  and  the  volume  of  traffic  is  very  great.  There  is  a  boat  at  the 
ferry.  When  the  river  is  not  fully  flooded.it  is  not  very  difficult  to 
cross  the  ferry.  But  if  it  is  fully  flooded,  it  i-.  very  difficult  to  cross  it. 
There  is  absolutely  no  convenience  and  -he  ferry  boat  is  not  very 
convenient  at  that  time.  The  crisis  comes  when  the  river  is 
practically  dry.  Then  navigation  of  the  ferry  boat  13  practicable  only 
for  half  the  way.  From  the  southern  bark  of  the  river  up  to  the 
middle,  of  the  river,  navigation  is  possible.  Further  to  the  north  the 
ferry  boars  cannot  go,  So  much  so,  the  vehicles  have  to  .be  alighted 
in  the  middle  of  the  river  and  motor  buses  and  cars  will  have  to  be 
driven  aloDg  water  from  one  foot  to  one  and  a  half  feat  deep.  It  is  a 
very  inconvenient  method  of  travelling.  The  public  feel  much  difficulty 
and  I  submit  that  Government  will  have  to  take  into  consideration  the 
necessity  of  constructing  a  bridge  there. 

There  is  a  side  road  leaving  the  main  road  at  Omallnr,  to  the 
east,  some  3  or  4  furlongs  to  the  north  of  Kaipattur  ferry.  That  road 
is  only  some  9  furlongs  long  aijf!  leaves  the  main  road  at  Omallur  and 
reaches 'Kottaram.  It  is  cut  by  the  ryots.  If  that  road  is  extended 
by  3  or  4  furlongs  to  the  east,  jit  will  reach  the  Vazhamuttam  road. 
The  Kottaram  is  a  very  important  one  and  very  important  persons  are 
living  there  My  only  suggestion  is  that  Government  should  take 
the  responsibility  of  maintaining  that  road.  With  these  suggestions 
I  aupporfc  the  motion. 

.  Mr.  P,  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  in  supporting  this  motion  I  want 
to  point  out  to  Government,  the  urgent  necessity  of  constructing  two 
bridges,  one  at  Arattukadovu  in  the  Mavelikara-Thiruvalla  road  and 
another  at  Kollakadavu  on  the  Maveliksra-Chengannnr  road.  The 
matter  was  engaging  the  attention  of  Government  for  the  last  so  many 
years ;  but  the  department  has  done  nothing  except  preparing  estimates 
for  these  bridges.  The  Mavelikara-Thiruvalla  road  and  the  Maveli- 
kara-Chengannnr  road  are  very  important'  roads  along  which  a  large 
number  of  people  travel  daily.  Regular  bus  services  run  along  these 
roads.  But  these  have  to  be  stopped  during  flood  times  for  a  number 
of  days  together.  Thus  great  inconvenience  is  caused  to  the  public. 
I  find  that  m  the  budget  of  the  next  year, 'an  amount  has  been  allotted 
for  the  construction  of  the  Kollakadavu  bridge,  but  there  is  no  provi¬ 
sion  for  the  Aruttukadavu  bridge.  Every  year  about  Ks.  1,000  is  spent 
for  the  improvement  of  the  ferry  at  the  Arattukadavu.  10  or  15  years’ 
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expenditure  of  this  sort  would  be  sufficient  to  construct  a  permanent 
wooden  bridge  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Kamesam.  I  think  there  was  a 
|  proposal  of  that  sort.  But  I  see  that  the  scheme  has  already  been 
dropped.  Anyhow  this  is  a  -very  urgent  matter  which  ought  to  engage 
'the  attention  of  the  Government  as  well  as  of  the  department. 

Mr.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI ;  Sir,  I  move  that  the  question  be 

The  closure  motion  was  then  put  and  carried. 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO:  The  object  of  the  honourable  member  in  bring¬ 
ing  forward  this  cut  motion  is  to  point  out  that  on  account  of  the  want 
of  effective  local  inspections  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  works  provided 
for  in  the  budget  are  not  beiDg  carried  out  in  proper  time.  This 
presumption  is  not  true.  During  the  past  11  months  of  this  year 
(1116),  the  Chief  Engineer  has  conduced  inspections  outside  the  head¬ 
quarters  for  164  days.  This  is  more  than  50%  of  the  working  days. 
A  Chief  Engineer  cannot  afford  to  devote  more  time  than  this  lor 
inspection  of  works  outside  Trivandrum  without  prejudice  to  his  duties 
in  the  office  and  at  headquarters.  I  am  not  aware  of  a  single  instance 
of  any  work  having  been  delayed  for  want  of  inspection  by  the  Chief 
Engineer.  Delays  in  the  execution  of  works  are  due  to  various  other 
causes.  The  officers  of  this  department  have  to  abide  by  the  P.  W.  D. 
Code  rules  in  the  execution  of  works.  The  P.  W.  D.  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  selects  works  for  which  there  are  no  sanctioned  estimates. 
Estimates  have  to  be  framed  by  the  Supervisor,  verified  by  the  Sub 
Division  Officer  and  sanctioned  by  the  Executive  Engiueer  or  Chief 
Engineer  or  Government  as  the  case  may  be.  In  certain  cases,  people 
have  to  surrender  land  and  in  others  land  has’to  be  acquired  on  compen¬ 
sation  by  the  Land  Revenue  department  and  handed  over  to  this  depart¬ 
ment,  All  these  entail  considerable  delay.  Sometimes  estimates  require 
revision  owing  to  unforeseen  circumstances.  Above  all,  the  working  sea¬ 
son  is  very  short  especially  for  irrigation  works.  In  spite  of  all  these 
handicaps  in  ihe  year  1115,  90%  of  the  allotment  for  works,  has  been  spent 
as  could  be  seen  from  the  administration  report  for  that  year.  In  the 
case  of  the  balance  10%  several,  works  for  which  provision  was  made, 
was  not  required,  such  as  Rs.  30,000  for  closing  the  accounts  of  the 
Council  Chamber  work,  Rs-  75,000  for  University  works,  Es  30,000 
for  a  Tobacco  Bank  Shall  building  at  Valiathura,  Rs.  50,100  for  con¬ 
structing  a  spillway  at  Thottappally,  Rs.  40,000  provided  for  rain  and 
Flood  damages  and  New  Protective  Irrigation  works.  Then,  there  is 
the  tender  savings  on  both  original  and  maintenance  works.  Although 
some  honourable  members  mentioned  that  there  are  heavy  surrenders 
or  lapse  of  grant  at  the  end  of  the  year,  when  all  the  above  facts  are 
taken  into  consideration,  the  amounii  surrendered  is  negligible. 

Another  equally  unfounded  observation  made  by  one  honourable 
member  is  that  the  expenditure  on  establishment  is  very  high.  On 
this  item,  the  percentage  of  expenditure  incurred  by  the  Tiavancore 
P.  W.  D.,  is  the  lowest  among  those  provinces  or  states  for  which 
figures  are  available. 
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In  the  Madras  P.  W.  D.,  the  expenditure  is  about  24  per  cent. 

...  Bombay  ...  •••  26  per  cent. 

...  United  Provinces  &  Punjab  ..  50  per  cent, 

where  as  the  percentage  for  Travancore  is  only  below  17  per  cent.  ’ 

All  the  honourable  members  who  took  part  in  the  discussion* 
referred  to  various  local  works.  One  of  the  most  important  of  such 
observations  is  that  the  Main  Central  road  between  Chengannoor  and 
Chenganachery  is  liable  to  be  submerged  during  floods,  causing  great 
inconvenience  for  through  traffic.  The  honourable,  members  are  pro¬ 
bably  not  aware  of  what  the  department  has  been  doing  in  this  matter. 
The  Main  Central  road  in  this  portion  runs  across  the  valleys  of  two 
of  the  biggest  of  our  rivers,  Pampa  and  Mammala.  There  were  six 
low  places  subject  to  submergence  between  Changanachery  and 
Kottayam.  The  Kodimatha  embankment  near  Kottayam,  nearly  one 
mile  in  length,  was  raised  by  3  ft.  in  the  year  1934,  when  I  was  in 
charge  of  the  Kottayam  P.  W.  D,  Division.  The  next  biggest  one  is 
the  Vazhappally  or  Kannamperoor  embankment  north  of  Changana- 
cherry  and  this  also  was  raised  considerably  during  that  year.  The 
Idinjillam,  Pannikkuzhi  and  Mazhuvangad  embankments  have  also 
been  raised  above  ordinary  flood  level.  The  only  remaining  embank¬ 
ment  to  be  raised  is  the  one  on  either  side  of  Varattar  bridge.  Here 
the  problem  is  more  complicated.  Even  the  existing  road  in  this 
portion  is  higner  than  the  garden  lands  and  habitations  on  either  side. 
Before  the  road  is  submerged,  tbese  garden  lands  and  habitations  get 
flooded.  If  the  existing  level  of  the  road  is  raised  further,  the  damage 
to  these  habitations  will  increase  considerably.  The  remedy  lies  in 
another  direction.  The  present  Varattar  though  about  100  ft.  wide 
and  has  a  bridge  more  than  100  ft.  in  length  across;  is  now  a  blind 
river,  as  it  is  bunded  up  about  1J  miles  be'ow  the  bridge.  This  river 
has  to  carry  the  spill  water  from  both  the  Pampa  and  Manimala  rivers. 

If  this  waterway  is  opened,  the  flood  level  will  go  down  considerably 
and  there  will  he  no  need  to  raise  the  road  at  all.  The  scheme  has 
been  investigated  and  an  estimate  is  under  preparation. 

Apart  from  this,  even  though  the  west  coast  railway,  constructed 
much  above  known  flood  levels,  breached  in  several  places  during  the 
recent  floods  and  traffic  was  interrupted  for  several  days,  there  was  no 
interruption  of  traffic  in  this  portion  of  the  M.  C.  road  except  for  2 
hours.  An  expenditure  of  about  1 §  lakhs  of  rupees  has  been  incurred 
during  the  past  seven  or  eight  years  for  raising  and  improving  this 
portion  of  the  road,  over  and  above  the  usual  maintenance  grant, 
These  facts  prove  that  Government  have  been  fully  alive  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  keeping  tliis  road  fit  for  traffic  throughout  the  year  and  have 
taken  necessary  steps  to  achieve  this  object. 

Another  work  referred  to  is  the  Kozhipalam  near  Aranmula.  I 
may  inform  the  Honourable  member  concerned  that  I  myself  inspected 
this  work  before  the  floods.  The  contract  .was  settled  towards  the 
middle  of  the  year  and  time  was  required  to  get  the  necessary  iron 
materials.  All  the  B.  C.  piles  required  for  the  work  have  been  mould¬ 
ed  and  3  of  the  piles  have  been  sunk-  The  work  will  be  resumed  as 
poon  as  lire  floods  subside. 
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The  nest  work  referred  to  by  the  same  honourable  member  is 
the  Nalkalikal  bridge.  In  this  case  also  contract  has  been  settled  and 
the  required  K.  C.  piles  have  been  moulded.  The  Land  Acquisition 
proceedings  have  not  been  completed  yet;  work  will  be  resumed  as 
soon  as  the  water  level  will  admit  it. 

Eozhenchery  bridge.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  a  contrac¬ 
tor  has  been  selected  and  arrangements  have  been  completed  to  take 
up  the  work  early  in  ChiDgom  1117. 

Chalakal  canal,  Changanachery.  This  canal  has  been  opened 
for  some  distance  up  to  the  sheet  rock  portion.  As  the  opening  of  the 
canal  in  rock  cutringwill  be  prohibitively  costly,  the  idea  is  to  allow 
the  removal  of  rock  for  works  requiring  the  use  of  rubble  in  that 
locality  and  at  Alleppey  and  Shertallai.  This  will  enable  the  rock 
being  blasted  out  without  much  expense.  This  arrangement  is  being 
continued.  .  ■ 

Edayattu  Pun;a,  Parur  taluk.  The  work  has  a  provision  of  in 
the  preliminary  budget  for  1117. 

The  honourable  member  Mr.  P.  Kunjukrishnan  referred  to  certain 
•  works  in  Quilon  Town.  The  iarring  done  for  4  to  5  miles  in  Qnilon 
Town,  is  only  surface  dressing  and  is  more  of  an  experimental  work. 
This  kind  of  work  breaks  up  under  heavy  cart  traffic  with  iron  tyred 
wheels.  For  the  Quilon  Alleppey  road  1st  mile,  the  idea  is  to  provide 
a  concrete  surface.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  improve  the  Arattukulam 
in  Asramam.  The  road  near  Small  Pox  shed  has  already  been  taken 
up  for  improvement.  Reference  has  been  made  about  taking  up  some 
of  the  major  bridges.  A  priority  list  was  prepared  .some  years  ago. 
But-  the  cost  involved  will  be  several  lakhs  and  the  time  is  most 
inopportune  to  embark  on  such  a  large  scheme.  The  price  of  iron  is 
about  four  times  the  normal  cost. 

Water  Supply  to  Eottayam  Municipality  Although  there  was  a 
provision  in  this  year’s  budget  for  the  investigation  work  it  was  meant 
only  as  a  share  of  the  cost  of  investigation.  The  Eottayam  Municipality 
had  to  contribute  the  balance.  As  this  has  not  been  forthcoming  it  was 
not  possible  to  conduct  the  detail  invist'gation. 

Ettumanur  -  Erattupetfca  road.  This  road  was  close  to  and  parallel 
to  the  Meenachil  river  and  therefore  several  places  get  submerged  during 
floods  The  raising  of  this  above  flood  level  will  be  a  very  costly,  work 
and  it  is  not  possible  to  find  the  necessary  funds  at  this  time. 

Road  from  Veli  to  Kadinankulam.  This  work  was  not  started  as 
the  owners  of  lands  have  not  yet  surrendered  the  required  land  free  as 
was  anticipated.  The  delay  is  not  on  the  part  of  the  Department.  As 
soon  as  the  lands  are  surrendered  work  will  be  taken  up.  The  grant 
for  this  road  work  is  being  utilised  for  improving  a  portion  of  the  road 
near  Kadinankulam.  At  this  stage  some  members  were  heard  to  be 
talkingamong  themselves. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Honourable  members  are 
reminded  of  the  fact  that  they  should  not  carry  on  conversation  when 
the  debate  is  going  on.  They  must  remember  their  obligations  io  this  ■ 
House  and  to  the  Chair,  * 
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Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  :  Moreover  some  of  the  bridges  on  main  roads 
are  in  need  oE  urgent  repair.  These  could  not  [be  postponed  till  the 
financial  condition  improves.  There  is  a  bridge  over  the  Minachil  river- 
in  Kottayam  (Nagampadam  bridge)  which  is  in  need  of  urgent  recons¬ 
truction.  If  is  in  a  very  dangerous  condition  and  it  :has  either  to  be 
improved  or  reconstructed  in  the  immediate  future.  Similarly  t-here 
is  the  Chavara  bridge  on  the  Quilon-Alleppey  road  which  is  in  need  of 
very  urgent  reconstruction.  As  soon  as  funds  become  available,  work  ' 
will  be  begun  on  these  bridges.  About  the  Arattukadavu  bridge,  I  have 
to  point  out  that  only  when  funds  become  available,  that  work  could  be 
pat- on  hand.  Several  honourable  members  have  referred  to  various 
other  local  needs  I  have  made  a  note  of  them  and  though  I  am  not  in 
a  position  to  give  ft  reply  to  all  of  them  just  now  I  shall  see  that  what¬ 
ever  is  possible  is  done  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  I  really  appreciate 
the  sincerity  and  earnestness  behind  these  criticisms  and  I  can  assure 
the  House  th'-t  everything  possible  will  be  done  to  expedite  the  various  ' 
public  works  adverted  to  by  the  several  speakers. 

MS.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  is  there  any  provision 
in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  at  Vykathil- 
lathil  tho  hi  on  Podiyudi  Neerattupurara  road  in  Thiruvellah  taluk. 

Ms.  !.  C  CHACKO  :  That  work  will  be  completed  this  year. 

Mr.  N.  NAKAYANA  KURUP  :  Will  the  road  from  Edathua  to  Thiru¬ 
vellah  be  completed. 

MR  1  C.  CHACKO  :  There  are  several 'works  to  be  done  on  that 
road..  Provision  is  made  for  completing  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
work  and  the  whole  work  will  be  completed  as  early  as  possible. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Is  the  work  of  improving  the  road 
upto  Oheriyal  ferry  nearing  completion  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  :  There  is  one  more  bridge  to  be  constructed  and 
the  work  is  started. 

MR  P.  KUVJUKRISHNAN:  Will  the  Iron  girder  bridge  near  the 
Cutcherry  in  Quilon  be  completed  ? 

Mr.  I,  C.  CHACKO  :  The  work  is  ''provided  for  in  the  budget  for 

1117. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  why  the  sum 
allotad  in  Puthadam  to  E  hamozki  has  not  been  spent  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  C1.ACK0  I  will  look  inti  the  ma  ter 

Ms.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  May  I  know  whether  any 
estimate  has  been  prepared  for  it '? 

MR.  I.  C  CHACKO  ;  I  will  enquire  into  the  matter 

MR  .  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ■  In  view  of  the  assurance  given  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  that  he  will  consider  the  various  matters,  I  do  not 
propose  to  prest  the  motion.

My  object  is  to  urge  upon  the  attention  of  Government  that  on 
account  of  the  want  of  proper  travelling  the.  ^nost  important  work  of 
public  improvement  is  not  taken  up  the  department  with  special  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  thodu  in  the  heart  of  Trivandrum  town  lying  on  the  west 
of  the  S.  M.  V,  School,  Vanchiyoor,  up  to  the  Petta  road. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI  .■  Sic,  the  motion  is  inadmis¬ 
sible.  There  is  one  reason  why  this  cannot  be  admitted.  I  beg  to 
submit  that  the  Chief  Engineer  is  not  raid  any  travelling  allowance  for 
going  along  the  roads  lying  in  the  hehrfc  of  Trivandrum  Town.  If  that 
is  conceded  then  this  reduction  of  one  rupee  from  out  of  the  travelling 
allowance  will  not  bring  any  substantial  benefit  so  far  as  the  honoura¬ 
ble  member’s  intention  is  eoncerned.  Therefore,  such  a  question  cannot 
be  raised  under  this  out  motion. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PlLLAI  :  Sir,  the  objection  raised  by  the 
Legal  Remembrancer  appears  to  be  absurd  on  the  face  of  if. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  say  that. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PlLLAI  :  I  am  sorry.  But, because  we  are 
not  sure  of  the  exact  details  of  travelling  allowance  drawn  by  particular 
officers  and  because  we  are  adopting  this  course,  according  to  the  prece¬ 
dents,  we  cannot  but  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  certain 
specific  subjects  in  a  general  manner  by  moving  for  the  'reduction  of  a 
rupee  from  the  travelling  allowance  and  for  bring  home  to  Government 
and  to  the  Head  of  Department  the  several  pressing  needs  of  locali  y, 
as  is  indicated  in  the  object  of  the  cut  motion.  Further,  it  is  only  in 
such  manner,  the  importance  of  the  matter  could  be  brought  home  to 
Government. 

Ml.  PUTHUPALLY  S,  KRISHNA  PlLLAI  ;  In  that  case,  this  redaction 
of  one  rupee  ought  to  have  come  under  “Direction”  instead  of  under 
“  travelling  allowance”.  It  is  more  absurd  than  the  objection  , which  I 
raised.  The  honourable  member  asks  for  a  reduction  of  one  rupee  and 
advances  a  proposition  that  it  is  admissible  because  the  Chief  Engineer 
has  not  been  travelling  in  a  proper  manner.  There  must  be  an  appar« 
ant  sense  of  proportion  in  regard  to  cut  motions.  But  when  it  is  point¬ 
ed  out  that  the  Chief  Engineer  has  nothing  to  do  with  Trivandrum 
town  roads,  my  friend  says  that  my  objection  is  absurd  and  brings  for¬ 
ward  an  ingenious  argument  that  all  the  travelling  done  by  him  will  be 
accounted  for  under  the  heading  [Travelling  allowances.  Even  where 
the  travelling  allowance  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  improvement  of 
town  roads,  my  friend's  ingenuity  and  experience  ought  to  have  shown 
him  that  this  particular  subject  could  have  been  raised  under  a  different 
item  of  the  Budget.  As  far  that  matter,  I  would  have  instructed  the 
honourable  member  on  the  proper  mode  of  bringing  it.  In  'so  far'as  the 
member  seems  to  be  much  interested  to  bring  home  to.  Government  the 
importance  of  such  a  matter,  it  could  have  been  raised  by  means  of  a 
cut  motion  under  “Direction.”  If  my  friend  is  prepered  to  take  that 
suggestion,  he  i3  quite  welcome  to  do  that.  The  motion  as  it  stands 
with  the'explanatory  note  added  onto  it,  is  certainly  inadmissible. 

DEPUTY  ■PRESIDENT  :  I  think  there  is  a  great  force  in  the  conten¬ 
tion  of  the  Legal  Remembrancer.  By  means  of  this  particular  out 
motion  under  travelling  allowance,  the  object  specified  therein  cannot 
be  discussed,  I  rule  the  motion  out  of  order.

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  some  observations 
on  this  motion-  I  atn  very  sorry  to  note  that  the  honourable  member 
Mr.  P.  S  Mahomed  forgot  the  fact  that  the  members  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  also  are  equally  interested  in  ihe  prosperity  of  the  State  by 
completing  the  roads  and  bridges  of  all  Travancore  importance.  We 
also  had  made  suggestions  to  the  department  and  to  the  Government 
that  all  roads  and  bridges  of  all- Travancore  importance  should  be  taken 
up  first  as  far  as  possible.  But  the  times  are  such  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  find  also  it  difficult  to  make  provisions  for  all  the  works  which 
the  honourable,  member  claimed  to  be  of  all-Travancare  importance. 
The  non  inclusion  of  such  work  was  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  fund. 
Knowing  this  I  wonder  how  could  the  honourable  member  level  a 
charge  against  the  Advisory  Committee. 

MR.  P.  S.  MAHOMED :  o^acibo  ruoibaffinraoasnorn!)  a_iooa)0<sao  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  ;  The  charge  I  understood  was  this.  The 
committee  did  not  suggest  or  find  it  convenient  to  make  provisions  for 
the  construction  of  roads  and  bridges  of  all  Travancore  importance. 

If  that  is  the  allegation  that  is  made  by  the  honourable  member  I 
think  my  answer  is  quite  relevant  to  the  point  and  I  have  answered 
that  satisfactorily  and  correctly.  In  supporting  this  motion  I  want  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  the  necessity  of  creating  a  Canal  Sub 
Division  for  the  water  transport  system.  According  to  me,  Sir,  the 
administration  of  this  boat  service  in  the  State  is  very  very  defective. 
There  is  no  uniformity  in  the  administration  with  regard  to  this  boat, 
service.  It  therefore  causes  very  many  difficulties  to  the  department 
and  to  the  owners  of  the  boat  service  and  also  to  the  ‘travelling  public. 

As  it  is,  this  administrative  control  is  entrusted  to  three  different  Public 
Works  Divisions  viz'.,  Kottayam,  Alwaye  and  Quilon.  We  have  three 
sets  of  officers  for  the  administration,  of  this  Department.  That  is,  the 
Executive  Engineer,  the  Assistant  Engineer,  and  the  Canal  Officer  at 
Quilon,  Kottayam  and  Alwaye,  There  is  no  uniformity  in  the  matter 
of  administration  by  the  different  officers.  One  Division  Officer 
punishes  the  crew  of  a  certain  boat  for  over  working  and  another 
Division  Officer  punishes  the  owner  of  the  service  for  the  same  offence. 
There  is  no  uniformity  in  giving  out  punishments  even.  During  the 
first  half  of  1115  the  Inspecting  Officers  condemned  certain  boats. 
There  was  a  Government  order  that  on  a  particular  date  the  prohibition 
will  be  put  in  force.  One  of  the  Divisions  brought  it  into  force  on  the 
date  fixed  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  but  another  Division  put  it  into  force 
three  or  four  days  earlier  without  any  notice  to  the  owners.  Bo  much 
so,  the  Boats  leaving  on  service  from  the  former  Division  could  not  go 
back  for  the  destinalion  under  the  control  of  the  latfer  Division. 

So  there  is  very  great  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  administration 
of  the  boat  service.  All  thess  facts  show  the  necessity  to  create  a 
separate  Canal  Division  under  an  Executive  Engineer. who  is  given  the 
power  of  inspecting  the  boats  and  the  engines.  This  officer,  being  a 
full  time  officer,  specially  appointed  for  the  work,  can  inspect  the  hull

and  the  Engine  and  the  inspection  can  be  spread  throughout  the  year, 
without  infringing  the  rule  that  it  shall  be  done  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  previous  inspection  as  in  the  case  of  Bus  Service  and 
inspection. 

There  is  another  difficulty  for  the  owners  of  the  boats.  The 
inspection  should  be  conducted  by  the  Work-shop  Engineer  and  the 
Port  Officer.  That  is  the  rule.  These  Iwo  officers  should  come 
together  for  the  inspection.  It  is  very  often  difficult  to  get  them, 
every  month  for  the  inspection  of  the  boats.  Therefore  in  every  half 
/ear  for  30  days  consecutively  the  inspection  is  going  on  at  Alleppiy  cr 
Quilon.  For  these  30  days  there  is  dislocation  of  service.  The 
travelling  public  are  in  difficulty.  The  owners  of  boats  have  to  make 
the  repairs  and  do  the  overhauling  in  2  or  8  days. in  great  hurry.  AH 
these  can  be  avoided  if  a  separate  Canal  Division  is  created  with  an 
Executive  Engineer  at  the  head  of  it  who  can  be  made  responsible  to 
the  Chief  Engineer.  If  his  headquarters  is  at  Alleppey,  it  will  be  very 
very  convenient  for  the  owners  of  the  boats-  This  was  the  very  thing 
suggested  by  the  Bedeemer  Committee  in  their  report  also.  Bequest- 
ing  the,  Government  to  consider  about  my  suggestion,  I  support  the 
motion.

M,  SIVATHANU.PJLLAi :  Sir,  I  would  never  have  taken  part  in 
this  debate  but  lor  certain  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Kumaran  Vafdiyan 
in  the  course  of  the  debate  about  the  Advisory  Board.  As  I  happen 
to  be  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  clear 
these  misapprehensions.

I  am  only  referring  to  the 
member’s  remarks,  about  the  omission  committee’s  advice. 

The  executive  portion  of  the  work  devolves  upon  the  department. 
If  for  some  reason  or  other  the  works  are  not  carried  out,  'members  of 
the  Board  are  not  to  be  blamed.  The  member’s  of  the  Board  are  only 
concerned  with  the  distribution  of  the  allotments  properly  on  a  taluk 
war  basis.  This  is  something  like  what  the  Allies  found  when  they 
had  to  fight  against  the  Germans.  .They  used  to  trot  out  the  prisoners 
taken  from  tfie  Allies  before  tfieir  armies  so  that  they  will  not  be  fired 
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upon.  Tho  department  is  similarly  tooling  the  members  of  the  Board 
in  front  of  them  so  that  the  department  may  not  be  shot  by  the 
members  of  the  Assembly.  (Laughter.)  We  advised  the  department 
to  our  best.  There  may  be  circumstances  because  of  which  the  depart¬ 
mental  officers  may  not  be  able  to  take  up  the  works  recommended  for 
wand  of  funds.

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  the  following 
motion.

My  object  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  that  the 
public  of  Thodupuzha  require  the  extension  of  electricity  from  the 
Pallivasal  Scheme.  There  are  major  and  minor  estates  in  that  Taluk 
and  almost  all  the  Superintendents  of  these  estates  have  told  me  that 
Vo),  XVIII.  Bo.  6. 
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they  will  take  up  a  considerable  quantity  of  electricity.  The  public  of 
Thodupnzha  also  require  it.  With  these  observations  I  move  this 
motion  and  I  hope  Government  will  consider  this  matter  very  sympa¬ 
thetically.. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN:  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  South  of 
Quiloa,  there  are  important  places  like  Attingal  where  electric  supply 
has  not  yet  come.  We  hoped  that  the  Pallivasal  scheme  would  be  ex- 
tended  up  to  Trivandrum  but  if  it  is  not  'possible  to  extend  the  supply 
up  to  Trivandrum,  some  temporary  measures  may  be  taken  to  supply 
cheap  power  to  places  like  Kadakavur,  I  hope  Government  will  con- 
aider  this. 

MR.  K,  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  :  Sir,  a  programme  of  such  exten¬ 
sions  has  now  been  prepared  for  the  next  ten  years  and  I  am  glad  to  in¬ 
form  the  House  that  the  Government  have  approved  of  that  programme. 
The  scheme  has  already  cost  Government  more  than  one  and  a  half 
crores  of  rupees.  For  this  reason  before  we  take  up  any  exten¬ 
sion  we  have  to  be  assured  that  such  extension  will  give  a  return  suffi¬ 
cient  to  cover  the  cost  of  its  maintenance  in  addition  to  meeting  the 
overhead  charges. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  will  please  raise  his  voice. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  :  There  is  a  very  strong  case  for  the 
extension  of  the  supply  to  Trivandrum  because  there  is  a  supply  system 
here  which  is  already  well  established  and  all  that  we  need  is  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  lines.  "  But  there  is  considerable  difficulty  at  present  in  get¬ 
ting  the  necessary  materials  for  extending  the  line  from  Kundara  to 
Trivandrum,  so  that  Government  consider  that  this  extension  should 
wait.  We  find  from  experience  that  as  far  as  Trivandrum  is  concerned 
the  present  rate  of  supply  for  domestic  consumption  from  the  existing 
thermal  system-is  not  a  serious  handicap.  We  are  now  getting  about 
Rs.  2$  lakbs  a  year  from  Trivandrum  mostly  from  domestic  consumers 
and  street-lights. 

With  regard  to  Thodupnzha,  a  survey  was  prepared  last  year  from 
which  I  find  that  the  revenue  that  can  be  expected  from  Thodu- 
puzha  will  not  be  more  than  four  per  cent,  which  I  consider  is  not 
ample.  So  I  propose  now  to  extend  the  line  up  to  Muvattupuzha  and 
see  how  far  it  will  be  paying  and  when  it  is  found  to  be  self-supporting 
the  line  can  be  extended  from  Muvattupuzha  to  Thodupuzha  so 
that  the  capital  expenditure  on  the  Thodupuzha  line  alone  will  not  be 
very  great,  and  the  revenue  that  may  he  had  from  Thodupuzha  may  be 
sufficient  to.  meet  the  overhead  charges  on  this  extension. 

Similarly,  I  have  worked  out  a  programme  of  capital  expenditure 
for  the  extension  to  Trivandrum  and  even  further  south.  These  works 
will  probably  come  up  for  execution  by  the  end  of  11 19  when  condi¬ 
tions  are  expected  to  be  normal. 

Sir,  after  all,  the  electric  supply  is  a  commercial  undertaking  and 
the  capital  expenditure  on  each  extension  has  to  be  decided  on  an  ade¬ 
quate  return  that  may  be  expected.  We  shall  therefore  be  justified  in 
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further  commitments  only  if  the  financial  aspect  is  satisfactory.  In 
the  case  of  lift  irrigation,  however,  the  supply  of  power  may  not  be 
bringing  in  an  adequate  return.  But  the  advantages  that  would  result 
to  the  ryots  from  such  an  irrigation  will  outweigh. the  loss  that  Gov¬ 
ernment.  might  incur.  A  special  committee  has  been  appointed  for  the 
purpose  and  the  scope  of  that  committee’s  work  is  proposed  to  be  ex¬ 
tended. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  What  is  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  committee  that  has  been  appointed  recently? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  committee  is  only  for  fhe  purpose  of  investi¬ 
gating  the  possibilities  of  lift  irrigation. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  from  the 
Electrical  Engineer  whether  the  possibilities  of  lift  irrigation  in 
Cbengannur  has  been  enquired  into  ? 

K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  :  No,  Sir.  The  result  of  the  investiga¬ 
tions  in  Eunnathunad  will  form  tile  basis  for  investigations  in  other 
taluks.  The  data  that  is  gathered  in  the  course  of.,  such  investigalion 
may  be  useful  for  deciding  whether  the  extension  of  the  supply  of 
electricity  to  other  taluks  will  be  justified- 

SIR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  electric  power 
has  been  extended  up  to  Palai  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  :  No,  Sir. 

This  was  the  subject  of  detailed  investigation  by  the  commercial, 
section  of  the  Electrical  Department.  It  is  found  that  undo;  present 
conditions,  there  are  only  one  or  two  mills  operating  in  that  area  which 
need  power.  The  price  of  electric  materials  has  increased  by  50  to  60 
per  cent,  on  an  average  above  the  pre-war  price  level.  The  extension 
of  the  supply  to  Palai  under  these  conditions  with  a  limited  demand 
will  not  be  paying.  , 

MR.PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know i  whether 

the  honourable  member  has  received  signed  representations  from  res- 
I  pectable  citizens  of  Chengannur  for  extending  the  electric  power  to  that 
place  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON :  Yes,  Sir.  But  there  is  not  a 
single  application  for  lift  irrigation  purposes. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  How  is  it  possible  to  ask 
for  extension  of  power  for  lift  irrigation  without  knowing  whether  the 
power  supply  will  be  extended  at  all  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  :  There  must  be  requisition  for  that 
purpose  before  the  extension  is  taken  up.  Tt  is  not  proposed  to  extend 
the  supply  merely  for  the  requirements  of  domestic  consumption. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  what  has 
been  done  with  regard  to  the  representation  for  the  supply  of  power 
for  domestic  purposes  ? 

,  Mr.  K.P.  PADMANABHA  MENON:  It  is  not  possible  for  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  extend  the  line  just  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  some  houses  or 
a  few  streets.  All  those  will  not  give  an  adequate  return.  Although 
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I  do  concede  that  electricity  is  gradually  becoming  a  necessity,  it  is  not 
■  possible  to  supply  it  anywhere  and  everywhere  without  ensuring  an 
adequate  return  for  the  additional  capital  investment. 

PRESIDENT :  The  real  trouble  now  is  that  the  price  of  copper,  iron 
materials,  telephone  instruments  etc.>  has  gone  up.  I  do  not  know  how 
many  fold  it  has  gone  up  and  so  far  as  telephone  instruments  are  con¬ 
cerned,  we  cannot  get  them  at  all.  Similar  is  the  condition  with  re¬ 
gard  to  many  electrical  goods.  These  goods  are  produced  in  America 
and  Sweden  and  to  a  lesser  degree  in  Great  Britain.  Now,  there  is 
trouble  in  getting  metallic  goods.  The'  cost  of  getting  down  is  such 
that  unless  G-overnmant  are  satisfied  that  they  can  get  a  fairly  good 
return  it  will  be  difficult  for  them  to  embark  on  these  projects,  just 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  has  taken  a  surtey  of  the  houses  which  required 
power  consumption  in  Chengannur  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADIVIANABHA  MENON  :  Yes,  Sir. 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  I  do  not  press  the  motion  and 
I  beg  leave  of  the  House  to  withdraw  it.

My  object  is  to  discuss  the  necessity  of  opening  .a  Public  Call 
Office  at  Chengannur.  During  the  last  Budget  session  of  the  HouBe, 
in  answer  to  an  interpellation  the  Chief  Secretary  on  behalf  of  Govern¬ 
ment  answered  that  a  public  call  office  would  be  opened  at  Chengan¬ 
nur  in  the  near  future.  We  have  been  expecting  this  for  a  long  tim® 
and  I  am  not  aware  of  any  step  having  been  taken  in  this  direction  so 
far.  Sir,  from  the  answer  given  to  an  interpellation  two  days  back  it 
is  seen  that  even  in  places  where  the  number  of  calls  during  the  past 
one  year- was  only  15,  or  in  some  cases  27,  and  the  total  income  derived 
therefrom  was  between  Rs.  7  to  Rs.  10,  public  call  offices  "have  been 
established. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  May  I  ask  the  member,  is  it  not  a  fact 
that  such  places  are- in  the  main  trunk  line  where-there  is  no  necessity 
for  incurring  any  extra  expenditure  towards  the  opening  of  such  offices? 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  As  for  that  matter,  Perurkadai,  a 
place  cot  on  the  mam  line  gets  a  call  office-  That  is  an  instance  in 
point,  Further,  the  amount:  realised  from  that  office  was  only 
nominal,  - 

Hence,  my  demand  is  a  most  legitimate  one  in  view  of  the  tnany 
public  offices  and  other  institutions  in  CheDgannur.  I  have  already  stated 
the  number  of  institutions  there  in  connection  with  another  motion 
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and  I  do  not  propose  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  House  by  repeating 
them.  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  growing  importance  of 
Chengannur  and  in  view  of  the  existence  of  several  Government  insti¬ 
tutions  etc.,  it  is  only  just  and  proper  ton  my  part,  as  a  representative 
of  that  place,  to  request  that  Government  may  be  pleased  to  take 
early  steps  for  the  establishment  of  a  public  call  office  at  Chengannur. 
With  these  observations,  I  commend  my  motion  for  the  acceptance  of 
the  House.

P.  SIVARAHA  PILLAI ;  Sir,  following  the  example  of  my  friend 
Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  Government  the  argent  need  for  a  telephone  call  office  in 
my  constituency  at  Palai.  The  people  of  my  constituency  do  not 
want  any  Division  Cutcherry  there  nor  do  they  want  the  shifting  of  a 
District  court  to  that  centre.  No  such  claim  has  even  been  brought 
forward  by  the  people  there.  Particularly  when  the  power  supply  is 
handy,  I  request  that  the  Electrical  Engineer  may  extend  the  power 
supply  and  institute  a  public  call  office  at  Palai  Of  late,  it  is  coming 
into  prominence  commercially. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON :  I  may  inform  the  honourable 
member  that  the  public  call  office  is  nearing  completion  there. 

MR.  P-  SlVARAMA  PILLAI  :  I  am  glad  for  that  information. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  speak 
a  few  words  on  this  motion.  My  idea  is  to  bring  home  to  the  notice 
of  Government  the  necessity  for  opening  a  public  call  office  at  Changa- 
nacherry.  I  am  surprised  to  find  that  a  telephone  call  office  is  nearing 
completion  at  Palai  and  that  Government  have  not  understood  the 
necessity  for  opening  a  telephone  call  office  at  an  important  p]ac&  like 
Changanacherry  where  the  people  have  been  demanding  for  it  from  a 
long  time. 

MR.  P.  SlVARAMA  PILLAI :  Is  Changanacherry  a  more  important 
place  than  Palai  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKABA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Certainly,  hundred  times 
more  important.  Sir,  I  feel  it  a  disgrace  to  find  that  in  a  place 
where  the  phone  is  badly  wanted,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  procure 
that  convenience  in  spite  of  the  urget  demands  of. the  people. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  May  I  know,  is  Changanacherry  more 
important  than  Chengannur  ? 

MR-  KAINIKKABA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Yes  in  many  respects 

it  is. 

Mr.  P.  SlVARAMA  PILLAI:  Is  there  any  comparison  between  Palai 
and  Changanacherry  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Absolutely  no  comparison. 
Therefore,  when  I  heard  from  the  Electrical  Engineer  that  a  tele¬ 
phone  call  office  is  already  nearing  completion  in  Palai,  I  am  feeling 
that  my  constituency  has  been  insulted.  Prom  the  commercial  point 
of  view,  it  Occupies  a  central  position  in  Trftvancore.  Excepting  for  the 
fact  that  Kottayam  is  the  seat  of  tbe  Division  headquarters  and  con¬ 
tains  some  important  offices,  even  Kottayam  is  not  as  important  as 
Changanacherry.  Changanacherry  is  a  great  market  place.  Prom 
the  view  point  of  education,  it  has  got  one  of  the  most  important  first 
grade  colleges  in  the  State  and  a  number  of  other  educational  institu¬ 
tions  such  as  High  Schools  and  Training  Schools  both  in  English  and 
Malayalam.  i  This  is  the  most  important  outlet  for  the  hill 
produces  from  the  High  Itanges.  When  the  Changanaoherry- 
Alleppey  canal  and  road  are  completed  its  importance  would  leap  up. 
In  every  way,  Changanacherry  is  a  most  important  town  in  North 
Travancore  and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  establishment  of  telephone 
call  office  has  not  been  thought  of  at  all. 
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Again,  Sir,  even  in  the  matter  of  supply  of  electricity,  the  Electri¬ 
cal  Engineer  has  left  the  line  in  the  middle  of  the  town.  If  only  the 
Electrical  Engineer  had  the  generosity  to  extend  the  line  for  two  or 
three  furlongs  more,  the  whole  town  would  have  been  lighted  instead 
of  leaving  it  half  in  darkness. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  point  is  that  light  has  come  only  half  way. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Yes,  Sir.  It  has' only 
made  darkness  visible. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANll  PILLAI  :  It  there  not  a  municipality  to  look  to 
lighting  arrangements  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  How  can  they  get  light 
without  pillars,  wires  and  connections.  This  kind  of  regardlessness 
and  disrespect  on  the  part  of  the  Electrical  Department  needs  looking 
into.  Therefore,  I  request  Government  that  electric  connection  may 
be  extended  to  the  extremity  of  the  town  and  a  public  call  office  may

As  honourable  members  know,  ply  wood  for 
making  teak  chests  and  for  other  purposes  was,  till  very  recently,  got 
from  Scandinavia  or  the  Balkans.  .  The  whole  of  India  was  supplied 
either  from  Scandinavia  or  from  the  Balkans.  Becently  steps  have 
been  taken  in  Assam  to  do  some  ply  wood  business.  It  struck  this 
Government  that  it  was  a  great  pity  that  with  so  much  material  here, 
it  should  not  be  manufactured  in  this  State  also.  On  account  of  the 
war  even  those  who  have  entered'  into  contracts  for  the  supply  of  ply 
wood  find  it  difficult  to  fulfil  those  contracts.

The  idea  of  Government  is  to  gradually 
extend  the  telephone  line  to  all  the  important  industrial  and  commer¬ 
cial  centres  in  the  State  ; ‘but  the  programme  will  naturally  reguire 
very  careful  consideration  at  every  stage,  having  regard  t-o  the  present 
abnormal  rise  in  the  prices  of  materials.  Whatever  estimates  that 
may  have  been  framed  a  year  or  two  ago  will  no  longer  be  valid  on 
account  of  the  very  large  increase  in  the  price  of  materials  and  the 
difficulty  in  getting  those  materials  also  now.  Por  instance ‘in  the 
current  year’s  budget,  there  was  a  provision  of  Rs.  lj  lakhs  for  opening 
new  telephone  lines;  but  we  had  to  abandon  all  that  programme  because 
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we  could  not  get  the  materials  and  in  some  cases  because  though  in 
accordance  with  the  original  forecast  the  scheme  was  expected  to  give 
a  reasonable  .return,  the  financial  result  on  account  of  the  present 
increased  cost  was  very  disappointing.  In  regard  to  the  extension  to 
Changanacherry,  investigation  is  already  in  progress  and  in  so  far  as 
there  is  a  satisfactory  assurance  of  getting  10  to  12  local  suppliers,  the 
work  appears  to  be  promising  and  it  might  be  included  in  the  next 
year’s. programme. 

In  regard  to  Chengannur  theposition  is  as  follows.  Ifrom  the 
trend  of  the  discussion  on  public  call  offices  it  appears  to  roe  that  the 
honourable  members  have  not  a  clear  idea  regarding  the  feasibility  of 
opening  public  call  offices.  Each  public  call  office  has  to  be  decided  in 
relation  to  its  proximity  to  the  nearest  branch  station.  The  tapping  of 
a  main  telephone  circuit  to  open  a  public  call  office  may  be  justified 
only  if  it  will  not  interfere  with  the  traffic  of  the  main  telephone  trunk 
as  local  calls  from  such  call  offices  may  perhaps  be  ten  or  twelve  in  a 
day.  But  to  tap  a  line  between  Mavelikara  and  Kottayam  which  links 
up  two  important  junctions,  one  from  Peermade  to  Kottayam  and  the 
other  from  Ahvaye  to  Kottayam,  will  be  most  undesirable  as  the 
volume  of  traffic  on  this  section  is  very  very  high.  The  House  will  be 
interested  to  know  that  the  traffic  level  there  compares  very  favourably 
with  that  in  British  India.  People  are  getting  telephone  minded  and 
wherever  public  call  offices  have  been  opened  (with  very  few  exceptions) 
there  has  been  a  vary  satisfactory  response.  But  at  the  same  time  to 
minimise  the  inconvenience  and  delay  caused  by  intermediate  tapping 
it  is  desirable  to  have  separate  lines  for  such  call  offices  as  Changana¬ 
cherry, “Tirvalla,  Chengannur,  etc.  But  the  cost  becomes  the  main 
consideration,

X.  P.'  PADMANABHA  IVIENON  :  Sir,  the  nearest  branch  line  to 
Always  is  Kothamangalam  which  is  a  junction  connecting  the  High 
Banges.  A  call  office  for  Perumbavur  is  being  considered.  But  as  the 
volume  of  traffic  between  the  High  Ranges  and  Alwaye  is  high  an  in¬ 
termediate  tapping  will  not  be  justified.  What  I  am  now  considering 
is  therefore  to  utilise  that  section  of  the  telephone  line  reserved  for 
the  hydro-electric  operation  for  the  public  also.

Mr.  X.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON:  The  question  of  Perumbavur 
public  call  office  is  being  considered,  although  I  have  not  received  any 
application  from  any  one  from  Perumbavur  for  a  public  call  offic

Mr  .  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  IVIENON' :  Yes,  Sir.  Making  a  statement  on 
the  floor  cf  this  House  is  one  thing  and  making  a  definite  application 
for  a  telephone  public  call  office  is  another.  I  must  have  some  thing 
to  act  upon.  Payment  has  to  he  made  in  advance  without  which  I  will 
not  be  justified  in  incurring  an  expenditure  on  a  new  public  call  office. 
In  the  case  of  Muvattupuzha  I  had  some  5  or  6  applications  for  a  local 
telephone  system  and  the  work  was  considered  economically  justifiable 
as  there  was  a  possible  return  of  Es.  300  or  Es.  S00  per  annum.  On  the 
receipt  of  applications  for  a  public  call  office  and  for  local  subscribers 
an  estimate  can  be  prepared  and  if  it  is  found  to  be  paying,  the  work 
can  be  got  sanctioned.  If  I  had  any  application  from  Peruznbavur  the 
question  could  be  easily  considered.  Here  the  question  was  not  for  a 
local  telephone  system  but  for  a  public  call  office.  One  cannot  foresee 
the  number  of  calls  there  will  be  in  a  public,  call  office  and  so  one 
cannot  have  a  clear  idea  of  the  revenue  that  can  be  derived  from  it. 
Some  public  call  offices  may  require  ten  or  twelve  miles  of  line 
extension  which  at  the  present  cost  of  materials  will  mean  an  ex¬ 
penditure  of  Es,  15,000  or  Es.  16,000-  Therefore  each  public  call 
office  has  to  be  decided  on  its  own  merits  and  we  cannot  lay  any  hard 
and  fast  rule.  The  promise  of  getting  a  large  volume  of  business  may 
not  often  be  a  criterion  in  deciding  the  feasibility  or  otherwise  of 
incurring  such  expenditure  for-  extensions.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
there  is  a  definite  assurance  of  subscribers, 'requiring  local  connection, 
the  case  is  entirely  different.  Action  on  such  applications  can  be  taken 
because  there  is  an  assurance  of  such  subscriber  paying  a  definite 
subscription  every  year.  Apart  from  this  aspect  the  policy  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  to  extend  the  telephone  service  wherever  possible  and  it  will 
be  a  great  convenience  if  all  the  major  Anchal  Offices  are  served  with 
public  call  offices  so  that  the  amount  ot  < revenue  that  might  otherwise 
go  for  telegrams  could  be  diverted  to  this  department.  This  will  be 
clear  by  the- progress  made  in  the  number  of  public  cail  offices  opened 
year  after  year  and  also  the  volume  of  business  transacted  by  the 
1  department.  But  my  difficulty  is  with  regard  to  laying  any  hard  and 
fast  rule  in  resDect  of  the  provision  of  public  call  office  in  a  particular 
locality.  If  there  are  local  subscribers  I  shall  be  able  to  foresee  this 
minimum  revenue  that  can  be  expected  and  I  can  then  estimate  the 
capiLa!  cost  and  see  whether  the  line  will  be  paying  or  not.  Bor  in¬ 
stance,  honourable  members  drew  the  attention  of  the  House  yesterday 
to  certain  public  call  offices  which  are  not  paying.  That  is  exactly  my 
difficulty.  We  open  up  a  station  on  an  experimental  basis  and  we  find 
that  there  is  no  reasonable  revenue  coming  from  this  office.  After  all, 
the  investment  on  these  undertaking  is  of  a  commercial  nature  for  which 
interest  has  to  be  paid.  As  far  as  possible,  where  there  are  definite 
requests  from  the  public  to  have  telephone  services  installed,  those 
extensions  would  be  given  due  preference  based  on  the  income 
fleriyable. 
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1  may  also  mention  that  lor  the  programme  of  1117  we  have  made 
provision  for  over  one  and  a  half  lakhs  of  rupees  for  extending  telephone 
service  to  various  places  and  of  these,  works  in  two  or  three  places  have 
been  started  already  and  the  rest  will  be  a  matter  of  detailed  investigat¬ 
ions  based  on  the  results  of  which  action  will  be  taken.  In  the  light 
of  what  I  have  said  I  hope  the  honourable  member  will  withdraw  his 
motion.

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  quite  possible.

SRIMATHI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  (Nominated)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  reduce  the 
total  allotment  of  Rs.  23,22,578  under  Demand  VIII  by  Rs.  5  to  urge 
the  desirability  of  reducing  electric  and  telephone  charges. 

PRESIDENT  :  We  will  have  to  enhance  the  telephone  charges  if  the 
price  of  the  telephone  materials  that  we  are  getting  remains  as  it  is, 

*  SRIMATHI  T.  NARAYANI  AlWM A  :  My  point  is  that  if  we  reduce  the 
telephone  charges,  the  number  of  licensees  will  be  greater. 

PRESIDENT  :  Under  normal  conditions  there  is  no  doubt  that  there 
will  be  an  increase  in  the  demand  if  there  is  a  reduction  in  the  tele¬ 
phone  charges.  But  we  are  at  present  in  a  very  difficult  intermediate 
stage.  Probably  the  Honourable  Members  havemo  idea  of  the  inorease 
in  price  in  respect .  of  copper  wire,  electrical  machinery  and  almost 
everything  connected  with  electricity.  The  reason  is  that  war  is  fought 
on  the  basis  of  telephone  and  electricity.  Wireless  telephone  and 
electricity  are  the  basic  elements  of  the  present  day  warfare.  So  at 
least  till  the  war  is  over  we  cannot  get  any  electric  materials  at  a  cheaper 
rate.  So  I  do  not  think  that  this  is  the  proper  time  for  thinking  of  anj 
reduction. 
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SRIMATHI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  :  I  do  not  then  move  the  motion. 

The  motion  by  leave  was  withdrawn. 

The  question  that  Government  be  granted  a  sum  of  Es.  23,22,578 
under  Demand  VIII —Eleotrioty  and  Telephone— was  put.  to  vote  and 
carried. 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  grant  was  made. 

DEMAND  IX— Commercial  Transport.! 

Mb.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  for  a  grant  of  Es.  17,00,242 
under  Demand  IX— Commercial  Transport. 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved  as  it  was  inadmissible:— 
Motion  No.  1. 

MR.  PULIY00R  T,  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  To  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Es.  1,800  for  allowance  to  Director  by  Be.  1. 

Motion  No.  II. 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Es.  3,600  for  Operating  Superintendent  by  Re.  1  to  speak  about  the 
inconvenience  experienced  by  the  travelling  public  in  transport  buses. 

This  is  a  question  which  arouses  lively  and  perennial  discussion  in 
this  Assembly.  Last  year  there  was  rather  a  protracted  discussion  on 
the  subject  and.  I  shall  open  my  remarks  with  congratulating  the  Dire¬ 
ctor  of  Transport  for  having  accepted  and  put  into  practice  some  of  the 
suggestions  that  were  made  to  him  by  the  Honourable  Members  last 
year  this  time.  I  will  just  make  mention  of  one.  The  employment  of 
porters  in  the  transport  buses— that  was  a  very  important  necessity  for 
the  convenience  of  the  travelling  public  for  taking  the  loads  of  the 
passengers  up  to  the  top  of  the  bus  and  down.  That  was  a  very  great’ 
necessity  and  now  the  porters  are  employed  in  the  buses.

The  Director  deserves  all  the  more  to  be  congratulated  because  the 
porters  are  not  paid  by  the  Department.  They  get  half  a  ohackram 
or  one  chackram  for  every  load  from  every  passenger,  and  I  am  sure  no 
passenger  would  grudge  paying  that  amount. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Deputy  President) :  Sir,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  order.  What  has  the  Operating  Superintendent  to  do  in 
this  matter  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  position,  Mr.  Salter  ? 

Mr.'E.  G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  may  admit,  that  duties  of  the  Operating 
Superintendent  are  such  that  he  controls  all  the  staff  emyloyed  in  the 
buses. 

Vol,  XVIII— Mo.  .7*  . 
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PRESIDENT  :  In  that  case  the  motion  is  in  order. 

Mr.  K.  G-  GOVINDAN  :  All  the  same,  the  inconvenience  caused  to 
the  public  is  minimised  if  not  practically  stopped. 

However  much  the  department  might  deny,  there  is  even  now 
over-crowding  in  the  buses.  This  time  last  year  in  an  answer  to  an 
interpellation,  the  Director  said  that  there  is  overcrowding  because  the 
passengers  allow  themselves  to  be  overcrowded.  My  submission  is  that 
such  an  answer  is  not  very  sound.  Suppose  due  to  some  great  necessity 
and  urgency  a  passenger  says  that  he  is  willing  to  travel  on  the  top  ot 
the  bus,  will  the  department  allow  such  a  course  ?  So  my  submission 
is  that  the  answer  given  by  the  Director  then  was  not  very  satisfactory— 
that  the  overcrowding  is  due  to  the  passengers’  own  seeking. 

Then  there  is  a  small  item  to  speak  about  which,  perhaps,  it  may 
not  be  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  House.  All  the  same,  I  have 
to  make  mention  of  it-about  the  bug  in  the  seats.  Once  there  was  a 
small  incident.  I  was  travelling  in  a  transport  bus.  At  an  intermediate 
station  an  old  man  boarded  the  bus-  There  was  a  seat  vacant  adjacent 
to  mine.  The  old  man  saw  the  seat  lying  vacant  but  he  would  not  sit 
there.  I  drew  his  attention  to  it.  But  the  old  man  would  not  sit.  I 
was  actually  surprised  and  wanted  to  know  what  exactly  was  the  reason 
which  prompted  him  not  to  take  the  seat  and  I  asked  him  why.  The 
reply  was  “You  are  a  young  man  and  a  charitable  one.  You  can  afford 
to  lose  some  of  your  blood  by  feasting  the  bugs.  But  I  cannot  do  it”. 

PRESIDENT :  The  Legal  Remembrancer  may  probably  say. whether 
under  the  existing  Motor  Vehicles  Law  there  is  power  to  check  over¬ 
crowding. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  There  is  no  legal  power 
under  the  present  Motor  Vehicles  Law  for  checking,  people  from  over¬ 
crowding.  To  cure  that  defect  there  is  a  bill  proposed  which  will  be 
plaoed  before  the  House  in  a  couple  of  days.  .  .  ... 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  There  is  a  regular  guerilla  warfare  going  on 
between  the  free  passengers  on  the  one  side  and  the  paying' passengers 
on  the  other.  By  free  passengers  I  mean  the  bugs.  My  submission  is 
that  these  rattan  seats  should:  be  eompletly  done  away  . with  and  in  their 
stead  cushion  seats  with  the 'fibre  of  coeoanut  husks  stuffed  in  them  be 
placed.  That  is  one  suggestion.  I  know  the  Department  is  doing 
something  to  kill  all  the  bugs.  However  much  the  department  may 
try  the  nature  of  the  rattan  seats  is  such  that  it  would  invite  bugs  even 
from  the  neighbouring  province.  So  these  rattan  seats  should  be  com¬ 
pletely  removed. 

Just  a  word  about  breakdowns.  I  am  not  complaining  ■  about 
breakdowns.  I  do  not  say  that  breakdowns  are  not  inevitable.  '  Even 
with  respect  to  costly  private  motor'  cars  breakdowns  are  sometimes 
inevitable.  But  my  complaint  is  that  the  drivers  of  these  buses  are  not 
allowed  to  take  with  them  any  kind  of  implements'  or  tools  so  that  if  a 
breakdown  occurs  that  may  be  repaired  by  them.  Suppose  a  breakdown 
oocurs  due  to  the  prevention  of  flow  of  petrol  through  the  carburettor. 
1  understand  that  that  defect  cap  easily  be  remedied. 
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It  could  be  easily  remedied  by  blowing  some  air  into  the  car¬ 
burettor  and  for  that  pursose  a  pump  and  a  spanner  alone  are  necessary. 
Any  ordinary  driver  would  be  able  to  do  that,  I  know  that  the  Direc¬ 
tor  would  say  that  if  these  drivers  are  allowed  to  handle  the  machines 
then  the  machines  will  be  spoiled.  In  these  small  matters  I  think 
any  driver  would  effect  repairs  without  detriment  to  the  machine. 

Another  suggestion  I  want  to  make  is  with  respect  to  the  time 
taken  by  the  Transport  bus  for  travel  between  Quilon  and  Trivandrum. 
It  takes  about  2f  hours.  My  suggestion  is  that  very  conveniently  this 
time  could  be  reduced  to  2|  hours  without  causing  any  inconvenience 
either  to  the  public  or  to  the  Department.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
public  would  be  greatly  benefited  if  the  bus  travels  within  this  2} 
hours’  time. 

,  As  regards  window  curtains  I  want  to  say  a  word.  There  is  in¬ 
convenience  caused  to  the  public  with  the  existing  curtains  when  there 
is  no  rain.  But  the  inconvenience  arises  when  rain  faffs.  Some 
measure  may  be  adopted  by  the  Department  for  minimising  the  in¬ 
convenience  caused  to  the  public  as  a  result  of  these  torn  and  ill-placed 
curtains.  I  would  even  suggest  that  wooden  shutters  may  be  provided 
instead  of  the  cloth  curtain.  With  these  words  I  commend  my  motion 
for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

MR.  G.  VELU  FILL A1  :  1  support  the  motion.  It  is  very  happy  to 
note  Sir.  that  the  Transport  Department  has  withstood  much  hostile 
criticism  and  pessimistic  forebodings  during  the  past  few  years.  At 
the  same,  time  I  cannot  but  say  that  the  Department  requires  improve¬ 
ment  in  certain  directions.  In  the  first  place  over-loading  in  buses  has 
to  be  avoided,  Whatever  the  Director  might  say  with  regard  to  it  the 
fact  exists  that  there  is  over-leading  in  buses.  Though  the  Transport 
Department  is  a  money  making  department  the  convenience  of  the 
passengers  must  also  be  looked  after.  Especially  when  it  is  stated  that 
the  Police  Department  has  no  control  in  the  matter  of  over-loading  in 
Transport  buses,  this  department  itself  must  exercise  care  and  avoid 
over-crowding.  At  present,  in  almost  every  bus  we- see  a  row  of  people 
standing  in  the  middle.  It  is  high  time  that  this  fifth  column  is  not 
allowed  to  occupy  the  buses. 

:  Another  suggestion  which  I  would'make  is  that  separate  seats 
should  be  allotted  to  lady  passengers.  That  is  being  done  in  many 
other  countries.  In  our  country,  Sir,  the  middle-class  and  most  of  the 
upper  class  people  travel  in  ordinary  buses  and  therefore  it  is  highly 
desirable  that  separate  seats  are  allotted  to  female  passengers. 

As  the  Transport  Department  .has  already  passed  the  infant  stage 
and  as  people  welcome  the  extension  of  transport  lines  throughout  the 
State,  it  is  high  time  that  more  convenience  is  also  allowed  to  the 
travelling  public.  _  " 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  s  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  make  a  few  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  motion  before  the  House.  Even  though  it  is  stated  by  the 
Department  that  the  convenience' of  the  passengers  is  then-  primary 
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concern,  in  certain  essential  points  that  is  being  overlooked.  Firstly 
there  are  not  enough  buses  in  each  '  line ,  Sometimes  people  have  to 
wait  for  hours  together  for  catching  a  bus  and  even  if  they  catch  it 
they  find  it  very  difficult  to  get  sitting  accommodation.  That  kind  of 
arrangement  is  causing  immense  difficulty  to  the  passengers.  If  a 
passenger  chooses  to  stand  in  the  bus  for  want  of  sitting  accommoda¬ 
tion,  that  again  causes  some  difficulty.  By  so  doing  he  is  causing 
trouble  to  the  sitting  passengers.  In  order  to  obviate  all  these  incon¬ 
veniences  it  is  better  to  increase  the  number  of  buses  running  in  each 
line.  There  will  he  convenience  to  catch  them  at  shorter  intervals. 

The  present  arrangement  of  seats  is  causing  difficulties  in  other  * 
directions.  Though  a  majority  of  the  travellers  may  he  in  the  buses 
for  a  few  hours,  even  within  that  few  hours’ journey  they  feel  com¬ 
pletely  tired,  I  think  the  seating  arrangement  in  private  buses  is 
better  than  that  of  the  Transport  buses.  So  it  is  better  to  modify  the 
seating  arrangement  also  in  transport  buses, 

Mr.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  ( Nominated ')  •  I  also  wish  to  make  a  few  observa¬ 
tions  on  this  department  which  has  come  into  existence  a  few  years  bank. 
Knowingly  or  unknowingly  the  transport  has  coveted  the  uncharitable 
criticism  of  some  of  the  Honourable  members  of  this  House.  This  is 
the  first  time  that  the  State  has  taken  upon  themselves  the  advantage 
of  affording  convenience  to  the  travelling  public  by  running  buses 
according  to  schedule  times.  Indeed  a  bold  and  profitable  attempt 
was  made  by  the  Dswan  in  the  teeth  of  opposition  from  interested 
quarters  and  men  of  malicious  nature.  I  must  say  that  it  is  a  feal 
boon  for  our  country.  I  shall  substantiate  this  point  by  stating  one  or 
two  things.  There  is  what  is  called  nationalisation  of  transport. 
Whenever  there  is  any  complaint  regarding  the  absence  of  buses  in 
certain  lines  it  could  be  rectified  by  appealing  direct  to  the  authorities 
concerned.  This  is  really  a  beneficial  popular  arrangement.  Further, 
the  new  arrangement  of  running  buses  under  the  control  of  ‘ 
Government  and  conducted  on  proper  lines  is  a  liberal  policy  of  a 
progressive  administration.  In  the  long  run  that  will  go  to  increase 
the  revenues  of  the  State  to  a  considerable  extent.  As  time  comes,  the 
benefit  of  the  department  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public 
at  large.  The  problem  of  unemployment  is  also  solved  to  a  great 
extent.  This  transport  has  brought  in  its  waggon  of  usefulness  the 
consummation  of  hopes  for  reliability.'depehdability,  respectability  and 
public  utility  in  that  concern.  There  was  a  time  when  the  motor 
traffic  was  causing  annoyance  to  the  public  for  want  of  facilities  and 
responsible  control  to  attend  to  public  complaints.  Now  there  is  no 
such  thing  and  our  interests  are  quite  safe- 

The  head  of  the  Transport  Department  is  a  well  experienced, 
efficient,  sympathetic  and  well-intentioned  officer  who  has  gained 
much  by  •service  thewhere  in  positions  of  great  importance.  He  is  a 
very  capable  officer  and  is  able  to  discharge  his  duties  with  gteat 
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enthusiasm  and  zeal.  I  am  sure  that  under  his  guidance  the  depart¬ 
ment  will  grow  from  strength  to  strength  which  will  ultimately  end 
in  good  to  the  public  at  large.  It  is  aiso  a  worthy  feature  to  note  that 
the  buses  are  under  the  charge  of  efficient  and  respectable  conductors 
and  careful  drivers.  The  conductors  are  on  the  whole  highly  qualified 
people  who  know  their  sense  of  responsibility  quite  correctly  and  they 
are,  doing  their  duties  in  a  commendably  satisfactory  manner.  There 
is  also  a  porter  attached  to  each  bus  and  that  is  a  welcome  factor  so  far 
as  convenience  of  the  public  is  concerned.  There  is  overcrowding  in 
buses  during  certain  occasions,  like  important  festival  seasons  hut  that 
will  be  stopped  as  the  number  of  buses  is  supplemented  to  suit  the 
demands  for  marriage  and  other  special  occasions.  I  hope  conditions 
are  sure  to  improve.  The  transport  buses  arc  quite  comfortable  and 
convenient  for  travelling  purposes  and  the  system  of  providing  cushion 
sea*s  may  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  journey  but  it  is  expensive  from  a 
revenue  point  of  view.  The  trouble  on  account  of  bugs  nuisance  is 
caused  by  the  public  themselves  who  act  as  the  media  of  their  travel  to 
the  bus  and  to  say  that  rattan  seats  are  responsible  for  this  state  of 
affairs  cannot  be  taken  as  the  correct  view  of  things.  To  substitute 
the  cushion  seats  will  involve  additional  unnecessary  expenditure  and 
ordinary  seats  will  be  guile  sufficient.  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  . may  also 
say  that  the  present  system  of  rattan  seats  gives  no  room  for  discom¬ 
fort. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN  :  May  I  know  how  the  rattan  seats  are 
advantageous  to  the  travelling  public  - 

MR.  D.  G.  JOSEPH  :  It  adds  comfort  to  the  person  who  travels  in 
the  bus, 

MR.  M,  .R,  NARAYANA.  PILLAI  (Tirwcella) :  Wiil  the  honourable 
member  recommend  wooden  seats  in  the  place  cf  rattan  Seats  ? 

MR.  0.  C.  JOSEPH  :  That  is  preferable  from  the  point  of  finance. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  Is  it  n0t  a  fact  that  rattan  seats  will 
create  trouble  due  to  bugs? 

Mr.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  There  may  be  such  kind  of  trouble  because 
•  we  are  accustomed  to  such  things  in  our  houses.  But  that  is  purely 
importation  by  the  travelling  public,  - 

PRESIDENT:..  Are  not  the  buses  cleaned  every  day  after  their 
journey  ? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  The  cleaning  is  done  as  soon  as  the  journey 
is  over.  The  same  trouble  recurs  as  soon  as  ihe  journey  commences. 
Any  amount  of  action  'for  getting  rid  of  bugs  does  not  end  in  fruitful 
results. 

PRESIDENT  .■  Do  yon  actually  kill  bugs  ? 

Mr.  E.  6,  Salter  :  No,  Sir. 
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Mr,  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  There  is  also  a  bad  habit  of  chewing  and 
spitting  from  the  buses  by  the  .  travelling  public  without  minding  the 
disadvantages  to  the  neighbours.  I  say  that  from  personal  experience 
as  I  am  a  constant  traveller  in  the  Trivandrum  Nagercoil  line,  But  in 
spite  of  all  these  troubles  the  conductor  is  calm.  That  kind  of  dirty 
habit  has  to  be  got  rid  of  immediately  by  the  travelling  public  which 
condemn  the  Transport  Department  for  the  imaginary  idea  of  over¬ 
loading  without  knowing  the  meaning  of  the  term.  Further,  the 
solitary  opening  for  entry  and  exit  keeps  off  accidents.  As  1  said  the 
investment  towards  Transport  has  ended  in  many  advantages  and 
entire  satisfaction  both  to  the  Government  and  to  the-  public  of  the 
country.  Even  more  investments  in  this  line  will  only  increase  the 
revenue  of  the  State  and  in  the  long  run  add  to  the  economic  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  State,  1  must  congratulate  Mr.  Salter  for  the  suceessfull 
working  of  his  department  because  our  Transport  is  a  credit  to  the 
State.

Ms,  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  In 
doing  so  I  have  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  this  House  certain  defects 
in  the  working  of  this  department.  Much  inconvenience  is  caused  to 
the  travelling  public  by  the  breakdown  of  buses  frequently.  It  has 
become  almost  a  daily  occurrence.  Before  the  Trivandrum-Cape  road 
was  concreted  it  was  said  that  the  breakdown  was  due  to  two  causes, 
firstly  that  the  buses  are  very  heavy  and  secondly  the  M.  S.. road  was 
full  of  ruts.  Even  after  the  road  was  concreted  we  find  that  break¬ 
down  of  buses  occur  very  often.  Because  of  these  breakdowns  the 
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passengers  have  to  wait  for  three  or  Jour  or  even  six  hours  before  they 
conld  get  a  bus. 

lift.  D.  C.  JOSEPH :  May  I  know  f  rom  the  honourable  member 
whether  such  breakdowns  occur  even  now  ? 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Even  at  the  very  beginning 
the  breakdown  of  buses  was  almost  a  daily  occurrence  in  this  line. 

MR.  D,  C.  JOSEPH  :  Is  there  not  a  decrease  in  breakdowns  after 
the  completion  of  the  dustless  road  ? 

MR,  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  I  say  again,  Sir,  that  there  are 
still  breakdowns.  'The  breakdown  of  buses  is  like  the  heart-failure  of 
a  man  .laughter).  That  is,  we  cannot  attribute  reasons  for  it.  .Simi¬ 
larly  these  Transport  buses  suddenly  stop.  That  is  the  breakdown 
of  buses.  Now'  one  honourable  member  has  said  that  travelling 
in  the  Transport  buses  is  Very  comfortable.  If  it  is  so,  I  must  assure 
the  House  that  the  Honourable  Member  Mr.  D.  C.  Joseph  has  not 
travelled  in  a  Transport  bus.  If  he  has  travelled  he  would  have  had 
the  experience  of  the  breakdown  of  a  bus  and  waited  on  the  road  for 
three  or  four  hours.  Perhaps  he  is  travelling  in  a  pleasure  car. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI :  Is  it  not  because  Mr.  Narayanaperu- 
mal  Nadar  is  in  the  bus  that  it  invariably  breaks  down  ? 

MB  1  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  Sir,  I  need  not  answer  the 

question.  “  '  - 

With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN  :  Sir,  in  this  connection  I- would  point  out 
the'  inconvenience  caused  to  the  travelling  public,  at  Ckathauoor  on 
account  of  the  scarcity  of  accommodation  in  the  buses.  Now,  Sir, 
Ohathanoor  is  on  the  main  line" from  Trivandrum  to  Quilon.  Sir,  the 
population  of  Ohathanoor  and  Adichanallur  the  two  pakuihies  which 
supply  passengers  at  this  spot  is  over  50,000.  Ohathanoor  is  a  very 
important  place  having  one  Vernacular  High  School,  one  English  High 
Scho.ohand  a  number  of  English  and  Vernacular  Middle  Schools,  and 
also  a  Sub  Begistrar’s  Office'.  .It  is  also  an  industrial  Centre  particu¬ 
larly  well  known  for  its  weaving  industry.  Jn  view  of  the  importance 
of  the  locality  a  parcel  office  has  been  opened  recently  in  Ohathanoor. 
Before  the  line  was  taken  up  by  the  Department  four  buses  used  to  ply 
between  Ohathanoor  and  Quilon  and  all  these  four  buses  had  enough 
passengers.  Now  the  traffic  between  Ohathanoor  and  Quilon  is  very 
heavy.  I  have  my  own  experience  in  the  matter.  What  I  find  is  that, 
when  the  Trivandrum  bus  arrives  at  Ohathanoor  it  is  not  in  a  position 
to  give  accommodation  for  the  passengers  there  to  any  appreciable 

Now,.  Sir,  the  net  result-  is  that  the  buses  which  come  from  Trivan¬ 
drum  take  as  many  passengers  as  possible  from  those  who  are  waiting 
there.  What  we  find  as  a  result  of  this,  is  heavy  over-crowding  in  the 
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buses  between  Ghatbanoor  and  Quilon.  Not  only  that,  these  bases  are 
not  in  a  position  to  provide  enough  accommodation  for  all  these  passen¬ 
gers.  So  much  so,  passengers  have  to  wait  there  for  hours  together 
and  very  often  to  find  themselves  disappointed.  Sometimes  they  wait 
there  from  7  in  the  morning  to  2  O’  clock  in  the  evening  to  get  a  bus. 
Now  the  matter  had  once  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Department  and 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Department  provided  a  shuttle  service 
between  Chathanoor  and  Quilon.  But  I  am  incormed  now  that  it  has 
been  stopped  on  account  of'  the  fact  that  the  passengers  used  to  board 
the  through  service  buses  instead  of  getting  into  the  shuttle  service. 
When  I  asked  the  Director  of  Transport  about  this  I  was  informed  that 
the  passengers  instead  of  getting  into  the  shuttle  service  used  to  board 
the  through  service  buses  so  much  so  the  shuttle  service  had  to  be  run 
very  often  without  passengers.  I  appieciate  the  difficulty  of  the 
Department  in  the  m&tter.  Now,  Sir,  I  met  the  District  Inspector  of 
Transport  at  Quilon  and  asked  about  this-  He  also  expressed  the  same 
difficulty.  ;■ 

I  would  suggest  two  or  three  remedies  for  solving  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  problem.  If  the  Department  renews  the  shuttle  service  and 
makes  it  a  point  that  passengers  from  Chathanur  are  not  taken  in 
through  service  buses  till  10  a.  m.  that  will  ease  the  problem.  Usually 
there  is  heavy  traffic  on  Chath.anur-Q.udon  line  between  7  a.  m.  and 
10  a.  m.  as  people  from  Chathanur  have  to  go  to  Quilon  for  court 
purposes,  hospital  purposes  etc. 

Hr.  E.  6.  SALTER  :  What  will  be  the  advantage  of  not  carrying 
passengers  between  the  hours  indicated  by  the  honourable  member  on 
that  line  ? 

Ms.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  In  the  through  service  that  runs  from 
Trivandrum  to  Quilon,  it  is  not  possible  at  present  to  give  proper 
accomodation  to  passengers  till  10  A.  m.  due  to  heavy  traffic. 

Hence,  there  is  necessity  for  starting'  a  shuttle  service.  And  when 
shuttle  service  is  started  even  if  there  be  space  in  the  through  service 
buses  running  at  that  hour;  if  we  do  not  take  in  passengers  from 
Chathannur  in  through  service  buses,  passengers  at  Chathannur  will 
have  to  depend  on  shuttle  service  alone-  That  means  shuttle  service 
will  work  successfully. 

MB.KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Why  should  the  Trans, 
port  buses  go  without  taking  the  passengers  7  Why  should  the  buses 
be  allowed  to  go  empty  from  that  particular  point  ? 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Not  empty.  They  will  have  sufficient 
number  of  passengers.  I  shall  refer  to  another  and  a  more  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  question.  Ido  not  fora  moment  suggest  that  it- is  a 
conclusive  solution.  The  second  point '  that  has  been  suggested  is  the 
fixing  of  additional  charge  of  one  chackram  for  the  passengers  who 
want  to  board  the  through  service  buses  from  Chathanur  at  10  a.  m. 
That  method  can  go  a  great  way  in  solving  the  problem.  A  more 
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satisfactory  suggestion  would  be  to  start,  a  special  bus  from  Chathan- 
nur  to  Quilon  between  8  a.  m.  aDd  9  a.  m,  because  the  heaviest  traffic 
is  between  8  and  9  a.  m.  This  is  sure  to  ease  the  situation. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  May  I  ask,  what  is  to  be  done  with  the  bus  for 
the  rest  of  the  day  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  That  bus  can  be  utilised  for  running  from 
Quilon  to  Trivandrum  for  the  rest  of  the  day  or  it  may  be  taken  over  to 
some  other  line  as  the  Director  thinks  Best.  So,  all  that  I  wish  to 
.  point  out  is  that  if  a  bus  of  the  bigger  size  is  to  ply  between  Chathan- 
nur  and  Quilon  between.  8  and  9  a,  m,  there  will  be  enough  passengers 
for  it  and  the  question  can  be  satisfactorily  solved.  Such  of  the 
passengers  that  remain  there  can  be  taken  in  the  through  service  buses 
that  come  from  Trivandrum.  Similarly,  a  bus  service  in  the  evening 
between  5  and  6  p.  M.  from  Quilon  to  Ckathannur  will  be  a  convenient 
arrangement,  because  after  the  hours  of  work  in  offices  etc.,  it  will  be 
pOES  ible  for  the  travelling  public  to  reach  home  without  great  diffi¬ 
culty.  The  question  therefore  resolves  into  this,  namely,  a  shuttle 
service  plying  both  in  the  morning  and  in  the  evening  as  suggested  by 
me.  I  would  submit  in  this  connection  that  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  is  a  public  utility  service  mainly  intended  for  the  conveuience of 
the  public,  and  therefore  it  is  convenience  to  the  public  that  is  to  be 
attended  to  first  and  foremost.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Trans¬ 
port  Department  should  bring  in  added  revenues  to  the  State  exchequer. 
I  differ  from  that  view.  I  submit  that  one  should  Dot  be  always 
anxious  to  see  that  a  large  revenue  is  derived  from  the  Transport 
Scheme-  Even  if  we  are  able  to  get  more  income,  that  should  be 
utilised  in  the  direction  of  affording  additional  convenience  to  the 
travelling  public  and  also  for  reducing  the  rate  of  fares  as  much  as 
possible. 

I  would  submit  we  are  not  going  to  .lose  much  if  a  shuttle  service 
is  started  on  the  Chathanur-Quilon  line  and  I  would  earnestly  request 
the  Government  and  the  Department  to  attend  to  this -very  necessary 
and  urgent  need  of  the  people.  '  '  . 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  wants  the  shuttle  service  for  only  one  trip  alone  in  both 
directions  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Yes. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  number 
of  persons  available  there  to  be  carried  in  one  trip  ? 

Mr-  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  It  will  be  between  30  and  40  people. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  So,  am  I  to  take  it  that 
for  30  passengers,  a  bus  must  be  set  apart  ? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  My  point  is  not  exactly  that.  By  so 
doing  the  heavy  traffic  on  that  line  between  8  and  9  A.  M.  could  be 
eased  to  a  very  great  extent. 
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PRESIDENT  :  That  is  to  say,  you  are  thinking  of  what  may  be 
called  a  supplementary  service  to  ease  the  situation 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  ;  Yes  Sir.  The  remaining  buses  which 
coma  from  Trivandrum  to  Quilon  after  9  A.  M,  and  before  8  P.  M.  will 
be  in  a  position  to  give  accommodation  for  the  remaining  number  of 
passengers. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  submit  that  I  am  at  one  with  all  that  has 
been  said  for  affording  convenience  to  the  travelling  public  by  way  of 
minimising  over-crowding,  by  providing  comfortable  seating  arrange¬ 
ments  and  so  forth.  I  would  also  point  out  that  rattan  seats  are  to  be 
improved  because  there  is  bug  trouble  to  a  large  extent.  With  these 
words  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House, 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PIL LAI  :  Sir,  because  I  am  not  at  all  in  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  observations  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  I  propose 
to  make  a  f?w  suggestions  for  adoption  in  certain  directions.  I  may 
suggest  to  Mr.  Salter  what  all  things  he  should  not  do.  He  should 
not  carry  out  the  idea  of  opening  the  back  of  the  body  of  the  bus.  It 
should  never  be  opened.  I  noticed  this  kind  of  opinion  from  several 
members.  The  back  portion  of  passenger  buses  should  always  remain 
closed  as  is  now  the  case.  In  Madras  and  other  places,  the  present 
type  of  body  is  adopted  in  all  the  buses,  which  give  perfect  comfort 
and  convenience. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  (Ambalajnistha,  cum  Shetfala) ;  Are  not  bus 
bodies  in  Bombay  and  Madras  of  that  type  ?  Could  not  a  door  at  least 
be  provided  at  the  back  side  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI :  No,  not  even  a" door  is  to  be  provided 
there,  because  the  enormous  dust  coming  from  behind  will  settle  on 
the  inside  portion  the  moment  a  bus  slows  down  to  stop.  There 
should  not  be  even  holes  at  (he  back  of  the  body  of  the  bus  for  the 
air  to  escape  as  no  air  will  escape  that  way.  In  Madras,  conditions 
are  not  different.  The  bodies  of  buses  there,  are  of  a  similiar  type  and 
there  is  no  discomfort  or  inconvenience  on  account  of  the  shape  of 
body. 

|  In  regard  to  seating  arrangements,  my  experience  is  that  in  a 
'  gallery-type  of  body,  providing  seating  arrangements  one  bench  behind 
the  other  should  never  be  adopted.  By  so  doing,  there  is  every  risk  of 
the  passengers  being  shot  out  and  consequently  accidents  occur.  How¬ 
ever  much  there  is  a  cross  bar  for  passengers  on  tbe  right  side  of  the 
bus  to  prevent  them  from  getting  in  or  getting  out  that  way  passengers 
do  get  into  the  bus  by  that  way.  It  has  always  become  a  habit  for 
passengers  to  get  into  the  bus  through  the  wrong  side  and  get  out  of  it 
in  the  same  manner.  That  way  of  getting  into  and  out  of  the  bus  can 
be  prevented  if  the  existing  type  of  arrangement  is  preserved  in  the 
Transport  buses.  There  must  always  be  one  passage  for  people  to 
enter  the  bus  and  go  out.  The  present  seating  accommodation  in  the 
Transport  bus  is  the  most  comfortable  one  for  the  passengers  and  there 
is  also  in  the  middle  a  corrider  running  inside  the  bus  for  passengers 
to  walk  to  find  ■  out  their  places  in  it.  This  system  ’  of  seating  should 
not  be  disturbed  for  any  reason  whatever. 
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As  regards  the  provision  of  rattan  seats  what  I  beg  to  submit  is 
this.  According  to  me,  the  costly  cushion  seats  or  upholstered  seats 
as  provided  here  in  the  Assembly  Hall  are  most  uncomfortable,  especi¬ 
ally  during  hot  weather.  It  has  been  suggested  that  rattan  seats  may 
be  substituted  in  our  seats  instead  of  upholstery  so  as  to  afford  plenty 
of  air  from  underneath  to  avoid  feeling  of  heat.  The  ^present  rattan 
seating  arrangements  in  the  buses  need  no  modification.  It  is  more 
comfortable  to  the  passengers  than  it  would  be  in  the  case  of  cushion 
seats  or  plank  seats.  There'is  a  complaint  about  bugs  in  the  rattan 
seats.  Frequently  pumping  very  hot  water  into  these  rattan  seats  will 
cure  the  bug  trouble  as  we  do  it  in  our  house-hold  furniture. 

A  reference  was  made  here  to  the  effect  that  there  is  delay  for 
passengers  on  the  route  to  get  into  the  service  buses.  It  is  true  that 
the  interval  between  two  buses  is  rather '  longer  than  what  it  was 
before.  Sometimes  passengers  may  have  to  wait  for  a  long  time  in 
the  intermediate  stations  to  board  the  buses.  Sometimes  passengers 
get  into  buses  and  stand  in  them  when  all  the  seats  are  occupied.  I 
have  seen  such  cases  in  the  buses  plying  between  Trivandrum  and 
Nagercoil  or  Trivandrum  and  Kottayam.  The  main  consideration 
could  not  be  whether  they  get  comfort  but  whether  they-  feel  satisfied 
with  standing  accommodation.  It  is  not  the  discomfort  that  is  taken 
into  consideration  but  a  desire  to  reach  the  destination  as  early  as  pos¬ 
sible.  A  passenger  may  avoid  entering  a  bus :  which  is  overcrowded 
and  consequently  may  have  to  wait  for  the  next  bus.  In  such  cases 
delay  is  .unavoidable.  But  to  say  that  additional  buses  will  obviate 
the  two  difficulties  i.  e.  over-crowding  and  delayds  to  ignore  altogether 
the  financial  effect  of  it,  Even  additional  buses  will  not  sometimes 
solve  these  complaints.  Hence  I.  say  that-  the  solution  must  depend 
upon  a  happy  reconciliation  of  these  aspects.  In  other  words,  the 
number  of  buses  to  be  put  in  a  line  and  the  frequency  of  service  should 
depend  entirely  on  the  amout  of  traffic  in  that  line.  This  alone  shall  be 
the  main  consideration. 

The  House  rose  for  lunch  at  1  p.  M.  and  re-assembled  at  2  p.  m. 

The  following  member  took  the  oath  and  signed  the  rolls  : 

MR.  C.  KUMARA  DAS  (Director  of  Industries) : 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI :  I  was  at  the  question  whether  in  order 
to  avoid  over-crowding  or  overloading  in  buses  and  to  avoid  the  con¬ 
siderable  delay  in  the  matter  of  passengers  in  intermediate  stations, 
uiore  vehicles  could  not  be  put  in  for  service  in  such  lines.  In  the 
first  place,  I  am  one  who  believes  that  over-crowding  is  not  a  common 
feature ;  and  not  a  matter  of  daily  occurrence.  Only  on  occasions  at 
particular  times  a  day  either  when  the  school  commences  its  work  and 
closes  or  at  the  commencement  of  office  hours  and  sometimes  at  the 
closing  hourB  of  office,  there  is  some  overcrowding .  Thera  is  bound  to 
be  a  rush  of  passengers  during  those  hours.

MR-  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  :  I  have  seen  that  in  intermediate  sta¬ 
tions  where  passengers  are  in  urgent  need  of  reachingltheir  destination, 
without  the  least  hesitation  they  ask  the  conductors  to  take  them  also 
on  the  implied  understanding  that  they  may  be  given  at  Jeat  standing 
accommodation.  They  are  satisfied  with  that  arrangement.  It  will  be 
only  for  a  short  distance.  At  the  next  intermediate  station,  some 
vacancy  may  arise  for  these  persons  to  find  seats  and  sit. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  In  that  case  is  the  con¬ 
venience  of  passengers  already  in  the  bus  consulted  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  :  It  is  not  necessary.  There  is  the  fact 
that  there  is  additional  accommodation  by  way  of  standing  with  the 
hope  that  seats  may  be  procured  at  the  next  intermediate  stations  or 
whenever  it  becomes  available.  The  point  I  want  to  emphasise  is  that 
only  those  passengers  who  are  prepared  for  standing  and  those  who 
volunteer  to  do  so  are  given  accommodation  with  the  hope  of  finding 
a  seat  at  the  next  intermediate  stations.  If  the  intermediate  station 
passengers  feel  that  they  could  suffer  the  discomfort  of  standing*  at 
their  own  free  will,  is  it  open  to  the  conductor  of  the  bus  to  disregard 
their  desire  to  board  it.  I  understand  that  such  features  are  very 
common.  But  this  happens  only  on  certain  hours  in  the  day.  If  that 
be  so,  by  virtue  of  that  reason  alone  it  is  not  justifiable  to  put  in  more 
buses  just  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  some  half  a  dozen  pas¬ 
sengers  on  such  occasions.  What  I  strongly  feel  on  the  point  is  this. 
If  more  than  one  vehicle  is  to  be  put  in  for  the  convenience  of  passen¬ 
gers  who  wait  in  the  intervening  stations  two  things  are  to  be  con¬ 
sidered-  First  and  foremost  ought  to  be  and  shall  be  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  finance  which  in  turn  depends  upon  the  volume  of  traffic.  In 
view  particularly  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  com¬ 
plaint  against  the  department  that  it  is  not  run  on  proper  lines  fetch¬ 
ing  the  expected  revenue,  the  representatives  in  this  Honsa  are  more 
concerned  with  the  financial  result  of  the  working  of  the  Department 
than  the  comfort  of  the  passengers.  The  primary  consideration  is 
whether  the  addition  of  vehicles  to  the  number  running  on  the  line 
will  not  considerably  affect  its  financial  results.  It  is  also  to  be  noted 
whether  this  added  number  will  increase  the  revenue  and  will  not  cause 
lossj  I  would  rather  advocate  not  only  the  financial  aspect .  of  the 
matter  must  betaken  into  consideration,  but  also  the  comfort  of  the 
passengers  as  well.  A  happy  combination  of  these  two  questions  shall 
he  the  criterion  in  determining  whether  an  additional  vehicle  is  neces¬ 
sary  or  not-  As  regards  the  inconvenience  of  lady  passengers  in  the 
matter  of  getting  a  bus  which  has  been  adverted  to  I  fully  understand 
the  position.  For  instance,  there  will  be  discomfort  caused  to  the  lady 
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passengers  when  a  bus  is  fully  occupied.  In  the  town  buses,  the 
people  are  found  to  be  chivalrous  enough  that  whenever  the  lady  pas- 
sengers  want  accommodation  or  feel  inconvenience,  men  make  way 
for  them  and  passengers  give  them  accommodation  and  thus  suffer 
themselves  inconvenience,  if  there  is  any.  These  things  being  trifling 
ought  not  to  be  the  ground  fdr  putting  an  additional  vehicle. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  is 
advocating  overcrowding  in  buses  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAi .  No  -Sir.  If  at  all  there  is  overcrowding 
it  is  on  occasions  alone.  For  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  put  an  addi¬ 
tional  vehicle  and  it  is  no  justification  for  it. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  May  I  know  whether  there  was  any  over¬ 
crowding  in  buses  before  the  institution  of  the  Transport  Depart¬ 
ment  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI :  There  was  and  why  it  should  not  have 
been.  It  ail  depends  on  whether  there  is  overcrowding  beyond  the 
■  capacity  of  the  vehicle  concerned.  Ordinarily  there  is  want  of  room 
for  comfortably  accommodating  the  passengers.  That  is  understood 
as  overcrowding.  I  do  not  take  it  as  over  loading.  It  is  insufficiency 
of  accommodation  that  is  associated  with  the  idea  of  over-crowding.  1 
understand  that  the  seating  capacity  of  a  bus  is  more  or  less  deter¬ 
mined  in  consonance  with  the  capacity  of  the  vehicle  to  take  the  load. 
The  capacity  of  a  passenger  bus  may  on  an  average  he  calculated  as  2 
or  2J  tons  or  so  and  such  a  bus  may  be  able  to  carry  the  weight  of 
about  23  passengers  and  accordingly  the  arrangement  of  seats  is  made 
available  in  that  bus.  Overloading  beyond  the  capacity  of  the 
vehicle  to  take  the  load  is  always  dangerous  and  I  will  be  the  last  man 
to  countenance  it. 

MR  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Is  there  not  a  time 
limit  for  speaking  on  cut  motions  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  will  conclude  in  two  minules. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI:  What  I  want  to  submit  is  that  over¬ 
loading  is  entirely  different  from  overcrowding.  Overcrowding  is  not 
at  all  dangerous  whereas  overloading  is  and  no  responsible  officer 
at  the  helm  of  affairs  will  tolerate  it.  There  is  overcrowding  on 
certain  occasions.  So,  for  a  case  to  be  made  out  for  putting  addi¬ 
tional  vehicles  in  a  particular  route,  two  things  namely  the  financial 
result  of  the  venture  side  by  side  with  comfort  of  the  passengers  have 
to  be  considered  and  not  stray  instances  of  overcrowding  alone.  As  I 
said  it  all  depends  and  should  depend  upon  the  amount  of  traffis  avai¬ 
lable  in  that  route. 

SRINIATHI  T.  NARAYANJ  AMMA:  Sir,  I  beg  to  support  the  motion  and 
in  doing  so  I  shall  refer  to  the  inconvenience  experienced  by  women 
passengers.  I  believe  that  during  the  first  few  months  after  the  inau¬ 
guration  of  the  Transport  Scheme,  separate  seats  were  provided  to 
women  passengers  i  but  now  I  find  that  that  arrangement  has  been 
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modified*  The  present  arrangement  is  to  accommodate  women  passen¬ 
gers  in  any  bench  that  is  found  convenient  at  the  time.  Sir,  I^do  not 
deny  the  fact  that  some  consideration  is  shown  to  them  by  accom¬ 
modating  all  the  women  passengers  as  near  as  possible.  But  the 
whole  arrangement  seems  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  conductors. 
■Whatever  it  be,  the  present  arrangement  for  accommodating  women 
passengers  is  far  from  satisfactory.  Sir,  on  account  of  the  absence  of 
seating  arrangement  for  women,  they  find  it  extremely  difficult  es¬ 
pecially  during  times  when  buses  are  overcrowded  to  find  their  way  to 
any  vacant  seats  that  are  shown  by  the  conductors.  I  know  as  a 
matter  of  fact  that  respectable  women  do  not  like  to  travel  in  buses  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  seating  arrangements.  I  suggest  that  at 
least  one  bench  may  be  reserved  for  them  and  let  it  go  vacant  even  if 
^  there  are  no  women  passengers.  If  this  arrangement  also  is  made 
known  to  the  public  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  that  being  left 
vacant  and  consequently  there  will  be  a  steady  increase  in  the'number 
of  women  passengers  in  all  the  buses.  It  is  to  urge  this  reform  in  the 
otherwise  well  devised  and  well  conducted  Transport  Department  that 
I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Sir,  I  move  that  the  motion  be  now 
put. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried. 

PRESIDENT:  Though  the  motion  is  carried,  there  is  one  point 
about  this  matter.  Under  the  rules,  the  question  has  to  be  put  im¬ 
mediately  giving  proper  provision  for  answers  to  enable  the  matters  to 
be  disposed  of  completely.  There  is  no  good  having  all  this  discussion 
without  absolutely  no  answer.  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  I  shall 
call  upon  Mr.  Salter  to  reply. 

MR.  E.  6.  SALTER  :  Sir,  first  of  all  i  would  like  to  take  this  op¬ 
portunity  of  thanking  the  honourable  members  for  the  very  construc¬ 
tive  nature  of  their  criticisms  and  assure  them  that  the  Department 
is  always  glad  to  receive  them.  Some  of  their  suggestions  have  been 
.carried  out  and  they  have  proved  useful  to  the  travelling  publio. 

T  A.  suggestion  was  made  that  drivers  may  be  provided  with  tools  to 
attend  to  minor  repairs  to  buses  on  the  way.  .There  is  no  doubt  that 
most  of  the  drivers  of  the  Department  are  experienced  drivers,  but 
their  knowledge  of  minor  repairs  is  very  poor  and  it  may  not  be  safe  to 
entrust  them  with  this  work.  In  the  event  of  the  breakdown  of  a  bus, 
every  provision  is  made  for  the  transfer  of  passengers  to  another  bus 
and  for  repairing  the  bus  that  broke  down  so  as  to  enable  it  to  resume 
service.  In  the  Quilon-Shencotta  route,  however,  owing  to  the  long 
interval  between  services  and  the  distance  from  the  nearest  garage, 
some  of  the  experienced  drivers  are  permitted  to  carry  tools  to  attend 
to  minor  repairs,  as  otherwise  the  passengers  might  be  pat  to  much 
inconvenience  by  having  to  wait  for  a  long  time  for  the  next  bus.  The 
honourable  member  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  was  commenting  on 
the  breakdown  of  buses  in  the  Nagercoil  line  and  stated  that  it  is 
happening  almost  every  day.  I  do  admit  that  it  happens  sometimes, 
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although  not  as  frequently  as  the  honourable  member  states,  but  1  may 
say  that  even  if  one  breakdown  happened  every  day  it  cannot 
considered  as  something  serious  as  the  daily  mileage  on  the  line  is  over 
3000  miles.  I  am  not  arguing  in  favour  of  breakdowns  ;  I  recognise 
that  they  cause  inconvenience  to  passengers  and  every  endeavour  will 
be  made  to  overcome  these. 

Another  honourable  member  wanted  to  reduce  the  running  time 
from  Trivandrum  to  Quilon  to  two  and  a  half  hours.  Generally  16 
miles  aD  hour  is  the  “end-to-end”  speed  allocated  to  time-tables  and  ex¬ 
perience  has  indicated  that  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  increase  that  speed. 
Under  the  present  condition  of  the  road  I  am  rather  reluctant  to  reduce 
the  running  time  between  Trivandrum  and  Quilon. 

1  very  much  regret  that  the  Department  had  not  been  able  to^ 
overcome  the  difficulties  in  regard  to  window  curtains.  The  trouble 
is  due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  adequate  supplies  of  good  water¬ 
proof  cloth.  There  is  no  possibility  of  getting  such  kind  of  cloth  in 
the  immediate  future. 

As  for  the  reservation  of  separate  seats  for  ladies,  it  is  an  exceed¬ 
ingly  difficult  matter.  Originally,  first  class  seats  were  provided,  but 
that  proved  a  failure.  Such  seats  were  left  vacant  whilst  passenger 
were  standing.  Because  of  the  enhanced  rates  of  charge  for  such 
seats,  scarcely  any  passenger 'ever  occupied  them.  But  conductors  have 
been  instructed  to  do  their  utmost  to  see  that  the  ladies  are  comfortably 
accommodated  in  the  buses.  I  appreciate  the  public  of  Travaneore  for 
their  ready  co-operation  in  this  respect.  But  if,  as  one  of  the  lady 
members  suggested ,  we  are  to  reserve  one  bench  for  ladies,  the  same  pro¬ 
blem  will  arise  when  the  number  of  ladies  exceeds  the  number  that  can 
be  accommodated  in  it.  Further,  if  a  recalcitrant  male  passenger  were 
to  insist  on  sitting  on  the  reserved  seat,  who  would  have  the  pleasure 
of  ejecting  such  a  person  ?  These  are  some  of  the  practical  difficulties 
for  providing  separate  accommodation  for  ladies.  It  is  hoped  that  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  male  passengers,  the  conductors  will  be  able  to  - 
see  that  the  lady  passengers  are  comfortably  accommodated.  M 

In  regard  to  waiting  sheds,  we  are  designing  a  standard  type  of” 
shed  and  the  Department  proposes  shortly  to  call  for  tenders  for  the 
manufacture  of  these  sheds  in  large  numbers.  As  soon  as  they  are 
ready  they  will  be  installed  at  ali  important  points. 

I  purposely  left  the  question  of  overcrowding  and  hoped  that  I 
could  perhaps  devote  a  little  time  over  it.  Overloading  or  overcrowd¬ 
ing,  whatever  you  may  call  it,  I  admit  still  exists.  Time-tables  have 
been  introduced  on  the  various  routes  in  accordance  with  the  pre¬ 
determined  traffic  demand.  Our  average  receipt  per  mile  is  8  cash  and 
calculated  on  the  basic  fare  of  8  cash  per  mile,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
buses  carry  on  an  average  10  passengers  per  trip.  I  am  suggesting  that 
it  is  not  the  insufficie  ncy  of  buses  that  causes  overload.  Unfortunately 
the  public  of  Travaneore  have  not  jet  realised  the  advantages  of  a  bus 
service  operating  on  a  regular  headway.  They  ar»  rather  apt  to  consi¬ 
der  a  bus  service  in  the  nature  of  a  train  service.  For  instance  my 
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.  attention  was  drawn  to  the  overcrowding  of  a  bus  scheduled  to  leave 
Trivandrum  at  7.20  A.M.  to  Kottayam  every  day-  I  ordered  that  an 
additional  bus  should  be  run,  but  whilst  the  scheduled  bus  was  still 
overcrowded,  the  duplicate  bus  ran  empty.  Again  take  the  case  of  the 
Kottayam-Quilon  service.  Between  Kottayam  and  Kottarakara,  those 
.  buses  are  half  empty,  whilst  the  buses  bound  for  Trivandrum  are 
crowded  between  these  places.  Passengers  flock  into  the  first  bus  they 
see  without  having  the  patience  to  wait  for  the  next  one  which  may 
arrive  within  twenty  or  thirty  minutes.  Bunning  of  supplementary 
buses  does  not  effectively  solve  the  problem  of  overcrowding  oh  the 
intermediate  stations  on  the  routes.  I  think  such  a  situation  arises 
^owing  to  the  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  queue  system  ou  the  part  of  the 
passengers. 

One  honourable  member  suggested  that  the  reduction  of  fare 
^hould  be  attempted,  because  of  the  present  alleged  high  rates,  I  do 
know  whether  the  honourable  member  is  aware  of  the  fact  that 
fares  in  operation  here  are  the  lowest  obtainable  in  any  part  of  India. 

If  and  when  the  Department  is  in  the  fortunate  position  of  running 
entirely  on  indigenous  fuels,  I  will  be  the  first  to  recommend  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  fares  which  will  result  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  passen¬ 
gers  to  the  further  development  and  benefit  of  the  Department. 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  May  I  know  what  is  the  view  of  the  member 
with  regard  to  the  accommodation  of  the  standing  passengers  in  the 
Transport  Service. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER:  The  conductor  has  no  power  to  eject  any  . 
passenger  who  desires  to  stand  in  a  bus.  As  an  example,  the  Tri¬ 
vandrum  District  Inspector  telephoned  to  me  the  other  day  that  forty- 
two  passengers  had  crowded  into  a  bus  about  to  depart  for  Nagercoil. 
All  those  people  entered  the  bus  and  refused  to  get  down  in  spite  of 
requests.  The  conductor  could  not  do  anything  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  R.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Is  there  any  standing  accommodation  provi¬ 
sion  in  any  part. of  India  where  buses  run? 

,  MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Yes,  there  is  provision  in  Bombay  and 
Hyderabad. 

A  Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  May  I  know  bow  the  member  proposes 
meet  the  situation  arising  from  the  refusal  of  standing  members  to 
get  out  of  the  bus  ? 

+  MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Legislation  is  the  only  remedy.  The  Motor 
Vehicles  Bill  is  coming  up  shortly  for  debate. 

The  motion  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  4. 


Mr.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir  I  move 
To  reduce  thh  allotment  of  Ks.  3,000  for  travelling  allowance  by  Re.  1 . 

My  object  is  to  bring  home  to  the  attention  of  Government  as 
well  as  to  the  Director  of  the  State  Transport  certain  defects  in  the 
transport  service,  that  appear  to  exist  in  the  working  of  the:  depart¬ 
ment  and  which  ought  to  be  cured  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity 
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both  in  the  interest  of  making  the  department  a  profitable  concern  and 
increasing  the  facilities  and  convenience  to  the  general  travelling 
public  Before  actually  going  into  the  subject  matter  of  the  cut 
motion,  I  should  like  to  clarify  my  position  so  that  it  may  not  give 
room  for  any  misunderstanding.  Sir,  I  have  had  opportunities  of 
becoming  convinced  of  the  Director’s  capacity  and  efficiency  and  above 
all  his  very  careful  attention  even  in  minute  matters.  Of  course,  I  am 
also  aware  that  he  has  been  doing  his  best  for  the  better  and  more, 
satisfactory  administration  of  the  department.  Judging  from  the 
results  of  the  working  of  the  department  during  the  current  year  I 
cannot  endorse  the  view  that  every  thing  is  going  on  alright  in  the 
department.  Let  us  consider  what  is  this  due  to.  In  the  first  place, 
I  wish  to  point  out  that  no  profit  worth  the  name  is  earned  by  the 
department  and  on  the  other  hand  I  am  inclined  to  doubt  whether 
the  department  is  not  working  at  a  loss.  ' 

It  is  really  working  at  a  loss.  Sir,  a  reference  to  page  49  of  the 
Preliminary  Budget  for  the  next  year  will  show  that  the  net  receipts  from 
the  department  according  to  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current  year 
is  R3.  63,400.  Let  us  see  whether  this  really  represents  the  true  state 
of  affairs.  In  the  first  place  we  do  not  find  any  amouat  deducted 
towards  the  toll  that  had  to  be  reduced  on  account  of  the  operation  of 
the  transport  service  on  the  several  routes.  I  carefully  perused  all 
the  items  detailed  under  the  heading  ’Working  Expenses’  and  I  am  at 
a  loss  to  see  any  such  item  entered  under  that  head.  Sir,  I  think  the 
'  loss  on  this  account  will  be  more  than  the  net  receipts  of  Bs.  63,400 
for  the  current  year. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  May  I  draw  the  attention  of  the  member  to 
page  52  of  the  Budget— Tolls  Ks.  1,13,500  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  There  has  been  a  change  in  the  accountipg  pro¬ 
cedure  which  I  think  the  Financial  Secretary  will  explain.  The  loss 
Regarding  toll  and  interest  come  under  different  headings  now  and  that 
is  the  reason  why  there  has  been  a  lacuna  in  that  particular  page 
which  the  honourable  member  referred  to.  - 

Mr.  R,  RAMA  VARIER :  Interest  on  these  items  has  been  shown| 
separately. 

PRESIDENT  :  Will  the  honourable  member  give  the  number  of 
the  page  and  also  the  manner  in  which  interest  and  loss  on  account  of 
tolls  is  shown  ?  You  will  find  it  under  Commercial  Service. 

Mr.  R.  RAMA  VARIER  :  On  page  52  under  Working  Expenses  we 
have  made  a  provision  of  Bs.  1,25,000.  Again  on  page  3  you  will  see 
an  item  of  Bs.  3,89,800  under  the  head  Interest  on  debt  and  other 
obligations,  and  Bs.  8,25,300  under  interest  on  capital  outlay  on  com¬ 
mercial  schemes.  .  • 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  amount 
of  interest  on  the  Transport  Department  ? 

MR,  E.  G.  SALTER  :  It  is  4  per  cent  on  the  outlay.

PRESIDENT  :  As  a  matter  of  fact  honourable  members  will  find 
that  on  page  53  all  the  Commercial  Departments  have  been  clubbed 
together.  The  question  is  out  of  that  amount  how  much  represents 
the  Transport  Department  and  how  much  other  Departments. 

Mr.  R RAMA  VARIER:  Sir,  page  92  may  be  referred  to.  Dor 
1117 — State  Transport  Scheme — Es.  48,200,  1116  Rs.  47,600. 

MR.  PUUY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  My  complaint  is  that  that, 
amount  ought  to  be  deducted  from  those  items.  In  that  case  you  will 
come  to  the  net  receipts  for  that  year. 

MR.  R.  RAMA  VARIER:  It  has  been  explained  in  the  Budget 
Memorandum,  how  the  cash  transactions  and  the  profit  and  Ios3 
account  has  been  prepared.  Therefore  it  is  shown  separately,  as 
Rs.  8,25,300  together. 

MR.  PULIY00R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  My  point  is  this. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  may  proceed.  That  is  the 
best  way. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  I  am  satisfied  with  this 
point. 

Another  point  which  I  wish  to  point  out  is  this.  According  to 
the  current  year’s  budget,  the  amount  of  contribution  to  the  Transport 
Insurance  Fund  was  estimated  at  Rs.  32,000  as  we  find  from  page  49. 
But,  Sir,  only  Rs.  200  is  deducted  for  that  purpose.  So  the  difference 
in  the  amount  estimated  and  the  amount  actually  set  apart  for  the 
purpose  should  have  been  deducted  from  the  gross  receipts  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  me  that  also  will  reduce  the  net  receipts  by  Rs.  31,800.  I  am 
satisfied  with  the  amount  set  apart  for  the  payment  of  tolls.  At  the 
end  of  the  current  year,  according  to  para  36  of  the  Financial  Secretary’s 
speech,  the  total  capital  outlay  on  the  scheme  will  he  Rs.  11*16  lakhs. 
Interest  on  this  amount  at  4%  per  annum  will  be  Rs.  44,640.  Look  at 
item  7  of  the  working  expenses  on  page  49  of  the  Budget.  This 
column  is  kept  vacant  both  for  the  current  and  the  next  years.  I  am 
certainly  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  the  interest  on  the  total  outlay 
is  not  deducted  from  the  net  receipts  of  the  year.  .  When  all  these 
aspects  are  closely  scrutinised  it  may  become  evident  that  the  scheme  < 
has  not  proved  to  he  a  profitable  concern.  Now  the  question  arises  how 
can  we  make  the  concern  a  profitable  one.  For  these  reasons,  I  must 
submit  that  it  is  not  fetching  as  much  profit  as  we  have  expected. 

I  may  suggest  a  few  important  means  by  which  we  can  improve 
the  position.  The  working  expenses  should  be  reduced  as  far  as  possi¬ 
ble.  When  we  have  got  Mr,  Salter  as  the  Director  of  the  Transport 
Service  and  another  Operating  Superintendent  under  him  to  supervise 
the  whole  work,  why  should  there  be  an  Engineering  Assistant  7  I 
think  they  must  be  proficient  in  Engineering  also.  We  have  got  the 
District  Inspectors  and  an  adequate  number  of  Checking  Inspectors  to 
find  out  whether  there  is  any  leakage  in  the  revenue.  In  addition  to 
these,  we  find  that  there  is  a  Parcel  Inspector  and  another  Chief 
Transport  Inspector.  According  to  me,  these  two  appointments  are 
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absolutely  unnecessary.  I  have  come  across  cases  in  which  Parcel 
Agents  have  committed  vagaries  and  frauds  in  the  fixation  of  luggage 
charges.  The  ordinary  Checking  Inspectors  on  the  route  have  found 
out  such  cases  and  have  been  able  to  realise  from  such  people,  the 
disparity.  Hence  there  is  no  use  of  one  particular  Parcel  Inspector 
being  deputed  solely  for  that  purpose  as  the  work  can  be  satisfactorily 
turned  out  by  others.  According  to  me,  the  work  is  most  satisfactorily 
managed  and  supervised  by  the  existing  District  Inspectors  and  Check¬ 
ing  Inspectors.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Checking  Inspectors  and  the 
Conductors  are  discharging  their  duties  to  the  best  satisfaction  of  the 
public. 

In  regard  ,  to  the  inconveniences  that  are  being  experienced  by 
the  travelling  public,  I  have  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Government 
and  the  Director  of  Transport  one  important  matter.  Sir,  a  few  days 
ago  I  had  the  misfortune  to  travel  from  Trivandrum  to  Chengannur  in 
a  transport  bus.  I  think  the  particular  No.  of  the  bus  is  99. 
Throughout  the  whole  .distance,  water  was  pouring  in  like  anything. 
In  fact  there  is  absolutely  no  exaggeration  when  I  bring  to  the  pointed 
attention  of  the  Chair  that  I  was  keeping  my  umbrella  open  throughout 
the  whole  journey.  As  a  result  of  this' I  was  laid  up  with  fever  for 
8  days.  Sir,  it  is  no  exaggeration.  It  is  a  statement  of  truth 

PRESIDENT:  The  umbrella  was  not  affected  {Laugh ter). 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADIHANABHA  PILLAI :  Was  the  umbrella  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  Transport  Department  ? 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  No-  I  am  not  joking. 

I  am  very  serious  in  this  matter.  I  thought  that  was  an  exception  to 
the  ordinary  state  of  affairs.  But,  Sir,  afterwards  I  found  that  several 
buses  especially  on  this  route— Trivandrum  to  Kottayam— are  of  this 
nature.  "  Consequently  the  travelling  public  are  put  to  very  great 
difficulties  and  inconveniences."  Immediately  I  made  enquiries  to  the 
Checking  Inspector  and  Conductor  concerned  and  asked  them  to  report 
the  matter  to  the  Director  of  Transport  and  remedy  these  defects. 

PRESIDENT:  Are  there  not  tarpaulins  in  the  buses  ? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Yes,  but  they  are  meant  for  protecting  the 
luggage  and  not  the  passengers.  .  . 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  All  the  rain  water  will 
be  collected  on  the  top  of  the  bus  and  that  will  be  pouring  in  even  after 
the  i'ainS  have  ceased.  So  the  condition  of  the  buses  is  very  miser¬ 
able  and  it  is  high  time  for  the  Director  either  to  improve  the  condi¬ 
tion  or  to  take  away  all  such  buses  from  the  lines  on  which  they  are 
operating. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI :  Is  it  not  a  curved  surface  that  the 
buses  have  got  ?  . 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Then  a  word  with  regard 
to  another  matter,  the  inconvenience  caused  to  the  public  on  account 
of  the  seating  arrangement.  Much  was  "said  here  regarding  the  bug 
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bites,  etc.  Sir,  we  can  suffer  even  that.  But  the  rattan  seats  have 
become  completely  damaged  on  account  of  long  and  rough  use.  We 
find  in  its  place  big  hollow  caviti<s  and  we  aro  being  practically  sus¬ 
pended  in  the  air  by  sitting  on  such  seats.  Sir,  it  is  a  good  thing  that 
you  have  been  pleased  to  introduce  the  teaching  of  Yogabhyasom 
exercise  in  the  Travancare  University.  Because  at  least  those  people 
may  find  it  possible  to  travel  in  our  Transport  buses  under  their 
present  condition.  With  these  remarks  I  move  the  motion  for  the 
unanimous  acceptance  of  the  House.

MR.  E.G.  SALTER  :  Sir,  there  appears  to  be  still  existing  in  the  mind 
of  Mr.  Padiyara  Joseph  Kimju  the  impression  that  the  Transport  De¬ 
partment  is  working  at  a  loss.  It  was  in  an  endeavour  to  remc/Ye  that 
erroneous  impression  that  a  statement  was  circulated  among  the 
honourable  members  of  this  House.  I  presume  that_as  that  apprehen-. 
sion  still  exists,  the  statement  failed  in  ,  its  object.  Perhaps  it  should 
have  been  circulated  in  Malayalam.  All  I  can  say  is  that  in  the  year 
1113  the  profits  of  the  Department  were  over  24  per  cent.  In  1114 
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the  profits  were  7  per  cent.  In  1115  they  were  about  7  and  a  half  per 
cent.  This  year  it  is  likely  io  be  6  per  cent,  even  though  there  is  a  war 
on.  In  respect  of  the  profits  for  this  year,  I  may  explain  that  the  extra 
expenditure  on  one  item,  alone,  namely,  petrol,  was  Ks.  70,000. 
The  Department  could  not  reasonably  be  expected  to  have  budgeted  for 
rises  in  prices  such  as  this.  Thus,  circumstances  entirely  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Department  account  for  the  reduction  in  the  anticipated 
profits,  but  now  l  am  asked. “where  is  the  7\  per  cent, 

Let  us  have  fair  criticism  ;  that  is  all  1-aek,  and  I  shall  endeavour 
to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  answer  such  criticisms,  On  an  earlier  oc¬ 
casion  I  had  voiced  my  appreciation  of  the  :  distinctive  criticisms 
which  had  been  submitted  by  some  honourable  members,  but  this  is 
merely  destructive  criticism,  a  past  time  which  can  be  indulged  in  easily, 
without  very  much  thought  for  the  subject  under  discussion.  It  gets  us^ 
nowhere, ;  it  serves  no  public  purpose,  hut  is  merely  the  satisfaction  of 
a  disordered  mind.

MS.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  I  move  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion  ;

This  is  intended  to  discuss  about  the  working  of  the  factory.  Why 
should  the  State  take  up  the -industries  When  the  State  takes  up 
industries,  the  principle  underlying  such  taking  .over’-,  is  that  the  in- 1 
come  derived  out  of  such  enterprises  should  go  to  enrich  the  purse  of  ^ 
the  State  thereby  enabling  the  State  to  substitute  that  for  taxes..  The 
economic  position  of  our  country  is  going  from  bad  to  worse.  The 
prices  of  our  produce  have  gone  down  by  fifty  per  cent.  Our  trade 
balance  is  dwindling.  The  wealth  of  our  country  has  gone  down  to  a 
great  extent  and  together  with  it  the  taxable,  capacity  also  baa  gone 
down.  The  taxable  capacity  of  the  people  fair  in  a  greater  proportion 
than  the  fall  in  wealth.  It  is  then  that  the  State  -industries,  its  eapital 
investments,  should  give  sufficient  return  to  compensate  or  substitute 
the  taxes  borne  heavily  by  the  people.  The  return  from  the  capital  in¬ 
vestments  of  the  Mysore  State  is  19  per  cent  of  the  total  revenue.  Now 
we  come  to  our  industries.  The  ceramic  factory  is  the  foremost.  What 
has  that  contributed  ?  It  is  three  years  since  the  factory  has  begun 
to  work  though  it  was  formally  .  opened  only  in  1115.  I  shall 
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prove  to  the  House  that  the  factory  has  not  been  able  to  do  what  was 
expected  of  it.  We  shall  take  receipts  on  one  side  and  disbursements 
on  the  other  for  a  comparative,  study.  In  1114  when  we  expected  a 
receipt  of  Rs .  3  lakhs,  in  the  revised  estimate  that  fell  to  Rs,  25,000  and 
the  actuals  came  to  Bs.  14,247-  In  1115,  when  we  budgeted  for  a  re¬ 
ceipt  of  Rs.  2,22,000  the  revised  estimate  went  down  toBs.  1,70,000  and 
the  actuals  have  come  to  Its.  79,108  ;  but  the  actuals  shown  is  50,000. 
In  1116  we  expect  a  total  receipt  of  Bs.  S  lakhs,  but  even  in  the  revised 
estimate  the  amount  expected  is  only  Bs.  25,000.  It  need  not  be  added 
that  our  past  experience  do  not  lead  us  to  expect  that  we  will  realise  ihe 
full  amount  thus  expected .  So  on  the  receipt  side  there  is  a  fall  in 
hundred  thousands.  Bow  we  will  take  up  the  expenditure  side.  In 
1115  when  the  budget  estimate  was  Bs.  1,22,000  it  increased  to  Bs. 
1,37,885  in  the  actuals.  Coming  on  to  capital  expenditure  we  find  that 
when  we  budgeted  for  an  expenditure  of  Bs.  2,25,000,  Bs.  1,35,000 
andBs.  50,000  respectively  in  “1113,  1114  and  1115,  the  revised  esti¬ 
mates  rose  to  Bs.  2,86,000,  Rs.  1,30,000  and  Bs-  80,000  and  the  actuals 
still  rose  to  Rs.  3,67,312,  Bs.  1,85,255  and  Bs.  81,533  for  the  same 
period.  So  on  the  disbursement  side  both  under  ordinary  expenditure 
and  capital  expenditure  we  find  an  increase  by  hundred  thousands. 
The  enormous  increase  in  capital  expenditure  shows  that  the  Expert 
has  been  given  ample  facilities  by  the  Government  to  show  progress  in 
the  working  of  the  factory  wherever  I  have  pointed  out  the  repeated 
failures  of  the  factory.  I  am  asked  to  wait  and  watch.  Neither  am  I 
an  expert  in  economics  nor  have  I  conducted  any  industries.  Yes,  I 
will  wait.  I  will  wait  indefinitely  if  required.  We  have  got  a  big  deposit 
of  china-clay  in  Kundara,  which  we  were  exploiting  and  selling  realis¬ 
ing  a  sum  of  about  Rs.  one  and  a  half  lakhs  annually.  The  complaint 
against  the  factory  is  that  both  the  sale  proceeds  of  china  clay  and  at 
times  further  funds  from  Government  exchequer  are  spent  on  manu¬ 
facture  and  is  wasted  in  that  effort — that  everything  is  losr.  I  am  told 
that  the  manufacture  is  conducted  to  save  the  second  quality  china- 
clay.  Thus  in  our  anxiety  to  make  the  best  use  of  our  china  clay  which 
cannot  be  supplied  to  paper  or  textile  mills,  in  our  Anxiety  to  use  every¬ 
thing  that  we  get  out  of  our  mines  and  secure  profits  from  that  too  we 
are  losing  what  we  get  out  of  the  sale  of  our  first-  quality  clay  acclaim¬ 
ed  as  the  best  in  India-.  So  i  he  result  is  that  our  natural  resources, are 
ruined  for  nothing,  not  to  mention  the  additional  funds  we  had  to 
lose  at  times.  . 

Sir,  the  factory  is  said  to  be  progressing.  In  the  budget  estimate 
of  1115,  I  find  that  the  Expert  hopes  to  manufacture  Bs.  90,000  worth 
of  articles.  In  1116,- we  find  the  expectation  is  only  for  Bs.  75,000 
yvorth  of  articles  to  be  manufactured.  This  is  the  progress  we  expect 
to  make  in  manufacture.  Where  can  all  this  money  go  ?  How  can  it 
be  lost  ?  When  I  speak  about  the  loss,  I  am  reminded  of  the  inform¬ 
ation  given  to  rue  by  people  who  have  some  knowledge  of  the  factories 
of  this  kind.  What  actually  happens  is  this.  Although  the  Expert 
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was  telling  me  this  morning  that  the  percentage  of  loss  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  was  nothing,  that  cent  per  cent  of  the  things  sent  into  the  fur¬ 
nace  corae  intact  to  my  knowledge  the  loss  is  not  less  than  60  per  cent. 
So  much  so  40  per  cent  of  the  articles  coming  out  of  the  factory  will 
have  to  bear  the  cost  of  the  100  per  cent,  of  the  articles  that  go  into  the 
factory-  When  these  articles  are  sent  to  the  market,  however  excellent 
they  may  be,  they  have  to  compete  with  other  articles  of  the  same 
variety  and  sell  at  their  market  rates.  Because  the  40  per  cent  of  the 
articles  going  out  from  the  factory  to  the  market  has  to  bear  the  cost  of 
the  100  per  cent  manufactured  there,  the  60  per  cent  loss  being  never 
shown  in  the  account,  they  sell  at  a  price  much  lower  than  the  actual 
cost  price — the  cost  of  manufacture.  Thus  when  we  sell  our  article  and 
secure  a  price  almost  double  that  amount  is  lost  on  that  article  alone 
and  the  loss  is  imperceptible  It  is  well  known  that  the  broken  articles 
ara  at  once  thrown  into  the  lake  nearby. .  If  this  process  of  manufacture 
continues  at  this  rate  I  am  afraid  thejake  will  be  reclaimed  very  soon. 

This  year,  1  find,  a  kind  of  trick  in  operation  in  the  preparation  of 
the  budget  for  the  factory.  Last  year  the  various  necessities  of  the 
factory  such  as  felspar,  quartz,  Atting'al  clay,  paints,  chemicals  etc., 
were  budgeted  for  item  by  item.  The  total  provision  for  the  year  was 
Bs.  1,25,000. 

But  this  year  we  find  only  a  lump  provison  of  Rs.  1,85,000.  Even 
though  there  is  a  rise  of  Rs.  60,000,  lam  unable  to  scrutinise  the 
figures  because  of  the  trick  in  budgeting  referred  to  above.  If  item  by 
item  is  given  we  would  be  able  to  understand  and- scrutinise  whether 
the  factory  is  advancing  in  manufacture  of  pipes,  jars,  cups  and  saucers, 
etc.  Similarly,  it  was  -the  practice  till  last  year  to  state  in  the  budget 
separately  how  much  we  expect  to  receive  from  the  sale  of  china  clay 
and  howmiuch  we  hope  to  realise  by  the  sale  of  manufactured  articles. 
But  this  year  for  that  too  only  a  lump  provision  is  given. 

Even  though  it  is  expected  in  the  revised  estimate  that  a  lakh  and 
60  thousand  rupees  were  realised  by  the  factory  both  by  the  sale  of  re¬ 
fined  china  clay  and  by  the  sale  of,  articles  manufactured  in  the  factory 
in  1116,  no  mention  has  been  made  as  to  what  amount  will  be  realised 
by  the  sale  of  manufactured  articles.  In  1117,  I  find  a  lump  sum  ex¬ 
pectation  of  Rs.  3,65,000,  Here  too  it  is  not  mentioned  what  amount 
is  going  to  be  realised  out  of  the  sale  of  china  clay  and  what  amount 
out  of  the  sale  of  manufactured  articles.  These  methods  also  put  me  to 
the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  whether  the  factory  is  progressing  in  the 
line  of  manufacturing  articles.. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  two  minutes  more. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Yes,  Sir,  I  shall  make 
the  best  use  of  that  tijne.  In  this  connection  I  also  want  to  bring  be¬ 
fore  the  notice  of  Government  some  other  things  which  in  public  in¬ 
terest  I  think,  I  should  make  menti  on.  These  relate  to  the  execution 
and  giving. of  contracts  and  regarding  the  acceptance  of  tenders.  Very 
many  complaints  have  arisen  in  respect  of  these  matters.  I  know,  Sir, 
that  the  majority  of  the  contracts  are  given  to  one  Mr.  Fernandez.  Some 
show  of  calling  tenders  is  put  up,  Mr.  Fernandez  himself  will  go  out 
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and  collect  a  few  tenders  with  rates  quoted  far  higher  than  his  and  sub- " 
init  them  to  the  Expert  who  will  accept  Mr.  Fernandez’s  as  the  lowest. 
It  is  rumoured  that  Mr.  Singh  himself  invests  money  and  does  the 
work,  the  poor  Mr.  Fernandez  getting  something  for  his  main¬ 
tenance.  I  hear  also  that  proper  vouchers  are  not  kept  for  the  items  in 
connection  with  the  execution  of  the  contracts.  Now  that  the  con¬ 
tracts  are  given  after  consultation  with  two  or  three  other  officials 
forming  a  committee,  I  feel  the  irregularities  connectedVith  this  will  be 
remedied  to  some  extent.  But  we  wait  to  hear  what  the  Audit  Report 
has  to  say  about  this  and  other  matters  of  which  my  prescribed  time¬ 
limit  disable  me  to  speak  about.  If  the  contracts  are  given  and  exe¬ 
cuted  according  to  my  information  I  think  very  many  irregularities 
could  be  detected  in  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  done.  If  the 
Government  find  that  these  allegations  are  true . . 

PRESIDENT  :  In  what  relation  does  the  honourable  member  refer 
to  the  contracts  ? 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  of  course,  not  in 
relation  to  the  public  works  One  or  two  words  more  about  the  be¬ 
haviour  of  the  Expert  towards  his  subordinates  and  other  officials  and 
non-officials  whom  he  meets,  and  I  have  done  with  the  subject.  Deli¬ 
cacy  and  respectability  stand  in  my  way  to  mention  what  all  things 
take  place  in  the  factory.  When  I  say  that  his  behaviour  in  this  res¬ 
pect  is  far  from  satisfactory.  1  hope  he  will  understand  it  in  all  its 
seriousness.  It  is  better  that  he  corrects  himself  than  be  corrected  by 
somebody  else,  I  hope  he  will  do  so  too.  With  these  words  1  com¬ 
mend  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  in 
this  connection.  I  do  not  want  to  go  into  the  details  how  far  the  Ex¬ 
pert  is  satisfying  the  expectations  of  the  public  or  Government.  It  is 
an  admitted  fact  that  we  produce  the  finest  clay  available.  It  is  also 
admitted  that  we  have  at  present  got  very  large  orders  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  for  the  articles  that  oould  be  produced  in  the  factory. 
We  all  know  that  the  factory  has  been  working  for  two  or  three  years. 
Yet  we  are  not  in  a  position  now  to  satisfy  all  the  orders  that  could  be 
got  from  the  Government  of  India.  So  the  legitimate  conclusion  that 
we  are  led  to  arrive  at  is  that  every  thing  is  not  going  on  alright  with 
the  Ceramic  Factory.  Possibly  something  is  wrong  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  or  .possibly  something  is  wrong  with  the  commercial 
"side  of  the  concern.  I  have  my  honest  doubt  whether  the  present 
Expert  possesses  sufficient  experience  on  the  commercial  side.  He 
might  be  an  excellent  Expert  so  far  as  the  manufacturing  side  is  con¬ 
cerned.  This  morning  I  was  responsible  for  an  interpellation  whether 
the  present  Expert  has  got  sufficient  experience  or  knowledge  on  the 
commercial  side  of  the  factory.  I  Was  answered  ‘  Yes  ’.  I  want  to 
know  his  previous  experience  with  regard  to  the  .commercial  know¬ 
ledge  or  management  of  any  lother  factory.  Sir,  it  may  be  rather 
difficult  in  these  days  to  get  an  Expert  with  sufficient  commercial 
knowledge  also  to  manage  the  factory.  We  are  now  concerned  with 
the  commercial  side  of  the  manufacture  in  view  of  the  large  orders  of 
the  Government  of  India.  There  are  only  5  or  6  Porcelain  Factories  in 
India-  Under  the  circumstances  we  can  legitimately  hope  to  expect  a 
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large  profit  from  the  concern  in  view  of  the  present  demand  for  our 
manufactured  goods,  during  the  next  two  or  three  years.  I  would  re¬ 
quest  that  these  facts  must  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  Expert  in  the 
management  of  the  Ceramic  Factory.  With  these  words  I  support  .the 
motion. 

SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  Sir,  one  of  the  honourable  members  said 
in  the  course  of  the  discussion  that  the  Ceramic  Factory  started  work  3 
years  ago.  This  is  absolutely  incorrect.  The  opening  ceremony  of  the 
factory  was  performed  in  Kumbhom  1115.  It  is  only  6  months  since 
we  started  the  manufacture  of  the  articles  on  a  commercial  scale.  And 
it  is  18  months  since  we  began  to  get  money  from  our  activities.  By 
that  time  we  have  produced  goods  to  the  value  of  Bs.  79,900  i.  e.,  from 
the  month  of  March  to  the  end  of  1115.  For  the  11  months  of  1.116  we 
have  produced  goods  including  china  clay  for  Bs.  1,52,304.  The  total 
expenditure  for  these  two  years  is  distributed  as  follows  :  — 

Bs.  65,688  for  direct  wages. 

Bs.  15,816  for  wood  purchase,  i.  e.,  indirect  Wages. 

Bs.  11,776  for  the  electricity  used  i.  e.,  indirect  wages, 

Bs.  17,134  for  the  administration. 

Thus  a  total  amount  of  Bs.  2  lakhs  and  odd  has  been  expended. 
Of  this  only  Bs.  20,000  approximately  has  gone  out  of  Travancore  for 
the  purchase  of  felspar,  quartz,  and  coal.  Not  only  that,  Sir,  the 
factory  has  given  employment  to  1,500  people  on  an  average  since  1938 
up  till  now.. 

As  regards  the  contract  that  was  given  to  Stephen  Fernandez  I  must 
say  that  he  is  a  P.  W.  D.  contractor  who  gets  contracts  on  the  tenders 
presented  by  him.  Because  he  submitted  the  lowest  rates  he  was  pre¬ 
ferred. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  heard  Fernandez.  What  is  his  real  name  ? 

SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  Sir,  his  real  name  is  Stephen  Fernandez. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  would  ascertain  facts  after  enquiry  regarding 
the  allegations  that  I  have  made  about  the  giving  out  of  the  contracts  ? 

SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  He  is  not  'working  under  me.  He  is  a 
P.  W.  D.  contractor.  Sir,  one  of  the  honourable  members  said  that 
the  articles  produced  in  the  factory  are  not  up  to  the  standard.  I 
think,  Sir,  that  he  is  totally  wrong.  And  he  has  got  little  knowledge 
regarding  this.  From  the  fact  that  even  the  Government  of  India  has" 
placed  with  us  large  orders  for  insulators  and  crockery  articles  etc.,  it 
could  be  seen  that  no  other  concern  in  India  could  make  such  articles, 
at  these  prices-.  The  articles  produced  have  been  tested  and  approved. 
The  Government  of -India  have  placed  with  us  substantial  orders  for 
the  same. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Out  of  the  Bs.  3,69,000 
expected  for  next  year,  may  I  know  from  the  honourable  member 
how  much  he  expects  under  the  sale  of  china  clay'  and  under  the  sale 
of  other  articles  ? 

SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  From  the  sale  of  insulators  and  other 
articles  we  can  expect  an  amount  of  -Bs.  52,729.  By  selling  first  quality 
china  olay  and  the  second  qual’ty  china  clay  we  can  get  oJe  lakh  of 
_  - r-u-  Wn  tine p.-t.n., c.nm nlste  the  new  washing 
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MR.  KAINIKKARA  iW.  PADMANABHA  PILL  Al :  The  honourable  member 
said  that  articles  to  the  value  of  Rs.  2,31,000  were  manufactured  in 
1115  and  to  the  value  of  Rs.  1,51,000  in  1116.  Is  it  the  cost  of  arti¬ 
cles  manufactured  excluding  the  cost  of  production  ? 

SARDAR  D0GAR  SINGH  :  As  I  have  said  already  the  cost  of  manu¬ 
facture  from  the  month  of  March  1940  up  to  the  end  of  the  Malabar 
year  1115  is  Rs.  77,735. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  P1LLAI  :  My  doubt  is  about  the 
figure  Rs.  2,31,000.  Is  it  the  price  of  the  articles  manufactured  or  the 
cost  of  production  of  the  articles  including  the  cost  of  the  refined  china 
clay  ? 

SARDAR  D0GAR  SINGH  :  This  is  the  price  of  the  articles  sold. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  IH.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  what  would 
be  the  cost  of  clay  that  has  got  into  the  production  ? 

SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  We  have  got  three  types  of  clay  i.  «., 
first  quality,  second  quality  and  third  quality.  The  third  quality  china 
clay  we  are  selling  at  12  rupees  per  ton. 

PRESIDENT  :  This  discussion  would  make  it  possible  for  our  com¬ 
petitors  to  know  the  possibilities  of  our  factory. 

SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  One  of  the  honourable  members  said  that 
the  factory  was  started  in  1114.  It  is  well  known,  to  the  Government 
the  fact  that  it  was  only  at  the  end  of  1114  that  two  experts  were  in¬ 
vited  by  the  Government,  to  investigate  thoroughly  whether  we  will 
be  able  to  sell  this  clay  and  whether  our  clay  is  suitable  for  paper  and 

textile  manufactures.  They  submitted  a  report  and . 

I  am  glad  that  Dr.  Gilson’s  report  is  with  ithe  Government.  Al¬ 
though  it  is  confidential  Mr . report . 

.  PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  should  be  the  last  person 
in  the  world  to  divulge  these  things. 

SAR  DAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  So  we  had  never  started  the  manufacture 
or  washing  of  clay  in  1114-  We  were  only  just  experimenting  with  a 
few  hundred  tons  of  clay  to  send  it  abroad  as  a  trial  and  to  know  what 
value  our  clay  will  get.  Even  during  this  experimental  period  we 
were  able  to  sell  for  Rs.  14,000.  Most  of  the  honourable  members 
have  not  paid  a  visit  to  the  Factory  and  they  do  not  know  how  big  the 
factory  is  and  how  much  work  I  have  to  control.  It  is  not  a  case  that 
I  have  to  control  10  or  20  graduates  or  under-graduates  in  my  office. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN'  NAIR :  May  I  know  whether 
experts  are  not  appointed  by  Government  to  conduct  the  factory  and  it  is 
not  for  the  members  to  go,  see  and  understand  things,  hut  that  they 
care  only  for  the  profits  that  are  derived  out  of  the.  institution  ? 

SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  I  have  given  you  the  total  income. 

PRESIDENT :  The  honourable  member  will  address  the  Chair. 
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SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  The  honourable  members  can  go  through 
these  figures  and  know  what  I  have  expended.  We  have  deducted 
Bs.  30,000  for  depreciation.  By  order  of  the  Government,  I  have  to 
submit’monthly  statement.  Not  only  that,  I  have  been  controlled  by 
the  Chief  Secretary  so  much  that  there  is  not  a  single  month  when  the 
Chief  Secretary  or  the  Accountant-General  does  not  inspect  the  hooks 
on  the  spot.  What  more  can  I  do  ?  What  I  could  do,  I  have  done 
and  if  the  Government  and  the  House  will  give  me  -4  or  5  years’  time 
and  allow  me  to  work  according  to  my  plan,  I  can  assure  anybody  that 
I  will  be  able  to  give  not  dess  than  Bs.  7  lakhs  every  year.  _  If  any 
honourable  member  wants  to  put  me  any  question,  I  am  quite-  pre¬ 
pared  to  answer  it.  But  the  questiou  must  not  be  irrelevant.  {Laughter). 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  Appreciating  the  enter¬ 
tainment  he  extended  to  us,  appreciating  the  clarity  and  enthusiasm 
with  which  he  explained  the  position,  taking  his  word  of  honour  and  | 
assurance  that  he  has  done  his  best  in  the  past  and.  taking. his  promise 
that  he  will  do  his  best  in  future,  I  am  not  inclined  to  press  the 
motion.

PRESIDENT:  This  is  a  matter  co  which  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  has  been  drawn.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Government  have  been 
very  anxious  not  only  with  regard  to  the  Ceramic  Factory  but  also 
with  regard  to  other  industrial  concerns  to  have  agencies.  We  have 
not  received  any  satisfactory  reply  to  that  query.  But  at  present  that 
question  does  not  arise  because  practically  for  the  next  few  years,  orders, 
connected  with  war  requirements  arc  such  that  it  will  be  more  than 
the  Ceramic  Expert’s  task  to  fulfil  all  those  orders.  Asa  matter  of 
fact,  we  cannot  even  fulfil  those  orders  which  the  Government  of  India 
have  placed  with  ua  unless  we  work  hard.  So,  this  is  not  the  proper 
time  for  opening  up  agencies. 

.  Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir,  I  do  not  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 
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MB.  N.  VELU  ACHARI  :  I  move  that  to  reduce  the  allotment  of 
Ks.  1,76,600  for  working  expenses  by  rupee  1. 
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PRESIDENT :  Certain  surveys  have  been  'conducted  with  regard  to 
I  felBpar  and  quartz  in  Travancore.  I  do  Dot  think  .there  is  much  of 
felspar  in  Travancore.  Is  it  not  so  Mr,  Dogar  Singh? 

;  SIRDAR  DOGAR  SINGH :  Sir,  Felspar  and  'quartz  may  or  may. not 
be  available  in  Travancore.  But  it  is  not  for  my  Department  or  the 
staff  of  my  department  to  enquire  after  where  it  is availableand  what 
its  transport  cost  will  be.  If  any  contractor  is  prepared  to  come  for- 
•  ward  and  supply  us  these  materials  wq  are  ready  to  get  it  from  him  at 
the  rate  at  which  we  are  now  purchasing,  that  is,  Bs.  4  per  ton 
Moreover  the  total  quantity  of  felspar  that  we  require  is  only  10Q  tons 
per  year.  u 

Mr.  N.  VELU  ACHARI  :  Agj  Q^jdfeoaro  *&'agfga«a>9«nr 
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SARDAR  DOGAR  SINGH  :  Sir,  I  am  indeed  glad  to  hear  the  honoura¬ 
ble  member’s  very,  very  good  points.  I  shall  try  my  best  as  far  as 
possible  to  bear  in  mind  these  points  and  act  up  to  them.  The  charge 
that  the  factory  is  not  producing  much  was  made  by  one  of  the  honour¬ 
able  members-  Sir,  I  am  now  employing  5,000  people  and  the 
honourable  member  mast  bear  in  mind  that  Eome  was  not  built  in  a 
day.  It  may  take  some  more  time  for  the  factory  to  reach  and  satisfy 
the  highest  expectation  of  the  people. 

MR.  N.  VEUJ  ACHARI  :  I  withdraw  the  motion,  Sir.

Mr.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  P 1LLAJ  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  draw  the 
attention  of  tire  Chair  to  one  impropriety  underlying  this  motion.  No 
Assistant  Seoedtary  has  ever  appointed  another  Assistant  Secretary. 
These  appointments  are  made  by  Government.  Therefore,,  .a  motion 
of  this  nature  should  find  a  place  under  'Directions’.  If  ‘the  Assistant 
Secretary  or -for  that  matter  the  Chief  Secretary  has  anything -to  do 
with  these  appointments  the  motion  would  have  been  in  order.  It 
would  be  better,  therefore,  if  these  motions  are  allowed  to  be  discussed 
under  appropriate  headings. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  wish  to  say  something  without  casting  the  sligh¬ 
test  possible  reflection  upon  the  honourable  members’'  knowledge  of 
procedure.  Elsewhere  and  it  is  no  reflection  upon  the  capacity  or  the 
acumen  of  individual ‘honourable  members  of  the  Legislature— else, 
where,  the  practice  is  that  in  regard  to  cut  motions,  wherever  there 
is  any  doubt  felt,  the  Secretary  to  the  Council  is  consulted  informally 
as  to  what  heading  should  be  given  to  each  cut  motion.  That  is  one 
of  the  items  of  work  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Parliament.

S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  It  is  rot  the  business  of  the 
Secretary  to  the  Assembly  or  the  .State  Council  to.  get  the  budget 
published  and  placed  before  the  House  in  time. 
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PRESIDENT  :  As  o,  matter  of  fact  it  is  the  responsibility-  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  allow  these  budgets  released  as  early  as  possible.  And  the 
matter  is  engaging  the  attention  of  Government.  Government'  are 
aware  that  the  present  system  is  rather  unsatisfactory  because  it  does 
not  give  sufficient  time  to  the  honourable  members  to  get  themselves 
prepared.  Steps  are  being  taken  by  Government  to  rectify.

If  there,  is 
avillage  union  in  a  particular  village  it  will  look  after  the  welfare  of 
the  people  of  that.villago  by  providing  their  local  neods.  Sly  exper¬ 
ience  with  a  village  union.is  such  that  it  further  encourages  me  in  the 
hope  of  seeing  that  alt  taluks  are  provided  with  village  unions.  The 
people  of  the  village  were  -  the  union  works  properly,  feel  satisfied. 
People  understand  that,  they  can  organise  themselves  for  their  benefits. 
They  also  are  satisfied  that  the  Government  are  working  for  their 
welfare.  But.  Sir,  there  are  so  many  local  bodies  which  can  be  easily 
co-ordinated  with  a  village  uniou  in  a  particular  locality.  By  bringing 
forward  thiB  motion  my  object  is  only  to  point  oat-to  Government  the 
necessity  for  starting  village;  nuious  throughout  the  country  so  jhat  it 
might  enable  the  people  of  the  locality  to  be  more  responsible  for  the 
welfare  of  their  localities.

From  my  experience  I  may  say  that  it  is  very  unfortunate  to 
have  as  presidents  of  these  unions  the  taluk  Tahsildars  who  generally 
live  in  their  Taluk  headquarters  far  away  from  the  headquarters  of 
tlj.e  unions  which  are  situated  in  pakuthies  considered  to  be  backward. 
Another  thing  is  that  the  members  of  these  unions  are  at  present 
nominated  by  Government  so  much  so  the  different  parts  of  the  same 
pakuthy  are  not  properly  represented  in  the  union.  There  are 
■instances  where  differences  of  opinion  exist  among  the  members 
themselves  with  regard  to  the  extending  of  concessions  to  particular 
areas  comprised  within  the  union.  These  differences  will  be  removed 
only  if  all  the  different  areas  of  the  union  are  represented  by  an 
adequate  number  of  members  of  each  union.  Want  of  representatives 
from  each  area  does  mainly  affect  the  interests  of  the  places.  These 
representatives  must  be  elected  by  the  public  of  the  pakuthy  or 
pakuthies  included  in  the  village  union.  In  the  working  of  these 
unions,  I  >would  request  Government  to  have  a  control  over  their 
recommendationsmntil  they  become  sufficiently  reliable  and  satisfactory. 
The  institution  is  good  inasmuch  as  the  village  union  forms  a  nucleus 
of  self-government.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion.

KANNANTHODATH  JaNARDANAN  NA!R  :  Sir,  I  would  not  have 
spoken  on  this  motion  but  for  a,  few  remarks  given  expression  to  by  the 
previous  speaker.  He  said  that  the  working  of  these  unions  is  so  bad 
that  the  people,  of  the  State  are  not  entitled  to  any  self-government. 
I  am  of  a  different  opinion.  In  the  matter  of  education,  in  the  matter 
of  intelligence  and  in  the  matter  of  abilities  our  nation  is  not  behind 
any  other  in  the  world,  the  only  thing  lacking  is  opportunity.  If  we 
also  get  opportunities  we  will  be  able  to  prove  the  correctness  of  my 
conviction  and  statement.  The  only  thing  that  matters  and  that 
stands  in  the  way  of  our  progress  is  cotamuaalisra.  My  honest  opinion 
is  that  the  moment  we  are  able  to  get  self-government  communal  ism 
will  be. wiped  out.

When  I  take  up  the  question  of  the  village  unions  in  Travancoro, 

'  I  am  reminded  of  the  vigilance  committees  organised  under  the 
auspices  of  the  retired  Commissioner  of  Police.  There  was  the  practice 
for  the  Police  Inspector  to  nominate  a  few  members  for  the  vigilance 
committee.  The  work  of  those  committees  was  something  like  a 
superintendence  over  the  local  Police  administration.  When  the 
Inspectors  were  asked  to  recommend  names  they  recommended  the  names 
of  only  those  who  hung  after  them  as  semi-servants.  In  a  like  manner 
members  are  nominated  to  the  village  unions.  Very  little  consider¬ 
ation  is  pikl  to  the  respectability  or  the  abilities  of  the  people  selected 
to  i he  unions.  ’  - 

SR.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN:  Who  are  the  members  of  the  union 
he  is  referring  to  ? 

MR.  KANNANTKODATH  JANARDANAN  NAI* :  I  do  not  want  to 
mention  names,  for  that  will  be  condemning  particular  persons,  which 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  policy  I  pursue  in  my  public  work. 

Then  again,  who  are  the  presidents  of  these  unions?  Invariably, 
it  is  the  Tahsildar  or  some  other  officer.  . 

The  Village  Unions  Act  was  passed. about  a  decade  ago.  We  have 
recently  established  not  more  than  two  dozen  unions  in  Travancore, 
If  my  information  is  correct,  the  rule  is  that  these  unions  collect  some 
amount  from  the  locality  and  the  Government  pay  an  equal  amount  as 
contribution-  Such  funds  are  expected  to  be  spent  on  conservancy, 
lighting  and  such  other  village  needs.  Sir,  in  Mysore  1500  village 
unions  are  working.  They  have  in  the  past  collected  more  than  two 
or  three,  lakhs  of  rupees  every  year  besides  the  contributions  from 
Government.  But  'here  I  find  from  an  answer  given  by  the  Chief 
Secretary  that  these  unions  could  not  collect  any  amount  last  year 
though  the  Government  were  pleased  to  give  a  sum  of  Bs.  18,000. 
That  is  the  state  of  affairs  here.  So  I  earnestly  urge  upon  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  reorganise  the  village  unions  so  that  these  are  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  public  working  usef ally  and  efficiently,  and  paving  the 
way  for  the  attainment’  of  a  self-government  in  the  State.  I  support 
the  motion. 
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MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Sir,  I  support,  the  motion  purely 
on  selfish  grounds,  namely,  local  patriotism. 

The  Village  Unions  Act  itself  is  the  outcome  of  the  intention 
of  Government  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  villagers  in  the  State. 
It  is  true  that  if  every  village  is  improved  in  all  respects,  the  State 
which  is'the  group  of  villages,  will  also  be  improved. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JaNARDANAN  NAIR  :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  there  are  villages  in  Travancorc  similar  to 
those  in  British  India? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  such 
village. 

Sir,  the  people  have  taken  the  Act  as  an  Act  for  the  welfare  of 
the  people  of  the  State.  Knowing  the  working  of  these  unions,  I  am 
of  ooinion  that  these  unions  are  doing  good  work  for  the  progress  of 
the  villages  where  they  are  started. 

I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  about  two  villages 
in  the  Ambalapuzka  Taluk-  There  is  one  at  Ckainpakulam  and 
another  at  Nedmnudi.  The  villagers  in  these  places,  in  meeting 
assembled,  requested  the  Government,  about  a  year  ago,  to  sanction  a 
village  union  for  them.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  Government  have 
not  yet  been  pleased  to  sanction  a  union  to  these  places. 

I  would  also  request  Government  for  another  village  union  for 
Shertala.  The  ‘  people  of  these  villages  in  Champakulam  and  Nedu- 
mudi  have  not  got  sufficient  supply  of  drinking  water  and  even  the 
water  they  get"  from  canals  and  rivers  is  polluted.  Government  are 
partly  responsible  for  the  pollution  of  this  water.  Boats  are  allowed 
to  be  run  through  these  canals,  and  the  passengers  are  contaminating 
the  water  during  their  traveh;  for  they  do  not  make  any  law'  to  prevent 
such  pollution.  Even  water  transport  is  conducted  through  such 
drinking  water.  The  Government  will  be  able  to  provide  for  good 
drinking  water  in  Kutiauad  by  making  tube  wells  in  each  pakuthy  ; 
if  it  is  costly,  it  is  easy  to  make  three  or  four  ordinary  wells  for  each 
pakuthy  in  Kuttanad;  if  a  village  union  is  started  there  is  every  scope 
for  the  people  in.  the  village  without  distinction  of  caste  or  creed  to 
work  together 'for  the.  progress  of  the  village.  Consequently,  the  com¬ 
munal  feelings  wiil  slowly  bid  goodbye  to  the  locality.  Therefore,  in 
supporting  this  motion  I  request  Government  to  sanction  a  village 
union  for  Nedumudi.and  Champakulam  and  also  one  union  for 
Shertala- 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANIGKAR  :  I  beg  to  offer  some  remark*  on  the 
motion  before  the  House.  -  The  village  union  which  was  started  by 
Government  was  started  with  very  good  intentions.  We  have  got  more 
than  400  pakuthies  in  Travancore  and  if  in  course  of  time  we  have 
400  village  unions  in  all  the  400  and  odd  pakuthies,  that  would  be  a 
very  glorious  day  for  Travancore.  Just  like  the  Soviet  Union  which 
has  rendered  immense  service  to  -the  Russian  agriculturists  and  indus¬ 
trialists,  so  ajso  in  Travancore  village  union  is  capable  of  rendering 
immense  service  tg  the  land,  '  L 
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Mb.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  is 
in  a  position  to  assure  the-  House  that  the  Soviet  Union  has  done 
so  much? 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  I  have  read  in  papers  and  books  to 
that  effect  and  believe  there  is  no  grievance  of  unemployment  in 
Soviet  Russia  or  scrambles  for  food.- 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  ;  May  I  know  tbe  source  of  that  in¬ 
formation  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  I  have  gathered  that  information  from 
papers  and  books. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl :  From  which  paper  please  may  I 
know  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  I  have  read  some  literature  about  it. 

Just  as  other  institutions  are  working  for  the  amelioration  of  .the 
people  in  general,  so  these  village  unions  can  do  immense  service  to 
the  land  ;  and  in  the  matter  of  village  unions,  people  do  not  care  either 
for  class  or  creed  or  even  for  communal  distinctions.  In  every  village 
the  look  out  of  the  people  is  only  to  safeguard  the  general  welfare  of 
the  agriculturists  and  the  industrialists.  They  do  not  generally 
quarrel  about  their  public  service  representation  or  any  privileges 
through  Government.  They  take  care  much  for  their  own  village 
welfare.  So  when'.'village  unions  were  started  especially  with  the 
leadership  of  Tahsildars  or  any  other  responsible  official  head  of  the 
locality  there  is  no  reason  for  any  conspiracy  or  any  sort  of  subter¬ 
ranean  schemes  to  be  worked  out  in  the  villages.  The  common  village 
folk  will  be  consulted  by  the  members  concerned  and  their  needs  will  ' 
b9  made  known  to  the  local  responsible  officer  of  the  Governrhent  and 
thus  the  Government  can  also  very  well  get  themselves  informed  of 
the  grievances  of  the  remotest  part  of  the  land.  When  famine  or 
dronght  sets  in,  when  there  is  an  inordinate  rise  in  the  price  of  rice, 
if  the.  village  union  is  working  properly  they  can  keep  the  Government 
informed  of  their  village  difficulties  and  start  ameliorative  measures. 
Thus  we  see  the  possibilities  of  the  unions  are  immense.  Our  ideal 
according  to  me  should  be  to  link  the  different  parts  of  the  whole 
State  by  a  net-work  of  village  unions.  One  member  suggested  that 
there  were  some  Police  Vigilance  Comittees  under  the  direction  of  the 
Police  Department  and  they  were  working  improperly.  Evidently 
those  committees  might  not  have  been  quite  representative  of  all  the 
local  interests.  All  the  principles  we  might  have  enunciated  or 
generally  understood  by  us  now  could  not  have  been  undertaken  by 
vigilance  Committees.  The  case  of  village  union  is  not  like  that.  In 
the  village  union  all  the  important  communities  and  interests  are  given 
representation  and  with  their  concerted  effort  they  can  work  for  the 
general  welfare  of  the  village  concerned. 

MR.  M,  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAl :  May  I  know  even  if  there  are  not 
more  than  one' or  two  communities  in  a  village,  is  it  necessary  to  adopt 
communal  representation  in  the  matter  of  selecting  members  ? 
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MR  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  So  long  as  we  have  communal  individual' 
itv  as  per  tradition-arid  historical  reasons,  it  would  be  advisable  to 
respect  that-  individuality  by  some  sort  of  representation  to  such  com¬ 
munities  which  have  got  a  numerical  superiority.  This  may  be  adopt¬ 
ed  at  least  in  the  initial  stage  in  villages  so  -that  m  course  of  time  a 
new  body  may  be  envolved  without  communal  bickerings  and 
differences.  There  is  opportunity  for  close  contact  and  association 
between  the  members  of  different  communities  by  the  formation  of  the 
village  unions  which  may  remove  much  of  the  mutual  misunder¬ 
standing. 

Sir,  I  said  that  at  the  outset  it  is  always  advisable  that  in  the 
villages  important  major  communities  should  be  given  definite  repre¬ 
sentation.  That  is  to  be  done  only  with  a  view  to  eliminate  eom- 
munalism  and.the  individuality  of  commnnalism  in  due  course  by  better 
understanding  of  different  interests.  Communalism  itself  came  into 
operation  in  this  State  by  the  existence  of  pollution  or  some  such  thing 
among  vaxious’castc-s  of 'Hindus.  Pollution  is  almost  a  thing  of  the  past. 
Now  there  is  "a  wide  way  open  for  the  joint  efforts  of  the  manifold 
■warring  communities.  Therefore,  now  we  have  got  the  best  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  starting  the  organisation  of  the  communities  on  the  basis  of 
villages  to  demolish  in  due  course  .the  present  organisations  working 
on  the  basis  of  the  communities.  So  I  beg  to  submit  that  we  should 
expedite  the  village  union  organisation  in  the  land  and  as  soon  as 
possible  so  that  we  may  eliminate  communal  organisation  in -the  land 
through  the  agency  of  such  village  organisations.  We  shall  then  see 
that  even  the  eiections'to  the  Legislatures  may  be  made  very  feasible 
•  and  much  of  the  difficulties  and  quarrels  on  the  score  of  communalism 
during  election  seasons  may  become  a  thing  of  the  past.  If  the  whole 
land  is  organised  on  the  basis  of  village  unions,  complete  peace  may 
reign  in  the  land.  With  that  view  and  with  that  ultimate  aim,  if  we 
expedite  the  village  unions,  we  shall  have  a  better  time  in  the  land  in 
the  near  future.  Hence  I  submit  that  th.e  entire  .aspiration  and  aim  of 
the  members  of  this  H.ouse  and  ‘the  Government  Bhould  be  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  village  unions  in  every  village  of  Travaneore. 

Mr.  VARKALA  K.  MADHAVAN  :  Sir,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  nomi¬ 
nated  members  of  the  village  unions  are  respectable  people  who  come 
from  respective  villages.  There  is  some  difficulty  in  the  working  of 
unions.  They  are  not  popular  institutions.  Not  more  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  members  are  officials  of  the  taluk  concerned.  Their  head¬ 
quarters  are  far  away  from  the  villages  concerned.  .1  think  if  the 
official  members  are  eliminated  and  nominated  members  are  put. in. 
their  place,  the  unions  will  function  properly.  There  will  be  .expedi- 
tion  of  business.  '  Further,  these  members  are  nominated  for  a  period 
of  three  years.  Half  the. period  for  which  nomination  was  made  has 
expired.  Till  now  no  work  has  been  turned  in  the  village  unions. set 
up  by  Government.  .1  hope  Government  will  endeavour  to  make  the 
existing  unions  function  properly.  .  ■ 
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Mr.  G.  VELU  PILL Al  :  Sir,  I  consider  the  institution  of  the  Village 
Unions  as  a  first  step  towards  Responsible  Government.  If  Village 
Unions  are  worked  properly  I  think  that  will  go  a  groat  way  in  dev¬ 
eloping,  rural  areas.  But  the  difficulty  is  with  regard  to  the- satisfactory 
working  of  these  Village  Unions.  Once  these  Unions  are  started  it  is 
ths  duty  of  Government  to  see  that  they  function  properly.  Therefore 
my  submission  is  that  before  Village  Unions  are  instituted  in  ether 
places,  the  Unions  that  have  already  come  into  being  should  show  that 
they  have  really  done  something  substantial. 

One  suggestion' I  have  to' advance  in  this  connection  is  that  the 
Tahsildar  of  a  taluk  should  not  be  made  to  function  as  President  of 
the  Village  Union.  A  Tahsildar  who  is  a  heavy  worked  officer  of 
Goverrfment  has  got  many  duties  to  perform  and  he  will  not  be  able  to 
devote  much  of  his  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Union. 

In  my  opinion  Village  Unions  mast  be  worked  like  Municipalities. 
The  Municipalities  are  intended  to  better  the  condition  of  towns  and 
the  Village  Unions  are  'intended  to  better  the  condition  of  villages 
Therefore  a  non-official  President  for  a  Village  Union  is  highly  neces¬ 
sary.  The  desire  and  consequent  hurry  for  starting  Village  Unions, 
should  not  be  like  the  desire  some  years  ago,  for  starting  co-operative  . 
societies.  One  can  see  from  the  pages  of  the  Gazette  that  a  good 
number  of  co-operative  societies  is  being  cancelled  every  week  because 
of  mismanagement.  Therefore  my  submission  is:  that  Government 
should  be  very  careful  in  sanctioning  village  unions  indiscriminately.

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  think  I  must  make  a  few  obser¬ 
vations  on  this  motion  as  I  happen  to  be  a  member  of  a  village  Union 
to  whom,  in  the  words  of  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Jaflardhanan 
Nair,  the  stigma  of  non-respectability  attaches.  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  honourable  member  will  raise  his 
voice.  I  have  not  heard  ,  even  a  single  word  of  what  he  has  said.  - 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHANAN  NAIR  :  Is  the  honourable 
member  aware  that  I  am  also  a  member  of  a  Village  Union  ?  . 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  I  do  not  know.  My  experience  make 
me  feel  that  until  the  experiment  of  working  Village  Unions  which 
have  already  been  opened  is  proved  a  success,  more  Unions  should  not 
be  opened  in  this  State.  ■  'In  the  experiment  which  is  now  being  tried 
certain  defeots  have  been  found  which  I  shall  mention. 
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Thu  first  difficulty  that  one  is  confronted  with  is  with  regard  to 
taxation.  The  Act  provides  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  Ks.  500  will  be 
contributed  to  each  Union  ],y  Government  provided  a  like  amount  is 
collected  from  the  people  of  the  village.  At  this  time  when  people  feel 
that  they  are  heavily  taxed,  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  demand  a  tax 
on  the  basis  of  one  CJhuckram  per  rupee  of  land  tax.  This  leads  to 
unpopularity  of  the  Unions  among  the  villagers.  I  may  suggest  that 
during  the  experimental  stage,  no  tax  should  be  levied  on  the  villagers 
until  they  are  satisfied  by  the  demonstration  that  the  experiment  is  a 
success.  The  grant  should  be  paid  without  any  condition. 

The  second  suggestion  I  would  make  is  that  the  President  of  the 
Union  should  be  an  elected  person.  The  Act  makes  provision  for 
elected  members.  The  president  is  the  Tahsildar,  one  of  the  most 
heavily  worked  of  officials.  Suitable  amendments  may  be  made  in  the 
Act  to  provide  an  elected  president  also  for  the  "Village  Unions  which 
would  conduce  to  the  better  working  of  the  Unions.

Mr.  S.-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Only  anon-official  who  will  have  the 
necessary  sence  of  responsibility  should  be  elected  as  its  president. 
Such  being  the  case  this  is  not  the  proper  time  to  establish  other 
Unions. 

MR  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Is  the  honourable  member  aware  that 
the  scheme  is  successfully  worked  out  in  the  neighbouring  State  of 
Cochin  ? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  They  may  have  passed  the  preliminary 
stage.  That  is  probably  why  the  Unions  are  working  satisfactorily 
there. 

Mr.  KA1NIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  In  case  a  non-official 
president  is  to  ho  appointed  who  will  be  there  as  the  executive  officer 
to  carry  out  the  resolutions  passed? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  The  Tahsildar. 

"  MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  why  our 
Village  Panchayats  have  not  met  with  any  appreciable  success.  We 
have  got  non-official  presidents  there  ? 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  In  certain  cases  they  are  working 
satisfactorily. 

MR  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  So  is  it  the  opinion  of  the 
member  that  in  the  ease  of  Village  Unions  also  the  people  would  like 
to  have  non-official  presidents? 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  My  objection  was  that  the  Tahsildar 

should  not  be  the  president. 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI :  My  question  is  whether  as 
between  the  Village  Unions  and  Village  Panchayats,  the  latter  have 
better  opportunities  for  catering  to  the  public  wants  and  effecting 
proper  improvements  in  public  life.  So  is  it  enough  if  the  Village 
Union  Act  is  repealed  so  that  power  is  given  for  electing  non-official 
presidents  ? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI  ;  That  should  have  been  considered  by 
the  Government  when  they  passed  the'Act. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI:  Is  it  the  member’s  opinion 
that  there  should  be  no  contribution  by  the  people  and  that  all  the 
expenditure  shall  be  met  by  Government  grants  f 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI:  I  do  not  say  that  no  tax  should  be 
levied.  The  Village  Unions  have  to  show  that  they  exjst  for  the 
advantage  of  the  people.  They  must  prove  it  and  enlist  the  sympathy 
of  the  people.  Then  collection  can  be  enforced  on  the  basis  of  land 
tax. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PlLLAI  :  Is  the  honourable  member  aware  that 
in  spite  of  the  amenities  given  to  the  Municipilities,  the  people  living 
there  are  reluctant  to  pay  tax  ? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI:  That  is  not  the  case  in  my  Munici¬ 
pality, 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PlLLAI:  l's  the  rate  3|  per  cent.’  of  the  land 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI  :  I  do  not  know. 

MR.  Mt  SIVATANU  PlLLAI :  Then  why  not  raise  the  rate  to  5  per¬ 
cent.  which  is  the  lowest  figure  when  compared  to  British  India.

PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  whether 
without  any  contribution  by  Government  and  without  making  any 
collection  on  their  own  account,  the  Union  would  not  be  able  to  do 
much  in  the  matter  of  public  health,  sanitation,  literacy  eompaign; 
irrigation  works  and  works  of  that  nature  by  mere  co-  operation  and 
propaganda  and  if  that  is  possible  why  is  it  that  the  member’s  Union 
or  any  other  Union  of  which  the  member  has  some  information  does 
not  work  properly  ? 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  did  not  hear  the  question. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  He  wants  a  lot  of  money 

from  Government. 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  I  do  not  want  money  from  Govern¬ 
ment. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Has  not  the  member’s 
Union  already  received  a  grant  from  Government  and  if  so  how  that 
has  been  spent  ? 

.  MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Eor  putting  up  the  lights  and  for 
other  expenses. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  May  1  know  what  the 
grant  is  ? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  l  am  not  in  possession  of  the  accounts  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Approximately? 

MR.  S.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  claim  notice,  {Laughter), 

MR.  M  SIVATANU  PILLAI:  I  very  vehemently  oppose  the  motion. 
As  a  result  of  very  close  listening  to  the  speeches  advocating  for  the 
establishment  of  Village  Unions  in  almost  all  parts  of  Travaneore, 
I  understand  that  not  only  the  Village  Union  people  but  also  the 
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Government  joined  together  are  perpetrating  a  huge  fraud  on  the 
Travancore  public.  The  experience  as  narrated  by  one  or  two  honour¬ 
able  members  who  happen  to  be  members  of  Village  Unions  now 
working  would  surely  show  that  the  Government  r  will  not  be  justified 
to  embark  on  starting  more  Unions  in  more  Villages.  When  the  law 
was  passed  for  the  establishment  and  the  conduct  of  Unions,  I,  for 
myself  thought  that  the  whole  scheme  was  conceived  with  a  very  good 
ideal  before  it.  And  the  Village  Unions  would  work  alright.  But  after 
listening  to  the  answers  given  by  the  honourable  members  who  are 
members  of  their  respective  Unions  with  regard  to  their  experience 
in  these  Unions.  I  find  that  there  is  a  deliberate  fraud  perpetrated 
by  them  making  the  public  understand  they  are  working  well.  When 
Government  are  sure  that  the  Unions  are  not  working  successfully 
what  is  the  meaning  of  Government  saying  that  they  have  started 
Unions  on  an  experimental  basis  ?  If  that  be  so,  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  whether  it  is  not  an  attempt  to  show  to  the  pnblio  what  is  not 
actually  the  case.  They  ought  to  have  first  scrapped  those  Unions  as 
in  the  case  of  co-operative  societies. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  What  time  will  the  member  require  to 
finish  his  speech  ?  ; 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI :  That  will  depend  as  I  develop  my 
arguments.  I  shall  confine  ray  remarks  to  the  limit  of  5  minutes.

cerned  to  watch  the  situation  and  to  prevent  export,  of  the  food  stuffs 
on  a  commercial  basis  from  the  State  and  thus  prevent  inflation  in  the 
price  of  such  essential  food  stuffs.

Due  to  searoity  of  shipping  space,  the  price  of  Burma  rice  rose  and 
the  Government  therefore  negotiated  with  the  export  agencies  in  such 
places  like  Bengal,  Coorg  and  South  India  and  finally  succeeded  in 
stocking  some  rice  from  Burma  and  South  India  as  a  measure  of  control 
of  the  price  of  rice.

Strictly  confidential  Circular  dated  the  25th 
October  1938. 

In  view  of  a  change  expected  in  the  present  political  atmosphere  of 
the  State  as  a  sequel  to  the  general  amnesty  graciously  granted  by  His 
Highness  the .  Maharaja,  Officers  and  men  of  the  Force  will,  until 
further  orders,  ignore  public'  meetings  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Travancore  State  Congress  and  its  allied  organisations  unless  there  is 
reasonable  apprehension  of  the  outbreak  of  violence  in  any  form.  It 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  time  being  if  the  reporters  and  a  few  plain 
clothes  men  attend  such  meetings  addressed  by  responsible  leaders  and 
report  the  proceeding*  in  the  usual  manner  with  particular  reference  to 
the  advice  given  by  these  leaders  and  its  effect  upon  the  audience.  Mo 
time  should  be  lost  in  bringing  to  my  notice  case3  where  the  seemingly 
non-violent  processions  and  demonstrations  burst  into  violence  such  as 
stoning,  burning',  picketing,  etc. 

The  central  idea  behind  this  Circu  iar  is  to  impress  upon  ;  every 
member  of  the  Force  that  we  on  our  side  .are  prepared  to  treat  the 
erstwhile  law-breakers  with  the  utmost  consideration  in  the  hope  that 
they  will  see  the  error  of  their  former  ways  and  will  henceforth  take 
to  constitutional,  peaceful  and  non-violent  methods  of  agitation.  This 
should  not  be  interpreted  as  a  weakness  on  our  part  and  does  not 
certainly  mean  that  we  should  relax  our  discipline  and  efforts  to  keep 
our  Force  in  AI  condition  to  meet  any  possible  contingency  in  the 
iutur*.  '  "

Mb.  M.  SiVATHAfiU  PILLAI :  Sir,  yesterday  I  was  saying  that  the 
Village  Unions  that  have  be6n  made  to  be  understood  on  the  floor  of 
this  House  as  working  well  have  become,  in  my  opinion,  more  or  leas 
a  fraud.  I  characterise  these  village-union  institutions  as  they  are  at 
present  working,  on  the  information  given  to  us  on  the  floor  .of  this 
House  by  some  honourable  members  who  have  had  experience  with 
those  unions,  as  fraud.  In  other  words  they  are  not  what  they  ara  meant 
for.  The  sammwn  lonum  has  been  expressed  by  the  members  of  this 
union,  especially  by  the  honouvcijla  member  'Mr.  S.  Narayana  Pillai 
for  Quilon,  according  to  his  experience  of  his  union.  He  admitted, 
Sir,  that  he  is  also  a  member  of  a  village  union  and  he  was  frank 
.enough  to  say  (with  a  refreshing  candour)  that  as  a  result  of  one  year's 
work  in  that  union  the  union  was  only  able  to  provide  three  or  four 
lamp  posts  to  the  locality  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  82.  He  did  not  make  it  clear 
whether  they  were  mere  lamp-posts  or  whether  lamps  Were  Uit  in  them 
and  were  burning  ;  and  he  had  nothing  more  to  say.  How  else  could 
I  characterise  this  union  other  than  as  a  clear  case  of  fraud? 

Sir,  in  reply  to  a  further  question  he  was  not  able  to  say  whether 
they  collected  any  amount  from  the  villagers  themselves  ;  but  he  ad¬ 
mitted  that  they  had  received  some  contribution  from  the  Government. 
The  amount  of  this  contribution  also  he  was  not  able  to  give.  As  a 
result  of  that  experience  of  the  honourable  member  I  am  led  to  con¬ 
clude,  at  any  rate,  that  that  particular  Union  has  been  playing  a 
fraud  on  the  public,  because,  as  the  Chief  Secretary  in  the  course  of 
his  answer  to  an  interpellation  said,  the  Village  Unions  have  got  a 
duty  to  collect  an  amount  from  the  villagers  and  then  an  equal  amount 
will  also  he  contributed  by  the  Government.  In  the  present  instance 
the  honourable  member  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  was  not  able  to  say  how 
much  amount  was  collected  from  the  people  and  how  much  amount 
they  were  successful  in  exacting  from  the  Government  by  way  of  con. 
tribut-ion.  That  is  the  nature  of  the  interest  that  a  member  of  that 
Union  takes  in  the  working  of  the  Union.  Another  member  freely 
confessed  to  me  his  experience  in  the  Union  to  which  he  was  nomi¬ 
nated.  He  said  that  it  was  most  disappointing,  that  he  attended  only 
one  meeting  and.  that  from  the  next  meeting  onwards  he  did  not  think 
it  fit  to  be  present.  If  that  is  the  experience  of  the  Village  Unions 
started,  as  an  experimental  measure,  I  ask  the  Chief  Secre¬ 
tary  what  will  be  the  result  of  the  other  Unions.  I  ask 
whether  it  is  not  also  a  fraud  intended  by  the  Govern, 
ment  as  well.  They  know  as  a  matter  of  fapt  that  we  in  Tra- 
vancore  are  not  willing  to  pay  even  our  tax  regularly.  As  an  instance, 
I  may  quote  the  answer  given  two  or  three  days  ago  to  an  interpella¬ 
tion  about  the  arrears  of  Land  Revenue  in  1113  and  1114,  that  it 
amounted  to  Es.  2,46,000.  If  that  be  the  case  in  the  matter  of  collect¬ 
ing  land  tax  from  persons  who  own  lands  out  of  which  they  also  get 
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something,  I  wonder  why  Government  should  persuade  themselves 
that  the  constituents  of  the  Village  Unions  will  be  prepared  vol¬ 
untarily  and  freely  to  conu-tbuK-  to  the  "working  of  suen  Unions.  I 
may  say  that  the  only  possible  inference  from  this  is  that  Government 
also  do  not  intend  that  these  Unions  should  work  prooeriy.  If  that 
be  so  I  am  legitimately  entitled  to  draw  the  inference  that  they  have 
been  meant  to  be  a  fraud  both  bv  me  (a  overrun enc  and  the  public. 
Government  do  nos  expect  the  people  to  work  up  the  Union  by  offering 
to  contribute  something  for  its  working  expenses.  If  that  be  so,  why 
should  the  Government  expect  the  people  to  work  it  properly  ?  That 
shows  that  village  union  spirit  is  not  found  among  us. 

MR.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  Is  it  the  honourable  members  opinion  that  the 
villagers  are  quite  unfit  for  holding  any  responsible  position  ? 

•  MR.  M.  SIVATHAMU  PiLLAi  If  the  vihageis  a  t  n  prepared  to 
meet  the  working  expenses  of s  the  unions  and  if  tliey  depend  upon 
Government  contribution  only,  and  if  they  do  not  realise  their  obligation 
and  duty,  certainly  it  argues  volumes  against  the  positron  that  they  are 
fit  to  hoid  responsible  positions.  Sir,  it  is-  a  mader  of  common  know¬ 
ledge  that  even  in  Municipalities  the  citizens  are  not  willing  to  pay 
their  taxes  and  are  trying  always  to  evade  paying  such  taxes.  Govern¬ 
ment  know  it.  From  this  and  from  the  answer  regarding  'arrears  of 
land  revenuo  for  Ills  and  1114,  Government  know  well  that  the  people 
are  not  at  all  willing  to  pay  by  way  of  tax  any  amount  either  to  the 
Land  Revenue  Department  or  to  the  working  expenses  of  the  Village 
Unions.  If  that  be  so,  I  expect  Government  to  be  very  reasonable  and 
capable  of  drawing  an  inference  from  reasonable  circumstances.’  I 
wonder  why  Government  feel  or  believe  that  Village  Unions  will  work 
satisfactorily  under  these  circumstances. 

Secondly,  Sir,  I  have  heard  it  said'by  certain  honourable  members 
onthe'floor  of  this  House  that  there  should  be  communal  representation 
in  the  constitution  of  the  Village-  Unions  and  that  almost  all  the  im¬ 
portant  communities  should  be  represented  in  these  Unions.  That  ap. 
pears  to  bo  a  very  absurd  suggestion.  How  is  it  possible  to  have  in  all 
Village  Unions  representatives  of  the  important  comivranitie;? 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKfilSHNAN  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether 
that  principle  is. being  adopted  in  all  the  Unions? 

Mr.  IDT.  SIVATHAflU  PiLLAi  :  If  it  had  been  adopted  I  may  say  that 
the  Chief  Secretary  could  never  have  meanMihe  Unions  to  be  success¬ 
fully  worked.  Therefore,  in  spite  of  those,  if  those  Unions  are  said  to 
be  working,  I  wonder  what  it  means.  One  member  said  that  his  Union 
was  able  to  provide  six  lamp  posts  in  one  year  of  working  and  nothing 
else.  Is  it  the  spirit  to  work  a  Union? 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISKMAN  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether 
that  is  not  on  account  of  the  various  coiuinunhi.-s  in  the  Union.' 

Mr.  a.  SIVaTHANUIPILLAI  :  Sir,  I  believe  that  if  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  is  given  in  all  Village  Unions,  as  it  is  intended  by  some 
honourable  members  here,  the  Village  Unions  cannot  at  all  he  worked. 
Suppose,  for  example,  there  is  a  Village  Union  by  the  side  of  Nagereoil. 
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[Mr.  M.  Sivathanu  Pillai] 

A  Village  Union  is  stalled  in  Suchindram.  You  cannot  think  of  having 
a  Syrian  Catholic  or  an  Ezhava  there.  If  that  be  so,  how  can  you  expect 
in  the  Union  a  Syrian  Catholic  or  an  Ezhava  to  come  by  nomination? 
As  members  would  have  it,  ail  important  communities- should  be  repre¬ 
sented  in  such  Unions.  If  that  were  so,  we  will  have  to  import  from 
some  other  part  of  Travancore  a  Syrian  Catholic  or  an  Ezhava  to  serve 
on  the  Union,  as  in  the  case  of  an  Official  Receiver  who  has  been 
recently  imported  from  the  North  of  Travancore  to  Nagercoil.  ..Sir,  that 
appears  to  be  very  very  absurd. 

Me.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLA! :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  member 
is  using  the  word  ‘absurd’  in  the  course  of  his  speech.. 

PRESIDENT  :  ‘Absurd’  is  not  unparliamentary. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  If  Government  are  really  serious  in 
working  these  Unions  what  I  would  Buggest,  is  this.  Suppose  there  is  , 
a  place  inhabited  only  by  Nairs,  Ezhavas  and  Syrian  Catholics.  I 
would  suggest,  Sir,  that  in  the  Village  Union  for  this  place  a  Vellala 
from  South  Travancore  should  be  nominated  so  that  it  will  be  an  in¬ 
centive  for  him  to  work  and  develop  that  spirit  to  work  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Naif,  the  Syrian  Catholic  and  the  Ezhava  -communities. 

I  understand  that  in  Monkompu  there  is  a  Village  Union  working. 
Monkompu  is  mostly  inhabited  by  Brahmins.  I  would  like  to  see  an 
Ezhava  and  a  Nair  nominated  to  that  Union  so  that  they  may  be  per¬ 
suaded  to  work  for  the  good  of  the  Brahmin  community  and  thereby 
promote  communal  harmony  and  thus  to  kill  communal  feud,  the  bane 
of  oar  State. 

There  is  another  reason  also,  Sir.  Perhaps  in  the  well  earned 
.retirement  days  of  Rajyasevapravina  Nilakanta  Aiyar  in  Mon- 
kampu . . 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  I  understand  that  this  motion  is  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  Government  the  desirability  of  starting  more  Village 
Unions.  I  take  it  that  the  member  says  that  the  manner  in  which  the 
Village  Unions  have  been  working  so  far  is  an  argument  for  not 
starting  more  Village  Unions. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  Sir, -more  Unions  should  never  be 
started  unless  the  existing  Unions  work  properly. 

•  .  MR.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  Is  it  the  opinion  of  the  member  that  Travan¬ 
core  ia  not  ripe  to  hold  responsible  Government  in  the  near  future? 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  "With  the  craze  for  communal  repre¬ 
sentation,  it  is  already  going  to  dogs.  To  talk  of  responsible  govern¬ 
ment  is  to  talk  of  a  mirage.  "It  cannot  at  all  work,  as  communal  re¬ 
presentation  is  incompatible  with  responsible  government.  That  is  why 
I  always  vehemently  denounce  communal  representation  in  any  form 
or  in  any  place.

PRESIDENT  :  These  linguistic  gymnastics  are  capable  of  leading 
to  mental  dislocation. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  this  kind  of  communal  represen¬ 
tation  should  not  be  tolerated  in  such  Unions.  As  an  argument  I  may 
refer  the  honourable  House  to  the  result  qf  the  debate  in  regard  to 
the  motion  for  communal  representation  being  adopted  in  Municipali¬ 
ties,  The  House  went  into  the  debate  in  eztenso  when  the  question 
of  communal  representation  in  connection  with  Municipalities  wa3 
considered.  There  the  House  has  declared  unequivocally  that  such  a 
proposition  is  not  reasonable  at  all  and  shall  not  be  countenanced  even 
for  a  moment  by  the  House. 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  will  kindly  bring  his  re¬ 
marks  to  a  close. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  If  that  position  can  hold  good  in  re¬ 
gard  to  Municipalities,  I  ask,  why  honourable  members  should  import 
here  communal  representation,  in  the  matter  of  nomination  to  Village 
Unions.,  -  „

Unless  and  until  Goverment  are  satisfied  -with  the  Village  Union, 
as  are  now  started  as  an  experimental  measure.  Government  will  not 
be  justified  in  embarking  upon  more  Unions.  That  is  the  long  and 
short  of  my  position. 

PRESIDENT:  Before  this  debate  goes  further,!  should  like  honoura¬ 
ble  members  to  assist  Government  in  regard  to  these  matters.  I  am  glad 
that  this  debate  has  been  raised.  Government  are  fully,  and  almost  pain¬ 
fully,  aware  of  the  drawbacks  of  such  institutions.  Municipalities,  Village 
Unions,  Co-operative  Societies— they  are  all  doing  no  better  than  they 
should,  let  us  assume.  But  in  order  to  enable  the  people  in  the  various 
localities  to  take  some  part  in  the  management  of  civic  and  local  affairs 
what  is  the  other  remedy  that  honourable  members  would  suggest? 
It  may  be  that  this  remedy  may  prove  a  failure-  If  it  is  a  failure. 
Government  would  admit  without  any  hesitation  that  the  experiment 
has  not  succeeded.  In  the  case  of  the  co-operative  movement  as  it  is 
at  present  conducted,  Government  say  that  it  is  an  admitted  failure  but, 
nevertheless,  Government  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  if  you  abo¬ 
lish  these  present  institutions  some  other  institutions  analogous  to 
these  institutions  would  have  tolbe  initiated.  .Therefore  in  further  de¬ 
bates  Government  will  be  very  grateful  if  what  may  be  called  sugges¬ 
tions  for  alternative  action  are  also  offered  in  addition  to  criticism, 

MR.  Nl.  SIVATHANU  PILLA1 ;  Sir,  my  first  point  is  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  have  a  careful  eye  on  the  administration  of  these  Village 
Unions.1  The  second  thing  is  that  Government  should  be  very,  careful 
in  giving  contributions  to  any  Village  Unions.  They  should  see  that 
these  Unions  collect  an  amount  equal  to  the  Government  contribution 
before  the  latter  is  disbursed.  The  third  thing  is  that  there  should  be 
periodical  checking  of  accounts.  If  these  three  .things  could  not  he 
effectively  brought  to  bear  upon  Village  Unions  by  the  Government, 
I  would  seriously  object  to  the  starting  of  Village  Unions  any  further. 
It  is  better  that  we  do  not  have  any  local  self-Government  institutions 
as  these  than  have  such  Unions  as  do  not  work  properly.

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M..PADMANABHA  PILI.AI  Sir,  a  few  days  ago  at  the 

time  of  interpellations  I  asked  the  Chief  Secretary  whether,  if  any, 
information  was  available  about  the  -  working  of  the  Village  Unions, 

I  was  told  that  as  yet  no  administration  report  about  Village  Unions 
had  been  published  and..  . that  no  published  report  .was  available.  There¬ 
fore  there  is.no  record  by  which  we  can  gauge  the  work  of  the  Village- 
Unions.  Yesterday  we  had  the  misfortune  to  hear  several  honourable 
members  speaking  very  discouragingiy  about  the  work  of  these  Uni¬ 
ons.  Mr.  S.  Narayana  Pillai- said  that  the  Union  to  which  he  had  the 
honour  to  belong  has  in'all  erected  four  lamp  posts  during  the  whole 
of  its  existence. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  period  of  its  existence. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Two  years.  Within 
that  period  that  Union  was  able  to  erect  four  lamps.  At  the  same  time 
seemed  to  think  that  his  Union  is  not  behind  any  other  in  the  uplift 

PRESIDENT:  Yon  mean,  lifting  up  all  the  lamp  posts.'  (Laughter), 
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SECRETARIAT,  ACCOUNTANT  GENERAL’S  OFFICE  ETC, 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  P ADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir.  If  that  is  the 
work  done  certainly  it  is  very  discouraging.  Government  gives  a  grant. 
The  Village  Union  starts  work  with  that  advance  and  by  the  time 
that  amount  is  exhausted,  the  enthusiasm  also  gets  exhausted.  The 
Union  reaches  a  moribund  state.  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  was  pleading 
that  the  collection  of  tax  from  the  locality  may  not  be  insisted  for  the 
time  being  and  that  the  Village  Unions  may  be  allowed  Ito  continue 
to  work  for  some  time  depending  entirely  upon  Government  grant. 
Sir,  while  the  discussion  was  going  on  I  was  surprised  why  there  was 
not  at,  least  one  member  who  could  get  up  and  say  that  his  Union 
had  done  something,  even  a  little  thing,  which  it  could  without  the 
help  of  money.  One  can  clearly  imagine  a  variety  of  uplift  works 
that  can.be  carried  on  in  a  Village  merely  by  the  concerted  faction  of 
the  villagers  without  any  financial  aid  from  Government  or  any  tax 
raised  from  the  locality.  Much  can  be.  done  for  the  improvement  of 
communications.  Much  can  be  done  for  the  improvement  of  irriga¬ 
tion.  Much  can  be  done  for  the  improvement  of  sanitation,  all  by  the 
concerted  action  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village.  It  is  |really  a  regret¬ 
table  fact  that  we  had  no  encouraging  information  in  that  line  from 
any  honourable  member  yesterday.  I  am  one  who  has  got  a  religious 
faith  in  the  potentialties  of  Village  Unions  and  I  am  forced  to  say 
that  I  disagree  cent  par  cent  from  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  in  his  conten¬ 
tion  that  Village  Unions  are  frauds.  In  a  country  like  Travancore 
which  is  not  only  a  series  of  villages  but  one  continuous  village,  village 
Unions  alone  can  bring  us  any  salvation.  In  a  place  where  there  are 
only  a  few  comparatively  small  towns,  and  the  country  consists  mainly 
of  rural  population,  uplift  work  can  be  done  only  by  village  organisations- 
Therefore,  Village  Panchayats,  Co-operative  Societies,  and  the  Village 
Unions- alone  can,  I  believe,  pave  the  path  to  the  economic,  sanitary 
and  educational  salvation  of  the  rural  population  of  Travancore.  What 
is  needed  is  not  Government  finance.  What  is  needed  is  not 
even  the  raising  of  tax  from  the  people.  What  is  needed 
is  really  a  spirit  of  service— what  I  would  emphatically  call  the 
missionary  spirit.  There  must  be  in  a  Union  at  least  one  person  who 
would  approach  the  problem  with  a  mis  sionary  spirit  with  the  deter¬ 
mination  to  see  that  it  succeeds.  Then,  I  am  sura,  the  Union  will  suc¬ 
ceed.  If  when  you  think.. 

Mr.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  ;  Does  the  member  realise  that  the  villagers  are 
struggling  for  their  existence  and  the  missionary  spirit  requires  a  large 
amount  of  capital  ?  , 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  I  do  not  recognise  that. 
On  the  contrary  I  think  the  missionary  spirit  does  not  depend  upon 
capital.  The  spirit  itself  is  the  capital.  Perhaps  the  most  valuable 
capital,  the  undying  capital,  which  moves  every  man  to  work  is  this 
spirit. 

It  guides  every  movement  to  inevitable  success.  Money  will  reach 
the  hands  of  any  person  who  has  this  spirit.  As  Mahatma  Gandhi  has 
repeatedly  pointed  out  there  never  has  been  ap  occasion  throughout 
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his  life  when  he  had  to  drop  any  of  his  schemes  for  want  of  money,  be¬ 
cause  the  guiding  force,  the  'spirit’,  was  behind  it.  I  do  not  agree  with 
the  position  that  rural  reconstruction  will  depend  on  the  amount  of 
capital  behind  it.  We  have  been  hearing  a  lot  about  the  various  ways 
in  which  agriculture  has  to  be  improved,  about  consolidation  0f  agri¬ 
cultural  holdings,, in’, roduction  of  scientific  cultivation  and  so  forth.  I. 
cannot  think  of  any  other  machinery  except  the  Village  Union  and 
the  co-operative  movement  to  enable  us  to  tackle,  the  problem.  We 
have  heard  a  lot  about  cottage  industries.  We  have  heard  that,  with 
the  inauguration  of  the  Pallivasal  scheme,  various  new  cottage  indus¬ 
tries  should  be  put  into  operation.  We  have  heard  a  lot  about  find¬ 
ing  suitable  and  profitable  markets  for  our  commodities.  All  this  will 
depend  on  a  chain  of  well-organised  village  onions-  In  the  mattes  of 
education  also,  especially  in  the  spread  of  literacy,  the  village  union 
can  do  much  work.  No  other  organisation  can  carry  on  the  spread  of 
literacy  as  efficiently  as  village  unions.  Therefore,  from  every  point 
of  view  I  can  think  of  no  other  efficient  machinery  than  the  village 
unions.  Sir,  it  may  be  a  fact,  that  they  have  failed. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI : :  After  having  known  that  village  unions 
have  failed,  why  does  the  member  yet  suggest  at  the  same  time  the 
institution  of  other  unions  ?  Is  it  not  false  to  present  as  a  model  an 
institution  which  has  failed  ? 

is.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  I  do  not  know  who  want¬ 
ed  to  present  as  model  a  village  union  which  failed.  It  requires  no 
great  intelligence  not  to  present  a  failure  as  a  model.  On  the  contrary 
the  failure  was  pointed  out  to  show  that  similar  failure  may  he  avoided. 
What  I  want  to  say  is  this.  Those  unions  might  have  failed  ;  they 
might  have  discouragingly  failed.  But  I  cannot  conceive  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  that  failure  ought  to  be  the  reason  for  stopping  an  experiment. 
If,  as  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  pointed  out,  the  village  unions  are  frauds, 
if  we  are  going  to  stop  all  institutions  which  have  proved  to  be  frauds 
then  I  think  the  municipalities  should  be  stopped  earlier. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  That  is  the  reason  why  I  suggested 
that  village  unions  should  be  worked  on  proper  lines  if  at  all  there  is 
a  proposal  to  that  effect. 

-  Mjl.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  That  principle  might  have 
been  followed  in  the  case  of  municipalities  and  if  several  municipal 
bodies  have  proved  to  be  false,  they  might  have  been  stopped  long  ago. 
The  Corporation  of  Trivandrum  alone  might  have  been  retained  as  a 
model  and  all  other  mofussil  municipalities  might  have  been  stopped 
but  that  was  not  doue.'In  spite  of  failures,  in  spite  of  mismanagements, 
even  misappropriation  and  defalcations,  they  were  encouraged.  Those 
persons  who  committed  misappropriations  of  moneys  were  virtually 
encouraged.  Therefore,  I  do  not  agree  with  the  position  that  because 
an  institution  has  failed  it  must  be  stopped,  especially  in  a  country 
where  self-government  is  being  tried,  The  failures  are  inevitable. 
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MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  May  I  ask  the  member,  whether 
co-operative  societies  are  not  scrapped  in  larger  numbers  year  after  year 
because  of  their  futility  ? 

Mr,  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Yes,  but  at  the  same  time 
I  do  know  .that  various  other  co-operative  societies  are  springing.up. 
Institutions  that  have  proved  to  be  false  are  scrapped  and  those  which 
are  not  false  Are  allowed  to  grow  up. 

MR.  IW.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI:  Can  the  member  give  one  instance  of 
an  institution  having  been  found  to  bo  working  rather  hopelessly  being 
encouraged  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  find  that  the  time  for  this  Demand  expires  at 
12-50  p,  M.  I  also  find  that  more  than  14  honourable  members  have 
spoken  on  this  motion-  As  there  are  only  a  few  minutes  more,  after 
Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai’s  speech,  I  will  ask  the  Chief  Secretary  to  reply 
to  the  debate,  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  should  try  to  conclude, 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir. 

So  then,  even  granting  for  argument’s  sake  that  village  unions 
have  failed,  we  are  not  for  stopping  them.  If  we  are  to  accept  that 
principle,  we  will  have  to  stop  all  the  institutions  that  have  failed.  By 
so  doing,  there  will  be  only  very  few  institutions  left  in  this  State. 
Therefore,  when  we  are  going  to  make  experiments,  especially  on  such 
an  important  question  as  self-government,  government  are  hound  to 
accept  certain  failures.  I  would  request  Government  to  allow  us  to 
fail.  Failure  is  inevitable.  I  ask  Government  to  allow  us  to  carry  on 
this  experiment,  to  try  and  fail  and  through  failure  to  succeed- 

Sir,  the  other  day,  you  said  that  in  the  case  of  municipalities  and 
the  University  you  would  “  give  them  a  long  rope.  ”  Please  give  us  a 
long  rope  in  the  case  of  village  unions,  co-operative  societies,  Pancha- 
yats  and,  all  local  self-government  institutions. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  to  be  a  chronological  one  or  ideological  one? 

Mr.'  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Both  ways,  Sir.  At  the 
end  of  the  rope  we  will  not  be  seen  hanging.  I  am  sure  at  the  end  we 
will  come  out  successful.  We  will  work  and  return  back  the  rope  to 
you  and  say  that  we  have  succeeded.  Therefore,  I  would  earnestly 
.support  the  motion. 

Sir,  two  years  ago  the  Government  set  apart  a  sum  of  Bs.  50,003 
for  rural  uplift  scheme  and  placed  a  programme  before  the  Legislature, 
Then  I  pointed  out  that  a  half-hearted  attempt  is  not  likely  to  succeed, 
lam  always  one  who  believes  that  there  are  several  things  where  ex- 
&  periments  will  fail  and  decided  action  alone  will  succeed.  There  is  a 
kind  of  hesitation  that  is  inseparable  from  experiment.  But  on  the 
contrary  when  Government  take  eourage  into  their  hands  and  say 
that  they  will  tee  something  a  success  I  am  sure  that  will  succeed- 
Last  year,  out  of  Rs.  50,000  ear-marked  for  uplift  work,  Bs.  15,000 
alone  wafl  spent.  I  would  say,  let  Government,  as  was  pointed  out  by 
Mr.  P.  S,  Muhamed>  even  appoint  a  full-time  officer,  if  necessary,  for 
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that  kind  of  work.  He  must  be  one  who  has  experience  in  this  work 
and  must  be  a  man  of  status.  He  can  go  into  the  question  sincerely 
and  with  a  full  heart,  and  see  that  the  Government  succeeds. 

Therefore,  I  request  Government  not  to  dream  of  discouraging 
the  movement,  not  to  dream  of  stopping  the  movement,  but  to  encourage 
it  and  to  institute  as  man^  unions  as  possible,  at  the  earliest  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether-in  the  composition 
of  the  Union,  ithe  principle  of  communal  representation  is  to  be 
adopted? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  HI.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  It  is  too  late  now  to  think 
of  answering  the  question.

RAJYASHVAPRAVINA  HI.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR ;  Sir,  I  am  thankful  So 
the  honourable  members  for  the  valuable  suggestions  made  by  them  in 
the  course  of  the  debate.  Most  of  the  members  took  part  in  the  discus¬ 
sion  which  is  clear  evidence,  if  evidence  was  wanted,  to  show  that  they 
recognise  the  importance  of  the  village  unions  in  ihe  rehabilitati  ,n  of 
villages.  It  is  clear  from  discussions  that  the  Village  Unions  have  not 
made  as  much  progress  as  would  be  desired.  But  to  say  that  they  have 
done  nothing  at  all  and  that  the  whole  ihing  is  a  big  fraud  on  the 
public  is  unfair.  I  regret  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  state  what  all  things 
the  village  unions  have  done  and  what  they  propose  to  do  in  the  near 
future.  I  have  in  another  connection  slated  that  full  reports  in 
respect  of  the  working  of  Village  Unions  and  Panchayats  have  been 
called  for.  But  Government  have  information  ihat  some  useful 
work  had  been  done  by  borne  at  least,  of  the  Village  Unions.  I 
am  sure  that  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  (who  is  not  now  here)  will 
testify  to  the  good  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  Pulinknunam 
Village  Union.  Sir,  my  information  is  that  about  forty  foot  bridges 
have  been  constructed,  that  some  canals  have  been  deepened,  and 
that  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  opening  of  village,  roads 
connecting  the  several  parts  of  the  pakuthi,  the  lands  required  being 
surrendered  free  of  cost  and  the  people  interested  contributing  labour 
free  of  cost.  Some  similar  useful  work  in  the  shape  r.f  improving 
canals  has  been  done  in  the  Knmarakam  Village  Union  also.  If  these 
two  village  unions  could  do  useful  work  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why 
others  should  not  do  so-  However,  I  concede  that  the  present  village 
unions  have  not  done  as  much  as  was  expected.  This  is  due  to  a 
variety  of  causes.  Some  honourable  members  have  said  it  is  due  to  the 
Tahsildar  being  President  some  others  have  stated  it  is  due  to  official 
preponderance.  And  some  members  said  that  it  is  on  account  of  want 
of  representation  from  all  parts  of  the  villages.  One  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  said  that  respectable  people  were  not  nominated  to  the  union. 
Another  member  said  that  the  whole  thing  was  due  to  delay  in  corres¬ 
pondence.  It  has  also  been  suggested  that  village  unions  should  be 
left  entirely  to  the  people,  uncontrolled  by  'he  Government. 

Before  proceeding  further  into  t  ie  matter  le,  me  state  ;he  circums¬ 
tances  under  which  the  Village  Unions  Act  V  of  1115  was  passed  and 
some  village  unions  constituted.  The  honourable  members  are  aware 
that  there  is  in  the  statute  book  an  Act  called  “The  Traiancore  Village 
Panchayat  Act  VII  of  1100”.  The  title  of  ihe  Act  itself  is  significant, 
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It  reads  thus;— An  act.  to  provide  for  the  fostering  and  developing 
of  self  gbvernment  in  rural  areas.  As  the  mover  of  the  bill  himself 
said,  “the  object  of  the  Government  is  to  make  the  village  a  vital  part 
in  the  system  of  Government,  That  experiment  will  make  the  village 
self-reliant  and  influential  and  imbued  with  a  high  sense  of  civic  res¬ 
ponsibility.  The  Panchayathas  absolute  powers  to  collect  and  dispose 
of  money  and  to  attend  to  certain  duties  that  are  mentioned  in  the  Act 
and  lias  autonomy  to  a  very  iarge  extent.  The  control  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  simply  to  help  these  ins.,itutions  in  their  working  at  the  initial 
stage  and  the  control  may  be  wholly  relaxed  after  a  certain  time.” 
Seven  Village  Panchayats  were  accordingly  constituted  m  1100.  These 
Panchayats  have  been  doing  some  useful  work.  But  Government  were 
not  satisfied  with  the  progress  they  were  making.  It  was  therefore 
resolved  to  start  another  experiment.  The  Village  Unions  Act  IX  of 
1115  was- thereupon  enacted  ;  26  Village  Unions  have  already  been 
started  and  13  more  are  to  follow. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAl :  May  . I  know  the  result  of  the  investiga¬ 
tion  with  regard  to  the  failure  of  the  unions  ‘i 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  .  1  am  coming  to  that. 

The  general  observations  I  have  already  made  in  respect  of  Pan¬ 
chayats  apply  with  equal  force  to  Village  Unions  also. 

It  might  be  said  in  fairness  tef  the  Village  Unions  that  it  is  too 
early  to  condemn  their  working.  They  were  established  only  in  the 
2nd  half  of  1115  and  the  necessary  rules  under  the  Act  were  passed  and 
published  after  3  months.  Hence  the  budgets  of  these  unions  could  be 
sent  up  only  during  the  current  year,  They  were  approved  and  issued 
only  in  Thulain  1116.  The  budgets  contain  provision  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  village  communication^,  construction  and  repair  of  culverts 
and  small  bridges,  maintenance  of  rural  sanitation,  installation  of  street 
lights  etc.  The  total  amounts  allotted  for  public  works  and  sanita¬ 
tion  come  to  Rs.  9,466  and  Ra.  1,718  respectively. 

Six  Village  Unions  have  provided  funds  for  the  appointment  of 
midwives  in  their  respective  areas;  and  thirteen  of  them  have  made 
'provision  for  the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  seed  bulls  or  for  the 
award  of  grant  to  the  owners  of  such,  bulls.  Similarly,  many  unions 
have  proposed  to  establish  cable  pounds.  Other  activities  proposed  to 
be  taken  up  by  these  local  bodies  include  supply  of  drinking  water,  esta¬ 
blishment  of  night  schools,  maintenance  of  burial  and  burning  grounds, 
construction  of  manure  pits,  improvement  of  agricultural  implements, 
clearing  of  silt  from  irrigation  channels  and  canals,  literacy  campaign, 
encouragemenl.gf  cottage  industries,  etc. 

As  the  bye-laws  for  all  the  unions  have  not  been  finally  approved 
and  issued,  there  may  be  some  difficulty  for  he  collection  of  cesses  and 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAl :  May  I  know  whether  separate  bye-laws 
have  to  be  passed  for  each  union  ? 
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RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR .  Government  are 
framing  a  set  of  model  bye-laws  which  will  be  useful  for  all  the  unions* 
They  are  being  examined. 

Mr.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Has  Government  made  any  standard 
of  the  maximum  rate  of  tax  to  be  collected  by  the  unions? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  The  maximum  and 
minimum  rates  have  been  fixed  by  the  Legislature. 

I  shall  next  proceed  to  deal  with  the  suggestions  made  by  the 
honourable  members.  One  of 'the  suggestions  is  to  remove  the  Tahsil- 
dar  from  the  presidentship. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  3  minutes  more. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  I  may  at  once  concede 
that  Government  are  willing  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  House. 
But  the  matter  requires  looking  into  carefully.  I  shall  now  explain 
why  the  Tahsildar  was  thought  of  for  the  presidentship.  The  local 
requirements  of  a  village  consists  mostly  of  (1)  opening  new  village 
roads  and  canals  (2)  improving  irrigation  tanks  etc.  There  was  a  time 
when  all  this  work  was  attended  to  by  the  people  themselves  for  reasons 
which  we  need  not  go  into  now.  That  system  has  now  fallen  into 
disuse.  Let  us  take  it  that  the  union  resolves  to  improve  an  existing 
canal  or  a  village  road.  The  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  find  out  if 
there  are  any  encroachments.  If  the  Tahsildar  is  a  member,  he  im¬ 
mediately  sees  to  it  that  the  encroachments  are  removed  and  the  lands 
vacated.  The  Tahsildar  may  also  use  his  influence  in  inducing  recal¬ 
citrant  people  to  surrender  the  lands  free  of  compensation.  We  have 
not  reached  that  stage  when  non-officials  alone  can  easily  get  such 
works  of  public  utility  done.  The  public  and  the  officers  should 
co-operate  for  such  works.  It  is  true  that  some  of  the  Tahsildars  have 
tight  work.  But  I  cannot  understand  why  the  Tahsildar  cannot  find  the 
time  to  spend  an  hour  or  two  once  a  week  to  look  after  the  public 
interests.  It  is  his  duty  to  do  so. 

A  good  portion  of  the  ryots  roads  in  the  State  are  in  the  Tiru- 
valla  taluk  and  most  of  these  roads  were  constructed  by  the  people 
themselvss  on  account  of  the  help  rendered  to  them  by  the  then 
Tahsildars.  If  the  Tiruvalla  Tahsildar  could  see  that  the  people  of 
that  taluk  could  construct  about  300  to  400  miles  of  roads  in.that  taluk, 

I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  the  Tahsildars  of  other  taluks  cannot  do  so. 

It  has  been  said  that  there  is  official,  preponderance.  The  rules, 
provide  for  11  members  for  the  Village  Unions ;  5  of  whom  .are 
officials  and  six  non-officials.  The  activities  connected  with  rural 
uplift  consist  of  (1)  increase  of  production  (2)  prevention  of  waste  and 
(3)  improvement  of  health.  Unless  the  departments  concerned,  I 
mean,  the  Agricultural  Department,  the  Public  Health  Department, 
the  P.  W.  Department  and  also  the  Co-operative  Department  co-oper¬ 
ate,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  do  any  appreciable  work  in  rural  uplift. 
That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  Government  have  selected —

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI .  I  rise  to  a’  point  of  order. 

I  wish  to  point  out.  that  it  would  be  out  of  order  if  the  House  were 
to  discuss  any  one  of  these  motions  because  they  are  all  token  motions ' 
and  there  are  rulings  that  a  token  motion  is  a  censure  motion.  Now 
a  censure  passed  by  the  House  under  this  demand  will  not  be  a  censure 
on  Government  but  the  House  itself  and  the  impropriety  of  such  a  pro¬ 
cedure  the  honourable  members  will  have  to  take  into  consideration 
before  they  make  the  motion.  For  myself,  as  a  custodian  of  the 
privileges  of  the  House,  I  would  point  out  that  it  Will  be  highly  irre¬ 
gular  to  pass  a  censure  on  itself. 

PRESIDENT  :  Let  me  understand  the  position.  Supposing  this 
House  in  a  fit  of  penitence  or  repentence  comc-s  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  members  have  been  drawing  T.  A. 'which  they  ought  out  and  they 
choose  to  suggest  that  all  T.' A.  should  be  abolished.  In  that  case 
how  does  the  honourable  member  say  that  the  ruction  is  out  of  order  ? 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  It  may  lead  to  personal  re¬ 
crimination  and  certain  honourable  members  will  be  saying  that 
certain  other  honourable  members  were  drawi  ig  T.  A.  which  they  were 
not  legitimately  entitled  to. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  bear  with  me  and 
clear  my  difficulty.  What  is  the  appropriate  legal  or  official  procedure 
by  which  this  House  can  express  its  opinion  that  such  a  remuneration 
or  allowance  as  has  been  drawn  by  the  honourable  members  was  inap¬ 
propriate  or  excessive  ?  How  is  it  to  be  done  m  the  .course  of  the 
discussion? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PIUAI :  My  impression  is  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  must  have  been  responsible  for  allowing  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  to  draw  T.  A.  mere  than  they  were  legitimately  entitled  to  draw 
and  a  censure  motion  on  Government  for  not  discouraging  the  practice 
would  have  been  quite  appropriate.  T.  A.  is  drawn  in  accordance  with 
rates  passed  by  Government.'  But  to  say  that  this  House  has  been 
irregular  or  wrong  in  drawingjjmore  T.  A. - 

PRESIDENT :  It  docs  not  satisfy  my  position.  Supposing  the 
House  were  to  say  that  out  of  the  savings  from  the  T.  A.  which  are 
'curtailed.  Village  Unions  should  be  helped.  How  is  it  to  be  done  from 
the  legislative  or  the  official  point  of  view  T  There  is  a  great  deal  to 
be  said  in  fav(  ur  of  the  cogency  of  the  arguments  uf  the  Legal  Be- 
membraneer,  But  I  do  not  think  that  I  can  rule  tlte  motion  out  of 

MR.  N,  NARAYANA  KURUP  ;  Mayp  know  whether  it  cannot  be  done 
by  passing  a  resolution  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Yes,  that  can  he  done.  But 
a  cut  motion  means  a  censure  motion.  Is  the  House  m  order  in  cen¬ 
suring  itself  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  There  are  such  thiDgs  as  penitence,  and  self-immo¬ 
lation, 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI-.  Sir,  this  is  a  motion  to 
effect  retrenchment  in  the  allowances  of  the  Members  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature.  The  members  of  this  House  are  not  responsible  for  fixing  the 
rate  of  T.  A.  or  halting  allowance.  It  is  the  Government  that  is  res¬ 
ponsible  for  fixing  the  rate.

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAi Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  the 
grant  of  a  sum  of  Rs.  10,65,073  under  Demand  No.  XT.V — Administra¬ 
tion  of  Justice. 

Motion  No,  1, 

Mr.  P.  Nahayana  Pillai  :

PRESIDENT  ;  Is  this  in  order  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  it  depends  upon  what 
view  the  Chair  takes.  The  honourable  member  Says — 

PRESIDENT  :  Very  well.  I  think  that  the  honourable  member 
can  move  the  motion. 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI ;  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  to  reduce  the  allot¬ 
ment  of  Bs*  3,780  for  travelling  allowances  by  Be*  1.  The  object  of 
my  motion  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  inoreasing  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Mavelikara  Munsiff’s  Court. 

Sir,  by  a  revision  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  local  courts 
some  of  the  pakuthies  were  left  out  of  consideration  in  the  matter  of 
providing  facilities  and  conveniences  to  the"  litigant  public  of  those 
pakuthies.  They  are  now  forced  to  incur  additional  expenditure  which 
they  cannot  afford  to  meet.  Thus  the  litigant  public  of  some  paku- 
thies  of  Mavelikara  ore  put  to  serious  inconveniences  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  they  are  not  included  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Maveli¬ 
kara  Munsiff’s  court*.  This  has  also  the  ultimate  resuh  of  transfer¬ 
ring  the  appellate  jurisdiction  of  these  pakuthies  t*  the  Quilon  District 
Court.  People  of  more  than  half  the  ai’ea  of  the  Mavelikara  taluk 
comprising  about  6  pakuthies  of  the  taluk  have  now  to  go  to  Quilon 
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for  the  conduct  of  their  appeal  cases.  Though  there  is  a  District  Court 
at  Mavelikara  even  the  people  living  at  a  short  distance  from  that 
Court  are  denied  the  benefit  of  the  establishment  of  that  Court.  Again 
the  re-transfer  of  these  pakuthies  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Adoor 
Munsiff’s  Court  will  not  prejudicially  affect  that  Munsiff’s  Court.  At 
the  same  time  it  will  have  the  effect  of  giving  sufficient,  work  to  the 
Mavelikara  MunsifFs  Court  which  is  suffering  for  want  of  work.  It  was 
as  a  result'. of  the  repeated  representations  from  the  people  of  Maveli¬ 
kara  and  the  neighbouring  places  that  the  benign  Government  sanc¬ 
tioned  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara.  To  deny  some  people  the  be¬ 
nefit  of  that  measure  is  very  hard.  Generally  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Munsift’s  Courts  in  the  District.  Court  centres  are-assured  a  heavy  file 
but  Mavelikara  Munsift’s  Court  is  an  exception.  Requesting  that  im¬ 
mediate  arrangements  should  be  made  to  include  these  pakuthies 
within  the  Mavelikara  Munsiffs  Court’s  jurisdiction,  I  commend  the 
motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  M.  R.NARAYANA  PJLLAI:  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  Honour¬ 
able  members  who  reside  in  Mavelikara  do  knowt  the  difficulties  of 
the  litigant  public  who  come  with  representations  that  more  paku  ■ 
thies  should  be  included  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mavelikirai 
Munsiff’s  Court.  Even  the  Legal  Remembrancer  knows  of  the  unfair 
distribution  of  these  pakuthies  in  this  connection.  With  these  words 
I  strongly  support  the  motion. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

Till  the  constitution  of  the  District  Court-  at  Mavelikara  theiMavelikara 
Munsiff’B  Court  was  exercising  jurisdiction  over  13  pakuthies,  11  of 
which  comprised  rhe  Mavelikara  taluk  and  two  formed  part  of  the  Tiru- 
valla  taluk.  At  the  time  when  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  was 
appointed,  investigations  on  the  possibility  of  making  territorial  re¬ 
adjustments  were  made.  As  a  result  of  those  investigations  it  was 
found  that  the  work  in  the  Mavelikara  Court  was  rather  heavy  and 
territorial  readjustments  may  be  made.  As  a  result  of  the  recommend¬ 
ations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  the  Munsiff’s  Court  at  Patha- 
namthitta  was  established  and  certain  pakuthies  which  were  within 
the  jurisduction  of  the Chengannur  Munsiff’s  Court  and  the  Adoor 
Munsiffs  Court  were  transferred  to  the  Palhanamthitta  Munsiff’s 
Court.  And  as  a  result  of  the  recommendation  then  made  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  one  pakuthy  belonging  to  the  Mavelikara  taluk,  viz.,  Thon- 
nallur  pakuthy,  was  transferred  to  the  Adoor  Munsiffs  Court.  After¬ 
wards  it  was  found  out  that,  the  Adoor  Court  had  not  sufficient  work 
while  the  Mavelikara  Court  had  to  deal  with  a  heavy  file.  So,  certain 
territorial  readjustments  were  made.  Even  then  it  was  not  found  ne¬ 
cessary  to  interfere  with  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Mavelikara 
Munsiff’s  Court.  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner’s  recommendation 
stopped  with  the  transfer  of  Thonuallur  pakuthy  from  the  Mavelikara 
taluk.  Under  the  scheme  the  Krishnapuram  Munsiff’s  Court  was  to 
be  retained.  Subsequently,  that  court  was  abolished  and  the  pakuthies 
within  its  jurisdiction  had  to  be  re-distributed.  In  fact,  two  of  the 
most  important  pakuthies  attached  to  that  court,  Krishnapuram  and 
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Perungala,  had  to  be  added  to  some  court.  The  Perungala  pakuthy 
belonging  to  the  Mavelikara  taluk  had  to  be  added  to  the  Mavelikara 
Court.  The  question  as  to  what  should  be  done  with  the  Krishnapuram 
pakuthy  had  to  be  considered.  Krishnapuram  is  the  biggest  pakuthy 
in  the  KarunagapaUi  taluk  abjoining  Mavelikara 

MR.  P.  MARAYANA  PILLAI  ;  What  is  the  file  in  the  Mavelikara 
Munsiff’s  Court  at  present?- 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  I  shall  supply  the  latest  fi¬ 
gures.  Sir.  it  was  found  necessary  to  allocate  Krishnapuram  pakuthy 
to  soma  court.  It  is  really  a  fact  that  if  the  Krishnapuram  pakuthy 
is  added  on  to  the  Karunagapally  Munsiff’s  Court  it  would  mean  heavy 
accumulation  of  work  there.  And  Krishnapuram  is  nearer  to  Maveli¬ 
kara  than  KarunagapaUi,  Therefore  it  was  decided  that  the  Mavelt- 
kara  Munsiff’slCourt  should  get  two  of  the  biggest  pakuthies  one  of 
them  forming  part  of  the  taluk  and  the  other  adjoining  it.  So  they 
were  added  on  to  the  Mavelikara  Munsiff’s  Court.  Thus  we  find  that 
when  the  Krishnapuram  Munsiff’s  Court  was  abolished  two  more  pafeu- 
thies  were  added  on  to  the  Mavelikara  Munsiff’s  Court.  Out  of  the  13 
pakuthies  which  comprised  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mavelikara  Munsiff’s 
Court,  as  a  result  of  these  territorial  readjustments  some  pakuthies  had 
necessarily  to  be  transferred  to  some  other  courts  as  I  have  mentioned. 
Otherwise  work  in' that  court  wuuld  become  too  heavy  to  be  handled  by 
one  court.  Government  were  left  without  any  choice  in  that  matter. 
When  the  question  came  as  to  which  of  the  pakuthies  should  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  some  other  court,  the  choice  naturally  fell  on  the  three  paku¬ 
thies  referred  to  by  the  honourable  member,  vi».,  Tamarakulam, 
Noomad  and  Yeliampuram. 

Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  ihe  distance  of  the  Veliam- 
purain  pakuthy  from  the  Adoor  Munsiff’s  Court? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  It  would  not  be  more  than 
11  miles. 

MR.  P  MARAYANA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  the  distance  of  Veliampu- 
ram  from  Mavelikara? 

MR,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRiSHHA  PILLAI:  More  or. less  the  same.  Bui 
some  portion  of  it  is  nearer  Mavelikara  than  Adoor.  We  cannot  parti¬ 
tion  one  pakuthy  and  give  one  part  to  Mavelikara  and  allot  the  re¬ 
maining  portion  to  Adoor.  That  will  create  practical  difficulties  in 
effecting' service  of  processes  and  in  the  execution  of  decrees.  Asa 
matter  of  fact  villages 'are  taken  as  units.  In  this  distribution  we  are 
maintaining  the  unity  of  these  villages.  Therefore,  it  was  decided,  Sir, 
that  these-3  pakuthies  should  be  transferred  to  the  Adoor  Court.  I 
may  also  inform  the  House  that  th  e  Government  did  not  however  arrive 
at  this  decision  haphazardly.  An  experienced  High  Court  Judge  was 
appointed  specially  to  go  into  the  question.  He  went  over  to  the  places, 
studied  the  pendency  of  litigation  in  these  courts,  examined  the  number 
of  cases  coming  from  each  of  these,  pakuthies  and  then  made,  after  care¬ 
ful  consideration  of  these  conveniences  or  inconveniences,  that  would 
arise  if  re-distribution  was  effected,  his  recommendations  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment. 
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Ms.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ;  May  I  know  whether  there  was  any 
idea  of  establishing  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  then? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  As  regards  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  the  present  arrangement  does 
not  cause  any  inconvenience  to  the  litigant  public.  Until  that  was 
established  at  Mavelikara,  litigants  from  all  the  three  pakuthies  referred 
to  by  my  honourable  friend  had  to  go  to  the  Quilon  District  Court. 
The  position  has  not  in  any  way  been  worsened  by  the  present  arrange¬ 
ment.  They  could  even  to-day  carry  on  their  cases  engaging  their  old 
vakils,  mess  in  the  hotels  where  they  had  been  formerly  messing  in 
Quilon  and  feel  more  homely  with  the  surroundings  that  are  familiar 
to  them.  Therefore  the  taking  away  of  these  3  pakuthies  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the.  Mavelikara  Munsiff’s  Court  has  not  caused  any  in¬ 
convenience  to  the  litigant  public  in  those  pakuthies. 

MR.  M.  R,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  fhe  inclusion  of  these 
pakuthies  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mavelikara  Munsiff’s  Court  will 
not  improve  matters? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ;  No,  Sir.  It  yvill  not  be  to 
the  improvement  or  betterment  or  advantage  of  the  litigant  public  to 
get  a  court  where  there  will  be  congestion  of  work. 

Where  there  will  not  be  congestion  cf  work  there  will  be  quick 
disposal  of  cases.  What  a  client  will  manage  with  six  trips  to  Maveli¬ 
kara.,  he  can  manage  with  one  or  two  trips  to  Quilon.  Therefore  it 
will  only  be  to  the  advantage- of  the  litigant  public  if  they  are  not  com¬ 
pelled  to  have  recourse  to  courts  which  are  likely  to  be  overcrowded. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUOHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  is  aware  that  many  of  those  Vakiis  have  dis¬ 
continued  their  practice  in  the  District  Court  of  Quilon  and  have  gone 
to  Mavelikara  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  It  is  hoped  that  many  are 
seeking  better  environments  and  have  left  for  Mavelikara.  Still  some 
have  remained.  ‘ Quilon  haS  not  been  deserted  altogether.  That  only 
forms  part  of  mv  argument,  Sir.  What  I  have  been  pointing  out  is 
this.  'Sir,  that  so  far  as  the  appeal  side  is  concerned,  the  litigants  of 
these  three-  pakuthies  are  not  in  any  way  adversely  affected.  So  far 
as  the  Munsiff’s  Court  work  is  concerned,  .it  is  certainly  to  their 
advantage  that  they  are  given  a  court  where  work  will  be  lighter  and 
which  is  not  in  any  way  far  away  from  their  place.  The  matter  may 
be  reconsidered  -  if  at  any  time  the  work  in  the  Mavelikara  Munsiff’s 
Court  becomes  lighter  or  if  the  High  Court  are  satisfied  that  it  will  be 
more  advantageous.  The  question  may  then  he  re-opened  and  re¬ 
settled.  But  as  matters  now  stand,  Sir,  it  is  not  possible. 

The  honourable  member  asked  me  about  the  pendency  in  the 
Mavelikara  Munsiffs  Court.  Owing  to  the  operation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Debt  Belief  Act,  there  has  been  phenomina-1  fail  in  the  number 
of  cases  in  all  the  courts 'in  the  State,  Either  on  account  of  that  or 
on  account  of  the  economic  depression  there  has  been  a  fall  and  the 
present  pendency  is  1000  pases  in  the  Mavelikara  Munsiffs  Copit, 
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MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  May  I  know  the  number  of  cases  in 
the  pendency  list  at  Adoor  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  :  Even  at  the  time  the  Law’s 
Delays  Commissioner  was  making  investigation  the  work  there  was 
very  very  light,  and  territorial  re-adjustmenls  were  being  made  from 
time  to  time.  I  have  not  got  the  exact  figures  regarding  the  number 
of  cases  in  that  court  at  present,  but  there  is  no  indication  that  the 
number  is  likely  to  be  very  heavy.  At  any  rata  it  is  smaller  than  the 
number  in  the  Mavelikara  Court. 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  :  Sir,  the  reply  of  the  Legal  Remem¬ 
brancer  is  not  rather  satisfactory  but  in  the  hope,  that  Government 
will  do  something  in  the  matter,  I  do  not  press  the  motion.

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CKEMPARATHY:  Sir,  I  move 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Es.  93,042  for  High  Court  by  Be.  1 

To  point  out  that  there  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  presiding 
officers  in  the  lower  courts  in  their  anxiety  to  show  more  disposals  in 
view  of  the  circular  regarding  speedy  disposal,  to  dispose  of  cases  with¬ 
out  taking  all  the  evidence  or  allowing  •  reasonable  time  to  let  in 
evidence.  Sir,  I  intend  by  my  observations  just  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  Government  that  on  account,  of  the  circular  there  is  a  tendency  to 
show  more  disposal  of  cases  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  quality.  I  think  that 
the  real  spirit  of  the  circular  is  that  Government  want  that  a  judicial 
officer  must  do  honest  work,  that  he.  must  do  at  least  the  minimum 
work  for  getting  promotion  and  also  for  getting  increment  in  pay.  That 
I  can  understand  and  it  must  be  so.  But  the  fact  that  ws  notice  in 
the  lower  courts  is  just  the  reverse.  In  criminal  complaints  the 
Magistrates,  in  order  ,to  show  that  there  is  less  pendency  of  cases,  take 
the  statement  of  the  complainants  and  immediately  dismiss  the  com¬ 
plaints  under  section  181  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code,  lam 
afraid  that  if  such  a  tendency  is  not  checked,  the  ends  of  justice  w'll 
be  defeated.  With  these  observations  I  bring  this  fact  to  the  notice 
o'f  Government ;  and  it  is  for  this  purpose  that  I  have  tabled  this 
motion. 

MR.  N,  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  too  wish  to  support  this  motion. 
Sir,  I  think  that  it  is  very  difficult  to.  make  a  compromise  between 
quality  and  quantity  of  work  in  the  administration  of  Civil  and  Cri¬ 
minal  Justice.  The  issue  of  this  circular  often  makes  the  subordinate 
judicial  .courts  or  the  criminal  courts  to  take  it  into  their  head  to  give 
no  time  whatsoever  for  taking  steps  or  allowing  applications  for  time 
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owing  to  the  difficulty  of  the  client  to  get  sufficient  money  for  taking 
steps  or  for  payment  to  the  advocate.  Disregarding  such  difficulties, 
especially  in  these  hard  times,  many  judicial  officers  may  dispose  off 
the  cases  in  their  anxiety  to  show  greater  number  of  disposals  for 
getting  promotions  or  even  rewards.  Therefore  my  submission  a'so  is 
that  the  enforcement  of  this  circular  will  hamper  the  administration 
of  justice.

Ms.,PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  oppo3e  the  motion. 
The  honourable  members  of  this  House  have  been  complaining  year 
after  year  during  the  Budget  Session  that  the  delay  in  our  courts  is 
inordinate  and  htvo  often  pressed  that  something  drastic  must  be  done 
to  effect  an  improvement  in  it.  It  has  often  been  stated  here  that 
justice  delayed  is  justice  denied,  that/even  though  -  the  number  of 
courts  was  being  increased  from  time  to  time,  the  officers  appointed 
for  the  purpose  have  not  been  able  to  prevent  accumulation  of  arrears. 
It  was  being  complained  here,  Sir,  that  owing  to  the  delayed  disposal 
of  eases  on  the  original  aud  the  execution  side,  if  was  not  possible  for 
decree  holders  to  reap  the  fruits  of  their  decree  and  that  we  were  in  a 
state  of  hopelessness.  It  is  also  a  notorious  fact,  Sir,  that  the  delay  in 
Travancore  courts  has  become  an  object  of  criticism  not  only  in  Travan¬ 
core  but  outside  Travancore  and  that  the  delay  hampers  to  a  very  great 
extent  the  commercial  activities  in  the  State.  The  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  Mr.  Janardanan  Nair,  during  the  course  of  the  Budget  debate, 
pointed  out  veh emeriti v  how  much  he  deprecated  the*  present  delay  in 
courts  and  advocated  that  anything  that  lies  in  the  power  of  Govern¬ 
ment  must  be  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  speeding  up  the  disposal 
of  cases.  It  is  no  doubt  possible  m  the  case  of  some  judicial  officers 
who  have  not  got  a  conscience  or  who  do  not  feel  the  responsibility  as 
much  as  they  ought  to  do,  that  efficiency  is  sacrificed  for  speed.  It  is 
possible  I  admit.  But  every  . care  is  being  taken  by  the  High  Court 
for  getting  the  work  done  in  the  most  ‘  efficient  manner  but  with  the 
utmost  expedition  also. 

MS.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR :  May  I  know  whether 

the  member  is  aware  that  the  Second  Bench  at  Quilon  has  only  20  or 
21  cases  this  year  and  the  Judge  is  adopting  this  trick  to  justify  an 
increment?  .  .  „  ,  „  . 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Some  officers  are  in  a 
position  to  deal  effectively  with  pending  oases  and  where  officers  are 
deputed  for  clearing  arrears  they  apply  themselves  to  that  work  and 
they  are  able  to  dispose  of  cases  more  quickly.  It  is  improper  to  attri¬ 
bute  motives  to  a  judge  who  does  what  he  is  expected  to  do.  There  is 
however  one  redeeming  feature  about  the  present  complaint.  It  assu  res 
us  that  there  is  more  speedy  disposal.  To  that  extent  it  is  heartening. 
There  are  two  parties  to  every  litiga*ion.  If  one  party  is  anxious  for 
getting  a  decision,  the  other  party  is  equally  anxious  to  put  off  the 
evil  day,  the  day  of  judgment,  It  is  therefore  not  unnatural  to  hear 
•  complaints  from  the  other  party  when  his  adversary  gets  satisfaction. 

Both  sides  cannot  be  satisfied  at  the  same  time.  There  should  be 
speedy  disposal  so  that  people  may  enjoy  the  benefit  derived  from  ihe 
proper  administration  of  justice.  At  present  steps  are  being  taken  to  , 
check  all  tactics  which,  contribute  to  delay,  and  the  judicial  officers  have 
begun  to  understand  the  full  meaning  of  the.  oft-quoted  expression 
"justice  delayed  is  justice  denied.” 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any  time¬ 
limit  for  criminal  cases  and  civil  cases  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  No,  Sir.  It  is  not  possible 
to  prescribe  any  time-limit.  It  is  well-known  to  members  of  the  legal 
profession  that  there  are  certain  cases  in  which  one- party  or  the  other 
is  interested  in  protracting  the  litigation.  It  is  not  possible  to  have  a 
joint  effort  on  the  part  of  both  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant.  But  a 
one-sided  effort,  vyhich,  if  the  judicial  officers  are  indolent  they  may  well 
fall  a  victim  to,  is  not  enough.  Government  will  certainly  deprecate 
such  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  court.  The  court  must  dispose  of  all 
cases  speedily.  They  are  given  full  discretion  in  giving  their  judgments 
and  if  they  arrive  at  any  wrong  decisions  such  decisions  are  liable  to  be 
appealed  against.  As  in  the  good  old  days,  cases  are  remanded  even 
to-day.  It  is  only  in  accordance  with  ihe  wishes  of  the  honourable 
members  of  the  House  that  the  present  action  has  been  taken  for  the 
prevention  of  accumulation  of  arrears.  I  am  sure  this  House  will 
certainly  appreciate  the  speeding'up  programme  of  the  High  Court  and 
the  Government. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  May  I  know  whether  Government  have 
prescribed  a  time-limit  of  three  months  for  criminal  cases  and  six 
months  for  civil  cases,  and  that  if  that  time-limit  is' exceeded  the  posi¬ 
tion  will  be  considered  by  the  High  Court  and  .the  Government  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  In  criminal  cases  which 
come  before  the  Magistracy,  it  will  be  found  that  sometimes  com¬ 
plaints  are  referred  for  the  purpose  of  merely  causing  vexation  to  )he 
accused,  complaints  which  are  not  likely  to  be  substantiated.  Why 
should  a  criminal  case  be  pending  for  more  than  3  men1  hs  ?  When  a 
complaint  is  made  immediately  process  is  issued  to  the  witnesses.  Is  it 
not  the  duty  of  the  complainant  to  see  that  the  witnesses  are  examined 
as  speedily  as  possible  ?  I  think  a  period  of  SO  days  is  a  reasonable 
ne  particularly  in  summons  cases. 
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MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Is  there  any  time-limit  f0r  civil  cases  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  No,  Sir. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  May  I  know  whether  onr  respectable 
witnesses  go  at  the  bidding  of  the  parties  ?  " 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir,  if  the  bidder  is 
himself  a  respectable  man.  The  court  will  see  that  .the  processes  are 
properly  served  and  that  the  witnesses  are  taken  to  the  court.  There 
should  be  no  delay  whatsoever  so  far  as  the  issue  of  processes  is  con¬ 
cerned.  Our  respectable  witnesses'  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  away 
from  court  without  being  examined.  Why  should  the  accused  be 
allowed  to  roam  free  if  he  is  guilty  or  to  hang  on  the  court  if  he  is 
innocent.  That  is  all  the  more  reason  why  there  should  be  more 
speedy  disposal  of  criminal  cases.  ‘ 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  May  I  know  whether  efficiency  is  being 
kept  up  when  speed  is  insisted  upon  ? 

MR,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Certainly,  Sir.  On  the 
other  hand,  efficiency  is  taken  into  consideration  in  fixing  the  time¬ 
limit. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  policy  'of  Government  may  as  well  be  stated, 
Government  are  very  reluctant  to  interfere  with  or«give  the  appearance 
of  interfering  with  the  administration  of  justice  and  it  is  not  the  object 
of  Government  to  usurp  the  jurisdiction  whicli  would  naturally  appertain 
to  the  High  CortVt  in  this  matter.  Normally  speaking,  neither  this 
House  nor  the  Executive  Government  should  have  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  discussion  of  a  matter  of  this  kind.  If  matters  were  in  a 
normal  position  Government  wonldfnot  dream  of  tryingito  fix  what  is  the 
quantum  of  work  that  any  judicial  officer  has  done  or  is  capable  of  doing 
or  discussing  whether  he  examines  the  witnesses  and  with  speed  or 
whether  there  is  any  dilatory  procedure  adopted.  They  would  have  left 
all  this  to  the  High  Couci.  That,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  if  the  High  Court 
were  so  disposed  and  set  about  the  business  properly  this  mischief  could 
have  been  averted  and  prevented,  goes  without  saying  and  I  say  it  with 
great  respect  to  onr  High  Court. 

That  the  evils  of  corruption  [and  delay  can  be  dealt  with  effective 
ly  by  the  High  Court  was  proved  by  one  Chief  Justice,  Sir  Douglas 
Young,  of  the  Punjab  High  Court,  The  trouble  with  regard  to  th- ■ 
Punjab  was  perhaps  even  greater,  more  ramified  and  more  deep-seated 
than  Travancore.  It.  was  a  matter  of  notoriety  and i  .complaint  that 
there  was  considerable  corruption  and  delay  in  the- subordinate  courts 
of  the  Punjab.  Sir  Douglas  Young  came  on  to  the  Chief  Justiceship, 
and  within  three  years  the  change  was  marvellous.  It  is  possible  for 
lawyers  studying  a  judgment  with  some  little  care  to  find  out  whether 
the  judgment  proceeds  on  evidence  or  bears  intrinsic  .marks  of  having 
been  improperly  procured.  Where  there  is  on  the  face  of  a  judgment 
marks  that  it  is  not  alright,  Sir  Douglas  Young  made  his  own  enquiries 
and  took  stern  measures  whenever. necessary.  . 
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Theposition  in  thisiStaie  has  been  that  practically  every  plaintiff  felt 
that  for  years  processes  would  not  be  served.  When  witnesses  went  into 
the  box  they  were  not  sure  when  they  would  be  relieved,  in  one  day  or 
even  one  month.  No  witness  was  sure  when  ho  would  be  examined  or 
when  the  next  examination  would  be.  And  also,  after  judgments  in  the 
original  court  and  in  appeals  there  were  constant  review  petitions  and 
reviews  and  generally  speaking  all  methods  of  procrastination  were  being 
successfully  resorted  to  Things  were  so  bad  that  it  came  to  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  Government  that  people  outside  Travaneore  were  nervous  of 
filing  any  suit  in  Travaneore.  That  is  why,  with  the  utmost  reluct¬ 
ance,  Government  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  evil  was  so  wide¬ 
spread  that  Government  had  no  alternative  but  to  step  'in.  In  other 
words  what  should  have  been  avoided,  namely,  the  interference  by  the 
executive  with  the  working  of  the  courts  was  practically  forced  upon 
Government. 

What  Government  is  endeavouring  to  do  is  this  :  when  it  is  found 
that  in  a  particular  court  or  with  reference  to  a  particular  Judge  there 
has  been  great  delays  Government  will  see  to  it  that  unlaas  very 
satisfactory  explanations  are  forthcoming,  that  Judge  will  not  receive 
any  promotion  or  preference.  Honourable  members  will  see  for  them¬ 
selves  that  this  principle  will  be  exercised  without  regard  to  persons. 
Even  if  it  comes  to  overlooking  six  or  seven  persons  and  choosing  the 
8th  or  9th  officer  in  order  of  seniority,  that'principle  will  be  enforced. 
Not  only  so.  An  evil  of  a  different  type  may  spring  up.  One  Judge 
I  know. of  used  to  dismiss  a  case  on  a  preliminary  point  like  limitation 
mainly  because  the  file  could  thereby  be  lightened.  Such  steps,  when 
wilful  and  justified  should  meet  with  the  same  penalties  as  the  actual  bad 
or  dilatory  handling  of  cases.  Government  are  very  keenly  watching 
this  matter.  Government  are,  as  already  stated,  very  reluctant 
to  interfere  in  this  matter.  The  moment  normal  conditions  are 
established,  Government  will  cease  to  interfere.  But  the  evil  is  now 
so  pronounced  and  so  great  that  Government  will  have  to  ensure  that 
expedition  is  procured.  I  am  perhaps  putting  the  matter  paradoxically 
but  really  it  does  not  so  much  matter  how  a  case  is  decided.  What 
matters  is  that  the  case  is  decided  ;  perhaps  even  more.  Judges  will 
bear  in.mind  that  if  they  go  wrong  there  is  the  High  Court.  Ex- 
psditious  justice  is  an  essential  feature  of  good  government  and  Trav- 
ancore  deserves  and  must  have  it.  Now,  as  I  said,  it  should  not  be  the 
right  procedure  for  this  House  to-  debate  such  matters.  This 
'House  ought  to  repose  .the  utmost  confidence  in  the  judiciary.  If  a 
•  Judge  takes  time  to  decide  over  a  matter,  the  normal  presumption  is 
I  that  the  problems  that  arise  demand  the  utmost  patient  scrutiny  and 
examination  of  the  fundamentals,  either  of  fact  or  of  law,  in  regard  to 
that  case.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  it  ought  not-  to  be  the  province  of  the 
Legislature  to  interfere  with  or  scrutinise  minutely  the  judgments  of 
'  court.  •  It  ought  not  to  be  and  I  hope  it  will  soon  cease  to  be  the  pro¬ 
vince  of  Government  to  criticise  either  the  judiciary  or  the  manner  of 
Vol.  XVIII.  No. -8. 
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disposal  by  the  judiciary  oi  the  content  of  judgment  of  the  judiciary. 
But  the  times  are  such, .the  crisis  is  such,  I  deliberately  use-  the  word 
‘crisis’,  that  Government  have  to  adopt  a  different  method.  Honour¬ 
able  members  may  take  it  th.v  Government  would  take  action  not  to 
influence  the  courts  of  justice  but  in  order  to  see  that  the  reproach, 
which  is  widely  prevalent  that  in  Travancore  it  is  impossible  to  obtain 
a  decree,  that  even  if  it  is  possible  to  obtain  a  decree  it  is  impossible 
to  execute  it,  is  wiped  out  in  civil  cases. 

In  criminal  cases  I  see  that  witnesses  are  put  to  a  great,  deal  of 
trouble  on  account  of  constant  procrastination  and  conftant  adjourn¬ 
ments.  Very  stringent  measures  have  been  taken  in  the  past  and 
honourable  members  wi  1  see  ihat  Government  have  no  hesitation 
in  taking  very  strong  measures  against  Magistrates  who  are  callous  to 
the  demands  not  only  of  justice  but  to  those  fundamental  principles 
without  wich  criminal  justice  would  be  futile.  Criminal  justice  should 
be  speedy  ;  criminal  justice  should  he  stern;  but  be  tempcied  with 
mercy.  But  above  all,  criminal  courts  should  not  inconvenience  per- 
sons  or  make  people  think  that  they  could  be  kept  in  suspense  for  in¬ 
definite  periods.  Honourable  members  will  therefore  see  that  the  task 
which  the  Government  have  taken  is  Very  unenviable.  It  is  very  em¬ 
barrassing  and  difficult  too.  But  it  is  hoped  that  the  mils  which  have 
been  referred  to  will  soon  cease  to' exist. 

Mr,  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the 
motion.

MU.  P..  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  ;  Sir,  1  move; 

To  reduce  the  total  allotment  oj  Rs-  10,55,073  under  Demand  XI V 
by  Be.  1. 

My  object  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  shifting  the  Parur 
District  Court  to  Muvattupuzha.  All  the  members  of  this  House  are 
awe  that'this  District  Court  is  now  in  the.  north-western  corner  of 
Travaneore.  My  object  is  that  this  District  Court  mustbe'in  a  central 
place  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  District.  In  this  connection  I  may  suggest 
that  Muvattupuzha  is  a  suitable  place.  People  from  Muvattupuzha 
find  it  very  difficult  in  times  of  flood  to  go  to  Parur.  It  is  a  far  off 
place  so  far  as  Muvattupuzha  is  concerned.  Norther  it  is  also  cut  off 
from  the  rest  of  Travaneore  during  times  of  flood. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Is  there  not  a  bridge  at  Always  to 
connect  Parur  with  the  rest  of  Travaneore  ? 

Mr.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY:  Ido  not  think  it  is  possible 
to  have  a  bridge  constructed  to  get  over  the  difficulty  when  the  portions 
of  the  road  are  under  water.  There  must  be  at  least  one  important- 
factor  to  establish  a  District  Court  in  one  place  and  in  my  view  that 
there  is  none  with  regard  to  Parur.  I  am  sure  this  proposal  will  be 
opposed  by  Mr.  Kumjran  Vaidyan  vehemently  bvirnse  during  the 
course  of  the  discussion  in  regard  to  shifting  the  Qtiilon  Division 
Cutcherry  to  Mavelikara,  he  expressed  his  views  on  this  point.  So  I 
can  very  well  say  that  he  will  be  opposing  this  motion  also.  He  may 
say  that  there  is  a  big  building  at  Parur  and  for  that  my  answer  is 
that  public  offices  that  are  housed  in  rented  buildings  may  be  shifted 
oyer  there.  Even  then,  I  fear  that  all  the  offices  that  are  now  in  the 
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[Mr.  P.  V.  Mathai  Chemparathy .  ] 
rented  buildings  could  not  be  accommodated  in  the  District  Court  buil¬ 
ding.  Therefore  there  is  no  difficulty  on  that  matter. 

°  Muvattupuzha  is  a  central  place  and  is  convenient  for  all  people. 
There  is  also  good  river  water  whereas  there  is  no  good  water  at  Parur, 
It  has  been  often  said  that  good  drinking  water  must  be  made  available 
at  Parur.  I  hope  that  Government  will  seriously  consider  the  shifting 
of  the  Parur  District  Court  to  Muvattupuzha.  With  these  observation 
I  move  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  this  house. 

Mr.  KOTTALIl  P.  ABRAHAM;  Sir,  I  beg  to  support  the  motion 
exactly  as  it  is,  without  any  qualification  whatever.  Th9  motion 
relates  to  the  desirability  of  shifting  the  Parur  District  Court  to 
Muvattupuzha  which  is  a  central  place  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Parur  District  itself.  The  mover  anticipated  that  Mr.  Kumaran 
Yaidyan  :might  object  to  this  proposilion  very  strongly.  I  can  well 
appreciate  his  point  of  opposition.

,  MR.  K0TTL1L  P.  ABRAHAM :  I  did  not  say  that  he  is  the  only 
member  who  would  oppose  the  motion.  He  being  a  member  of  that 
Parur  constituency,  I  thought  that  his  local  patriotism  might  move  him 
.to  raise  the  objection.  He  may  say  that  there  is  in.  Parur  a  very  costly 
and  substantial  building  suitable  for  housing  the  District  Court  and 
that  no  proper  building  is  available  in  Muvattupnzha.  To  shift  the  Court 
all  on  a  sudden  to  Muvattupuzha  may  not  be  an  agreeable  proposal. 
But  I  want  to  point  out  that  the  shifting  is  urged,  because  it  is  a  con¬ 
venient  centre  for  a  District.  Court.  The  other  parts  of  Travancore  are 
cut  off  from  Parur  during  the  rainy  season.  With  the,  construction  of 
Marthandavarma  Bridge,  Parur  has  been  sufficiently,  connected  with  the 
rest  of  the  other  parts  of  Travancore.  I  have  to  state  that  '.most  of  the 
clients  who  appear  before  the  District.  Court  of  Parur  come  from 
Thodupuzha,  Devicolam,  Muvattupuzha  and  other  places.  TheMunsiffs 
Courts  from  which  appeals  lie  to  the  Parur  District  Court  are  those  in 
Parur,  Perumbavoor,  Muvattupuzha,  Thodupuzha  and  Devicolam.  Of 
these  places,  Muvattupuzha  occupies  the  Central  position.  It  may  also 
be  urged  that  in  these  days,  of  easy  means  of  communication,  the 
District  Court  of  Parur  is  easily  accessable  from  all  the  ’places  referred 
to  by  me.  The  same  can  be  said  in  reply  when  the  court  is  located  at 
Muvattupuzha.  It  will  also  be  convenient  for  the  people  of  Parur  to 
come  to  Muvattupuzha  .  because  of  the  easy  communication  now 
available.  So  from  tile  point  of  view  of  communication  no  objection- 
can  stand  against  the  proposal  to  shift  the  District  Court  to  Muvattu¬ 
puzha.  For  these  reasons  I  have  great  pleasure  to  support  the  pro¬ 
position,  namely,  of  the  shifting  of  the  District  Gourt.  to  Muvattupuzha 
and  Muvattupuzha  only.  I  do  not  support  any  idea  of  shifting  the 
District  Court  from  Parur  for  locating  it  at  Ahvaye,  Perumbavoor  or 
any  other  place  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Parur  District  except 
Muvattupuzha.

Mr;  JOSEPH  VITHAYATHIL  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  to  shift  the 
Par-ur  Bistrict  Court  to  Mtfvaitupuzha.  This  subject  has  been  discussed 
in  the  Assembly  on  a  prior  occasion.  I  understand  that  the  matter  has 
been  thoroughly  enquired  into  by  the  Honourable  High  Court  and  that 
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they  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  shift  the  Court, 
from  Parur.  The  reasons  are  many.  'There  are  many  practical 
difficulties  in  shifting  the  court  to  another  place.  Mv  friend 
Mr.  Abraham  was  of  the  view  that  he  is  in  favour  of  shifting  the  court 
only  if  it  is  shifted  to  Muvattupuzha  and  not  to  any  other  place. 
Evidently  local  patriotism  and  considerations  of  personal  convenience 
have  weighed  with  the  honourable  member  in  making  this  suggestion. 
If  that  is  the  case,  I  may  be  excused  for  having  my  own  considerations 
for  Parur. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  have  to  oppose  the 
motion.  This  matter  was  discussed  on  the  floor  of  the  House  on  several 
occasions,  several  interpellations  were  put  and  answered  and  as  stated 
hy  an  honourable  member,  the  question  was  considered  by  the 
Honourable  High  Court.  In  all  these  matters,  Government  have  to  go 
by  the  advice  offered  by  the  High  Court,  and  it  is  not  their  opinion  that 
as  at  present  advised,  it  is  proper  to  shift  the  court  from  Parur  to  any 
other  place.  The  disadvantages  arising  from  such  a  shift  would 
counterbalance  the  expected  advantages.  The  court  was  in  existence 
in  Parur  for  a  very  long  time.  Prom  the  total  number  of  cases 
annually  filed  in  that  Court,  we  cannot  say  that  the  litigant  public  are 
put  to  any  great  inconvenience.  The  Laws  Delays  Commissioner  has 
reported  that  the  average  annual  number ,  of  original  suits  is  ,35  and 
appeals  312.  Mr.  Joseph  Yithayathil  has  just  now  stated  that  the 
pendency  in  that  court  is  at  present  between  30  and  40,  This  certainly 
does  not  justify  a  shift  to  a  more  convenient  place.  - 

Muvattupuzha  is  a  rapidly  developing  town.  That  is  conceded. 
But  if  Muvattupuzha  was  as  important  as  Parur  in  olden  days,  proba¬ 
bly  Muvattupuzha  would  have  had  a  chance  for  a  District  Court  and 
we  would  have  found  the  Parur  District  Court  at  Muvattupuzha,  It 
is  only  recently,  by  the  construction  of  roads  and  the  lin&ing  up  of 
Muvattupuzha  with  Alwaye,  DeVicolam  and  Munnar  that  the  place  has 
assumed  some  importance. 

MR.  K0TTAL.IL  P.  ABRAHAM:  May  I  know  whether  a  District 
Cour,  was  not  recently  taken  away  from  Quilon? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI'  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  the  question  is. put 
whether  a  court  was  not  taken  away  from  Quilon.  It  is  not  a  case  of 
taking  away  one  court  bodily  from  one  place  and  putting  it  in  another 
place.  There  were  4  courts  in  Quilon.  It  was  thought  that  one 
might  he  shifted  from  Quilon.  That  is  not  the  ease  with  Parur. 
There  is  only  one  court  at  Parur  and  that  was  established  several  years 
|  ago  when  probably  no  one  would  have  liked  to  have  a  court  at  Muvattu- 
'  puzha.  3o  inaceessable  was  Muvattupuzha  then.  A  time  may  come 
When  Muvattupuzha  can  have  a  separate  District  Court.  But  at 
present  I  very' much  .  regret  to  say  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  shift 
the  court  from  Parur. 

Mr.  P.  V.  MA-THAI  CHEMPARATHY  ;  Sir.  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 
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Motion  No.  19. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA.  KURUP  :  Sir,i  I  beg  to .  move  to  reduce  the  total 
allotment  of  Rs.  10,85,073  under  Demand  XIT  by  Rs.  10  to  speak  of  the 
scarcity  of  accommodation  for  the  staff  in  the  Alleppey  Principal 
Munsifi’s  Court.  Before  the  establishment  of  the  Additional  Third  bench 
at  Alleppey,  a  section  of  the  staff  of  the  Principal  Mnnsiffs  Court  was 
housed  in  the  building  where  the  Additional  Third  Berich  is  now 
housed.  Now  a  section  of  the  staff  has  been  shifted  to  the  court  house 
and  there  is  no  space  in  the  court  house  for  the  advocates  and  clients 
to  move  about,  liven  the  light  and  wind  are  obstructed  in  the  room 
where  the  officer  sits  and  trys  the  cases.  The  examiner  section  is  now- 
housed  in  a  verandah  which  is  15  feet  in  length  and  3  feet  in  breadth. 
A  table  cannot  be  placed  there  crosswise  and  there  is  no  space  in  the 
building  to.  accommodate  the  staff  of  the  Principal  Munsiffs  Court. 
I  beg  to  submit  that  this  is  an  institution  which  brings  in  a  large  sur¬ 
plus  to  the  Government  after  meeting  the  expenses  of  establishment. 
There  is  no  reason  to  grudge  spending  to  provide  additional  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  the  clerks  and  the  examiners  in  that  court.  So  I  request-  the 
Government  to  consider  this  question  and  to  make  sufficient  provision 
for  the  additional  accommodation  in  the  Principal  Munsiff  Court  at 
Alleppey. 

MR.  PUTHUPAIL1  S,  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  :  The  matter  will  be  looked 
into.  The  High  Court  will  be  addressed  in  this  matter  and  everything 
that  is  possible  will  be  done. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  motion.

...  MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  Sir  I  beg  to  move  to  reduce  the  total 
allotment  of  Bs.  10,65,073  under  Demand  XIV  by  Rs.  10  tc  speak 
about  the  appointments  of  salary  peons  to  Judicial  Officers. 

PRESIDENT  :  Who  are  the  salary  peons  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Salary  peons  are  peons  attached  to  the 
Judicial  Officers  in  their  houses, 

PRESIDENT  :  The  gueetion  is  raised  as  to  their  appointments  ? 

.  Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  No  Sir;  It  is  about  the  choice  of  the 
salary  peons  by  the  of  ficors.  The  ordinary  work  of  the  salary  peons  of  the 
Judicial  Officers,  as  I  understand,  is  to  attend  on  them  in  their  houses. 
Occasion  may  arise  when  the  salary  peons  will  have  to  go  into  the  room 
or  rooms  of  the  house  of  the  officer.  A  Hindu  officer  may  not  like  a 
non  Hindu  enter  to  his  house.

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  oooQj&c®la_>amri  o^mojocqio. 

I  think  it  is  necessary  to  allow  the  Judicial  Officers  to  have  their 
own  choice  in  the  selection  of  the  peons.  I  understand  that  the  J udicial 
officers  are  now  forced  to  take  salary  peons  according  to  the  advice  of 
the  immediate  superiors.  A  Hindu  officer  may  not  be  inclined  to  take 
a  Muhammadan  peon  to  attend  in  his  house.  I  think  it  is  reasonable 
to  allow  the  Judicial  Officers  to  have  theii'  own  choice  in  the  matter, 
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MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  May  I  know  what  sug¬ 
gestion  the  member  has  to  make  ? 

MR.  N-  NARAYANA  KURUP :  If  some  allowance  is  given  to  the 
Judicial  Officers  they  can  appoint  their  own  peons  and  the  Government 
will  save  a  large  amount. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Is  it  the  Member’s 
opinion  that  there  need  not  be  any  permanent  staff  of  salary  peons  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Yes.  It  will  cut  down  the  cost  of  ex¬ 
penditure.  That  is  my  opinion.

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir  I  regret  that  such 
a  motion  has  come  up  for  discussion  in  this  House.  I  fear,  I  myself 
am  unable  to  accept  the  principle  of  the  motion.  As  has  been  right. y 
pointed  out  by'  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed,  peons  who  are  paid  out  of  the 
public  funds  are  not  intended  for  catering  to  the  family  conveniences  of 
the  judicial  officers.  Peons  are  given  for  serving  the  officers  in  their 
public  capacity  even  when  they  are  at  home.  Tor  instance,  bringing 
to  and  taking  from  the  judicial  officer’s  houses  papers,  official  seals  and 
boxes,  or  announcing  visitors  to  the  officer  concerned,  or  scaring  away 
Vol.  XYUI-No,  8, 
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visitors,  these  are  matters  which  could  be  attended  toby  a  Moham¬ 
medan  peon  in  a  Nair  Judge's  house  or  by  an  Ezhava  peon  in  a 
Brahmin  judge’s  house.  Government  do  nut  think  that  these  peons 
are  employed  or  intended  to  be  employed  to  fetch  water  for  household 
purposes  or  to  cook  in  the  kitchen  or  to  attend  to  any  other  domestic 
work. 

MB.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  is  aware  that  the  peons  appointed  for  the  purpose  refuse  to 
obey  when  they  are  asked  to  cook  or  take  children  to  schools  or  some 
other  places  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  It  is  not  a  question  of  refusal. 

Suppose  a  person  volunteers  to  do  domestic  work.  Then,  should  he 
not  be  allowed  to  do  that  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  But  the  only  thing  is  that  the  word  voluntary  should 
be  in  inverted  comas.. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI-  Apart  from  that,  Sir,  the 
peon  caters  to  the  conveniences  of  the  officer  and  not  of  the  individual. 
That  I  understand,  is  the  point  involved  in  the  appointment  of  per¬ 
sonal  peons.  The  honourable  member  said  that  the  choice  must  be  left 
to  the  officer  concerned.  There  can  be  no  choice  in  these  matters. 

MR,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  the  arguments  advanced  by  the 
Legal  Berne  tnbraneer  are  not  convincing.  But  he  conceded  that  one 
of  the  items  of  work  of  these  salary  peons  is  to  intimate  to  the  officers 
the  presehce  of  the  visitors.  Suppose  an  officer  is  in  his  office  room  in' 
his  house  and  he  is  a  Brahmin  or  Kshatriya.  The  inmates  of  the 
house  may  not  like  the  intrusion  of  a  non-hindu  into  the  bouse. 
There  is  no  harm  if  the  officer  also  gives  weight  to  his  religious  senti- 
ments  in  his  house.  No  hw  prohibits  him  from  adhering  to  his  reli¬ 
gious  feeling's  or  sentiments  in  his  house.  In  such  cases,  if  a  non-Hindu 
salary  peon  is  forced  upon  him  to  attend  on  him  in  his  house,  it  will  be 
uncomfortable.  The  choice  of  selection  should  be  given  to  the  officers, 

MB.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  The  peons  are  exacted  to 
wait  on  them  when  they  are  engaged  in  office  work. 

MR.  N.  NARARAYANA  KURUP :  But  the  officer  may  net  be  sitting  in 
the  veranda  and  doing  office  worn.  He  may  be  doing  office  work  in  . 
one  of  the  rooms  inside  the  house.  It  is  then  the  difficulty  arises. 

Mr.  KAINIKKaRA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  what  the 
officer  would  do  if  the  visitor  himself  is  a  respectable  Mohamedan  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  If  intimated  the  officer  will  come  out, 
give  a  sala.am  and  offer  him  a  seat.  Therefore,  Sir,  the  Legal  Kemem- 
brancer’s  arguments  are  not  convincing.  So  long  aa  the  religious  senti¬ 
ments  of  the  officers  are  to  be  respected,  they  must  he  given  the 
choice  to  select  their  salary  peons. 

PRESIDENT  :  Before  this  matter  is  allowed  to  be  withdrawn  I 
wish  to  say  something.  One  of  the  first  things  that  I  noticed  when  I 
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came  to  the  State  was  the  very  large  number  of  peons  that  surrounded 
Bhaktivila3  and  most  other  officers  in  the  State.  I  have  deliberately  not 
taken  any  action  because  of  the  economic  situation  and  the  distress  in 
the  country.  As  soon  as  conditions  are  reduced  to  their  normality,  I 
think  the  policy  of  Government  would  be  to  lessen  the  number  of  peons 
to  about  a  fourth  or  third  of  the  present  number.  For  Instance,  with  a 
fourth  of  the  number  that  exists  in  Bhaktivilas  I  should  be  very  happy. 
At  present,  there  is  hardly  space  for  visitors  to  wait  in  "the  house  be¬ 
cause  there  is  such  a  large  number  of  peons  there  ;  some,  of  course,  on 
legitimate  work  and  some  eagerly  waiting  near  the  cars.  (Laughter.) 
The  number  of  peons  seems  some  how  to  be  connected  with  the  prestige 
of  the  officer  here  The  only  place  worse  than  Travancore  in  this  re¬ 
spect  is  perhaps  Simla.  I  had  an  overwhelming  number  of  peons  when  I 
was  a  member  of  the  Council  there  having  hardly  any  room  in  the  house. 
The  whole  trouble  is  that  apparently  it  was  considered  a  matter  of 
diginity  for  an  officer  to  have  a  certain  number  of  people  both  in  the 
house  and  in  'the  office.  Under  ideal  conditions  no  more  than  one  or 
two  will  be  necessary  for  the  actual  transaction  of  the  public  business 
within  the  house.  The  rest  should  be  entertained  in  the  office  for 
necessary  work  not  for  show.  Only  those  peons  should  be  entertained 
who  have  definite  work  assigned  to  them  in  the  offiice.  Personal  peons 
must  be  only  one  or  two  in  number  and  this  ought  to  be  irrespective  of 
the  standing  or  status  or  rank  or  importance  of  the  officer.  That  re¬ 
form  Government  have  not  taken  up  for  the  deliberate  reason  that 
such  a  large  number  of  people  have  somehow  or  other  found  means  of 
occupation  and  of  employment  and  it  would  be  making  the  evil  much 
worse  if  they  are  all  disbanded  at  this  moment.  Government,  during 
the  time  of  the  economic  distress,  do  not  propose  to  change  the  present 
system.  Personal  peons  should  he  as  few  in  number  as  possible  and 
they  should  be  more  or  less  uniform  in  number,  whatever  the  status, 
or  rank,  or  importance  of  the  officer.  Sooner  or  later  this  reform 
must  be  brought  about.  If  this  decision  is  arrived  at,  then  this  policy 
of  having  menial  or  domestic  servants  as  peons  will  also  be  gradually 
eradicated.  We  are  perhaps  following  a  very  ancient  tradition.  1  knew 
a  time  when  every  morning,  both  in  Baroda'  and  in  Travancore,  rice 
and  vegetables  were  sent.  All  these  things  are  part  of  a  traditional 
usage  which  can  only  be  slowly  eradicated.  But,  sooner  or  later,  the 
whole  question  will  have  to  be  raised. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Sir,  I  do  not  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  21. 

The.  following  motion  was  not  moved  :  ■ 

Mr.  N.  Naratana  Ktjb,tjp  : 

To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  EU.  10,65,073  under  Demand  XI  V  by  lia.  10_ 

Motion  No.  22. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYAHA  KURUP.:  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  for  a  reduction  of 
Rs.  10  from  the  total  allotment  of  Ks.  10,65,073  under  Demand  XIV. 
The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House  and 
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tho  Government  that  there  is  a  very  large  number  of  original  petitions 
and  other  petitions  for  the  reduction  of  decree  amounts  under  the  Act 
II  of  111b  in  almost  all  the  civil  courts  in  the  State  and  that  for  the 
speedy  disposal  of  these  petitions  which  have  accumulated  in  the  civil 
cour  s,  some  additional  temporary  Munsiffs  Courts  should  be  esta¬ 
blished  in  the  State.  Sir,  there  must  be  at  least  2,000  original  petitions 
and  an  equal  number  of  other  petitions  for  the  reduction  of  decree 
amounts,  under  the  Act  II  of  116  in  every  Munsiffs  Court.  But  along 
with  the  ordinary  works  of  the  civil  coarts  this  will  be  an  additional 
burden  for  the  courts,  and  the  Officers  may  no,t  be  in  a  position  to 
dispose  of  them  at  an  early  date.  Therefore,  I  am  of  opinion  that  an 
Additional  Temporary  Munsiffs  Courts  each,  for  each  District  Court 
centre  may  be  established  for  the  speedy  disposal  of  the  petitions  under 
the  Debt  Relief  Act.  With  these  words  I  commend  the  motion  for 
the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  G  VELU  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  understand  that  there  are  at  present 
nearly  60,000  petitions  filed  in  the  civil  courts  under  the  Debt  Belief 
Act.  This  is  more  than  the  total  number  of  original  suits  and  appeals 
filed  in  the  State  in  any  one  of  the  previous  years,  in  111  4,  1115  or 
1116.  In  1115  only  54,950  cases  were  instituted  in  all  and  in  1114, 
56,590  cases  were  filed.  Sir,  besides  these  60,000  petitions,  there  are 
regular  suits  and  appeals  also  filed  in  the  various  courts.  I  know,  Sir, 
that  some  of  these  petitions  can  easily  he  disposed  of.  But  there  are 
others  which  take  as  much  time  as  the  original  suits  themselves.  It 
is  the  policy  of  Government  to  prevent  Laws  Delays  as  much  as 
possible.  I  wonder,  that  being  the  case,  how  Government  found  it 
possible  to  abolish  two  Temporary  courts  at  present.  Sir,  on  the 
other  hand  if  a  sufficient  number  of  Munisiffs  aud  Judges  are  appointed 
to  cope  with  the  increasing  number  of  petitions,  I  think  Laws  Delays 
will  he  prevented  to  a  great  extent.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Conciliation 
Officers  when  Government  find  it  necessary  to  abolish  these  posts, 
they  can  do  so.  But,  as  it  is,  my  submission  is  that  the  appointment 
of  a  certain  number  of  Judges  and  Munsiffs  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLi  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  i£  the  honourable 
member  who  moved  the  motion  was  informed  about  the  actual  file 
that  we  have  in  1116  I  doubt  very  much  whether  he  would  have 
tabled  a  motion  like  this.  It  was  stated  by  the  honourable  member 
Mr.  Vslu  Pillai  that  the  number  of  cases  filed  on  the  original  'side  in 
the  civil  courts  in  1114  and  1115  exceeded  56,000.  The  number  of 
C4ses  that  have  been  filed  in  1116  comes  to  31,419  till  the  last  day  of 
Edavom  and  taking  about  4,000  cases  on  an  average  for  each  of  the 
two  remaining  months,  Mitimnom  and  Karkadagom,  we  might  expect 
to  have  39,000  suits  filed  in  civil  courts  as  compared  with  the  66,000 
in  1114.  We  find  a  phenomenal  fall  in  the  number  of  suits  that  we 
have  on  the  file  .in  1116,  i.  e.  about  20,000  original  suits  less.  The  peti¬ 
tions  filed  under  Act  II  of  1116  are  no  doubt  many,  because  the  number 
of  such  applications  exceeds  sO.000.  It  is  not  60,000  as  was  mentioned  by 
the  honourable  member  but  it  is40,000  and  odd.  It  will  be  remembered 
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that  a  good  many  of  these  are  applications  'filed  on  the  executive  side, 
although  they  are  filed  under  Act  II  of  1116. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  the  approximate  percentage 
of  the  original  petitions  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  That  figure  has  not  been 
separately  called  for,  because  the  question  itself  was  not  directed  to  it. 
Altogether  40,000  petitions  have  been  filed,  and,  as  honourable 
members  know,  about  2  lakhs  of  rupees  have  been  deposited  in  courts. 
These  mostly  relate  to  matters  on  the  executive  or  administrative  Side 
and  it  will  be  found  that  in  the  disposal  of  these  matters  there  will  not 
be  much  for  the  courts  to  decide.  So  far  as  decrees  are  concerned,  on 
the  execution  side  various  notices  may  have  to  be  ordered. 

MR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  the  number  of  such 
applications  filed  under  Section  16  of  Act  II  of  1116  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Their  number  is  very  very 
limited.  They  are  applications  which  correspond  to  the  applications 
under  the  Insolvency  Act  and  while  reducing  congestion  in  the  District 
Courts  it  may  give  probably  some  additional  work  to  the  Munsiffs. 
But  the  number  of  such  applications  filed  under  section  16  is  rather 
not  large. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  May  I  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  is  aware  that  even  petitions  filed  on  the  executive  side  are 
objected  to  and  that  several  of  them  are  posted  for  evidence  ? 

-  MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  That  may  be.  Of  course  there 
is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  every  creditor  to  deprive  the  debtor  of  the 
benefits  of  the  Act.  They  are  not  matters  which  will  take  any  special 
time  of  the  court.  As  at  present  advised,  there  is  a  steep  fall  in  the 
number  of  suits  filed  in  the  courts.  At  the  same  time  it  cannot  be 
said  .that  Act  II  of  1116  has  in  any  Way  added  to  the  amount  of  work 
which  the  courts  have  been  turning  out  before  the  Act  came  into  force 
Till  now  only  40,000  petitions  have  come  in  and  it  is  not  likely  that 
any  more  petitions  will  come.  These  petitions  will  be  disposed  of  by 
all  the  civil  courts,  the  Munsiffs,  District  Judges  and  Second  Judges. 
Ofcourse  if  Government  find  that  the  disposal  of  these  petitions  involves 
additional  work  and  that  more  officers  have  to  be  appointed,  Govern¬ 
ment  will  be  only  too  glad  to  make  'the  appointments,  because,  as 
honourable  members  know,  it  is  the  accepted  policy  of  Government 
that  the  administration  of  justice  should  be  speeded  up. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  whether  the  honourable 
member  is  able  to  say  whether  the'petitions  that  have  been  filed  are 
steadily  disposed  of  ? 

.  MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  If  the.honourable  member  has' 
been  reading  the  T.  L.  T.  and  T.  L.  J.  he  will  know  that  many  of  them 
arc  disposed  of  and  that  appeals  have  been  preferred  and  ftnal  decisions 
have  been  given  by  the  High  Court.  The  High  Gourt  have  given  decision 
on  several  .of  the  important  controversial  points.  It  means  that  those 
controversies  have  been  settled.  Theie  are  various  cases  in  which 
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there  may  not  be  any  controversy  at  all.  For  instance  a  person  deposits 
a  certain  amount  as  first  instalment  and  says  that  notice  may  be  issued 
to  the  other  party.  Suppose  the  decree  holder  takes  his  own  time  to 
take  the  money.  The  case  remains  undisposed  of  till  the  amount  is 
taken  by  him  or  till  the  court  passed  an  order  that  the  amount  is 
deposited  and  the  petition  is  recorded. 

Government  will  of  course  call  for  reports  about  the  working  of  this 
Act.  As  a  matter  of  fact  they  are  getting  fortnightly  statements  and 
if  Government  are  satisfied  that  the  operation  of  the  Act  involves  more 
work  and  that  the  additional  work  cannot  be  disposed  of  except  by  the 
appointment  of  additional  judicial  offieeis,  Government  will  gladly 
appoint  them.  And  I  can  certainly  undertake  that  Government  will 
not  fail  to  discharge  that  part  of  their  duty.  Government,  as  at  present 
advised,  think  that  there  is  no  immediate  necessity  for  any  additional 
appointment.  But  if  during  the  course  of  the  year  it  is  found  necessary, 
they  will  certainly  make  the  necessary  appointments. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELflYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  proposal  for  reducing  the  number  of  Judges? 

MB,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  There  is  no  proposal  to 
reduce  the  number  of  Judges  excepting  the  number  already  mentioned 
in  the  budget  for  the  next  year. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  doubt  whether  the  Legal  Bemembr- 
ancer  is  correct  when  he  says  that  the  total  uumber  of  petitions  put  in 
under  this  Actwvill  be  not  more  than  40,000. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  'I said  slightly  more  than 
40,000.  \ 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  The  original  petitions  themselves  will 
come  to  more  than  40,000  and  the  petitions  on  the  execution  side  will 
be  more  than  a  lakh. 

.  MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  these  petitions  on  the 
execution  side  may  relate  to  debts  which  do  not  come  under  Act  II  of 
1116. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Sir,  the  number  relates  to  original 
petitions  under  Act  II  of  1116.  But  there  are  other  petitions  on  the 
execution  side  under  Act  II  of  1116  which  also  come  to  more  than  one 
lakh. 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether 
he  is  aware  that  a  special  register  is  maintained  in  all  the  courts  for 
registering  the  cases  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  Order,  order.  "What  is  the  difficulty  ?  If  we  find 
that  the  work  is  such  that  it  is  overwhelming,  other  Judges  will  be 
appointed.  If  at  any  time  Government  find  that  the  present  judiciary 
cannot  cope  with  their  work  they  would  increase  the  number,  They 
would  have  no  hesitation  to  do  so. 
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MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  am  glad,  Sir.  But  I  do  not  agree  with 
the  assertion  of  the  learned  Legal  Bemebrancer  that  the  judicial  officers 
now  in  the  department  can  dispoEe  of  all  these  petitions,  expeditiously. 
That  opinion  reminds  me  of  the  old  story  of  the  disposal  of  cases  by' 
a  judicial  officer  who  disposed  of  all  the  petitions  or  cases  after  arrang¬ 
ing  them  in  two  almirahs,  and  dismissing  all  in  one  of  them  and 
allowing  all,  in  the  other. 

PRESIDENT.  That  was  stated  of  an  executive  officer  and  not  of  a 
Judicial  officer. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KllRUP  :  Yes,  Sir.  In  view  of  the  answer  given 
by  the  President  that  the  Government  will  have  no  hesitation  in  ap¬ 
pointing  more  judicial  officers  when  necessity  arises,  I  do  not  press 
the  motion.

To  red  i  e  the  all  <t  ae  it  of  fi  t.  93,673  for  Central  Prison 

to  speak  of  better  treatment  of  political  prisoners.  Sir,  when  it 
is  a  political  offence  it  is  an  offence  for  no  moral  turpitude  because  it  is 
not  an  offence  committed  for  personal  gain.  Suppose  a  man  commits 
theft,  it  is  an  offence  committed  for  his  own  gain.  So  iu  all  civilised 
countries  and  in  India  they  have  made  a  difference  between  political 
offences  and  other  crimes.  If  you  read  the  newspapers  about  punish¬ 
ments  for  political  offences  yon  will  see  that  so  and  so  is  given  A  class 
or  B  class.  But  unfortunately  in  our  State  these  political  prisoners 
are  treated  as  ordinary  class  of  prisoners. 

About  two  or  three  years  ago  I  put  the  question  to  the  Chief 
Secretary  to  Government  who  said  that  one  Mr.  A.  Narayana  Pillai 
was  treated  aB  an  ordinary  class  of  prisoner.  These  political 
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prisoners  are  treated  very  badly.  Moreover  they  are  put  in  ordinary 
lockups.  For  instance  one  Mr.  Sankar  B.  a.,  b.  l.,  was  put  in  the 
Arambjly  lock-up  and  then  transferred  to  the  JKottar  lock-up.  But 
the  best  way  is  to  release  him,  not  confine  him  in  -Kottar,  so  that  he 
could  maintain  his  wife  and  children.  That  is  the  method  adopted 
in  British  India.  . 

MR.  PULIYOORT.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILL.AI  :  May  I  know  whether 
Mr.  Sankar  is  a  married  man  ? 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA1  :  Then  how  can  Mr.  Sankar 
have  wife  and  children  ? 

Mr.  K  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  One  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai  made 
utterance  in  British  India  and  shouted  anti-war-slogans. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  Sir,  these  statements  are 
irrelevant.  These  people  are  detenues  and  not  prisoners. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  motion  is  for  the  better  treatment  of  political 
prisoners.  They  are  not  prisoners  but  detenues  under  the  Criminal 
Law  Amendment  Act. 

Mr.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR :  Sir,  the  prisoners  deserve 
better  treatment  in  the  matter  of  clothing,  and  food.  The  prisons  are 
insanitary.  It  is  only  to  point  out  these  things  that  I ,  have,  'moved 
the  motion. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion.  With  the  advent  of  Indian  nationalism  and  its  effects  on  the 
social,  economical  and  political  life  and  activities  of  the  people,  jail 
going  has  been  very  much  popularised.  The  surge  of  nationalism 
and  the  yearning  to  get  independance  sent  a  thrilling  wavo  of  enthu- 
siam  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  country  resulting  in 
an  upheaval  and  the  internment  of  the  most  intelligent,  influential 
and  worthy  sons  of  the  soil.  We  too  had  our  due  share.  When  these 
people  are  interned  in  British  India  or  are  sent  to  jail,  there  exists  a 
classification,  A,  B  and  C.  They  are  classed  according  to  the  position 
they  occupy  in  the  land,  the  respectability  they  command  and  the 
nature  of  life  led  by  them.  Thus  i a  every  jail  in  British  India  they 
are  provided,  according  to  their  classification,  with  newspapers,  books, 
writing  materials  and  every  other  facilities  they  desire  and  deserve  to 
have.  For  what  crimes  are  they  sent  to  jail?  They  are  not  sent  to 
jail  for  any  heinous  crime  attended  by  any  moral  degradation.  They 
.  are  sent  to  jail  for  holding  certain  opinion  or  political  activities.  The 
only  offence  they  have  committed  is  that  they  were  not  cowards  to 
hold  the  opinion  to  themselves  and  thus  escape  the  consequences  other¬ 
wise  apt  to  fall  upon  them.  For  those  who  held  the  same  opinion 
and  did  not  give  it  public  utterance  escaped  the  predicament.  Jails  are 
ordinarily  intended  to  be  reformatories-  I  don,t  think  that  any  state 
will  deny  that  claim.  But  in  actual  practice  the  prisoners  sent  to  jail 
do  not  get  reformed  any  way,  nor  do  the  state  take  particular  care  to 
make  them  s...  Thus  the  internment  has  almost  without  exception 
gone  only  to  harden  up  the  criminal  tendencies  of  the  internees. 
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The  utmost  harm  that  can  be  done  to  the  State,  to  the  people  and  to 
humanity  is  that  these  jails  tend  to  make  them  a  criminal  class. 
When  these  political  prisoners  are  also  sent  to  this  jail  along  with 
ordinary  convicts  they  are  treated  like  other  prisoners,  as  ordinary  con¬ 
victs,  and  they  are  not  given  any  facilities.  The  result  is  a  bind  of 
mental  degradation  in  some  cases  and  the  hardening  up  of  the  feeling 
of  criminal  tendencies  in  others  by  constant  association  with  habitual 
hardened  criminals.  Educated  hardened  criminals  will  be  a  menace 
to  society.  I  do  not  tbimr,  therefore,  tbe  State  can  encourage  the 
keeping  of  political  prisoners  along  with  other  prisoners  even  in  the 
interests  of  the  State.  My  object  in  supporting  tbe  motion  is  that 
when  political  prisoners  are  sent  to  jail  for  holding  social  or  political 
opinions  they  should  be  given  different  classification  as  their  comrades 
are  given  in  British  India,  for  wh'at  is  considered  as  a  unwholesome 
opinion  to-day  may  be  otherwise,  tomorrow.  That  is  what  world 
history  teaches  ns  too.  As  such,  to  punish  a  man  for  a  certain  opinion 
is  itself  wrong  in  principle.  When  the  State  thinks  it  fit' to  do  so  why 
not  give  them  some  special  consideration  at  least.  With  these  words 
I  support  the  motion. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AlyAR  :  Sir,  no  question  of 
nationalism  or  politics  arises  in  the  State.  This  is  a  question  of 
following  the  law,  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code,  the  Penal  Code  and 
the  Jail  Kules.  If  a  man  is  punished  it  will  be,  under  the  Penal  Code 
or  under  any  special  law.  After  sentence,  the  Jail  Buies  will  be 
applied.  And  no  difference  is  shown  between  man  and  man. 

MR.  KANNANTHOOATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  no  difference  between  a  sentence  for  culpable  homicide  and  oro 
for  political  offence  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAV1NA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR ;  Yes,  the  penal  law 
recognises  some  difference.  It  recognises  mens  rca.  But  with  refer- 
ence  to  Jail  Buies  there  is  no  difference.  The  only  question  is 
whether  a  man  is  sentenced  to  simple  imprisonment  or  rigorous  . 
imprisonment.  The  man  sentenced  to  simple  imprisonment  is  en¬ 
titled  to  certain  privileges  which  a  man  sentenced  to  (rigorous  im¬ 
prisonment  is  not- 

Mr.  KANNANTHQDATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR :  When  a  person  is 
convicted  for  a  political  offence,  does  that  involve  moral  tuipitude? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR :  I  do  not  understand 
what  "my  friend  means  by  political  offence.  If  he  means  an  offence 
punishable  for  sedition,  I  think  that  offence  against  the  State  is  as 
heinous  as  any  other  offence. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR:  May  I  know  whether  the  present 
so-called  political  prisoners  in  Travancore  are  not  only  detenues  under 
the  Defence  of  Travancore  Act  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  I  do  not  understand 
what  the  honourable  member  means  by  political  prisoners.  If  he 
refers  to  detenues,  this  Demand  does  not  apply  to  them.  If  my  friend 
refei'3  to  political  prisoners  convicted  for  sedition,  I  think  the  total 
number  does  not  exceed  four  or  five. 
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Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  May!  know  whether 
our  Criminal  Procedure  Code  is  not  drafted  on  the  basis  of  the  British 
Indian  Code  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR:  Not  exactly  so.  There  ' 

are  certain  differences. 

Hr.  Janardanan  Nair  said  that  men  are  being  punished  for  hold¬ 
ing  political  opinions.  The  moment  a  man  is  sentenced  to  imprison¬ 
ment,  and  sent  to  jail,  he  becomes  a  prisoner  and  he  will  be  treated 
according  to  law.  It  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  law  that  no  man 
can  be  punished  for  his  opinion. 

In  view  of  what  I  have  said  I  have  to  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Does  the  honourable 
member  mean  that  the  law  in  Travancore  does  not  contemplate 
political  offences  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR:  The  member  is 
right.  Neither. our  Criminal  Law,  nor)  our  Criminal  Procedure  code 
deals  with  a  class  of  offences  called  “political”. 

MR.  K.  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR:  May  I  know  whether  the 
Chief  Secretary  is  aware  that  in  the  judgments  of  the  Bombay  and 
other  High  Courts  the  term  “political  offences”  is  used  and  that  it  is 
accepted  in  the  nomenclatu  re  of  other  courts  ? 

RAJYA3EVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR :  We  are  not  bound 
to  follow  the  decisions  of  the  Madras  or  other  High  Courts.  Travan¬ 
core  has  its  own  High  Court. 

MR.  K .  NARAYANAPERUMAL  NADAR  :  Sir.  for  fear  of  defeat,  I  do  not 
want  to  press  the  motion.

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  Sir,  I  move  :

Myobject  is  to  point  out  the  inefficiency  of  the  Police  in  checking 
tbe  crime.  Sir,  it  is  found  from  the  Administration  Report  of  1115 
that  almost  all  the  crimes  except  murder  are  on  the  increase  by  35 
percent,  showing  thereby  that  the  police  are  not  in  a  position  to  check 
the  crimes  committed  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  of  prouiulga  ion.  of  a  motto  “Polite  in  method  and  quick  in 
action”  and  inspite  of  the  fact  that  Inspector- General  is  praised  and  ap¬ 
plauded  by  the  newspapers,  the  police  administration  is  rotten  at  the 
bottom. 


PRESIDENT  :  The  expression  is  “strong  in  action.” 

Mr.  N.  IVARAYANA  KURUP  :  Yes,  Sir.  Then  I  must  say  there  is  strong 
in  action  and  impoliteness  on  the  part  of  the  Police,  wherever  it  is 
necessary.  A  policeman  who  is  responsible  for  peace  and  order  is  a  terror 
to  the  ordinary  villager..  Even  false  petitions  are  hoisted  at  the  insti¬ 
gation  of  ihe  coteries  of  policemen  to  extract  money  from  poor  villagers. 
He  gets  a  petition  as  aforesaid  and  goes  to  the  village.  If  the  man  does 
not  get  any  money  from  the  poor  villager,  he  is  brought  to  the  police 
station  and  kept  there.  Though  the  poor  man  is  taken  to  the  police 
action,  he  will  not  be  shown  to  the  Inspector  at  all  for  ‘days  together. 
He  will  be  asked  to  wait  at  the  premises  of  the  police  station  for  hours 
together  without  the  Inspector's  knowledge  and  harassed  but  not 
arrested.  If  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  or  the  President  ,  of  this 
Assembly  were  to.  make  surprise  visits:  to  any  of  the  police  stations, 
such  ins'ances  can  be  found  in:  abundance.  There  are  instances  of 
persons  kept  in  the  lockups  without  being  charge-sheeted,  or  without 
a  ease  being  taken  against  them.  If  a  Police  Officer  knows  that  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  are  likely  to  complain  of  such  actions  to  his  superi¬ 
ors  be  will  make  false  reports  about  the  members  in  question.  Such  re¬ 
po,  tswi.l  be  made  sufficiently  early,  anticipating  tbe  complaints  ol , 
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members  who  do  not  clance  attendance  on  him.  That  is  the  real  posi¬ 
tion  in  mofussil  parts.  The  nature  of  the  false  report  to  his  superior 
about  the  member  may  be  to  the  effect  that  the  member  of  a  parti¬ 
cular  locality  approached  him  with  a  recommendation  and  that  was  not 
heeded  to  and  that  it  is  likely  that  the  member  may  make  some  allega¬ 
tion  against  him.  So  much  so,  even  honest,  unbiased  complaints  are 
not  enquired  into  by  the  superiors,  believing  the  Inspector’s  report. 

Sir,  the  Inspector-General  is  very  kind  to  his  subordinates.  When¬ 
ever  a  complaint  is  made  he  will  say  that  the  hall  is  set  in  motion,  but 
that  ball  will  not  move.  He  will  say  that  the  matter  has  been  sent 
down  for  enquiry.  The  question  will  go  down  to  the  Inspector.  I 
myself  have  reported  to  the  Inspector-General  more  than  half  a  dozen 
instances  of  this  kind  about  the  acts  of  a  particular  officer.  For  all  that 
I  find  that  the  Inspector  has  been  left  scot  free.  No  action  has  been 
taken  against  him.  No  punishment  has  been  meted  out  to  him.  When 
the  matter  is  pressed,  a  theory  will  be  started  that  those  are  false  or 
biased  reports.  There  is  an  end  of  the  matter.  If  the  Inspector  is  in 
the  good  books  of  the  superior  officer,  he  can  do  anything  in  his  juris¬ 
diction.  All  the  Police.  Officers  from  D.SP.  downwards  support  their 
subordinates  whether  had  or  good  provided'  they  are  in  their  good  books. 
To  become  a  good  officer  in  the  eye  of  the  superior  is  easy.  If  an  Ins¬ 
pector  runs  with  the  car  of  the  D.S.P.  then  he  becomes  a  good  Inspec¬ 
tor.  If  he  does  not  run  along  with  the  car,  he  is'  labelled  as  a  useless 
Inspector.  Sir,  I  would  request  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  to 
go  round  places  and  make  private  surprise  visits  to  stations,  to  find  out 
the  police  attrocities  in  the  State.  Of  course,  ihe  members  of  this 
House  are  prepared  to  help  the  Inspector-General  whenever  he  wants 
their  help  to  put  down  corruption  and  other  illegal  practices  of  the 
Police.  If  he  gets  any  reports  from  a  member  of  this  House,  regard¬ 
ing  the  conduct  of  an  Inspector,  he  himself  should  go  to  the  spot  to  en¬ 
quire  about  the  matter  without  sending  it  to  the  subordinates. 

Mr.’M.  R.  NARAYANA  PltLAI :  May  I  know  why  not  the  visit  be 
made  public  ? 

ItlR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  If  the  visits  are  Dot  private  and  sur¬ 
prise,  the  Inspectors  and  their  subordinates  will  make  everything  in  the 
stations  in  order.  Hence  nothing  as  alleged  will  be  seen. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  who  will  divulge  such 
information? 

Mr.  N,.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  If  the  visits  are  public  any  agency  can 
intimate  the  subordinate  officers. 

Mfi.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  ;  Sir,  now  the  honourable 
member  says  that  the  Inspector-General  should  make  surprise  visits  to 
stations  on  the.  intimation,  from  members.  Then  if  the  honourable 
Member  who  gives  information  is  himself  a  suspect  of  the  police,  what 
is  the  procedure  for  that  honourable  member  1 

Mr,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  .•  Whether  he  is  a  member  or  not  and 
if  he  is  really  a  suspect,  he  .too  must  be.  brought  to  book. 
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[Mr.  N.  Narayana  Kurup,] 

The  point  is,  if  the  Inspector-General  has  confidence  in  a  particu¬ 
lar  member,  he  may  seek  his  help  to  find  out  such  truths.  But,  Sir,  I 
am  afraid  that  the  Inspector-General  of  Polce  does  not  generally  give 
any  weight  to  the  reports  of  the  members  of  this  House  even,  however 
true  they  may  be,  if  they  are  against  his  subordinates. 

MR.  E.  P.  VARGHESE  :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  is  in  the 
good  books  of  the  Inspector  of  the  locality  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYAMA  KURUP  :  That  is  a  different  matter.  There  are 
some  members  who  seek  the  favour  of  the  Inspectors  and  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  member  himself  is  of  that  category. 

MR.  E.  P. 'VARGHESE  :  But  there  is  no  Inspector  from  whom  I  can 
seek  favours  in  the  place  where  I  am  now. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Another  point  I  want  to  urge  in  this 
connection  is  that  the  Inspectors  and  their  subordinates  make  false 
allegations  against  poor  people  residing  in  their  jurisdiction.  They  sent 
constables  to  fetch  such*  people.  However  respectable  the  man  may 
be,  at  the  time  when  the  man  is  brought  to  the  station,  the  Inspector 
slowly.goes  out  on  some  pretext.  The  intention  of  the  Inspector  is  to 
see  that  the  man  is  made  to  wait  at  the  station,  so  that  anything  can  be 
done  with  him  by  his  subordinates  who  will  be  benefited. 

Mr..  M.  R.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  :  Is  the  law  in  Travancore  such  that 
any  man  can  be’sent  for  and  detained  in  a  police  station  by  a  Police 
Inspector  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KUKUP:  There  is  no  such  law  here.  But  some¬ 
how  this  is  very  often  the  case.  The  Inspector  of  a  locality,  though  a 
small  person,  is  very  influential  and  powerful  In  mofussil  parts  he 
is  .a  terror.  He  is  a  terror  even  to  the  rich.  Such  instances  should 
be  found  out  by  the  Inspector-General  and  dealt  with  drastically. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  What  is  the  member’s  basis  for  say¬ 
ing  that  such  things  are  committed  by  the  Inspectors  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  This  is  in  existence  long  before.  This 
can  be  called  “age  long  practice”.  That  is  why  I  want  to  bring  such 
matters  to  the  notice  of  Government  as  well  as  the  Inspector -General 
for  Buch  action  as  the  matter  deserves.  It  is  known  to  one  and  all 
here  that  the  present  Inspector-General  is  praised  by  almost .  all  the 
newspapers  in  the  State,  Yet  Sir,  the  corruption  and  illegal  practices 
of  the  police  have  not  suffered  a  check.  '  Therefore  I  want  to-  bring 
to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector-General  that  whenever  he  gets 
any  complaints  about  his  subordinates  from  responsible  members  of 
this  Legislature  or  of  particular  villages  in  the  .State,  let  them  be 
D,  S.  Ps.,  or  A.  S.  Ps.,  or  Inspectors,  the  matter  should  be  looked 
into  and  enquired  into  very  earnestly.  The  Inspector-General  should 
be  prepared  to  go  to  the  spot  without  giving  notice  to  the  police  officer 
in  question.  The  D.  S-  P.  or  the  A.  S.  P.  should  not  be  allowed  to 
accompany  the  Inspector-General,  for  they  will  support  the  Inspectors 
in  every  action.  That  is  good  in  itself.  But  to  support  a  subordinate 
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who  is  notoriously  corrupt  and.  who  is  notorious  for  his  attrocitios,  is  to 
encourage  such  matters.  If  the  Inspector  is-  a  person  who  run  after 
the  car  of  the  D.  S.  P.  and  who  will  dance  to  the  tune  of  the  D.  S.  P. 
the  latter  will  support  him  in  all  matters.  This  is  found  to  be  the 
general  rule. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAl :  On  a  point  of  order.  The  motion  is 
to  point  out  the  inefficiency  of  the  police  in  checking  criminals.  Till'  now 
that  point  has  not  been  touched  at  all. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  I  shall  come  to  that  presently.  All  I 
have  been  saying  is  only  an  introduction  to  -show  that  the  police  do 
not  find  time  to  check  the  crimes. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl :  Then,  Sir,  I  think  there  will 
be  no  time  for  the  member  to  go  into  the  subject  matter.  There  is 
no  time  for  that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  The  member  will  take  that  risk. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Many  questions  were  put  to  me  and 
I  had  to  answer  them.  Most  of  the  legitimate  time  is  spent  on  that. 
I  have  seen  the  honourable  member  who  raised  the  point  of  order, 
beating  about  ihe  bush  and  speaking  of  political  conference  of  Mysore 
and  so  on  when  he  speaks  about  the  Public  Works  Department. 

That  apart.  Sir,  my  point  is  this  ;  I  would  invite  the  attention  of 
the  Inspector-General  to  enquire  into  the  complaints  made  by  honour¬ 
able  members  of  this  House,  by  personally  going  to  the  particular  spot 
and  investigating  about  them.  He  must  take  evidence  from  the  patties 
concerned  and  if  the  allegations  are  proved,  the  officers  responsible 
should  be  severely  dealt  with . 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAl :  May  I  know  why  the  honourable 
member  is  very  anxious  to  enquire  about  allegations  made  by  the 
members  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Why  should  the  questioner  himself  be 
envious  about  this  ?  The  honourable  members  are  expected  to  be  res¬ 
ponsible  to  their  constituency  and  the  State.  They  may  make  com¬ 
plaints  when  it  is  generally  affecting  their  constituency.  If  an  officer 
does  havoc  in  his  jurisdiction  in  the  constituency  of  the  member,  it  is 
his  duty  to  intimate  the  matter  to  the  superior  officers  and  to  get  it  re¬ 
dressed.  If  such  a  complaint  is  not  enquired  into,  the  officer  concerned 
will  continue  his  attrocities  with  greater  force.  Hence  I  am  very  par¬ 
ticular  and  anxious  that  the  complaints  of  members  should  be  given 
due  weight  if  it  is  not  a  bias  3d  one. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl :  Is  it  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber’s  opinion,  that  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  has  not-yet  been  able 
to  form  an  estimate  in  that  matter  ? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Of  course,  every  one  can  make  an  esti¬ 
mate.  But  the  difficulty  is  to  know  whether  the  estimate  is  correct  or 
not. 
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MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  has  made  any  corn  plaint  to  the -Inspector- 
General  of  Police  regarding  any  Police  Inspector? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Certainly,  or  else  I  would  nofc  have  mide 
these  allegations  on  the  floor  of  the  House. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  what  has 
become  of  those  allegations  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  I  think  the  Inspector-General  has 
more  or  less  understood  the  real  significance  of  the  allegations  though 
late,  and  he  has  taken  action  on  it. 

Mr,  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUOHAN  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  room  for  complaint  on  that  score  ? 

Mr.  N.  N/fhAYANA  KURUP :  It  is  not  a  personal  matter.  Because  of 
the  delay  in  action  by  the  Inspector-General-  the  Inspector  concerned 
did  much  havoc  in  his  jurisdiction.  He  has  made  false  charges 
against  the  complainants  and  his  relations.  To  avoid  such  unfortunate 
things,  I  am  inviting  the  attention  of  the  Inspector-General  of  Police 
to  give  due  weight  to  the  reports  of  the  members  and  to  make  speedy 
enquiries  personally  and  to  redress  the  grievances  of  the  people  of  the 
locality.  Then  we  can  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Inspector-General  of 
Police  in  raising  the  standard  of  our  Police  Force. 

MR,  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  what  he  means  by  appre¬ 
ciation  ? 

MS.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Certainly,  the  appreciation  of  his  work. 
{Laughter). 

When  he  gets  an  allegation  against  any  of  his  subordinates  from 
any  honourable  member  he  should  not  direct  A..  S.  P.  or  D.  S.  P.  to 
enquire  into  the  matter  and  report,  that  is  a  usual  method.

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI '.  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Is  the 
honourable  member  entitled  to  speak  in  English  and  later  on  Mala- 
yalam  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  is  answering  a  question. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLA1 :  May  I  know  whether  if 
a  non- official  member  of  this  House  puts  in  a  complaint  against  a 
Police  Inspector  that  is  sufficient  reason  for  transferring  him? 

MR.  N,  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Certainly  not.  The  Inspector-Gene¬ 
ral  should  go  to  the  spot,  enquire  into  the  allegations  and  if  there 
is  truth  in  the  allegations  it  is  up  to  the  Head  of  the  department  to  see 
that  he  is  transferred  from  that  place,  before  enquiry, 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  During  the  pendency  of 
the  enquiry,  should  he  be  transferred  or  not  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  He  must  be  transferred  first. 

Mb,  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :,So  as  soon  as  a  petition  is 
put  in  by  a  member  of  this  House,  the  Inspector-General  of  Police 
must  immediately  transfer  him  ? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  res,,  if  he  feels  that  the  allegations 
are  true.  From  his  acquaintance  of  the  person  who  makes  the  allega¬ 
tion,  and  from  the  nature  of  the  allegation  whether  it  is  general 
affecting  the  people  of  the  place,  the  Inspector-General  can  more  or 
less  judge  about  the  truth  of  the  allegations. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  My  question  is  if  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  House  puts  in  a  complaint  against  a  Police  Inspector,  is  that 
a  sufficient  reason  for  the  immediate  transfer  of  the  Police  Inspector  ? 
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Mr?  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  It  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  immediate 
enquiry. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  And  during  the  enquiry 
should  the  man  be  there  or  transferred  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  He  may  be  transferred  and  enquiry 
"conducted.  Then  only  evidence  will  be  forthcoming. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  IV!.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Even  before  the  initial 
enquiry)  should  the  man  be  transferred  t 

Mr,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  He  should  be  transferred  after  the 
preliminary  enquiry, 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Suppose  it  is  found  that  the  allega¬ 
tions  are  nfft  true  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  Then  it  is. left  to  the  Inspector-General 
to  retransfer  him  or  to  give  him  even  a  promotion. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  What  is  the  basis  on  which  the 
member  says  that  the  Inspector  should  be  transferred  from  the  locality? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP.  If  he  is  '  in  the  same  locality  no¬ 
body  who  has  some  love  for  his  person  and  blood  will  come  forward 
to  give  evidence  against,  that  Inspector. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Is  it  the  member’s 
opinion  that  till  the  preliminary  enquiry  is  over  the  Inspector  should 
not  be  transferred  ?  1 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  If  the  particular  Inspector  is  kept  in 
his  jurisdiction  where  the  complaint  is  made,  then  it  will  not  be  possi¬ 
ble  to  collect  evidence. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Is  it  because  the  In¬ 
spector  will  suppress  the  bona  fide  of  the  case  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  Certainly,  he  will  oppress  the  people 
not  to  speak  the  truth  or  not  to  speak  against  him. 

Ms.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  whether  it  will  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  convert  a  bona  fide  case  into  a  prima  facie  case  ? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  It  is  from  the  nature  of  the  com¬ 
plaint  and  also  from  the  status  of  the  person  who  makes  the  complaints 
the  Inspector-General  can  know  whether  it  is  a  prima  facie  or  a  bona 
fide  owe. 

I  am. not  bringing  a  censure  on  the  Police  Department.  My  < 
friends  need  not  be  aflxaid  of  it.  I  have  my  own  fears  about  my  i 
flesh  and  blood.  j 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  By  “flesh  and  blood” 
does  the  member  mean. his  children  ? 

N,  NARAYANA  KURUP:  stsioob  isroig0  gDCU?l-'fflaooolte6iOQS)]§gj 
aJOswiragg  _  I  am  not  a  teacher  to  know  the  idiomatic  meanings  of 
the  phrases  used. 
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As  I  said,'  I  am  not  making  a  censure  on  the  department.  I  was 
making  these  remarks  to  the  notice  of  this  House  about  the  practice  of 
some  Police  officers  and  at  the  same  time  their  inability  to  stop  crimes 
that  are  prevalent  in  certain  parts  of  the  State  or  in  their  jurisdiction- 
As  I  said,  from  the  Administration  report  of  the  department  we  find 
that  there  is  an  increase  of  crime  by  SO  per  cent.  If  the  Police  had 
been  vigilant  they  could  have  checked  these  crimes.  Prom  these  facts 
it  is  plain  that  the  police  are  not  exercising  proper  control  to  minimise 

MR.  PULIYOQR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Way  I  know  from  the 
member  that,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  crime  is  not  a 
sure  index  of  the  greater  and  more  effective  vigilance  exercised  by  the 
^Police  Department  in  having  brought  them  to  light  ? 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  •-  It  is  a  matter  of  opinion.  To  me  it  is 
an  index  of  inefficiency. 

MS.  !il  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Is  it  due  to  the  in  efficiency  of  the  Police 

that  there  is  greater  record  of  the  crimes  ?  , 

MR.  N.  NARAYaNA  KURUP  ■  Yes.  They  must  prevent  the  crimes' 
That  is  the  idea  also  with  which  we  have  constituted  the  department' 
Police  must  maintain  peace  and  order.  Jf  there  is  vigilant  control' 
and  petrolling,  many  crimes,  such  as  theft,  house  tresspass,  robbery 
etc.,  could  be  checked.  But  the  police  do  not  care  to  do  this  work. 
They  pay  more  attention  to  trouble  the  people  and  to  get  something. 

MR.  PULIYOQR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
percentage  of  convictions  in  the  cases  charge  sheeted  by  the  Police  is 
on  the  increase  or  on  the  decrease  1 

Mr,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  •.  I  do  not  give  so  much  weight  to  con¬ 
victions,  In  99  per  cent.,  the  cases  charge  sheeted  by  the  Police  are 
convicted.  We  know  the  reasoD. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Is  it  without,  evidence? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Certainly  evidence  is.  there.  If  the 
Police  has  charged  a  case  they  can  very  easily  get  half  a  dozen  witnesses 
to  swear  as  they  please  and  it  is  possible  to  convict  the  accused.  The 
convicts,  are  helpless  in  this  matter.  If  the  Police  are  so  inclined  they 
can  even  cook  up  a  case  against  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Velayu- 
ahan  Pillai  and  convict  him.  It  is  easy  for  the  Police  to  collect  evb- 

I deuce  or  create  evidence .  (At  this  stage  the  President  occupied  the 
Chair.)  To  create  and  tender  evidence,  as  they  desire,  many  poor  and 
innocent  peoplo  am  compelled  by  them.  If  these  witnesses  refuse,  they 
will  be  beaten  and  forced  to  swear  against  their  conscience,  1  know 
very  many  instances  of  the  kind.  Sir,  it  is  high  time  to  stop  such 
practices.  If  the  Police-man  tries  to  extract  evidences  like  this,  he 
imjst  be  seriously  dealt  with.  Sometimes  witnesses  are  hired  for  giving 
evidence.  They  will  be  men  of  no  means.  They  will  be  fed  and 
maintained  by  the  Police,  till  they  are  examined.  It  is  easy  for  the 
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Police  to  get  witnesses  to  swear  as  they  desire.  Any  man  can  be  con¬ 
victed,  if  the  Police-man  deliberately  wants  it.  If  a'  man  is  found  to  be 
an  offender  let  him  be  convicted.  The  society  will  voluntarily  como 
and  offer  evidence.  Sir,  this  practice  of  creating  false  evidence  by  the 
Police  is  generally  prevalant  everywhere  in  the  State.  Bribery  and 
communal  bias  which  is  worse  than  bribery,  are  also  alleged  against 
the  Police.  It  may  not  be  bribery,  but  getting  some  money  just  suffi¬ 
cient  to  maintain  themselves.  This  accusation  can  be  overcome  Sir, 
if  the  pay  of  these  Police-man  is  raised.  They  should  be  given  a  pay 
just  sufficient  to  maintain  themselves.  The  pay  of  the  Police  consta¬ 
bles  should  be  raised"  to  Rs.  15  per  mensem.  The  Inspector,  the  cus¬ 
todian  of  peace  and  order  in  a  locality  must  also  be  given  a  pay,  not 
less  than  Rs.  ICO  $er  mensum.  If  this  is  done  Sir,  I  am  sure  that 
the  Police  will  never  be  currupL  It  is  necessity  that  induces  many  to 
corrupt  practices.  I  hope  that  the  Government  wjll  try  their  best, to 
help  them  in  this  matter. 

But,  there  is  no  reason  for  them  the  Police—  to  be  inactive.  They 
must  do  their  duties,  even  though  the  pay  is  small.  The  Inspector- 
General  of  Police  should  issue  orders  to  his  subordinates,  that  vigilant 
petrolling  should  be  conducted  to  check  the  crimes,  that  they  should  not 
hoist  cases  against  innocent  persons  and  create  evidence  for  the  oases 
by  hiring  witnesses  to  perjure  and  thrashing  witnesses  to  swear  against 
truth.  He  should  also  direct  his  subordinates,  not  to  disturb  the  peace 
of  the  people  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  by  illegally  and  unneces¬ 
sarily  calling  persons  to  the  stations  and  detaining  them  to  extract  some 
remunerations.  The  Police  must  be  a  public  servant  in  the  strict 
sense  of  the  word.  But  they  pose  themselves  to  be  the  masters  of  the 
place  now,  With  these  observations,  I  move  the  motion  for  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  this  House.

MB,  U.  SIVATHANU  P.ILLAI :  Sir,  I  would  not  have  wished  to  speak  on 
this  motion  but  for  the  remarks  that  were  let  fall  by  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  K.  B. ’Narayanan.  Sir,  I  must  immediately  take  the 
whole  House  into  confidence  and  say  that  ever  since  I  came  to 
this  'Legislature  i.  e.  from  1112  onwards  1  have  been 
noticing  an  attempt  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House  by  a  section  of  the 
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non-official  side  to  blackmail  officers  whenever  it  was  found  suited  to 
them,  particularly  officers  who  do  not  belong  to  the  community  to 
which  the  attacking  members  belong.  But  I  have  never  come  across 
any  instance  of  any  honourable  member  making  any  disparaging  re- 
marks  or  condemning  the  conducts  of  any  officer  who  belongs  to  the 
member’s  community. 

Sir,  I  have  had  occasion  to  listen  to  expressions  of  opinion  with 
regard  to  the  conduct,  good  or  bad,  of  the  officers  of  Government  by 
one  section  of  this  honourable  House  or  the  other.  Invariably  I  find  • 
condemnation  of  officers  only  by  members  who  do  not  belong  to  that 
particular  officer’s  community.  Though  I  did  not  think  it  worthwhile 
in  this  House,  I  have  asked  such  of  those  my  colleagues  on  certain  very 
relevant  occasions  outside  this  House  this  very  simple  question  whether 
these  honourable  members  would  have  sent  in  interpellations  and  asked 
supplementary  questions  condemning  misconduct  about  a  certain  officer 
if  he  belonged  to  their  community.  To  that  question  of  mine  they 
had  no  answer  to  give.  If  there  be  a  Nair  officer  going  astray,  I  am 
'  sure  no  Nair  member  will  throw  any  light  on  it,  and  if  it  happened  to 
be  an  Ezhava  Officer  who  was  going  astray,  I  am  sure  no  Ezhava 
member  will  throw  any  light  on  it  either,  because  there  will  be  opposite 
sides  strong  and  well-balanced  to  attack  each  other  in  order  to  save 
their  officer.  But  the  misfortune  lies  with  the  officer  who  neither 
belongs  to  the  Nair  community  nor  to  the  Ezhava  community  which 
are  the  major  communities  in  the  State.  If  such  an  officer  if  only  found 
to  be  not  accommodating  I  find  invariably  interpellations  put  in  this 
House  insinuating  against  his  conduct  or  sometimes  openly  condemning 
him  in  speeches,  t  ask  honourable  members  to  search  their  minds,  if 
it  is  not  so;  and  further  ask  if  it  were  purely  and  really  in  the  interest  of 
Bublic  service,  to  indulge  in  unmeritted  attacks,  I  pause  for  an  answer.

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI.  I  do  not  deny.  Ezhava  officers  also  may 
have- come  up  for  dismissal  as  other  officers  belonging  to  other  commu¬ 
nities.  But  that  is  not  my  point.  I  say  that  no  complaints  are 
ventilated"  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  against  those  officers  by  Ezhava 
members  in  particular  nor  even  by  Nair  members  for  fear  of  attack 
being  delivered  in  turn  on  their  officers  by  the  Ezhava  members,  as  . 
otherwise  it  Would  be  the  case  in  the  interest'-of  purity  of  publio  service. 
If  an"  Ezhava  officer  be  found  to  be  corrupt  or  abusing  his  official 
position  and  even  if  that  be  known  to  public  at  large,  the  Nair  members 
here  do  not  dare  expose  this  Ezhava  officer.  I  ask  where  are  we  drift¬ 
ing-  in  this  way.  I  have  been  all  along  restraining  myself.  Now;  that 
Mr.  Narayanan  referred  to  me,  insinuating  against  this  my  feeling,  I 
had  to  intervene  in  this  debate. 
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But  my  experience  m  this  House  is  that  not  even’a  single  question 
has  been  put  by  way  of  interpellation  (or  expressed  condemnation  of 
officers  belonging  to  the  members’  respective  communities).  Sir  I 
should  not  be  misunderstood.  And  I  hasten  to  assure  the  House  that 
if  a  misbehaving  officer  belonged  to  my  community,  he  should  ^  be 
immediately  sacked  and  I  appeal  to  the  Inspector  General  to  have  h’im 
sacked.  Sir,  if  an  officer  belonging  to  my  community  goes  astray,  it 
is  a  disgrace  to  my  community  and  I  shall  be  glad  if  the  Inspector. 
General  sacks  him  and  I  shall  congratulate  him,  even  if,  m  so  doing, 
-he  does  not  get  sufficient  evidence  but  only  strong  suspicion.  I  only 
deprecate  with  all  the  vehemence  that  I  can  command  the  practice  of  - 
gratituous  blackmailing  of  officers  not  belonging  to  their  fold  and  the 
attempt  on  the  part  of  some  members  to  canvass  either  for  or  against 
any  officer,  particularly  when  he  is  the  subject  of  an  enquiry.  Sir,  I 
have  also  seen  the  effect  of  such  an  attempt  on  Government.  On  this 
occasion  I  only  wish  to  warn  Government  that  it  should  not  allow 
itsel  to  be  swayed  an  inch  from  the  straight  path  of  honest  conviction 
by  such  an  attempt  made  here,  in  the  matter  of  declaring  openly  the 
innocence  or  otherwise  of  the  officer.  Sir,  I  must  freely  confess  that 
in  regard  to  one  or  two  cases  that  were  under  enquiry  there  have  been 
repeated,  attempts,  in  two  or  three  consecutive  lessions  by  means  of 
interpellations  as  to  what  was  stated  in  the  report,  at  what-  stage  the 
enquiry  was,  how  the  matter  ended,  whether  the  officer  was  not  alleged 
to.  be  a  bribe-taker,  to  prejudice  the  mind  of  Government  or  to.bluff  the 
Government  and  the  Government  have,  I  am  constrained  to  say,  yielded 
to  such  an  attempt,  I  have  heard  it  said  by  one  responsible  officer  at 
least,  in  respect  of  a  recent,  inquiry  about  aD  officer  that  to  satisfy 
public  opinion  they  must  mete  out  some  punishment-  ov  other.  Sir,  I 
ask  does  that  show  the  sense  of  responsibility  of  Government  for  an 
officer  to  say  like  that.  Sir  lam  reminded  of  that  fam  ous  story  of 
Pontius  Pilot  saying  tcrthe  man  in  the  dock  that  though  there  is  no 
evidence  against  him,  Pilot  has  to  satisfy  public  opinion  and  public 
opinion  wants  him  to  crucify  the  man  in  the  dock. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  may  rest  assured  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  do  not  proceed  in  regard  to  disciplinary  action  according  to 
the  desires  of  any  community  whatsoever, 

Mr,  M.  SIVATANU  P1LLAI :  I  thank  you,  Sir,  for  that  assurance. 

I  am  only  referring  to  that  aspect  of  the  matter  because  imme¬ 
diately^  statement  is  made  on  the  floor  of  this  .House  (from  the  non- 
-offlcial  Bide)  in  favour  of  or  against  any  officer,  certain  results  follow. 
Naturally  any  one  with  some  sense  and  ability  to  put  two  things 
together  will  come  to  the  conclusion  that  perhaps  the  subsequent  orders 
of  Government  might  have  been  the  result  of  such  expressions  on  the 
floor  of  the  House.  Sir,  if  I  remember  correct,  the  day  before  yester¬ 
day  or  three  days  ago  there  was  an  interpellation  about  a  police  station 
officer  in  Yaikom.  Prom  one  section  of  the  House  there  was  re- 
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treated  attempt  to  throw  mud  on  him,  and  I  immediately  concluded  that 
was  not  an  Ezhava  officer,  From  another  section  of  the  House  Mr.  T, 
P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  asked  whether  it  was  not  a  fact  that  the  officer 
was  honest,  aad  the  Inspector  General  of  Police  without  the  least  hesi¬ 
tation  said  that  he  was  a  very  very  honest  officer.  On  enquiry  I  found 
him  to  be  a  Vollalah.  Pardon  me  Sir  to  say.  that  I  am  proud  of  him 
Sir,  I  wish  that  the  same  could  be  said  of  almost  all  the  station  house 
officers.  Any  officer  in  charge  of  a  station  house,  I  concede  must  have 
recourse  to  some  slight  phys'cal  force  whenever  necessary  for  the  pur-  | 
pose  of  detecting  crimes.  By  condemning  this  practice  it  should  not 
be  understood,  Sir,  that  some  other  methods,  some  third  degree  methods 
should  be  used  to  elicit  information.  That  was  not  the  intention  of  Mr. 
K.R.  Narayanan  about  the  Vaikom  Police  Inspector.  It  can  be  freely 
conceded,  and  I  do  concede,  Sir,  that  it  is  possible  and  almost  probable 
that  Police  Inspectors  in  charge  of  station  houses,  whenever  they  turn 
got  to  find  out  clues  in  regard  to  robbery,  or  theft  necessarily  have  re¬ 
course  to  some  physical  force  in  order  to  elicit  information  from  the 
accused.  But  to  magnify  such  slight  physical  force  and  to  say  that  as 
a  result  of  the  use  of  that  physical  force,  the  human  body  got  metamor¬ 
phosed  into  a  pulp  is  deliberate  exaggeration  meartto  bring  it  home  to 
the  mind  of  the  gullible  folk  at  .arge  that  the  officer  is  a  brute  indulg¬ 
ing  in  mangling  to  pieces  of  the  poor  fellows  who  may  happen  to  be  in 
their  custody  for  crimes.  Iu  such  cases  Government  must  concede  that 
there  are  possible  and  probable  occasions,  when  Police  Inspestors  will  be 
obliged  to  have  recourse  to  force  within  restricted  .limits,  Officers  who 
are,  of  course,  responsible  for  the  discovery  of  crimes,  have  got  necess¬ 
arily  to  have  recourse  to  force,  n  But  to  make  such  a  charge  of  barbar¬ 
ousness  and  beastiy  brutality  against  an  admittedly  honest  officer  who 
lias  been  admitted  to  be  very  very  honest  and  one  of  the  few  honest 
officer  in  the  Department  is  something  not  at  all  understandable  except  ' 
it  be  that  thus  has  been  prompted  by  some  other  reason  which  thought 
I  know,  I  do  not  propose  tojlisclcse.  1  will  only  appeal  to  the  Inspector 
General 'if  he  is  really  convinced,  rightly  or  wrongly,  by  listening  to 
the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  that  the  'officer  bslonging  to  his  de¬ 
partment  is  honest  in  his  official  career,  to  see  that  he  is  encouraged 
through  tlvok  and  thin.  Sir,  we  are  at  a  very  low  ebb  in  the  matter  of 
honesty  in  the  public  services  of  the  State.  But  if  there  are  one  or  two 
officers  who  are  honest,  no  matter  to  which  community  they  belong,  all 
possible  encouragement  should  be  given  to  them  and  Gevernment  should,/' 
not  allow  themselves  to  be  swayed  from  that  by  impassioned  speeches' 
and  exaggerated  notions  of  the  use  of  physical  force.  Sir,  the  use  of 
limited  physical  force  is  a  matter  of  daily  occurrence  everywhere.  I  can 
understand  that.  Suppose  a  theft  takes  place  in  my  house  and  my.own 
servant  has  committed  the  theft.  When  I  ask  him  about  it,  he  is  not 
prepared  to  admit- it.  I  appeal  to  his  sense  of  decency  and  I  tell  him 
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that  I  was  all  along  treating  him  as  my  own  son,  that  I  am  prepared 
'not  '  only  to  forgive  him  if  he  admitted  his  guilt  but  even  to  make  a 
present  of  the  thing  stolen;  still  he  does  not  admit  it.  I  threaten  him; 
still  there  is  no  response.  But  if  he  is  sent  to  a  police  officer,  he  is 
prepared  freely  to  confess  that  he  committed  the  theft  and  that  he  has 
secreted  the  stolen  article  in  such  and  such  a  place.  This  is  because  the 
police  officer  is  bound  to  use  force  if  the  information  did  not  come  in 
time.  But  why  should  the  use  of  such  force  he  exaggerated  and  state¬ 
ments  made  that  people  are  made  into  a  pulp  and  chanimanthi  ?  If 
such  a  thing  happened  really,  the  officer  would  have  been  cbargesheeted 
for  wilful  murder.

If  the 
Inspector-General  of  Police  is  not  able  to  distinguish  between  a  crack 
and  one  having  a  perfect  balance  of  mind,  then  it  is  the  Inspector- 
General  that  must  he  sent  away.  If  the  officer  has  a  perfect  balance  of 
mind  and  is  acting  with  the  best  of  motives  and  is  honest  to  the  core, 
then  we  should  all  congratulate  the  Department  for  having  such  officers.

Mr  .  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  wish,  to  make  a  few  observations. 
The  motion  is  for  reducing  the  allotment  by  Rs.  5  and  to  point  out 
the  inefficiency  of  the  police  in  checking  crimes.  The  question  therefore 
is  whether  there  is  such  inefficiency  which  this  House  should  take 
notice  of  it  so  as  to  express  its  disapprobation  and  in  token  thereof  to 
reduce  the  allotment.  The  Honourable  mover  referred  to  one  fact  viz. 
increase  of  crimes,  in  bis  speech  on  this  motion.  But,  so  far  as  I  could 
gather  from  the  facts  available  from  the  official  reports  I  should  think 
that  we  have  to  record  a  vote  of  appreciation  ■  Let  me  refer  to  page  3 
of  the  Administration  Report  for  Criminal  Justice  ; 

.“The  total  nunber  of  offences  reported  during  the  year  fell  from  26,921  to 
25,135  or  by  1786”. 
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That  is  to  say,  the  number  of  crimes  has  not  increased,  br.it  has 
gone  down.  So  also  regarding  the  percentage  of  convictions  which,  I 
presume  is  a  safer  and  better  test  for  ascertaining'  the  merits  of  the 
preventive  action  of  the  police,  it  is  seen  from  page  5  of  the  Criminal 
Justice  Administration  Report  as  follows 

“Taking  the  whole  population  of  TravMouw  according  to  the  Census  returns 
nt 1*81  tile  pereentaeo  of  persons  actually  n,  uvioM  oume  to  O'S'T  against 

I  take  it  that  the  police  could  feel  legitimately  proud  of  this 
result  to  which  they  must  have  contributed  their  share.  Similarly 
page  10  of  the  Police  Department  Administration  Report  reads: 

“Tin  proportion  of  grave  orimo  to  popnlati-m  fur  die  last  lhree  years  was  oik- 
oaa,  to  every  4*38,  4843  and  3718  of  the  population  ip  1113,  1114  ami 
1115  respectively.” 

So,  taking  the  number  of  cases  the  percentage  of  convictions,  and 
the  percentage  of  grave  crimes,  it  is  very  clear  that  crimes  on  the 
whole,  are  on  a  decrease.  It  is  thus  proved  unchallengeably  that  there 
cannot  be  any  allegation  of  inefficiency  against  the  Police  Department 
and  that  such  a  charge  cannot  stand.  Now,  Sir,  so  far  as  crimes  are 
concerned,  there  are  different  views  as  to  why  and  how  they  are  com¬ 
mitted.  It  may  be  due  to  the  heredity  of  the  individual,  it  may  he  due 
to  his  environments  and  it  may  be  due  to  economic  conditions.  It 
may  also  be  due  to  so  many  other  causes,  some  mental  and  yet  others 
physical.  I  may  state  that  so  far  as  crimes  are  concerned,  the,  question 
of  men's  rea  is  the  important  element.  Some  go  to  the  extent  of 
saying  that  persons  commit  crime  because  of  some  mental  derange¬ 
ment.  •  On  the  sole  ground  therefore  that  the  number  of  crimes  has 
increased,  the  Police  cannot  be  considered  to  be  inefficient.  Piecause 
none  can  fathom  the  mind  of  another.  It  is  not  humanly  possible  to 
do  so.  Human  experience  and  world  history  prove  this  very  clearly. 
There  have  been  wrong  doers  always.  Of  course,  the  question  would 
be  whether  the  number  of  crimes  has  been  brought  to  a  maximum. 

If  the  number  of  certain  classes  of  crimes  has  increased,  there  are 
special  causes  for  it.  The  Police  Administiation  Report '  makes  that 
position  abundantly  clear  On  page  9,  you  will  find  — 

“Tlio  war  situation  was  takci  advantage  of  by  tho  dealers  in  food  staffs  for 
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These  facts,  I  think,  are  sufficiently  convincing  and  even  if  the 
‘number  of  crimes  with  regard  to  any  particular  offences  has  increased, 
it  is  not  on  account  of  police  inactiveness  but  that  there 'are  other 
sufficient  justifying  causes.  Apart  from  these  facts,  the  question  is 
whether  crimes  have  increased  during  the  time  of  the  present,  I.  G. 

I  should  say  ‘no’.  TakA  the  case  of  dacoity.  In  1101,  it  was  15  and 
in  1115  it  was  only  2.  Similarly,  take  the  case  of  robbery.  In  1109, 
it  was  76,  in  1110  it  was  74  and  in  1115  it  was  64,  Take  the  case  of 
house-breaking  and  theft.  In  the  year  1115,  it  was  460,  while  in  1107 
it  was  340,  in  1108  it  was  368,  in  il09,  348  and  in  1110,  it  was  420. 
Similarly,  as  regards  theft,  in  1101,  it  was  642,  in  1111  599  and  in 
1115,  612.  So  also  in  the  matter  of  murder  cases,  in  1113,  it  was  93, 
in  1114  it  was  114  and. in  1115  it  was  77.  I  presume  that  these  facts 
show  beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  we  cannot  in  the  least,  attri¬ 
bute  to  the  Department  any  dereliction  of  duty  whatsoever,  in  the 
matter  of  checking  crimes,  as  the  honourable  mover  would  put  it. 

.  It  was  said  that  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  is  over-lenient 
towards  his  subordinates.  But  let  me  ask  the  honourable  member  not 
to  believe  that.  For  if  he  would  believe  so,  it  is  a  hint  that  disciplinary 
action  should  be  taken  against  some  more  of  his  subordinates.  It  is 
seen  from  the  review  of  the  Government  in  the  matter  of  disciplinary 
action  that  the  Inspector.  General  of  Police  does  not  stand  second  to 
any  one  in  that  respect  also ;  because  I  see  from  paragraph  6 — Disci¬ 
pline— that  the  percentage  andithe  number  of  officers  and  men  .Who  were 
punished  for  absence  without  leave  was  4'1  as  against  2'1  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  for  offences  other  than  absence  without  leave  was  9’3  as 
against  1‘5  in  the  previous'  year  and  that  the  discipline  on  the  whole 
was  very  satisfactory.  Prom  these  facts,  I  am  emboldened  to  think 
that  the  Inspector-General  is  never  over  lenient  and  that  he  must  be 
honourably  acquitted  of  such  a  charge.  It  was  said  by  one  honourable 
member  that  a  certain  Inspector  sometime  ago  misbehaved  and  it 
should  be  construed  as  inefficiency  on  the  part  of  the  whole  Depart¬ 
ment.  I  do  not  understand  the  logic  of  it.  Human  nature  being  what 
it  is,  there  will  be  such  instances,  but  it  is  seen  to  be  the  exception 
and  not  the  rule.  All  these  things  point  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Police  Department  is  not  in  any  way  inefficient.  So,  Sir5  I  opposg, 
this  motion  as  I  see  no  justification  what  'soever  to.  subscribe  to  any 
of  the  views  expressed  by  the  members  who  spoke  in  support  of  the 
motion.

MR.  D.  C.  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  I  too  want  to  make  a  few  olrsemtionS  Oh 
this  important  motion.  Sir,  our  police,  our  loving  police,  our  lovable 
police  I  say  this  and  I  may  be  questioned  about  the  necessity  for 
paying  these  compliments.  We  have  no  grave  crimes,  we  have  no 
dacoiiy,  and  wa  have  no  morbidity  of  a  Bombay,  a  stupidity  of  a 
Ceylon,  a  timidity  of  a  Burma  and  an  excitement  of  a  Dacca  and  every 
thing  is  quiet  and  calm  because  of  our  police.  Our  police  is  an  orna¬ 
ment  to  the  State,  Our  lovable  and  young  Sovereign  is  attempting  for 
the  good  of  the  people  of  the  State.  You  will  realise  the  necessity  for 
the  Police  when  you  think  of  the  cumbersome  duties  entrusted  to 
them.  Our  police  Were  able  to  control  and  guide  .the  three  c’s  of  the 
State,  When  I  say  the  three  o’s  I  do  not  mean  the  Bay  of  Bengal, 
the  Indian  Ocean  91'  the  Arabian  .Sea.  I  mean  the  followers  of  the 
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Crescent,  the  Cross  and  the  Conch.  Our  police  looked  after  these  three 
communities  very  well  ami  they  are  living  as  a  united  family.  Our 
police  are  not  behind  the  British  Indian  or  any  other  police.  Recently 
distinguished  visitors  were  able  to  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  the 
police  acquitted  themselves  very  well.  The  opinions  of  His  Highness 
the  Maharaja  of  Bikaner  about  the  police  and  especially  the  Malta 
Banoe  of  Dholpur  about  our  lady  police  were  very  good.  They  stated 
that  our  police  was  a. great  asset  to  our  State.-  The  employment  of 
lady  constables  is  creditable  to  the  work  of  the  police  administration 
as  the  department  felt  the  need  of  it.  The  credit  for  its  initiative  goes 
to  the  generosity  of  the. Dewan-Prhsident. 

We  talk  much  against  the  police  administration  and  corruption. 
Our  mind  is  corrupt  and  the'  net  result  is  a  plethora  of  population 
which,  contributes  to  the  increase  of  work  of  the  Department.  There 
is  no  real  corruption  in  the  police.  There  is  criminal  tendency  among 
the  three  c’s.  Bather  and  children  do  not  agree,  husband  and  wife  do 
not  agree.  Everywhere  we  see  the  necessity  for  the  police.  And  yet 
we  abuse  a  certain  Inspector  or  a  certain  .Head  Constable  or  a  D.  S.  P. 

But  they  are  indispens¬ 
able.  What  can  we  do  without  the  police?.  Our  property  and  our 
persona  will  npt  be  safe,  without-  them.  That  is  the  meaning  of  the 
police  among  us.  I  do  not  want  to  s.ay  anything  more  except  that  our 
police  is  not  a  mere  police,  they  add  to  tho  revenues  of  the  State. 
During  the  last  year  I  find  that  they  have  added  Rs.  77,000  to  the 
revenues.  They  are  the  guardians  protecting  the  interests  of  the  poor 
people  of  Travancore  as  well, 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  two  minutes  more. 

Mr.  D,  C.  JOSEPH  :  They  are  adding  to  the  revenues  of  tho  State. 
Sir,  a  proper  head  of  tho  department  was  selected  at  an  opportune 
moment,  and  he  has  no  colour  or  caste  prejudice.  He  is  earnest  and 
extremely  loyal.  Yesterday  Mr.  Sivathanu  l’illai  said  something  about 
communal  bickerings,  He  spoko  about  thejjcoimniuial  feathered  spit¬ 
fires  caste-ridden  tanks  and  a  well-equipped  armour  of  eloquence. 
Unless  we  arm  ourselves  together  unitedly  and  work  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Government  we  will  not  he  doing  our  duties.  Let  the  police  do 
their  duties  without  oaring  for  anybody  but  for  justice  and  honesty. 
I. oppose  the  motion.  What  is  the  necessity  of  it  against  a  department 
which  is  working  for  our  interest,  safety  and  welfare,  and  in  the  long 
run  for  the  glorious  reign  of  our  young  Sovereign  who  has  dedicated 
his  life  for  the  peace  and  happiness  of  his  subjects.'

Mr.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUMJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  a  few 
words  on.  this  motion.  Yesterday  when  we  were  discussing  this  motion, 
X  am  afraid,  that  the  question  has  taken  rather  a  communal  turn.  An 
allegation  was  brought  against  the  Inspector' of  Police,  at  Vaikom  that 
he  is  torturing  the  public.  But  it  was  admitted  by  all  that  he  is  a  very 
strong  Inspector  and  honest  too.  Tho  ODly  complaint  was  that  he  was 
torturing  the  pnblie.  I  know  that  Inspector  very  well.  He  is  a  very 
young  man  I  think  he  is  the  youngest  of  the  Police  Inspectors  coming 
from  a  respectable  Vellala  family  in  Travancore.  In  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  he  might  have  been  harsh  with  the  incident  connected  wi‘h 
some  event.  That  comes  within  the  province  of  the  Inspector-General  to 
moke  the  necessary  enquiries  and  find  out  what  is  wrong.  But  in  spite 
of  all  that,  the  whole  matter  tvas  discussed  here  and  a  communal  turn 
was  given  to  it.  I  think  that  some  honourable  members  even  went  to 
the  extent  of  saying  that  there  are  Ezhava  members  here  and  Nair  mem¬ 
bers  here  and  they  fight  each  other  over  the  matter  of  vested  interest 
and  so  forth.  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  agree  with  that  allegation. 
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That  kind  of  allegation  has  been  made  against  the  honourable  members 
here.  We  know  Sir,  that  members  oomingifrom  particular  constituen¬ 
cies  may  have  some  grievance  regarding  a  matter.  I  admit  that  wc 
should  satisfy  ourselves  about,  the  correctness  of  the  allegations  and 
then  ask  the  Head  of  the  Daparanont  to  look  into  them.  As  for  that 
matter,  Mr.  Narayanan  lnmself  said  that  ho  lud  brought  this  matter 
to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector  -  General  as  well  as  to  tho  notice  of  the 
Head  of  the  Administration.  What  more  a  mill  be  dune  on  uie  matter  > 
What  more  is  going  to  be  gamed  bv  representing  the  matter  now  and 
againi  I  cannot  understand  !  This  matter  was  again  discussed  in 
detail  in  this  Assembly  and  daring  that  stage  a  communal  atmosphere 
was  created.  I  am  sorry  to  point  out  that  whenever  cut  motions  are 
brought  up  for  consideration,  the  tendency  nere  has  been  to  give  it  a.  . 
-communal  angle,  bias  so  to  say.  The  other  clay  when  the  cut  motion 
under  the  Excise  Department  came  up  ter  consideration,  appointments 
made  by  the  Assistant  Commissioners  wore  examined  ,aud  a  communal 
turn  was  given  to  the  matter.  There  was  another  motion  relating  to 
corruption,  As  was  pointed  out  by  the  Leader  oi  the  Nationalist  Tarty, 
.without  anybody  intending  it.  the  qaes  ion  took  a  communal  turn  and 
the  discussion  went  on|  It  was  urged  then  that  because  tne  Head  of 
the  Department  belonged  to  a  particular  community  and  because  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  establishment  also  belonged  .to  his 
community,  the  corruption  in  that  department  was  not  taken  serious 
notice  of.  In  that  turn,  the  discussion  went  on.  It  was  really  un¬ 
fortunate  that  that  kind  of  discussion  was  carded  on.  It  was  sheer 
was'.e  of  time  to  have  raised  those  allegations  by  means  of  the  agency 
of  members  of  the". Legislature  instead  of  those  points  being  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Head  of  the  Department.  Wa  being  representa¬ 
tives  of  people. are  informed  of  matters  appertaining  to  our  respective 
constituencies.  We  may  be  apprised  of  so  many  allegations  against 
the  departmental  heads.  In  all  these  matters,  we  mast  make  sure  of 
those  allegations  first  and  then  carry  them  on  to  the  respective 
quarters  for  the  purpose  of  investigation.  That  is  ohr  legitimate  duty 
representing  as  we  are  certain  constituencies.  The  moment  the  heads 
of  departments  are  informed  of  these  allegations,  it  is  .heir  duty  to 
investigate  and  dispose  the  a  of  in  the  light  of  the  facts  known  to  them. 
We  should  leave  the  matter  there.  It  is  not  possible  for  us  to  find  out 
the  truth  contained  in  them.  All  our  information  will  be  one-sided. 
Hence  it  is  that  the  matter  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Heads 
of  Departments  for  decision.  It  is  tha  province  of  the  Hoad  of  the 
Department  to  look  into  the  other  side  of  the  matter  before,  any  decision 
is  arrived  at. 

As  pointed  out  by  some  honourable  members  here,  as  far  as  crimes 
are  concerned,  petty  thefts  are  on  the  increase.  In  the  year  li’13,  it  was 
4.00  ;  in  1114  the  number  was  something  mote  and  in  1115,  there  arc 
GOO  thefts  or  so.  That  shows  that  crimes  are  decidedly  on  the  increase. 
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This  is  a  matter  which  should  engage  the  very  serious  attention  of  the 
Inspector  General  of  Police,  As  far  as  the  city  of  Trivandrum  is  con¬ 
cerned,  I  know  Sir,  that  petty  thefts  have  become  .the  fashion  of  the  day. 
Even  from  the  residence  of  Police  officers  there  are  such  instances 
during  day  time.  Articles  of  furniture  have  been  taken  away.  This  is 
a  faqfc  although  the  Police  officers  may  not  give  it  out.  The  theft  is 
attributed  to  the  fact  of  the  existence  of  economic  depression  among  the 
floating  population.  So  many  people  are  running  about  the  city  with¬ 
out  any  income  whatever.  I  would  urge  the  Inspector  General  to 
institute  an  effective  patrol  for  finding  this  out.  Moreover,  in  the 
city,  there  are  three  Police  stations  on  the  main  road.  In  the  entrance 
of  the  city  at  Petta,  Pcrukadai,  Jagadhi  and  Thirumalai,  there  were 
four  outposts  formerly.  With  the  abolition  of  these  outposts,  the 
Inspector  General,  it  seems,  has  sho-wed  a  saving  to  the  Government. 
Besides  these,  there  were  two  other  charging  stations  one  at  Karamana 
and  the  other  at  the  Residency  gate.  There  will  be  only  one  or  two 
eoustables  and  they  will  be  attached  to  the  stations,  Such  charging 
stations  and  out  posts  constituted  effective  control  against  thefts  in  the  . 
city.  In  my  opinion  these  institutions  may  be  revived.  After  all,  the 
amount  derived  by  way  of  saving  in  these  institutions  will  not  be  much 
when  compared  to  the  advantage  gained  by  them.  Hence  I  would  re¬ 
quest  the  Inspector  General  of  Police  to  consider,  this  aspect  of  the 
matter  and  see  to  the  revival  of  these  small  offices  which  will  go  a 
great  way  to  minimise  small  .thefts  in  the  city. 

I  also  take  this  opportunity  of  congratulating  the  Head  of  the 
Department  for  having  taken  effective  steps  to  put  down  the  political  _ 
situation  and. successfully  managed  the  affair^.  All  these  are  matters 
for  which  the  Department  is  to  be  congratulated.  But  as  regards  the 
other  matters  which  have  been  pointed  out,  I  hope  the  Inspector 
General  of -Police  will  bestow  his  earnest  attention.  ‘ 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDHAAN  NAIR  :  My  time  is  very  much 
limited.  So  I  will  refer  to  only  one  or  two  points.  The  motion  is  with 
regard  to  the  increase  of  crimes  in  recent  years.  Prom  the  statement 
that  I  have  collected  from  the  Administration  Reports  of  the  years 
from  1111  to  1115  I  shall  prove  that  the  expenditure  on  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  increased  by  Rs.  2  lakhs  and  the  crimes  have  increased  accor¬ 
dingly,  According  to  me  prevention  is  as  important  a  duty  of  the 
police  as  detection.  '  . 

This  shows  the  efficiency  of  the  police.  I  need  not  make  it  more 
clear.  At  the  same  time,  as  .has  been  pointed  out  in  reply  to  one  of  the 
interpellations  this  morning,  the  expenditure  rose  to  Rs.  2  lakhs  during 
the  last  four  years. 

Some  honourable  members  and  especially  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup 
referred  to  the  corrupt  practice  of  the  police,  vagaries  committed  in  the 
matter  of  cooking  of  evidence,  in  the- matter  of  cooking,  of  cases  in  the 
matter  of  beating  people  in  the  lock  up  -  — 
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PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  some  have  remarked 
that  the  department  has  become  worse  in  the  matter  of  efficiency. 
There  has  also  been  statements  stating  that  the  police  department  has 
become  perfect.  For  my  own  part,  I  find  the  department  doir^  the 
same  old  services  to  the  people  in  the  same  old  manner,  -.with  the  same 
old  imperfections.  I  do  not  think  that  it  deserves  _  any  exceptional 
condemnation  or  appreciation  and  a  censure  motion  will  be  as  just  or 
as  unjust  as  it  would  have  been  at  any  other  time. 

I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  especially  about  the  i  unhappy  reference 
made  to  a  particular  officer.  Sir,  during  this  session  there  have  been 
several  occasions  in  which  individuals  were  drawn  into  the  discussion 
on  the  floor  of  the  house  both  during  question  time  and  during  the  dis¬ 
cussions  on  cub  motions.  On  a  previous  occasion  the  same  Officer  was 
the  subject  of  a  series  of  searching  questions.  I  thought  that  he  was 
a  real  monster.  But  at  the  end  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  put  a  question 
and  we  were  told  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  that  he  was  an 
exceptionally  honest  man  in  that  Department.  There  was  another 
occasion  in  which  Mr.  Kumar  an  Vaidyan  was  putting  searching  quest¬ 
ions  about  an  Officef  of  the  Excise  Department  and  again  at  the  end 
of  the  whole  discussion  after  keeping  us  in  suspense  for  a  very  long 
time  we  were  told  by  the  Head  of  that  Department  that  he  is  an  except¬ 
ionally  honest  and  clever  officer  and  that-he  has  been  repeatedly  hono¬ 
ured  by  Government  by  giving  him  awards.  There  was  another  occas¬ 
ion  in  which  Mr.  Narayanaperumal  Nadar  has  been  speaking  about  a 
particular  Sub- Registrar,  in  some  place,  I  do  not  hold  a  brief  _for  any 
of  these  persons.  What  I  am  saying  is  that  the  time  of  this  .House 
should  not  be  taken  for  criticising  the  action  of  such  officers  especially 
as  they  have  no  chance  to  defend  themselves  on  the  floor  of  the  House. 
I  think  some  chivalry  and  generosity  is  expected  from  the  honourable 
members.  I  am  not  casting  any  asperstion  on  any  of  the  honourable 
members.  We  have  now  lost  the  principle  of  old  chivalry  Battles, 
are  being  fought  without  proclaiming  them.  But  even  then  to  hit  a 
.  man  when  he  is  not  present  in  the  .  House  to  defend  himself  is  not 
sportsman  like.  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  said  that  criticism  was  levelled 
against  the  particular  officer  because  that  gentleman  happened  to  belong 
to  a  minority  community.  The  (Excise  Officer  belongs  to  the  Nair 
community  which  is  not  a  minority  community  and  the  Sub- Registrar 
belongs  to  the ‘Christian  community  which  again  is  not  a  minority 
community.  So  the  attack  has  not  been  directed  against  the  members 
of  the  minority  communities.  ■ 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  What  I  was  saying  was  that  members 
of  certain  communities  are  speaking  ill  against  officers  belonging  to 
other  communities. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Another  criticism  level¬ 
led  by  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  was  that  the  Ezhavas  and  Nairs  ace  form¬ 
ing  into  a  click.  I  will  be  glad  if  it  were  possible,  if  at  least  two  com¬ 
munities  would  join.  But  unfortunately  or  fortunately....... 
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MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILL Al :  What  I  said  was  that  they  were 
warring  with  each  other. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  P  ILL  Al  :  Sir,  two  members  are  stand¬ 
ing  and  speaking  at  the  same  time. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  thought  a  third  need  not.  ( Laughter ) 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI;  What  I  say  is  that-  in 
such  instances  of  misconduct  of  individual  officers  it  should  be  more 
appropriate  on  the  part  of  the  members  to  bring  it  to  the  'notice  of  the 
Head  of  the  Department  .and  if  he  does  not  take  the  necessary  action 
to  criticize  the  Departmental  Head  in  the  House. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  Q.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUKRA- 
WARDY  :  Sir,  I  feel  very  gratified  for  the  very  sympathetic  way  in 
which  some  suggestions  have  been  given.  I  will  take  up  the  subjects 
under  discussion — increase  of  crimes.  ' 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Inspector-General  of  Police  will  notice  that  on 
account  of  various  considerations  he  has  very  little  time..  But  I  will 
give  him  12  minutes. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUilRA- 
WARDY  :  I  am  very  thankful  to  the  President  for  the  extension  of  the 
time  granted  to  me. 

As  regards  the  increase  of  crimes,  I  admit  there  is.  But  why  has 
it  increased  ?  Some  facts  and  figures  have  already  been  given  by  Mr. 
Janardanan  Hair.  I  am  obliged  to  him  for  his  special  study  of  the 
subject.  I  have  issued  instructions  that  there  should  be  free  registration 
of  cases.  It  was  not  done  before.  Some  of  our  officers  used  to  weigh 
the  pros  and  cons  of  cases.  Some  of  them  have  taken  into  their  heads 
that  only  if  a  case  is  chargeable  it  should  be  registered.  That  is  a  bad 
principle.  I  have  instructed  my  officers  that  the  moment  information 
of  a  crime  comes  to  them  (they  have  studied  law)  and  they  find  that 
the  case  is  cognisable,  they  should  'register  it  and  go  ahead.  That  is 
one  of  the  main  reasons  why  the  crime 'has  increased.  Aou  will  find 
that  the  crime  has.  increased  largely  in  the  coastal  stations  especially 
after  the  labour  people  have  been  discharged  from  work.  So,  as  is 
mentioned  in  the  Administration  Beport,  you  will  find  on  an  analysis 
of  the  whole  matter  that  the  crime  has  increased  due  to  scarcity  of 
food  and  on  account  of  starvation.  That  is  another  reason .  The  other 
day  I  went  to  Heyyattiokara  and  found  some  eight  or  nine  persons  in 
■  the  Police  Station .  The  D.  S.  P.  was  also  with  me.  I  asked  why  they 
were  there.  The  Police  Inspector  showed  me  a  bundle  of  tapioca.  I 
asked  him  whether  they  were  convicted  before.  Binding  that  most  of 
thorn  had  no  previous  convictions  I  suggested  admonition  and  release. 
But  still  the  case  bad  to  be  registered.  The  realtest  is  bow  the  cases 
were  handled.  If  you  turn  to  the  graph  in  the  Adrainistratioa  Beport 
on  page  17,  you  will  find  that  since  1106  the  detection  in  grave  crimes 
was  highest  la?t  year — more  control  and  better  detection.  It  was.  93%. 
Likewise  in  all  total  cognizable  offences  since  1107,  detection  was  high¬ 
est  last  year.  There  was  also  a  vast  improvement  in  the  recovery  Qf 
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the  property  stolen,  the  percentage  of  recovery  being  51.  against  38  in 
414,  an  increase  by  13%.  Comparing  the  percentage  of  recovery  of 
property  stolen  in  the  surrounding  British  Indian  Districts  in  1939, 
the  highest  was  in  our  State.  That  is  surely  not  inefficiency.  That  is 
something  complimentary.  My  request  to  Mr.  Kurup  is  that  while 
you  do  hit,  hit  accurately.  When  you  take  the  aim,  see  that  you  do 
not  close  your  eyes  and  see  that  you  hit  me  correctly.  If  you  jio  not 
hit  me  correctly  you  may  be  hitting  Mr. 'Padmanabha  Pillai.  Do  not 
hit  like  this,  gentleman.  You  must  weigh  the  facts. 

Then  coming  to  corruption.  I  am  here  to  acknowledge  that  there 
is  corruption  in  the  Department  from  the  D.  S.  P.  to  the  Constable. 
I  admit  that.  Some  of  my  officers  are  here.  There  is  corruption  in 
all  forms.  They  get  women,  money,  drink  and  other  supplies.  {Hear, 
Hear).  But  it  is  not  to  the  extent  ?  you  describe.  It  is  considerably 
reduced.  I  am  doing  my  best.  I  do  not  believe  in  building  my  Borne 
in  an  over  night .  Nobody  did  it. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  allowable? 

RAJY-ASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM'SAHIB  SUHRA- 
WARDY:  No.  I  am  doing  my  best  to  put  it  down.  I  know  that  certain 
of  my  officers  are  receiving  hospitality  and  the  Station  Officer  supplies 
them.  I  have  given  them  strict  instructions  arid  my  recent  order  is  that 
even  .the  bills  for  which  they  pay  should  be  retained  and  must  be  sent 
to  me  for’sorutiny  when  demanded.  I  have  written  to  them  to  keep  all 
these  bills.  But  to  hit  all  the  Police  force  is  not  right  and  proper. 
In  this  connection  I  am  making  a  sporting  offer,  I  am  doing  my  part. 
Would  you  do.  your  bit  ?  A.  great  deal  depends  upon  the  i  education  of 
the  public.  You  go  and  tell  the  public  “why  do  you  pay’’.  Here  is 
both  the  giver  and  receiver.  So  far  as  the  receiver  is  concerned,  lam 
here  to  take  notice  of.  As  for  the  giver  why  don’t  you  give  some  sort 
of  education.

Has  the  member  any  explana¬ 
tion  for  it  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHR  AWARD  Y  ;  If  they  commit  any  offence,  action  is  taken  ’against 
them-  Certain  superior  officers  are  also  taken  to  task.  I  do  not  feel 
that  I  must  be  a  favourite  of  all  the  officers  in  my  department. 

What  I  was  saying  is  that  certain  nonofficial  members  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  influence  they  have  with  the  Heads  of  departments 
and  the  Head  of  the  Administration  :  they  go  to  the  residence  of  these 
officers  and  sometimes  to  Bhaktivilas  and  they  will  be  , giving  out  that 
they  have  got  so  much  influence  with  so  many  of  the  officials.  They 
will  be  going  to  Bhaktivilas  and  will  take  with  them  some  gullible 
people  who  are  connected  with  certain  offences.  They  are  kept  outside 
and  the  gentleman  moves  upstairs.  Sometimes  he  will  be  taking  a 
seat  near  the  Dewan  and  making  enquiries  about  his  health  and  all 
that.  After  a  chit-chat  he  will  come  down  and  ask  simple  persons 
waiting  outside  to  give  him  the  stipulated  money  for  he  has  done 
everything  for  them.  This  is  the  way  how  some  non-officials  are  be¬ 
having  and  building  their  nests. 

Sir,  Mr.  Naiayanaperumal  Nadar  referred  to  restrictions  put  on 
the  State  Congress  activities  on  the  audience  and  all  that.  You  see 
my  circular. 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  will  address  the  Chair. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G,  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY  :  It  was  marked  confidential  and  all  the  same  it  found 
its  way  in  the  proceeding  of  the  House  and  I  am  not  sorry  for  it. 
Government  might  have  very  good  reasons  for  it-  What  do  I  do  ? 

I  have  given  instructions  that  the  Police  need  not  go  to  State  Congress 
meetings :  and  only  a  few  Shorthand  Reporters  go  with  a  few  plain 
dressed  Constables.  But  what  is  the  response  from  the  other  side  ? 
At  Nagercoil,  at  the  State  Congress  meeting  when  some  respectable 
men  were  putting  questions  Mr.  G.  Ramachandran  suggested  to  thrash 
them  out  immediately.  The  moment  questions  are  put  they  become 
rowdies  according  to  the  Slate  Congress  people.  I  do  not  say  that  the 
State  Congress  people  are  rowdies.  Only  when  they  leave  the  Con¬ 
gress  camp  in  disgust  they  are  dubbed  rowdies  by  their  erstwhile  leaders 
and  comrades.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  State  Congress  one  or  two 
Vakils  put  some  questions  at  Thuckalay.  At  once  thay  have  become 
rowdies  in  the  eyes  of  the  State  Congress.

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  those  thing  "arise.

SUHRAWARDY  :  A  number  of  young  deserving  people  are  starving  with- 
out  any  employment.  But  Mr-  Raniachandran’s  own  relatives  are 
employed  in  the  State,  under  Mr.  Birla  and  elsewhere. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  need  not  pursue,  the 
matter. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB 
SUHRAWARDY  :  I  have  two  different  versions  about  the  work  of  the 
Police  in  the  recent  labour  trouble  at  Alleppey.  Mr.  -Janardanan 
.  Pillai  paid  a  very  high  compliment  to  the  Police.  Mr.  K.  C.  Karuna- 
karan  said  that  the  Police  and  the  Government  failed  them.  I  am  re¬ 
minded  of  that  Urdu  couples  “Yar  ne  hame  phool  se  mara,  sange 
aghyar  segiran  paya’’.  My  love,  my  comrade  struck  me  with  flowers. 
They  pained  nm  more  than  the  stones  from  unfamiliar  persons  and  ad-, 
varsaries.  It  comes  with  ill  grace  that  of  all  persons,  Mr.  Karuna- 
karan  who  enjoys  all  the  protection  and  help  from  the  Government  and 
the  Police  should  now  choose  to  attack  them. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  N.  Narayana  Kurup-;  4o  you  press  your 
motion  ?

Mr.  K.  R.  Narayana  Aiyar  took  the.  oath  and  signed  the  Rolls. 
DEMAND  XVII— Ports. 

RAJYASEVAPRAV1NA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move 
for  a  grant  of  Rs.  23,343  under  Demand  XVII— Ports. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Sir,  I  rnbve  to  reduce  the  allotment  of 
.  Rs  23,345  under  Demand  XVII  —Ports.  The  object  of  my 
motion  is  to  point  out  the  necessity  of  constructing  a  pier  at  Quilon. 
Sir,  the  question  of  a  pier  for  Quilon  has  been  engaging  the  attention 
of  the  public  and  the  Government  for  the  last  few  decades'.  If  we  go 
through  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature  for  the  last  2  decades  it 
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will  be  seen  that  the  importance  of  a  pier  at  Quilon  has  been  stressed 
year  after  year  and  that  Government  also  have_recognised  the  necessity 
of  a  pier  in  the  locality.  Now,  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  go  into  the 
details  of  the  question-  At  one  time  it  appears  an  Engineer  was  asked 
to  make  an  estimate  for  a  pier  at  Quilon  and  I  understand  an  amount 
of  about  one  lakh  of  rupees  was  sanctioned  for  the  construction  of  it. 
After  that  no  steps  have  been  taken  to  construct  the  pier.  Now,  Sir, 
the  natural  advantages  that  Quilon  enjoys  in  the  matLer  of  a  harbour  it 
is  not  necessary  for  me  to  describe, b  ecause,  as  I  understand  the  Govern- 
ment  themselves  are  aware  of  it.  It  is  on  account  of  this  that  from 
very  early  days  that  Quilon  was  reputed  as  one  of  the  most  important 
ports  of  the  West  Coast.  At  present  Quilon  enjoys  great  importance 
as  a  commercial  and  manufacturing  centre  and  the  volume  of  trade 
that  is  being  carried  on  in  Quilon  and  the  .statistics  there  on  would 
give  satisfactory  proof  for  the  necessity  of  constructing  a  pier.  It  will 
not  only  augment  the  revenues  of  the  State  but  will  also  increase  the 
industrial  and  manufacturing  capacity  of  the  Slate.  And  by  that  it 
will  add  to  the  material  prosperity  of  the  State  as  a  whole.  Now,  Sir, 
it  appears  that  representations  have  been  made  by  the  Mrerchjmts’ 
Association  at  Quilon  very  recently  requesting  the  Government  that 
the  matter  be  immediately  taken  up.  I  do  not  know  what  steps 
Government  have  taken  on  these  representations.  Honourable  mem¬ 
ber,  Mr.  Periera  who  represents  the  Commerce  side  of  my  constituency 
stressed  during  the  last  session  the  immediate  necessity  for  construct¬ 
ing,  a  pier  at  Quilon.  Now,  I  will  submit  that  the  position  requires  a 
thorough  enquiry  and  immediate  action.  I  admit  the  fact  that  we  have 
got  the  advantages  derived  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  and  the  Alleppey 
Port.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Quilon  is  a  great  cashew  produc¬ 
ing,  ilmenite,  tiles  and  textiles  and  coir  centre  and  in  view  .of  its  proxi¬ 
mity  to  the  Ceramic  Factory,  it  is  for  ihe  Government  to  consider 
whether  the  construction  of  a  pier  at  Quilon  will  not  fLcilitate  the 
increase  of  industry  and  commerce  in  the  State.  The  expenses  which 
the  manufacturing  and  industrial  people  have  to  meet  on  account  of 
their  being  forced  to  carry  things  to  Aileppey  or  Cochin  would  consider¬ 
ably  be  reduced  if  a  pier  is  constructed  at  Quilon.  I  would  also  submit, 
Sir,  that  the  construction  of  a  pier  will  not  take  up  much  money.  If  a 
proper  enquiry  is  made  and  if  a  proper  estimate  is  gone  into,  I  am  sure 
the  matter  will  become  very  much  easier. .  With  these  words,  I  com¬ 
mend  the  motion  for  the. acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  S.  NARAYANA  PiLLAI :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  The  Com* 
mereia!  importance  of  Quilon  cannot  be  minimised.  .1  understand,  Sir, 
that  the  Commercial  community  at  Quilon  had  represented  to  Govern¬ 
ment  the  necessity  for  a  pier  at  Quilon  and  as  a  result  of  their  re¬ 
presentation  investigations  were  made  by  some  firms  and  by  Govern¬ 
ment  for  constructing  a  pier  at  Quilon.  Estimates  also  have  been 
prepared  with  regard  to  the  expenditure  to  be  incurred.  According  to 
my  information,  I  understand  that  a  memorandum  has  been  submitted 
showing  theidetails  of  the  expenditure.  About  two  years  ago,  the 
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administration  report  of  the  Forest  Department  stated  that  a  quantity 
of  timber  was  set  apart  for  putting  up  a  pier  at  Quilon.  Bet  I  fear, 
nothing  has  come  out  of  that.  Therefore,  I  would  request  that  in  view 
of  the  growing  importance  of  Quilon  as  a  commercial  centre  and  in 
view  of  its  reputation  as  an  ancient  port  Government  will  be  pleased  to 
make  early  arrangements  to  provide  this  amenity  to  the  town  of 
Quilon.  ■  .

MR .  K.  KlINJU  PANICKER :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion  before  the 
House.  Of  the  three  important  ports  in  Travancore,  the  Quilon  port 
stands  second  in  importance.  Formerly’even  sailing  vessels  were  con¬ 
structed  at  Quilon  and  there  was  traffic  between  Quilon  and  Ceylon  by 
meaDS  of  sailing  vessels.  Statistics  for  the  years  1114  and  1115  will 
show  that  while  868  and  220  steamers  touched  Alleppey,  77  and  43 
touched  Qui'on.  "With  regard  to  sailing  vesssels  while  97  and  34 
respectively  touched  the  Quilon  port  in  1114  and  1115  only  29  and  36 
touched  Alleppey.  I  submit,  Sir,  that -while  in  1114  only  29  sailing 
vessels  touched  Alleppey,  97  vessels  touched  Quilon  port.  That  shows 
the  volume  of  trade  which  is  going  through  the  port  of  Quilon.  Look¬ 
ing  to  the  natural  advantages  as  a  port,  Quilon,  I  should  submit,  stands 
foremost  on  the  western  coast.  The  one  defect  with  reference  to  the 
ports  on  the  Indian  coast  is  that  there  is  no  rocky  beach  or  coast-line. 
With  reference  to  Quilon  I  bo  g  to  point  out  that  there  is  a  rocky  coast 
line  on  the  side  of  Thankaseeri  up  to  .the  Neendakara  Bridge.  This, 
goes  for  flier  info  the  sea  thereby  preventing  the  possibility  of  the  silt¬ 
ing  of  the  sea  shore  way  by  the  sand.  That  is  an  advantage  peculiar  to 
Quilon.  But  there  is  .a* disadvantage  also;  whereas  there  is  a  mud 
bank  on  the  Alleppey  side  which  gives  a  peaceful  sea,  there  is  no  mud 
bank  in  Quilon. 

PRESIDENT :  The,,  real  difficulty  with  regard  to  Quilon  is  the 
current. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PaNICKER:  But  there  are  other  advantages  also. 
While  there  is  a  light-house  at  Alleppey  Quilon  has  a  better  light-house 
though  it  is  at  Tbankasseri,  There  is  a  pier  at  Alleppey  as  weil.as  at 
Valiathura,  Trivandrum,  but  there  is  no  pier  at  Quilon,  It  is  a  very 
great  disadvantage.  In  'Quilon  latterly  there  is  the  development  of  the 
cashewnut.uindustry  for. which  many  steamers  go  to  and  fro.  The 
ilmenite  industry,  attracts  sea  going  vessels  to  Quilon.  There,  are 
other  seagoing  "  industries-, also,.'.  So  when  we  consider  the -dis¬ 
advantage  which  the  Quilon  port  is  undergoing  now  for  lack  of  a  pier.  I 
submit  Government  should  devote  their  particular  attention  towards 
the  construction  cf  a  pier  at  Quilon.  Sir,  the  train  touches  Quilon, 
bat  this  is  not  available^  Alleppey.  Now,  of  course,  the  train  is  extend¬ 
ed  for  the  convenience  of  the  Trivandrum  port.  In  Quilon  there  is 
the  natural  convenience  of  the  train,  of  the  Transport  bus  the  canoes 
and  of  the  different  industries  like  cashewnut,  ilmenite  and  other 
ancient  industries  such  as  cotton  weaving  and  coir  yarn  weaving  and 
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tile  making.  Considering  all  these  things,  the  importance  of  Quilon 
can  never  be  minimised.  The  natural  importance  of  Quilon  should  be 
augmented  by  the  effort  of  Government  by  adding  a  pier  to  Quilon . 
With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  Sir,  I  accept  the  princi-  , 
pie  of  the  motion.  When  I  say  (hat,  I  should  not  be  understood  to  he 
opposing  the  proposal  for  the  construction  of  a  pier  at  Quilon.  Because 
of  my  long  connection  with  Quilon,  because  of  my  vested  and  other 
interests  there,  I  am  very  much  handicapped  io  explain  the  actual  posi¬ 
tion  regarding  the  construction  and  the  benefit  of  a  pier  at  Quilon. 

Sir,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  position  is  like  this.  According  to 
the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  we  are  able  to  levy  an  export  duty. 
When  we  entered  into  the  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme,  the  export  duty 
that  ought  to  have  gone  to  (his  State  was  by  some  reason  or  other- 
included  along  with  the  receipts  of  the  Cochin  Harbour  and  wa3 
sought  to  be  given  back  as  a  portion  of  the  total  receipts.  If  my  infor¬ 
mation  is  correct. 

®R.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  may  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  member  is  aware  that  the  export  duty  is  not  included  in  the 
sharing  of  the  customs  revenue 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order,  I  think  I  must  correct  the  members, 
in  regard. to  this.  Export  duty  has  been  preserved  to  this  State  both 
under  the  Interportal  Trade’Oonvention  and  under  the  Cochin  Harbour 
Agreement.  The  Cochin.  Harbour  Agreement  expressly .  says  that  it 
will  deal  only  with  the  import  duties  collected  at  the  ports  from 
Quilon  to  Munambom.  So  the  question  of  export  duty  does  mot  arise. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  If  my  information  is 
correct,  all  the  ships  that  come  to  our  ports  from  the  Bay  of  Bengal 
have  to  pay  higher  rates  than  the  rates_they'have  to  pay  to  call  at  the  . 
Cochin  Harbour. 

PRESIDENT  .  It  was,  just  now  the  Cochin  Port  is  one  of  the 
most  expensive  ports  in  India. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  I  base  my  state¬ 
ment  on  the  information  that  I  hive  received  and  on  the  fact  that  the 
rice  imported  into  .Travancore  is  first  imported  into  Cochin  and  then 
brought  here  through  the  water  ways.  If  the  rate  to  the  Cochin 
Harbour  is  not  cheaper  than  the  rates  to  any  of  the  Travancore  ports, 

I  wonder  how  rice  is  imported  into  Travancore  through  Cochin  and 
not  through  the  Travancore  ports. 

NIr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:.  May  I  know  whether  water  com¬ 
munication  is  not  cheaper  than  land  communication  ? 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR:  That  is  exac'.ly  what  I 
mentioned.  Because  it  was  cheaper  to  import  rice  to  Cochin  Harbour 
and  bring  it  to  Travancore  through  the  water  ways,  rice  is  not  im¬ 
ported  into  Travancore  direct.  The  cost  of  taking  things  from 
the  ships  to  the  godowns  in  port  area  at  Cochin  is  very  much 
less  even  in  ordinary  times  compared  to  that  in  our  ports  not  to 
mention  of  its  enormous  increase  ia  our  Port  areas  in  monsoon 
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times— and  hence  goods  are  shipped  into  Travaneore  through  the 
Cochin  Port.  So  unless  we  are  able  to  reduce  that  charge,  with 
or  without  a  Pier,  we  will  not  be  able  to  divert  the  trade  to  our 
Ports.  The  cheapness  of  transport  through  waterways,  also  press  for 
such  a  reduction  and  contribute  much  to  the  present  diversion  of  trade 
to  Cochin.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  doubt  very  much  whether  any  invest¬ 
ment  on  a  pier  at  Quilon  will  in  any  way  contribute  either  to  the  rise 
of  the  commercial  and  other  transactions  of  Quilon  or  to  the  increase 
in  the  revenue  of  thd  State.  Inspite  of  any  such  investment  for  the 
Pier  the  condition  of  Quilon  with  regard  to  export  and  imports,  I  am 
afraid  will  not  improve  unless  along  with  it  other  serious  disabilities 
such  as  the  existance  of  currents  rocks  etc.,  are  done  away  with 
or  checked  thereby  making  it  a  major  Port  cheap  and  conivnient  'for 
shipping.  So  Sir  I  .neither  support  nor  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  PULIYQQR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  real  necessity  for  constructing 
a  pier  at  Quilon  ? 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  I  said  at  the  very  outset 
that  I  am  not  against  the  proposal  for  constructing  a  pier  at  Quilon. 
On  the  other  hand  I  was  holding  the  opinion  that  unless  Quilon  is 
going  to  be  converted  to  a  major  port  a  pier  alone  will  not  improve 
the  existing  facilities  or  conditions. 

Mr,  PULIYQOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  take  it  that  the 
member  agrees  to  that  ? 

PRESIDENT:  Yes. 

Mr.  M.  L-  D’GRUZ :  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations  regarding 
the  improvements  to  he  made  to  the  Trivandrum  Port.  The  Triv- 
‘andrum  pier  was  constructed  as  long  ago  as  1913  and  since  it  was 
constructed,  the  Bailway  to  the  City  was  extended  and  business 
increased.  Prom  the  accounts  of  the  imports,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
Trivandrum  Pier  imported  in  1992  only  about,  two  lakhs  and  now  it 
has  increased  to  six  to  seven  lakhs  per  year.  Considering  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  the  Trivandrum  pier.  I  can  strongly  say  that  it  requires 
improvement,  especially  as  it  has  more  anchoring  facilities  for  steam 
ships  in  this  port  than  in  any  other  ports  in  Travaneore.  If  the  present 
pier  is  extended  still  further,  I.  am  sure  that  imports  can  be  had 
through  this  pier,  even  during  some  months  in  the  Monsoon  period. 

Another  point  to  which  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  is  the  condition  of  the  storing  godowns  in  Trivandrum  port 
area.  Now,  much  difficulty  is  being  experienced  with  regard  to  the 
storage  of  goods  at  the  port  premises  and  the  present  charges  levied 
by  the  customs  for  storage  are  also  higher  than  those  in  Cochin  or  any 
other  ports  in  the  Malabar  coast.  My  friend  Mr.  T.  C.  Kesava  Pillai 
was  refering  to  Leeapuram  Port  and  its  possibilities  to  improve.  I 
may  tell  the  house  that  few  months  ago,  1  had  the  opportunities  to 
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attend  landing  of  cargo  through  that  Port  and  from  the  experience  it  is 
evident  that  the  vessels  cannot  anchor  closer  to  the  coast  as  there  is 
rock-beds  to  a  distance  of  .2  to  3  miles.  When  Schooners  of  less 
loading  capacity  cannot  anchor  closer  then  I  may  ask  the  honourable 
member  how  steamers  can  take  their  anchorage  ?  With  these 
observations,  I  support  the  motion. 

RAJYASEVAPRAV1NA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  A1YAR  :  Government  have 
already  recognised  the  necessity  for  constructing  a  pier  at  Quilon. 
.Representatives  of  certain  Engineering  firms  were  got  down  and  con¬ 
sulted.  The  work  may  have  been  started,  but  for  •  the  war.  The 
materials  cannot  be  got  and  ■  steel  is  not  available.  I  can  assure  the 
House  that  the  work  will  be  started  as  soon  as  war  is  over. 

PRESIDENT  i  There  are  a  number  of  questions  that  have  been 
raised  on  this  matter  and  I  think  it  is  essential  that  the  policy  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  with  regard  to  Ports  should  be  formulated.  The  Cochin 
Harbour  Agreement,  as.  I  said  before,  deals  only  with  import  duties. 
The  export  duties  to  the  extent  that  we  can  impose  them  are  unaffected 
either  by  the  Inter — Portal  Convention  or  by  the  Cochin  Harbour 
Agreement.  The  Cochin  scheme  however,  has  involved  a  very  great 
expenditure  in  regard  to  several  stages  of  which  this  Government  have 
contributed  their  one-third  share.  The  Cochin  Harbour  was  developed 
at  a  very  rapid  rate  and  its  progress  might  be  said  to  have  been  ex¬ 
traordinary,  as  indeed  is  known  from  the  profits  or  our  share  of  the 
profits  that  have  been  derived  and  have  been  included  In  the  Budget. 
But  the  very  expenditure  or  the  largeness  of  the  expenditure  ai:.d  the 
present  abnormal  conditions  have  made  it  necessary  in  these  difficult 
times  for  Cochin  willy-nilly  to  increase  the  landing,  shipping  and  other 
fees.  The  result  therefore  is  that  Cochin  is  getting  to  be  somewhat 
less  attractive  to  ships  than  it  used  to  be  before.  A  review  of  the 
.statistics  regarding  the  Cochin  Harbour  would  disclose  this  circum¬ 
stance.  The  duties  and  revenues  of  Travancore  depend  upon  the  pro¬ 
sperity  and  increase  of  trade  in  Cochin.  This  does  not  mean  of  course 
that  we  should  neglect  our  own  ports  which  have  several  definite 
advantages. 

I  may  also  mention  another  circumstance  in  order  that  public 
attention  here  and  elsewhere  may  be  focussed  on  that  matter.  The 
Cochin  Government  authorities  are  endeavouring  to  impose  income- 
tax  and  super-tax  upon  Travancore  concerns  which  ship  their  produce 
from  Cochin.  In  other  words  with  reference  to  the  shipping  of  tea-  or 
ilmenitefor  other  produce  that  is  taken  into  Cochin,  the  Cqehin 
authorities,  under  their  present  Incometax  law,  are  endeavouring  to 
tax  them  as  carrying  on  business  in  Cochin  so  that  some  of  those  large 
concerns  may  have  to  pay  a  double  dose  of  income-tax.  In  the  case  of 
Cochin  there  is  no  reciprocity  and  no  deduction  or  no  preventive  against 
double  taxation.  As  between  Travancore  and  British  India,  there  is  a 
policy  of  reciprocity  and  an  allowance  for  double  taxation.  As 
between  Cochin -and  Travancore,  that  policy  has]  not  “yet  been  imple¬ 
mented,  though  I  am  full  of  hope  that  the  Cochin  Government,  which 
'  has  throughout  evinced  great  co-operation  to  bring  about  the  best  re¬ 
lations  between  the  two  States,  will  give  its  attention  seriously  to  this 
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matter.  I  am  mentioning  all  this  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that 
there  are  still  many  grounds  for  concentrating  upon  and  not  losing 
sight  of  the  development  of  our  ports.  The  conclusion  to  be  drawn 

from  all  these  circumstances  is  that  there  is  considerable  room  for  the 

improvement  of  the  Travancora  ports  and  for  making  them  efficient 
places  for  export  and  import.  Government  aie  therefore  paying- 
special  attention  to  Alleppey  and  Quilon  and  are  likely  to  pay 
special  attention  also  to  Leepuram,  of  which  mention  has  been  made. 
The  trouble,  however,  in  regard  to  Quilon  ha3  already  beeu  referred  to 
in  the  debate.  The  trouble  is  that  unlike  Alleppey  there  is  no  mud 
bank  and  therefore  there  is  no  shock  absorber  against  the  terrific 
onslaught  of  the  surf  and  the  current  which  on  that  part  of  the  coast 
are  very  excessive.  The  pier  therefore  can  be  considered  only  side  by 
side  with  other  expedients  like  groynes  for  the  purpose  of  checking  th* 
force  of  the  surf.  The  construction  of  the  pier  originally  undertaken 
at  a  particular  estimate  was,  on  further  consideration,  found  to  present 
more  difficulties  than  at  one  time  seemed  to  be  likely  to  confront  this 
Government  oa  account  of  the  additional  precautions  that  have  become 
indispensable.  The  cost  has  therefore  increased.  It  is  that  and  that 
alone  which  has  made  a  certain  amount  of  delay  in  this  matter. 

The  motion  was  thereon  with  drawn. 

The  Demand  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried.

MR.  KA1NSXKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  I  submit  that  the  motion 

is  out  of  order  because  either.it  should  have  been  a  motion  for  reduction 
of  one  rupee  or  it  should  have  been  a  motion  for  a  omission  of  tha 
whole  allotment  for  the  Women’s  College.  .  It  is  neither  of  them  and 
therefore  is  evidently  a  motion  which  is  out  of  order. 

Mr.  PUTHUPPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Motions  1,2  and  3  are 
inadmissible 

PRESI  DENT  :  I  should  like  you  to  elucidate  the  matter. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  A  motion  for  omission  of  an 
alotment  is  unlike  a  cut  motion,  a  substantive  motion,  that  is  a  prin- 
cile  merely  stating  that  no  allotment  need  be  made,  under  a  parti  cular 
demand.  Here  this  is  intended  to  be  discussed  as  a  cut  motion.  (1)  to 
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discuss  the  desirability  of  abolishing  the' Women’s  College,  (2)  to  discuss 
the  desirability  of  introducing  compulsory  military  training  in  the 
Colleges  and  (3)  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  giving  due  importance  to 
the  Malayalam  language.  They  are  all  cut  motions,  but  the  motions 
as  they  are  framed  are  really  substantive  motions  for  omission  of  the 
whole  allotment  and  therefore  they  are  not  admissible  here  as  cut 
motions  to  be  discussed, 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  there  not  any  rule  where  a  token  motion  is  to  be 
given  in  the  programme  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl;  There  is  provision  for  a  re¬ 
duction  motion— a  motion  which  is  sought  to  be  a  deduction — which 
should  be  a  nominal  sum  not  exceeding  Bs.  5. 

PRESIDENT:  As  a  matter  of  legislative  procedure  and  in  order  to 
focus  attention  on  particular  topics,  the  practice  current  both  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  and  in  the  Indian  Legislatures  is  to  adopt  a  token  motion  as  an 
expedient.  But  neither  Parliament  nor  the ’Indian  Legislatures  have 
negatived  the  possibility  of  an  honourable  member  saying  that  there 
should  be  no  provision  for  the  University.  Is  there  anything  against 
it  under  the  Buies  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl :  There  should  be— 

PRESIDENT  :  1  What  I  want  from  the  honourable  members  is  .this  : 
There  has  been  no  rule  in  any  Legislature  to  the  effect  that  it  is  open 
to  this  House  to  say  for  instance  that  there  should  be  no  grant  for  the 
University.  What  is  done  elsewhere  is  that  token  motions  are  first 
entered  in  the  Agenda  paper  and  the  motions. for  grants  entered  after¬ 
wards  as  is  well  known  during  the  debates. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl That  was  the  praotice  here 

also. 

PRESIDENT :  Is  objection  taken  to  the  order  in  which  motions 
are  printed  on  the  ground  that  token  motions  should  come  first.  In 
that  case,  it  only  wants  a  re-distribution. 

MR:.  PUTHUPALL1  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl:  The  real  substantive 
objection  is  not  in  regard  to  the  place  where  it  is  put  in  but  in  regard 
to  the  form  itself.  A  motion  for  omission  is  a  substantive  motion 
that  no  allotment  be  given  and  under  that  a  'oensuje  or  token  motion 
oannot  be  discussed.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  The  point  is  this :  Supposing  ho  had  not  adopted  A 
somewhat  roseate  procedure  and  brought  in  the  womena’  College, 
Then  perhaps  he  would  have  been  alright.  What  has  apparently 
happened  in  this. case  isithat  the  honourable  member  has  started  with 
the  idea  that  some  kind  of  subject  should  be  entered  to  indicate  the 
object  of  each  motion.  Strictly  speaking,  the  portion  in  brackets  is 
either  misleading  or  supererogatory.  The  statements  in  brackets  is 
only  an  indication  given  by  the  member  that  that  is  the  matter  on 
which  he  is  going  to  speak.  From  that  point  of  view  he  is  at  liberty  to 
discuss  the  motion. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAl:  You,  as  President,  are  at 
liberty. 

Yol.  XYIH— No.  9. 
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PRESIDENT  :  Order.  Order.  I  am  asking  you  whether  the  portion 
within  brackets  is  to  be  considered  only  as  guidance  to  Government 
member  or  is- a  part  of  the  motion  itself. 

Ms.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  -Sir,  in  the  papers  supplied  to 
the  honourable  members,  it  will-be  noticed  that  in  respect  of  the  motion 
no  place  is  provided  in  the  motion  sheet  for  indicating  the  object  of  the 
motion.  But  in  regard  to  token  motions  there  is  a  place.  You  haYe 
directed  in  your  ruling  that  the  members  should  give  a  guidance  of  the 
object  of  the  token  motion.  So  the  reasons  alleged  here  may  not  be 
ignored,  In  any  ease -motion  No.  1  could  not  be  admitted.  The 
motion  is  for  the  omission  of  the  total  allotment. 

Hit.  KAINIKARAI  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  So  far  as  the  motion  is 
concerned,  there  i?  nothing  preventing  a  member  from  moving  for  the 
omission  of  the  total  allotment.  If  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  had  merely 
asked  for  the  omission  of  the  total  allotment  without  indicating  the 
subject,  I  would  not  have  objected  to  that.  But  what  I  say  is  that  Mr. 
Narayana  Pillai  will  not  be  comptent  to  dismiss  under  this  motion  the 
question  of  ihs  abolition  of  the  Women’s  College. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  what  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  proposes  to  say— 
I  am.  'going1- to  hear  him—  is  that  the  Women’s  College  should  not  be 
'allowed  to  continue  perhaps  because  they  are  still  keeping  up  that  edifice. 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  propose  to  say  exactly  what  you 
have  indicated,  - 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T,  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  bring 
to  your  notice  another  aspect  of  the  question.  If  this. is  allowed  and 
the  matter  is  pressed  to  a  division  then  the  whole  amount  will  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  budget. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  matter  is  one  of  some  importance.  Although  in 
this  particular  case  there  is  noaceute  trouble,  I  think  the  main  question 
has  to  be  decided.  Usually  token  motions  will  have  to  be  given 
precedence  in  the  agenda  for  the  reason. indicated  by  Mr.  Velavudhan 
Pillai.  Both  as  a  mattery  of  convenience  and  as  a  matter,  of  principle, 
those  questions  which  can  be  dealt  with  in  detail,  and  as  to  which 
a  deduction  can  l^e  made  might  be  more  conveniently  dealt  with 
because  if  a  token  motion  were  carried,  it  might  also  .affect  the  final 
cut  motion.  The  order  of  printing  is  a  matter. of  procedure  for  which 
the  .member  .is  not  responsible..  f3o,  now  and  hereafter,  if  there  are 
token  motions  and  also  motions  for  the  total  omissions  of  the  grant  the 
token  motions  will  take  precadence.  ,  . 

.Now,  I  will  come  -to  the  present  motion. As  I  said,  it  is  not 
possible-  to  discuss  any. particular  question  like  the  desirability  of  abolish- 
ing  the  women’s  College  or  introducing  compulsory  military  training  in 
the  .  colleges  in  connection  with  the  omissions  of  the  total  grant.  A 
total  omission  is  not  a  token  motion  in  the  sense  that  .particular  matters 
are  formulated  and  canvassed.  Prom  that  point,  of  view  all  these  state¬ 
ments,  such  as  "to  discuss  the- desirability  of  abolishing  the  Women’s 
College’’  become  superfluous  and  are  really  inadmissible  in  the  reduction 
of  the  total  grant.  Subject  to  this,  I  held  that  it  is  open  tola  member  to 
move  for  the  omission  of  a  total  grant.  But  he  will  be*llowed  to  So  so 
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only  after  the  token  motions  are  discussed.  It  will  also  be  clearly 
understood-  that  a  particular  administrative  reform  or  procedure  or  the 
way  in  which  University  affairs,  might  be  improved  maybe  mentioned 
only  in  passing.  It  will  be  a  vote  of  censure  and  not  regarded  as  a 
desire  for  bringing  about  improvement-in  the  affairs  of  tile  University. 

The  token  motions  will  now  proceed.  The  nest  motion  stands  in 
the  name  of  Mr.  K.  Kunju  Panikka-r. 

SIR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  I  do  not  say  that  there  is  any  thing  against  this  motion  in  the 
Assembly  Buies.  But  I  must  say  that  this'is  a  subject  which  is  entirely 
academical  and  which  we  must  normally  leave  to  the  authorities  of  the 
College.  It  is  a  matter  in  which  even  the  University  authorities  ought 
not  interfere.  Therefore  consistently  with  the  principle  yon  laid  down 
the  other  day,  I  submit  that  this  is  not  a  subject  which  might  be  dis-  -. 
cussed  with  benefit  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  So  I  request  for  a  ruling  i 
for  our  future  guidance. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER :  Sir,  when  a  member  sent  an  interpellation 
relating  to  the  University,  you  pointed  out  that  since  the  University  is  an 
independent  body  with  which  the  Government,  as  such,  has  nothing  to 
do,  answer  will  not  be  given.  You  also  suggested  that  at  the  time  of 
the  cut  motions  a  member. may  point  put  the  policy  which  should  in¬ 
fluence  the  University.  This  is  something  which  we,  the  members  of 
the  House,  want  to  point  out  to  the  authorities  of  the  University  for 
their  guidance  in  the  choice  of  the  candidates, 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  whatever  may  be  the 
rales  and  procedure  governing  the  administration  of  the  University  we  - 
are  governed  by  section  17  and  Buie  28  of  the  Legislative  Reforms  Act. ' 
Specific  cases  are  given  there  in  which  we  are  prohibited. from  discuss-  ’ 
ing  certain  matters.-  This  matter  is  not  included  in  the  categories 
enumerated  there.  Anyhow  we  are  asked  to  sanation'  Bs.8,25,000  as 
grant  to  the  University,  According  to  ;the  honourable  member  who 
raised  the  objection,  we  cannot  put  any  interpellation  or  discuss  any  out 
motion  regarding  administration  of  the  University.  When  that  point 
is  raised  the  Chair  observed  that  it  would  be  more  appropriate  if  any 
particular  matter  is  brought  to  the  -notice  of  Government  and  the  Chair 
by  means  of  a  ent  motion.  But  now  Sir,  when  that  course  is  adopted 
by  another  member,  that  is  also  objected  to  on  the  ground  that  the  Uni 
versity  is  an  autonomous  body.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  logic 
of  this.  If  both -the  methods  of  asking  questions  or  tabling  out  motions 
which  are  permitted  under  the  provisions  of  the  Statute  cannot  fee 
availed  of,  by  the  members,’!  fail  to  understand  any  other  way  open  to 
us  for  bringing  to  the  attention  of  Government  the  vagaries  or  irre¬ 
gularities  that  may  be  committed  by  the  University  authorities.  Sir,  is 
it  not  just  and  proper  that  we  should  get  the  information  by  means  of 
answers  to  questions  and  motions, -which  may  enable  us  to  decide 
whether  the  grant  to  she  University  should  be  sanctioned  or  refused. 
So  my  opinion  is  that  the  House  should  have  the  honour  to  discuss  tfig 
administrative  policy  of  the  University. 
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HR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PlLLAI  :  In  other  words  wa  are  now  called 
upon  to  vote'Bs.  8,25,000  for  the  University.  We  cannot  do  anything, 
except  saying  yes  or  no.  I  think  that  is  the  position  which,  we  have 
coroe  to.  ■ 

PRESIDENT :  The  question  has  been  raised  and  it  will  be  my  duty 
to  lay  down  the  principles  which  will  guide  not  only  the  relations  of 
this  House  with  the  University  but  also  with  other  self-governing  insti¬ 
tutions  like  the  Municipalities.  Now,  there  are  Legislative  Eules  and^ 
there  are  conventions  governing  the  conduct  of  the  legislative  bodies. 
The  work  of  the  legislative  body  does  not  solely  consist  in  implement¬ 
ing  or  working  out  the  rules  as  they  stand  in  the  statute  or 
under  the  rules  and  standing  orders.  The  work  or  the  activity  of  a 
legislative  body  includes  and  connotes  the  establishment  of  certain 
healthy  conventions,  which  guide  the  work  of  the  legislative  vis  a  vis 
other  bodies.  There  is  no  doubt  that  excepting  where  a  matter  is  sub 
judice,  there  is  no  objection  to'cerfcain  matters  connected  with  the  court*  . 
of  justice  being  discussed  in  a  legislature.  Nevertheless,  throughout 
the. world,  wherever  parliamentary  institutions  have  eome  into  existence, 
a  convention  has  sprung  np  of  trying  to  avoid  discussions  of  detail  in 
matters  pertaining  to  the  judiciary  as  apart  from  discussions  of  prin¬ 
ciple.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  assistance  of  this  honourable  House  in  the 
matter  of  laying  down  analogous  conventions  in  the  case  of  statutory 
autonomous  bodies  like  the  Municipalities  and  the  University.  These 
corporations  are  guided  by  their  own.  statute  and  statutory  bodies  and 
authorities  whose  constitution  and  powers  are  based  '  upon'  the  same 
principles  which  have  brought  the  legislature  into  existence.  It  can¬ 
not  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  University  has  a  Senate,  in  which, there  is 
nominated  as  well  as  popular  element  wherein  the  principle  of/election 
also  plays  apart.  The  Senate  in  relation  to  the  University  stands  in 
the  same  position  as  the  Legislature  in  relation  to  Government.  It 
must  be  said  that  it  is  a  parallel  body  to  the  Legislature,  though  of 
course,  of  less  importance  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  general  admini¬ 
stration  of  the  country  in  the  body  politic.  That  being  so,  I  hope  it 
will  be  conceded  that  the  proper  mode  of  approach  and  the  function  of 
this  body  to  the  activities  of  the  University  would  be  that  this  body: 
will  exercise  and  not  relinquish  its  right  of  exercising  very  close  super¬ 
intendence  over  the  financial  transactions  and  the  policy  of  the 
University.  What  I  was  at  some  pains  to  establish  during  my  preced¬ 
ing  remarks  was,  that  it  would  be  the  right  procedure  for  this  body  to 
establish  a  precedent  according  to  which,  academic  matters,  nominations 
to  specific  appointments  and  small  matters  of  detail/ where  after  all 
autonomy  becomes  indispensable  and  is  given  to  these  bodies,  are  not 
to  be  interfered  with.  To  the  extent  to  which  this  body  exercises  its 
right  of  saying  that  in  its  opinion  the  University  has  not  acquired  or 
deserved  the  support  of  this  body  in  the  matter  of  grants  because  on 
such  and  such  a  matter,  of  principle  on  which,  not  as  an  academic  body 
but  as  a  body  of  public  men,  versed  and  instructed  in  public  affairs,  this 
body  haB  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  particular  expenditure  or  a 
particular  policy  is  not  sound,  it  may  express  its  desire  or  even  record 
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its  -censure.  My  ruling  would  therefore  be  that  whilst  there  is  no 
statutory  prohibition  against  the  discussion  of  the  financial  details  in 
the  University  Budget  or  the  policy  of  the  University,  yet  it  is  advisable 
on  all  grounds  aud  from  many  paramount  considerations,  that  this  body 
should  establish  a  convention  not  to  interfere  with  or  discuss  details  of 
■  the  academic  procedure  of  a  body  which  is  essentially  academic  and  is 
composed  of  academic  experts  but  to  confine  itself  to  those  large  ques  - 
tions  of  policy  in  which  this  House  as  well  as  the  Senate  have  a  parallel 
and  concurrent  jurisdiction  and  equal  modes  of  expression  of  opinion 
and  equal  facility  and  opportunities  for  getting  that  inside  knowledge  on 
which  alone  that  opinion  should  prevail.  In  other  words,  I  am  plead¬ 
ing  to  this  House  for  the  establishment  of  that  convention  by  which 
only  principles  will  be  discussed  and  not  matters  of  detail.  Prom  that 
point,  of  view  I  hold,  and  I  trust  that  this  House  would  support  me  in 
that  ruling  that,  questions  like  the  admission  of  particular  students  or 
particular  communities  is  a  matter  which  should  be  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  University.  And  inasmuch  as  the. matter  is  the  establishment  of 
a  convention,  I  .should  like  to  have  the  opinion  of  this  Honourable 
House  on  this  matter,  namely  whether  they  are  willing  to  establish  a 
convention.'  I  want  the  opinion  of  the  Honourable  House  whether 
they  are  willing  to  discuss  matters  like  those  comprised  in  motion 
numbers  4,  -5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  whether  they  regard  them  as  matters 
of  principle  and  are  willing  to  discuss  them  or  whether  they  are  matters 
of  detail  which  should  be  left  to  the  didferetion  of  the  University. 

The  question  that  discussion  on  the  motion  numbers  referred  to 
above-.be  allowed  was  put  to  vote  and  lost 

PRESIDENT  .:  The  question  before  the  House  is  that  a  sum  of 
its..  8,25,000  under  Demand  ,  XVIII—  Travancore  University  be 
granted.  . 

The  mo. ion  was  put  and  carried. 

’  The  grant. was  made.  '  '  ‘  - 

MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA/V.  K'JNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  an 
appeal  to  the  Chair.  /  How  a  ruling  has  been  laid  down  and  the  House 
has  accepted  the  position  enunciated  from  the  Chair  and  the  Demand 
relating  to  the  University  has  been  approved  by  the  Legislature. 

,  PRESIDENT  :  .  The  honourable  member  is  not  entitled  to  make  an 

appeal  after  the  grant  has  been  made.  , 

MR.  1URUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRI.SHNAN  :  I  do  concede  that.  I 
wish  to  explain  my  difficulty  oyer  this  point.  .  Now  a  ruling  has  been 
given  to  as  to  the  effect  that  the  Legislature  and  ihe  Senate  are  two 
parallel  bodies.'  Matters  of  detail  connected  with  the  University  will 
be. attended  to  by  the  Senate  and  the  general  principles  if  any  miy  be 
discussed  here  was  the  understanding  that  has  been  come  to. 

.PRESIDENT  :  I  will  clarify  the  point.  I  said  and  adhere  to  the 
opinion  that  there  is  no  statutory  inhibition  or  prohibition  against 
such  discussion.  Bub  I  wanted  to  know  whether  this  House  was  wil¬ 
ling  to  establish  a  convention  which  I  referred  to  and  that  is  why 
instead, of  giving  the  ruling  on  the  matter  I  wanted  to  be  fortified  by 
the  opinion  of,  the  Honourable  House  which  I  have  obtained.  Now, 
the  Honourable  member  may  proceed.  - 
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MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  ■-  Oar  opinion  has  been 
taken.  I  accept  that  position.  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
House  this  one  fact.  The  university  is  an  autonomous  body  eonsti- 
-tuted  under  a  special  Statute.  When  the  University  was  constituted, 
several  branches  which  were  in  the  purview  of  discussion  of  this  Assem¬ 
bly  have  gone  over  to  the  University.  latterly,  several  other  public 
institutions  such  as  the  Fisheries  Department,  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  etc.  have  been  added  on.  This  is  a  matter  which-  affects  the 
interests  of  all  the  subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja,  As  far  as 
this  Assembly  is  concerned  there  are  certain  constitutional  safeguards 
provided. 

PRESIDENT  '•  I  may  interrupt  the  honourable  member  to  this  extent 
In  so  far  as  the  University  is  entrusted  by  Government  with  the  duties, 
which  are  not  within  the  four  corners  of  the  University  Statute,  if  the. 
University  as  a  public  body  takes  up  on  itself  extra  duties  which  normally 
devolve  upon  a  department  of  Government,  to  that  extent,  University 
will  be  fulfilling  functions  of  a  department,  of  Government  and  will  be 
susceptible  to  the  same  treatment  and  to  the,  same  budgetary  and  other 
procedure  as-other  department  of  Government.  Supposing  the  function 
of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  were  handed  over  to  the  University 
then  of  course  the  moment  the  University  is  bold  enough  to  take  up 
that  function,  from  that  moment  the  University  will  be  subjected  to 
the  same  financial  and  budgetary  scrutiny  as  the  Public  Service  Commis* 
sioner.  .  The  University  has  taken  upon  itself  the  running  of  the 
Fisheries  Department  as  an  agent#of  the  Government  and  has  been 
entrusted  with  the  duty  at  a  matter  of  financial  or  administrative 
prudence  or  expediency.  It  will  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  House 
to  examine  all  details  in  regard  to' the  work  on  Fisheries.  What  I  am 
concerned  to  point  nut  was  that  to  the  extent  to  which  the  University 
is  purely  an  academical  bodydio  that  extent,  not  by  ruling  or  by  Statute, 
but  by  convention,  this  House  shall  not  interfere. 

MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  What  I  want  to  point  out 
is  this.  The  motion  of  Mr.  Kunju  Panieker  was  to  discuss  that  certain 
sections  of  His  Highness'  subjects  '  find  it  impossible  to-  get  admission 
‘into  our  colleges  by  the  rules  made  in  that  behalf.  That  was  the 
matter  that  was  sought  to  be  discussed.  The  ruling  is  that  for  the  time 
being  this  matter  will  be  considered  and  decided  by  the  Senate  which 
consists  of  certain  academic  experts.  The  University  Senate  and  Syn¬ 
dicate  as  it  is  constituted  at  present '  I  ain  afraid  has  not  got  sufficient 
safeguards  like  the  Legislature.  There  is  difficulty  to  get  representa¬ 
tion  for  a  vast  majority  of  His  Highness’  subjects  either  by  election  or 
by  nomination.  I  shall  try  to  clarify  that  position.  The  first  time 
when  the  University  was  brought  into  being.  Government  had  the 
power  of  nominations  to  that  body.  Therefore  members  of  certain 
communities  like  the  Ezhavas,  Muslims,  JSfadars  and  certain  other  edu¬ 
cationally  backward  enmmunkies  of  the  different  section  of  the  public, 
were  nominated  to  that  body.  You  may  bakeware  of  that  fact  by  means 
of  University  Statute.  In  the  present  Senate,  there  is  not  even  a  single 
Ezhava.  In  the  Syndicate  there  is  the' Mayor  of  Trivandrum.  As  far 
as  the  Muslim  representation  is  concerned,  there  is  the  Inspector 
General,  All  these  have  taken  place  by  means  of  nomination,  I  hav* 
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no  quarrel  over  this  matter.  I  do  not  plead  for  any  communal  elections 
there.  All  that  I  say  is  that  there  is  such  inequality.  It  has  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted  on  all  hands  that  educationally  backward  communities  cannot 
get  representation  either  in  the  Senate  or  Syndicate.  It  is  every  diffi¬ 
cult  task.  Some  communities  have  no  colleges,  no  schools  and  the 
number  of  graduates  is  also  very  few.  It  would  be  rather  impossible 
for  them  to  send  a  member  there* by  election.  As  for  nomination, 
according  to  the  Statute,  the  number  of  seats  available  with  Govern¬ 
ment  is  limited.  You  may  be  aware  of  the  list  of  the  members  in  the 
Senate  and  Syndicate  this  year.  Such  being  the  case,  I  have  no.  quarrel 
with  the-  members  of  the  Senate  or  the  Syndicate.  All  those  bodies 
consist  of  acadamic  experts.  All  that  I  admit.  At  this  juncture  when 
we  are  living  in  an  atmosphere  of  communal  bias,  is  it  proper,  is  it 
safe  to  give  this  entire  right  of  financial  and  administrative  jurisdiction 
in  the  hands  of  the  Syndicate  and  the  Senate. 

I  do  not  plead  for  communal  representation.  It  is  a  fact  admitted 
on  all  hands  that  educationally  backward  communities  find  it  very 
difficult  to  get  representation  in  the  Senate  as  at  present  constituted. 
Some  of  the  communities  have  no  high  schools  or  schools  even  and 
the  number  of  graduates  amongst  them  is  [very  few  and  it  wHl  thus 
be  impossible  to  get  a  representation.  The  'number  of  seats  available 
are  very  few.  A  list  by  communal  war  of  the  Senate  and  Syndicate 
members  will  make  that  position  very  clear.  I  have  no  quarrel 
with  the  members  of  the  Senate  or  Syndicate.  When  we  are  living 
in  an  atmosphere  of  communal  bias,  is  it  safe  to  give  this  entire  right 
in  the  hands  of  the  Senate  and  Syndicate?  All  the  interests  are  re¬ 
presented  in  this  House.  At  this  juncture  when  the  whole  University 
budget  is  to  be  discussed  and  approved,  we  have  to  very  sympathetically 
consider  and  come  to  a  conclusion  on  this  matter. 

Mb.  K.  G- fl.OVINDAN :  If  this  is  the  attitude. of  the  House  as  is 

indicated  by  tha  decision  already  arrived  at,  _  does  the  member  think 
that  ar.y  useful.purpose  will  be  served  by  bringing  this  demand  here? 

MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNaN  :  Yes,  the  voting  result 
would  show  that  almost  all  the  members  except  the  officials  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Senate  voted  for  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT:  I  should  not  like  any' convention  to  be  established 
hastly  Sven  on  a  matter  which  is  saia  to  be  essentially  a  domestic  or 
what  may  be  called  an  internal  matter  of  the  University.  If  there  .  is 
any  real  feeling  in  the  House  that  there  is  much  more  balanced  opinion 
than  is  disclosed'by  the  actual  voting,  I  am  perfectly  prepared  to  suggest 
to  the  official  members  that  they  should  refrain  from  voting  .and  be 
guided  by  the  result  of  the  voting  of  other  members.  There  is  much 
to  be  said  on  both  sides.  I  do  not  wish  that  certain  communities  should 
feel  that  in  the  Senate  or  the  Syndicate  they  are  not  properly  repre¬ 
sented  and  that  they  have  no  voice  in  those  bodies  and  that  therefore 
what  may  be  called  the  gr  eat  policy  of  the  University  should  be  discussed 
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on  the  floor,  of  the  House  mid  the  opinion  of  the  House  recorded, 
while  I  cannot  deprive  the  members  of  their  legitimate  rights,  I  do  not 
know  whether  it  will  be  convenient  or  expedient  to  do  so.  If  any 
honourable  member  feels  that  th  2  official  vote  has  upset  the  balance 
of  the  voting  strength  of  the  House,  I  have  no  objection  to  be  guided 
by  the  opinion  of  the  House-  I  am  willing  to  allow  further  discussion 
on  the  matter  and  the  members  might  decide  for  themselves  after 
hearing  such  discussion. 

MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  I  pray  that  I  should  not 
be  misunderstood  when  I  say  this.  This  is  a  matter  which  will  very 
seriously  affect  the  interest  of  certain  communities  especially  the 
Ezbavas.  I  am  one  of  those  who  is  concerned  with  the  education¬ 
al  advancement  of  the  community.  In  1114  we  had  about  800  Ezhava 
students  in  the  Arts  College.  But  the  number  is  only  175  or  200  in 
the  technical  Colleges  Sir,  I  shall  point  oat  by  facts  and  figures  that  the 
Ezhavas  do  not  get  practically  any  admission.  I  wish  to  make  an 
earnest  appeal  to  you,  Sir,  because,  you  are  one,  of  those  who  are  res¬ 
ponsible  for  saving  us  from  the  social  disabilities  that  we  had  been 
suffering  for  age  long  and  we  arc  obliged  for  the  noble  part  you  have 
played  in  the  promulgation  of  the  world  famous  Temple  Entry  Procla¬ 
mation.  While  we  are  grateful  to  you  for  what  you  have  done  to  remove  ■ 
the  social  disabilities,  we  pray  that  yon  should  not  be  a  party  to  reduce 
the  individuals  to  educational  or  economic  slavery. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  had  asked,  the  opinion  of  the  House  as  to  whether 
it  wishes  to  discuss  these  things  or  not.  Apparently  a  complaint  is 
made  that  the  decision  was  really  brought  about  by  the  vote  of  the 
official  Members.  I  do  not  .want  that  kind  of  reproaches  levelled.  If 
the  honourable  members  want  further  discussion  I  am  not  going  to  rale 
it  out.  It  was  not  a  statutory  ruling  but  the  House  decided  not- to  discuss 
certain  notions  on  the  agenda  paper.  . 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  One  very  great  difficulty  presented  to 
me  in  the  course  of  the  remarks  by  the  Chair,  and  that  is  Sir,  you  have 
unequivocally  declared  that  a  discussion  of  the  University  Budget  is  not  ' 
statutorily  prohibited.  That  is  the  fundamental  position.  Now  .1  ask 

whether  this  majority  vote  can  go  against  that  fundamental  right.  A 

motion  of  mine  may  be  out-voted,  but  my  right  to  discuss  the  Budjet . 
can  not  be  a  matter  of  vote. 

PRESIDENT  ;  It  is  not  a  question  of  right  or  law,  but  of  a  conven¬ 
tion.  A  convention*  can  be  implimented  in  various  ways.  Pol'  in¬ 
stance  in  the  Parliament  when  such  questions  come  up,  somebody  gets 
up  and  moves  that  the  House  do  pass  on  to  the  next  item.  Everybody 
knows  why  that  motion  is  made  and  agrees.  It  is  one  thing  to  have 
the  right  to  discuss  the  matter  and  quite  another  not  lu  do  so  actually 
by  supporting  some  member  who  moves  that'the  House  pass  oh  to  the 
-  next  item.  Parliament  for  instance  insists  on  its  right  to  discuss  a 
certain  matter.  The  matter  is  brought  in  a  certain  form.  But  the 
Parliament  makes  up  its  mind  not  to  discuss  the  matter  as  a  matter  of 
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MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  By  a  vote  of  this  House  a  motion  can 
be  determined.  But  to  move  a  motion  is  a  right  conferred  upon  a  Member 
by  the  statue  of  our  legislature.  No  convention  can  seek  to  supercede 
this  right.  A.  convention  may  be  in  furtherance  of  a  statutory  right,  if 
it  is  not  provided  for  expressly,  Should  a  convention  oyer-ride  the  statu¬ 
tory  right  7  lam  not  concerned  with  the  merits  of  the  convention 
whether  it  is  good  and  healthy.  A  lot  of  confussion  has,, crept  in.  Sup¬ 
pose  I  move  a  motion.  It  is  up  to  the  House  to  throw  it  out  by  a 
majority.  And  it  passes  on  to  the  next  item.  When  we  are  going  to 
the  University  budget  as  you  Sir  pointed  out,  a  motion  may  be  moved 
and  voted  upon  to  pass  on  to  the  next  item  in  the  Agenda.  Again 
it  is  for  the  House  to  decide  to  discuss  the  University  Budget  or 
not. 

■  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  no  question  of  interference  with  any  right. 
Supposing,  for  instance,  an  examination  takes  place  in  the  interme¬ 
diate  or  b.  a.  The  result*  are  declared  and  only  20  per  cent  have 
passed.  All  the  rest  have  failed.  Examiners  report  on  the  matter, 
the  Syndicate  considers  it  and  the  University  declares  its  verdict. 
Then  is  it  or  is  it  not  open  to  this  House  as  a  matter  of  law  to  object 
to  the  grant  for  the  University  saying  that  the  examination  was  very 
strict  and  the  percentage  of  pass  was  very  low  ?  Would  it  be  possible 
to  discuss  the  nature  of  the  question  papers,  the  qualification  of  those 
who  set  the  question  papers,  the  kind  of  valuation,  the  possibility  of 
the  question  papers  being  known  to  the  Btudents  beforehand  and  all 
those  things,  I  am  only  putting  an  extreme  case  to  judge  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  this  matter. 

MR.  K.  KlINJU  PANICKER  :  I  wish  to  point  out  the  probable  reper¬ 
cussions  out  side  this  House  about  the  sort  of  the  debate  in  this 
House. 

PRESIDENT  :  We  cannot  help  it. 

Mr.  K,  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  The  University  Budget  was  put  be¬ 
fore  this  House  and  we  are  not  allowed  to  discuss  and  vote  the  grant. 
How  are  we  to  discuss  and  ventilate  our  views,  we  arc  at  a  loss  to  un¬ 
derstand.  By  the  3ort  of  procedure  adopted  now  we  feel  that  we  cannot 
touch  the  University  Budget  and  influence  their  policy  by  any  means. 
In  the  governing  body  of  the  University,  i.  e  in  the  Senete,  most  of  the 
communities  cannot  get  representation.  Communal  feeling  still  subsists 
id  the  country  and  certain  communities  are  still  suffering  on  account 
of  the  historical  economical  or  other  reasons.  If  we  cannot  influence 
the  present  University  by  such  discussions  we  shall  be  more  comfortable 
if  the  Government  would  take  up  the  responsibility  of  conducting  the 
University  rather  than  governed  by  a  Senate,  in  which  most  of  the 
communities  are  not  represented-  I  beg  to  point  out  that  the  Chair 
•hould  take  a  lenient  view  of  the  suggestions  put  forward  by  this  House 
about  their  right  to  discuss. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ■  Sir,  there  are' certain  statutory 
bodies  constituted  under  the  Travancore  University  Act  namely  the 
Senate,  the  Syndicate  and  the  faculties  which  can  deal  with  specific 
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matters  and  which  are  competent  to  come  to  their  own  definite  conelu- 
sions  on  those  matters.  Then  supposing  on  the  matters  that  are  sought 
to  be  raised  and  discussed  under  these  motions,  this  House  comes  to 
certain  conolusions  and  on  the  same  matters  the  University  bodies  come 
to  different  conclusions,  then  the  decisions  of  this  House  will  come  into 
conflict  with  those  decisions.  Then,  how  can  the  statutory  bodies  con¬ 
stituted  by  the  University  Act  function,?  That  will  create  a  difficult 
situation.  So  I  suggest  that  those  matters  which  can  be  legitimately 
dealt  with  by  the  University  bodies  should,  as  a  matter  of  convention,  be 
excluded  from  the  discussion  of  this  House.  I  suggest  for  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  this  House  that  this  may  be  laid  down  as  a  convention. 

Ms.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  Now  this  House  has  voted  on  motion 
No.  8.  “  To  omit  the  allotment  of  Bs.  8,25,000  for  grant  to  the  Tra- 

van'eore  University  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  giving  due  importance 
to  the  Malayalam  language.  ”  I  wish  to  know  whether  this  House  is 
precluded  from  raising  the  matter  on  another  occasion  ? 

PRESIDENT  •  Certainly  not. 

Mr.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order. 
It  was  decided  by  a  vote  of  the  House  that  the  motion  for  the  total 
omission  of  the  grant  should  not  be  moved.  But  the  statute  of  this 
Legislature  empowered  it  to  consider  and  vote  the  grants.  May  I  know 
whether  this  House  is  entitled  to  take  the  privilege  of  that  provision  in 
the  Statute  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  As  I  said,  a  convention  could  be  established,  and  that 
convention  is  not  der  jgatory  to  the  statutory  authority  of  the  House.  It 
may  even  be  a  standing  convention.  But  grievous  cases  may  arise.  Sup¬ 
posing  the  University  ceases  to  function  or,  for  that  matter,  supposing  a 
Municipality  whiih  does  not  function  for  a  number  cf  years  but  iusists 
on  grants  to  be  paid  by  Government,  it  is  open  to  the  Government  io  say 
that  they  propose  to  interfere  in  their  aftairs.  Parliament  lias  made  such 
exceptions.  Even  iu  the  University  Act,  provision  has  Lean- made  for 
an  enquiry  to  be  ordered  by  Government  in  the  affaiis  of  the  University 
but  the  extraordinary  powers  are  not  to  bo  used  lightly.  In  Great 
Britain,  Boyal  Commission  may  be  appointed  and  are  appointed  to  in¬ 
vestigate  momentous  and  large  issues,  but  even  there  the  urge  has 
generally  coma  from  the  Universities  themselves.  However,  in  view  of 
the  complaints  made  by  some  honourable  members  on  the  floor  of  this 
House,  Jam  not  going  to  regard  as  final  what  this  House  has  decided, 
because  I  am,  in  the  last  degree,  loath  to  bring  into  the  discussion  under 
University  grant  or  any  other  grant,  questions  of  communal  justice  or 
injustice  which  have  been  raised  in  the  course  of  the  debate.  No  ho¬ 
nourable  member  of  this  House  should  be  in  a  position  to  feel  that  a 
particular  community  or  group  of  communities  have  not  had  a  chance 
for  looking  into  the  affairs  of  the  University  as  other  communities  or, 
that  motions  are  being  passed  over  their  heads  the  idea  of  taking  into 
count  the  official  vote  can  be  given  up. 
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Dr.  K.  L.  MOUDGILL  :  I  think,  Sir,  it  is  fairly  clear  that  your  in¬ 
tention  in  placing  the  matter  before  the  House  was  to  see  whether  the 
House  would  be  prepared  to  enter  info  a  self-denying  ordiance  not  to  go 
into  the  details  of  the  work  of  the  University  and  impose  upon  itself 
restrictions  when  matters  of  the  University  are  taken  into  consideration. 
When  the  point  is  established,  that  this  is  merely  a  matter  of  conven¬ 
tion  and  that  there  is  no  need  to  enter  into  practical  details,  I  agree  to 
reconsider  the  position  so  that  no  honourable  member  of  the  House 
should  have  a  feeling  that  even  the  self-denial  was  agreed  to  by  some 
of  the  honourable  members  of  this  Honse  without  each  member  being 
fully  alive  to  the  significance  of  the  convention. 

PRESIDENT;  Does  the  he  nourable  member  remember  the  discus¬ 
sions  which  arose  when  Cecil  Rhode  made  a  donation  to  the  University 
of  Oxford  and  the  question  raised  in  the  House  of  Commons  with  regard 
to  the  extent  to  which,  the  House  of  Commons  could  interfere  with  the 
details  of  the  disposal  of  the  donation. 

Dr.  K.  L.  MOUDGILL I  have  heard  about  them,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  Speaking,  subject  to  correction,  the  Universities. of 
Oxford  claimed  that  they  were  a  body  which  came  into  existence  an¬ 
terior  to  Parliament,  and  they  had  themselves  brought  into  existence 
certain  schools,  colleges  and  foundations  by  vij-tue  of  powers  given  by 
charters  and  prior  statutes.  Strange  though  it  may  sound,  they  were 
suspicious  of  offers  of  grants  because  they  argued  that  under  the  guise 
of  giving  grant  to  the  University  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  England  were  seeking  to  interfere  with  the  internal  autono¬ 
my  of  the  Oxford  University.  The  House  of  Commons,  as  a  matter 
of  convention,  does  not  interfere  with  the  internal  affairs  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  and  the  question  of  grants  is  loft  largely  to  a  standing  committee 
of  the  Treasury.  Block  grants  are  made  without  earmarking  the 
objects.  That  is  my  recollection.  But  the  matter  must. be  looked  into 
further. 

Dr.  K.  fflOUDGlLL  :  With  regard  to  the  difficulties  which  Mr. 
Karayalar  has  raised  I  must  say,  Sir,  that  he  has  raised  an  important 
question.  It  is  for  the  honourable  members  to  consider  wheth er  this 
House  should  ever  put  itself  in  a  position  to  come  into  conflict  with 
other  statutory  bodies  like  the  senate  of  the  University. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  ;  May  I  know  whether  there  is  anything 
contradictory  in  giving  a  suggestion  as  to  the  policy  which  may  be  adopt¬ 
ed  by  the  University  ? 

Dr,.  K.  L.  ftlOUDGILL  :  No,  provided  that  the  suggestion  is  not 
backed  up  by  a  cut.  .  With  regard  to  actual  cut  motions  I  must  say, 
that  a  large  number  of  these  lie  directly  within  purview  and  the  initia¬ 
tive  of  the  Senate.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Senate  will  lie  in  a  position  to 
take  up  the  discussion  of  those  policies.  So  far  as  the  University  is 
concerned,  if  the  House  agrees  to  impose  upon  itself  a  sort  of  sslf-denial 
and  restriction  to  distinguish  clearly  between  matters  of  policy  and  of 
detail,  I  think,  there  is  no  harm  in  taking  up  some  of  these  matters 
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and  even  today,  to  resume  the  discussion  on  the  basis  of  general  policy. 
Matters  of  details  should  not  be  introduced.  Therefore,  I  suggest  that 
if  the  House  wishes  to  discuss  these  matters,  those  discussions  may  be 
allowed.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion  it  should  be  made  possible  for 
aav  honourable  member  to  move  that  we  pass  on  to  the  next  item  on 
the  agenda.  If  the  House  feels  that  the  matter  has  been  discussed  ade¬ 
quately  it  may  accept  the  motion.  The  object  of  the  members  will  be 
served  and  yet  the  House  will  gradually  establish  traditions  in  support 
of  the  convention  which  has  been  suggested  by  yon. 

PRESIDENT  ;  I  do  cot  think  that  this  will  work  satisfactorily. 

Mr.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  may  I  suggest  that  we  may  be 
given  some  time  to  study  the  matter  as  it  is  a  very  important  one. 

Mr.  PUUYO0R  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI:  Sir,  the  Deputy  Pre¬ 
sident  of  this  House  made  some  observations  regarding  the  difficulties 
that  may  arise  on  account  of  both  this  House  and  the  University  Senate 
coming  into  conflicting  decisions  on  the  very  same  matter.  Sir,  I  have 
considered  this  matter  and  I  feel  that  there  may  not  be  any  difficulty 
in  that  direction,  because  even  according  to  the  statutory  provisions 
governing  this  House  any  motion  passed  by  this  House  will  not  bind 
■  Government.  It  is  ‘deemed  to  be  only  a  recommendation  made 
to  Government  by  the  House.  Sir,  in  bo  far  as  we  are 
giving  a  certain  amount  by  way  of.  grant  to  the  University,  and 
in  so  far  as  our  University  is  not  exempted'  from  the  purview  of  the 
Legislature  under  Section  17  and  Kule  28  my  considered  opinion  is 
that  we  may  be  allowed  to  discuss  cut  motions  relating  to  the  adminis¬ 
trative  policy  of  the  University.  The  decisions  arrived  thereon  will  be 
deemed  only  as  recommendations  to  Government.  The  Government 
may  then  be  pleased  to  consider  the  matter  and  take  the  necessary  , 
action  on  such  decisions  so  that  the  Government  grant  is  properly  used 
in  accordance  with  the  legitimate  aspirations  of  this  House. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  Will  it  not  amount  to  a  sort  of 
pressure  upon  Government,  however  mild  it  may  be  V 

MR.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  No.  It  should  not  be 
deemed  to  be  a  .pressure  to  bear  upon  '  Government.  If  this 
House  is  enabled  to  discuss  a  particular  cut  motion,  it  will  come  to  a 
decision  on  such  matter  and  this  decision  need  be  deemed  only  as  a 
recommendation  made  to  Government  by  this  House.  Government 
may  inform  the  University  of  the  decision  of  this  House, 

PRESIDENT  :  Very,  well,  I  see  your  point. 

Mr.  KAIN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  'Sir,  one  point  which  I 
wish  to  make  clear  at  the  very  outset  is  that  there  has  been  no  attempt 
on  the  part  of  anybody  to  make  it  impossible  for  the  House  to  do  any 
of  its  functions  or  to  rob  it  of  any  of  its  powers. 

Mr,  K.  G,  GOVIND^N  :  Then  what  was  the  effect  of  the  voting  of 
jhc  House  V  » 
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HR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAi :  The  effect  of  the  voting 
must  have  been  fully  in  the  minds  of  the  members  who  voted.  It  was 
a  decision  arrived  at  by  this  House.  It  was  not  in  the  form  of  a  ruling 
from  the  Chair.  The  House  itself  can  think  of  the  matter  and  say 
“We  do  not  propose  to  deal  with  the  mailer.”  That  was  what  hap¬ 
pened.  If  the  House  is  of  .the  impression  that  that  vote  was  rather 
hastily  given  and  they  want  the  position  to  be  reconsidered,  then  it  is 
open  to  you,  Sir,  to  allow  them  to  vote  again  and  decide  the  matter. 
Anyhow,  I  do  not  wish  the  House  to  have  the  impression  that  I  am  in 
any  way  less  anxious  than  any  other  member  to  safeguard  the  interests 
or  the  power*  of  this  House. 

Sir,  here  the  motions  thrown  am  include  motions  lor  omission  of 
the  grant  and  motions  for  redaction  of  one  nmec.  There  is  no  inten¬ 
tion  to  prevent  the  House  from  throwing  out  the  total  graui.  There 
is  no  intention  to  prevent  the  House  from  moving  lor  reduc¬ 

tions  of  one  rupee.  The  only  point  that  I  wish  to  place  before  the 
House  is  whether  the  House  must  have  the  ntht,  or  rather  exercise 
their  right  to  go  into  the  details  of  .the  working  of  me  University  or 
not.  My  suggestion  is  that  the  House  might  fully  utilise  their  powers 
for  moving  motions  for  the  ornissi  ai  of  the  grant  and  for  the  reduction, 
of  the  grant  so  long  as  the  House  is  satisfied  in  criticising  general 
principles  and  policies.  When  you  come  to  matters  of  detail,  iny 
suggestion  is  that  the  House  should  not.  go  into  them.  The  first 
motion  before  the  House  for  instance  is  a  motion  regarding  admission 
to  colleges.  I  may  soy,  Sir,  that  that  is  exactly  the  type  of  a  subject 
into  which  this  Assembly  should  not  go. 

MR.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  .KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Suppose  the,  motion  is 
that  50  percent,  of  the  admission  to  the  coliege  classes  should  be 
reserved  to  the  educationally  backward  communities.  Does  it  relate  to 
the  general  policy  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLA!  :  It  is  much  more  an 
academical  question  than  a  question  of  general  policy. 

Mr.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  such  a  provision  in  the  Madras  University  rules  as  regards 
admission  to  the  college  classes? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  am  not  aware  of 
such  a  provision  there.  If  there  is  such  a  provision  it  is  fundamentally 
wrong.  . 

Mr.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  May  I  know  whether  a 
sub  committee  has',  been  appointed  to  advise  them  in  regard  to  ad¬ 
missions  ?  ' 

Ma.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  I  am  not  aware.  What 
I  want  to  say,  Sir,  is  that  in  the  matter  of  admissions,  I  would  go  a 
step  further  and  say  that  even  the  University  authorities  should  not 
interfere  in  that.  Even  the  Senate  and  the  .Syndicate  should  not  in¬ 
terfere  in  that.  It  is  a  matter  which  should  bo  left  to  be  decided  by 
the  head  of  the  institution,  namely,  the  Principal  of  the  college, 
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•.ooordiDg  to  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Studies,  Taking,  for  example, 
the  college  of  Science,  I  would  say  that  admission  to  it  is  a  matter  to 
be  left  to  the  Principal  of  the  College  of  Science  helped  by  the  pro¬ 
fessors  for  the  particular  subjects  and  advised  by  the  Board  of  Studies 
for  Science. 

MR.  K,  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  By  such  a  process  may  I  know  whether 
the  effect  of  the  reservations  made  here  in  regard  to  admission  to 
backward  classes  will  be  nullified  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PiLLAl:  I  am  not  prepared  to 
admit  the  position,  Sir.  Again,  taking  the  case  of  the  Engineering 
College,  the  principles  of  admission  should  be  left  to  the  Engineering 
College  authorities  and  the  Board  of  Studies  in  Engineering.  It  is  only 
when  we  find  that  tlic  college  authorities  are  committing  irregularities 
that  the  ^Syndicate  or  the  Senate  itself  must  go  into  the  question. 
Therefore,  Sir,  to  have  it  dragged  even  beyond  the  University  autho¬ 
rities  and  have  it  discussed  on  the_  floor  of  this  House  will,  I  think, 
be  an  unhealthy  interference  with  the  day  to  day  activities  of  the 
University. 

Sir,  it  was'stated  that  without  discussing  the  matter  on  the  floor 
of  this  House,  public  opinion  cannot  be  brought  effectively  to  bear  in 
the  working  of  the  University.  I  think  that  oven  there,  the  House  is 
rather  making  a  hasty  judgment.  Sir,  the  Syndicate  and  the  Senate 
contain  elected  and  nominated  representatives.  The  Senate  includes 
members  of  this. House  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Sri  Chitra  State 
Council. 

MR.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  How  many  Ezhava 
members  are  there  V 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  The  University  Calender 
is  a  public  document  and  the  member  can  look  into  that, 

Mr.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN :  Being  a  'member  of  the 
Senate  will  the  honourable  member  kindly  give  the  names  of  the 
Ezhava  members  in  the  Senate  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  I  do  not  think,  Sir,  that 
a  member  of  the  Senate  is  bound  to  give  such  information.  This 
House  has  sent  its  representatives  and  if  the  public  has  got  anything 
important  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  University,  I  say  that  it 
can  easily  be  done  through  the  members  who  have  been  sent  to  the 
Senate  from  the  public  bodies  and  through  the  Senate  to  the  other 
University  authorities  and  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  bring  the 
matter  here .  " 

MR,  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Suppose  from  the  Admh 
nistration  iieport  we  find  that  the  number  of  students  who  passed 
from  the  Arts  College  is  very  poor,  and  I  wish  by  moving  a  cut  motion 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Government  that,  the  teaching  in  the 
Arts  College  is  very  poor,  am  I  permitted  to  do  that  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Under  the  convention 
that  the  House  has  been  pleased  to  adopt,  it  is  not  permissible, 
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MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  What  does  the  honourable  member 
say  with  regard  to  the  honourable  member  Mr.  V.  Knnjnlirishnan’s 
difficulty  that  his  community  is  not  being  represented  in  the  Senate  to 
safeguard  their  interests  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABKA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  must  say  that 
Ezhavas  are  represented  not  only  in  the  Senate  but  even  in  the 
Syndicate.  Mr.  M.  Govindan  was  a  member  of  the  Syndicate  from  its 
very  inception.  After  the  expiry  of  his  term,  Mr.  C.  0.  Madhavan 
became  a  member  of  the  Senate  and  also  of  the  Syndicate. 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Was  Mr.  Madhavan  appointed  there  because 
he  was  the  Mayor  of  the  Corporation  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABKA  PILLAI:  No,  Sir  he  was  nomi¬ 
nated,  cent  per  cent,  in  his  personal  capacity. 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Mayor  is  an 
ex-officio  member  of  any  of  these  bodies  ? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ;  No,  Sir.  Moreover  in. 
this  case  he  became  a  member  of  the  Syndicate  before  he  became  the 
Mayor. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  find  that  already  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes 
have  elapsed  and  there  is  only  fori y  minutes  more  for  the  discussion  of 
the  demand, 

I  think  that  all  things  considered  and  having  regard  to  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  subject,  itself  and  the  fairly  strong  feelings  that  have 
been  evinced  by  i  various  speakers,  the  best  plan  for  the  House  and ' 
there  again  I  shall  ask  the  House  to  vote  on  f.}  -  matter — would  bo  to 
go  on  discussing  these  giants  without  prejudice  to  the  decision  of  this 
question  on  which  much  more  thought  has  U.  be  bestowed  than  has 
been  bestowed  till  now,  because,  frankly  speaking,  the  matter  came  up 
on  the  spur  of  the  moment.  Merely  because  I  had  some  memory  of 
the  discussion  in  the  House  of  Commons,  I  appealed  for  a  convention 
and  asked  for  the  opinion  of  the  House.  Some  of  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  apparently  believe  that  sufficient  thought  had  not  been  bestowed 
■  on  the  question  and  I  am  therefore  perfectly  prepared,  if  this  honour¬ 
able  House  so  decides,  to  proceed  on  the  basis  that  without  prejudice  to 
the  discussion  of  this  question  of  principle,  for  the  time  being,  we  may 
proceed  with  the  discussion  of  this  grant.  The  whole  question  is 
whether  the  honourable  House  is  prepared  to  adopt  that  line.  The 
official  members  will  not  vete. 

Some  Honourable  Members  :  We  shall  proceed  on  that  basis. 

PRESIDENT  :  Jt  must  be  distinctly  understood  at  this  stage  that, 
having  regard  to  what  has  happened  the  ruling  to  the  extent  to  which 
it  has  gone,  the  appeal  for  the  convention  to  the  extent  to  which  it  has 
gone,  while  it  may  stand  on  the  rolls  and  the  records  of  this  House, 
will  not  be  taken  as  binding  this  House  to  a  definite  decision  one  way 
or  the  other,  until  another  opportunity  is  given  to  this  House  and  to 
the  Chair— to  the  House  to  put  forward  its  point  of  view  and  to  the 
Chair  to  give  its  ruling.  On  that  basis,  fthe  House  will  now  proceed 
with  the  motions. 
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MR.  K.  KUIWU  PANICKAR  :  Sir,  1  move— 

MR.  8.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  'of  order. 
The  Demand  has  already  been  put  and  voted  upon  and  the  motions  on 
that  Demand  cannot  be  moved  now. 

PRESIDENT :  After  all,  it  is  open  to  the  House  to  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  previous  vote  was  a  snatch  vote  or  a  vote  in  which 
it  did  not  express  its  will.  If  there  is  any  doubt  about  it,  I  shall  put 
that  to  the  vote.  If  a  vote  has  been  taken  in  ignorance  ‘or  by  a  mis¬ 
apprehension  of  what  really  was  meant,  then  the  House  can  certainly 
go  back  on  that  vote.  There  is  nothing  against  doing  that  in  the 
rules  or  the  standing  orders. 

Mfi.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Sir,  by  this  motion  I  beg  to  point  out 
certain  grievances.  By  the  historical  causes  and  by  a  long  course  of 
events  which  were  transpiring  in  Travancore  certain  important  and 
numerically  superior  classes  and  subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja 
were  prevented  even  from  entering  the  Government  schools  and 
colleges.  This  was  done  by  the  established  policy  of  the  Government. 
It  was  only  very  recently  that  all  classes  of  Iiis  Highness’  subjects 
were  given  universal  admission  into  schools  and  colleges.  By  the 
policy  of  Government,  certain  important  sections  and  communities 
among  the  subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  were  denied  the 
elementary  right  of  getting  themselves  qualified  for  Public  Service  and 
other  useful  activities  of  life.  So  also  by  a  long  course  of  conduct, 
most  of  these  communities  were  not  even  allowed  to  enter  the  Public 
Services.  Recently  by  the  agitation  of  the  aggrieved  communities  and 
by  the  sympathetic  policy  of  the  Government,  the  Government  allow¬ 
ed.  all  communities  admission  into  the  schools  nr.d  colleges  and  the 
Public  Service.  Now,  when  the  admission  into  the  Public  Service  is 
definitely  formulated  under  the  orders  of  the  Govern  nn  nt,  there  arises 
an  important  question  of  getting  qualified  hands  from  important  com¬ 
munities.  The  situation  is  that,  if,  for  a  certain  appointment,  a 
particular  University  qualification  also  is  indispensable  and  if  the  com¬ 
munities  who  were  denied  educational  facilities  are  prevented  from 
getting  academic  qualifications  by  any  general  'principles  adumbrated, 
I  submit  that  those  communities  will  have  to  stand  aloof  and  forego 
their  claims  even  in  the  Public  Service.  I  beg  to  submit  or  rather 
to  point  out  one  important  feature,  Formerly  Police  Inspectors, 
Excise  Inspectors  and  so  many  other-  important  officers  could  discharge 
their  duties  without  having  even  the  qualification  of  a  graduate  and 
they  were  discharging  their  duties  efficiently,  as  wo  all  kn-.w.  Now  by 
the  present  policy  and  tendency  of  the  people,  innumerable  graduates, 
graduates-in-law  and  persons  possessing-  other  qualifications  including 
European  qualifications  are  to  be  seen  among  ihe  members  of  the 
various  privileged  communities  in  the  land,  We  have  got  so  .many 
persons — influential .  and  wealthy  with  greater  qualifications,  with 
qualifications  which  are  not  quite  required  for  places  such  as  the  Police 
Inspector,  Excise  Inspector,  Tahsildar  and  so  on.  Those  people  coma 
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and  say — You  see  that  “  We  are  England  returned,  We  have  got  so 
many  qualifications.  That  man  of  Backward- Community  has  got  only 
the  qualification  of  the  Travancore  University  or  the  Madras  Univer¬ 
sity  ;  and  so  let  that  ruan  be  denied  his  right  and  let  us  .be  given  the 
chance  of  going  in  for  his  place  because  we  are  better  equipped  with 
education  ".  Of  course,  they  are  better  qualified— 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  honour¬ 
able  members  are  aware  that  persons  returning  from  England  are  not 
guaranteed  any  right  as  a  matter  of  fact.  Directions  have  been  issued 
to  Departments  to  the  effect  that  no  preference  need  be  given  to  any 
foreign  degrees.  It  has  been  laid  down  as  a  specific  rule  and  the  rule 
is  being  enforced  rigorously. 

MR.  K,  KUNJU  PAN1CKAR  :  What  I  wish  to  say  is  that  if  a  person 
from  a  certain  community  possesses  the  minimum  qualification  and  if 
he  is  entitled  by  communal  rotation  to  get  a  place  for' study  or  in 
service  then  the  minimum  qualification  should  be  considered  as 
sufficient.  With  reference  to  technical  education  also,  I  submit  that 
the  minimum  qualification  should  be  considered  as  the  standard  for 
admission  of  that  person  to  the  University  or  technical  education. 
Only  thus  members  of  certain  backward  communities  can  get  them¬ 
selves  qualified  and  get  admission  into  the  technical  branches  of  Public 
Service.  It  is  to  safeguard  such  interests,  Sir,  that  I  point  out  that 
particular  attention  should  be  bestowed  to  the  amenities  and  con¬ 
venience  of  eertain  classes  of  people  in  the  matter  of  selection  to  courses 
of  technical  studies.  Unless  some  such  consideration  is  given  many 
people  with  better  qualifications  in  the  privileged  communities  will 
knock  off  all  the  places  and  the  backward  classes  with  the  average 
and  minimum  qualifications  will  be  deprived  of  their  rights.  In  order 
to  prevent  such  a  state  of  affairs,  the  necessary  policy  should  be  laid 
down  by  the  Government  or  should  be  adopted  by  the  University. 
The  majority  of  the  Senate  members  being  privileged  class  men  may 
ignore  this  course.  Among  the  Senate  members  there  may  be  persons 
who  may  have  this  view,  but  may  not  be  bold  to  suggest  or  press  such 
communal  claims  due  to  so  many  causes.  Anybody  who  is  putting 
forward  a  communal  claim  may  be  looked  upon  with  a  sort  of  scornful 
eyes.  I  say  certain  people  are  not  thus  prepared  to  press  and  some 
others  hesitate  to  point  out  their  communal  rights.  Some  may  con¬ 
sider  it  is  out-of-fashion  to  emphasise  communal  rights.  So,  Sir,  I 
submit  that  when  such  delicacies  are  standing  on  the  way  of  Senators, 
and  the  Senators  from  these  backward  people  being  few  and  far 
between,  we  should  be  allowed  to  press  this  point  in  this  House  so  that 
it  may  be  brought  to  the  pointed  attention  of  the  Government,  who  in 
turn  may  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  the  Senate  and  the  Syndicate  of  the 
University.  It  is  with  this  view  that  I  move  this  motion. 

Mr.  K.  G;  GOVINDAN  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  In  supporting 
the  motion,  I  may  be.permitted  just  to  make  some  passing  reference  re¬ 
garding  the  broad  policy  of  the  interference  of  this  legislature  with  the 
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University.  Sir,  this  House  is  asked  to  make  a  grant  of  nearly  8  lakhs 
of  rupees  to  the  University.  My  humble  submission  is  that  the  House 
must  necessarily  have  a  right  to  make  some  suggestion  atleast  regard¬ 
ing  the  government  of  the  University.  Sir,  you  made  the  other  day  a 
reference  to  Sir  Ashutosh  Mookerjee  how  he  instituted  a  Tibetan  chair 
and  afterwards  assistant  professors,  and  when  the  matter  was  question¬ 
ed,  how  he  answered  that  question  by  instituting  a  Chinese  chair  4c 
and  how  finally  he  brad  to  resign.  So  I  gathered  that  in  the  fight  bet¬ 
ween  the  University  and  the  Government,  Government  finally  succed- 
ed,  that  is  to  say,  Government  established-  -  - 

PRESIDENT  :  Others  would  say  that  it  was  the  Government,  that 
yielded.  The  Hon’ble  member  may  know  from  the  History  of  Lord 
Lytton,  how  Sir  Ashutosh  declined  to  come  back  as  Vice  Chancellor 
and  how  he  still  ruled  the  Uneversity  and  later  his  son  accepted  the 
Vice-chancellorship  and  continued  the  tradition  of  his  father. 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN:  Sir,  with  due  respect  to  the  House,  I  must 
say  something  about  the  method  of  voting  that  occurred. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  We  cannot  talk  over  the  whole  busi¬ 
ness  and  discuss  the  matter  again  ana  again. 

MR.  K.G.GOVINDAN:  There  was  a  ruling  by  the  Chair  that  we  should 
.  discuss  broad  principles  and  when  the  question  wag  put  to  the  House 
whether  questions  Nos.  5  to  II  could  be  discussed  upon,  the  House  said 
“no”  and  ‘when  the  House  was  asked  whether  qu-etions  Nos  1  to  4 
could  be  discuss-jd,then  also  the  House  said  •‘‘no’’. 

PUTHUPALLI  S  KRISHNA  PILLA1  :  On  a  point  of  order,  Sir.  A 
motion  is  before  the  House  and  the  member’s  statement  should  refer 
only  to  the  motion  before  the  House. 

MR.  K.  G  GOVINDAN;  My  submission  is  only  this.  Questions 
Nos.  1  to  3  contain  very  broad  principles, 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  motion  before  the  House  is  to 
discuss  about  the  policy'  of  giving  admission  io  the  various  college 
classes  and  courses  of  studies,  and  the  Hon’ble  member  will  confine 
his  attention  to  that. 

MR.  K.  G  GOVINDAN:  I  strongly  support  the  motion. 

MR.  MURUKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN;  I  wish  to  support  the 
motion.  The  point  that  I  vvish  to  mention  to  this  House  is  that  in 
the  matter  of  admission  to  the  colleges,  25%  of  the  places  allowed  to 
each  college  is  reserved  With  the  Principals  concerned  for  providing 
for  members  who  were  not  admitted  to  the  examination-  Now,  Sir, 

I  shall  try  to  illustrate  this  position  by  certain  concrete  examples. 
The  Engineering  College  was  started  three  years  ago.  In  the  degree 
course,  every  year  21  students  are  admitted.  Last  time  I  think  during 
the  Budget  Session,  30  interpellations  were  answered  from  which  you 
would  find  that  in  1114  only  one  Ezhava  was  admitted,  to  the  degree 
course  and  one  Muslim  who  is  not  a  native  of  Trivandrum  was  admit¬ 
ted  and , all  the  others  were  from  other  castes  which  are  educationally 
advanced, 
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In  1115  also  only  one  Ezhava  was  admitted  although  I  know  that 
there  were  several  applicants  who  have  passed  the  Intermediate 
Examination  in  the  First  class  with  distinction.  So  far  as  this  year  is 
concerned,  the  facts  and  figures  are  not  available  although  I  have 
asked  for  information  about  the  admissions  to  the  Engineering  College. 
I  shall  make  my  position  clear.  For  making  the  selection  there  is  a 
selective  test.  For  the  degree  course,  applications  are  called  for. 
When  students  with  advanced  educational  qualifications  apply  they  are 
not  taken.  Only  students  who  have  got  a  degree  are  taken.  Several 
people  from  the  advanced  communities  have  been  selected.  My  only 
submission  is  that  provision  should  be  made  for  those  communities  Who 
arc  backward  .  in  point  of  education. 

As  far  as  admission  to  the  Science  College  is  cocerned- 

PRESIDENT.  Will  the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor  be  able  to  say  whether 
there  were  applications  from  the  Ezhava  community? 

Dr.  K.  L.  MOUDGILL  Sir,  there  were  no  such  applictions  for  the 
Degree  course  in  the  Engineering  College. 


Mr.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  The  board  of  studies 
lays  down  some  rules  and  the  iules  are  supposed  to  be  carried  out.  But 
in  fact  when  admissions  are  actually  made  we  find  that  the  students 
from  backward  communities  do  not  get  any  admission  or  sufficient  ad¬ 
mission.  I  say  this  not  on  communai  basis  only.  Suppose  a  man  is 
staying  in  Trivandrum-  If  his  son  does  not  get  admission  he  will  not  be 
able  to  send  him  elsewhere  Therefore  on  the  ground  of  poverty  also 
this  question  must  be  considered.  At  least  50  per  cent  of  the  admissions 
should  be  reserved  with  the  'Principal  for  admitting  such  students. 
Even  in  Madras  this  question  arose.  There  were  complaints  from 
Muslims,  non-Btahmins  and  Scheduled  Classes  to  the  effect  that  they 
did  not  get  sufficient  number  of  places  in  the  College  classes.  The 
question  was  enquired  into  by  the  Madras  Government.  A  committee 
was  constituted  and  as  a  result  of  their  recommendations  the  admis¬ 
sion  was  regulated.  Decently  the  committee  was  abolished  but  com¬ 
plaints  arose  and  it  was  again  reappointed.  Similarly  something 
must  be  done  here  also.  As  I  pointed  out  a  few  minutes  ago  owing 
to  the  restriction  in  the  matter  of  getting  admission  into  the  Colleges 
the  educational  advancement  of  the  communities  is  seriously  affected. 
Among  the  Ezhava  community,  till  about  four  years  ago  the  number 
of  admissions  was  on  the  increase.  But  now  the  number  is  going  down. 

I  hope  the  Pro-Vice-Chancellor  will  enquire  mto  the  matter  Now 
there  are  €8  students  for  the  degree  course  in  ^Engineering Co  lege, 
According  to  rotation  that  has  been  fixed,  out  of  63  students  there 
will  be  only  2  Ezhavas.  What  is  the  effect  of  iV  The  rotation  has 
been  fixei  for  the  appointment  of  supervisors  But  they  are  denied 
admission  to  the  Colleges.  There  is  a  belief  among  the  people  that 
if  they  apply  they  will  not  get  admission  to  the  Colleges. 
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PRESIDENT :  What  are  the  restrictions  under  the  rules  ? 

MR.  MURUKKliMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISNAN  .  A  competitive  examina¬ 
tion  is  held.  Last  year  from  the  Ezhava  community,  two  candidates 
who  had  passed  the  Intermediate  in  the  first  class  with  distinction, 
had  also  applied.  There  was  some  viva  voce  examination  or  something 
of  that  sort. 

DR.  K.  L.  UOUDGIi-L  .  I  hope  the  honourable  member  is  not  sugges¬ 
ting  that  the  examiners  af  the  University  were  prejudiced.  If  he  is 
suggesting  that  I  will  have  to  protest  against  it  most  emphatically. 

Mr.MURUKUIWPUZHAV,  KUNJUKRISHNAAI  .  I  think  my  honourable 
friend  has  misunderstood  me.  All  that  I  am  saying  is  that  there  are 
several  reasons  why  my  community  is  backward.  But  why  cannot 
some  provision  be  made  for  us?  Is  it  not  the’intention  of  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maharaja  in  creating  this  University  that  all  the  subjects  of 
His  Highness  are  benefited  by  it  ?  If  this  restriction  is  made  what 
will  be  tbe  effect  of  it  ?  Why  should  the  people  be  eliminated  from' 
the  University  ooorse  ?  Therefore  my  only  submission  is  that  this  is 
a  matter  which  has  to  attract  the  very  serious  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  know  that  the  Government  have  explained  the  other  day  about 
the  University.  I  also  appeal  to  you,  Sir,  as  Vice'  Chancellor  to  ex¬ 
ercise  the  influence  you  have  got  in  the  matter  and  to  see  that  some¬ 
thing  is  done. 
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Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PAD3/IANABHA  PlLLAl:  Sir,  I  regret  I  have  to 
oppose  the  motion.  Even  while  speaking  on  the  admissibility  of  such* 
motions  I  pointed  out  as  illustration  the  inadvisability  of  bringing  this 
motion  under  the  purview  of.  the  Assembly.  The ‘reason  .adduced  in 
support  of  the  motion  is  that  now  the  principle  of  communal  rotation 
has  been  accepted  for  the  public  service,  it  also  means  that  hands  should 
be  available  to  fill  ithose  places,  and  therefore  .admissions  should  be 
given  to  those  communities  in  the  Colleges.  It  certainly  is  a  matha- 
matically  correct  position  that  if  the  students  are  net  admitted  into  the 
Colleges  they  will  not  be  available  for  service.  If  that  is  the  argument 
pushed  to  its  logical  conclusion,  it  will ; mean  that  the  availability  of  the 
candidates  for  the  recruitment  depends  not  only  upon  admissions  to 
the  Colleges  but  also  upon  promotions.  If. the  principle  is  accepted 
in  order  to  satisfy  the  demand  from  the  different  communities  and  if 
we  are  to  adjus  t  admissions  to  .the  Colleges  accordingly,  fthen  we  have 
to  accept  the  second  position  also  and  see  that  the  results  of  the  exa¬ 
minations  also  accord  with  the  demands  of  the  different  communities. 

It  would  be  a  very  pathetic  state  of  affairs  if  we  are  forced  to 'a 
position  namely  that  results  of  the  University  must  be  governed  by 
communal  rotation.  It  is  one  thingitojsayjjthat  a  community  must  have 
its  share  of  appointments  provided  there  are  candidates:  but  it  is  entir¬ 
ely  a  different  thing  to  demand  that  Universities  must  make  it  possible 
for  the.  communities  to  have  an  easy  path  through  the  college  classes, 
and  legally:eqdip  themselves — not  academically,  but  legally- with  the 
necessary  qualifications  for  entrance  into  the  public  service. 

Mr.-.  MURUKKUMPU2HA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  Is  the  member  aware 
that  in  the  I.O.  S.  examination  a  certain  percentage  has  been  set  apart 
for. communities  who  are  not  capable  of  getting  selection  by  means  of 
open  competition  ? 
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Hr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  Sir,  that  is  purely  nomi¬ 
nation,  seats  are  reserved  for  nomination. 

Mr.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN  :  In  the  case  of  admis¬ 
sions  to' the  college  may  I  know,  what  is  the  criteria  to  be  fixed  ?  Is  it 
the  case  that  those  who  have  secured  best  marks  alone  should  be  ad¬ 
mitted  ?  Could  not  50%  of  the  seats  be  reserved  for  those  fnembers  of 
the  backward  classes  who  have  not  'got  the  adequate  number  o  fmarkk  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Admissions  -  are  made 
according  to  merit,  Admissions  are  given  not  to  communities  but  to 
students- based  purely  on  the  merit  with  which  they  have  passed  their 
previous  examination,  If  we  are  to  control  admissions  it  is  indirectly 
controlling  the  results  of -the  previous  examination.  If  you  decide  to 
control  the  results  of  the  previous  examination,  the  question  will  come, 
why  not  control  the  subsequent  examinations  also.  For  example  in 
the  Science  College  the  admission  for  the  B.Sc,,  degree  course  is  to 
depeod  on  the  marks  obtained  for  the  Intermediate  examination.  If 
therefore  you  are  to  control  admission  into  the  B.  Sc.  class  de¬ 
pending  upon  communal  -representatien  and  not  on  marks  it  would 
•  tantamount  to  controlling  the  result  of  the  intermediate  examina¬ 
tion.  The  natural  question  would  be  why  not  control  the  results  of 
theB.  Sc.  examination  also.  So  if  this  principle  is  adopted  it  would 
mean  the  adoption  of  communal  ratio,  both  for  the  admissions  and  for 
promotion.  - 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  May  I  know  whetner  any  demand  was  made 
here  by  anybody  that  the  principle  of  communal  repesentafcion  should 
be  followed  with  regard  to  promotion  or  for  deciding  results  in  exami¬ 
nations  ?  ' 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  What  I  said  was  very 
clear.  When  the  argument  is  put  forward  that  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  the  necessary  number  of  candidates  for  appointments  in  the 
public  service,  admission  to  the  colleges  has  to  be.  governed  by  com¬ 
munal  representation,  the  next  inevitable  logical  conclusion  will  be 
that  the  number  of  promotions  will  also  have  to  he  governed  by  com¬ 
munal  representation. 

MR.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Is  the  member  aware 
that  in  Madras  a  concession  has  been  made  to  members  who  could  not 
get  admission  merely  on  the  merit  of  marks  obtained  in  examinations? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  I  am  prepared  to  be  en¬ 
lightened  by  the  Hon,  member's  question.  But  at  the  same  time  Sir, 
•before  studying  the  consequences  of  the  application  of  that  rule,  I  am 
not  prepared  to  give  an  opinion  on  the  subject. 

MR.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Is  the  member  aware 
that  such  a  rule  is  in  force  in  Madras  for  the  last  so  many  years  ? 

Mr',  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  I  am  prepared  to  accept, 
that  information.  But  T  am  not  prepared  to  give  an  opinion  on  it 
because  I  do  not  know  the  effect  of  the  working  of  the  rules  there. 
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Therefore,  what  I  say  is,  under  the  existing  conditions  the 
University  will  have  certainly  to  adhere  to  the  principles  so  far  followed 
in  the  matter  of  admissons. 

A  special  reference  was  made  about  the  College  of  Engineering  in 
regard  to  admissions,  The  fact  is  that  as  the  head  of  our  Engineering 
College  we  have  a  gentleman  of  unquestionable  character  who  goes  into 
matters  with  an  earnestness  almost  unequalled.  In  those  matters  even 
the  University  authorities  do  not  interfere.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  study  things,  I  can  say  that  admissions  have  been  given  in.  the  best 
interests  of  the  students  and  the  college  and  the  community  at  large. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  May  I  knowt whether  in  the  matter  of 
admission  to  that  college,  selection  was  made  according  to  the  highest 
marks  of  the  students  who  appeared  for  selection  ? 

SIR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Yes.  The  Principal 
sets  a  special  written  examination  and  the  selection  is  based  on  the  mark 
obtained  in  the  examination  and  also  in  a  rim  voce.  These  examina¬ 
tions  are  conducted  by  persons  of  unquestionable  ability  and  character. 

Therefore  I  think  that  this  motion  is  i  aim  ove  in 'the  very  wrong 
direction,  especial  y  at  the  initial  stages  of  the  University.  We  are 
very  jealous  that  the  highest  standards  must  be  maintained.  We  are 
hearing  of  negotiations  between  this  Government  and  the  Government 
of  the  neighbouring  State  and  proposals  for  that  State  also  coming 
into  the  University  especially  in  the  matter  of  the  .Engineering  branch. 
When  we  are  trying  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the  University  and 
bring  into  its  fold  the  colleges  of  the  neighbouring  State,  the' reputation 
of  the  efficiency  of  our  University'should  be  jealously  safeguarded.  I 
request  the  honourable  members  to  view  the  whole  thing'  not  merely 
from  the  narrow  interests  of  communities  but  in  the  interests  of  the 
University  at  large.  At  least  /we  ‘should  allow  the  existing  rules  to 
work  for  a  considerable  time  and  think  of  making  this  -kind  of  modi¬ 
fication  only  after  the  University  has  established  itself. 

Mr.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  am.  sorry  I  have  to  oppose  the 
motion  as  it  is  worded.  I  would  only  request  the  honourable 
members  of  the  House  to  remember  that  our  University  was  brought 
into  existence  just  3  or  4  years  ago  and  it  is  an  infant  University. 
Under  the  present  circumstances,  we  have  to  maintain  a  high  standard’ 
and  status.  In  the  case  of  a  technical  subject,  like  Engineering  the 
standard  should  be  still  move  higher  than  other  subjects.  In  the  Uuited 
Provinces  there  are  five  or  six  Universities.  But  the  Benares  and  Boorkil 
Engineers  are  preferred  to  the  graduates  of  other. Universities.  That  is 
due  to  the  high  standard  of  education  given  in  tkoscEngineeringColleges. 
This  is  a  fact  to  be  born  in  mind,  if  we  keep  up  high  standards  I  believe 
we  will' be  able  to  attract  students  from  outside  Travanoore  and 'as  I  said, 
unless  a  high  standard  is  maintained  in  the  branch  of  technical  educa¬ 
tion,  we  cannot  justify  the  existence  of  the  Engineering  College.  That 
being  the  ease  I  belive  that  acceptance  of  the  principle  of  communal 
standard  representation  in  the  matter  of  admissions  cannot  hold  good. 
High  standard  and  efficiency  should  be  our  prime  motive.

MR.  MURUKKUMPUZHA  V.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  May  I  know  whether 
anybody  here  advocated  communal  representation  in  the  matter  of 
admissions  ? 

MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  :  I  am  sure  that,  that  was  the  motive 
behind  the  motion.  Acceptance  of  that  principle  in  the  matter  of 
admissions  to  technical  colleges  will  certainly  stand  in  the  way  of  higher 
standards  being  kept  up. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PAN1CKAR  ;  May  I  know  whether  any  minimum 
marks  could  be  fixed  up  as  the  standard  for  getting  admissions  in  the 


MR.  P.  SIVARAMA  PILLAI  ;  Yes,  certainly. 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  ;  Sir,  I  am  at  one  with  all  the  sentiments 
expressed  here  by  my  friend  Mr  Xunjukrishnan.  There  are  very 
many  handicaps  for  the  educationally  backward  communities  to  be 
remedied.  Mr.  Kunjukrishnan  referred  to  the  instance  of  reservation 
of  seats  in  the  Madras  Colleges.  In  Madras  25%  of  the  seats  have 
been  reserved  for  educationally  backward  communities  so  far  as  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  college  is  concerned. 

Now  Sir  what  I  want  to  submit  is  that  it  is  a  sort  of  reservation 
for  certain  educationally  backward  communities  up  to  a  certain  stage. 
It  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  has  to  be 
kept  up  and  it  is  also  admitted  that  the  spirit  of  communalism  should 
not  come  in  here.  It  is  not  on  account  of  the  narrow  interest  of  com¬ 
munalism  that  this  proposition  is  brought  forward.  It  is  to  see  that 
all  sections  of  the  people  are  in  a  position  to  enjoy  the  benefits  that  are 
drived  from  the  University.  In  the  matter  of  keeping  up  highest 
standards  of  efficiency  in  tact,  my  friend  referred  to  the  instance  of 
two  first  class  Ezhava  students  having  applied  for  admissions  in  the 
Engineering  College  and  their  inability  to  get  admission.  But  students 
who  passed, in  the  second  class  and  who  belongedto  -  some  other1  com¬ 
munity  were  in  a  position  to  get  admission.  Without  casting  any 
reflection  on  the  head  of  the  Engineering  College  I  may  be  permitted 
to  state  one  fact. 

PRESIDENT- ;  The  time  for  the  grant  is  over. 

The  motion  that  Government  be  granted  a  sum  "of  133.  8,25,000 
•  under  Demand  XVII — Tr&vancore  University  was  put  to  vote  and 
carried.

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  not 
.  exceeding  Bs,  43,14,901  under  Demand  XIX— Education  excluding 
lira vancore  University. 
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MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  Sir,  I  move. 

“  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  ft*.  25,000  for  grants  to  the  Be' area  Hind 
University  and  to  the  'Medical  and  Engineering  College  at  Madr»s 
by  Re  1." 

My  object  is  to  discuss  about  the  necessity  of  giving  preferential  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  applicants  from  educationally  backward  communities 
such  as  Ezhavas  in  the  matter  of  selection  of  the  candidates  to  the 
foreign  Universities  to  which  Government  grant  is  allowed.  I  have  to 
point  out  that  only  very  limited  number  of  candidates  are  selected  by 
the  Government  to  be  sent  up  for  qualifying  themselves  in  the  said 
Universities,  For  'seven  years  the  selection  was  going  on  and  the 
educationally  backward  communities  could  not  get  a  place  as  yet.  If 
the  selection  to  the  Universities  is  not  carefully  made  with  an  eye  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  the  educationally  backward  communities, 
they  are  not  likely  to  be  benefited  by  the  education  given  by  such 
Universities  which  are  benefited  by  the  grants  offered  by  .our  Govern¬ 
ment.  Unless  this  question  is  sympathetically  viewed  by  Government 
with  an  eye  to  give  chances  to  the  under  represented  backward  com¬ 
munities,  they  can  never  get  a  seat  in  such  Universities.  It  may  be 
pointed  out  that-  the  highest  percentage  of  marks  should  be  secured  by 
the  students  belonging  to  backward  communities  also  to  get  the  selection 
I  may  point  out  that  the  reason  for  getting  a  low  percentage  ofimarks  by 
backward  people  is  not  due  to  the  infcelleetural  defects  of  their  can¬ 
didates  but  it  is  due  to  other  causes.  The  time  honoured  policy  of  the 
Government  sir,  is  mainly  responsible  for  that  state  of  offairs.  Certain 
sections  of  His  Highness’  subjects  were  prevented  from  getting  them- 
Belves  educated  both  in  Colleges  and  the  schools. 

They  have  just  begun  to  get  themselves  qualified.  In  course  of 
time  when  their  children  and  grand  children  of  the  present  educated 
backward  classes  may  go  in  for  competitive  examinations  and  comepte 
with  the  candidates  of  the  priveleged  communities,  they  are  likely  to 
come  out  successful.  But  now,  the  backward  class  candidates  are 
,  situated  in  a  very  '  unfavourable  position  with  reference  to  their  1 
education.  The  present  situation.;  is  not  brought  into  existence 
voluntarily  by  themselves.  It  is  the  direct  result  of  a  definite  Govern¬ 
ment  policy.  ■  To  speak  about  myself  ;my  native  village  is  nearHarippad 
It  happened  that  when  •  I  entered  the  First  Form  in  the  Govern- 
■  ment  English  School,  Harippad  all  the  students  of  the  previleged 
classes  in  a  body  went  out  of  that  school.  Only  4  or  5  of  us  and  a  f 
few  Christain  students  were  left  behind.  That  was  the  feeling  of  cast 
Hindus  then  in  our  village.  Such  feelings  were  manifested  at  that 
period  at  other  places  also.  That  was  in  the  year  1080  M.  E.  That 
is  not  a  distant  past,  Jf  that  was  the  condition  of  Ezhavas  so  recently 
what  would  have  been  the  condition  ofstiil  backward  communities  ?  In 
the  matter  of  Ezhava  education  some  of  us  are  the  pioneers.  We  are 
the  first  students  from  our  community.  Under  the  circumstances  how 
can  higher  standard  in  competitive  examinations  be  expected  of  ns. 
The  very  tradition  has  yet  to  be  built  up  by  us,  So,  I  w>«h  poii-t 
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out  that  when  the  Government  make  selection  of  candidates,  they 
should  sympathetically  consider  the  case  of  candidates  from  educa¬ 
tionally  backward  communities.  Some  spoon  feeding  is  required  for 
bringing  them  up.  Such  parental  care  as  is  necessary  should  be 
bestowed  upon  them  because  it  was  by  the  systematic  policy  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  that  they  were  denied  these  rights.  Hence  the  Government 
should  evince  a  benevolent  consideration  and  render  us  particular  help 
in  the  matter  of  selection.  The  candidates  from  the  educationally 
backward  communities  in  the  land  should  be  particularly  assisted  with 
the  reservation  of  a  'certain  percentage  of  seats.  With  these  words 
I  move  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MS,  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  mofciou.  On 
the  cut  motion  on  the  University  it  was  pointed  out  by  my  friend 
Mr.  Kunjukrishnan  that  two  Ezhava  students  who  secured  first  class, 
and  sought  admission  to  the  Engineering  College  were  not  able  to 
compete  successfully  with  certain  students  of  certain  other  communities 
who  were  only  second  class  people.  By'that  he  was  not  making  any 
reflection  on  the  Head  of  the  Engineering  College,  nor  on  the1  method 
of  selection.  When  students  who  secure  very  high  marks  in  examina¬ 
tion  are  again  put  to  anothsr  test  sometimes  they  may  not  be  in  a 
position  to  compete  successfully  with  someother  students  who  might 
have  got  a  rank  below  the  one  which  they  .got  in  the.  former  examina¬ 
tion.  There  may  be  various  reasons  for  it.  The  situation  .has  [been 
very  clearly  explained  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishnan  and  also  by  Mr.  Kunju 
Panicker.  There  are  various  reasons  why  the  educationally  backward 
communities  are  hot  in  a  position  to  compete  successfully  with  the 
candidates  of  educationally  advanced  communities.  There  may  be 
historical  or  other  reasons  to  which  lam  not  here  to.  refer  to,  nor  is.it 
my  purpose.  The  matter  remains  that  somehow  or  othei1  the  educat¬ 
ionally  backward  communities  are  not  at  present  in  a  position  to  secure 
the  necessary  number  of  admissions  to  the  University  Classes  as  per  the 
Buies  and  Regulations  existing  at  present.  It  was  also  referred  that 
'  the  whole  question  was  gone  into  by  the  Madras  University  and  after  a 
thorough  enquiry  they  have  come  to  a  conclusion  that  25  per  cent  of 
the-admissions  may  be  reserved— — 

Dfi.iK  L.  MQUDGILL.  :  May  I  inform  the  member  that  the  Madras 
University  has  nothing  to  do- with  the  admissions  and  control  of  our 
^University. :  .  1  .  : 

-  .  Hr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  l  am  informed  that  the  Madras  Gov¬ 
ernment  went  into  the  question  and  they  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion 
that  25  pet  cent  of  admissions  to  certain  colleges  may  be  reserved  for 
educationally  backward  communities  whenever  and  wherever  such  re¬ 
servations  are  necessary.  We  find  that  no  account  of  this  rule  the 
Madras  University  has  not  suffered  the  least  in  the  standard  which  they 
yfere  keeping  up,  I  am  also  informed  that  for  the  I,  C.  S.  and  T.  C.  & 
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Examinations  a  certain  number  of  seats  are  reserved  for  certain  commu¬ 
nities  who  are  not  in  a  position  to  get  the  required  number  of  candida¬ 
tes  by  open  competition.  Bp  these  rules  the  Public  Service  of  British 
India  has  not  suffered  to  any  extent.  Coming  back  to  our  own  State 
the  same  cry  was  raised  once  that  if  in  the  Public  Service  of  the  State 
the  principle  of  communal  representation  is  accepted  to  any  extent  that 
would  very  much  deter  the  efficiency  of  the  public  service  of  the  State. 
At  one  time  it  was  conceded  by  Government  and  also  by  some  important 
sections  of  people.  But  later  on  those  sections  of  pepole  who  were  op¬ 
posing  the  motion  were  themselves  convinced  of  the  force  of  the  argu¬ 
ments.  Now  they  have  come  to  a  voluntary  agreement  on  the  point.. 
They  have  now  adopted  the  principle  of  communal  representation  so 
far  as  the  public  service  is  concerned  and  our  experience  shows  that 
we  have  not  suffered  in  the  least  nor  the  public  service  of  the  State  on 
that  account.  What  I  submit  is  not  that  we  should  carry  the  principle 
of  communal  representation  in  the  matter  of  admission  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity  but  that  some  consideration  may  be  shown  to  the  educationally 
backward  communities.  It  is  not  the  principle  of  communal  represent¬ 
ation  that  is  sought  in  this  case  but  it  is  some  sort  of  consideration  and 
.  sympathy  to  the  educationally  backward  communities  who  on  account 
•of  historical  and  other  reasons  are  put'  to  a  very  disadvantageous 
position.  A  pointed  reference,  was  made  to  the  number  of  students 
from  the  educationally  backward  communities  Doming  down  year  after 
year  especially  this  year  in  the  University.  This  is  a  matter  of  very 
great  importance  and  a  learned  member  asked  me  what  the  reason  was. 
I  submit  that  so  far  as  Ezhavas  are  concerned  the  economic  depression 
and  the  present  war  have  affected  this  community  more  than  any  other 
community.  That  is  one  of  the  reasons.  The  community  is  engaged 
in  industries  and  other  occupations  of  a  similar  nature.  These  are 
things  which  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  2  minutes  more. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  When  we  talk  of  some  sympathy  being 
showQ  to  the  educationally  backward  communities  we  do  not  claim  it 
as  a  right.  We  know  that  the  University  has  to  kesp  a  high  standard 
of  efficiency.  But  at  the  same  time  as  the  illustrations  which  have 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  House  would  show  if  we  are  going  at 
tbe  present  rate  of  admission  in  the  University  one  fears  whether  in  a 
few  years  the  educationally  baokward  communites  such  as  the  Ezhavas 
Nadars,  Muslims  and  Syrian  Catholics  will  be  in  a  position  to  give  the 
necessary  output  of  qualified  persons  for  the  reserved  seats  of  the  Public 
Service.  My  learned  friend  the  leader  of  the  National  Party  referred  to 
the  fact  that  sol  Jfy  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  certain  communities  W8 
cannot  admit  students  to  the  University  classes.  But  What  I 
would  submit  is  that  if  we  are  going  at  this  rate  in  the  matter  of 
admission  to  the  colleges  we  will  not  be  in  a  position  to  turn  out  the 
minimum  output  of  candidates  required  for  the  reserved  seats  of  the 
different  departments  of  the  iState.  With  the  request  that  the  question 
may  be  sympathetically  viewed  by  Government  I  support  the  motion* 
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MR.  KAlNIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  the  question  before  the  House  is  not  what  the 
member  has  been  speaking  about. 

MR,  A.  GOPALA  MENON  ;  Sir,  at  the  very  outset  I  have  to  disabuse 
the  notion  of  the  members  that  the  University  of  Travancore  has  any. 
thing  to  do  with  the  selection  of  candidates  to  the  Medical  or  Eng¬ 
ineering  Colleges  in  Madras.  The  selection  rests  with  the  Government 
and  they  have  at  every  time  shown  their  utmost  sympathy  to  the  claims 
of  educationally  backward  communities- 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again  at  11  a.

(6)  It  is  considered  that  this  item  of  work  is  not  necessary  as 
analytical  details  regarding  the  food  value  of  fish  in  general  have  been 
recorded  in  a  number  of  important  books  on  Fisheries.

My  point  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  point  out  the  necessity  for 
starting  more  schools  in  rural  parts.  Wherever  it  is  not  possible  to 
start  departmental  schools,  sufficient  encouragement  and  aid  must  be 
given  for  private  agencies  to  start  schools  in  rural  parts.  Special 
treatment  ought  to  be  accorded  to  those  schools  that  are  being  conduc¬ 
ted  by  private  agencies  in  rural  parts.  When  the  financial  position  of 
these  schools  are  considered,  I  am  forced  to  say  that  they  are  not  in  a 
position  to  conduct  a  school  unless  sufficient  aid  is  given  by  Govern¬ 
ment.  In  some  places  owing  to  the  demand  from  the  people  of  the 
locality  some  men  may  venture  to  start  a  school  there.  But  the  de¬ 
partment  is  not  giving  them  proper  encouragement.  The  schools  now 
conducted  by  the  department  in  rural  parts, are  experiencing  difficul¬ 
ties  for  want  ot  sufficient  accommodation.  I  may  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  Director  two  schools  in  the  Thodupuzha  taluk,  one  at  Parapnzha 
and  the  other  at  Karimkunnam,  The  Director  has  himself  visited 
these  schools  and  he  has  understood  the  difficulties.  I  think  the  Direc¬ 
tor  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  provide  better  accommodation. 
With  these  observations,  I  move  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  IWENON :  Sir,  the  paucity  of  schools  in  rural  areas 
is  well  known  to  the  department  ana  the  Government.  As  the  honour¬ 
able  member  himself  admitted,  the  Director  is  taking  steps  to  get 
well-acquainted  with  the  needs  of  each  area.  In  regard  to  the  two 
schools  in  the  Thodupuzha  taluk,  steps  are  being  taken  for  providing 
more  accommodation.  As  regards  encouragement  (o  private  agencies 
by  giving  grants-in-aid,  as  the  honourable  members  know,  grants  are 
fixed  according  to  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in  a  school.  With 
regard  to  those  institutions  that  were  started  before  1112,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  making  every  effort  to  find  funds,  and  when  funds  are  avail¬ 
able  all  schools  will  get  grants-in-aid.  The  private  agencies  will  have 
to  wait  for  a  little  more  time  before  Government  could  give  aid  to  all  of 
them.

My  object  is  to  discuss  the  desirability  of  increasing  the  grant-in-aid 
to  primary  school  teachers.  Sir,  the  teachers  in  grant-in-aid  schools  are 
in  a  very  miserable  state  of  affairs.  They  are  not  .in  any  way  inferior 
to  the  teachers  who  are  employed  in  Government  schools,  either  in 
point  of  qualification  or  in  teaching  capacity.  The  remuneration  they 
get  is  barely  sufficient  for  their  maintenance.  Most  of  them  are 
married  and  have  to  support  a  big  family.  Like  other  people  they 
have  to  educate  their  children,  provide  food  for  the  family  and  also  to 
incur  other  expenses.  To  meet  all  these  expenses  with  their  present 
remuneration  is  a  difficult  problem.  Their  remuneration  as  I  said  is 
quite  meagre.  That  being  so,  it  is  only  in  the  fitness  of  things  that 
their  pay  is  increased.  Another  point  I  have  to  submit  in  this  connect¬ 
ion  is  that  most  of  the  teachers  do  not  even  get  their  full  pay  though 
they  may  have  to  sign  for  that  amount.  What  happens  is  the 
managers  take  away  a  portion  of  the  grant  intended  for  the  teachers. 
In  all  ways,  their  condition  is  miserable.  I  request  Government  to 
increase  the  pay  of  the  teachers  in  grant-in-aid  schools  by  about 
Ks.  2  or  3  according  to  the  finances  of  Government. 

Mr.  N.  FI  A  Pi  A  YAM  A  KURUP  :  Sir,  my  object  in  supporting  the  motion 
is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  -.‘head  of  the  administration  and  the 
departmental  heads  the  comparative  deplorable  condition  of  the 
teachers  in  Vernacular  grant-in-aid  schools  in  the  Stats.  They  get  the 
lowest  pay  in  the  State.  The  Government  is  aware  that  the  grant  now 
paid  is  only  Es.  8  per  mensem  per  teacher.  There  was  a  time  when 
they  were  getting  Es.  8  and  15  chs.  as  grant  per  mensem  and  their 
conditions  were  better  when  they  were  in  receipt  of  this  grant.  After 
1107  the  conditions  became  very  deplorable.  The  price  of  food  stuffs 
was  very  low  and  the  condition  of  the  agriculturists  was  very  poor  due 
to  the  fall  in  price  of  commodities.  It  was  during  that  period  the 
Government  also  reduced  their  grants  and  that  was  an  unfortunate 
.  state  of  affairs.  We  know  for  certain  that  the  primary  school  teachers 
are  getting  only  Rs.  8,  the  grant  given  by  Government  as  their  pay 
front  the.  school.  This  is  a  very  pathetic  situation,  We  all  know  that, 
a  person  will  not  be  able  to  maintain  himself  with  such  a  small  pay  of 
Rs  8  per  mensem.  Therefore  Government  must  be  pleased  to  con¬ 
sider. whether  that  the  grant  .  which  was  once  out  when  they  ware  in  . 
a  comparatively  affluent  circumstances  could  not  be  returned  to  them. 

Another  difficulty  under  which  the  teachers  are  labouring  is  a 
matier  which  we  all  know  and  the  Government  also  are  aware  of  it 
and  that  is  these  teachers  have  to  Jive  like  their  brethren  in  the  Go¬ 
vernment  but,  at  the  same  time  without  any  of  their  privileges.  The 
departme  ntal  school  teachers  get  a  (higher  pay.  The  Director  of  Public 
Instruction  who  is  a  sympathiser  of  the  poor  teachers  will  be  pleased 
to  recommend  the  same  privileges  as  ara  now  allowed  to  the  depart¬ 
mental  school  teachers-  I  know,  that  he,  might  have  gone  even  tie- 
yond  his  capacity  to  help  them  in  many  ways. 
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There  is  another  difficulty.  There  is  a  rule  that  the  memo  grants 
should  bs  renewed  every  year.  Unfortunately  this  renewal  takes  ‘1  to 
g  months  time  forgetting  sanctioned  and  thereby  the  teachers  are  put 
to  great  difficulties.  The  grant  memo  has  to  be  sent  up  during  the 
month  of  Mithunam  and  m  Karkadagom  it  has  to  be  sent  back  after 
approval.  Generally  the  memos  are  sent  back  after  approval  after  the 
month  of  Chingom  every  year.  That  creates  some  hardship.  During 
the  period  of  Onam  which  is  considered  to  b.i  a  National  Festival  for 
every  individual  in  our  State  the  poor  teachers  are  not  able  to  get  their 
pay.  That  is  a  very  pathetic  condition  in  which  they  are  put  to. 
Therefore  I  would  urge  that  the  grant  memos  should  be  got  renewed 
within  the  month  of  Karkadagom  every  year  so  as  to  facilitate  the  receipt 
of  grants  by  the  grant-in-aid  school  teachers.  This  takes  me  to  the 
question  of  bringing  to  the  notice  of  Government  another  fact  namely 
that  they  may  be  pleased  to  return  back  the  grants  that  were  cut  for  a 
period.  I  also  urge  in  this  connection  that  the  teachers  may  be  allow¬ 
ed  all  privileges  which  their  fellow  brethren  in  the  Government  schools 
enjoy  in  the  matter  of  casual  leave  as  well  as  privilege  leave.  With 
these  words  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion.  It  is  im¬ 
possible  for  a  person  to  make  both  ends  meet  with  a  paltry  sum  of 
Be.  8  as  his  income.  That  is  a  difficult  condition  in  which  a  teacher  of 
the  grant-in-aid  school  is  placed.  He  is  not  able  to  enjoy  the  privileges 
of  his  brother  teacher  in  a  Government  school.  But  he  has  to  put  up 
a  diginified  demeanour  and  a  decent  appearance.  It  is  very  clear  but 
considerations  of  humanity  that  a  fair  treatment  should  be  meted  out 
to  the  grant  School  teacher.  These  teachers  are  engaged  in  the  im¬ 
portant  task  of  moulding  the  boys  who  are  the  citizens  of  the  future 
generation.  They  have  to  toil  a  lot  with  the  pupils  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  their  culture.  It  is  only  a  contented  and  care-free  teacher 
who  could  teach  pupils  methodically  in  the  interest  of  the  hoy  concern¬ 
ed.  Therefore  in  public  interest  it  is  only  in  the  fitness  of  things 
that  the  pay  of  the  teachers  is  increased  and  placed  on  a  leval  of  pay 
of  the  teachers  in  the  departmental  schools.

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  In  supporting 
it  I  have  not  much  to  speak  except  making  an  appeal  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  he  more  considerate  in  the  matter  of  pay  of  the  teachers  in 
grant-in-aid  schools.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  in  the  ministerial 
staff  of  many’ departments  there  is  bribery  rampant.  Persons  getting 
only  Bs.  4  or  5  or  Bs.  7  or  8  as  their  pay,  sometimes  accept  those  posts 
because  they  would,  get  income  otherwise.  With  regard  to  the  poor 
school  teachers  there  is  absolutely  no  scope  for  any  hir’d  of  such  out¬ 
side  income  except  their  own  poor  pay.  As  stated  by  Mr.  Kumaran 
Vaidyan  they'  cannot  have  recourse  to  private  tuitions  very  conveniently 
and  thereby  enhance  their  income.  In  answer  to  a  question,  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction  said  that  if  the  school  teachers  ask  for 
permission  in  regard  to  tuition,  they  will  be  allowed  not  more  than 
two  private  tuitions. 

My  submission  is  that  .the  work  of  a  teacher  after  an  initial  period 
of  4  or  5  years  is  practically  a  routine  work.  Especially  in  primary 
schools  it  is  so,  the  teacher  having  nothing  fresh  to  do  daily.  I  can 
understand-  if  it  is  in  the  College  classes  where  there  is  scope  or  neces¬ 
sity  for  daily  preparation.'  But  with'  regard  to  primary  schools  where 
the  students  are  taught  Hari  Sri  etc.,  I-cannot  understand  what  the 
necessity  is  for  a  fresh  preparation.  Therefore  my  submission  is  that 
if  the  teachers  are  allowed  to  engage  themselves  in  private  tuition  for 
4  or  S  pupils,  that  may  not  hamper  with  their  regular  work.  They  will 
have  to  go  to  school  at  10.  0’  clock  in- the  morning;  do  the  work  there 
and  come  away  at  4,  Therefore  no  harm  in  their  engaging  themselves 
in ’more  tuition  than  one’.  These  {e'acheis  are  discharging  the  very  res¬ 
ponsible  duty  nf  training-  -our  children -and-  these  children  have  to 
occupy  tomorrow  the  places  which  you  Sir,  and  members  of  the  official 
block  ate  occupying  today.  It-  is  such  a  responsible  Work  these 
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teachers  have  to  discharge-  I  can  understand  the  great  difficulty  Go¬ 
vernment  will  have  to  encounter  with  regard  to  their  increase  m 
salary  regarded  from  a  financial  point  of  view.  The  number  of  these 
school’ teachers  is  very  great  and  if  any  enhancement  is  to  be  made, 
that  will  tell  upon  the  Exchequer.  My  only  submission  is  that  some 
means  must  be  found  out  by  which  the  lot  of  these  poor  people  may  be 
bettered  and  their  standard  of  living  raised. 

MR.  PULIYOQR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA1  :  Sir,  I  also  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  The  circumstances  which  entitle  grant-m-aid  school 
teachers  a  better  and  more  sympathetic  consideration  at  the  hands  of 
Government  have  already  been  explained  by  many  honourable  members 
of  this  House,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  Government  another 
very  great  difficulty  that  is  being  experienced  by  some  '.of  the  grant-m- 
•  aid  school  teachers,  especially  those  in  the  primary  schools. 

Sir,  there  is  a  circular  that  all  the  teachers  must  have  passed  the 
training  examination.  There  are:  some  teachers  m  schools  which  get 
grant-in-aid  from  Government,  Who  have  not  fyet  Pass<j^h®  ;raif 
examination.  Some  of  them  have  Applied  for  getting  admission  to  the 
training  schools  and  some  others  who  have  completed  them  85th 
year  of  age;  have  been  expecting  to  get  exemption  tom  the  Rule,  In 
the  case  of  snch  teachers  who  have  already  applied  foi  admi-Sion  to  the 
trainteg  classes,  the  selection  authority  is  the  Division  Inspector  of 
schools^ and,  according  to  his  sweet  will  ,  and  .pleasure,  he  may  give  ad 
mission  to  some  of  them.  The  remaining  untrained  teacheis  who  have 
already  applied  for  admission  for  training  were  not  able  to  pass  the 
examination  on  account  of  their  not  get ting  ’  ^Zghl

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ;  I  do  support  the  motion.  The 
question  of  raising  the  salary  of  primary  school  teachers  has  been  under 
agitation  for  a  long  time  past  in  the  State.  It  is  essential  that  there 
shall  not  be  much  difference  between  the  salary  of  teachers  who  are 
In  Government  Service  and  the  salary  of  teachers  in  aided  schools. 
The  work  in  the  Departmental  schools  and  the  aided  schools  is  the 
same  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  aided  school  teachers  should  be 
drawing  a  lesser  amount-.  I  ^suggest  an  increase  of  eight  annas  at 
least  per  teacher  by  way  of  grant  to  aided  primary  schools. 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  In  rising  to  support  this  motion.  I  have 
very  little  to  add  to  what  has  already  been  said.  The  difficulties  and 
hardships  to  which  the  grant-in-aid  teachers  are  put  are  well  known, 
to  the  public  in  general  and  Government  in  particular.  I  would  sub¬ 
mit,  Sir,  that  they  labour  under  three  difficulties,  firstly,  the  very 
little  pay  they  get,  secondly,  what  little  pay  they  get,  they  get  only 
too 'late  and  not  in  proper  time  to  be  of  real  help  to  them*  and  thirdly 
it  has  been  noted  that  the  full  amount  does  not  reach  their  hands. 
They  are,  in  many  cases,  labouring  under  the  tyranny  of  the  mana¬ 
gers.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  the  responsibility  that  they  have  to  discharge 
in  training  the  future  citizens  of  the  State  does  not  allow  this  kind  of 
drifting  of  the  situation  to  be  continued.  The  question  b$s  to  be  tjsken

np.now.  The  very  meagre  pay  they  get  'does  not  at  all  help  to  keep 
them  in  a  fitting  manner  to  make  both  ends  meet  at  the  same  time  to 
show  themselves  in  respectability  before  their  students.  Children  have 
their  ideals  from  the  teachers  and  if  the  teachers  are  ill-fed,  ill- 
clothed  and  are  not  in  a  cheerful  spirit  this  will  reflect  .upon  the  future 
citizens  considerably.  The  sacred  duty  of  moulding  the  character  of 
the  future  citizens  of  the  State  is  left  in  the  hands  of  these  teachers. 
The  hard  and  the  very  deplorable  lot  of  the  grant-in-aid  teachers  de¬ 
serves  the  very  immediate  attention  of  the  Government  and  the  depart¬ 
ment.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  ;  I  wish,  to  make  some  remarks  about  this 
motion.  The  raising  of  the  salary  of  the  grant-in-aid  school  teachers 
involves  a  future  expenditure  on  the  part  of  Government,  but  what 
I  have  to  point  out  is  that  the  pay  which  is  now  fixed  by  Government 
should  be  arranged  to  reach  the  teachers  themselves.  The  present 
trouble’  is  that  when  the  money  passes  through  the  managers,  the 
teachers  do  not  get  the  benefit  of  the  full  sum. ;  Igsuggest  that  the 
Department  should  make  some  device  so  that  the  full  pay  allowed  for 
teachers  may  reach  their  bands.  That  is  the  first  thing  to  be  con¬ 
sidered.  If  the  whole  money  is  actually  received  by  the  teachers,  that 
itself  would  be  a  great  relief.  So  I  want  to  bring  to  the  pointed  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Director  whether  he  can  make  any  device  for  that  purpose. 
It  is  difficult  for  educated  people  to  get  jobs  now  and  hence  some  of 
those  people  who  go  in  for  the  teaching  iprofession  advance  money  to 
the  managers  to  get  a  place.  After  advancing  money  they  secure  a 
place  with  the  hope  of  getting  proper  payment.  They  pull  on  for  some¬ 
time  with  expectations  and  have  to  sign  receipts  of  payment  without 
receiving  money.  At  last  after  waiting  long  when  the  actual  payment 
comes  they  may  not  get  even  50  per  centof  their  Government  grant. 
That  is  the  present  state  of  affairs. 

Mr,  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ;  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  he  is  personally  aware  of  any  instance 
where  a  teacher  does  not  get  the  whole  grant  ? 

Mr.  K- KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  I  know  more  than  one  instance.  But 
I  do  not  wish  to  reveal  them, 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the 
Member  whether  he  has  brought  that  fact  to  the  notice  of  the 
Director  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  I  have  not  brought  this  to  the  ([notice  of 
the  Director  and  I  do  not  wish  to  bring  this  public  secret  to  his  pointed 
attention. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  May  I  know  if  honourble 
members  are  justified  inconcealing  public  secrets  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR;  What  is  the  .way  of  preventing  this 
method  of  corruption  which  is  well  known  but  inconvenient  to  reveal. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ;  What  is  the  nature  of 
the  inconvenience  ? 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  I  think  I  need  not  explain.  My  friend 
can  imagine  the  inconvenience  which  all  of  us  will  be  put  to  if  we  try  to 
reveal  such  unpleasant  things,  which  are  known  to  all.  Advances  are 
received  before  the  appointment  is  made  by  the  manager  and  these 
poor  people  should  suffer  without  receiving  their  pay. 

PRESIDENT  :  Not  only  in  the  Education  Department. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  .  What  I  emphasise  is  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Director  should  find  out  some  device  to  make  full  payment 
to  the  teachers  themselves.  That,  in  itself,  would  be  the  best  relief 
and  if  the  Government  are  in  a  position  to  offer  further  payment,  that 
would  be  well  and  good.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion.

Mr.  KOTTALIL  .P,  ABRAHAM:  Sir,  1  have  great  pleasure  in  support¬ 
ing  the  principle  underlying  the  motion,  as  it  is  meant  to  improve  the 
hard  lot  of  the  private  school  teachers.  It  is  admitted  on  all  hands 
that  the  responsibility  of  these  teachers  is  very  great  and  it  is  equally 
a  well  known  fact  that  they  are  people  who  can  command  much  influ¬ 
ence  in  the  locality  where  they  do  their  work.  They  are  useful  not 
only  to  the  schools  in  which  they  teach  but  they  really  wield  very 
great  influence  among  the  villagers  where  these  schools  are  situated. 
Their  number  also  is. not. small,  and  sometimes  they  are  .nick-named 
"  “f.l  s.usug  meaning  Eight  ‘rupee-brigade”.  The  expression’ 
signifies  their  low  pay  as  well  as  their  large  number. 
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Efoenciy  they  had  one  difficulty  which  was  referred  to  by  the 
previous  speaker  and  that  is  this.  Owing  to  a  change  made  in  the 
system  of  disbursing  grants  from  the  Government,  these  teachers  did 
not  get  their  grants  as  easily  and  as  early  as  they  'used  to  get  before. 
It  is  now  gratifying  to  find  that  by  the  latest  order  issued  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  as  announced  by  the  Chief  Secretary  'and  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  in  this  House  that  the  former  system  has  been  res¬ 
umed  and  ail  unnecessary  delays  are  removed.  To  that  ) extent  atleast 
their  difficulties  have  been  now  partly  relieved.  But  the  mover  of  the 
motion  seems  to  hold  that  some,  provident  fund  has  to  be  constituted. 
Ido  not  think  that  it  will  be  of  any  help  to  them.  These  teachers  will 
be  put  to  the  further  trouble  of  getting  a  reduced  income  than  what 
they  already  get.  So  if  the  motion  is  meant  to  reduce  the  small  pit¬ 
tance  which  they  are  no  .v  getting,  I  am  afraid,  I  have  to  oppose  the 
motion.  But  on  the  other  hand  if  it  helps  them  in  any  way  I  whole¬ 
heartedly  support  the  motion. 

Sometime  ago  a  motion  was  passed  in  this  House  to  the  effect  that 
an  eight  annas  reduction  once  made  in  their  pay  must  be  restored  to 
the  poor  teachers.  But  I  do  not  think  that  has  been  given  effect  to. 
Unless  that  is  restored  I  do  not  think  the  problem  of  constituting  a 
pr6vident  fund  would  in  any  way  help  them.  As  (it  is,  I  support  the 
motion  for  increasing  their  pay  andfor  improving  their<“  rv-joloauolon’' 
VU  ,  conditions  and  environments,  mail  ways.  . 

Mr.  G.  VELUTILLAI  :  Sir,  in  the  matter  of  education,  Government 
have  been  pursuing  a  progressive  and  libera!  policy-  The  remarkable 
advance  that  our  State  has  made  in  the  matter  of  education  has  actually 
brought  it  to  the  fore-front  of  educated  India.  Sir,  we  must  not  forget 
the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  credit  for  this  must  go  to  the 
Grant-in-aid  teachers.  We  must  certainly  be  grateful  to  them.  It 
has  been  a  standing  complaint  in  this  House  as  well  as  outside  that  the 
salary  of  the  teachers  in  grant-in-aid  fschoois  should  be  increased  by 
increasing  the  grant  to  them.  But  this  cry  has  not  been  heeded  to  till 
now.  Arguments  on  this  behalf,  have  been  advanced  by  very  many 
members  who  spoke  before  me  and  those  arguments  need  no  reiteration.

Mr.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  •'  Sir,  the  principle  underlying  the  motion  is 
one  with  which  nobody  can  quarrel.  After  listening  to  the  very  pathe¬ 
tic  description  by  my  honourable  friend,  Mr.  Francis,  of  the  difficulties 
of  the  family  budget  of  the  private  school  teacher,  I  certainly  have  Dot 
the  heart  to  say  that  they  should  not  get  more.  I  can  only  say  that  in 
the  present  circumstances  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  I  am  notin  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  ask  for  more  ;  and  with  all  the  sympathy  that  I  can  command, 
for  some  months  more  no  remedy  can  be  found. 

Sir,  in  regard  to  the  position  of  the  primary  school  teachers,  it  has 
been  made  to  appear  that  the  department  or  the  Government  is 
indirectly  responsible  for  the  particular  state  of 'affairs.  1  must  repu¬ 
diate  that  charge.  The  Government,  from  1110  onwards,  have  taken 
care  to  grant  permission  to  open  private  schools,  primary  schools  in 
particular,  only  on  the  specific  condition  that  no  grants  can  be  guarant¬ 
eed  nor  any  grant  given  until  sufficient  funds  are  available.  Further, 
the  grant  made  to  the  management  is  only  in  the  nature  ’of  a  contribu¬ 
tion.  J  udged  by  other  standards,  it  is  supposed  to  be  one-half  of  the 
actual  amount  the  teacher  has  received  from  the  management.  In  this 
state  of  affairs  it  can  be  very  clearly  seen  from  the  Education  Code,  and 
the  rules  and  standing  orders,  of  the  department,  that  the  department 
or  the  Government  cannot  be  held  .'even  indirectly  responsible  for  it. 
Sir,  I  fail  to  see  why  the  Department  or  the  Government  should  shoul¬ 
der  any  share  of  the  responsibility  for  the  present  state  of  affairs.  I 
certainly  sympathise  with  things  as  they  are,  but  neither  tbe  depart¬ 
ment  nor  the  Government  can  he  asked  to  shoulder  a  responsibility  for 
which  they  are  not  the  orginators  or  the  primary  cause. 

Well,  Sir,  it  is  very  well  known,  [as  my  honourable  friend  Mr. 
Paniekar  said,  it  is  a  public  secret,  that  the  teachers  in  the  grant  in  aid 
schools  do  not  get  even  the  amount  that  is  given  to  the  management  as 
grant.  I  must  say  that  -there  are  very  many  schools  in  which  the 
managers  definitely  and  positively  give  the  whole  amount  of  the  grant, 
and  in  some  cases  they  pay  something  more  out  of  their  pockets, so  that 
the  teachers  in  those  schools  are  better  paid  than  in  other  schools. 
But  in  very  many  cases  it  is  known  that  the  managers  keep  to  themsel¬ 
ves  a  certain  °  percentage  of  the  aid  granted  by  Government.  That 
being  known  and  that  being  granted,  how  can  it  be  said  that  if  the 
Government  pay  eight  aDnas  more,  the  benefit  will  go  to  the  teachers. 
It  will  be  definitely  a  charge  on  the  department  as  it  will  add  to  the 
expenditure,  but  it  would  not  benefit  the  teachers  concerned.

MR.  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Sir,  to  resume  the  arguments  I  was  men¬ 
tioning  before  we  adjourned  for  lunch,  it  is  doubtful  whether  any 
addition  to  the  present  grant  will  really  benefit  the  teachers  concerned. 
Many  honourable  members  admitted  that  at  least  some  of  the  managers 
are  in  the. habit  of  not  disbursing  the  full  amount  of  the  grant  to  the 
teachers.  Mention  was  made  by  Mr.  Narayana  Kurup  of  the  promise 
to  restore  a  part  of  the  amount  that  has  been  withheld.  If  I  remember 
correct,  about  Rs.  25,000  was  saved  by  withholding  half  a  rupee. 
Subsequently  however  Government  have  spent  an  additional  sum  of 
Bs.  40,000  towards  payment  of  grants.  By  thus  increasing  the  allot-  ' 
ment  it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  institutions  which 
are  not  in  receipt  of  grant  in  aid  to  about  102.  Evan  at  the  current  rate, 
if  the  department  has  to  give  grants  to  schools  which  are  qualified  for 
it,  an  additional  sum  of  Bs.  1,25,000  will  be  required.  It  is  the  aim  of 
the  department  to  extend  the  benefit  to  as  many  schools  and  teachers 
as  possible.  In  this  view,  I  hope  this  House  will  agree  with  me  that 
half  a  loaf  is  better  than  no  bread  at  all.  I  can  assure  the  House  that 
every  effort  will  be  made  to  extend  the  aid  to  institutions  which  do  not 
get  any  aid  at  all.  Consequently  any  saving  in  the  current  allotment 
will  be  fully  utilised  to  give  aid  to  more  schools. 

Certain  disabilities  have  been  mentioned  under  which  teachers 
now  suffer.  The  department  is  fully  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  have 
devised  various  ways  and  means  of  removing  them.  It  was  said  that 
the  teachers  are  not  entitled  to  any  leave  of  absence.  Under  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Code  at  least  10  days’  leave  should  be  granted  to  teachers  of 
grant-in-aid  schools. 

Again,  Sir,  it  has  been  said  that  during  Onam  the  poor  grant-in-aid 
school  ! each ers  are  left  'to  starve.  Whatever  might  have  been  the  situa¬ 
tion  some.years  ago,  I  may  say  that  does  not  exist  now.  I  mentioned 
last  year  that  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Accounts  department 
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it  was  possible  to  continue  the  payment  to  the  aided  teachers  even  be¬ 
fore  the  -grant-in-aid  memos  were  renewed  for  the  next  year.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  issue  the  grant  memos  before  Kanni  fof  the  succeeding 
year.  The  work  has  been  made  easier  in  certain  places  by  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  all  concerned,  and  in  Muvattupuzha,  I  am  informed,  the  renewal 
of  grant  memos  for  117  has  already  been  completed.  It  is  necessary 
in  the  interests  of  economy  and  efficency  to  scrutinise  the 
grant  each  year  with  reference  to  new  classes  opened  or  classes 
abolished.  That  is  why-it  has  not  been  possible  to  allow  grant-in-aid 
memos  to  run  for  more  than  a  year  By  the  prompt  steps  taken  by 
the  department  much  misapprehention  has  bean  allayed.  Therefore  I 
submit  that  there  has  been  no  ground  for  complaint  except  where  the 
managers  play  tricks  on  the  teachers.  For  instance.,  managers  some¬ 
times  allow  arrears  to  accumulate  and  then  when  they  are  paid  they 
pocket  the  whole  amount.  But  such  tricks  also  are  being  detected  and 
proper  action  taken.  If  the  teachers  will  only  sign  for  the  amounts 
which  they  have  actually  received  and  not  for  anything  they  have  not 
received,  the  department  will  be  able  to  detect  more  of  the  frauds  of 
the  managers. 

Another  point  that  was  mentioned  is  about  the  restriction  of  pjr. 
vate  tuition  undertaken  by  teachers.  This  is  a  restriction  which 
applies  to  all  licensed  teachers,  No  extra  work  should  be  undertaken 
by  a  licensed  teacher  without  sanction  from  a  competent  authority. 
Honorable  members  might  be.  aware  of  cases  in  which  teachers  under¬ 
take  more  tuition  than  they  can  manage.  A  teacher  may  take  up  four 
tuitions  in  the  morning  and  four  in  the  evening.  I  admit  that  the 
may  be  due  to  pinch  of  poverty,  I  do  not  blame  them.  But  such  extra 
activity  on  the  part  of  school  teachers  will  be  detrimental  to  their  work 
in  the  schools. 

Mr.  T,  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI ;  What  has  ihe  honorable  member  to 
say  about  the  circular  regarding  the  reduction  of  one  rupee  ? 

Mr  A.  GOPALA  MENON  :  Sir,  that  ^ring's  me  to  the  next  point. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  time  allotted  for  the  demand  having  expired, 
the  question  has  to  be  put.  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai'  do  you  press  the 
motion  ? 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  Sir,  in  view  of  the  assurance  of -sympa¬ 
thetic  consideration  given  by  the  official  member  I  do  not  press  the 
motion.

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion: 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Re-  3,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  Re-  1- 

A?  I  have  stated  in  the  motion  sheet,  this  is  intended  to  discuss 
about  the  necessity  of  annual  cultivation  of  Kuttanad  Kandukrishi  Punja 
fields  and  two  cultivation  of  Kara  Punjas  and  lift  irrigation  cultivation 
of  Viruppu  fields.  Sir,  this  is  the  time  when  we  are  very  much  hard 
pressed  on  account  of  the  war.  Even  before  the  difficulties  due  to  war 
arose,  we  were  importing  a  large  proportion  of  our  staple  food,  namely, 
rice  from  Burma  and  other  places.  There  ’was  a  time  when  we  could 
feed  the  whole  population  of  Travancore  and  we  could  export  a  surplus 
amount  of  paddy  from  Travancore.  But  since  then  the  population  of 
Travancore  has  gone  up  considerably  and  our  cultivation  is  not  yielding 
sufficiently  for  our  own  consumption.  Now,  by  a  comparison  of  the 
cultivated  lands  and  the  statistics  supplied  to  us,  I  find  that  about 
649,597  acres  of  land  were  cultivated  with  paddy  in  1115.  The  total 
land  owned  by  private  persons  in  .  Travancore  in  1115  was  25,37,216 
acres  of  which  19,74,928  acres*  of  lands  alone  are  cultivated  and 
5,92,229  acres  of  land  are  left,  uncultivated. 

From  this  I  beg  to  point  out  that  owned  land  is  not  only  not  pro¬ 
perly  cultivated  but  is  left  even  uncultivated.  This  is  a  time  when  we 
should  try  to  produce  as  much  paddy  as  possible  so  that  without  the 
help  of  exported  rice  or  paddy  we  may  be  in  a  ‘position  to  support 
ourselves.  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  department  as  well  as 
the  pointed  attention  of  Government  that  we  can  conveniently  produce 
enough  rice  if  only  we  put  forward  some  more  effort.  We  have  got  the 
Punja  fields  of  Kuttanad  as  a  result  of  the  reclamation  in  Yembanad 
lake.  All  the  reclaimed  fields  from  the  backwaters  are  cultivated  only 
in  alternate  years. 

Nr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  Is  the  member  aware  that  such  fields 
are  neglected  by  ttie  owners  and  no  cultivation  is  being  done  on  them. 

Nr,  K,  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Yes,  they  are  not  cultivated  annually. 
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MR,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PiLLAI  :  May  I  know  what,  are  the 
reasons  for  neglect  of  cultivation  of  Puuja  lane!  the  part  of  the 
cultivators  ? 

MR.  K,  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  That  is  the  state  of  affairs  not  only  in 
Kuttanad. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  the  reasons  for 
neglect  in  Kuttanad  ? 

MR.  K,  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  The  main  reason  for  not  cultivating 
annually  is  that  it  will  involve  additional  expense  on  the  part  of  culti¬ 
vators.  They  require  some  extra  assistance  from  the  Government  or 
from  the  department  so  that  they  may  have  a  permanent  outer  bund 
for  pumping  out  water  from  those  areas.  When  one  side  of  the  field 
is  freed  from  water  and  cultivated  the  other  side  is  left  uncultivated — 
that  is  the  position  in  the  reclaimed  regions  of  Vembanad.  Mainly 
because  of  the  want  of  money  for  cultivation  both  sides  of  the  un¬ 
registered  areas  referred  to,  can  not  be  cultivated.  If  the  Government 
can  assist  the  cultivators  by  making  a  permanent  outer  bund  then 
cultivation  might  be  carried  on. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Is  it  the  opinion  of  the 
Member  that  Government  should  make  a  permanent  bund  for  every 
block  of  land  in  Vembanad  reclaimed  areas? 

MR.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Already,  Government  have,  provided  an 
outer  bund  with  reference  to  some  fields  oil  the  southern  side  of  the 
Kottayam-Alleppey  route  in  the  lake  region.  About  three  to  four 
miles  of  outer  bund  here  has  been  constructed  with  granite  stones  by 
the  cultivators  with  the  assistance  of  Government.  That  area  is  now 
in  a  safe  condition.  By  the  same  sort  of  help  Government  can  cons¬ 
truct  the  northern  side  of  the  area.  If  the  Government  and  the  culti¬ 
vators  concerned  consult  together  evolve  a  means  or  solve  this  propo¬ 
sition,  then  annual  cultivation  may  be  conducted  in  the  northen  regions 
as  well.  It  is  possible  thus  to  raise  double  the  out  put  of  crops  in  the 
Vambanad  reclamation  area  alone.  It  is  said  that  by  annual  cultivation 
the  effiot.  of  the  manure  will  be  less.  For  this  purpose  I  submit  that 
we  should  resort  to  manuring  the  field  when  we  cultivate  it  annually. 
In  the  area  of  Kara  Punja  we  can  secure  two  paddy  crops  with 
sufficient  care.  With  the  assistance  of  manure,  the  annual  cultivation 
will  yield  satisfactory  results.  It  is  possible  to  cure  the  deficiency  of 
manure,  by  means  of  adding  it  up  even  in  the  backwater  regions. 
This  is  what  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  department. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABA  PILLAI .  May  I  know  what  exactly 
is  the  assistance  required  to  enable  annual  cultivation  in  those  areas? 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  Some  loans  have  to  be  given, 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  What  will  be  the  reserve 
amount  required  for  that  purpose  ? 

Mr. ,K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR:  I  have  not  calculated  it.  It  cannot  b? 
less  than  a  lakh  of  rupees.

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Ms.  KAINHSf  ARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  :  Is  any  other  help 
needed  from  Government  for  carrying  on  annual  cultivation  ? 

Ms.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  The  construction  of.  outer  bund  as  well  as 
manure  required. 

■Ms.  PUTRliPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ;  May  I  know  the  approximate 
cost  involved  in  working  such  a  scheme  ? 

MS.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  The  Engineering  department  can  be 
consulted  in  this  matter.  As  for  manuring  there  is  compost  manure 
from  the  Agricultural  Department  which  can  be  made  use  of  profitably 
for  cultivation. 

With  reference  to  the  karapnnjas  where  there  is  annual  cultivation, 
my  submission  is  this.  If  the  department  can  induce  cultivators  by 
propaganda  and  other  means  to  begin  the  kara  punja  cultivation  during 
the  month  of  Vrisohigora  when  the  backwater  field  cultivation  begins 
they  can  take  their  first  crop  by  .Kumbhom.  In  that  way  karapunjas 
can  be  cultivated  twice  by  attempting  a  second  . cultivation  from  the 
month  of  Kumbhom.  Wc  require  about  100  days  for  the  purpose  of 
each  cultivation.  Before  the  monsoon  sets  in  tlie  cultivation  for  both 
crops  can  be  concluded.  There  are  kara  punjas  fit  for  such  sort  of 
cultivation  in  the  Taluks  of  Kottayam.  Ghenganaohorry,  Thiruvalla, 
Mavelikara  and  Kartigapally,  But  that  may  be  only  a  limited  area, 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  iff.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  What  can  the  department 
do  for  that  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PaNICKAR  :  By  means  of  propaganda,  the  depart- 
meut  should  induce  the  people  to  begin  annual  and  two  crops  culti¬ 
vation.  Some  assistance  should  be.  given  to  kara  punja  cultivators 
for  pumping  out  water  also.*  This  will  give  an  impetus  for  cultivation. 
When  we  are  confronted  with  difficulties  we  try  to  make  experiments 
and  find  out  ways  and  means,  for  our  salvation.  If  it  appears  to 
Government  that  my  suggestious-are  reasonable,  they  may  try 'them. 

W'e  find  that  in  Nanjanad  the  cultivation  is  conducted  with  the 
help  of  anicut  system.  Water  is  collected  in  catchment  areas  and 
distributed  to  the  fields  in  times  of  need.  In  Travanoore  there  are 
useful  rivers  in  plenty  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other  and  they 
can  be  conveniently  harnessed  for  erecting  anicuts-  It  usually  happens 
that  much  of,  the  rain  water  that  comes  through  rivers  is  wasted  with¬ 
out  being  used  by  the  cultivators.  Ivly  suggestion  is  that  reservoirs 
can  be  cons -.ructed  in  convenient  places  for  collecting  the  river  water 
which  is  being  now  wasted.  That  water  can  be  utilised  for  virippu 
cultivation.  There  is  abundant  rain  in  our  land  and  the  water  so 
collected  through  our  rivers  can  he  made  use  of  for  virippu  cultivation. 
It  is  possible  to  have  three  cultivations  in  a  year  in  all  virippu  fields 
provided  water  is 'harnessed  and  made  use  of  through  reservoirs,  By 
that  method,  cultivation  can  be  carried  on  throughout  the  year.  On 
the  lines  adopted  to  erect  Pachipara  reservoir,  I  submit  that  some 
reservoirs  can  be  created  m  the  northern  taluks  of  Tiavaiicol’e  with 
4b§  assistance  of  which  it  is  possible  to  create  eyer  verdent  and  ever 
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yielding  gardens  throughout  Travancore.  .  There  is  the  greatest  pos¬ 
sibility  of  increasing  the  production,  of  paddy  and  othei^vegetables  by 
cultivation  by  adopting  this,  Therefore  my  submission  is  that  the 
department  should  pay  particular  attention  to  improve  the  condition 
of  the  land  and  take  as  much  yield  as  possible  from  it.  Nat  ate.  has 
provided  us  with  rivers  and  other  conveniences  so  as  to  provide  iis  with 
water  in  abundance.  We  must  make  use  of  them  as  wise  men  for  our 
own  benefit.  The  Agricultural  department  is  a  most  important  one 
with  reference  to  Travancore  which-  is  a  land  of  agriculture.  Here, 
there  are  manifold  natural  facilities.  If  only  we  nr.-:  industrious,  and 
'diligent  and  prepare  to  utilise  intelligently  ibe  conveniences  which  i,ce. 
at  our  disposal  we  can  get  much  from  this'  laud..  It  Las  a  population 
of  over  sixty  lakhs,  I  think  if  we  can  exert  we  can  got  enough  for  our 
sustenance  and  also  something  for  exporting'  outside.  With  these 
words  I  move  the  cut  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House.

MR.  N.  NA’RAYANA  KURUP  :■  From  the  observation  on  this  debate 
I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  Hon’ble  Member,  the  mover  has  shown 
some  partiality  to  Kandukrishi  Panja  fields  and  from  a  question  put 
to  him  I  know  that  he  is-under  a  misapprehension  that  the  Kayal 
Reclamation  lands  in  Kuttanad  are  all  Kandukrishi  lands' whereas 
there  are  no  Kayal  Reclamation  Kandukrishi  lands.  The  Kayal  Re¬ 
clamation  lands  are  registered  between  Kottaraka'ra  and  Koftayam. 
In  the  Kayal  Pnnja  fields  -  these  form  only  a  small  acreage  in  Kutta- 
nad — the  ownership  does  not  vest  with  private  owners  and  the  persons 
are  all  lessees.  They  have  no'  permanent  interest  there  and  they  cftn 
be  evicted  for  arrears  of  annual  rent.  Anyway,  Sir,  the  intention  is 
good  that  all  the  Kuttanad  Pnnja  fields  should  be  cultivated  annually 
without  putting  them  fallow,  year  after  year  or  in  alternate  years. 
If  it  is  possible  to  cultivate  mare  punja  fields  in  Kuttanad,  whether 
Kandukrishi  or  Kara  Punja,  the  desire  of  Government  to  make  an 
increase  in  output  of  paddy  can  surely  be  achieved  to  some  extent- 
Whether  it  is  possible  to  cultivate  annually  is  a  question  for  the  De¬ 
partment  to  decide.’  Even  if  some  of  the  owners  though  they  may  b« 
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ft  majority  in  the  ownership  of  separate  small  portions  of  the  fields, 
are  willing  to  cultivate  the  lands  there  are  very  rich  and  influential 
agriculturists  who  may 'not 'like  to  cultivate  there.  I  know  of  one  in¬ 
stance  recently  at  Punnapra,  a  portion  of  Arobalapuzka,  midway  be¬ 
tween  Alleppey  and  Ambalapnzha,  where  there  were  agricultural  people 
cultivating  a  vast  acrage  of  about  9,000  paras  of  paddy  lying  on  the 
eastern  side  of  Punnapra.  This  acreage  belonged  to  about  100  agri¬ 
culturists.  About  half  of  'them  approached  the  other  agriculturists 
and  a  conference  was  held  which  discusser!  about  the  annual  cultivation 
of  this  big  paddy 'field.  Three  of  them  said  that  they  are  not  going  to 
allow  that  and  they  do  not  want  to  cultivate.  Unless  all  these. agri¬ 
culturists  join  together,  there  is  no  possibility  of  cultivating  this  big 
area.  Therefore  as  the  Hon’ble  Member  suggested,  if  the  Government 
want  to  see  that  all  the  Punja  fields  in  Kuttanad  area  are  to  be  culti¬ 
vated,  'Government  also  should  take  some  steps  to  bring  home  to  the 
minds  of  the  rich  agriculturists  this  idea  of  co-operation.  Ttierefore,  I 
would  request  the  Director  of  Agriculture  to  suggest  some  means  or 
method  by  which  these  rich  agriculturists  also  could  be  brought  round 
for  cultivating  the  big  paddy  fields  annually  without  allowing  them  to 
lie  fallow.  With  these  observations,  I  also  support  the  motion. 


'  Mh.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  the  question  that,  has  been  raised 
by*fhe  Honourable  member,  the  mover  of  the  motion,  is  that  attention, 
should  be  paid  both  by  the  Government  and  by  the  department  for 
bringing' '  under  annual  cultivation  all  the  lands  in  Kuttanad  -  both 
backwater  reclamations  and  what  are  called  Karp.padoms.  He. also  said 
during  the  course  of  his;speech  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  raise  three 
crops  of  paddy  in  Viripp.u  lands  and  two  crops  of  naddy  .in  what  are 
called  Karapoiijas.  This  question  is  now  engaging  the  earnest  atten¬ 
tion  and  careful  consideration  of  the  department.  I  may  say  at  once 
that  the  economic  Development  Board  appointed  a  committee  a  few 
months  ago  consisting  of  no  less  a  distinguished  person  than  the  Legal 
Hemembrancer  to  the  Government  to  preside  over  it  to  consider 
wavs  and  means  by  which  annual  cultivation  of  Punja  lands  could  be 
brought  about.  This  committee  camped  in  Mankompu  for  two  days, 
interviewed  a  number  of  leading  agriculturists,  took  evidence  from  them 
in  regard  to  the  possibility  of  annual  cultivation  of  Punja  lands  and 
backwater  reclamations,  inspected  typical  tracts  of  these  fields  and 
submitted  a  definite  report  to  theEcmomic  Development  Board.  The 
Board  discussed  the  recommendations' of  this  Committee  in  detail  and 
have  recommended  the  same  for  consideration  by  Government.  Briefly 
speaking  the  committee  came  to  the  conclusion  that  about  20.000  to. 
25,000  acres  of  backwater  reclamation  could  be  snee  essfnlly  brought 
'■  under  annual  cultivation  of  paddy.  T  here  are  blocks,  already  existing 
in  the  backwaters,  e.  g.  the  I  Block,  where  annual  cultivation  of  paddy 
is  going  on  for  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years. 

A  doubt  was  raised  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  P.  S..  Maho¬ 
med  whether  it  would  be  practicable  and  also  a  paying  proposition  to 
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cultivate  these  lands  every  year.  We  went  into  the  question  very 
carefully,  Sir,  and  people  who  have  been  cultivating'  this  land  continu¬ 
ously  for  five  or  six  years  gave  evidence  before  us  that  it  is  quite  possi 
ble  to  do  so  and  that  it  is  also  paying.  We  found  .that  in  the  first 
year  a  particular  Block  of  land  gave  145  paras  of  paddy,  second 
year  145  piras,  third  year  145  paras  and  fourth  year  150  paras,  when 
consecutively  cultivated  for  four  years.  Similarly,  a  block  of  land 
cultivated  biennially  gave  an  average  of  170  paras  once  in  two  years. 
That  means  in  the  course  of  about  4  years  the  annual  cultivation  gave 
an.  increase  in  yield  from  the  same  block  of  nearly  120  paras  of  paddy 
more  per  acre.  On  this  basis.  Ihe  Committee  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  if  the  50,000  acres  of  Karapadoras.  a»d  20,000  acres  of  Kayal 
Reclamation  are  brought  under  cultivation,  every  year  at  least  about 
40  lakhs  of  parahs  of  paddy  more  can  be  raised  in  excess  of  the 
present  nroluclion. 

MR.'KAINiKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  May  I  know  whether 
the  figure  given  is  net  produce  or  gross  produce  including  expenses, 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  It  is  the  net  produce. 

MR.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM :  May  I  know  whether  the  lands 
require  manuring  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  IYER  :  Yes.  Sir. 

During  the  course  of  the  debate,'  Mr.  Narayana  Kurnp.said  thaf? 
the  chief  difficulty  which  he  experienced  in  regard  t  J  the  cultivation 
of  these  large  blocks  of  Karapunja  lands  was  the  non-co-operation  on 
the  part  of  the  important  agriculturists.  I  may  straightaway  say, that 
there  is  already  provision  in  the  Irrigation  Act  section  23  which  says 
that  if'the  majority  of  the  people  not  necessarily  the  numerical  majo¬ 
rity  but  the  people  who  hold  the  larger  area  agree  .  they  could  file  an 
application  to  compel  the  others  .to  carry  on  cultivation  there,  so  that 
tl-.ere  is  no  great  difficulty  at  ail  in  regard  to  the  non-co-operating 
attitude  of  the  cultivators. 

The. question  of  bringing  the  paddy  lands  of  Kuttanad  under  culti¬ 
vation  has  received  the  anxious  ccnsidsration  of  Government,  I  may 
say  at  this  juncture  that  Mr.  M.  K.  Ananthasiva  Aiyar,  a  leading  agri¬ 
culturist  of  Kuttanad  has-  published  a  very  illluminatir.g  and  useful 
article  on  the  subject  in  ihe  February  is=.ue  of  the  Travancore  Ecnomie 
Journal.  In  that  article  he  has  pointed  out  the  difficulties  of  cultivation 
and  has. also  suggested  methods  by  which  these  difficulties  could  be 
tided  over.  Honourable  member  Mr.  Kunju  Panicker  said  that  the 
possibility  of  cultivating  tire  Kara  padonps  twice  a  year  should  be  looked 
into  by  the  Department.  I  agree  with  him.  There  are  areas  round 
about  Changanacherry  where  two  crops  are  raised.  If,  as  suggested  by 
the  member,  the  seeds  are  sown  earlier  it  is  possible  to  raise  two  crops 
although  there  is  the  possibility  of  the  second  crop  getting  submerged 
under  floods. 

MR.  P.  NARAYANA  PlhLAl:  May  1  know  from  the  member  whether 
that  was  not  the  condition  of  the  old  padoms  of  Thiruvalla,  Mavehkara 
and  Karthikapally  ?  .  . 
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Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYAMA  AIYAR:  I  iru  in  agreement  with  the  member 
that  there  is  possibility  of  bringing  these  areas  under  cultivation. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion  made  by  the  honourable  member 
of  trying  three  crops  in  Vi  ruppu  lands  I  must  say  that  it  is  not  a  right 
procedure  to  adopt  as  jt  will  tap  the  fertility  of  the  soil  to  the  utmost- 
It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  a  system  of  rotation  should  be 
provided  in  such  lands.  After  reaping  a  crop  of  paddy,  a  crop  of 
gin  golly  should  be  tried  as  it  is  the  case  now-  Perhaps  that  is  the  best 
method  to  get  tli's  maximum  out  of  the  land  without  impairing  its 
efficiency. 

All  the  points  raised  by  the  honourable  member  hive  already  en¬ 
gaged  the  careful  consideration  of  Government  in  their  attempt  to 
jaijo  as  much  rally  as  possible  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  people’ 
of  Travancore.  hi  view  of  what  is  done  and  what  is  proposed  to  be 
done,  I  hope  the  honourable  member  will  not  press  his  motion. 

Ms.  K  K UN J J  PANICKER  :  Sir,  Ido  not  press  the.moiiou. 

The  morion,  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn* 

Motion  No.  <5.  * 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved  :  — 

Mb.  Koitauii  P.  Abbahak: 

To  rediKv-  the  allotment  of  Rs.  8,500'for  travelling  allowance  by  Re.  1, 

Motion  No.  7, 

Ml.  P.  iiABAYANA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  reduce  the  allotment  of 
Its.  3,500  fi-r  travelling  allowance  by  Be.  1  to  discuss  the  desirability  of 
bestowing  more  attention  in  -finding  out  a  remedy  for  the  disease  of  co- 
coanufc  tiees.  Gocoanut  disease  has  become  a  common  thing  through¬ 
out  the  country.  Even  though  investigations  are  being  conducted  for 
so  many  years  it  is  regretable  to  note  that  nothing  has  been  done  so 
far  to  prevent  the  disease. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Strictly  this  motion  is  out  of 
order.  But  if  the  honourable  member  in  the  course  of  his  arguments 
is  able  to  show  that  if  the  Director  of  Agriculture  were  to  travel  he 
would  find  that  there  are  disease  stricken  trees  in  Travancore,  then 
the  motion  would  be  in  order.  My  contention  is  that  nil  such  motions 
are  not,  admissible.  But  some  practice  has  come  into  vogue  however 
much  it  may  be  deprecated. 

Mr,  P.  NARAYANA  PiLLAi':  By  travelling  the  Director  can  find  out 
the  ravages  done  to  the  trees. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S’.  .KRISHNA  PILLAI;  But  the  motion  is  not  to 
find  out  ravages. 

Mr.  P.  WARAYANA  PILLAI :  It  is  after,  finding  out  the  ravages  that 

a  remedy  can  be  suggested.  . 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  But  no-one  has  found  out  the 
the  remedy.  To  find  out  a  remedy  the  ^officer  must  -not  be  moving 
a  bout 'throughout  Travancore.  It  is  necessary  that  he  must-  sit  quiet 
at  a  place,  make  experiments  and  then  find  out  the  appropriate  results. 
It  is  not  by  running  about  that  a  remedy  can  be  found  out. 
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Mr.  P.  NARAYANA  PiLLAI:  Trees  are  planted  on  different,  kinds  of 
boils.  Remedy  suggested  in  one  place  may  not  bo  suitable  for  another 
place.  The  Director  of  Agriculture  will  have  to  travel  and  make  ex¬ 
periments  on  different  kinds  of  soils. 

fvlR.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether  re¬ 
medies  are  available  in  Travancore  which  could  be  found  out  by  the 
Director  running  about  the  country  ? 

Mp,.  P.  NARAYAMA  PILLAI :  Suitable  remedies  could  be  found  out 
only  by  travel  and  making  experiments  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
soil  in  different  places.  That  is  my  point. 

In  spite  of  researches,  tlie  disease  is  spreading  wider  and  wider. 
The  importance  of  eocoanut  cultivation  ancl  industries  connected  with 
it  should  not  be  ignored.  The  area  under  eocoanut  cultivation  has 
come  to  about  six  lakhs  of  acres.  That  is  more  than  25  per  cent,  of 
the  total  area  under  cultivation  and  35  per  cent,  of  the  export 
trade  in  the  country  consists  of  eocoanut  products.  Tea  and 
rubber  are  the  other  twot  important  export  productions  in  the  State.  i 
But  these  are  entirely!  in  ihe  hands  of  capitalists.  The  average  agri¬ 
culturists  have  nothing'to  do  with  these  articles.  But  that  is,  not  so 
in  the  case  of  eocoanut  and  eocoanut  products.  These  people  purchase 
their  daily  requirements  by  selling  cocoanuts.  Besides  the  agriculturists 
a  large  number  of  people  are  employed  in  industries  connected  with 
cocoanuts.  About  one.  aud  a  half  lakhs  of  people  are  employed  in  this 
way.  About  one  fourth  of  the  population  of  this  country  make  a  living 
out  of  eocoanut  and  eocoanut  industry  alone.  This  shows  the  import¬ 
ance  of  the  eocoanut  cultivation  am|  eocoanut  industry  in  the  State 
and  the  necessity  of  finding  out  a  suitable  remedy  for  the  disease.  I 
trust  the  Government  and  the  Department  will  do  everything  possible 
in  the  matter  of  finding  out  a  suitable  remedy.  With  these  words  I 
move  the  motion  to  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  G.  VELU  PILLAI :  Next  to  paddy,  eocoanut  is  the  crop  that  is 
most  extensively  cultivated  in.  our  State.  That  is  the  chief  cash-crop 
of  the  average  piyot.  The  area  under  eocoanut  cultivation,  as  has 
already  been  mentioned,  comes  to  about  six  hundred  thousand  acres. 

I  must  say  that  the  eocoanut  trees  in  half  of  this  area  arc  affected  by 
the  disease,  especially  so,  in  the  taluks  of  Karthikapally,  Karunagapahy 
and  Mavelikara.  It  is  a  heart-breaking  sight  to  see  the  eocoanut  trees 
in  this  area  standing  like  ghosts  with  nothing  at  their  top  except  the 
shrivelled  up  leaves.  We  are  very  sorry  that,  in 'spite  of  the  disease  of 
these  trees,  we  have  to  pay  the  same  old  tax  as  we  used  to  pay  when 
these  trees  were  bearing  and  healthy.  We  have  an  agricultural  De¬ 
partment  with  >an  efficient  and 'enegertic  Director  as  its  head.  We 
have  a  host  of  research  Officers  aud  in  addition  a  Plant  Pathologist, 
a  very  high-paid  officer.  With  all  these  officers  to  help  us,  we  have 
not  been  able  to  find  any  remedy  for  this  devastating  disease,  In  the 
General  Administration  Report  of  the  State  we  find 

“  Manorial,  cultural  and  spacing  experiments  and  seed  selection  al-e  the  main 
lines  of  work  carried  out  by  the  department  for  effecting  improvement 
in  the  cultivation  of  this  crop  ”, 
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Sir,  if  tlais  is  all  the  work  that  the  Department  considers  important  in 
regard  to  cocoanut  cultivation  I  say  that  we  do  not  want  an  Agricul¬ 
tural  Department, 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AlYAR  :  I  would  refer  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  to  page  9  of  the  Administration  Ksport  of  the  Department  which 
deals  with  the  Plant  Pathologist  and  the  disease  of  the  trees. 

Mr.  G.  VELU  PILIAI  : '  This  is  what  I  find  from  the  Administration 
lleport  of  the  State. 

We  know  how  to  cultivate  cocoanut  trees.  Our  grandfathers 
knew  it  and  our  great  grandfathers  also  knew  it.  We  do  not  want 
any  extraneous  help  to  teach  us  how  to  profitably  cultivate  cocoanut 
trees.  All  that  we  want  the  Department  to  do  is  to  find  some  remedy 
by  which  this  terrible,  disease  could  be.  prevented.  The  Department 
has  not  been  able  to  do  it  till  now.  I -hope  Government  will  bestow 
more  attention  on  this  very  important  subject.  With  these  words  I 
support  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  L.  JANARDANAN  PILLAI  :  I  have  great  pleasure  in  support¬ 
ing  the  cut  motion.  Those  honourable  members  who  spoke  before  mo 
have  placed  before  the  House  the  havoc  done  by  the  disease  on  cocoa- 
nut  trees.  I  am  sure  the  House  knows  that  the  value  of  the  trade  in 
cocoanut  products  during  the  pre-war  period  .was  about  Rs.  3  crores. 
That  is  a  vary  serious  point  to  be  considered  and  it  is  also  important 
to  note  that  the  largest  number  of  labourers  employed  in  any  organised 
industry  in  the  State  is  in  connection  with  cocoanut  and  its  industries. 
From  the  previous  year’s  report  it  will  be  found  that  the  highest  wages 
ever  earned  by  a  labourer  was  from  the  coir  and  coir  products  industry 
which  must  necessarily  look  up  to  the  cultivation  of  cocoanut  trees  for 
its  continued  supply  of  raw  materials.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  in  view 
of  the  great  export  trade  which  is  so  necessary  for  keeping  up  our 
balance  of  trade,  it  is  very  essential  that  serious  attention  must  be  paid 
to  this  matter.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  some  endeavours  are 
made  through  the  help  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Institute  for  com¬ 
bating  this  disease  in  an  effective  manner.  But  the  situation  is  never¬ 
theless  tragic.  If  'one  travels  between  Alleppey  and  Kuttanad  and 
along  the  area  between  Alleppey  and  Kottayam  and  the  adjacent  taluks 
it  will  be  found  that  almost  all  the  trees  in  that  area  have  completely 
lost  their  leaves.  Trees  which  used  to  yield  50  or  GO  cocoanuts  in  a 
bunch  are  now  yielding  only  3  or  4,  and  in  some  cases  no  cocoanuts  at 
all..  If  that  is  going  to  be  the  case,  the  total  volume  of  copra  or  coit 
yarn  that  will  be  produced  in.  the  country  will  seriously  dwindle  in  the 
years  to  come. .  If  this  disease  is  going  to  affect  the  trees  whether 
bearing  or  not,  the  result  will  be  a  terrible  catastrophy  to  the  cocoanut 
industry.  So  it  has  to  be  seriously  understood  and  tackled.  The 
members  of  the  Legislature  can  only  put  forward  their  difficulties 
before  the  Government.  We  have  got  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  and 
that  is  the. only  quarter  to  which  we  can  turn  for  active  assistance  in 
this  matter.  I  place  another  aspect  before  this' House-  Supposing  — 
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God  forbid— an  epedemic  starts  in  this  country  and  if  atoll  is  taken  of 
human  lives  would  the  Government  and  the  people  sit  quiet?  Certainly 
not.  I  say  this  particularly  to  impress  upon  the  House  the  relationship 
the  cocoanut  trees  have  with-  the  eoonomic  life  of  the  people.  That 
shows  that  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  ihas  not  been  understood. 
In  the  post-war  period  .that  we  are  looking  to,  industries  must  figure 
very  largely  and  the  balance  of  trade  should  be  maintained  in  the  new 
order  of  things. 

Viewed  therefore  from  an  economic  standpoint  and  viewed  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  capacity  of  the  people  of  the  country  in  with¬ 
standing  economic  strains  the  cocount  trees  in  the  country  have  to  be 
brought  into  and  maintained  in  good  condition.  For  that  reason  I 
draw  the  very  urgent  attention  .of  the  Department  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  this  matter. .  With  these  words.  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  much  can  be  said  on  this  matter. 
The  manure  produced  in  America  or  Germany  cannot  be  used  as  a 
manure  for  the  plants  growing  in  the  tropics. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Are  there  not  tropical 
portions  in  America  ? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NaRAYANA  PILLAI :  I  do  not  know  the  conditions  in 
America.  I  have  not  gone  there. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Then  may  I  know  how  the 
honourable  member  got  this  information  about  the  manure  produced 
in  America  ? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA^PILLAI :  From  books. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  In  that  case,  the  honourable 
member  should  give  an  answer  to  the  question  put  by  Mr.  Padmana- 
bha  Pillai. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  I  do  not  want  to  give  an  answer. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  Is  the  member  able  to  give 
an  answer  ? 

■  MRi  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  is  this  House  a  place  for  testing 
a  member’s  educational  attainments? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  the  madalcharam  is  used  as  a 
manure  and  is  a  remedy  for  the  disease  of  the  cocoanut  trees.  Sir,  I 
am  convinced  that  it  is  also  an  effective  remedy  for  this  disease 
.  Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Has  that  secret  been  divulg* 
ed  before  ? 

Mr,  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  It  is  not  a  secret.  .  But  it  is  a  Well- 
known  manure  among  the  cocoanut  cultivators.  With  these  words  I 
support  the  motion. 

Hr.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY:  Sir,  I  would  not.  have  supported  the 
motion  hut  for  the  fact  that  the  question  .of  finding  a  suitable  remedy 
for  the  cocoanut  palm  disease  is  a  very  important  one.  Sir,  the  Director 
of  Agriculture  is  not -responsible  for  not  discovering  a  proper  remedy- 
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for  this  disease.  He  is  doing  all  that  lies  in  his  power  to  comhat  this, 
disease.  He  makes  more  travels,  and  I  shall  quote  an  instance  of  his 
vigilance  and  promptitude  in  attending  to  the  wants  of  the  agricul¬ 
turists  in  this  respect.  An  agriculturist  from  Thodupuzha  wrote  to 
the  Director’s  Office  stating  that  the  disease  is  doing  havoc  in  his 
oocoanut  gardens.  I  was  surprised  to  find  the  Director  coming  to  the 
spot  within  two  days’ time.  After  coming  over  there  he  was  making 
enquiries  with  regard  to  this  disease  not  only  with  that  particular  culti¬ 
vator  but  also  in  many  other  places  and  he.  immediately  issued  direc- 
tions  to  his  subordinates  to  see  that  necessary  suggestions  are  given 
in  the  matter  to  them.  Such  suggestions  were  given  and  I  am  very 
glad  to  state  that  the  people  appreciated  very  much  those  suggestions 
and  now  I  learn  that  there  is  considerable  improvement  with  regard 
to  those  trees  affected  by  the,  disease.  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  find  the 
Director  to  be  very  prompt  and  active  with  regard  to  these  matters. 
Sir,  in  other  matters  also,  say,  with  regard  to  the  cultivaiion'of  pepper, 
arecanut  etc,  he  was  very  prompt  in  giving  assistance  by  way  of  advice 
to  the  cultivators.  I  can  understand,  Sir,  that  he  is  not  in  a  position 
to  supply  manure  to  the  cultivators.  But  he  can  only  suggest  and 
send  his  subordinates  if  required  to  act  up  to  his  suggestions.  The 
people  of  the  locality  are  very  well  satisfied  with  the  attention  that  he 
pays  to  their  needs.  If  Government  will  allow  more  funds  so  as'  to 
enable  him  to  employ  more  men  to  carry  out  the  ^suggestions  and 
advice  given  by  the  Director  to  the  cultivators  and  make  them  under¬ 
stand  things  it  would  be  to  the  greater  advantage  o£  the  agriculturists 
of  the  country.  With  these  observations  I  support  the  motion.  ;  :

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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  will 
speak  about  the  cocoanut  disease  if  he  has  to  speak  anything  about  it. 
As  it  is,  he  is  travelling  much  beyond  the  scope  of  the  motion. 

SIR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  the  subject  that  was  discussed  at 
a  fairly  good  length,  namely,  the  cocoanut  palm  disease,  is  certainly  a 
subject  of  very  great  importance.  Nobody  is  more  aware  of  it  than 
myself.  In  order  to  acquaint  the  honourable  members  of  this  House 
with  a  full  history  of  the  cocoanut  palm  disease  in  Travancore  I  pro¬ 
pose  to  deal  with  the  subject  somewhat  in  detail. 

It  was,  Sir,  in  the  year  1896  that  the  cocoanut  palm  disease  first 
made  its  appearance  in  Travaucore,  in  the  Tiruvella  taluk. 

SAHIB  BAHADUR  P.  S.  MURAMED  ;  <tn®  cuSIguW  rnfflcmorosismo 
gesg-jo^o  Aosnaomsf  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  Yes,  the  same  disoase-  The  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Tiruvella  taluk  sent  up  a  memorial  to  Government 
saying  that  their  cocoanut  palms  had  been  afflicted  with  a  serious 
disease.  The  Government  referred  the  matter  to  the  then  Conservator 
of  Forests.  He  made  an  enquiry  and  submitted  a  report  which  was 
not  of  very  great  help.  In  the  year  1906  the  Government  got  down 
Dr.  Butler,  the  Imperial  Micologiat  'and  asked  him  to  tour  round  the 
country,  investigate  the  disease  and  give  a  report.  Dr.  Butler  travelled 
the  country  extensively  and  gave  a  report  in  which  he  suggested  that 
the  cocoanut  palm  disease  could  be  arrested,  if  not  absolutely  cured, 
by  proper  digging  to  facilitate  acretion  and  drainage  and  by  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  lime  and  fertilisers.  Ever  since  the  organisation  of  this 
Department,  that  is  from  about  1908  onwards,  under  the  guidance  of 
my  distinguished  and  able  predecessor,  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai,  extensive 
campaigns  were  'being  carried  out  from  place  to  place  advising  the 
people  of  tho  necessity  for  digging' their  cocoanut  gardens,  and  applying 
lime  and  manures.  The  disease  did  not  progress  very  much.  The 
course  of  the  disease  was  arrested  considerably,  and  fortunately  the 
economic  condition  of  the  people  was  also  satisfactory  then.  The 
cocoanut  at  that  time  was  fetching  something  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Us.  50  or  Its.  60  per  thousand.  It  was  therefore  a  sight  for  anybody 
going  round  the  country  to  see  tho  cocoanut  gardens,  all  thoroughly 
dug  up,  kept  in  trim  condition  and  fertilisers  applied  in  large  quanti¬ 
ties,  not  only  indigenous  fertilisers  but  also  chemical  fertilisers  got 
from  outside,  not  necessarily  from  America,  but  from  elsewhere,  such 
as  ammonium  sulphate,  superphosphate  and  kainat.  - 

Mr,  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  '  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether 
the  d.isease  of  any  single  cocoanut  tree  was  cured  by  the  application  of 
the  medicine  or  manure  of  the  department  ? 

MB.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  What  I  said  was  that  the  disease  was 
checked  substantially.  It  did  not  do  any  great  havoc  at  all,  and  the 
trees  continued  to  yield  satisfactorily.  However,  with  the  onset  of  the 
economic  depression  in  1105  or  1106  and  with  the  decline  in  the  price 
of  coooanut  and  cocoanut  products  the  cocoanut  plantations  oame  to 
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be  neglected.  Many  people  did  not  even  care  to  look  at  their  cocoanut 
gardens.  To  add  to  this,  the  unfair  competition  of  Cevlan  copra  to 
which  reference  was  made  by  one  honourable  member'  Mr.  T.  0. 
Kesava  Pillai,  considerably  accenuated  the  situation  in  which  we  are 
placed  to-day.  It  is  necessary,  Sir,  that  before  I  propose  to  tell"  the 
House  as  to  what  the  Department  is  doing,  I  give  this  history  behind 
it.  In  the  year  1937, 'as  soon  as  the  State  became  a  constituent  member 
of  the  Imperial  Council  of  Agricultural  Besearch,  an  application  for  a 
grant  was  made  for  investigating  the  disease;  the  problem  was  placed 
before  them  in  ail  its  ramifications  and  seriousness,  and  a  grant  was  made 
by  the  Imperial  Council.  They  appointed  an  expert,  Mr.  K.  P.  V. 
Menon,  and  chalked  out  a  programme  of  work  for  him  to  find  out  the 
real  causative  factors  of  the  disease.  This  programme  was  drawn  up  by 
an  expert  committee  consisting  of  ail  the  outstanding  pathologists  and 
mycologists  in  India,  According  to  the  programme  drawn  up  by  the 
expert  committee,  this  officer  has  been  carrying  on  investigations  for 
the  past  three  years  and  I  should  say  that  the  cause  of  the  disease  has 
been  found  out.  That  is  to  say  that  the  disease  has  been  diagnosed.  I 
do  not  want  to  tire  this  House  with  complicated  big  names,  Thera 
are  two  organisms  working  in’symbiosis  and  producing  the  disease.  Under 
normal  conditions  when  the  cocoanut  palm  is  healthy  and  is  given 
sufficient  nutrition,  they  act  only  as  harmless  organisms.  Once  the 
nutrition  is  deranged  and  the  tree  becomes  weak,  these  organisms 
become  parasitic.  The  position  is  that, Dr.  Menon  has  found  out  the 
chief  cause  of  the  disease.  It  is  caused  mainly  by  insufficient  nutrition, 
and  want  of  application  of  sufficient  easily  available  manures. 

Mr.  G.  VELU  PILLAI  :  May  I  knew  when  this  was  considered  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  During  the  past  two  years. 

I  would  like  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  honourable  member  who 
put  the  question  to  me  to  a  garden  named  Kalliyikkal  Thoppu  in  Kayan- 
kulam  which  is  right  in  the  midst  of  the  disease  area.  These  methods 
were  tried  in  that  garden.  Systematic  application  of  manures,  not  impor¬ 
ted  from  outside,  but  only  indigenous  manures  such  as  marotti  cake, 
prawnskin  and  ashes  ,  involving  a  total  cost  of  only  7J  ohaokrams  per 
tree  has  considerably  mitigated  the  disease.  Last  year  the  trees  gave 
about  10,000  nuts  which  had  previously  given  only  3000  nuts.  At 
Kodayattur  in  Thodupuzha  taluk,  as  Mr.  Chemparuthi  said,  there  was 
an  attack  of  cocoanut  palm  disease.  We. went  to  the' area  and  applied 
the  same  methods.  I  am  glad  to  hear  that  the  disease  has  now  been 
brought  under  control.  In  Veliyanad  and  in  Monkombu,  the  disease 
has  similarly  been  checked.  What  I  have  to  appeal  to  the  honourable 
members  is  to  take  good  care  of  their  gardens. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  inform  the  honourable 
members  the  difference  between  what  is  commonly  called  the  cocoanut 
palm  disease'and  also  what  appears  to  be  a  diseased  condition  of  the 
cocoanut  palm.  When  people  see  that  the  leaves  shrivel  up  they  are 
carried  away  by  the  impression  that  it  is  a  symptom  of  the  disease, 
particularly  in  the  ooastal  tracts  like  Karthikapalli,  Karunagapalli,  etc,, 
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on  either  side  of  the  back  waters.  The  shrivelling'  tip  of  the  fronds 
is  due  to  the  attack  of  an  insect  pest  called  Nephantis  Serinopa.  As  a 
result  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Entomologist  in  the  Research 
Department  we  have  been  able  to  rear  the  enemies  of  this  pest.  I  have 
got  a  sample  of  it  with  me.  (The  honourable  member  showed  a  bottle 
containing  something).  The  parasites  have  been  released  on  hundreds 
of  cocoanut  palms  in  Kayankulam  and  other  plaoes  and  we  hype  that  the 
ravages  of  this  pest  will  be  easily  controlled,  I  would  request  the 
honourable  members  of  this  House  to  go  out  and  tell  their  constituents 
that  the  plantations  should  not  be' neglected  but  that  they  should  lie 
taken  very  good  care  of. 

MR.  IW.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  whether  it  will  be  possi¬ 
ble  for  the  Director  to  go  round  and  speak  to  the  cultivators  ? 

Mr,  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  Whenever  I  get  an  opportunity  I  do 
so.  Becently  when  I  presided  over  a  meeting  at  Kainakari  I  explained 
the  nature  of  the  disease  in  detail  and  exhorted  tin  people  to  look  after 
their  gardens.  My  speech  has  been  published  in  the  papers  and  repro¬ 
duced  in  the  Travaneore  Economic  Journal.  The  Department  "will 
leave  no  stone  unturned  to  stop  the  onslaught  of  this  disease.  With  . 
this  assurance,  I  hope  the  honourable  member  will  not  press  his  motion, 

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHI :  May  I  know  which  is  the  area 
attacked  by  this  pest  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  AIYAR  :  Everybody  knows  that — round  about 
Kayankulam  is  the  worst  affected  area. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved. 

Motion  No.  8, 

Mb.  G.  Velu  Pillai  : 

To  reduoe  the  allotment  of  Re.  8,500  for  travelling  allowance  by  Ro.  1 . 

Motion  No.  9. 

Mr,  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  Sir,  I  move  the  following  motion. 

To  reduoe  the  allotment  of  Es.  26,589  for  direotion  by  Re.  5. 

This  is.  intended  to  suggest  methods  of  increasing  the  output 
of  paddy  in  the  State.  No  discussion  is  necessary  to  convince  the 
House  of  the  necessity  for  increasing  the  output  of  our  paddy. 
In  the  year  1920  ,we  had  four  lakhs  ol  acreage  under  paddy. 
In  1941,  when  our  population  is  six  millions  the  aeerage  is  six  lakh'. 

"  Therefore  we  have  not  improved  our  conditions  in  the  matter  of  pro¬ 
duction  of  paddy.  How  to  do  so  under  the  existing  condition  ?  It  is 
possible  to  increase  the  production  adopting  certain  methods  sug¬ 
gested. by  the  Agricultural  Department.  Sir,  as  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  pointed  out  during  the  discussion  on  the  P.  W.  D‘ 
irrigation  •facilities  are  very  rare  in  certain  parts.  Even  in  waterlog¬ 
ged  areas,  such  as  Kuttanad  there  are  no  irrigation  facilities,  .  The 
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Chief  Secretary  himself  pointed  oat  in  his  speech  which  has  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Agricultural  Journal  that  the  neighbouring  owners  en¬ 
croached  upon  the  water  channels  which  are  levelled  up  and  planted. 
That  prevents  proper  agricultural  operations.  To  prevent  such  en¬ 
croachments  Government  should  issue  strict  orders  to  the  Tahsildars  to 
invest  the  Director  of  Agriculture  with  powers  t  o  enforce  these  rules  of 
irrigation.  I  may  even  suggest  that  an  irrigation  sub-division  may  be 
created  under  the  control  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture  under  whose 
direction  and  command  the  necessary  steps  may  be  taken  at  the  time 
of  agricultural  operations. 

,  There  is  another  thing  also  which  I  wish  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  this  House.  There  are  small  agriculturists— Dot  small 
in  size,  but  agriculturists  who  own  only  small  areas  for  cultiva¬ 
tion-  They  are  now  under  the  mercy  of  influential  big  agri¬ 
culturists.  If  they  want  to  cultivate  their  fields  themselves,  they  want 
some  help  by  way  of  loans .  Of  course,  I  am  aware  that  [Government 
have  made  provision  for  the  issue  of  agricultural  loans  through  the 
medium  of  Tahsildars.  The  Tahsildar  who  is  over-worked,  according 
to  him  or  the  Government,  finds  very  little  time  to  go  into  the  question 
of  advancing  loans  to  the  agriculturists.  There  is  considerable  diffi¬ 
culty  in  getting  agricultural  loans  from  the  hands  of  the  Tahsildars  and 
his  subordinates.  If  the  Director  of  Agriculture  is  given  the  authority 
to  issue  small  loans,  fay  below  Es.  20 D  and  funds  are  provided  at  his 
disposal,  I  think  it  wilfbe  easy  for  the  agriculturists  to  take  loans  at 
the  proper  time.  I  may  submit,  Sir,  that  these  loans  should  not  be 
issued  on  promissory  notes  but  they  should  be  given  only  as  crop  loans 
which  can  be  realised  at  the  time  of  harvest.  Therefore  there  may  not 
be  any  fear  on  the  part  of  Government  about  the  security  of  the  loans. 
All  I  say  is  that  there  should  be  ample  facilities  for  the  small  cultivator 
to  get  loans  from  the  Agriculture  Department.  In  this  way  we  can 
improve  the  cultivation  of  paddy  in  our  State, 

It  was  brought  io  the  notice  of  this  House  that  there  are  other 
methods  of  increasing  the  production  of  paddy.  During  the  discussion 
on  motion  No,  5  it  was  stated  that  intensive  cultivation  or  cultivation 

by  rotation  may  be  adopted-for  improving' the:,  yield. 


Then  Sir,  we  have  to  consider  whether  only  by  cultivating  the 
existing  areas  we  can  increase  the  production  of  paddy  sufficiently  to 
meet  our.  demand  or  any  emergency  in  the  State.  I  submit  that  the 
cultivation  of  the  existing  areas  alone,  however  much  one  may  use 
intensive,  or  other  methods,  will  not  meet  the  demand  lor  paddy  m  the 
State.  As  I  remarked  the  other  day,  we  have  to  increase  the  area  of 
paddy  cultivation  in  our  State  by  increasing  the  cultivable  -  area. 
Whether  it  is  possible  under  the  existing  conditions  is  the  next 
question.  The  Forest  Department  may  say  that  so  far  as  certain  areas 
in  the  reserved  forests  are  concerned,  if  paddy  is  cultivated  there,  it 
may  hamper  certain  advantages  which  the  country  is  deriving  from 
the  existing  forests.  Sir,  the  Conservator  of  Forests  has  been  sensible 
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eDOUgh  to  admit  in  this  House  that  certain  areas  can  be  disafforested 
without  violating  the  Sorest  Buies.  He  has  admitted  that  we  Ban 
utilise  certain  areas  in  the  Forests  for  paddy  cultivation.  The  area  ' 
lyrng  between  Udumbanchola  and  Pallivasal  and  between  Kuinili  and 
Vandanmettu  can  be  leased  out  for  the  cultivation  of  paddy. 

There  was  a  fear  expressed  by  an  honourable  member  that  if  cultiva¬ 
tion  takes  place  annually  the  same  quantity  of  yield  will  not  be  obtained. 

I  hold  a  different  opinion.  As  it  is  done  in  Ivutlanad,  year  after  year 
thousands  of  acres  could  be  cultivated  on  lease  system,  and  nobody  will 
have  any  objection  if  the  lease  is  given  on  half  yearly  basis.  According 
to  the  experiment  tried  in  the  neighbouring  areas  it  was  found  that 
there  was  an  yield  of  150  paras  of  paddy.  The  sowing  capacity  of  one 
acre  was  only  10  measures  which  is  only  one  para  of  paddy.  Id  other 
words  one  para  of  seed  sown  in  one  acre  of  land  yielded  150  paras  of 
paddy.  We  have  to  allow  a  margin  for  the  probable  loss  on  account  of 
some  elements  which  might  have  spoiled  the  crops.  In  order  to  avoid 
the  spoiling  of  crops  it  would  be  advisable  to  lease  out  vast  areas 
on  a  co-operative  basis,  There  may  be  several  cultivators  joining 
together  for  cultivation.  The  lands  should  be  protected  from  the 
tampering  of  elephants.  By  leasing  the  areas  I  have  suggested,  for 
paddy  cultivation,  I  am  sure  the  outputs  of  paddy  can  be  increased  and 
;  it  is  possible  to  produce,  about  one  crore  paras  of  paddy  per  year;  In 
order  to  bring  these  suggestions  before  the  Bouse  and  Government  and 
the  Agricultural  Director,  I  move  the  motion,

MR.  K-  KUNJU  PANiCKER  :  I  wish  to  point  out  file  gradual  reduction 
in  the  cultivation  of  .paddy.  In  1108,  Travancore  had  701,808  acres 
under  paddy  cultivation  and  in  1115  that  is  reduced  to  6,49,597'  that  is 
to  say,  about  52,211  acres  of  paddy"  lands  are  lying  uncultivated 

n0W'MR.  KAiNIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI :  ‘  Is  it  not  possible  that  a 
portion  of  the  paddy  lands  might  have  been  'converted  into  compound 
lands  ? 

tfR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER :  A  comparison  of  the  figures, would  show 
that  that  is  not  the  case.  In  1108  we  had  2,62,132  acres  of  eoeoanut 
lands  and  in  1115  it  is  5,80,415  acres.  The  difference  noted  in  paddy 
fields  is  not  compensated  by  gardens  and  as  I  have  pointed  out,  the 
difference  is  62,211  odd  acres.  The  decrease  in  eoeoanut  groves  is 
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much.  It  is  only  83,717  acres.  On  the  other  hand,  the  reduction  of 
the  paddy  cultivation  is  32,211  acres,  that  is,  about  as  extensive  an 
acreage  as  the  whole  paddy  cultivation  of  Nanjinad.  This,  I  submit,  is 
an  appreciably  great  loss  to  the  State. 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  :  May  I  know  from  where  the  honourable 
member  collected  the  statistics  ? 

Mr.  K,  KUNJU  PANICKER :  I  have  collected  it  from  the  Statistics 
of  Travancore.  Not  only  in  paddy  but  in  other  things  also  cultivation 
is  seen  to  be  reduced.  For  example,  the  rubber  cultivation  in  1106 
was  1,60,428  acres.  In  1115  it  is  1,C0,269  acres.  So  also  in  other 
important  products  such  as  tea,  we  have  a  general  reduction  as  we  sea 
from  the  statistics.  I  follow  the  statistics  published  by  the  Government 
and  show  the  various  figures,  both  of  land  owned  and  cultivated.  We 
have  in  Travancore  25,67,216  acres  of  land  owned  and  19,74,928  acres 
of  land  cultivated  and  5,92,229  acres  of  land  uncultivated.  I  submit 
that  such  extensive  acres  are  left  uncultivated  because  rich  men  who' 
have  registered  or  purchased  extensive  acres  of  land  have  left  them 
uncultivated  and  allowed  their  land  to  lie  fallow.  There  are  so  many 
people  who  are  prepared  to  cultivate  the  lands  if  only  the  land  is  leased 
out  for  cultivation.  What  I  want  to  point  out  to  the  Government  is 
that  when  extensive  acres  of  land  are  lying  fallow  and  uncultivated 
Government  should  see  that  those  who  are  willing  to  cultivate  them 
should  he  given  an  opportunity  to  get  and  cultivaie  them-  As  one  of 
my  predecessors  pointed  out,  when  about  five  lakhs  of  acres  are  allowed 
to  lie  fallow  and  uncultivated  that  is  a  heavy  loss  to  this  small  State. 
The  State  should  see  that  those  with  extensive  acres  of  land  should  not 
be  allowed  to  leave  them  uncultivated. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  can’ Government  enforce  it  as  a  matter 
of  right  or  advice  the  owners  either  to  get  them  cultivated  or  to  lease 
out  their  property  for  the  cultivation  of  others  who  are  willing  to 
cultivate  7 

MR.  KA1NIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PH-LAI :  Supposing  the  owners 
di3obey,  .then  what  is  the  step  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER:  Government  should  devise,  measures  for 
appropriation  and  cultivation  of  those  lands  and  if  the  owners  arc 
recalcitrant,  they  should  be  made  by  persuasion  or  legislative  measures 
to  allow  the  lands  to  be  cultivated  by  those  who  are  willing  to 
cultivate  .  .

MR.  K.  KUNJU.  PANICKER  1  do  not  say  that  the  ownership  should  be 
deprived  even.  1  say  that  when  big  owners  are  recalcitrant  and  are 
unwilling  to  make  use  of  the  God  given  land  purchased  by  them  others 
who  are  willing  to  cultivate  should  be  permitted  to  cultivate  such  lands  . 
This  state  of  affairs  should  be  remedied  by  the  interference  of  govern, 
ment.  The  owners  need  not  be  deprived  of  the  ownership  a.  all.  Hut 
Vol.  XVIII  No.  10 
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people  who  register  or  purchase  extensive  acres  of  land  should  not  leave 
the  land  uncultivated.  That  will  not  fetch  them  anything;  nor  will 
it  be  of  any  use  to  the  state  or  to  the  people  who  have  to  depend  upon 
the  total  out  put  of  the  state.  This  dog-in-the-manger  policy  should 
not  be  permitted  to  be  followed  by  the  big  land  owners.  They  should 
follow  some  reasonable  policy  by  trying  to  increase  the  total  crop  under 
paddy  or  rubber  cultivation  or  anything  of  that  nature.  I  simply 
want  to  point  out  to  the  Hea-1  of  the  Department  that  he  should  in¬ 
vestigate  into  these  things  and  see  that  as  extensive  acres  of  land  as 
possible  are  cultivated  and  the  produce  is  made  available  for  the  general 
public  of  Travaneore  for  price.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion 
before  the  House.

MR.  P.  V.  MATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motions  together  :

Sir,  ever  since  I  came  info  this  House,  I  was  drawing  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Government  and  the  Medical  Department  to  the  inadequate 
medical  facilities  in  my  taluk.  As  yet,  we  have  got  only  one  dispen¬ 
sary  at  Thodupuzha,  meant  for  the  whole  taluk.  People  from  a 
distance  of  22  miles  have  to  go  over  that  distance  for  medical  aid. 
For  example,  a  man  from  EPapally  will  have  to  go  over  a  long  dis¬ 
tance  at  his  own  expense.  There  is  not  even  a  single  grant-in-aid 
dispensary  also  there  and  the  population  according  to  the  present 
Census  is  more  than  1,28,000. 
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Hr.  ffl.  R,  MARAYANA  PILLAI :  Are  there  not  "private  practitioners 
ihare  and  is  there  any  scope  for  them  ? 

Mr.  p.  V.  MAT  HA!  CHEMPARATHY-.  Yes.  There  is  scope  for  them. 
I  am  not  certain  as  to  .what  the  private  practitioners  will  be  able  to  do 
in  this  matter.  It  is  true  that  there  are  good  number  of  poor  people. 
How  (could  they  afford  to  pay  for  medicines  they  get  ?  These  are' 
costly  things  for  them.  What  I  therefore  want  is  that  some  more 
dispensaries  at  least  in  two  important  places  in  Thodupuzha  should 
be  started-  If  that  is  not  possible  Government  should  at  least  make 
some  arrangements  to  start  grant-jn-aid  dispensaries.  I  make  mention 
of  this  here  because  of  the  difficulties  that  are  being  experienced  by 
the  people.  They  conic  to  me  often  and  say  “we  find 'it  rather  very 
difficult  to  got  necessary  medical  help”— Sir,  a  poor  man  to  walk  over 
20  miles  sometimes  through  hilly  tracts— and  there  are  no  convenient 
means  of  communication — is  indeed  a  sorry  state  of  affairs.  Supposing 
a  Doctor  is  to  bi  taken  to  rattend  on  a  patient  who  is  far 
away,  you  can  understand  how  much  time  it  will  take.  My  object  is 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  fact  that  at  least  two  more 
dispensaries  will  have  to  be  started  in  Thodupuzha  Taluk  in  order  to 
enable  people  to  have  batter  medical  aid.  With  these  observations,  I 
move  this  motion. 

Mr.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  ;  Are  there  not  private  medical practi- 
.  tioners  there  ? 

Mr.  P.  V.  iWATHAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  Yes.  There  are  two  or  three 
persons  and  they  are  at  the  centre  of  the  Taluk. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLA!  :  Will  not  the  private  practi¬ 
tioners  go  to  the  patient  ? 

Mr.  P.  11.  MA-THAI  CHEMPARATHY  :  Just  the  reverse  can  also 

taPPVAiDYASASTRAKUSALA  DR.  (Mrs.)  M.  PQ0NEH1  LUKOSE  :  Sir  it  is  a 
fact  that  Thodupuzha  and  Muvattupuzha  taluks  have  not'  as  many 
Government  dispensaries  or  sufficient  medical  aid  as  other  parts,  and 
this  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department!  by  members  of 
the  locality  about  two  months  ago.  I  think  the  members  of  this  house 
are' aware  that  the  Department  is  alive  to  the  need  for  more  dispen¬ 
saries  in  some  parts  of  the  State.  But  the  difficulty  is  that  this  is  not 
a  convenient  time  for  starting  new  dispensaries  beeuse  of  the  difficul¬ 
ty  of  getting  medicines  from  abroad.  Government  are  greatly  ham¬ 
pered  by  .ohis  difficulty.  If  the  honourable  members  only  knew  what 
an. anxious  time  Government  are  having' this  year  to  procure  drug's 
and  .  equipment  for  the  existing  medical  institutions,  1  am  sure  they 
will  treat  this  matter  with  sympathy.  Even  last-  month  we  heard  that  the 
ship- in  which  the  supply  of  medicines  for  the  Department  was  coming 
was  sunk. and  the  Department  has  to  find  ways  anduneans  to  meet  the 
situation.  So  Sir  under  these  circumstances  it  is  impossible  to  think 
of  opening  new.  dispensaries.  Bat  Government  do  realise  that  the 
realty  poor  need  medical  relief,  and  the  question  of  opening  dispensaries 
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in  rural  parts  is  under  consideration.  But  even  in  this  matter  the 
number  of  Rural  Dispensaries  will  have  to  be  limited,  as  private  practi¬ 
tioners  will  also  not  be  able  to  get  medicines  and  equipment  easily 
from  European  countries.  I  do  sympathise  Sir  with  the  poor  people  of 
our  rural  parts  where  medical  relief  is  not  available.  It  is  not  mere 
lip  sympathy.  I  have  been  travelling  through  different  parts  of  Tra- 
vancore  and  I  have  seen  the  difficulties  and  the  sufferings  of.  the  poor. 
Muvattupuzha  and  Thcdupuzha  Taluqs  Sir,  have  private  practitioners  and 
some  of  them  are  doing  well.  But  the  poor  people  are  not  able  to  get 
much  help  from  them,  because  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  pay  for  the 
medicines.  I  can  assure  the  House  that  this  question  is  receiving  the 
attention  of  the  Government,  and  it  will  continue  to  receive  sympathe¬ 
tic  consideration  at  their  hands. 

Mb.  P.  V.  MATHAI  GHEMPARATHY  :  I  do  not  press  the  motion.

Mr,  P,  KUNJU  KR1SHNAN  ,  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of 
Rs.  14,552  for  Superintendence  by  Re.  1  to  discuss  about  'the  working 
of  the  Department  with  special  reference  to  Quilon.  I  do  not  Want  to 
go  into  details  nor  is  it  my  purpose  to  find  fauit  wun  the  burgeon- 
Geueral.  I  know  that  the  Surgeon- General  has  been  osertmg  hot- 
utmost  to  see  that  the  Department  is  run  in  a  proper  manner. 

I  want  to  make  a  reference  ts^certain  facts.  I  am  just  giving  an 
illustration  to  show  how  things  are  being  carried  on  by  very  important 
subordinate  officers  of  the  Department.  At  Quilon  there  is  an  open, 
gutter  running  on  parallel  lines  along  the  northern  compound  wall  of 
the  hospital  by  the  side  of  the  road  with  dirty  and  filthy  water  emanat¬ 
ing  from  hospital  compound  and  near  the  northern  gate  through  which 
people  have  to  get  in  and  got  out.  One  cannot  walk  along  tire  road 
without  closing  One’s  nostrils'  This  state  of  affairs  was  allowed  to  con¬ 
tinue  for  the  last  two  years. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PH-LAI:  May  I  know  whether  this  gutter 
is  owned  by  the  Surgeon  General  ? 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  This  was  allowed  to  continue  in  this 
manner  for  the  last  two  years, 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PlLlAI :  May  I  know  what  the 
Doctor  has  to  do  with  the  gutter  ?  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Where  does  it  come  from  ? 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN :  It  comes  from  the  hospi.al  compound 
and  takes  its  course  on  a  parallel  line  with  the  road.  It  is  an  open 
gutter  and  it  is  a  place  very  frequently  resorted  to  by  the  public. 
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There  is  also  heavy  traffic.  What  I  want  to  point  out  is  that  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  whole  atmosphere  is  in  an  insanitary  condition  the 
Doctors  have  not  taken-  care  to  see  that  the  position  has  been 
remedied. 

Mr.  KAIN1KKARAM.  PADMANABHA  PfLLA.I  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Medical' Department  has  any  responsibility  for  the  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  place  ? 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  Sir,  I  think  the  Medical  Department 
has  some  responsibility  because  the  gutter  is  situated  very  close  to  the 
hospital  and  one  cannot  enter  the  hospital  without  the  smell  of  this 
nasty  gutter.  Is  it  not  reasonable  that  the  Doctors  should  report  on 
the  matter  ? 

Mr.  M-  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Is  it  the  opinion  of  the  member  only 
that  the  place  is  insanitary  or  is  it  declared  insanitary  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLl  S.  KRISHNA  PILL  AS :  May  I  know  'whether  this 
water  flows  into  the  lake  or  somewhere  else  ? 

IMR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  ft  lakes  a  pretty  long  course  along  the 
road.  Anybody  who  had  the  misfortune  to  go  'along  the  road  might 
have  experienced. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  had  the  misfortune  to  go  there. 

IWR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  ;  One  should  walk  along  the  road. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Is"  the  ,  gutter  rnnnhg 
along  the  main  road  or  the  by-road  ? 

MR.  P,  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  It  runs  along  the  main  road  on  the 
northern  side.  I  was  noticing  this  and  I  had. sent  up  interpellations, 
and  during  the  last  budget  session  I  made  a -reference  to  this  matter 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Health  assured  me  that  steps  will  be  taken.- 
But  nothing  has  been  done.  My  point  is  that  the  Medical  Officers 
cannot  shut  their  eyes  against  such  insanitary  conditions  in  and  around 
hospitals  which  have  to  set  an  example  for  cleanliness  and  healthy 
surroundings.  How  can  the  Medical  officers  in  charge  of  the  hospital 
at  Quilon  justify  their  existence  at  the  locality  in  the  light  of  such  in¬ 
sanitary  conditions  in  and  around  their  hospital. 

KIR.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM :  May  I  know  whether  the  open  gutter  . 
is  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  or  to  the  pedes¬ 
trians  of  the  road  outside  the  hospital  ?  * 

Mr.  P._  KUNJUKRISHNAN :  It  is  injurious  to  the  inmates  of  the 
hospital  as  well  as  to  the  pedestrians  outside. 

'  PRESIDENT :  What  is  the  actual  suggestion  of  the  Honourable 
member  ?  Does  he  want  a  closed  drain  up  to  the  public  road  or  a 
closed  drain  along  the  public  road  ? 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN :  My  request  is  Sir,  that  this  water  should 
not  be  allowed  to  run  alorg  an  open  gutter.  .  It  may  be  closed  so  that 
it  would  not  affect,  the  health  of  the  people.  But  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  since  nay  interpellation  to  the  present  session  of  the  Assembly 
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some  repairs  have  been  attempted.  The  whole  trouble  is  that  there 
wanting  some  sort  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  subordinates 
this  department.  Sir,  there  is  a  general  feeling  that  though  we  spend 
more  than  10  lakhs  of  Rupees  for  the  department  annually  the  com¬ 
parative  benefit  that  the  people  derive  from  the  amount  spent  is  not 
at  all  satisfactory.  A  spirit  of  service  is  wanting  on  the  part  of  the 
doctors.  So  far  as  the  private  medical  practitioners  are  concerned  we 
find  generally  speaking,  that  they  thrive  better  than  the  Government 
doctors.  To  me  it  appears  that  it  is  due  to  the  want  of  that  spirit  0f 
service  among  the  Government  Doctors.  Now,  Sir,  I  leave  it  to  this 
House  to  come  to  a  conclusion  whether  it  is  true  or  not.  Though  we 
pay  large  Bums  to  the  Doctors  as  salaries  there  is  much  difference  bet¬ 
ween  them  and  the  officers  of  other  Departments  of  the  Publio  Service. 
While  the  officers  of  the  other  Departments  have  that  spirit  of  service 
I  think  the  officers  of  the  Medical  Department  are  lacking  in  that 
spirit.  Therefore  I  would  make  a  suggestion,  why  not  stop  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  high  salaries  to  the  Doctors  and  why  not  an  allowance  be 
granted  to  them  in  its  stead,  giving  freedom  to  treat  patients  on 
remuneration. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl :  In  the  Government  Hospitals 
or  outside  ?  • 

MR.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN  :  In  the  Government  Hospitals.  My  point 
is  Sir,  instead  of  paying  these  Doctors  high  salaries  and  thus  allowing 
them  to  pose  as  big  officers  of  the.  State  and  at  the  same  time  not 
rendering  service  in  the  right  spirit.  i 

Db.  M.  K.  GOPALA  PILLAl:  Does  the  honourable  member  think 
that  after  six  years  course  in  a  medical  college  in  addition  to  taking  a 
University  degree  a  medical  man  starting  on  Its.  100  is  a  decent 
salary  ? 

Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRISHNAN:  Not  Ks.  100  alone,  Sir.  There  are  Doctors 
who  get  Its.  300,  or  400.  or  even  above  that.  I  would  make  also 
another  suggestion.  We  spend  large  amounts  on  medicines  which  are 
got  down  from  foreign  countries.  As  it  was  suggested  by  the  Director 
of  Agriculture  that  application  of  indigenous  medicines  was  successful 
in  the  case  of  the  disease  on  cocoanut  palms,  we  can  resort  to  our  own 
indigenous  medicines  namely  Ayurvedic  medicines  &c,  to  satisfy  our 
medical  wants  as  well.  Sir,  in  the  Administration  Report  of  1114  it 
is  stated  that  there  is  a  very  valuable  literature  in  this  country  on  the 
merit  and  value  of  indigenous  medicines.  We  also  know  that  Ayur¬ 
veda  and  other  indigenous  systems  of  medicine  are  now  m  vogue  in 
this  country.  What  I  want  to  suggest  is  that  these  should  be  tried 
and  I  hope  that  the  experiment  will  only  end  in  success.  It  is  also  up 
to  us  to  do  some  research  work  in  the  University  to  find  out  the 
medicinal  qualities  of  herbs  so  that  medicines  can  be  successfully 
prepared  out.  of  these  and  supplied  to  the  Medical  Department  without 
incurring  large  amounts  by  way  of  getting  down  medicines  from  foreign 
countries. 
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[Mr.  P.  Kunjukrishnau,] 

Sic  I  would  speak  a  word  or  two  in  regard  to  a  standing  complaint 
in  the  Quilon  Hospital.  The  public  of  Quilon  have  made  a  very  hand¬ 
some  donation  in  the  form  of  a  building  in  commemoration  of  the 
Shashtiabdapurthi  of  Sftchivottama  Sir  C .  P.  Ramaswami  Aiyar.  And 
it  is  now  a  regular  ward  connected  to  the  hospital.  But  this  advant¬ 
age  has  not  been  properly  availed  of  by  the  Department.  During  the 
last  budget  session  I  laid  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  Quilon  deserves  at 
least  the  services  of  a  first  grade  surgeon  with  all  modern  medical 
equipments  in  view  of  its  central  position  and  in  view  of  its  importance 
in  other  respects.  Now  I  would  respectfully  submit  that  in  view  of 
tha  fact  that  the  Hospital  is  over-crowded  with  inpatients,  this  ward 
should  bo  made  available  for  accommodating  the  inpatients  with  all 
available  equipments  which  modern  Science  can  provide. 

Mr.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  vELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a 
few  observations  with  -regard  to  this  motion.  We  are  all  aware  that 
Government  are  devoting  their  most  careful  and  anxious  attention  in 
the  matter  of  preventing  the  prevalence  of  diseases  and  also  in  the 
matter  of  rendering  adequate  medical  aid  to  the  general  public.  Sir, 
we  have  got  a  very  efficient  Public  Health  Department  and  also  an 
equally  efficient  Medical  and  an  Ayurvedic  Department.  In  spite  of 
the  useful  services  rendered  to  the  public  by  these  medical  institutions 
we.  see  from  the  Administration  Reports  of  the  respective  Departments 
that  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Government  Hospitals  and 
dispensaries  and  also  i»  the  Government  Ayurvedic  Hospital  and  Grant- 
in-aid  dispensaries  in  the  State,  has  always  been  on  the  increase  year 
after  year.  This  shows  that  there  is  something  fundamentally  wrong 
either  in  the  whole  system  of  medical  administration  or  in  the  general 
health  of  the  people.  We  have  got  a  leper  asylum  in  Noornad.  it  is 
a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  a  number  of  persons  suffering  from 
this  disease  are  assembling  at  certain  particular  centres  especially  in 
places  of  public  worship  like  Ochira  and  Sabarimala  and  also  at  the 
Bus  stands  and  markets.  Their  number  is  also  increasing  year  by 
year.  If  we  travel  along  the  coastal  areas  in  the  State  we  shall  find  a 
number  of  lepers  wandering  along  the  road  and  frequenting  public 
places  thus  giving  room  for  the  contagion  of  the  disease.  Very  recently 
I  happened  to  read  a  leader  published  in  one  of  the  leading  newspapers 
of  the  State  vu.  the  ‘Malayalft  Rajyara’  on  the  necessity  of  drawing  the 
attention  of  the  Government  as  well  as  the  Legislature  to  this  matter 
of  deep  concern.  Sven  though  we  have  no  correct  statistics  of  the 
total '  number  of  consumptive  patient's  in  the  State  there  may  not  be 
any  mistake  in  saying  that  their  number  also  is  increasing  rapidly. 
In  spite  of  the  genuine  efforts  made  by  Government  in  the  matter  of 
prevention  and  cure  the  result  does  not  appear  to  be  satisfactory  or 
desirable.  ,  Therefore  I  wish  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  and  the  House  the  urgent  necessity 
for  appointing  an  expert  committee  to  go  into  the  whole  question  and 
find  out  a  suitable  remedy.  With  these  words  I  support  the  motion. 
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Mr  M.  L.  JANARDANAN  PILL Ai  :  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
Government  the  inadequacy  of  accommodation  in  many  of  the  hospitals 
in  the  State.  'The  Surgeon-General  has  invited  public  co-operation  in 
the  matter  of  providing  more  accommodation  in  hospitals.  I  may  say, 
Sir,  that  there  is  a  good  deal  of  response  from  the  public  to  that  invi¬ 
tation.  In  Kottayam  the  endeavour  has  been  successful  and  I  am  sure 
in  Alleppey  wa  shall  have  a  similar  endeavour  by  collecting  public  funds 
to  provide  greater  accommodation.  Government  are  fully  aware,  nc 
doubt,  that  private  enterprise  is  not  wanting  in  this  direction. 

But  one  point  I  wish  to  urge  is  this.  If  the  people  of  the  locality 
collect  a  few  thousand  rupees  and  offer  to  construct  a  building  for  the 
purpose  of  housing  the  patients  who  are  now  occupying  the  floors  or 
verandahs  of  buildings,  we  are  put  to  the  difficulty  of  submitting  our 
plans  and  estimates  to  the  P.  W.  D.  and  of  conforming  to  certain  stan. 
dards  and  specifications,  which  really  involve  more  capital  outlay  and 
thus  the  whole  scheme  is  practically  delayed  or  jettisoned.  I  would  in 
this  connection  refer  to  the  speech  made  by  the  Dewan  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Thottapally  bridge.  He  said  that  in  a  country  like  Travan- 
core  we  should  be  prepared  to  have  smaller  buildings  for  Government 
offices  and  for  hospitals,  and  that  it  does  not  matter  if  after  a  few  years 
they  have  to  be  dismantled,  provided  they  serve  the  purpose  for  the  time 
being.  Iam  reminded  of  that.  Sir,  now  patients  are  practically  ac¬ 
commodated  on  the  open  verandahs  and  subjected  to  the  inclemencies 
of  the  weather,  and,  if  people  are  willing  to  put  up  temporary  sheds  or 
fairly  good  buildings  on  a  much  smaller  Scale,  where  is  the  difficulty 
for  the  P.  W.  D.  in  giving  sanction  to  it  ?  If  they  will  only  be  pleased 
to  look  at  the  matter  from  this  point  of.  view,  I  am  sure  more  people 
will  be  coming  forward  to  construct  buildings  which  would  certainly 
relieve  the  patients  from  the  difficulties  they  are  at  present  suffering. 

It  is  with  this  object  and  with  the  object  of  eliciting  the  sympathy  and 
understanding  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  this  difficulty  and  assum¬ 
ing  Government  that,  if  only  this  alteration  is  made  in  the  existing 
practice  more  funds  from  the  public  will  be  forthcoming.  I  am  sup¬ 
porting  this  motion. 

Mr.  K.  DOMINIC  JOSEPH  :  Sir,  I  too  support,  the  motion,  Under 
the  present  financial  conditions  it  is  not  possible  to_  meet  all  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the  public  for  better  and  further  medical  relief.  Therefore  it 
becomes  necessary  that  a  systematic  attempt  should  be  made  by  the 
authorities  to  canvas  and  to  exploit  private  munificence  and  private 
philanthropy  so  as  to  make  extensions  and  to  add  to  the  amenities 
of  the  hospitals  in  towns  and  district  centres.  Pnch  an  attempt  has 
been  made  in  the  Kottayam  District  Hospital  with  considerable 
success,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  medical  officer  in  charge  and  of 
the  enthusiastic  band  of  his  assistants-  It  has  been  made  possible  fo 
Yol.  XVSU— ho.  to,  . 
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have  considerable  extensions  in  the  Kottayarn  District  Hospital.  Al¬ 
ready  four  blocks  of  buildings  have  been  completed  and  two  new  buil¬ 
dings  arc  nearing  completion.  It  is  expected  that. more  charitable  en¬ 
dowments  will  be  forthcoming.  I  submit  that  ibis  example  must  be 
held  out  by  the  authorities  for  practice  by  other  centres  and  other  towns. 

I  wish,  in  this  connection,  to  point  out  thai  anew  pay*  ward  in 
Kottavam  has  become  an  absolute  necessity.  Government  has  been 
showing  in  the  new  venluieS  in 'Kottayarn  a  very  sympathetic  and 
encouraging  attitude  and  I  pray  that  the  same  encouragement  should 
•bo given  to  the  Kottayarn  District  Hospital  as  far  as  the  pay-ward  is 
concerned, 

I  also  suggest  thai:  tha  gain  obtained  by  the  Medical  Department 
in  the  district  centres  going  in  for  public  philanthropy  as  I  suggested 
in  making  extensions  and  adding  to  the  amenities  of  existing  hospitals 
should  be  spent  for  rural  dispensaries  where  such  advantages  cannot 
be  obtained.  This  is  an  aspect  which  should  engage  the  serious  atten¬ 
tion'  of'  Government  and  meet  with  the  encouragement  of  all  the 
officers  who  act  in  this  behalf. 

VAIDfASASTRAKUSALA  DR.  (MRS.)  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE:  Sir,  lam 
thankful  to  the  honourable  member  for  bringing  to  my  notice  the  con* 
ditiou  of  the  drain  in  Quilon  main  road.  But,  I  am  sorry  to  find  that 
he  makes  the  condition  of  the  drain  the  criterion  for  the  efficiency  of 
the  department- and  of  the  District  hospital  at  Quilon.  I  may  say  at  the 
outset,  Sir,  that  this  drain  is  on  the  main  road  outside  the  hospi.al 
compound. 

•  '  Mr.  P.  KUNJUKRiSHNAN  :  May  I  point  out  that  my  statement  was 
that  it  does  not. justify  the  existence  of  the  subordinate  officers? 

VAIDYASASTRAKBSALA  dr.  (MRS.)  IW.  POONEN  LUKOSE:  I  do  not 
admit  that.  Sir.  The  condition  of  the  drain  was  noticed  by  the  medi¬ 
cal  officer  in  charge  of  the  hospital  and  it  was  brought  to  my  notice 
some  time  ago.  We  felt  that  the  Municipality  was  responsible  for  the 
drain,  and  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Municipality-. 
Then  it  was  found  that  whatever  the  Municipality  did,  it  could  not  im¬ 
prove  the  drain,  because  the  plastering'  had  come  off  in  many  places, 
Then  the  P.  W.  D.  was  addressed  and  before  the  question  was  brought  to 
the  notice  of  this  House,  the  matter  had  been  taken  up  by  the  P. 
W.  D.  and  the  drain  is  being  repaired. 

Now,  Sir,  I  do  not  see  how  the  efficiency  of  the  hospital  and  its 
staff  depends  on  the  condition  of  this  drain.  It  may  be  that  this  drain 
has  not  been  very  satisfactory  at  times.  But  the  honourable  member 
could  very  well  have  brought  it' to  the  notice  of  the  Municipality.  But 
since  this  came  to  my  notice,  Sir,  1  have  done  all  that  was  possible. 

In  regaid  to  the  doctors  in  the  department  and  their  salaries 
being  high,  'you  know  very  well,  Sir,  that  thejsaliiries  of  the  medical 
officers  iu  tins  atatv  are  not  as  high  as  those  in  other  parts  of  India.  I 
do  not  compare  too  salaries  here  with  the  salaries  in  European  conn* 
j/A'ies-  But  I  can  say  that  in  the  1'eat  of  India,  tnedicial  officers  ai'h 
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paid  much  higher  salaries  than  they  are  paid  here-  Some  of  the 
medical  officers  hero  are  persons  with  very  high  qualifications  and 
they  deserve  to  be  paid  much  higher  salaries. 

MR.  PUUYOOR  T,  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA1 :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  the  salaries  of  medical  officers  have  been 
further  reduced  from  Us.  150  to  its.  100  ? 

VAIBYASASTRAKUSALA  Dr.  (Mrs.)  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE :  Yes,  Sir, 
in  Travoncore  the  salaries  of  medical  officers  have  been  reduced.  The 
honourable  member  said  that  private  practitioners  are  thriving  in 
Travancore,  This  in  good  and  this  is  just  what  the  Department  and  the 
Government  are  trying  to  encourage.  There  are  a  great  number  of 
unemployed  medical  men  in  Travancore-  It  was  with  the  idea  of 
helping  these  men  also  that  the  Dewan-President  announced  last  year 
the  soheme  of  the  payment  system  being  introduced  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  hospitals. 

I  am  very  glad  to  hear,  Sir,  from  one  honourable  member  that 
the  officers  of  other  departments  have  a  spirit  of  service.  But  it  is 
very  disheartening  to  hear  that  in  the  Medical  Department  alone  the 
officers  have  not  that  spirit  of  service.  I  do  not  admit  that.  Sir. 
There  may  be  exceptions,  of  course,  but  on  the  whole  I  feel  strongly  that 
the  subordinates  of  my  Department  possess  the  spirit  of  service  and 
of  real  devotion  to  duty  which  is  not  excelled  by  the  officers  of  any 
other  department. 

With  regard  to  indigenous  medicines,  Sir,  the  Department  will  he 
really  glad  if  effective  medicines  and  medicines  that  are  standardised 
can  be  got.  There  is  no  use  in  buying  medicines  which  we  are  afraid 
to  try  on  a  patient  because  wo  do  not  know  their  strength  or  the  action 
of  the  important  ingredients  of  the  medicines.  I  might  say,  Sir,  that 
the  Government  of  India  are  considering  the  possibility  of  manufactur¬ 
ing  certain  drugs  in  India  and  if  it  is  successful  I  am  sure  that  this 
Government  will  be  the  first  to  take,  advantage  of  it. 

In  regard  to  the  memorial  ward  building  in  the  Quilon  District 
Hospital,  I  am  sorry,  Sir,  that  it  was  opened  as  a  ward.  Honourable 
members  are  aware  that  this  building  is  a  fine  substantial  upstair 
building,  but  it  has  not  got  any  of  the  conveniences  required  for  a 
hospital.  It  might  do  very  well  for  an  office,  but  not  for  accommodat¬ 
ing  patients,  and  for  carrying  on  hospital  work.  Though  the  building 
has  been  handed  over  to  the  Department,  it  is  impossible  to  accom¬ 
modate  patients  there  unless  many  alterations  and  additions  are  effect¬ 
ed,  e.  g,,  lavatory  arrangements  for  patients,  water  supply,  hospital 
kitchen  and  conveniences  for  carrying  bed-ridden  patients  upstairs. 
It  is  true.  Sir,  that  the  building  was  handed  over  to  the  Department, 
but  I  was  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  do  with  the  building  as  it  stands 
at  present.  Government  have  however  been  very  generous  and  have 
provided  funds  for  carrying  out  the  necessary  alterations.  We  hope 
soon  to  accommodate  paiients  who  are  able  to  walk  upstairs.  But 
honourable  members  must  .remember  that  it  is  not  enough  to  accom¬ 
modate  patients.  We  must  have  the  necessary  staff,  the  furniture  and 
so  many  other  things  before  the  building  can  be  used  as  a  hospital. 
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I  may  infom  th6  House  that  no  patients  have  as  yet  been  accora, 
Ktodated  in  this  building  and  that  I  will  be  the  last  person  to  recoup 
mend  this  before  all  necessary  arrangements  hayo  been  mi$@  for  their 

As  regards  the  treatment  of  lepers  this  is  a  matter  which  has  to  be 
attended  to  very  carefully  and  seriously.  The  honourable  member 
will  notice  that  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  1117  for 
carrying  on  more  effective  work  among  lepers.' 

With  regard  to  the  construction  of  buildings  by  private  donations, 
Sir,  I  feel  that  private  individuals  should  be  encouraged  to  build  wards 
and  other  buildings  for  hospital  purposes  but  such  buildings  need  not 
necessarily  conform  to  the  Government  types.  Sir,  I  do  not  bel  ieve 
in  costly  buildings.  I  believe  that  if  the  building  can  meet  the  ordi¬ 
nary  requirments  of  hospitals,  the  P.  W.  D.  will  also  be  agreeable. 
I  shall  endeavour  to  see  that  persons’who  come  forward  and  offer  to 
build  are  given  encouragement  and  help).  But  it  must  also  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  buildings  should  not  be  constructed  in  a  haphazard  manner. 
Hospital — hospital-wards,  operation  rooms,  out-patient  department¬ 
al!  these  are  being  constantly  used  and  have  to  be  constantly  washed 
and  kept  clean.  The  buildings  should  be  such  as  would  stand  wear 
and  tear.  It  is  not  a  good  policy  to  put  up  buildings  very  cheaply 
with  poor  material.  We  want  cheap  but  at  the  same  time  fairly 
strong  buildings.  Otherwise  maintenance  charges  of  these  buildings 
will  be  high  later. 

Mb.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  :  May  I  know  from  the 
honourable  member  whether  she  is  aware  of  the  oircular  that  memorial 
buildings  should  certainly  satisfy  certain  conditions  ? 

VAIDYA8ASTRAKU3ALA  Dr.  (Mrs.)  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE:  Yes,  Sir, 
this  is  necessary.  But  I  would  mot  make  those  conditions  loo  severe,

PRESIDENT  :  Does  that  advertisement  arise  in  connection  with 
some  answer  given  by  Government  during  Budget  Debate  ? 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  Yes,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  As  a  matter  of  law  or  constitutional  procedure  there 
is  no  objection  to  any  honourable  member  stating  that  on  account  of 
his  efforts  a  certain  reform  was  either  brought  about  or  is  likely  to  bo 
brought  about.  It  is  entirely  left  to  the  honourable  member.  If  he 
says  anything  inaccurate,  of  course,  the  public  will  judge  for  them¬ 
selves,  It  is  open  to  the  honourable  members  to  publish  notes  of  what 
they  have  done.  It  is  a  mode  of  educating  the  public. 

MR.  M.  R.  NURAYANA  PILLAI :  The  expression  used  there  shows 
that  it  is  almost  an  advertisement.  I  doubt  whether  any  member 
with  catholic  views  would  do  like  that  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  evident  that  the  newspaper  correspondents 
seated  in  this  Assembly  to  the  left  of  me  are  very  much  alive  and  are 
present  during  the  whole  of  the  debate.  They  publish  what  takes 
place  here.  The  construction  to  be  put  by  the  honourable  member  on 
the  results  of  the  indefatigable  efforts  of  another  member  is  a  matter 
which  the  honourable  member  must  decide  and  if  it  is  to  be  parti¬ 
cularly  chronicled,  it  is  open  to  the  honourable  member  to  do  so. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  But  in  this  instance  the  facts  are 
different.  After  some  discussion  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction 
said  that  action  had  already  been  taken  on  the  matter,  referred  to  in 
the  so  called  advertisemant.  , 

PRESIDENT :  The  remedy  is  in  the  hands  of  the  hononrable  mem¬ 
ber  who  might  indicate  that  it  was  not  an  unaided  .effort  of  one 
honourable  member  but  the  conjoint  and  co-operative  effort  of  many 
honourable  members. 
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Mr.  N.  KARA  YANA  KURUP:  My  point  is  that  the  matter  was  inter¬ 
pellated  by  several  members.  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction 
declared  in  unequivocal  terms  that  orders  have  already  been  passed 
before  the  matter  was  raised  in  the  papers. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  that  so  ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  M.  K.  NILAKANTA  AIYAR:  Yes,  Sir,  action  had 
already  been  taken  long  before  the  members  referred  the  matter  to 
Government. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Then,  may  I  know  whether  an  honour¬ 
able  member  of  this  House  can  take  upon  himself  the  credit  for  having 
achieved  a  particular  object  in  a  matter  where  Government  have  passed 
the  necessary  orders  long  before  the  matter  was  mooted  and  unequivo¬ 
cally  declared  on  the  floor  of  the  house  ? 

PRESIDENT:  I  do  not  think  this  can  be  raised  as  a  matter  of 
privilege.  After  question  time  question  of  privilege  can  be  raised  only 
when  there  is  disrespect  to  the  House  involved  in  a  particular  state¬ 
ment.  Eor  instance,  there  are  some  professions  as  that  of  a  doctor 
or  a  lawyer  where  professional  rules  have  to  be  observed.  One  cannot 
publish  what  a  doctor  or  a  lawyer  may  be  able  to  do  or  can  do.  So 
far  as  legislators  are  concerned  as  they  are  the  representatives  of  the 
public  they  can  publish  statements  provided  they  ace  acourate  and 
there  is  absolutely  no  harm  in  a  legislator  trying  to  educate  the  public 
in  what  has  been  done  or  what  can  be  done.  One  should  see  that  no 
inaccuracy  creeps  in  the  publication  of  facts,

Dr  0.  0.  John  took  the  oath  and  signed  the  rolls: — 

Legislative  Business. 

THE  TRAVANCORE  MOTOR  VEHICLES  BILL. 

MR.  PUTHUPALL1  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Legal  Bemembrancer)  :  Sir, 
I  rise  to  present  the  report  of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  Travancore  Motor  Vehicles  Bill  and  beg  to  move  that  the 
Bill,  as  revised  by  the  Select  Committee,  be  taken  into  consideration- 

Mr.  E.  8.  SALTER  :  Sir,  I  second  the  motion. 

The  question  that  the  Bill  be  taken  into  consideration  was  put 
and  carried.  . 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  submit  that  the  amendment  to 
clause  1  may  be  considered  after  the  subsequent  amendments  have 
been  considered  and  resolved  upon  by  this  House  for  a  particular 
reason.. 
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Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  I  submit  that  there  is  no 
necessity  for  that  because  there  is  only  ona  amendment  to  clause  1  and 
that  is  the  one  proposed  by  the  honourable  member  himself,  and  as  to 
whether  it  has  to  stand  or  not  can  be  decided  on  its  merits. 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  no  objection  to  consider  the  amendment  to 
clause  1  later  on, 

Clauses  2  to  79. 

The  question  that  clauses  2  to  79  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was 
put  and  carried. 

The  clauses  were  added  to  the  Bill', 

Clause  79. 

Mr,  K.  6.  GOVINDAN:  Sir,  I  move  the  following  amendment:  — 
Add  the  following  as  clause  80  and  renumber  the  subsequent  clauses: — 
“No  passenger  shall  stand  or  be  allowed  to  stand  in  a  public 
service  vehicle  in  motion.” 

Year  after  year,  during  the  discussion  on  the  budge:  we  are  haying 
a  lot  of  diseussion  about  the  inconvenience  caused  to  the  public  due  to 
over-crowding  in  transport  buses.  One  of  the  reasons  given  by  the 
Director  of  Transport  is  that  there  is  no  power  vested  in  the  conductor 
to  check  over-crowding.  There  is  in  fact  no  law  in  force  which  would 
allow  a  conductor  to  check  over-crowding.  It  is  to  vest  the  conductor 
with  that  power,  I  have  brought  forward  such  an  amendment  It  is 
the  primary  object  of  this  amendment  to  see  that  'no  passengers  shall 
stand  or  be  allowed  to  stand  in  a  transport  bus  in  motion  and  if  any¬ 
body  does  such  person  should  be  punished.  According  to  this  amend¬ 
ment,  both  the  passenger  who  stands  and  the  conductor  who  allows 
him  to  stand,  are  liable. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  honourable  member  know  that  all  over 
India  passengers  are  standing  in  transport  vehicles.  That  is  the  case 
in  Madras,  Bombay  and  other  places.  Even  in  England,  I  think,  such 
a  system  is  allowed. 

'  Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  That  practice  exists  in  England. 

Mr.  K.  G-  GOVINDAN  :  In  this  House,  there  was  a  lot  of  discussion 
about  over-crowding  and  one  of  the  reasons  sta'ed  by  the  Director  was 
the  absence  of  law  on  the  subject, 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  No  member  said  like  that  in 
this  House.  On  the  other  hand,  standing  is  allowed. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  question  was  raised  here  whether  under  certain 
circumstances  over-crowding  could  he  prevented  because  of  the  absence 
of  any  law.  The  absence  of  such  a  law  was  deplored. 

Mr.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  That  is  one  of  the  means  of  checking  over¬ 
crowding.  There  was  a  lot  of  discussion  about  over-crowding  during 
the  budget  session  and  also  about  the  fact  that  people  are  allowed  to 
stand  while  buses  are  in  motion,  I  am  sure  every  honourable  member 
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who  participated  in  the  discussion  was  sincere  when  observations  were 
made  about  the  inconvenience  caused  by  the  standing  passengers.  I 
also  submit  that  this  is  the  time  to  make  the  necessary  amendments  in 
the  Bill.  I  appeal  to  the  honourable  members  that  if  they  do  not 
make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  Bill  now,  there  is  absolutely  no 
point  in  indulging  in  elaborate  discussions  during  budget  time  about 
over-crowding  and  the  standing  of  passengers  when  a  bus  is  in  motion. 

MR.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PI5-LAI  :  Is  there  no  provision  in  this  Bill  for 
stopping  over-crowding':? 

PRESIDENT  :  There  are  ample  powers.  The  point  is  while  there 
are  provisions  for  stopping  over-crowding  there  are  no  provisions  to  im¬ 
plement  over-crowding  except  by  standing. 

MR,  X.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  My  only  point  is  that  over-crowding  should 
not  be  allowed  in  transport  buses.  With  these  observations  I  move 
my  amendment  for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

Ms.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  I  second  it, 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Sir,  I  support  the  amendment.  The 
meaning  of  the  word  ‘overloading’  after  the  introduction  of  the  Trans¬ 
port  Service  in  the  State,  has.  undergone  a  change.  The  other  day  it 
was  explained  that  overloading  means  the  carrying  of  weight  in  excess 
of  the  weight  licensed  to  be  carried  by  the  vehicle.  By  this  inter¬ 
pretation,  then,  the  private  buses  that  take  passengers  over  and  above 
the  licensing  capacity  are  considered  as  overloading  now.  In  other 
words,  if  a  private  bus  is  licensed  to  carry  20  persons  and  if  it  carries 
21,  then  it  is  overloading.  Under  the  same  condition,  if  a  Transport 
Bus  carries  passengers  in  excess  of  its  licensed  number,  then  it  is  also 
overloading.  But  in  Transport  services,  it  is  not  taken  as  overloading  ; 
but  only  as  over  crowding.  Thus  two  different  interpretations  are 
adopted  for  one  word  in  two  cases. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  May  I  remind  the  honourable 
member  that  by  this  Bill  we  propose  to  repeal  the  existing  law  and  put 
it  on  a  firmer  basis.  The  expression  that  gives  room  for  ambiguity 
is  to  be  scrupulously  avoided,  that  is  to  say,  hereafter  the  expression 
‘over  crowding'  alone  will  occur  and  not  'overloading’  except  where  the 
passenger  vehicle  carries  goods  also.  - 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  The  meaning  for  overloading  must  be 
considered  in  this  case.  It  is  sometimes,  in  the  case  of  private  buses, 
interpreted  as  the  excess  number  of  passengers  carried  in  a  vehicle 
over  the  licensed  number  of  passengers  allowed  by  the  authorities. 
But  in  the  case  of  Transport  Buses,  such  a  case  is  counted  as  only 
over-drowding,  even  if  the  number  of  passengers  exceeds  the  number 
that  could  be  taken.  Now  it  is  slated  by  the  authorities  that  there  is 
not  sufficient  number  of  seats  to  accommodate  the  excess  passengers 
and  therefore  that  should  be  construed  as  over-crowding,  which  is 
necessary  on  some  occasions.  This  House  might  remember  the  remarkg 
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made  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai 
last  year  about  the  fifth  column  hanging  in  the  Transport  Buses.  If 
that  is  not  over-crowding, or  overloading, this  hanging  column  is  a  menace 
to  the  travelling  public.  Therefore,  an  amendment  like  this  is  essential. 
Why  should  there  be  the  arrangements  of  seats  for  accommodating 
passengers  and  then  a  certain  number  allowed  to  stand  for  want  of 
seats  ?  Allowing  persons  to  stand  in  between  the  seats  where  the 
passengers  are  seated,  causes  great  difficulty  to  move  the  limbs;  getting 
out  and  getting  in  also  becomes  difficult. 

If  the  law  is  very  particular  to  have  over  crowding  there  need  be 
only  one  kind  of  seating  accommodation,  namely,  floor  accommodation, 
where  it  may  be  possible  for  a  good  number  of  passengers  lo  find  room. 
This  will  remove  the  over-crowding  in  between  the  sitting  passengers. 
Anyway,  Sir,  over  crowing  'and  overloading  should  be  avoided.  'Go¬ 
vernment  should  be  very  particular  not  merely  to  get  money  from  the 
travelling  public  but  they  must  look  to  the  convenience  of  .the  public 
also.  -A  provision  may  be  incorporated  by  which  this  sort  of  over¬ 
crowding  is  no  longer  allowed  and  I  trust  that  they  will  make  it 
penal.  With  these  observations  I  support  the  amendment. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA.KURUP:  Is  it  not  possible  to  punish  over-crowd¬ 
ing  in  a  Transport  Bus  ? 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  There  is  no  provision  for  meeting  out 
such  punishment  in  the  present  Bill. 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  I  am  rather  surprised  that  one  or  two  honour¬ 
able  members  of  this  House  still  insist  on  the  question  of  over-crowding 
.  in  Transport  Buses.  In  the  first  instance,  in  objecting  to  the  amend¬ 
ment  I  would  respectfully  draw  the  attention  of  the  honourable  mover 
to  clause  64  (2)  (i)  in  the  proposed  Motor  Vehicles  Bill  which  says 
that  Government  may  make  rules  under  this  chapter  to  determine 
“the  number  of  passengers  a  stage  or  contract  carriage  is  adapted  to 
carry  and  the  number  which  may  be  carried.”  However,  in  the  draft¬ 
ing  of  the  Buies,  I  have  no  doubt  that  Government  will  be  influenced 
to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  wishes  of  the  honourable  members  of 
this  House.  It  would  be  somewhat  surprising  if  a  regulation  prohi¬ 
biting  standing  passengers  totally  comes  into  force  as  it  will  be  the 
only  country  in  the  whole  world  that  possesses  such  a  rule,  a  country 
which  unfortunately  lacks  the  alternative  facilities  which  are  available 
in  other  countries.  Means  are  not  readily  available  for  dealing 
quickly  with  break-downs  and  accidents,  and  yet  we  are  asked  to 
introduce  a  rule  such  as  this.  May  I  quote  an  example  ?  .  If 
a  bus  operating  between  Kottarakara  and  Shencottah,  the  frequency  of 
which  is  one  in  three  hours,  breaks  down  near  Shencottah  and.  if  this 
rule  is  given  effect  to,  the  passengers  in  that  bus  would  not  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  get  into  themext  bus  which  comes  three  hours  afterwards.  The 
passengers  in  the  broken  down  vehicle  would  have  to  wait  for  8J-  hours, 
i.  till  another  bus  comes  from  Kottarakara.  That  will  be  the  result- 
of  the  rule  sought  to  be  introduced  in  the  State  Transport  Service 
Which  is  considered  to  be  started  for  the  convenience  of  the  public, 
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MR  a  SIVATHANU  PiLLAl :  May  I  know  whether  the  member 
realises'that  in  such  cases  people  can  sit  on  the  floor  of  the  bus  rather 
than  stand  in  tbe  bus  ?  T 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER :  That  appears  to  me  to  be  an  ambiguity  which,  I 

am  sure',  the  honourable  member  who  moved  the  amendment  did  not 
mean. 

I  am  merely  endeavouring  to  point  out  that  the  difficulties  referred 
to  bv  the  mover  of  the  amendment  do  not  appear  to  exist  in  respect  of 
the  passengers- who  occupy  the  seats  and  tho*e  passengers  who  like  to 
stand  do  so  for  their  own  convenience..  I  would  suggest  that  if  this 
rule  is  given  effect  to  it  must  seriously  affect  the  public  convenience 
and  very  great  inconvenience  to  the  public  would  arise  for  which  the 
Transport  Department  would  find  itself  powerless  to  find  a  remedy. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  May  I  know  •  whether  the  member  is 
aware  that  standing  arrangement  is  allwed  only  after  the  crowding  of 
the  sitting  arrangement  in  the  buses  ? 

MR.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  The  only  circumstance  under  which  passengers 
are  likely  to  stand  when  seats  are  available  is,  according  to  the 
member’s  own  interpretation,  the  unpleasant  situation  arising  from 
sitting  for  a  long  time. 

In  any  event  I  would  very  strongly  urge  upon  the  honourable 
members  to  give  very  careful  thought  to  the  subject.  If  we  are  not 
prepared  to  catry  anybody  more  than  the  number  for  which  seats  are 
available  then  very  grave  inconvenience  will  result., 

I  will  give  just  another  instance.  A  number  of  people  about  25  in 
number  presented  themselves  to  get  into  a  transport  bus  in  Pandalam 
a  few  days  ago.  That  bus  was  nearly  empty  and  all  of  them  were 
able  to  secure  accommodation.  If  another  passenger,  let  us  assume, 
an  honourable  member  of  this  House,  was  waiting  to  come  here 
urgently,  he  would,  if  this  amendment  is  passed,  find  fault  with  the 
Transport  Department  for  refusing  to  carry  him.  The  Department 
could  not  possibly  have  known  beforehand  that  these  25  people  were 
waiting  at  Pandalam.  I  ask  the  honourable  members  to  consider  this, 
question  very  carefully.  If  the  Bill  is  passed  as  is  sought  to  be  amended 
then  the  Department  will  have,  definitely  to  restrict  the  numberol 
standing  passengers.  But  if  the  honourable  members  feel  that  they 
may-  also  be  put  to  inconvenience,  then  I  must  ask  them  to  consider 
the  matter,  and  when  an  unexpected  number  of  the  public  present 
themselves  for  travel  not  to  accuse  the  Department  of  operating  an 
insufficint  number  of  vehicles,  because  the  Department  for  obvious 
reasons  cannot  be  expected  to  put  into  service  any  number  of  buses 
in  the  anticipation  of  getting  surplus  passengers  at  any  one  point. 
The  majority  of  our  routes  are  40  miles  distant  and  in  that  distance  a 
large  number  of  people  get  in  and  get  out  of  the  buses  on  route.  If 
this  rule  is  given  effect  to  the  Transport  Department  can  only  operate 
vehicles  in  accordance  with  the  normal  traffic  demands  with  the  result 
that  in  extraordinary  circumstances  the  •  public  will  be  put  to  very 
grave  and  serious  inconveniences. 
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Mr.  N,  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  May  I  know  whether  this  law  is  appli¬ 
cable  to  the  private  motor  enterprises  in  the  State  ? 

MR.  E,  G.  SALTER  :  I  was  always  under  the  impression  that  the 
laws  in  a  country  are  applicable  to  every-body  in  that  country, 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP :  If  a  bus  owned  by  private  company 
carries  more  passengers  than  it  is  licensed  to  carry,  may  I  know 
whether  it  is  an  offence? 

Mr.  E.  G.  SALTER  :  Now,  it  is  only  in  the  bill  stage.  If  the  Bill 
becomes  law  it,  will  be  an  offence. 

Mr.  N.  NARYANA  KURUP :  May  I  know  whether,  according  to  the 
law  at,  present  on  this  point,  it  is  an  offence  or  not  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLA! :  Yes,  Sir,  it  is. 

MR-.  KOTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  provi¬ 
sion  in  the  Bill  for  providing  sufficient  means  to  prevent  risk  of  people 
standing  in  the  vehicles  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  8,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  There  are  ample  powers 
vested  in  G-overnment  for  framing  all  such  safety  rules  that  are  found 
necessary. 

MR.  K.  G.  GOVINDAN  :  If  over-crowding  is  an  offence  at  present, 
may  I  know  the  reason  why  over-crowding  is  sought  to  be  not  made  an 
offence  under  this  Bill  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  8,  KRISHNA  PILLAI ;  No  one  has  made  such  an 
attempt. 

The  honourable  member’s  proposed  amendment  is  highly  objection¬ 
able  and  has  to  be  opposed.  I  oppose  it  not  because  I  want  passengers 
to  be  standing  in  any  vehicle  or  for  that  matter  in  the  Government 
Transport  Bus.  This  Bill  is  based  on  the  British  Indian  Motor  Vehi¬ 
cles  Bill.  I  may  be  permitted  to  state  here  that  for  the  efficient  work¬ 
ing  of  the  Motor  Vehicles  Law  throughout  India  the  Government  of 
India  considers  that  it  is  necessary  that  in  all  the  Indian  States  the  law 
relating  to  Motor  Vehicles  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  on  a  parallel 
line  with  the  British  Indian  Motor  Vehicles  Act.  It  is  only  on  that  con¬ 
dition  that  it  would  be  possible  to  enter  into  inter-s*atal  arrangements 
regarding  recognition  of  licences,  issue  of  permits,  etc.  The  Govern 
tnent  of  India  is  particular  that  other  States  should  not  make  any  de¬ 
parture  from  the  provisions  contained  in  the  British  Indian  enactment, 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whethj 
he  means  that  we  have  only  to  go  through  the  formality? 

Mr,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  .-  No. 

PRESIDENT  :  Has  the  honourable  member  considered  this  contin¬ 
gency  ?  Supposing  a  bus  starts  from  Tinnevelly  and  comes  to  Trivan¬ 
drum  and  i  n't  hat  bus  some  people  are  standing  all  the  way  up  the'  bor¬ 
ders  of  Travancore.  Are  they  liable  to  be  prosecuted  the  moment  they 
enter  the  borders  of  Travancore  ? 

-  :  Vo>,  xvni.  No,  11. :  ■  -  ;  - 
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Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl :  It  is  not  that  we  should  go 
through  a  formality.  In  order  that  we  ourselves  may  get  the  benefit^ 
arising  out  of  the  British  Indian  Law  it  is  necessary  that  we  should  not 
make  any  great  departure  from  the  British  Indian  Law.  That  is.ona 
thing,  ft  must  be  realised  that  if  we  make  a  departure  it  is  likely  that 
none  of  our  permits  will  he  allowed  and  licences  accepted  in  British 
India.  There  is  express  provision  that  it  is  open  to  "British  Indian 
Government  not  !o  give  recognition  to  our  permits  or  allow  our  buses 
to  be  run  in  British  India  if  they  are.  satisfied  that  the  law  here  does 
net  conform  to  the  law  prevailing  in  British  India.  Considering  the 
peculiar  conditions  of  Travancore  we  have  to  seriously  consider  whether 
we  can  go  without  a  provision  in  our  Motor  Vehicles  Act  similar  to  that 
in  the  Brit'sh  Indian  enactment.  I  would  invite  the  attention  of  the 
honourable  rreml  ers  of  the  House  to  clause  79  which  says  : — 

anything  to  be  pliwwl  in  such  aimimor  or  position  as  to  hamper' the 
the  driver  in  his  control  of  tho  vehioln.1’ 

This  safety  provision  is  made  in  the  Bill  itself.  Mr.  M.  Sivathanu 
Pillar  raised  the  question  whether,  if  standing  is  prohibited, 
any  number  of  persons  can  he  allowed  “to  sit  or  lie  in  the  bus. 
If,  by  ‘standing’,  the  member  means  standing  in  such  a  way  as  to 
cause,  no  harm  to  the  person  standing,  that  I  can  understand.  But 
the  member’s  object  appears  to  be  to  prevent  over-crowding  in  buses. 
If  that  is  so,  I  can  very  well  state  that  there  are  ample  provisions  in  the 
'Bill  to  prevent  over-crowding. 

&».  #!.  SiVATHANU  PILLAl :  Suppose,  for  example,  a  passenger,  on 
account  of  silting  in  the  bus  for  hours  together,  stands  up  for  a  few 
minutes  for  the  purpose  of  relaxation,  will  it  not  be  punishable? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl :  Moreover,  where  is  the  stand¬ 
ing  allowed  ?  It  is  only  in  bases  bo  constructed  as  to  allow  standing 
space.  The  private  owned  buses  with  which  we  were  familiar  were  so 
constructed  as  to  allow  no  standing  space.  A  passenger  who  attempts 
to  s’and  in  such  a  bus  will  knock  his  head  against  the  top  or  be  pulled 
down  by  the  roan  who  sits  behind.  Is  it  humanly  possible  to  stand  in 
any  of  these  buses?  A  Transport  Bus,  is  more  spacious. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP:  May  I  know  from  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  whe’her  it  is  not  possib'e  to  stand  on  the  fcot-board  of  the  bus  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl;  There  is  express  provision 
that  no  one  shall, be  allowed  to  stand  on  the  footboard. 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP ;  That  is  not  the  question.  It  is  whether 
it  is  not  possible  to  stand  in  a  bus. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Order,  Order. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl:  There  is  no  question  of 
misunderstanding.  So  far  as  my  statement  is  concerned,  the 
rule  now  in  existence  is  that  no  one  shall  stand  on  the  footboard. 
The  rule,  that  is  tb  be  followed  hereafter,  is  also  that  no  person 
shall  stand  ’on  the  footboard.  The  rule  now  is  and  the  rule 
that  is  to  be  followed  hereafter,  relating  to  standing,  is  that  no 
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one  shall  stand  so  as  to  be  dangerous  to  the  driving  of  the  vehicle. 
Suppose  10  or  15  persons  are  standing  in  a  bus.  If,  in  such  a 
position ,  any  sudden  application  of  the  break  would  throw  all  these 
passengers  over  the  diver’s  head,  .then  such  a  thing  would  not  be  allowed. 
For  this  purpose,  ample  powbrs  are  reserved  with  Government; 
to  frame  proper  rules.  I  may  also  be  permitted  to  state  ihat  there  is  a 
lot  of  dispute  or  misunderstanding  about  the  expression  ‘overloading’, 
that  has  come  into  vogue  under  the  existing  Mot  >r  Vehicles  Rules. 
The  question  of  ‘overload’  or  the  expression  ‘overloading’  will  hereafter 
be  applicable  only  to  goods-vehicles  where  the  particular  space  allowed 
is  determined.  In  regard  to  public  passenger  vehicles,  provision  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  Act,  namely,  to  determine  ihe  number  of  passengers  a 
.  stage  or  contract  carriage  is  adapted  to  carry  and  the  number  "which 
may  be  carried.  Public  passenger  vehicles  and  stage  carriages  will 
hereafter  be  checked  on  the  basis  of  pfche  rules  prescribed  under  this 
clause  [  64  (S)  (i)  ].  It  will  always  be  determined  with  reference  to 
the  number  of  passengers.  The  next  rule  says'”  (j)  the  cond.tions 
subjeot  to  which  goods  may  be  carried  on  stage  and  contract  carriages, 
partly  or  wholly  in  lieu  ol  passengers.”  That  also  will  be  taken  into 
account.  Where  a  driver  is  driving  in  accordance  with  the  rule 
framed  under  clause  64  (2)  fi),  there  is  no  question  of  overloading  or 
over-crowding. 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  (.Nominated) :  May  1  know  whether  he 
has  any  objection  to  specify  the  maximum  number  of  passengers? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLf  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI;  That  is  what  will  be  pres¬ 
cribed.  Whether  it  is  standing  or  sitting,  that  will  be  determined  with 
reference  to  the  rules  made  under  the  above  provision.-'  When  this 
provision  comes  into  force,  the  number  of  passengers  that  buses  will 
*be  allowed  to  carry  will  be  specified. 

Section  66  (2)  reads". ...... ..rules  may  be  made..  . either  gener¬ 

ally  in  respect  of  motor  vehicles  or  trailers  or  in  respect  of  motor  vehi- 
■  cles  or  trailers  of  a  particular  class  or  in  particular  circumstances 
namely 

(b)  seating  arrangements  in  public  service  vehicles  and  pro¬ 
tection  of  passengers  against  the  weather;-.. ... ...” 

There  is  power  to  frame  rules  for  the  purpose  also,  and  the  rules 
framed  under  clause  (1)  will  determine  in  respect  of  each  bus  the 
number  of  persons  that  it  can  carry.:  Whether  a  passenger  is  to  sit  in 
the  bus  or  squat  on  the  floor  or  stand  for  some  time  all  that  will  be 
covered  by  the  rules  framed  therein.  The  capacity  of  a  passenger 
vehicle  will  be  determined  with  reference  to  the  number  of  passengers 
it  can  carry  and  that  will  be  determined  by  tha  rules.  The  total  prohibi¬ 
tion  oh  tha  lines  suggested  by  the  honourable  member  is  unnecessary 
and  in  my  opinion  inadvisable.  If  tha  honourable  member  thinks  that 
!ho  person  should  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  Transport  vehicle  and  out 
of  deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  honourable  member,.  Government 
Would  be  prepared  to  concede  that  why  should  we  want  to  import  into 
out  Act  a  provision  which  will  be  inconsistent  with  the  provision  of  the 
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British  Indian  Act  and  which  will  attract  the  attention  of  all  the  other 
Governments?  Is  it  not  possible  for  the  honourable  members  to  make 
themselves  felt  and  to  induce  Government  or  compel  Government  to 
adopt  the  views  expressed  by  them,  to  think  as  they  think,  to  feel  as 
they  feel,  and  to  do  what  they  want?  Mr.  Salter  assures  this  House  that 
almost  every  bus  running  in  important  cities  allows  room  for  standing, 
that  all  the  buses  in  Bombay  are  allowed  to  carry  passengers  standing 
and  that  all  the  omnibuses  in  the  London  City  are  taking  passengers 
when  they  are  standing.  That  is  the  rule  and  that  is  the  practice. 
As  honourable  members  are  not  familar  with  it,  there  appears  to  be 
misunderstanding  that  if  standing  space  is  allowed  in  a  bus,  any  number 
of  passengers  may  be  packed  in  that  bus.  That  appears  to  be  the 
reason  why  the  honourable  member  seems  to  contend  that  there  must 
be  such  a  provision.  I  can  assure  the  honourable  member,  Sir,  that 
there  will  be  no  necessity  for  that. 

MR.  K.  KUNJU  PAWICKAR  :  I  know  that  if  persons  are  allowed  to 
stand  in  the  bus,  there  is  a  chance  of  their  falling  into  the  laps  of  those 
who  are  seated. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  There  is  — 

MR.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  Suppose  after  the  passing  of  this  law,  if 
a  private  motor  bus  carries  20  passengers  while  it  has  a  licence  to 
carry  30  passengers  and  the  over-crowding  capacity  is  for  30  persons, 
will  it  be  an  offence? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  When  we  prescribe  that  a 
particular  bus  shall  curry  not  more  than  20  passengers  and  if  the  driver 
carries  21  passengers  in  that  bus,  that  driver  will  be  prosecuted.  It  is 
an  offence.  Where  is  the  doubt  in  regard  to  that  matter  ?  If  on  the 
other  hand  only  a  smaller  number  is  carried,  it  will  not  bean 
offence. 

Mr.  N.  NARAYANA  KURUP  :  The  loading  capacity  may  be  for  more 

PelS°MR.‘  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Under  the  rules,  that  will  he 
the  position.  If  a  bus  is  entitled  to  carry  30  passengers,  there  will  be 
seating  arrangements  for  20  and  standing'  accommodation  for  10,  that  is 
all.  If  there  is  no  person  who  is  prepared  to  staud,  that  room  will  be 
vacant* 

PRESIDENT  :  Order,  Order. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  I  want  to  know  Whether  the  rules 
have  been  published. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  The  rules  can  be  published 
only  after  the  Bill  becomes  law, 

PRESIDENT :  There  is  apparently  some  confusion  about  this  matter* 
The  English  language  has  within  the  last  10  years  been  enriched  by 
two  Words  straphanger  and  slraphanging.  If  honourable  members 
will  consult  a  dictionary,  they  will  find  that  the  word  ‘straphanger' 
mean?  a  person  Who  stand?  holding  by  a  strap  in  an  omnibus  andsQ 
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those  two  words  have  come  into  operation,  apparently  as  a  result  of  the 
bailding  of  certain  types  of  buses  by  the  London  Omnibus  Company. 
Speaking  with  about  25  years’  knowledge  of  what  happens  in  Europe, 

I  can  say  that  in  England,  Prance,  Germany,  Italy  and  everywhere, 
this  straphanger  is  a  fairly  frequent  phenomenon.  This  principle  has 
also  been  applied  in  Bombay  and  Calcutta.  There  arc  many-  reasons 
why  this  particular  amendment  should  at  this  juncture  certainly  not  be 
pressed.  I  would  appeal  to  the  honourable  members  to  bear,  that  in 
mind.  The  Petrol  Baliouing  Scheme  comes  into  force  ou  loth  August. 
Wo  expect  an  officer  of  the  Government  of  India  to  have  a  conference 
with  us  in  the  course  of  a  week  or  10  days.  Practically  no  vehicles  '’ 
will  be  able  to  get  petrol  without  considerable  diminution.  It  may  be 
t  aken  for  granted — and  I  think  on  the  whole  that  it  is  a  welcome  sign — 
that  many  private  and  luxury  vehicles  will  have  to  lessen  their  itin¬ 
erary.  Except  for  urgent  purposes,  permits  will  not  be  given  by 
Government  to  those  who  are  using  vehicles  for  whabmay  he  called 
merely  luxury  purposes.  In  all  probability  in  a  very  short  time  it  will, 
he  mors  difficult  for  petrol  running  buses  to  ply  than  now  and  if  at  this 
time  we  make  it  a  rule  that,  even  before  the  substitution  by  charcoal 
gas  of  our  own  public  vehicles,  there  will  he  no  permission  to  stand  not 
only  shall  we  be  introducing  a  rule,  the  like  of  which  is  found  nowhere 
else,  but  we  shall  make  for  tremendous  inconvenience  to  the  prospective 
passengers  from  next  week  onwards. 

The  question  that  clause  80  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was  put  and 
carried.

PRESIDENT  :  The  question  that  clause  1  do  si, and  part  of  the  Bill 
Was  put  and  carried. 

Clause  1  was  added  to  the_  Bill. 

Title  and  Preamble. 

The  question  that  the  title  and  the  preamble  do  stand  part  of  the 
Bill  was  put  and  carried.

Bnt  in  regard  to  the  misprints  in  the.  document  before  us  the  case  is 
different-  1  must  state  that  I  have  been  noticing  in  regard  to  the  print¬ 
ing' of  bills  and  qm  sti, ms,  a  large  number  of  clerical  mistakes  and  the 
vagaries  of  the  printer’s  devil.  It  is  the  duly  of  the  Legislative  Council 
Secretary  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  Press  to  see  that  if  any 
Acts  and  Regulations  are  to  he  published  they  are  published  in  a  manner 
which  is  beyond  reproach.  I  trust  such  mistakes  will  not  hereafter  re¬ 
cur,  for,  if  any  mistake  is  found,  everyone  responsible  for  that  will  have 
to  be  dealt  with-  .

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  No,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  Alright.  The  honourable  member  can  proceed. 

MR.  E.  S.UBRAIV10NIA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  the  sub-section  (a)  under  Scc:iatl

Mr,  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  noticed  that  error.  It 
was  particularly  with  reference  to  it  that  I  stated  already  about  the 
existence  of  a  few  clerical  mistakes.

THE  TRAVANOORE  EVIDENCE  BILL. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  rise  to  present  the  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Travanoore  Evi¬ 
dence  Bill  and  beg  to  move  that  the  Bill  as  revised  by  the  Committee 
be  taken  into  consideration. 

Dr.  C.  C.  JOHN  :  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  most  of  us  had  no  time  to  go 
through  the  Bill  and  study  it.  Therefore  I  request  that  further  time 
may  be  given  to  ns  before  the  Bill  is  taken  ud  for  consideration. 

PRESIDENT :  The  Evidence  Act  of  British  India  is  a  fairly  well- 
known.  Act,.  It  is  one  of  the  reproaches  to  Travanoore  that  it  has  had 
no  Evidence  Act.  And,  so  far  as  I  can  understand,  this  Bill  proceeds  on 
the  lines  of  the  British  Indian  Act.  When  was  it  published,  Legal 
Remembrancer  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  The  report  of  the  Select  Com¬ 
mittee  was  published  on  2oth  May. 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  Sir,  there  are  certain  recent  deci¬ 
sions  of  our  High  Court  applying  to  certain  sections  of  the  Evidence 
Aot.  These  decisions  show  some  discrepancies  in  the  application  of  the 
sections.  Therefore  we  want  to  study  the  Bill  more  closely  before  it  is 
put  on  the  Statute  book. 

PRESIDENT :  The  honourable  member  ought  ho  have  done  that  by 
this  time-  Are  you  now  making  a  motion  for  adjournment  ? 

Mr.  M.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Yes,  Sir. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA  KHAN  BAHADUR  G.  S.  ABDUL  KARIM  SAHIB  SUHRA- 
WARDY  ;  Sir,  the  motion  is  not  seconded. 

■  The  question  that  the  Bill  be  taken  into  consideration  was  put  and 
carried.

MR  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  ( Kallculam  cum  Vilavancode)  ■.  Sir,  I 

rise  to  move  that  the  terra  “Police  Officer”  in  line  2  may  be  deleted 
and  the  expression  “an  officer  who  is  vested  with  the  powers  .of  the 

Police,  by  law”  be  subsituted. 

My  object  in  moving  this  amendment  is  to  avoid  conflict  of  judicial 
decisions  in  future  and  also  to  king,  the  law.  in  consonance  with  the 
decisions  of  our  High  Court.  So  far  as  Police  functions  are  concerned 
there  are  now  various  Acts  which  confer  such  ,  powers,  lhe  Opium 
Act.  the  Excise  Act,  the  Forest  Act  and  other  similar  Ao«s  invest  the 
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powers  of  the  Police  on  the  officers  of  these  different  departments, 
Now,  many  instances  of  conflict  of  judicial  decisions  in  British  India 
have 'occurred  on  account  of  the  existence  of  the  term  “Police  officer” 
in  the  section.  One  set  of  decisions  is  to  the  effect  that  the  section 
applies  only  to  the  confessions  made  before  an  officer  of  the  regular 
Police  force.  Other  decisions  say  that,  the  section  applies  to  confessions 
made  to  other  officers  ofiothor  departments  also,  tpiovlded  thoy  exercise 
police  powers,  for  instance,  the  Excise  or  Forest  officers. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  been  at. some  pains  to  igo  into  the  matter. 
Apparently  the  confusion  arises  because  at  present  there  is  no  statute. 
But  the  expression  “Police  Officer"  according  to  the  Evidence  Act  has 
been  construed  in  the  British  Indiau  Comas  in  a  most  generous  sense 
including  all  those  who  are  functioning  as  Polioe  Officers.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  the  Excise  officers  under  rules  who  are  given  the  powers 
of  the  Police  officers  are  eo  mmini  designated  as  Police  officers.  What 
is  the  difficulty  there? 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  there  also  the  difficulty  is  still  ex¬ 
perienced.  For  example  A.  I,  R.  19B4  Culcutta  580  states  as  follows  : — 

PRESIDENT;  The  All  India  Bcporter  is  a  very  useful  publics,. 

tl0n'lVIR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  This  case  is  also  reported  in  the  I.  L. 
B.  aeries.  I  will  read  from  1934  Calcutta,

and  in  view  of  the  confusion  set  up  by  conflicting  decisions  it  would

Another  portion  of  the  report  ssys  ••  ■ 

“  I  oau  only  repeat  that  if  the  legislature  in  the  year  1861  or  in  the  year  1871 
or  at  any  subsequent  time  intended  any  such  thing,  in  my  opinion  they 

would  have  said  so  in  dear  and  unmistakable  terms. . That  there  was 

nothing  to  prevent  tho  frp.mors  of  the  Evidenon  Act  from  raying  expressly 

of  a  polioe  officer  are  inadmissible  in  evidence  had  they  so  intended  ” 

Now,  Sir,  that  shows  that  the  opinion  in  British  India  is  for  mak¬ 
ing  the  necessary  changes  so  that  there  may  not  be  any  confusion  in 
the  matter  dealt  with  by  this  section. 

MR.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Vaihom  cum  liottaya  .;)-.  Is  there 
conflict  of  opinion  now  in  British  India  ? 

MR.  C.  Jebamony  Nadar  ;  I  say,  Sir,  that  there  is  still  conflict'  of 
opinion. 

PRESIDENT  I  see  the  honourable  member’s  point.  But  really 
what  ought  to  be  done  there  is  to  have  a  definition  clause  defining  the 
word  “Police  Officer’’  as  meaning  to  include  all  persons  exercising  the 
function  of  the  Police  under  the.  statute  thereunto  enabling - —some¬ 

thing  of  the  kind. 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  *  Yes,  Sir,  That  would  be  sufficient. 
Otherwise  difficulty  would  arise  here,  because  our  Police  Act  defines 
“Polioe  Officer”  as  meaning  one  who  is  a  ,  member  of  the  regular 
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PRESIDENT :  I  am  indebted  to  [the  honourable  member  for  his 
intelligence  in  pointing  out  this.  . 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  I  shall  prepare  a  draft 
of  the  defining  clause. 

PRESIDENT:  Yes. 

The  question  that  Clause  25  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was  put  and 
carried. 

Clause  25  was  added  on  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  26. 

The  question  that  Clausa'26  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was  put  and 
carried. 

Clause  26  was  added  on  to  the  Bill. 

Clause  27. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  the  amendment  to 
Clause  27  stands  in  the  name  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Varghese-  and  the  member 
is  not  here. 

The  question  that  Clause  27  do  stand  part  of  the  Bill  was  put  and 
earned. 

Clause  27  was  added  on  to  the  Bill. 

Clauses  28  and  29. 

The  question  that  Clauses  28  and  29  do  stand  part  pi  the  Bill  was 
put  and  carried. 

Clauses  28  and  29  stand  part  of  the  Bill. 

Clause  30. 

Mr.  C.  JEBAHONY  NADAR  :  Sir,  X  'move  the  amendments  Nos.  3 
to  6. 

Delete  the  words  “and  some  of  other  of  such  persons”  occurring 
in  lines  3  and  4, 

Delete  also]  “as  against  such  other  person  as  well”  occurring  in 
lines  6  and  6, 

Iu  illustration  (a)  last  line  delete  the  letter  “B”  and  substitute 
“A,  but  not  against  B.” 

Wiry  I  move  these  amendments  is  that  the  High  Court  in  Tra- 
vanoore  has  all  along  declined  to  follow  this  precision  of  the  British 
Indian  Act,  evidently  because  it  is  a  departure  from  the  English  .law. 
The  matter  first  arose  in  8  T.  L.  B.  and  following  that,  there  have  been 
a  series  of  uniform  decisions  up  to  the  present  day. 

Mr.  JOSEPH  ViTHAYATHIL  :  If  these  amendments  are  accepted, 
may  I  know  the  purpose  that  -will  be  served  thereby  ? 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  That  will  make  the  confession  of  a  co¬ 
accused  inadmissible. 

The  Select  Committee  'do  not  say  why  the  local  case-  law  has  not 
been  adverted  to.  They  do  not  say  why  we  should  change  the  existing 
law,  especially  because  of  its  being  in  conformity  with  the  English  rule 
of  law.  In  fact,  the  judicial  opinion  here  has  been  so  weighty  and 
uniform  that  4  T.  L.  T.  page  434,  said  "Section  30  of  the  Evidence 
Act  could  not  be  adopted  as  law  here.”  This  was  a  decision  in  1106. 
Difficulties  are  likely  to  arise  if  the  evidence  of  a  co-prisoner  is  accep¬ 
ted,  because,  the  safeguards  for  true  evidence  are  absent  in  the  case  of 
fol.  XVHI.  No-  U. 
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an  accused  in  the  dock,  who  cannot  be  put  into  the  witness  box  and  to 
whom  no  oath  could  be  administered.  When  a  witness  is  sworn,  he 
undertakes  solemnly  to  speak  the  truth,  else  he  might  be  liable  to  divine 
punishment.  Then  the  evidence  is  tested  by  cross-examination.  So, 
to  accept  the  statement  of  a  eo-accusetl  as  legal  and  valid  evidence 
would  be  opposed  to  all  known  systems  of  criminal  jurisprudence. 

A  man  who  has  nothing  to  lose  may  be  purchased  to  figure  as  an 
accused  and  asked  to  make  a  damaging  statement  inculpating  an  inno¬ 
cent  person  who  may  have  no  chance  of  discrediting  that  false  state¬ 
ment  and  the  result  may  be  the  conviction  of  an  innocent  person.  The 
evidence  of  an  approver,  though  he  is  examined  as  a  witness,  and 
therefore  on  oath  and  subjected  to  cross-examination,  has  been  held  to 
be  unworthy  of  credit  unless  corroborated  in  material  particulars.  The 
rule  which  prevailed  in  India  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Indian  Evidence 
Act  was  that  the  confession  ot  an  aocused  person  was  only  evidence 
against  him  and  cannot  be  used  against  others.  Text  writers  have 
condemned  in  strong  terms  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Evidence  Act, 
Section  30. 

I  submit,  Sir,  that  this  amendment  «ould  better  serve  the  admi¬ 
nistration  of  Criminal  Justice  and  may  therefore  be  accepted  as  it  is 
also  in  accordance  with  the  law  in  England  and  the  ease  law  in  Tra- 
vancore. 

MR.  JOSEPH  VITHAYATHIL  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the  amendments. 

MR.  KA1N1KK ARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLA1  :  The  amendments  have  not 
been  seconded. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKER  ;  I  second  the  amendments. 

MR.  JOSEPH  VITHAYATHIL:  Sir,  if  the  ^amendments  proposed  by 
the  honourable  member  are  accepted,  no  useful  purpose  will  be  served 
by  retaining  the  clause.  It  will  only  be  a  repetition-of  clause  21  which 
says  that  the  admission  of  an  accused  may  be  proved  against  him.  The 
section  only  says  that  the  court  may  take  into  consideration  the  con¬ 
fession  of  an  accused  against  a  co-accused  jointly  tried  with  him  for 
the  same  offence.  It  does  not  say  that  it  is  evidence  as  defined  in 
clause  3  as  against  the  co-aeeused.  The  fact  is  that  when  one  of  the 
prisoners  makes  a  confession  it  is  very  difficult,  practically  impossible, 
for  the  court  to  ignore  it  altogether  when  considering  the  guilt  of  the 
other  prisoners  jointly  tried  for  t£'e  same  offence.  But  no  court  will 
convict  a  person  on  the  uncorroborated  confession  of  a  co-accused. 
The  section  only  says  that  the  court  may  take  this  matter  also  into 
consideration,  In  any  case  if  the  House  is  not  in  favour  of  the  prin¬ 
ciple  underlying  the  clause  the  proper  course  would  be  to  delete  the 
clause  itself  and  nos  to  amend  it  in  the  manner  suggested  by  the 
honourable  member  who  has  moved  these  amendments. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  It  appears  that  Mr.  Jebamony 
Nadar  seems  to  be  under  a  misapprehension  when  he  stated  that  the 
course  of  decision  is  uniform  and  that  there  is  kno  break  in  the  unifor¬ 
mity.  1  would  refer  the  honourable  member'  to  25  T.  L.  J.  p.  923. 
J  concede,  Sir,  that  it  has  been  the.  practice  not  to  follow  the  provision 
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of  Section  30  of  the  Evidence  Act,  It.  is  stated  there  that  the  confes¬ 
sion  of  one  accused  as  against  his  co-accused  may  affect  the  other 
accused.  But  how  can  the  confession  affect  the  co-aocused  if  it  cannot 
be  admissible  against  him?  The  learned  judge  was  under  a  disadvan¬ 
tage  in  that  case,  because  the  .Evidence  Act  is  no  law  here.  .Although 
the  principle  that  we  have  been  following  is  the  rule  followed  in  England, 
that  procedure  has  been  supported  in  the  first  instance  by  the  absence 
of  the  statute  law.  In  the  commentaries  of  the  Indian  Evidence  Act 
by  Amir  Ali  it  is  stated  thus— 

“While  such  a  confession,  deserves  ordinarilv  very  little  reliance 
it  is  never  possible  for  a  judge  to  exolude  it,  and  he  reed  no 
longer  pretend  to  do  so,  the  provisions  of  this  section  being 
inserted  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  him  from  an  attempt  to 
Perform  an  intellectual  impossibility.  When  a  confession  is 
madebeforea  magistrate  orjudge  by  one  accused  implicating 
the  co-accused,  the  magistrate  or  judge  reading  that  confes¬ 
sion  cannot  divorce  himself  from  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
statement  on  record  and  it  is  bound  to  have  some  effect  on 
bis  judicial  mind.’1 

If  the  statute  were  to  contain  a  provision  that  such  a  statement 
shall  not  be  admissible  against  the  other  co-accused,  you  will  be  com¬ 
pelling  him  to  be  dishonest,  as  it  were,  so  far  as  judicial  consideration  is 
concerned.  But  there  is  always  the  safety  underlying  the  rule  that  no 
person  shall  be  convicted  on  uncorroborated  confession.  That  rule  is 
applicable  even  to  this  confession. 

HR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  difference 
between  an  approver’s  statement  and  a  confession  of  an  accused  1 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Yes.  All  that  is  stated 
here  is  that  the  confession '  of  a  co-accused  may  be  taken  into  consi¬ 
deration.  That  is  on  the  merits. 

When  the  Bill  was  under  consideration  here  this  matter  was 
pointed  out.  Even  when  the  .Bill  was  under  discussion  in  the  Select 
Committee,  the  matter  was  considered  in  the  light  of  the  judicial  deci¬ 
sions  thereon. 

Further,  as  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Joseph  Vithayathil,  what  will  be 
the  result  if  the  proposed  amendments  are  accepted?  It  would  he  a 
reduplication  of  Section  21  and  it  would  be  meaningless.  Section  21 
provides  that,  any  confession  made  by  an  accused  person  may  be  proved 
against  him.  Here  the  amendment  is  to  omit  certain  words.  The 
section  itself  has  been  necessitated  because  the  law  wanted  to  provide 
for  admissibi  ity  of  a  confession  made  by  an  accused  against  his  oo- 
accused  tried  jointly  with  him.  If  the  words  referring  to  joint  trial  e  e., 
are  omitted,  it  will  be  as  if  we  had  two  sections  relating  to  the  same 
matter.  The  amendments  therefore  cannot  be  accepted. 

PRESIDENT:  Order,  order.  The  point  to  be  borne  in  mind  in. 
regard  to  clause  30  is  as  follows.  If  a  co-accused  gives  cogent  in¬ 
formation  with  detailed  particulars  regarding  the  commission  of  an 
offence  by  another  accused,  all  that  is  provided  is  that  the  judge  may 
take  such  a  statement '  into. account.  In  the  abs ence  of  such  a  provi¬ 
sion  what  happens  is  that  the  judge  who  has  been  and  is  bound  to  be 
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impressed  by  the  statement  performs  intellectual  gymnastics  and  in¬ 
dulges  in  forced  reasoning  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  appear  that  he 
has  not  been  influenced  by  such  a  statement  and  that  he  has  not  been 
guided  by  it.  Thi3  is  a  kind  of  judicial  dishonesty  which  this  Govern¬ 
ment  do  not  desire  to  encourage. 

Although  it  may  not  be  quite  pertinent,  another  kind  of  judicial 
dishonesty  is  where  a  judge  desires  to  acquire  cheap  popularity  as  a 
merciful  officer  or  to  acquire  punnyam  by  twisting  of  cases  of  murder 
into  cases  of  culpable  homicide  not  amounting  to  murder  or  even  into 
cases  of  grievous  hurt.  This  process  is  accomplished  by  twisting  the 
evidence  and  inventing  grave  and  sudden  provocation  where  common- 
sense  forbids  such  a  process.  So  long  as  a  capital  punishment  remains  on 
the  Statute  Book,  ao  long  will  this  Government  naturally  regard  such 
conduct  on  the  part  of  judicial  officers  as  essential  unjudicial. 

Almost  equivalent  to  these  taotiosave  those  of  judges  in  relation  to 
confessions  of  co-accused.  I  hope  this  .House  will  realise  that  while 
such  a  confession  should  not  be  regarded  as  final  or  conclusive,  never, 
tireless,  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  rule  it  out  >altogether. 

The  amendment  was  put  and  lost.

The 
present  Code  was  passed  in  1068.  Till  this  time  no  occasion  arose  To

First  Class  in  taking  cognisance  of  matters  under  Section  93.  It  is  true 
that  such  a  clause  is  found  in  the  British  Indian  Code.  But  so  far  as  our 
State  is-  concerned,  till  now  there  has  be.en  uo  complaint  that  our  First 
Claes  Magistrates  have  misused  their  powers.  Therefore  I  do  not  see 
why  this  section  should  introduce  a  limitation.  'With  these  observa¬ 
tions,  I  move  the  amendment. 

MR.  P.  S.  MUHAMED  :  I  second  it. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  amendment. 
It  is  no  doubt  true  that  from  1068,  the  power  to  try  persons  under  Sec¬ 
tion  93  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  was  enjoyed  by  all  the  First 
Class  Magistrates.  But  the  honourable  member  will  find  that  various 
classes  of  First  Class  Magistrates  have  since  been  brought  into  existence 
and  the  new  Bill  has  enlarged  the  ordinary  powers  that  are  exercisable 
by  all  First  Claes  Magistrates.  The  power  to  take  cognisance  of  cases 
upon  information  or  upon  suspicion  or  upon  reports  or  complaints  is 
conferred  by  the  Code  on  all  First  Class  Magistrates.  The  procedure 
prescribed  in  clause  106  is  to  try  summarily  and  demand  security  from 
habitual  offenders.  It  is  considered  advisable  that  this  power  should 
he  exercised  only  by  such  First  Class  Magistrates  as  are  empowered  by 
Government  to  do  so.  This  has  been  deliberately  put  in.  At  preBent 
there  are  Tahsildar  First  Class  Magistrates  and  Honorary  First  Class 
Magistrates.  Expediency  demands  that  this  power  should  be  exercised 
by  Magistrates  specially  empowered. 

Mr.  C,  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  I  beg  to  leave  to  withdraw  my  amend¬ 
ment.

In  the  chapter  on  the  trial  of  cases  by  Sessions  Judges,  there  is  no 
section  authorising  them  to  pronounce  judgment.  I  find  that  such 
power  is  given  to  Magistrates,  in  the  chapters  relating  to  trial  of 
Warrant  cases,  Sammons  cases  and  Summary  cases.  Thus  the  present 
Bill  is  defective  on  an  important  matter.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to  an 
oversight  to  incorporate  Section  306  of  the  British  Indian  Code  which 
occurs  after  the  section  dealing  with  Jury.  Our.  Bill  does  not  adopt 
the  trial  by  Jury  and  so  omits  those  sections.  In  doing  so  it  has  also 
omitted  the  section  empowering  the  Sessions  Judge  to  pronounce 
Judgment.  So,  as  the  Bill  stands  a.t  present,  the  Sessions  Judge  will 
not  be  authorised  to  pronounce  judgment.  That  is  a  serious  defect  in 
^u^reseut  Bill.  To  rectify  that,  I  move  this  amendment. 
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Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  '■  I  have  not  found  any  such 
difficulty  in  any  of  the  reported  oases. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  wish  to  seek  the  opinion  of  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  on  another  matter.

PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  Sir,  the  matter  is  really 
covered  by  Chapter  XXVI  of  the  Bill  and  in  fact  it  contains  a  compre¬ 
hensive  provision  dealing  with  judgments  delivered  by  Magistrates  and 
courts.

(a)  in  open  oourl  either  immediately  after  the  termination  of  the  trial  or  at 
some  subsequent  time  of  which  notioe  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  or 
their  pleaders,  and 

(5)  in  Hie  language  .of  the  oourt,  or  in  some  other  language  tvhioh  the  aobused 


Provided  that  the  whole  judgment  shall  be  read  out  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
oourt,  if  he  is  requested  so  to  do  either  by  the  proseoution  or  the  defence. 

That  is  in  the  chapter  which  deals  with  judgments. 

Then  the  wording  of  the  proposed  amendment,  itself  is  inappro¬ 
priate.  Of  course  I  very  much  appreciate  the  point  raised  by 
Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  that  some  express  provision  may  be  made  in 
Chapter  XXIII  for  the  purpose. 

While  thanking  Mr.  Nadar  for  pointing  out  an  apparent  laouna  in 
the  Bill,  I  would  point  out  that  the  clause  may  have  to  be  redrafted. 

PRESIDENT  :  -  The  matter  could  be  made  easy  if  his  amendment  is 
incorporated  at  the  end  of  the  clause,  The  words  “thereafter  the 
'  Judge  shall  proceed  to  announce  the  judgment” 'or  something  to  that 
effect  may  be  added  and  that  ought  to  be  good  enough  for  this  reason. 
After  all  soma  of  the  other  words  are  really  unnecessary  because  the 
acquittal  will  be  separately  dealt  with  and  conviction  also  will  be  sep¬ 
arately  dealt' with.  .  '  „  ,  ■  ...  ,  T  •  . 

MR.  C.  JEBAMONY  NADAR  :  Section  306  of  the  British  Indian  Code 
reads  thus .  ,  ,  .  ,  T. 

If  the  acoused  is  acquitted,  tlie  Judge  shall  record  judgment  of  acquittal.  Jf 
the  acoused  is  convicted,  the  Judge  shall  unless  he  proooeds  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  562  pass  sentence  on  him-aooording 


to  law”  • 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  easy  to  adopt  that  provision. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  Yes*  Sir.  We  will  adopt  the 
existing  provision  in  danse  27 4  as  sub-clause  (I)  of  that  danse  and 
adopt  the  portions  just  now  read  out  by  Mr.  Jebamony  Nadar  as  sub- 
W  jrtwreef.

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  that  the 
Bill  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  law  relating  to  Criminal  Procedure, 
be  passed, 

MR.  R,  RAMA  VARIER  :  I  second  the  motion. 

The  question  that  the  Bill  the  passed  was  put  and  carried. 

The  Bill  was  passed. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  must  congratulate  the  honourable  House  and  the 
Legal  Remembrancer  on  having  passed  with  great  expedition  some  of 
the  heaviest  pieces  of  legislation. 

MR.  N.  RAMAKRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  on 
the  legislative  work  of  this  House  during  the  last  two  or  three  years- 
The  amount  of  legislative  work  done  during  this  short  period  has  been 
immense.  As  many  as  sixty-two  legislative  enactments  have  been'passed 
and.placed  on  the  statute  book  during  this  year  and  in  1115  alone.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  amount  of  legislative  .work  done  during  the  period 
will  far  -outweigh  the  entire  output  of  legislative  activity  in  the  past. 
But  it  is  not  merely  by  the  quantity  of  the  work  .that  has  been  done 
that  this  period  of  intense  legislative  activity  is  to  be  tested.  There  is 
no  field  of  humau  activity  which  has  not  been  attempted  to  be  con¬ 
trolled  by  means  of  legislation  within  this  period  ;  and  the  beneficent 
results  sought  to  be  achieved  by  these  measures  have  been  as  important 
in  their  scope  as  in  their  extent. 


THE  TBAVANCOBE  OBIMIHAIi  PBOCBDUBB  CODE  (AMENDMENT)  BIDB.  9 S5 

During  the  last  two  or  three  years,  the  task  of  codifying  the  whole 
commercial  law  has  been  accomplished.  Commercial  law  till  then  was 
only  a  part  of  the  Common  Law  of  the  country.  Besides  repealing  and 
re-enacting  the  law  relating  to  companies,  important  legislative  measures 
like  the  Coutract  Act,  Sale  of  Goods  Act,  Partnership  Act,  the  Specific 
Belief  Act,  the  Arbitration  Act,  the  Negotiable  Instruments  (Amend¬ 
ment)  Act,  the>Bankers  Books  Evidence  Act,  the  Patents  and  Designs 
Act  and  the  Insurance  Act,  have  also  been  passed  and  placed  on  the 
statute  book. 

Except  the  Factories  Act,  V  of  1089,  which  was  repealed  and  re¬ 
enacted  as  Act  VIII  of  1114,  there  was  no  legislation  affecting  labour 
in  this  country  till  now.  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  (Act 
XIII  of  1114),  the  Trade  Disputes  Act  (Act  V  of  1114),  the  Payment 
of  Wages  Act  (Act  XX  of  1116),  and  other  enactments  testify  to  the 
great  interest  taken  by  Government  in  the  welfare  of  the  labour 
community. 

Legislative  reforms  in  regard  to  local  self-government  have  been 
even  more  remarkable.  The  old  Municipal  Eegulation,  V  of  1096, 
was  completely  repealed  and  in  its  place  two  most  important  enact¬ 
ments  have  been  passed.  These  are  the  City  Municipal  Act.  TV  of 
1116,  and  the  District  Municipalities  Act,  XXI11  of  1116.  The  Tra- 
vancore  Village  Unions  Act,  IX  of  1115,  is  another  important  enact¬ 
ment  intended  to  foster  and  encourage  rural  development  by  consti¬ 
tuting  Village  Unions  in  the  State. 

The  Debt  Belief  Act  which  i  equired  so  much  labour,  time  and 
anxious  consideration  in  this  House  last  year  was  another  important 
measure  which  was  enacted  to  afford  relief  to  debtors. 

Not  the  least  important  of  the  measures  that  were  passed  during 
this  time  ware  the  Official  Secret  Act,  I  of  1115,  the  Dramatic  Perform¬ 
ance  Act,  the  Petroleum  Act,  the  Explosive  Substances  Act,  the  Press 
(Emergency  Powers)  Act,  the  Rubber  Control  Act,  the  Bailways  Act, 
the  Government  Trading  Taxation  Act,  the  Telephone  Act,  the 
Krishnan  vaka  Marumakkathyam  Act,  thf  Census  Act,  the  Wireless 
Telegraphy  Act,  Aircraft  Act,  Coffee  Market  Expansion  Act,  Soldiers 
Litigation  Act,  Provident  Funds  Act,  Christian  Guardianship  Act, 
Maintenance  Orders  Enforcement  Act,  Explosives  Act,  Kerosene  Excise 
Duty  Act,  Tyres  Excise  Duty  Act,  Child  Marriage  Bestraint  Act  etc. 

Side  by  side  with  this  legislative  work,  a  steady  and  persistent 
endeavour  has  been  made  to  bring  the  old  enactments- up-to-date,  to 
meet  the  needs  of  a  progressive  and  enlightened  people.  The  Bevenue 
Snmmons  (Amendment)  Act,  the  Markets  (Amendment)  Act,  the 
Negotiable  Instruments  (Amendment)  Act,  the  Begistration  (Amend¬ 
ment)  Act,  the  Hindu  Beligious  Endowments  (Amendment)  Act,  the 
Jenmi  and  Kndiyan  (Amendment)  Act, the  Income  Tax  (Amendment) 
Act,  the  Travancore  Arms  (Amendment)  Act,  the  Travancore  Criminal 
Law  (Amendment).  Act,  the  Beformatory  Schools  (Amendment)  Act, 
Vol.  XVIII  No.  n. 
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Mechanical  Lighters  Excise  Duty  (Amendment)  Act,  Matches  Excise 
Duty  (Amendment)  Act,  Land  Conservancy  (Amendment)  Act, 
Revenue  Recovery  (Amendment)  Act  etc.,  have  all  been  passed  during 
tiiis  time.  Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  this  direction  and  by 
following  a  system  of  periodical  amendments,  it  lias  now  become  easy 
to  keep  all  the  enactments  in  the  statute  book  up-to-date. 

Not  by  any  means  the  least  important  of  the  legislative  measures 
that  have  been  introduced  in  this  House  are  the  Travancore  Evidence 
Bill  and  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  Bill. 

Though  the  rules  enacted  in  the  Indian  Evidence  Act  have  been 
generally  followed  by  the  courts  in  Travancore,  the  strict  application  of 
those  rules  in  the  trial  of  cases  has  'always  been  rendered  difficult  by 
the  absence  of  statutory  sanction  for  the  rules  and  the  reluctance  of  the 
court  to  enforce  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  enacted  in  this  Act,  We 
meet  with  frequent  observations  in  the  reported  decisions  of  the  High 
Court  that  the  Indian  Evidence  Act  is  not  binding  on  the  courts  in 
Travancore.-  This  enactment  is  therefore  bound  to  have  a  beneficent 
effect  on  the  trial  and  speedy  disposal  of  cases. 

The  Criminal  Procedure  Code  in  force  in  Travancore  was  passed 
so  long  ago  as  1067-  The  British  Indian  Criminal  Procedure  Code 
was  consolidated  and  re-enacted  in  1898  and  has  sinee  then  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  revision  from  time  to  time  and  notably  in  1923  when  several 
important  amendments  were  made  in  the  Act.  Though  several  amend¬ 
ments  have  been  introduced  into  our  Code  since  1067,  no  attempt  has 
till  now  been  made  to  revise  the  Code  as  a  whole  and  to  re-enact  it  in  a 
consolidated  form.  It  required  more  than  two  years  for  a  special  law 
officer  to  revise  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  was  introduced  and 
passed  in  the  reformed  Legislative  Council  of  1097.  The  revision  of 
the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  was  then  considered  to  be  a  heavy  task  as 
.  indeed  in  several  particulars  there  was  a  wide  departure  in  our  law  of 
Criminal  Procedure  from  the  British  Indian  Criminal  Procedure  Code. 
The  revision  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  required  great  industry, 
experience  and  discrimination,  and  the  profession  as  well  as  the  public 
will  feel  thankful  for  the  revision  of  the  Code  which  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  in  so  short  a  time. 

We  do  realise  and  we 'are  grateful  that  a  large  and  comprehensive 
scheme  of  legislation  like  this  which  has  never,  been  attempted  before 
has  been  undertaken  at  the  instance  of  Government.  We  are  thankful 
te  Government  for  the  great  work  that  has  been  undertaken  and  ac¬ 
complished  in  the  sphere  of  legislation  within  so  short  a  time.  This  task 
would  not  have  been  rendered  possible  but  for  the  initiative  and  gui¬ 
dance  of  the  Head  of  the  Administration,  who  is, himself  a  great  and 
distinguished  jurist  :  and  great  credit  is  also  due  to  the. Legal  Remem¬ 
brancer  who  has  brought  great  capacity  and  industry  to  bear  upon  the 
.task. of  drafting  ani  piloting  these  Bills  through  the  Legislature. 
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PRESIDENT  :  Iruay  also  associate  myself  and  I  am  safe  the  House 
will  be  glatf  to  associate  itself  with  the  comprehensive  and  discritnina- 
ting  commendation  that  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  work  of  the  Legal 
Remembrancer.  He  was  charged  with  a  task  of  co-ordinating  and 
bringing  up-to-date  the  commercial  laws  of  the  State.  Without  the 
codification  of  commercial  laws,  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the 
subordinate  Judiciary  in  dealing  with  all  the  ramification  of  modern 
business  would  have  become  increasingly  difficult.  One  of  the  great 
.  objects  of  codification  is  to  see  that  the  uncertainties  and  delays  of  law 
>  are  avoided,  as  far  as  possible.  We  can  only  remedy  the  evil  up  to  a 
point.  But  it  can  be  remedied.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  place  on  re¬ 
cord  the  thanks  of  the  Government  to  the  legislature  for  the  readiness 
and  the  patience  with  which  they  have  discharged  the  considers, 
tion  of  these  important  legislative  measures  and  I  wish  also  to  place  on 
record  my  feelings  of  very  great  satisfaction  in  respect  of  the  strenuous 
and  persevering  work  turned  out  by  the  Legal  Bemembraucer  to 
whom  much  praise  is  due. 

THE  PREVENTION  OP  CRUELTY  TO  ANIMALS  ACT 
(AMENDMENT)  BILL-  ■ 

Mr.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  introduce  a  Bill 
to  amend  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  Act  and  move  that  the 
Bill  jbe  read.  Before  resuming  my  seat  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  that 
the  attempt  is  to  bring  up  the  existing  Act  to  the  level  at  which  it  is 
being  worked  and  enforced  elsewhere.  Honourable  members  might 
have  noticed  that  the  Travancore  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  Act 
is  based  on  the  corresponding  British  Indian  Act.  Recently  the  British 
Indian  Act  was  amended.  Of  course  there  were  earlier  amendments  to 
the  British  Indian  Act.  But  recently  some  important  amendments 
weremade.  After  going  through  the  Act,  Government  have  been 
1  satisfied  that  similar  or  at  least  some  of  the  changes  should  be  intro¬ 
duced  here  also.  Honourable  members  would  notice  that  in  the  existing 
Act,  Section  3  is  enacted  for  efficiently  dealing  with  cases  of  overloading, 
vehicles  and  over-working  the  animals.  But  experience  has  shown  that 
it  is  inadequate.  Hence  it  is  proposed  to  be  substituted  by  a  new  clause. 
It  is  also  proposed  to  repeal  Section  10  which  recognises  certain  religious 
rites  and  usages  involving  cruelty  to  animals.  This  is  one  step  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  law  as  .enacted  in  British  India.  At  present  there  is  no  power 
reserved  with  Government-  for  framing  appropriate  rules.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  proposed  to  add  a  new  section,  10  (a),  empowering  Government  to 
frame  rules.  The  absence  of  this  section  has  been  causing  vers  great 
inconvenience. 

I  would  add  that  this  is  a  very  beneficent  and  necessity  measure 
and  I  hope  the  House  would  agree  with  me  in.  so  thinking  and- 1  be¬ 
lieve  the  House  will  readily  accept  the  principle  contained  in  the 
Amendment  bill.  I  move  that  the  bill  be  read  in  the  House.

TRAVANCORE  FISHERIES  ACT  (AMENDMENT)  BILL. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI;  Sir,  I  rise  to  introduce  the 
Travancore  Fisheries  Act  (Amendment)  Bill  and  move  that  the  Bill  be 
read  in  the  Assembly.  From  the  Statement  of  Objects  and  Reasons 
appended  to  the  Bill,  honourable  members  might  have  rioticedjthat  it  is 
proposed  to  add  a  new  section  to  the  existing  Fisheries  Act  as  Section 
24.  Under  Section  5  of -the  Fisheries  Act,  Government  are  empowered 
to  notify  certain  poramboke  waters  as  areas  within  which  the  catch  of 
fish  is  prohibited  except  under  a  licence.  Such  notifications  have  been 
published  and  large  tracts  of  Kayals  adjoining  the  coastal  regions  have 
been  declared  as  notified  areas  under  Section  5.  Under  the  section 
dealing'  with  private  waters,  the  above  restriction  is  confined  to  poram¬ 
boke  waters.  TakingJadvantage  of  this  provision,  people  have  been  ex¬ 
ploiting  the  resources  of  the  public  waters  notified  under  Section  5. 
The  way  in  which  they  manage  is  this.  That  which  is  prevented  is 
the- catching  of  fish  in  certain  waters,  There  ,  are  private  waters 
adjoining  public  waters  and  if  a  catch  is  made  in  the  private  waters  the 
Fishery  Department  is  not  competent  to  interfere  even  though  the  fish 
so  caught  is  the  fish  in  the  notified  area.  That  could  not  have  been  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature,  when  it  passed  that  measure.  Advantage  is 
therefore  taken  of  this  lacuna  in  the  law  and  gpeople  with  impunity 
make  openings  in  the  bunds  separating  the  public  water,  and  the  private 
water  and  attract  the  fish  from  the  public  water  into  the  private  water 
and  thus  defeat  the  purpose  of  law.  If  the  bunds  are  kept  in  tact  the  fish 
jh  the  publicwater  cannot  escape  or  migrate  into  private  waters.  It  is 
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impossible  to  keep  watch  oyer  the  bunds  separating  the  'private  waters 
from  the  public  waters  througout  the  year.  People  make  openings  in 
such  bunds  and  it  would  appear  that  in  many  areas  the  bunds  are  put  up 
by  private  individuals.  The  argument  appears  to  be  that  for  the  purpose 
of  in-flow  and  outflow  of  water  they  have  to  keep  the  bunds  open.  To 
that  Government  have  no  objection.  Through  the  opening  fish  migrate 
into  the  private  water.  But  if  .the  bunds  are  kept  open  for  the  inflow  of 
water  it  shouldbe  kept  open  for  the  outflow  also.  That  which  they  allow 
to  get  in  must  be  allowed  to*  get  out  also  along  with  the  ebb.  But  that 
is  not  being  done.  They  allow  the  water  and  fish  to  get  in,  but  do  not 
allow  the  fish  but  allow  only'the  water  to  get  out.  That  is  not  an  inno 
cent  act  but  it  is  a  deliberate  act  for  the  purpose  of  catching  the  fish 
What  they  are  prohibited  from  doing  is  being  done  on  a  technical- 
flaw  in  the  law.  .The  land  owners  make  enormous  profit  by  this 
practice  with  the  consequence  that  the  wealth  ""which  Government 
wants  to  conserve  for  the  benefii'of  the  public  is  being  steadily  depleted. 
It  is  to  moat  this  contingency  that  this  Bill  is  brought  forward.  The 
Bill  has  been  so  worded  as  not  to  interfere  with  any  right  inherent  in 
any  owner  of  private  waters,  A  careful  reading  of  sub-clause  (1)  would 
show  that  all  that  is  intended  to  restrict  is  the  alluring  into  private 
waters  of  a  certain  class  of  fish  from  public  waters.  It  is  not  intended 
to  prevent  it  but  only  to  regulate  it. 

The  absence  of  any  regulation  or  restriction  in  respect  of  this 
matter  enables  the  parties  to  exploit  the  situation  and  the  wealth  of  the 
country  and  to  make  the  best  out  of  it.  I  do  not  blame  those  engaged 
in  this  notorious  practice,  for,  here  as  elsewhere,  it  is  the  fashion  to 
evade  or  prevaricate  the  law.  The  maker  has  been  carefully  investi¬ 
gated  and  the  Professor  of  Marine  Biology,  the  officer  in  charge  of  this 
department,  has  reported  to  Government  that,  by  allowing  unrestricted 
catching  of  a  particular  variety  of  fish-prawns,  great  damage  is  done  to 
the  State.  A  peculiar  tendency  of  this  kind  of  fish  appears  to  be  to 
come. from  the  sea  before  it  is  mature,  to  migrate  upstream  or  aloDg 
with  the  ebb  and  tide,  then  to  go  back  into  sea  and  when  it  develops, 

•  to  come  back  again  .  either  to  die  or  to  be  killed.  But  the  people  seem 


to  b6  in  such  a  great  hurry  that  they  have  no  regard  for  this.  Even 
the  small  ones  they  get,  they  destroy  and  make  as  much  profit  out  of 
them  as  possible.  This  is  a  great  loss  to  the  State.  The  prawn  indus¬ 
try,  bo  far  as  Travancore  is  concerned,  had  its  past  glory,  sometime 
back,  when  exploitation  to  this  extent  had  not  proceeded,  but  with  ..the 
increased  method  of  destruction  established  by  our  fishiug  population, 
the  destruction  is  proceeding  at  a  rapid  .pace.  It  is  necessary  that  it 
should  be  checked,  not  to  the  detriment  of  the  prawn  catchers  but  for 
the  betterment  and  prosperity  of  the  State.  This  bill  ought  to  have 
been  placed  before  the  House  long  before  this,  but  Government  have 
been  taking  time  to  consider  in  what  manner  it  should  be  dealt  with- 
whether  all  exploitation  of  the  fish  in  tire-public  waters  should  be  pro¬ 
hibited  and' to  what  extent,  exploitation  *in  private  waters  could  He 
interfered  with.  Government  have,  so  far.  not  decided  to  mteuere

with  the  catching  of  prawns  in  sea  waters.  They  have  decided  not  to 
interfere  with  the  catching  of  prawns  in  private  waters,  if  private 
waters  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  prawns  that  ought  to  grow  in 
regulated  conditions  in  poramboke  waters,  They  have  therefore  finally 
decided  that,  to  the  extent  to  which  the  intents  and  purposes  of  the 
law 'exists,  the  Legislature  must  step  in  and  therefore,  Sir,  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  in  the  Bill  that,  * 

“Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  iitlior  [irovhions  of  this  Aofc  or  any 
I»w  or  onatom  having  tho  forco  of  Inw,  it  shall  bo  unlawful  for  any  poi¬ 
son,  oxoapt  under  a  license,  and  in  accordance  with  tha  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions,  if  any,  prescribed  under  this  section,  to  attract,  or  cause  or  allow 
migration  of  prawns  into  private  waters,  from  am  waters  noticed  under 
Hub-Motion  0)  of  Section  5,  by  the  use  of  sluices,  gratings,  gears,  allur. 
ing  lights  or  other  such  contrivances  and  to  catch,  destroy  or  cause  injury 
to  any  suoh  iish  by  any  means  whatsoever.” 

So  that  the  scope  of  the  Bill  is  very  much  limited.  It  is  very  carefully 
worded  so  as  to  bring  within  its  scope,  only  those  who,  openly  and 
avowedly,  try  to  defeat  the  purpose  of  the  existing  Statute.  It  is  only 
that  that  is  proposed  to  be  dealt  with. 

MS.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  :  In  Kuttanad  fish  come 
into  the  fields  when  they  are  not  cultivated.  During  times  of  cultiva¬ 
tion,  bunds  are  raised  and  when  the  water  is  pumped  out,  fish  are  not 
able  to  gat  out  and  naturally  they  are  caught. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  8,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  I  do  nut  quite  follow  the 
member. 

f,5R.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  ;  I  shall  make  it  clear. 
The  honourable  member  was  telling  the  House  that,  when  fish  are 
attracted  into  private  waters,  they  have  no  access  to  go  into  the  public 
waters.  In  Kuttanad,  fish  enter  tho  paddy  fields  when  they  are  not 
cultivated  and  they  lay  eggs  and  develop  into  larvae.  But  during  the 
time  of  cultivation,  bunds  are  raised  and  water  is  pumped  oat  of  the 
fields.  Then  naturally,  these  fishes  are  caught  along  with  (he  mothers. 
My  question  was,  what  has  the  honourable  member  to  say  regarding 
this  point '! 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  We  are  dealing  with  prawns 
young  ones  as  well  as  old — and  the  honourable  member's  question  re¬ 
fers  to  all  kinds  of  fish. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR  •:  Not  exactly  so. 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P.  ABRAHAM.:  Along  with  other  fish,  prawns  also 

Me,  PUTHUPALLI  8.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Let  one  or  two  come  in- 

Mr.  KOTTALIL  P,  ABRAHAM/  It  is  thought  that  the  Bill  will  apply 
only  to. prawns.  . 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI :  1  have  not  used  the  Word 
‘fish’  hut  only  the  word  ‘prawn.’  It  does 'not  include  various  kinds  .of 
fish  All  that  is  prohuiied  or  sought  to  be  restricted  is  catching  of 
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prawns  after  their 'allurement  into  private  waters  by  use  of  sluices,  grat- 
iftgs>  gears,  alluring  lights  or  other  such  contrivances.  The  case  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  member  will  be  certainly  outside'the  scope  of  the  section. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  real  difficulty  does  not  arise  in  this  way. 
Prawns  only  come  into  the  fields  and  th  ey  could  not  go  out.  That  is 
the  idea, 

MR,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  The  honourable  member 
was  asking  me  what  will  happen  if  while  cultivating  his  fields  the 
owner  finds  prawns  in  his  fields  and  catches  them  for  his  own  use. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  During  the  time  of  cultivation,  I 
understand,  out  of  necessity,  Kuttanad  cultivator  has  to  raise  bunds 
and  there  is  necessity  to  pump  out  water  for  the  purpose  of  cultivation. 
There*  the  catching  of  the  fish  is  not  a  willful  act  on  the  part  of  the 
agriculturist.  After  pumping  the  whole  water,  fish  will  remain  in  the 
field  and  what  has  he  got  to  do  with  those  fish  ?  Suppose  among 
those,  there  is  a  good  quantity  of  prawns  ?  Ap 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  :S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  H  it  is  by  this  means,  it  is 
open  to  him  to  catch  them.  If  you  allow  prawns  to  migrate  into  the 
fields  by  the  use  of  .sluices,  gratings  etc.,  and  catch,  destroyor  cause  in¬ 
jury  to  any  such  fish  by  any  means  whatsoever,  you  are  liable.  Why 
should  you  think  that  you  are  pumping  out  water  without  putting»up 
bunds  on  all  sides?  When  you  put  up  bunds  yon  are  not  putting  up 
3lnic.es,  gra'  ings  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  fish  into  your  lands. 
You  are  merely  putting  up  bunds  and  yon  will  prevent  prawns  from 
migrating  into  your  lands. 

Mr.  Iff.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Before  that,  prawns  could  have 
migrated. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  That  is  exactly  what  I 

PRESIDENT:  Notwithstanding  that  the  prawns  may  be  there. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI:  So  that  this  is  intended  to 
deal  with  a  particular  kind  of  fish.  That  is  why  it  has  been  so  word¬ 
ed.  If  you  keep  a  bund  -that  is  what  happens  in  Kuttanad  where 
fish  migrate  into  such  waters  —  you  are  doing  it  only  for  purposes  of 
cultivation  and  not  for  catching  the  fish.  Suppose  you  make  an  open¬ 
ing  in  that  bund,  put  up  a  light  at  or  near  that  opening  and  also  a  net 
at  the  opening,  theft  it  willnot  be  .  for  purposes  of  cultivation.  The 
latter  will,  and  the  former  will  not,  come  within  the  mischief  of  the 
section. 

MR,  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  :  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  prawns 
are  not  so  abundant  in  other  taluks? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ;  It  is  not. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANI#  NAIR  :  Am  I  to  understand, 
Sir,  that  the  prawns  are  not  so  abundant  in  our  .backwaters  . 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  The  fresh  water  prawns  are 
not  so  abundeut  as  the  sea-water  prawns.  It  is  only  these  that  are 
caught  in  large  numbers  and  it  is  only  these  that  are  considered  to  be  a 
delicacy  both  here  and  elsewhere. 

PRESIDENT  :  Especially  in  China  where  it  is  powdered  and  used. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  it,  is  also  important  as 
a  manure.

THE  TRAVANCORE  FISHERIES  ACT  (SECOND 

AMENDMENT)  BIEL 

MR,  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  introduce 
another  Bill  to  amend  the  Fisheries  'Act  and  move  that  it  be  read 
in  the  Assembly.  The  two  Bills  could  have  been  consolidated  but 
for  the  fact  .that  they  were  dealt  with  at  different  times.  The 
emergency  and  ^importance  of  the'  first  Bill  necessitated  its  publica¬ 
tion  earlier  than  the  other.  But  the  second  Bill  purports  to  add  an 
explanation  to  Seotion  23  of  the  Act.  Section  23  authorises  Gfovorn- 
xnent  to  apply  the  provisions  of  the 'Act  to  the  shells  of  fish  collec¬ 
ted  from  the  waters  in  the  State.  Bat  a  question  lias  been  raised 
whether  the  water  mentioned  in  Section  23  includes  sea  water.  Now 
some  of  the  important  shells  of  fish  are  to  be  obtained  from  the  sea, 
The  doubt  has  arisen  .from  this  fact.'  In  some  sections  the  word  ‘water’ 
baa  been  explained  as  including  the  sea  water  while  in  others  no  such 
explanation  has  been  given.  The  interpretation  is  ;  where  such  expla¬ 
nation  is  given,  it  includes  sea  water,  but  where  it  is  not  given,  it  does 
not  include  sea  water.  Hence  it  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  Sec¬ 
tion  23  to  give  an  explanation  to  that.  It  applies  to  the  conch  and 
other  shells  taken  from  the  sea.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  even  now 
there  is  royalty— - 

PRESIDENT  :  Under  Interportal  Law  they  are  part  of  the  territory 
d  Travancore.  * 
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MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ;  Yes,  Sir.  The  explanation 
is  as  follows : — 

‘For  purpose's  of  tlii*  Section,  the  word  ‘w»ter’  inoludes  the  sea  within  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  one  marine  league  of  the  sei-coaat,’ 

That  is  an  explanation  similar  to  the  explanation  existing  in  Sec¬ 
tion  8.  '

We  have  received 
information,  of  which  we  are  not  quite  certain,  that  certain  persons  are 
either  hoarding  yarn  or  not  disposing  of  them  in  the  course,  of  trade,  or 
that  certain  other  persons  are  deflecting  the  business  that  should 
come  within  the  State  from  outside.  Government  have  to  consider 
these  matters  and  take  prompt  measures.  It  is  equally  necessary  not 
to  discourage  the  influx  of  the  yarn  into  the  State  by  the  ‘'members 
which  might  defeat  their  very  object  and  for  that  reason  certain  negoti¬ 
ations  have  been  set  on  foot  with  large  wholesale  manufacturers  and 
suppliers  of  yarn.  Those  negotiations  are  still  pending  and  it  may  be 
that  anything  that  happens  when  questions  are  answered  may  give 
a  hint  of  which  enterprising  people  might  take  full  ady^ntage.

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  it  might,  bo  advantageous^  to  tho  House  if 
they  are  mn.de  fully  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  the  Mahomedan 
law  of  marriage  with  regard  to  Kitkabi  followers  and  non  Kithabi 
followers  and  how  far  that  is  recognised  or  not  recognised  trader  the 
Mahomedan  law.  Tile  Legal  Remembrancer  would  acquaint  the 
House  about  the  background  of  Mahomedan  law  with  regard  to  this 
matter  so  that  the  ^honourable  members  might  be  able  to  follow  what 
Mr.  Mahomed  says. 

Hr.  PUTHUPAU!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI;  Sir,  the  Preamble  to  the 
Bill  specifically  states  that  the  Bill  is  intended  to  provide  a  form  of 
marriage  for  persons  "who  cannot  otherwise  validly  coal  root  a  marriage 
and  whose  marriage  would  otherwise  be  invalid.  If  under  the  Jaw 
governing  them,  the  parties  to  tho  marriage  can  contract  a  valid 
marriage  this  Bill  would  not  affect  them  or  the  issue  of  such  union, 
This  law  will  enable  two  parties  to  contract  a  valid  marriage  who  can¬ 
not  otherwise  validly  eoniraet  a  marriage.  Tho  question  raised  by 
the  honourable  member  can  be  considered  under  two  heads.  It  is 
conceded  on  all  hands  that  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  consanguinity 
and  affiinty.  a  marriage  between  a  Mahomedan  male  and  a  Mahomedan 
female  is  valid  under  the  Mahcmedau  law..  This  Bill  wdl  not  there¬ 
fore  in  any  way  affect  such  marriages,  lor  allow  them  to  contract  a 
marriage  under  it. 


.  We  shall  consider  the  irext  question  as  to  whether  a  marriage 
between  a  Mahommedan  male  and  non-Mahotmnedan  female  will  be 
valid  and  if  so,  to  what  extent.  The  Mahommedan  law  does  not  lay 
down  that  any  such  marriage  will  be  void.  A  Mahommedan  male  can 
under  the  Mahommedan.  law  contract  a  valid  marriage  not  only  with,  a 
Mahommedan  woman  but,  also  with  a  Kitkabia,  i.  e.  a  Jewess  or  a 
Christian,  but  no",  with  an  idolatress  or  a  fire  worshipper.  A  marriage 
however  with  an  idolatress  or  a  tiro  worshipper  is  not  void  but  merely 
irregular.  The  distinction  between  a  void  and  irregular  marriage 
under  the  Mahommedan  law  is  wellknown  to  the  honourable  members. 
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An  irregular  marriage  is  one  which  is  not  unlawful  in  ifcseif,  but  unlaw¬ 
ful  for  something  else  and  it  has  been  stated  that  the  issue  of  such  a 
marriage  is  legitimate,  but  that  the  marriage  does  not  create  mutual 
rights  of  inheritance  between  husband  and  wife  although  one  fo  the 
British  Indian  High  Courts,  namely,  the  Chief  Court  of  Oadh  has  eld 
that  it  does  create  even  such  rights.  That  is  the  law  relating  to 
marriage  between  a  Mahommedan  male  and  non-Mahommedan  female. 
These  are  therefore  marriage#  which  can  be  regularised  even  under  the 
Mahommedan  law.  From  the  above  statement  of  the  law  it  is  clear 
that  the  Honourable  member  Mr.  P.  8.  Muhamed’s  contention  that 
such  marriages  are  against  the  tenets  of  the  Mahommedan  law  as  has 
been  expounded  by  the  learned  commentatois  and  Judges.  There  is, 
however,  one  point  on  which  the  honourable  member  is  fully  supported 
by  authority,  that  is,  a  Mahommedan  woman  cannot  contract  a  valid 
marriage  except  with  a  Mahommedan.  She  cannot  contract  a  valid 
marriage  even  with  a  Kitliabia,  i.  c.,  a  Christian  or  a  Jew,  Even  in 
that  case  it  is  stated  by  same  that  a  marriage  with  a  non-Muslim 
whether  he  is  a  Kitliabia,  i.  e,  a  Christian  or  a  Jew'or  a  non- Christian, 
that  is  an  idolater  or  a  fire  worshipper,  is  irregular  and  not  vo;d.

PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  the  honourable  member  has  met  the 
point.  Nobody  now  disputes  the  underlying  principles  of  the  Moham¬ 
medan  'form' Of  marriage.  But  the  question  that  arises  -  and  I  think 
honourable  members  must  keep  that  in  mind — on  this  Bill  is  simple 
and  definite.  If  that  is  dealt  with  there  ought  to  bo  no  other  difficulty 
and  at  the  risk  of  interpretiting  the  doctrinal  and  the  legal  matter,  may 
I  point  out  what  I  mean?  -  Under  the  Mohammedan  Law,  as  I  have 
Understood  it,  it  is  open  to' a  Mohammedan  man  to  marry  a  member  of 
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the  opposite  sex,  who  believes  in  one  of  the  Bevealed  Books  recognised 
by  the  Koran,  A  Mohammedan  woman  can  only  marry  a  Muslim. 
Among  those  Bevealed  Books  are  the  Koran  itself,  the  Bible  and  the 
Old  Jewish  Pentateuch.  Other  forms  of  faith  are  not  recognised  in 
the  Koran.  The  Mohammedan  Baw  equally  lays  down  that,  whereas 
on  account  of  certain  historical  and  other  reasons.  Prophet  Mohammed 
laid  down  that  it  was  open  to  a  man  to  marry  a  maximum  of  four 
wives,  concubinage  as  such,  apart  from  certain  aspects  of  slave-holding, 
referred  to  in  ex tenso  in  the  Koran  and- which  do  not  appertain  for  the 
present  age  or  for  India  where  slave-holding  as  such  is  not  recognised, 
is  definitely  prohibited  by  the  Koran.  In  fact,  in  the  Koran,  there  is 
a  certain  portion  — if  my  memory  is  right— which  says  that  a  man 
or  woman  ought  to  be  stoned  just  outside  the  city  limits.  That  is  the 
extent  to  which  concubinage  has  been  definitely  prohibited  by  the 
Koran.  The  difficulty  that  may  arise,  if  I  were  a  Mohammedan,  in 
regard  to  this  Bill,  is  a  very  short  one  and  that  is,  the  Bill  says 
“Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  a  form  of  marriage  for  persons 

who  cannot  otherwise  validly  contract  a  marriage . " 

In  other  words,  if  a.Mohammedan  in  flagrant  dereliction  of  the  dict¬ 
ates  of  the  Koran  makes  up  his  mind  to  marry  a  non-Kithabi  woman, 
or  a  Mohammedan  girl  makes  up  her  mind  to  marry  a  non-Muslim, 
then,  under  this  Bill,  it  is  open. to  them  to  contract  a  valid  marriage  by 
following  the  provision  of  this  bill.  In  other  words,  the  form  of  union 
which  in  the  Koran  would  be  regarded  as  no  better  and  no  worse  than 
concubinage  would  be  legalised,  if.  this  was  brought  into  ,  operation  and 
certain  rights  of  inheritance  can  also  follow  in  regal'd  to  the  issue  of 
snob  marriage.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  see — and  that  is  the  only 
reasonable  objection  to  this  Bill — is  whether  this  House. will  so  enact  a 
provision  enabling  Mohammedans  to  marry  outside  the  tenets  of  the 
Koran  in  such  a  manner  as  to  legitimatise  the  issue  of  that  marriage 
and  to  give  new  ways  of  inheritance  which  are  not  either  recognised  or 
sanctioned  by  the  Koran.  That  is  the  only  thing  that  strikes  me  and 
all  other  discussions  are,  to  my  mind,  beside  the  point.  It  must  how¬ 
ever  be  realised  that  this  bill  is  purely  permissive.

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MR.  K.  p.  KOGHUKORA  THARAKAN  :  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PiU-Al  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  amend.- 
jnent  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  spent  a  lot  of  his  time  in  trying  to  convince 
this  House  that  the  marriage  is  a  religious  function  among  the 
Muslims. 

PRESIDENT :  Did  he  do  that? 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  P»L’  Al  Y.s  Sir.  But  he  did. not 
succeed  in  that.  He  quoted  siu.horities  horn  the  Koran  to  show  that 
marriage  has  religious  importance  so  far  as  the  Muslims  are  concerned. 
If  I  remember  correct  the  debate  on  the  floor  of  this  House  on  the 
previous  occasion,  the  argument  raised  then  was  not  that  there  is  no 
religious  importance  attached  to  marriage  hut  that  it  is  not  a  religious 
sacrament  'among  the  Muslims.  So  long  as  religion  is  inseparably 
related  to  morality  and  so  long  as  conventional  social  morality  finds  an  ' 
important  place  in  all  religions,  it  is  sure  that  marriage  will  find 
on  .important  place  in  all  religions.  But  it  is  one  thing  to  say  that 
marriage  finds  an  important  place  in  the  Koran  and  an  entirely 
different  thing  to  say  that  marriage  is  a  sacrament.  What  has  been 
pointed  out  is  that  among  the  Muslims  marriage  is  not  a  sacrament  but 
only  a,  matter  of  contract.  Bor  that  two  of  the  highest  authorities  in 
Mohamedan  Law  were  quoted  by  Mr.  K.  B.  Narayanan.  Therefore 
no  one  ever  tried  to  belittle  the  importance  given  to  marriages  in  the 
Muslim  Beligion.  All  that  was  said  was  that  the  Muslim  Beiigion  does 
not  recognise  marriage  as  a  sacrament.  That  position  Sir,  we  still 
hold.  I  need  not  here  enter  into  the  relative  importance  given  by 
Akbar  to  religion  and  politics  or  into  the  private  life  of  Mr.  Jinnak  or 
his  daughter.  Mr.  Muhamed  told  u»  that  till  ^ow  in  Travanoore  there 
has  been  no  marriage  between  a  Muslim  and  a  non-Muslim.  I  concede 
that.  But  why  ?  There  has  been  no  marriage  because  there  has  been 
no  Law  to  recognise  snch  a  marriage.  Until  this  law  comes  into  force 
no  such  marriage  can  take  place.-  I  do  not  know  why  any  one  should 
wonder  at  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  marriage  when  there  has  been 
no  law  enabling  such  a  marriage.

Mr,  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAi  :  No  such  marriage  is  recog: 
nised  bylaw  here, 

It  is  not  a  marriage  at  all.  There  has  been  no  marriage  and  there 
could  have  been  no  marriage.  What  Mr.  Muhamed  calls  a  marriage  is 
not  a  marriage. 

*  _  Now,, what  I  want  to  make  dear  to  Mr.  Muhamed  and  those  who 
think  in  that  way  is  this.  This  law  excludes  from  its  ambit  every 
marriage  that  will  be  valid  according  to  the  Mohamedan  Law. '  If  iu 
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Muslim  marries  another  Muslim  according  to  the  Mohamaden  Law  that 
marriage  will  not  come  under  the  operation  of  thiB  Act,  Therefore 
Sir,  it  is  not  right  to  say  that  this  Act  tries  to  interfere  with  the 
operation  of  the  Mohamedan  Law.  Secondly,  even  if  a  Muslim  gentle¬ 
man  goes  out  of  the  operation  of  the  M  uslim  Law  and  takes  a  non- 
Muslim  lady  and  continues  to  live  with  her  in  a  state  of  concubinage, 
that  too  will  not  be  brought  under  the  operation  of  this  law.  Neither  any 
marriage  under  the  Muslim  Law  nor  au  immoral  conjugal  life  against 
the  Muslim  Law  will  be  brought  under  this  Act.  But  if  a  Muslim 
gentleman  takes  a  non-Muslim  lady  and  oDters  into  a  decent  marital 
relationship  and  wants  to  continue  that  relationship,  then  this  Bill  will 
enable  them  to  do  so.  I  do  not  know  Sir,  the  reason  for ‘any  objection 
to  that.  If  a  person  voluntarily  goes  out  of  the  operation  of  the  Muslim 
Law  anc!  wants  to  have  a  woman  from  another  community  as  wife, 
what  objection  can  reasonably  be  raised  against  asking  him  to  marry 
her  ?  Sir,  here  it  is  exactly  that  the  State  has  to  interfere.  So  long 
as  I  place  my  hand  on  a  thing  which  is  legally  mine  the  State  leaves 
me  free.  But  if  I  stretch  my  hand  and  place  it  on  au  object  which  is 
not  legally  mine  the  State  has  to  interfere  ami  the  Slate  interferes.  So 
long  as  a  Muslim  places  his  hand  upon  a  girl  whom  he  can  marry 
legally  according  to  the  Muslim  Law  the  State  leaves  him  free.  But 
when  lie  stretches  his  hand  and  places  it  on  a  girl  whom  he  cannot 
marry  legally ,iit  is  the  'duty  and  responsibility  of  the  State  to  interfere 
there. 

Mr.  Muhamed  said  that  if  the  girl  is  so  foolish  as  to  forget  her 
tradition  and  selfrespect;  she  only  deserves  .to  suffer  the  consequences. 
This  might  appeal  to  vanity.  But  it  is  poor  humanity.  A  girl  can  be 
seduced  under  hundred  circumstances.  She  can  be  made  to  forget  ail 
history  and  tradition  under  very  many  circumstances.  Then  to  turn 
round  and  say  that  because  the  poor  ignorant  girl  forgot  her  tradition 
and  religion  she  must  suffer,  is  scant  humanity.  And  the  very  same 
person,  the  man  is  left  scot  free  of  the  consequences. 

I  asked  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  whether  'the  Muslim  religion  would 
condemn  more  strongly  a  marriage  between  a  Muslim  and  a  non 
Muslim  or  a  concubinage  between  a  Muslim  and  a  non-Muslim. 
Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  told  me,  and  I  was  astounded  to  hear  that,  that  it 
would  condemn  the  marriage  more  strongly.

According  to  Mr.  P.  3.  Muhamed,  a  person  who  enters  into  con¬ 
cubinage  will  be  mure  tolerably  viewed  than  a  person  who  has  the 
audacity  to  enter  into  marital  relationship  with  ft  non-Muslim  woman, 
yoi,  xvm,  so.  la. 
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[Mr.  Kainikkara  M.  Padmanabha  Pillai.] 

Sir,  I  cannot  speak  with  authority  about  what  the' Quoran  says  ;  but,  if 
my  memory  of  Quoran  is  correct  and— I  admit  it  is  a  very  undependable 
memory— 1  am  sure  that  the  Prophet  has  condemned  prostitution  in 
the  Quoran  in  even  much  more  fiery  words  than  were  quoted  here  by 
Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed.  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  quoted  here  a  passage  to 
show  that  if  a  person  married  a  non-Kithabi  lie  will  have  to  go  into 
fire.  But  I  car.  confidently  say  that  if  a  person  lives  with  a  woman 
in  conjugal  relationship  without  a  marriage,  according  to  Quoran  he 
will  have  to  go  into  greater  fires.  ThelProphet  has  commanded  his 
followers  to  fulfil  contracts,  arid  so  long  as  marriage  is  a  contract,  the 
Quoran  cannot  ignore  the  sacredness  and  sanctity  of  the  marriage. 
Bat  if  one  says  that  any  religion  would  approve  of  concubinage  in 
preference  to  marriage,  Sir,  lam  unable  to  accept  that  position. 

Thus  in  the  present  Bill  there  is  no  attempt  to  inteif  ire  with  the 
religious  law  but  just  to  enab'e  a  psrson  to  enter  into  an  honourable  and 
rasneotable  marriage  with  a  woman  whom  he  loves,  if  both  the  parties 
agree,  so  that  the  poor  children  mjy  be  saved  from  bastardy.  It  is  a 
clause  to  which  no  reasonable  exception  can  be  taken. 

Last  lime,  Sir,  I  said  that  if  at  least  the  Muslim  members  were 
unanimous,  I  would  sueport  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  P.  S.  Muuamed. 
But  I  must  point  out  that  even  though  the  President  in  the  exercise  of 
his  special  powers  permitted  the  honourable  member  to  move  the  motion 
during  the  third  reading,  the  Muslim  members  of  the  Assembly  are 
conspicuous  by  their  absence.  'That  is  clear  proof ,  that  the  Muslim 
members  are  not  at  cue  with  the  honourable  member.  That  gives  me 
moral  courage  to  vote  with  confidence  against  the  motion  of  the 
honourable  member.  Therefore,  Sir,  considering  all  these  facts,  con¬ 
sidering  es|  ecially  the  very  little  interest  shown  by  the  members  of  his 
own  religion,  I  would  appeal  to  t,ha  honourable  member  not  to  press 
his  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  this  House. 

MU.  PULIYOOR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  Sir,  an  identical  motion 
was  moved  by  the  honourable  member  last  time  and  then  it  was  lost. 
After  the  clarification  of  the  legal  implications  underlying  this  motion 
by  the  Chair  and  by  the  Legal  Remembrancer,  I  do  not  at  all  wish  to 
dilate  very  much  on  the  point  that  ihis  Bill  is  only  a  permissive  measure 
and  that  there  is  absolutely  no  compulsion  in  it.  The  provisions  of 
tne  Bill  do  not  at  all  compel  any  body  to  marry  under  the  provisions 
C'  ntrined  therein.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  only  a  permissive  piece  of 
legislation  intended  to  legitimate  the  marriages  which  are  invalid 
under  the  present  law  and  custom.  Sir,  when  I  asked  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  whether  be  is  aware  that  the  Civil  Marri¬ 
age  Act  is  in  force  in  Malabar,  he  said  that  he  was  not  aware  of  that. 
Sir.  very  great  organisations  like  the  Hanjan  Sevak  Sangham,  Delhi, 
are  anxiously  ■waiting  to  see  that  this  Bill  is  passed  into  law  in  Travan- 
core.  I  may  be  permitted  to  read  an  extract  from  the  report  of  the 
.Harqan  Sevak  Sangham  for  the  year  1940,  At  page  31  it  says  - 

“Thera  is  no  civil  menlegc  Act  in  Irevaucore  Although  the  Act  is  in  force 
Lth  tu  Ouohin  and  in  iialaber.  A  Bill  on  the  same  line  has  been  intro, 
diw  io  the  Tmancore  Legislative  Assembly  by  »  nQn-offioi»l  member.-’- . 
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It  is  vary  significant  that  there  was  not  a  single  honourable  Muslim 
member  in  this  House  to  second  Mr.  P.  S.  Mubamed,  and  had  it  not 
been  for  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Koehukora  Tharakan  the  amendment 
would  have  been  lost  for  want  of  seconding.  ‘What-  does  this  attitude 
on  the  part  cf  the  other  Muslim  members  show.  It  is  a  sure  index  of 
the  fact  tha  Mr.  P,  S.  Muhamed’s  amendment  is  lacking  in  the  support 
of  the  M  uslim  Community  behind  it.

We  are  aware  of  the  fact  Shat  if  there  is  any  one  community  in  this 
Slate  to  whom  the  application  of  such  a  measure  has  become  an  abso¬ 
lute  necessity,  it  is  the  Mohammedan  conunnnhy,  because  Sir,  lam 
rather  constrained  to  make  this  observation  as  a  result  of  my  experience. 
There  are  several  instances  in  which  ladies  belonging  to  respectable 
families  from  other  communities  have  been  attracted  by  members 
belonging  to  the  Muslim  community  and  such  ladies  and  the  children 
born  out  of  such  concubinage  have  become  after  some  time  absolutely 
helpless  and  their  position  has  become  very  miserable. 

MR.  E-  SUBRAMANIA  AIYAR  :  Does  the  imposition  of  this  law  stand 
in  the  way  of  concubinage  ? 

Mr.  PULIYOGR  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI :  No  Sir,  (he  whole  diffi¬ 
culty  may  be  obviated  by  enabling  those  people  to  contract  a  valid 
marriage  under  this  Bi:l.  Now,  the  system  of  concubinage  is  going  on 
due  to  the  absence  of  statutory  provision  for  a  valid  marriage  in  those 
cases.  By  enacting  this  measure,  such  difficulties  will  be  obviated. 
Another  point  I  wish  to  urge,  in  this  connection,  is  that  the  acceptance 
of  the  amendment,  will  certainly  nullify  the  effect  cf  the  Bill.  _  If 
we  are  going  to  exclude  community  after  community  from  the  operation 
of  the  enactment,  what  'is  the  use  of  such  a  legislation.  If  the  House 
is  of  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  are  sound  and  necessary  for 
tha  wellbeing  of  the  people,  no  community  in  toe  State  his  got  any 
right  for  being  exempted  therefrom.  There  is  no  jus.ifieation  for  the 
acceptance  of  the  amendment  which  is  likely  to  create  an  unholy 
precedent  by  giving  right  to  a  member  to  move  at  the  time  of  tha 
third  reading  a.n  amendment  which  was  lost  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  at  the  second  reading.  Hence  I  oppose  the  amendment- 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PiLlAI :  Sir,  I  want  to  make,  a  few  observations. 
Sir,  I  am  inclined  to  take  it  that  the  crux  of  the  objection  raised  by  the 
honourable  member  Mr.  P.  S.  Mubamed  h  is  not  been,  understood 
clearly  by  the  honourable  members  who  opposed,  him.  As  I  closely 
listened  to  his  speech  it  rather  appeared  to  me  that  the  most  important 
point  in  his  speech  was.  this.  -  The  •  Muslims. '.have  got  a  particular 
method  of  inheritance,  to  property  as.  enjoined  by  tte  Holy  Quoran  and 
if  the  marriage  of  a  Muslim  w.th  a  non-Muslim  is  legalised  oy  the 
Chili  Marriage  'Bill; "such  a  method  •  cf  distribution  of  property  as 
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enjoined  by  the  Holy  Quoran  will  be  affected  because  the  children  bora 
of  the  marital  connection  of  a'Muslim  with  a  non-MusIim:wili  have. a 
claim  to  the  property  of  the  father.  That  is  the  point  of  the  honoura¬ 
ble  member,  if  I  have  understood  him  correctly.  The  honourable  House 
has  therefore  got  to  take  into  consideration  'how  far  the  honourable 
member  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  can  lay  claim  to  the  sanctity  in  respect  of 
inheritance  of  the  property  of  a  Muslim  as  having  been  enjoined  by  the 
Holy  Quoran.  In  other' words,  if  the  House  is  of  opinion  that  the 
Holy  Quoran  should  bo  divested  of  its  injunctions  regarding  the  inlieri- 
tance  to  property  and  that  inheritance  is  not  covered  by"  the  tenets  of 
Islam,  the  honourable  member  Vr.  P.  S.  Muhamed’s  argument  will  not 
stand  for  a  moment.  As  I  understand,  if  the  injunctions  of  the.  Holy 
Quoran  have  to  be  strictly  obeyed  in  regard  to  devolution  of  property, 
are  not  those  injunctions  affected  if  the  present  Bill  is  passed  ? 

PRESIDENT :  It  is  not  quite  so  easy,  as  the  honourable  member 

puts  it.  Section  3 .  says

If  antecedently  to  that  marriage  these  persons  could  not  contract 
marital  relationship,  does  this  Act  give  proper  aid  ?  That  is  the  matter 
that  has  to  be  considered. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI :  Sir,  if  what  I  have  stated  represents 
the  position  put  forward  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed 
and  if  the  devolution  of  property  on  inheritance  is  to  be  strictly  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  injunctions  in  the  Holy  Quoran,  I  think  we  will  not  be  justi¬ 
fied  in  opposing  the  motion.  If  it  is  not  so,  then  I  believe  that  Mr.  P.  S. 
Muhamed  will  be  with  us  in  passing  this  Bill  as  it  stands. 

Secondly,  Sir,  I  have  a  suggestion  for  Mr.  ,P.  S.  Muhamed  to  con¬ 
sider,  What  does  this  Bill  denote.  Suppose  a  Muslim  is  living  with 
a  non-Muslim  woman  in  a  state  of  concubinage.  If  this  Bill  is  passed, 
it  is  open  to  the  Muslim  gentleman  to  continue  the  state  of  concubi¬ 
nage  unless  it  is  a  case  of  bis  being  enticed  into  making  it  a  marriage. 
So  long  as  the  Muslim  refuses  himself  to  be  entice  1  into  a  marriage, 
he  need  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  this  Bill.  But  if  he  is  so 
foolish  to  be  enticed  by  the  woman  into  a  marriage,  then  let  him  take 
the  risk-  But  Mr.  P.'S.  Muhamed  may  turn  round  and  say  what 
about  the  devolution  of  property  on  the  death  of  this  Muslim  to'  the 
children  born  to  him  and  his  Muslim  wife?  Will  their  share  as  en» 
joined  by  the  Holy  Quoran  nut  he  reduced  if  the  children  by  the  non- 
Mnslim  \v;fe  also  were  to  be  given  a  share.  Therefore  it  is  for  this 
House  to  seriously  consider  whether  it,  is  competent  for  this  House  to 
entrench' upon  the  injunctions  in  the  Holy  Quoran.  That  is  my  paint.

Ms.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  Sir,  speaking  for  myself,  I  must  submit 
that  I  welcome  a  legislation  of  this  nature.  For,  to  a  certain  extent,  I 
feel  it  may  pave  the  way  for  the  ending  of  communal  squabbes  andfor 
the  amalgamation  of  communities.  I  may  even  suggest  a  more  drastic 
legislation,  Probably  it  may  ran  counter  to  the  accepted  notions  of 
everybody  even  myself,  namely,  that  no  person  shall  marry  within  his 
own  community.  If  such  a  legislation  is  possible  for  us  to  pass,  there 
will  at  least  be  concord  and  harmony  if  not  for  ns  at  least  for  the 
coming  generation  and  a  number  of  interpellations  in  this  House  and 
a  number  of  other  matters  may  admit  of  easy  solution.  But  the  time 
has  not  yot  come  for  that. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  son-in-law  will  not  be  so  exorbitant.  {Laughter.) 

Mr  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AIYAR  :  I  must  submit  that  thejtime  bcs  not 
yet  come  for  that.  But  this  legislation  is  a  permissive  piece  of  legis¬ 
lation.  It  is  not  compulsory.  That  aspect  of  the  matter  should  never 
be  forgotten.  No  Muslim,  no  Brahmin,  is  compelled  by  this  legislation 
to  marry  any  member  of  any  other  community  following,  the  same 
religion  or  a  different  religion  and  therefore  I  do  not  see  why  any 
particular  oomnmuity  following  any  particular  religion  should  be  pro¬ 
hibited  from  availing  itself  of  the  permission  granted  by  the  legislation 
to  bring  about  a  marital  relationship  between  a  member  of  that  com¬ 
munity  and  some  other  community.  By  this  legislation,  has  any  res¬ 
triction  been  placed  upon  the  freedom  of  the  individual  to  make  his 
choice  ?  The  feeling  and  the  sentiment  of  the  people  have  been  res¬ 
pected  towards  certain  extent.  That  is  to  say,  if  there  is  already  a  law 
or  custom  which  requires  a  particular  form  to  be  observed  in  bringing 
about  a  valid  marriage  between  two  persons,  that'law  is  left  in  tact. 
Only  when  a  marriage  cannot  be  had  under  the  law  and  custom  of  a 
particular  community  this  legislation  comes  in  andTsays,  “which  ever 
community  you  belong  to  if  you  two  agrae  to  have  marital  relationship 
between  yourself  the  law  will  permit  it.”  So  much  so  I  emphasised 
that  point  that j  restriction  upon  the  freedom  of  the  individual  is  not 
attempted  by  this  legislation  as  in  the  case  of  other  legislations  which, 
may  have  been  passed  by  this  House.  These  conscientious  objections 
will  not  be  raised  either  on  account  of  the  traditions  or  time-honored 
customs  or  religious  scruples.  As  already  observed  here  with  respect 
to  the  loss  of  inheritance  apart  from  the  question  whether  the  law  of 
inheritance  must  continue  to  be  followed,  a  marriage  between  a  Muslim 
and  a  non-Muslim  exists  oven  today  to  a  limited  exten1 .  A  Moham¬ 
medan  male  can  marry  a  Christian  lady,  The  converse  may  not  occur. 
The  "Christian  gentleman  cannot  marry  a  Mohammedan  woman  what-. 
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aver  may  be  fcbe  cause.  Probably  it  is  the  psychological  cause,  the 
possessor  instinct.  Every  community  likes  to  have  its  women  not  to 
get  out  of  it.  So  'much  so,  so  far  as  inheritance  is  concerned  the 
arithmetic^  rule  is  followed  at  any  rate  .without  operating  in  thecs.se 
of  Christian  woman. 

Mr.  P.  S.  MUHAMED  ;  In  the  case  of  Christum  woman  a  Moharn-  - 
medan  Law  is  admitted  but  in  the  case  of  marriages  under  this  Law 
it  is  a  different  law. 

Ms.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AlYAR  :  So  far  as  the  different  law  is  concerned 
the  question  is  whether  it  should  be  modified  or  not. 

Then  wo  come  to  the  root  of  the  law  of  inheritance.  So  l'ar  as 
jurists  understand  it  nobody  has  got  vested  interest  in  the  law  of  in¬ 
heritance.  That  is  to  say  after  the  post  mortem  deposition,  who  is  the 
heir?  The  heir  is  the  person  designated  by  the  law.  That  is  the 
reason  why  in  different  communities  different  systems  of  inheritance 
have  come  into  existence.  When  a.  man  dies  there  k  no  meaning  iu 
saying  that  he  'is  possessed  of  that  property  When  lie  dies  the  sta*e 
is  possessed  of  that  property.  There  is  absolutely  no  merit  in  that. 
Therefore  the  State  has  accepted  the  Mohammedan  Law  to  the  extent 
as  its  own  law.  And  the  law  of  inheritance  may  be  .modified  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  sentimenls  of  the  community  among  which  the  law  pre¬ 
vails.  When,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Nair  law  was  passed,  the  Hindu 
Law  was  modified  to  that  extent.  The  law  of  succession  and  inherit¬ 
ance  is  §■  creature  of  positive  law. 

MR.  M.  SLATHANU  PILLAi  :  May  I  know  whether  any  legislature 
can  embark  upon  making  in-roads  into  the  Quoranic  Law  ? 

MR.  E,  SUBRAMONIA  AlYAR  :  Yes.  Yon  have  to  divorce  material 
interest  from  spiritual  interest  and  law-  of  inheritance  is  the  material 
property.  The  relationship  may  be  so  adjusted  as  to  make  for  the 
advancement  of  the  State. 

MR.  M.  SlVATHANU  PiLLAl :  May  I  know  from  the  member  what  his 
views  are  in  view  of  the  statement  found  in  page  05  para  II  of  the  book 
called  Translation  Of  The  Glorious  Quoran  and  what  is  the  injunction 
in  respect  of  the  inheritance  of  property  as  contained  in  it  ?  ' 

.  Mr.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  AlYAR  :  That  passage  does  not  touch  the  pro¬ 
blem-  how  raised  here. 

.There  was  no  divorce  from  religion  and  property  rights  as  is  found 
in. the  Hindu  law.  At  an  early  age  all  the  things  were  found  to  be 
mixed  .up.  Now  there  u  the  Mohomadan  law,  the  Mauu’s  law  etc. 
The  passage  read  out  by  my  Mead  says  that  the  property  may  be  distri¬ 
buted  among  certain  relations  in  a  particular  way  and  also  whether 
those  relations  can  be  brought  about  by  marriage  in  a  different  form 
with  other  people.  If  there  is  marriage  and  the  Mohomedan  law  says 
that-  a  particular  individual  is  the  child  of  a  particular  Mohomed'4 
certainly,  that  law  will  apply.  The  marriage  between  a  Mohomedafl 
male  and  a  Christian  lady  is  recognised  though  they  belong  or  continue  to 
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belong  to  different  religions  and  their  children  w^ll  get  their  fair  share 
mentioned  in  the  Quoran.  The  real  question,  involved  here  is  whether 
we  should  enlarge  that  freedom.  Tomorrow  a  Mohamedan  may  marry 
not  only  from  the  Christian  community  but  from  the  other  communities 
as  well.  No  doubt  the  other  idea  involved  was  that  Christian  was  not 
a  Mohamedan.  'The  Quoran.  does  not  permit  of  such  a  marriage 
taking  place.  But  the  bill  now  at  issue  is  a  permissive  legislation. 
.No  law  can  be  laid  down  for  all  time.  The  law  also  must  change  as ' 
the  society  is  dynamic.  It  is  not  static  like  the  law  of  the  Medes  and 
the  Persians.  The  tendency  of  the  present  day  is  that  nobody  is  going 
I  to  condemn  a  law  because  it  is  changing  from  day  to  day 
*  in  a  particular  way.  And,  as  I  said,  this  law  is  a  permissive  legisla¬ 
tion,  there  is  no  restriction  upon  the  individual.  If  the  religion  is 
so  sacred,  if  the  intention  of  the  Quoran-is  not  sufficient  to  suppress 
the  chaotic  'activities  of  the  individual,  then  there  is  no  meaning  in 
calling  him  a  Mohamedan,  for  the  Qu?oan  says  that  he  shall  not  marry 
except  from  his  own  community.  If  one  man  breaks  that  injunction, 
then  he  certainly  breaks  the  Quoran  and  therefore  he  must  reap  the 
consequences  of  that  action. 

As  regards  the  other  aspect  of  the  matter  when  freedom  of  the 
individual  is  taken  away,  there  is  no  restriction  upon  concubinage  and 
for  this,  there  must  be  another  piece  of  legislation.  The  question 
whether  it  is  feasible  is  another  matter.  The  law  has  not  gone  to  that 
extent  as  to  prohibit  if  not  regulate  non-raarital  sex  expression. 
Whether  it  is  England  or  America,  adultery  is  punished,  but  non-mari- 
tal  sex  expression  is  another  and  there  is  no  law  for  that,  in  England. 
The  question  whether  such  a  law  should  come  at  all  that  is  a  welcome 
proposition  no  doubt  I  do  not  know  whether  the  society  will  like  it. 

HSR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  :  Then,  what  about  the  pro¬ 
position  regarding  prostitution  among  the  population  ? 

MR.  E.  SUBRAMONIA  A!YAR  :  To  some  extent  you  are  regulating  it. 
You  have  to  do  it  with  due  regard  to  sanitation  and  health  problems. 

My  point  is  that  so  far  as  this  bill  is  concerned,  this  does  not 
touch  the  freedom  of  an  individual  so  much  so  there  is  no  necessity  to 
be  very  anxious  about  it.  Injunctions  of  the  Quoran  are  certainly  to 
be  implicitly  followed  by  every  Mohamedan  if  he  wants  to  be  called 
like  that.  If  he  breaks  it,  he  is  no  more  a  Mohamedan.  I  ask  the 
question  why  should  he  claim  the  privileges  of  a  Mohamedan  ?  . 

So  then,  the  position  comes  to  this.  It  is  only  a  sentimental 
objection,  I  began  by  saying,  that  the  bill  has  a  very  beneficient 
aspect.  It  will  serve  a  purpose  in  society,  though  you  may  get  a 
glimmering  of  it.  If  two  people  agree  to  move  about  in  society  in  a 
respectable  way,  calling  themselves  as  husband  and  wife,  why  should 
one  stand  in  their  way  ?  The  law  too  does  not  say  that  they  should 
marry.  Whether  they  are  going  to  marry  is  another  matter,  but  if 
two  people  think  that  they  should  not  marry  at  all  but  live  together 
without  marriage  and  require  a  status  in  society  why  should  one  stand 
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{n  their  way  and  say,  ‘no,  you  shall  nob’.  As  I  said,  as  the  bill  'has  a 
beneficient  aspect  let  us  see  how  the  provision  works.  If  it  works, 
satisfactorily  and  no  danger  comes  as  a  consequence  of  it,  let  the  bill 
exist-  When  once  we  feel  that  it  is  working  harm,  we  shall  then 
think  of  mending  it.  Now,  we  need  not  anticipate  troubles  in  the 
working  of  the  bill.  But  the  moment  troubles  of  different  description 
arise  outweighing  the  advantages,  then  some  other  persons  will  think 
of  altering  the  legislation.  Better  experience  will  dictate  the  course  to 
be  adopted.  This  is  all  what  I  have  to  say. 

MR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIRi  Sir,  I  too  oppose  the 
amendment.  Before  I  begin  to  speak  anything  on  it  I  should  congra¬ 
tulate  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  for  the  able  appeal 
he  has  made  and  for  his  using  the  religion  as  a  shield  to  eclipse  the 
vital  aspects  of  this  piece  of  legislation.  He  was  telling  the  House 
that  the  majority  of  Islam  is  at  stake,  that  the  Islamic  culture  is  at 
stake,  that  Islamic  religion  is  at  stake  if  his  amendment  is  not  accepted. 
He  was  saying  that  the  very  existence  of  Islam  will  be  undermined  if 
this  piece  of  legislation  is  accepted  by  the  House  as  such.  I  may 
complement  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  for  his  strict 
orthodoxy.  Muslim  orthodoxy  will  also  congratulate  and  complement 
him.  May  I  ask  him  whether  this  kind  of  legislation  was  not,  in 
existence  in  Turkey  from  1917  ?  Whether  it  was  not  amended  not 
less  than  half  a  dozen  "times  thereafter?  Has  the  Islamic  religion 
suffered  on  that  score,  has  it  been  undermined  ?  I  ask  him,  Sir,  whe¬ 
ther  Cochin  has  not  passed  a  similar  legislation  and  whether  the  Islamic 
religion  there  has  suffered  anything  on  that  score  ?  Does  my  honour¬ 
able  friend  mean  to  say  that  Cochin  do  not  have  enough  number  of 
Muslims  in  the  legislature  and  that  they  are  less  orthodox?  Has  the 
North  Travancore  Muslim  league  passed  any  resolution  opposing  the 
bill.  Has  any  other  honourable  Muslim  member  of  this  house  oppos¬ 
ed  this  legislation  ?  Then  why  should  Mr.  Muhamed  alone  oppose  it? 
The  supposed  uncontested  leader  of  the  Muslim  community  in  India 
Mr.  Mahomed  Ali  Jinnah  continues  to — 

MR.  PUL1YQ0R  TV  P.  VEUYUDHAN  P1LLA1  :  May  I  ask  the  member 
whether  Mr.  Jinnah  is  the  leader  of  the  Muslim  community  ? 

*  HR.  KANNANTHODATH  JANARDANAN  NAIR :  I  said  the  supposed 
uncontested  leader.  I  said  Mr.  Jinnah  continues  to  be  the  leader  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  he  has  married  a  Parsi  lady,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  his  daughter  married  a  Parsi.  Has  H.  H.  the  Aga  Khan  gone 
down  in  the  estimation  of  the  muslim  community  because  he  married 
a  European  lady?  I  don’t  understand  then  what  Mr.  Muhamed  means 
in  telling  us  that  if  this  legislation  is  accepted,  it  wiil  terribly  affect 
the  Islamie  religion.  In  sh  ;rt  his  arguments  are  that  Islamic  religion 
will  be  wiped  out  from  the  country  if  we  do  not  accept  his  amendment 
that  the  Islamic  culture  will  vanish  as  it  were  from  the  land.  ’ 
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Islam  has  provided  for  the  devolution  of  pro'perty  in  case  a  Moham- 
edan  lady  is  married  by  some  either  from  that  community  or  from 
some  other  community.  Does  it  apply  to  any  Mahomedan  if  he  goes 
out  of  his  community  to  marry  somebody  outside  his  community  ?  No. 
That  applies  only  when  a  Mohamedan  lady  is  married  by  a  man  outside 
the  Mohamedan  community.  Then  again  Islamic  religion  does  not 
prohibit  a  Mohamedan  from  marrying  outside  his  community.  So  am 
I  to  understand  that  my  friend  wants  all  the  advantages  of  law  to 
Mohamedans  only?  If  that  is  so  it  is  indeed  a  pitiable  partiality.  As 
Mr.  Subramonia  Aiyar  pointed  out,  this  piece  of  legislation  is  only  a 
J  permissive  piece  of  legislation.  It  does  not  at  all  contemplate  compul¬ 
sion.  Mr.  Muliamed  in  his  enthusiastic  discussion  has  forgotten  a  big 
if  not  the  main  aspect  of  this  bill.  The  Islamic  religion  speaks  of  very 
broad  principles,  and  this  bill  embodies  only  those  principles  accepted 
and  approved  by  the  Holy  quoran.  If  a  Mahomedan  lady  marries  and 
begets  children  out  of  that  marriage,  the  children  are  entitled  to  a  share 
of  wealth  according  to  the  Mohamedan  law  and  this  law  only  approve* 
and  extends  that  principle  to  Mohamedan -gentlemen  who  for  some 
reason  happens  to  marry  a  non- mohamedan  lady  and  begets  children. 
According  to  me  this  bill  enforces  three  broad  principles.  One  is  the 
Individual  liberty,  an  approval  of  its  assertion.  If  an  individual  for 
some  reasou  or  another  finds  it  a  pleasure  to  seduce  and  marry  a  lady 
from  another  community,  why  should  religion  stand  in  the  way  as  a 
stumbling  block  and  try  to  impede  the  exertion  of  the  liberty  of  that 
individual.  Why  should  the  liberty  be  curtailed  by  religion  when  all 
along  we  are  trying  to  progress  in  individualism,'  shaking  off  the 
strangle  hold  of  religion.  Progress  was  and  will  be  the  watchword  of 
the  individual.  Should  religion  stand  midway  and  shout  ‘No,  you  shall 
not’.  I  am  not  prepared  to  endorse  that  view  if  it  be  the  view  of  my 
honourable  friend. 

Another  point  raised  by  Mr.  Muhamed  is  the  point  of  morality. 
Concubinage  has  been  in  existence  and  it  will  be  in  existence.  Sir,  I 
ask  Mr.  Muhamed,  is  morality  acceptance  of  concubinage  as  such  or 
is  it  acceptance'of  marriage?  Does  my  friend  want  to  encourage  con¬ 
cubinage  in  the  name  of  morality  and  religion?.  I  need  not  have  an 
answer  through  him  because  he  will  have  only  to.  say  that  acceptance 
of  the  position  of  marriage  will  be  morality  whereas  acceptance  ofLthe 
concubinage  will  not  be  morality. 

The  third  point  is  merely  the  humanitarian  aspect.  A  man  mar¬ 
ries  any  woman  from  outside  his  community,  as  it  stands  now,  both  the  ■ 
individuals  will  be  excommunicated  from  their  communities.  Suppose 
he  begets  children.  According  to  the.  present  laws  which  are  in 
existence,  his  children  are  punished  for  their  innocence.  They  are  not 
allowed  to  succeed  to  the  parent’s  wealth.  Sir,  if  this  law.eomes  into 
force,  both  the  children  and  the  wife  will  get  a  share,  of  the  wealth  of 
the  parent,  Does  Mr.  Muhamed  want  to  have  this  position  or  the 
present  position  by  which  the  children  and  -the  wife  are  sent  out  in 
absolute  penury  and  misery?  I  know  he  will  only  choose  the  first 
position.  If  this  legislation  is  not  brought  into  force,  the  position  of 
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the  wife  and  children  will  be  that  of  a  bat.  She  cannot  be  considered 
either  as  a  mammal  or  a  bird.  On  one  side  the  birds  will'  say,  you  have 
got  teeth  and  you  are  not  a  bird;  on  the  other  side  mammals  will  say 
you  are  a  bird  for  you  have  -wings.  One  community  will  disclaim  them 
the  other  will  not  want  them.  It  will  go  on  like  that.  What  all  this 
legislation  wants  is  to  do  away  with  that,  and  to  give  them  all  the  privi¬ 
leges  that  are  to  be  legitimately  conferred  on  them.  So,  the  position 
is  that  if  we  accept  the  amendment,  that  will  be  tantamount  to  a 
negation  of  the  principles  of  the  bill  and  to  throwing  out  the  Bill  itself.^ 
If  one  community  is  allowed  to  be  exempted,  other  communities  will1 
naturally  follow  suit,  and  in  that  manner  every  community  will  want  to 
get  exempted  from  this  legislation  and  thus  this  legislation  will  become 
null  and  void.  The  result  is  that  this  legislation,  intended  to  bring  in 
communal  harmony  at  least  among  the  next  generation,  extending  a 
legal  possibility  of  union  by  blood,  will  be  denied  to  the  nation.  So  Sir, 
I  oppose  the  amendmentand  commend  the  Bill  for  the  acceptance  of 
this  House. 

SRY.  T,  NARAYANI  AiWMA  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  amendment  because 
it  goes  against  the  very  principle  underlying’  this  Bill.  Section  2 of 
the  Bill  says : 

“It  shall  apply  to  all  persons  domiciled  in  Travancore  and  to  such 
persons  not  so  domiciled  as  have  or  shall  have  marital  relation  m  the 
form  prescribed  under  this  Act  with  persons  domiciled  in  Travancore.” 

Sir,  to  exclude  any  community  from  the  operation  of  this  Act  is 
to  defeat  the  very  object  of  the  Bill.  After  all,  it  is  only  a  permissive 
piece  of  legislation  and  it  cannot  in  any  way  be  said  to  affect  the  religi¬ 
ous  sentiments  of  any  community.  Then,  again,  Sir,  it  is’ a  piece  of 
reform,  for  which  there  has  been  demand  from  the  enlightened  mem¬ 
bers  of  all  communities.  Similar  legislations  have  already  found  a 
place  in  the  Statute  books  of  other  States,  and  Travancore  which  has 
given  a  lead  in  regard  to  several  important  aspects  ofsocial  reform  will 
only  be  falling  into  line  with  some  of  the  other  Province!  and  States 
in  India  by  the  passing  of  this  Act.  I  therefore  oppose  the  motion.

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MR.  K.  G.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  also  beg  to  oppose  the 
motion.  I  do  so  with  great  regret  because  I  am  well  aware  of  the 
strong  feelings  underlying  the  motion.  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed  is  not 
alone  in  opposing  such  a  measure  as  is  brought  before  this  House. 
Esteemed.Chfistain  friends  of  mine  have  told  me  that  this  is  a  measure 
affecting  the  fundamentals  of  their  religion.  Equally  esteemed  Moham¬ 
medan  friends  have  told  me  that  it  does  affect  their  religion  too. 
Therefore,  Sir,  let  it  not  be  said  that  we  do  not  respect  their  views  on 
this  biil.  We  do  respect  them.  We  do  respect  their  views  and  when 
analysed,  what  are  the  poin is  of  their  objections  ?  I  have  been  care¬ 
fully  listening  to  Mr.  P.  S.  Muhamed’s  speech  and  I  have  been  care¬ 
ful  enough  to  understand  from  the  arguments  of  other  honourable 
members  who  supported  the  amendment  and  it  can  be  reduced  into  3 
heads. 

The  first  head  of  opposition  comes  from  sentiment.  I  am  one  of 
those  who  believe  in  sentiment  being  one  of  the  greatest  propelling 
forces  of  human  action.  Therefore,  Sir,  more  than  all  arguments  and 
logic  I  very  often  yield  to  sentiment.  In  this  respect  the  sentiment  is 
based  upon  a  combination  of  superstition  and  a  combination  of  fear 
that  their  religion  will  suffer  if  this  measure  is  allowed  to  be  enacted. 
It  is  merely  because  I  feel  that  the  sentiment  on  this  particular  aspect 
is  not  based  upon  those  higher  and  nobler  ideas  and  ideals  that  I  do 
not  support  it. 

Looking  at  the  question  of  marriage  being  a  religious  sacrament,  I, 
for  one,  am  prepared  to  concede  that  there  are  certain  Communities 
which  believe  that  marriage  is  a  religious  sacrament.  I  myself  believe 
that  marriage  is  a  secrament  and  that  more  than  marriage  there  is 
nothing  higher  and  nobler  in  life.  But,  having  said  that  it  does  not 
affect  the  principle  of  the  bill,  anybody  who  believes  marriage  to  be 
a  sacrament,  anybody  who  believes  that  a  man  and  woman  once  joined 
'cannot  break  it  here  or  hereafter  is  quite  welcome  to  that  course  of 
action.  Bo  we  want  a  Christian  who  wants  to  go  to  heaven  to  marry 
a  Nair  lady  ?  Docs  this  bill  prevent.  Mr  P.  S.  Muhamed  from  going 
to  heaven  V  It  does  not.  In  every  community  there  are  people  who 
do  not  want  to  go  .  to  heaven  as  it.  is  generally  understood  but  want 
this  earth  to  be  made  their  'heaven.  That  is  their  notion  of  heaven- 
A  young  man  may  like  to  marry  a  beautiful  woman  of  another 
community  and  want  to  enjoy  heaven  on  earth.  I  am  asking  how  does 
it  affect  those  people  who  believe  that  marriage  is  a  sacrament.  Every 
one  who  believes  that  marriage  is  a  sacrament  can  believe  and  die  in 
that  belief.  But  what  about  those  people  who  do  not  believe  so  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  light  they  have  obtained  ?  Those  people  are  also  citizens 
of  the  state  and  are  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  those 
who  claim  io  stand  on  a  nobler  footing.  They  stand  in  law’ on  the 
same  footing.  Suppose  a  Hair  wants  to  marry :  an  Ezbava  lady  and  a 
young  Muslim  wants  to  marry  a  Christian  girl.  These  things  should 
not  be  prevented  by  law.

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The  third  objection  is  with  regard  to  inheritance.  If  I  earn  any¬ 
thing,  in  law  I  can  bequeath  or  give  it  away  to  whomsoever  I  please  so 
that  so  far  as  your  own  earnings  are  concerned  you  are  its  own  muster. 
But  Mr.  P.  S  Mnhamed  says  that  inspite  of  the  law,  you  need  not 
give  anything  to  the  wife  if  she  happens  to  be  a  Nair  lady.  So  far  as 
ancestral  properties  are  concerned,  has  anybody  a  right  to  dispose  it 
off?  Supposing  there  is  a  father  and  he  has  inherited  ancestral  pro¬ 
perties  worth  a  lakh  of  rupees  and  his  son  has  married  a  beautiful  Parsi 
lady,  Can  the  fa  her  exclude  his  son  of  his  right  of  the  property 
saying  that  ho  is  the  custodian  of  the  ancestral  properly  ?  The  father  j 
got  h  s  right  because  of  his  birfcn  in  that  fami'y.  I  lia  son  also  is  born 
in  the  same  family.  If  the  father  has  got  ihe  right  of  the  ancestral 
property  because  of  his  birth  in  the  family,  1  ask  why  the  son  also 
shou'd  not  have  that  right.  Tih  the  son  attains  tnajoilty,  the  father 
is  only  the  trustee  of  the  property.  So  the  son  has  as  much  right  as 
the  father  to  dispose  of  the  property  to  whomsoever  he  likes. 

Over  and  above  all  these  things,  I  sincerely  believe  that  this 
enabling  law  will  conduce  to  communal  harmony.  As  Mr.  K.  K.  Nara¬ 
yanan  pat  it,  it  cannot  solve  all  our  problems  but  it  will  be  a  stepping 
stone  to  solve  our  communal  problem.  It  is  one  of  the  steps  that  will 
lead  the  future  generations  to  more  social  harmony,  more  communal 
amity  and  a  betipr  understanding  between  the  different  communities 
and  enable  us  to  work  for  the  prosperity  of  the  State.  If  this  bill  is 
worked  out.  it  will  be  a  death  knell  to  Pakistan,  reservation  and  such 
other  things.  Therefore,  I  say. that  in  the  interests  of  social  harmony 
and  communal  amity,  this  bill  must  be  passed,  After  all,  it  is  only  an 
enabling  bill  and  it  does  not  compel  anybody  to  do  such  and  such 
things,  It  does  not  compel  anybody  to  take  any  step  other  than  the 
one  he  wants  to  do,  The  bill  is  only  on  lino  with  modern  trends  and 
feelings,  The  force  of  modern  tendencies  compels  us  to  enact  such  a 
law  for  the  sake  of  society  and  future  prosperity,  If  you  do  not  allow 
this,  I  submit  Sir,  that  it  is  against  all  principles  of  justice  and  har¬ 
mony.  Therefore  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  M,  R,  NARAYANA  PILLAI :  Sir,  I  move  that  the  question  be 
now  put.

Mr.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR;  Sir,  the  Public  Service  orders  came  in¬ 
to  existence  after  much  agitation  within  this  House  and  outside.  The 
present  orders  which,  are  brought  into  existence  are  fairly  satisfactory 
from  the  Btand  poit  of  the  backward  classes  and  nonprivileged  commun¬ 
ities,  who  were  at  a  disadvantage  when  there  was  no  such  arrangement. 
But  the  present  complaint  is  that,  though  there  is  such  an  arrangement 
for  equitable  distribution  of  places  to  the  backward  communities  and  the 
nonprivileged  classes,  there  are  so  many  wonderful  methods' utilised  to 
outwii.  them  and  prevent  them  from  getting  the  places  provided  for  them 
in  the  arrangement.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  as  you  know  very  well,  Sir,  most 
of  the  backward  communities  are  not  in  a  position  even  to  ascertain 
from  reliable  sources  the  sort'of  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  near 
future.  They  have  no  access  to  the  places  from  which  reliable  infor¬ 
mation  can  be  obtained.  Unless  some  arrangement  is  made  by  Govern¬ 
ment  for  making  this  information  public,  those  people  who  are  resid¬ 
ing  away  from  the  centre  of  administration  Who  are  not  familiar  with 
their  tangles  cannot,  even  know  the  plaoss  to  which  they  are’ entitled 
to  apply  and  where  they  need  not  apply  for  them.  I  understand  that 
there  are  certain  places,  to  which  Ezhavas  should  have  been  seUoted, 
which  lie  vacant  now,  because  there  were  no  applicants  from  among 
Ezhavas,  though  as  a  matter  of  fact  I  know  that  there  are  very  many 
young  men  among  Ezhavas  who  are  qualified  and  whoyeasn  to  get  some 
place.  They  did  not  know  that  there  were  such  places,  to  be  filled  up. 
They  have  their  right.  To  get  the  information  is  the  essential  thing  ret 
quirea  in  these  matters.  Even  when  the  communities  which  are  backward 
are  vigilant  in  the  matter  of  certafn  appointments,  they  cannot  provide 
sufficient  number  of  candidates.  Eor  example,  in  the  matter  of  techni¬ 
cal  examination  in  the  Engineering  and  Medical  courses  candidates  with 
special  qualif  cations  are  required.  Sir,  after  the  Public  Service  Recru- 
'  itment  arrangement  has  come  ioto  force,  we  have  the  University  of 
Travancore  also  started.  It  is  an  autonomous  body.  As  its  constitution 
is  formulated  at  present,  the  backward  communities  have  no  scope  for 
influencing  the  Syndicate  or  the  Senate  so  that  their  special  drawbacks 
maybe  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  University  authorities,  with  the 
'  result  that  in  due  course,  though  there  is  a  favourable  Public  Service 
Recruitment  arrangement,  it  may  be  found  that  qualified  hands  from 
the  backward  communities  are  lacking.  Eor,  in  the  University,  unlesj 
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a  soecial  miniinun  is  fixed  as  qualification  for  selection  of  the  candidates 
fordifferent  courses  of  study,  there  is  no  chance  for  the  backward  commu¬ 
nities  to  pet  places  for  training  in  the  technical  courses.  The  privileged 
communities  which  started  their  education  earlier  have  secured  an  initial 
advantage  in  education  and  they  have  any  number  of  students  who  have 
obtained  first  and  second  classeejiri  examinations.  By  a  long  course  of  trai¬ 
ning  and  by  tradition  they  know  the  secrets  of  gottingthe  highest  marks 
and  in  what  all  ways  they  should  prepare  themselves  in  order  to  get  a 
very  high  rank  in  the  examination.  All  the  secrets  to  get  higher  marks 
in  the  examination,  are  unknown  to  the  students  of  the  backward  com¬ 
munities.  Even  when  in  the  intellectual  calibre  the  students  of  the  back¬ 
ward  communities  may  be  at  a  par  with  the  students  of  the  privileged 
classes,  on  account  of  certain  special  disadvantages  the  former  may  not 
take  high  places  in  the  examinations.  That  is  the  difficulty  confront¬ 
ing  the  backward  classes.  What  is  given  with  the  right  hand  is  being 
taken  away  with  the  left  hand,  by  the  university  technics.  If  there 
ib  no  provision  specially  made  to  choose  candidates  from  the  backward 
communities  with  a  minimum  qualification  fixed  for  technical  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  University  courses,  there  is  no  safety  for  the  backward 
classes  in  the  Public  Service  also.  Considering  all  these  things,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  best  course  for  safeguarding  the  interests  of  the  people 
who  are  backward  now  in  the  Public  Services,  is  to  have  a  proper  adver¬ 
tisement  of  the  places  which  may  be  filled  up  in  the  near  future,  and  the 
sort  of  qualifications  which  may  be  expected  of  the  candidates.  Unless 
the  Government  and  the  University  authorities  and  the  authorities  who 
have  got  power  of  appointment  or  making  promotions  show  sympathy 
and  consideration  towards  these  backwards  class  people,  they  cannot 
'  come  up;  and  their  grievances.will  survive  for  a  long  time  to  come.  I 
b»g  to  emphasise  that  there  should  be  a  change  of  attitude,  a  mental 
change,  a  change  of  heart,  a  deeply  sympathetic  disposition  on  the  part  ' 
ofjjthe  persons  who  are  placed  in  an  advantageous  position,  towards  poor 
backward  class  candidates,  to  have  their  position  also  safeguarded.  The 
object  of  those  who  are  in  an  advantageous  position  should  not  be  to 
see  that  as  many  places  as  possible  are  secured  for  themseives  outwitt¬ 
ing  the  poor  people  who  were  held  down  as  a  government  policy 
of  the  State.  Nothing  will  be  secured  to  keep  the  general  interest 
thereby.  On  the  other  hand  much  of  bad  blood  will  be  roused.  The 
communal  harmony  will  vanish.  The  Present  misunderstanding  will 
continue  for  a  long  time  to  come  unless  a  deliberate  policy  is  adopted 
aDd  sincerely  worked  out  for  its  achievement  by  the  people  who  are  in 
an  advantageous  position  and  who  are  wielding  power.  So,  in  all  these 
things  even  the  publication  of  the  ir  formation,  I  beg  to  submit,  will  not 
be  enough.  There  should  be  a  sincere  descrimination  on  the  part  of  the 
authorities  who  are  in  power  to  see  that  they  give  scope  for  no  compla¬ 
int  hereafter.  The  privileged  class  should  mete  out  justice,  by  their  equ¬ 
itable  attitude  of  equitable  dealing  towards  their  brethren  of  the  back¬ 
ward  classes.  Only  thus  can  this  sort  .of  grievance  vanish  from  this  State. 
When  the  general  grievances  of  the  land  confronting  us  are  taken  in- 
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to  consideration,  this  is  a  petty  thing.  This  sqnable  for  places  in  the 
public  services  is  a  petty  thing.  But  that  has  a  place  in  the  scheme 
of  things  in  the  State,  because  certain  communities  are  left  low  in  the 
scale  of  human  status,  in  the  social  life.  By  the  places  secured' in  the 
public  services,  by  tradition,  we  find  that  the  communities  holding  places 
in  the  public  service  has  a  sort  of  superiority  by  that  force  alone  and 
those  who  have  no  chance  of  getting  places  in  the  public  service  have 
got  a  sort  of  inferiority  complex.  It  is  manifested  by  the  sort  of  treat¬ 
ment  meted  out  to  them  by  other  comm  unities  as  well.  So,  though  it  is 
a  small  thing  in  the  wider  economic  programme  which  confronts  us,  due 
weight  cannot  but  be  given  to  these  things  also.  By  the  solution  of 
.  public  service  only,  can  we  solve  with  a  united  front  the  wider  economic 
difficulties  and  o'her  general  grievances  of  the  land.  Hence  with  that 
wider  outlook  and  with  that  higher  ideology  and  with  the  prosperity  of 
whole  State  in  view,  all  the  parties  concerned  should  deal  with 
this  question.  1  appeal  once  again  to  those  persons  and  to  those 
oommunities  who  command  influence  in  the  State  that  they  should 
.  as  the  elder  brethren  and  as  persons  who  know  things  batter  and 
who  can  guide  their  younger  brethren,  shouid  show  a  fair  attitude, 
should  deal  with  their  poor  brethren  with  kindness  and  equity.  Then 
only  will  this  land,  though  it  is  prosperous  in  several  ways  by  nature’s 
gift  and  other  wise,  go  on  with  full  prosperity  holding  its  due  place 
under  its  great  ruler.  With  these  words  I  support  the  resolution  before 
the  House.

President  occupied  it) 

Mr.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM:  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  obserVa* 
tions  regarding  the  resolution  before  the  House.  The  resolution 
demands  publication  immediately  in  the  Government  Gazette  of  a 
statement,  by  caste  of  all  Government  servants  in  each  grade  and 
department  .at  the  time  when  the  Public  Service  Commissioner 
was  appointed  and  after  three  years  of  his  functioning.  Now,  the  first 
Public  Service  Commissioner  was  appointed  more  than  three 
years  ago  and  after  his  functioning  as  the  Public  Service  Commissioner 
for  three  years  we  have  been  supplied  with  a  report  of  his  work. 
Therein  we'get  certain  statistics  and  the  principles  which  were  worked 
by  him.  Bor  removing  the  defects  found  in  them,  a  new  set  of  recruit¬ 
ment  rules  was  framed  and  they  are  nowin  force.  Now,  this  resolution 
wants  firstly  to  have  a  statement  of  matters  as  they  stood  at  the  time 
when  the  first  Public  Service  Commissioner  was  appointed.-  The 
second  statement  required  relates  to  the  state  of  affairs  as  the  end  of 
the  three  years  of  that  Public  Service  Commissioner's  functioning. 
Putting  these  two  statements  together  I  am  afraid  no  useful  purpose 
will  be  served  If  the  resolution  were  to  the  effect  that  similar  statis¬ 
tics  should  be  supplied  from  the  date  when  the  new  public  service 
recruitment  rules  came  into  force,  that  would  have  been  then  of  some 
use  to  understand  and  compare  matters  in  a  way  which  will  be  helpful 
for  the  settlement  of  the  communal  claims.  How  these  statistics  could 
be  made  use  of  have  been  explained  by  ;he  mover  of  the  reso.ution  and 
the  honourable  member  who  supported  him.  1  have  no  quarrel  with 
those  things.  My  only  point  is  that  the  resolution,  as  such,  if  carried, 
naay  not  serve  the  purpose  intended  by  the  resolution*

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  Honourable  member  may  speak  in 
English.  Ordinarily  a  member  is  expected  io  speak  in  English,  unless 
he  seeks  the  permission  of  the  Chair. 

MR.  C.  S.  LAKSHMANAN  PiLLAl  :  Yes,  Sir.  1  shall  speak  in  English 
if  you  sc,  require.  As  the  honurable  member  who  moved  the  resolution 
spoke  in  Malayalam,  I  thought  that  I  was  bound  by  courtesy  to  reply 
in. Malayalam.  I  am  prepared  to  speak  in  either  of  the  two  languages. 

Now,  Sir,  the  resolution  relates,  to  the  existence  and  the  extent 
of  the  communal  representation  which  the  inadequately  represented 
communities  of  Travancore  have  succeeded  in  getting  after  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  I  welcome  the  motive 
underlying  this  resolution,  via.,  the  wish  to  ascertain  whether  any 
advantage  has  so  far  been  secured,  but  I  have  to  oppose  the  resolution. 
What  is  required  is  the  publication  of  two  statements  (1)  a  caste- war. 
statement  of  recruitments  made — of  the  employees  as  they  stood  before 
the  appointment  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  and  (2)  a  state¬ 
ment  showing  the  employees  (caste  wai^  after  the  Public  Service 
Commissioner’s  functioning'  in  office  for  three  years.  Sir,  my  objection 
is  two-fold.  In  the  first  place  it  is  difficult  to  publish  the 
statements  as  required.  Secondly,  there  is  no  necessity  for 
such  statements.  The  request  in  the  resolution  runs  thus : 
“Government  may  be  pleased  to  enable  the  public  to  ascertain  whether 
the  number  of  appointments  given  to  each  community  has  increased 
or  decreased  as  a  result  of  the  appointment  of  the  Public  Service  Com¬ 
missioner,  by  publishing  immediately  in  the  Government  Gazette,  a 
statement,  by  caste,  of  all  Government  Servants  in  each  grad*  and 
department  at  the  time  when  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  was  ap¬ 
pointed  and  after  three  years  of  bis  functioning.”  The  word  ‘immedi¬ 
ately’  may  be  noted.

■  Ml.  C.  S.  LAXSHMANAN  PILLAI  .  The  Public  Service  Commissioner 
does  not  advise  appointments  in  all  grades.  He  advises  appointments 
more  in  the  lower  than  in  the  higher  grades.  Secondly,  he  is  not 
concerned  with  all  departments.  Certain  departments  and  a  few 
offices  are  outside  the  purview  of  the  Public  Service  Keeruitment  liules. 
The  honourable  member  has  now  stated  that  he  will  withdraw  the 
expression  ‘immediately’,  but  even  then  the  difficulty  continues.  Por 
publishing  these  two  statements,  I  have  to  call  fur  information  from 
the  various  Departments.  It  is  possible  that  a  few  of  the  employees 
either  before  the  appointment  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  or 
throe  years  after  his  functioning  in  office  would  be  dead,  some  retired, 
and  some  transferred  to  other  Departments.  Correct  facts  have. .to  be 
ascertained.  One  employee  who  was  then  an  Anglican  may  now  be  a 
Syriac  Catholic,  a  Hindu  then  may  now  be  a  Christian  and  a  Christian 
then  may  now  be  a  Hindu.  Disputed  questions  !  regarding  the  com¬ 
munity., s  to  which  certain  employees  belong  may  arise  and,  they  have 
to  be  decided  before  the  statements  could  be  prepared.  The  correct 
preparation  of  the  two  statements  will  involve  long  dolay  and  heavy  ■ 
work  necessitating  the  employment  of  additional  hands. 

MX.  K.  KUNJU  PANICKAR  :  1  know  the  difficulties  of  conversion  and 
all  these  things.  The  numerous  communities  in  the  State  would  be 
an  appreciable  factor  in  this  matter.  Will  there  be  many  conversions 
from  one  community  lo  another? 

MX.  C.  .8.  LAKRHMANAN  PiLLAl  •'  I  cannot  answer  that  question 
without  reference  to  the  records.  ■ 

MR.  KOTTAUL  P.  ABRAHAM  :  May,  I  know  whether  there  is  .an 
instanca  whore  an  officer  while  in  service  has  changed  his  community? 

Mr.  C.  S.  LAKSHIWANAH  PSLLA! :  There  may  or  may  not  be.  The 
question  is  whether  in  the  face  of  such  long  delay  and  additional  work, 
the  possible  advantage  intended  to  be  secured,  is  worth  having.  Apart 
from  the  difficulty  in  the  preparation  of  the  statements  there  is  no  neces¬ 
sity  for  them.  That  does  not  mean  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  under, 
stand  whether  any  advantage  is  secured  in  the  matter  of  comwunffl  re¬ 
presentation  after  the  appointment  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner. 
Sir,  Travancore  is  unlike  oilier  States  and  Provinces.  I  have  heard  of  5, 

10  or  ‘20  communities  elsewhere.  In  Travancore  the  number  is  not  5, 

20  or  -r>0,  is  more  than  500,  some  with  unpronouncable  names,  some 
with  ununderstundable  names,  some  numerically  strong  and  some  ■ 
numerically  .small,  some  overrepresented  and  s  me  inadequately 
represented  in  service,  some  forward  anil  some  backward  in  education, 

— but  all  clamouring  for  their  share  in  Public  Service.  In  the  face  of 
these  difficulties -  .

Mr.  C.  S,  LAKSHWANAN  PiLLAI  :  Tea,  Sir.  If  that  aspect  is  well 
remembered,  much  of  the  criticism  raised  would,  not  have  come  up. 
Sir,  in  1108  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Committee  investigated 
into  this  matter  and  submitted  a  Report.  On  pages  118,  121  and  13,3 
to  139  of  that  Report  are  published  caste-war  statements  of  the 
employees  in  the  superior  and  inferior  services.  The  Public  Service 
Commissioner  was  appointed  in  11 10  and  he  began  to  advise  recruit¬ 
ment  from  1-3-1112.  The  result  of  the  first  three  years’  work  is  contained 
in  the  Administration  Reports  for  the  years  1113  1113  and  1114. 
Those  Reports  will  show'  that  in  iho  Lower  Division  of  the  Public 
Service,  72*5  per  cent,  and  in  the  Intermediate  Division  'T.Kl  per  cent, 
went  to  inadequately  represented  communities.  This  result  compared 
with  what  is  gutherable  from  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Com¬ 
mittee’s  Report,  will  clearly  show'  that  unrepresented  or  inadequately 
represented  communities  have  been  securing  real  advantage  and  that 
such  advantage  has.  after  the  appointment  of  the  Public  Service 
Commissioner,  been  on  the  increase  and  not  on  the  decrease.  The 
whole  position  was  reviewed  after  three  years  and  this  House 
discussed  and  decided  in  the  shape  of  Resolutions  as  to  how 
communal  representation  in  Public  Service  could  still  further 

be  improved — how  a  larger  share  could  be  given  to  the  various 
inadequately  represented  communities,  and  a  particular  rotation 
and  a  definite  communal  proportion  were  fixed.  All  the  in¬ 
numerable  communities  of  Travancnre  numbering  over  five  hundred 
were  included  in  one  or  other  of  the  ninU.on  groups  and  each  was  given 
its  regular  turn  to  secure  better  advantage.  The  advice  for  recruitment 
in  accordance  with  the  communal  rotation  and  proportion  as  provided 
for  in  the  new  scheme  commenced  from  1-3-lliC,  and  it  is  now  too 
early  to  consider  the  extent  of  the  advantage  secured  so  far.  But  we 
:  saw  even  before  the  present  more  advantageous  scheme  came  into 
effect,  inadequately  represented  communities  were  securing  7’2-9 
(Lower  Division)  and  49'3  per  cent.  (Intermediate  Division),  and  the 
new  scheme  may  therefore  be  taken  to  assure  better  representation  for 
communities  which  deserve  larger  share  in  Public  Service.  Sir,  there 
is  p^vision  already  made  that  after  three  years,  the  present  system 
should  be  reviewed,  the  position  considered  and  any  further  change,  if 
found  necessary,  effected.  It  is  therefore  unnecessary  to  call  for  state¬ 
ments  of  the  kind  now  required  by  the  honourable  member  Mr. 
Tharakan. 

Sir,  I  have  in  this  connection  incidentally  to  refer  to  the  few 
complaints  or  grievances  now  mentioned  by  a  few  of  the  members. 
But  before  I  do  so,  let  me  make  one  or  two  observations  which  I  feel 
bound  to  mention  in  this  connection.  One  serious  difficulty  which  the 
Public  Service  Commissioner  has  to  meet  with,  is  the  ignorance  of  the 
public  regarding  the  rales  governing  recruitment  to  Public  Servioe. 

It  is  only  a  few  who  take  the  trouble  to  read  and  understand  the 
Public  Service  Recruitment  Rules,  or  to  go -through  the  Gazette  to 
ascertain  if  any  advertisement  ;or  notice;  is  published  either  inviting 
applications  or  giving  information  to  the  Public.  The  result  is  that 
many  of  the  applications  filed  by  the  candidates  are  materially  defeo- 
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tive  in  one  way  or  other,  and  I  have  been,  instead  of  rejecting  these 
defective  applications,  issuing  memos  to  the  candidates  to  cure. the 
defects  with  a  view  to  avoid  injustice  resulting  through  the  ignorance 
of  the  candidates.

C.  S,  LAKSHSIANAN  PH.LA1:  Sir,  Ido  not  understand  the 
necessity  for  that  question  because  when  applications  are  invited  for  a 
particular  post,  it  is  easy  to  understand  the  number  of  hands  required 
from  each  community  from  a  reference  to  the  communal  rotation  and 
proportion  already  accepted  and  followed  in  the  matter  of  recruitment 
ti  Public  Service.  No  further  specification  in  the  Gazette  is  neces¬ 
sary.

Mr.  C.  S.  LAKSHMANAN'  PILIAI  :  I  shall  refer  to  that  after  I  finish 
iny  remarks. 

I  informed  the  House  that  the  failure  of  so  many  to  understand 
what  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  Rules  are,  is  a  real  difficulty 
which  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  has  .to  .face.  I  fear  it  is  the 
impression  of  many  that  the  rules  concerning  recruitment  to  all  posi¬ 
tions  or  appointments  are  the  same.  It  is  not  so.  There  are  different! 
groups  of  appointments  and  each  group  is  controlled  by  separate  rules.] 
I  may  refer  to  the  post  of  Amin  as  an  example.  For  that  post  there 
arc  2  grades,  one  ou  Rs.  18  in  the  Munsiffs  Court  and  the  other  on 
Rs.  20  in  the  District  Court.  The  qualifications  for  both  are  the  same— 
English  School  Final  Examination  and  Travancore  Chain  Survey. 
But  the  rules  governing  recruitment  for  these  two  positions  are  entirely 
different.  The  Rules  regarding  appointments  carrying  a  pay  below 
Rs,  20  except  thoso  of  the  Proverthicar  and  Pakuthy  Accountant,  are 
separate.  The  basis  of  selection  for  recruitment  is  the  extent  of  total 
ac'ing  service  which  each  candidate  has  to  his  credit.  It  is  of  course 
subject  to  communal  turn.  Any  candidate  who  possesses  the  minimum 
qualifications  could,  without  .waiting  (for  a  gazette  notification,  apply 
and  as  and  whan  vacancies  arise,  the  candidate  (belonging  to  the  com¬ 
munity  whoso  turn  arises)  who- has  got  the  longest  acting  .service  will 
be  advised  for  appointment.  .  ,  ,  ,  „ 

Mr  M.  R.  NARAYANA  P1LUI:  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of .  order.  On 
page  45  of  the  Assembly  Manual  it  is  stated  that  the  official  member 
in  reply  shall  not  speak  for  more  than  .20  minutes...  I  am  afraid,  the 
official  member  has  spoken  for  more  than  20  minutes. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  He  has  not  exceeded  his  time. 
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MR.  C.  S.  LAKSHMANAN  PILLAI  :  If  the  House  wants,  I  shall  pro¬ 
ceed-3  Otherwise  I  am  not  particular. 

Just  consider  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  an  Auiin’s  place  on  Ks.  20. 
He  cannot  apply  except  in  pursuance  of  a  gazette  notification  inviting 
applications,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  except  for  the  difference 
in  the  salary  by  Ks.  2,  the  two  places  for  Amins  (Ks.  18  and  Ks.  20)  are 
alike  in  the  matter  of  qualifications  and  work.  Applications  filed  in 
response  to  a  gazette  notification  may  be  too  many.  The  Public 
Service  Commissioner  will  consider  the  necessity  of  the  judicial  Depart¬ 
ment  and  fix  up  the  number  of  hands  required.  What  is  the  basis  of 
selection  ?  It  is  mainly  examination  qualifications.  The  higher  the 
examination  qualification  or  the  special  qualification  the  candidate 
possesses,  the  better  will  be  his  chance  for  selection.  Experience  through 
acting  service  and  the  result  of  interview,  if  any,  will  also  be  considered 
■in  the  matter  of  selection.  It  is  often  seen  that  one  who  applies  for 
the  Amin’s  place  in  the  District  Court  docs  not  care  for  any  notification. 
He  simply  brings  in  an  application  when  there  is  no  notification  for  the 
same  and  says  that  he  has  got  so  many  years’  acting  service.  His  case 
may  call  for  sympathy,  But  the  question  is  whether  in  the  light  of 
the  rules  he  is  entitled  to  be  selected.  His  application  has  to  be  thrown 
out  if  the  rules  are  to  be  observed.  Similarly,  an  applicant  for  an 
Amin’s  place  on  Ks.  18,  may  say  thus:  “I  have  no  acting  service  to  my 
credit,  but  I  have  passed  the  M.  A.  degree  examination  besides  the 
Chain  Survey”.  A  sympathetically  inclined  man  may  ask  why  not  this 
man  be  appointed  as  an  Amin  for  Ks.  18  ?  He  cannot  be  appointed  in 
preference  to  another  with  some  acting  service  to  his  credit.  A  School 
'Final  with  one  day’s  acting  service  is  senior  to  him.  Examination 
qualification  superior  to  the  accepted  minimum  qualifications,  is  no 
consideration  for  selection  for  the  place  of  Amin  on  Ks.  18,  though  it 
may  be  of  vital  consideration. for  the  selection  of  hands  for  the  place  of 
Amin  on  Us.  20.  This  illustration  will)  I  believe,  place  before  you  the 
imperative  necessity  for  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  rales  on  the  part  of 
intending  candidates.  The  Manual  containing  the  rules  is  cheap,  but 
no  body  cares  to  purchase  and  read  it.  Let  me  refer  to  one  incident. 
Some  rime  ago  1  advertised  for  a  particular  position  on  Ks-  25—40. 
The  total  number  of  applications  received  from  candidates  from  Parur 
in  the  North,  to  Cape  Comorin  in  the  South  did  not  exceed  9  or  10,  and 
most  of  them  were  E,  S.  L.  C.  holders.  There  was  not  a  single  gradu¬ 
ate.  We  have  got  a  large  army  of  candidates  with  higher  qualifica¬ 
tions,  B.  As.  and  M.  As.  If  onfy  these  candidates  took  the  trouble 
to  read  the  rules  and  the  notifications  in  the  gazette,  certainly  a  larger 
number  including  many  graduates  would  have  applied.  The  ignorance 
of  rules  and  the  indifference  to  gazette  notifications  are,  to  say  .the 
(east,  unfortunate.  Sir,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  give  what  answer  I  have, 
in  reply  to  certain  .defects  pointed  out  in  the  speeches  to-day.  The 
first  is  that  among  the  employees  in  certain  offices  no  member  from 
the  inadequately  represented  communities  is  found.  Though!  do  not 
juestion  that  fact,  1  characterise  this  complaint  as  meaningless.  What 
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is  really  wanted  by  the  honourable  member  is  that  in  every  office  and 
every  department  the  existing  employees  should  satisfy  the  communal 
proportion  and  rotation  as  accepted  at 'present.  1  If  it  is  insisted  on,  it 
must  necessarily  lead  to  the  violation  of  the  rules,  I  was  really  sur¬ 
prised  when  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  insisted  on  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Service  Commissioner  applying  the  communal  rotation  and  propor¬ 
tion  in  every  office  even  at  the  risk  of  violating  the  rules.  It  cannot  be 
overlooked  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  communal  proportion  in  every 
office  and  every  department-  Take  for  instance  the  Ceramic  Factory. 
There  are  only  a  few  appointments  in  that  office.  You  cannot  have  51 
appointments  or  even  the  candidates  front  all  the  19  communities  em¬ 
ployed  in  that  office.  The  rule  is  that  when  the  turn  for  any  particu¬ 
lar  community  arises  the  seniormost  candidate  in  that  community  must 
be  recruited.  What  is  to  be  noted  is  not  whether  every  office  oontaius 
members  from  all  inadequately  represented  communities,  but  it  must 
necessarily  bo  noted  if,  in  advising  recruitment,  the  turn  for  any  com¬ 
munity  is  overlooked  except  when  qualified  hands  are  not  available.

B/IR.C.  S.  LEKSHMANAN  PILLAl :  I  shall  answer  that  question. 

Taking  Public  Service  as  a  whole,  what  is  possible  is  to  see  that 
communal  rotation  is  strictly  followed.  I  challenge  any  one  to  show 
one  instance  when  the  communal  rotation  is  violated  except  when  can- 
didates  were  not  available  from  the  particular  communities  when  their 
turns  arose.  Caste-war  statement  of  all  the  recruitments  made  in 
every  month  is  regularly  published  in  the  gazette.  It  shows  the  date 
of  appointment,  the  name  and  address  of  the  candidate,  his  community, 
what  the  appointment  is,  the  pay  and  if  a  particular  candidate  so  ap¬ 
pointed  did  not  join  duty  why  he  did  not  join  duty  and  whether  com¬ 
pensation  was  made  for  the  latter’s  place  from  the  same  community; 
all  t.heso  facts  are  plain  from  the  monthly  statements,

MR.  C.  S.  LAKSHMANAN  PILLAl  ;  The  question  is  not  the  existence 
of  any  complaint  but  whether  there  is  any  basis  for  any  complaint.  And 
no  basis  could  reasonably  be  put  forward.  All  the  monthly  statements 
taken  together  would  form  the  annual 'statement. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  may  conclude  his 
remarks.  If  he  wants  another  opportunity  he  can  have  it. 

MR.  C.  S.  LAKSHWANAN  PILLAl  :  Sir,  I  shall  conclude.  I  do  not 
want  another  opportunity.  One  serious  objection  raised  is  that  certain 
Departmental  Heads  when  they  get  candidates  advised  to  their  Depart¬ 
ments  are  partial  in  creating  vacancies  to  continue  them.  Such  a  pre¬ 
sumption  comes  with  ill-grace  as  every  Departmental  Head  is  expected 
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to  do  whatever  is  just  and  propel'.  If  specific  instances  of  partiality  or 
injustice  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  authorities  there  will  be  oc¬ 
casion  and  necessity  to  consider  such  complaints  on  their  merits-  In 
the  absence  of  any  reference  to  particular  instances,  such  general  obser¬ 
vations  of  condemnation  lack  grace  and  fairness.  I  have  nothing  further 
to  say  on  that  matter. 

Another  objection  is  that  there  is’a  Government  order  prohibiting 
the  Public  Service  Commissioner  from  following  the  advice  of  the  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee. 

Let  me  assure  the  House  that  there  is  no  such  order.  On  the 
other  hand  my  experience  is  that  I  secured  the  best  co-opera* ion  from 
the  members  of  the  Committee  both  individually  and  collectively.  I 
place  the  valuable  proposals  of  the  Committee  before  the  Government 
and  most  of  them  are  accepted. 

Another  objection  is  that  in  the  higher  grades  of  Public  Service, 
promotions  are  made  from  the  Departments  wiih  the  result  ihat  direct 
recruitment  is  rendered  difficult.  If  any  instance  of  the  kind  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  any  specific  rule  is  brought  to  my  notice,  I  will  be  in  a  position 
to  answer,  but  not. otherwise.  The  question  as  to  what  vacancies  should 
be  filled  by  direct  recruitment,  what  by  direct  recruitment  or  promotion, 
and  what  by  promotion  alone  is  being  considered.  Pinal  orders  will 
soon  be  passed-  It  is  premature  at  this  stage  to  say  anything  further 
on  the  matter. 

Mr.  Kaviyoor  JR  K.  Kochukunju  said  that  all  the  various  sub¬ 
divisions  of  the  “Olier  Hindu  Community"  must  be  shown  in  the 
Gazette.  Sir,  what  is  required  by  the  Rules  as  they  stand  at  present, 
is  that  if  a  candidate  is  mentioned  in  the  application  as  belonging  to  the 
"Other  Hindu  community”  it  is  sufficient  compliance  as  regards  the 
statement  of  community.  Nothing  further  is  at  present  necessary  for 
the  purpose. 

Mr.  K.  R.  Narayanan  said  that  taking  all  the  appointments  for  a 
particular  year,  the  number  of  appointments  secured  by  his  community 
is  not  in  proportion  to  the  quota  aborted  to  it.  Sir,  there  are  more 
reasons  than  one  for  this.  Certain  communities  which  are  supposed  to 
be  over-represented  got  a  larger  share  because  of  the  existence  of  long- 
service  candidates  in  those  communities  and  they  aie  entitled  to  get 
preference  irrespective  of  communal  considerations.  That  is  one  reason. 
Auother  reason  is  that  in  certain  communities  which  are  inadequately 
represented  a  real  difficulty  actually  experienced  is  the  absence  of  quali¬ 
fied  candidates  in  sufficient  number  for  various  appointments 

It  is  certainly  not  the  fault  of  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  or 
Government  that  sufficient  number  of  qualified  candidates  are  not  forth¬ 
coming.  Comiog  to  higher  appointments  they  are  to  some  extent  effect¬ 
ed  by  promotion.  •  We  are  showing  equal  justice  to  all  communities  by 
regularly  following  the  principle  of  communal  rotation.  But  honour¬ 
able  members  should  remember  that  Rome  was  not  built  in  a  day.  In 
due  course  alone  cou'd  the  unrepresented  communities  get  their  due 
share.  Sir,  if  the  whole  question  is  considered  in  the  light  of  the  rules, 
it  would  lessqn  to  a  great  extent  the  misapprehensions  prevailing  in 
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the  minds  of  some  of  the  honourable  members.  In  this  connection  I 
may  also  state  that  the  Public  Service  Advisory  Committee  has  sug¬ 
gested  certain  very  valuable  proposals  to  overcome  some  of  hhe  practical 
difficulties  Most  of  those  proposals  have  been  sanctioned  by  Govern¬ 
ment.  When  they  are  worked  out,  ninny  of  the  supposed  grievances 
will  vanish.  I  would  ask  the  honourable  member  who  moved  the  pre¬ 
sent  resolution  to  re-consider  in  the  light  o'  the  facts  stated  above  the 
question  whether  there  is  any  real  necessity  to  publish  the  statements 
required  by  him.  Two  or  three  honourable  members  have  raised  a 
complaint  that  the  claims  of  certain  communities  were  overlooked  and 
that  the  clerks  in  my  office  are  capable  of  much  mischief  Sir,  in 
the  nature  of  the  distribution  of  work  and  m  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
carried  on  in  the  office,  it  is  not  possible  for  any  one,  even  if  he  is  'in.  • 
clined,  to  do  any  mischief.  It  is  not  merely  keeping  all  the  applications 
bundled  up  and  then  choosing  any  particular  candidate  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  any  employee  in  the  office.  Per  each  community  and  for  each 
position  or  appointment  there  is  a  separate  register  kept  in  which  par-" 
ticalars  of  seniority,  results  of  the  seLcti  e  test  clc.  arc  entered.  Such 
registers  are  prepared  with  care  after  proper  scrutiny  and  they  arc 
dependable  records  As  soon  as  a  vacancy  is  reported  the  register  cf 
the  particular  community  is  iakens  the  senior-most  candidate  is  sugges¬ 
ted  by  the  cleric,  'he  matter  is  checked  by  the  Manager,  and  scrutinised 
by  the  Secretary,  and  the  Cominissbrer  on  being  satisfied  that  the 
prop,  r  candidate  in  suggested,  orders  bis  advice.  If  the  honourable' 
members  could  find  it  convenient  tj  pay  a  visit  to  my  office  and  have 
p i tinned  enough  to  remain  and  witness  how  things  are  being  done  they 
would  then  be  in  a  position  to  realise  that  everything  is  bring  done  only 
in  accorda;  oe  with  the  rules.  Let  me  now  ask  the  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  Mr.  Tharakan  whether  ho  presses  his  resolution,?

Sir,  pension  is  granted  on  account  of  several  considerations.  Foremost 
among  these  is  perhaps  the  necessity  and  the  desirability  to  give  the 
officers  of  Government  a  continued  attraction  to  remain  in  service  as 
long  as  they  are  able  to  do  good  work  and  thereby  to  give  Government 
the  maximum  benefit  of  the  experience  they  have  gained  in  service.  The 
experienced  officer  should  not  be  lured  away  by  Ihe  prospect  of  better 
emoluments  elsewhere,  say  in  private  or  company  service.  This  is 
ensured  by  the  system  of  pension.  The  man  in  service  dare  not  leave 
the  service  as  and  when  he  chooses  simply  because  he  fondly  hopes 
to  get  Iris  pension  after  retirement.  If  it  were  merely  a  case  of  pay¬ 
ment  of  wages  or  the  like  for  the  day  he  works  as  in  the  case  of  a 
cooly  or  an  employee  in  a  company,  then  there  will  be  no  incentive  to 
discharge  the  work  efficiently  and  thereby  make  himself  fit  for  higher 
pension.  Sir,  pension  has  got  many  advantages.  It  is  because  of  this 
pension  that  Government  service  today  is  considered  to  be  more  attractive 
than  service  elsewhere.

MR.  R.  R  AMA  v*RJER  .  J  fiave  shown  to  the  Sohse  that  our  receipts 
and  expenditure  have'Vgen  going  up  from  year  to  year.  If  we  take 
the  departments  one  afterv^pther,  there  also  we  can  see  an  increase 
Yol.  X71U  He-  IS-  \ 
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in  our  receipts  and  expenditure  from  year  to  year.  There  has-  been 
a  Bteady  growth  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Government  during  the 
last  60  years.  When  certain  new  departments  came  in  and  the 
officers  in  those  departments  passed  on  to  the  retirement  list,  naturally 
the  expenditure  under  pension  also  went  up.  Let  us  take  for  instance, 
the  Electrical  Department.  There  are  pensionable  officers  who  have - 
been  drafted  from  the  already  existing  departments  of  Government. 
Are  we  not  to  pay  them  pension  when  in  another  two  or  three  years 
they  are  due  to  retire  and  become  eligible  for  pension?  Then  come 
the  Agricultural  Department,  the  Industrial  Department,,  the  Health 
Department,  the  Water  Works  am?  Drainage  Department,  V  e  Telepl  one, 
the  University  etc.,  Officers  eligible  for  penai  rn  have  bed)  put  in  all  these 
departments.  Thus,  for  obvious  reasons,  the  amount  paid  under 
pensions  now  is  not  the  same  as  that  paid  60  years  ago.  The  ex¬ 
penditure  under  pensions  naturally  bears  a  direct  proportion  to  the 
expenditure  on  account  of  running  the  administration,  which,  it  will 
be  readily  conceded  can  never  be  static  in  a  progressive  administration. 
Today  we  have  to  pay  a  higher  amount,  by  way  of  pension  because 
we  have  to  incur  grea'er  expenditure  to  keep  pace  with  the  rest  of 
the  world  to  meet  the  r equipments  of  a  progressive  administration. 
"Therefore  the  proportion  also  has  increased  from  what  it  Was  years 
ago,  on  account  of  the  additional  expenditure  on  new  departments. 

One  of  the  honourable  members  was  asking  mo  about  the  budget 
In  a  progressive  administration  we  see  that  the  receipts  as  well  as 
the  expenditure  show  ■  a  tendency  to  go  up  and  that  only  a  small 
surplus  is  set  apart  to  meet  unforeseen  contingencies.  Has  not  our 
budget  been  showing  this  feature  during  the  past  25  years?  Has 
anything  particular  happened  during  the  recent  years  t)  cut  down 
this  item  of  pension  alone?  Sir,  in  the  pension  system  alone,  no 
diabetic  carbuncle  Ins  appeared,  requiring  the  services  of  a  doctor  to 
carry  out  an  operation.  I  can  honestly  tell  the  honourable  members 
that  there  has  been  no 'necessity -for  any  apprehension  that  there  is  a 
-heavy  increase .  under  this  item  alone.  Sir  .  the  expenditure  under 
"  pension  includes  the  following.  Political  Pensions  which  come  to  about 
Bs,  2  75  lakhs  -annually  required  for  paying  the  old  chiefs  and  Ra- 
-  jas.  Gan  we  cut  down  this  amount  ?  Not  at  all.  Then  come  super¬ 
annuation  allowances,  retiring  pensions,  Military  pensions,  compassio- . 
nate  pension  and  compassionate  gratuity,  Invalid  pensions  are  given 
to  those  who  on  account  of  infirmity  are  forced  to  retire  from  service. 
Can  we  cut-down  their  pension  ?  The  best  part  of  a  man’s  life  is  spent 
in  the  service  of  Government  and  when  he  is  no.  more'  able  to  do 
anything  further  in  this  world,  are  we  to  tell  him-^Go  away;  we 
have  mo  need  for  you  and  you  shall  have  no  pension  ”?  Jt  is  because 

of  this  alluring  prospect  of  securing  a  pension.  that  Government  have 

been  able  to  attract  the  best’ men  to  enter  Government  service  If 
there  is  nothing  to  fall  back  udod  after-retirement  to  maintain  oneself 
through  the  rest  of  his  life  time,  then  I  tb-mk-Government  will  have 
to  raise  the  pay  in  order  that  it  may  bp  sufficiently  attractive  to  make 
hp  .  for  the  absence  of  pension.  Winch  is  the  better  thing  ? 


RESOLUTIONS  II  0f> 

Sir,  if  any  extreme  necessity  arises  forcing  us  to  find  out  ways  and 
means  for  increased  expenditure,  of  course  we  shoul  find  out  .  more 
money.  But  the  necessity  has  not  arisen  for  effecting  savings  in  the  • 
expenditure  under  any  separate  item.  To  keep  pace  with  the  progres¬ 
sive  administration  we  are  having  more  revenue  by  industrialisation 
and  other  means.  Next  year  we  are  having  Bs.  7  lakhs  under  .Elec¬ 
tricity.  The  Cochin  Government  has  sat  apart  Bs.  3  lakhs  for  the 
energy  to  be  supplied  to  them  by  this  Government.  The  Aluminium 
Factory  will  fetch  another  Bs.  2J  lakhs.  When  we  are  tapping  new 
sources  of  revenue  without  resorting  to  fresh  taxation,  for  keeping 
pace  with  our  increased  expenditure,  why  should  these  old  men,  on 
retirement,  after  having  exhausted  all  their  energies  in  the  service  of 
Government,  be  asked  to  go  a  way  without  any  pension  and  be  compel¬ 
led  to  bo  a  burden  to  themselves  and  to  the  society  ? 

Sir,  my  time  is  up  and  though  I  should  like  to  say  something  more 
on  the  relative  merits  of  the  pension  system  and  the  institution  of  a 
gratuity  or  provident  fund  for  the  future  recruits  to  service,  which  the 
Honourable  member  has  said,  is  the -  essence  of  his  proposition,  I  shall 
conclude  by  just  referring  one  more  point,  a  point  which  appreci¬ 
ably  affects  the  expenditure  on  account  of  pension.  I  am  referring  to 
the  recent  orders  of  our  Dewan-President  regarding  the  reduction  of  the 
scale  of  pay  of  30  of  the  highest  appointments  in  service  from  Bs.  500- 
700  to  Bs.  400-700.  This  revision  will  manifestly  effect  a  saving  of 
Bs.  36,000  per  annum  in  the  expenditure  under  salaries.  But  what  is 
more,  a  corresponding  saving  will  be  effected  in  the  pension  charges 
also  ;  for  it  is  only  very  few  who  will  go  into  the  scale  except  at  the 
fag  end  of  their  service  and  even  of  these  few,  the  number  of  officers 
who  may  be  able  to  run  up  the  scale  beyond  one  or  two  increments 
will  be  still  smaller.  Thus  has  our  Dewan-President  with  one  wise 
stroke  brought  down  two  birds.  I  have  been  stressing  this  point  at 
some  length  to  show  the  House  that  while  on  the  one  hand,  Govern¬ 
ment  are  taking  all  possible  steps  to  augment  their  resources  without 
hitting  the  tax-payer  hard,  they  are  on  tho  other  hand,  never  tardy  or 
slow  to  recognize  and  adopt,  consistently  with  the  requirements  of  an 
efficient  and  contented  staff,  all  possible  means  for  reducing  the  ex¬ 
penditure  on  the  administration. 

In  view  of  what  I  have  said  and  of  the  fact  that  G  overnment. 
themselves  are  fully  alive  to  the  situation,  I  trust  Honourable  Mem¬ 
ber  Mr.  Kochukoratharakan  will  not  press  the  motion.

(As  passed  by  the  Sri  Ghitra  State  Council). 


An  Act  to  remove  doubt  as  to  the  rights  of  a  member  of  a  Hindu 
undivided  family  in  property  acquired  by  him  by  means  of  his  learn¬ 
ing. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  remove  doubt,  and  to  provide  an  uniform 
rule  as  to  the  rights  of  a  member  of  a  Hindu  un- 
Preamblo-  divided  family  in  property  acquired  by  him  by  means 

of  his  learning;  It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 
1.  (i)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Travancore  Hindu  Gains  of 
Short  title,  extant  Learning  Act  (ii)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  Tra- 
anil  oommenoement.  vancore. 

(iii)  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once.

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Travancore  Special  Marriage  and 

Succession  Act  of  Ill  and  it  shall  come  into  force  on 

the  day  of 

2.  It  shall  apply  to  all  persons  domiciled  in  Travancore  and  to  such 
persons  not  so  domiciled  as  have  or  shall  have  marital  relation  in  the 
form  prescribed  under  this  Act  with  persons  domiciled  in  Travancore. 

PART  I. 

Marriage  and  its  dissolution. 

3-  Subject  to  the  following  conditions,  marriage  may  be  celebrated 
under  this  Act  between  persons,  marriage  between  whom  is  not  sanc¬ 
tioned  oi  recognised  as  valid  under  any  law  or  custom  by  which  such 
persons  are  governed. 

(1)  Neither  party  must  at  the  time  of  the  marriage  have  a 

husband  or  wife  living. 

(2)  The  man  must  have  completed  his  age  of  twenty-one  years" 

'  and  the  woman  her  age  of  eighteen  years. 

(3)  The  woman  must,  if  she  has  not  completed  the  age  of 

twenty-one  years,  have  obtained  the  consent  of  her  father 
or  other  person  who  would  have  been  her  guardian  if  she 
were  a  minor. 

(4)  The  parties  must  not  be  related  to  each  other  in  any  degree 

of  consanguinity  or  affinity  which  would  according  to  any 
law  or  custom  to  which  either  of  them  is  subject  render 
a  marriage  between  them  illegal- 

4.  The  Government  may  appoint  one  or  more  Registrars  under 
this  Act  either  by  name  or  as  holding  any  office  for  the  time  being  for 
any  District  or  Taluk.  The  officer  so  appointed  shall  be  called  “'Regis¬ 
trar  of  special  marriages”  and  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  “the  Regis¬ 
trar.” 

6.  When  a  marriage  is  intended  to  be  solemnised  under  this  Act 
one  of  the  parties  must  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Registrar  before 
whom  it  is  to  be  solemnised. 

The  Registrar  to  whom  sued  notice  is  given  must  be  the  Registrar 
of  a  District  or  Taluk  within  which  one  at  least  of  the  parties  to  the 
marriage  has  resided  for  a  month  before  such  notice  is  gm-m.  Such 
notice  may  be  in  the  form  given  in  the  first  schedule  to  43113  Act. 

6.  The  Registrar  shall  file  all  such  notices  and  teeP  them  with  the 
records  of  his  office  and  shall  also  forthwith  eil<oj:  a  true  copy  of  every 
such  notice  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  repose  fimusbed  to  him  by 


the  Government,  to  be  called  “Special  Marriage  Notice  Book”,  and  such 
book  shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  without  fee  to 
all  persons  desirous  of  inspecting  the  same. 

7.  One  month  after  notice  of  an  intended  marriage  has  been  given 
under  Section  S,  such  marriage  inay  be  solemnised  unless  it  has  been 
previously  objected  to  in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Any  person  may  object  to  any  such  marriage  on  tpe  ground  that 
it  would  contravene  any  of  the  provisions  of  Section  3. 

The  nature  of  the  objection  shall  be  recorded  in  writing'  arid  signed 
by  the  Begistrar  in  the  Special  Marriage  Notice  Book  and  shall  be  read 
over  and  explained  to  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  objection. 

8.  On  receipt  of  such  notice  of  objection,  the  Begistrar  shall  not 
proceed  to  solemnise' the  marriage  until  the  lapse  of  fourteen  days  from 
the  receipt  of  such  objection,  there  be  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
open  at  the  time  or  if  there  be  no  such  court  open  at  the  tune,  until 
the  lapse  of  fourteen  days  from  the  opening  of  such  court. 

The  person  objecting  to  the  intended  marriage  may  file  a  suit  in 
any  District  Court  having  local  jurisdiction  for  a  declaratory  decree, 
declaring  that  such  marriage  would  contravene  any  one  or  more  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  3. 


9.  The  officer  before  whom  such  suit  is  filed  shall  thereupon  give 
the  person  presenting  it  a  certificate  to  ihe  effect  that  such  suit  has 
been  filed.  If  such  certificate  be  lodged  with  the  Begistrar  within 
fourteen  days  from  the  receipt  of  notice  of  objection  if  there  be  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  open  at  the  time,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  court 
open  at  the  time,  within  fourteen  days  of  tbe  opening  of  such  court, 
the  marriage  shall  not  be  solemnised  till  the  decision  of  such  court  has 
been  given  and  the  period  allowed  by  law  for  appeals  from  such  deci¬ 
sion  has  elapsed;  or,  if  there  be  an  appeal  from  such  decision  till  the 
decision  of  the  appellate  court  has  been  given. 

If  such  certificate  be  not  lodged  m  the  manner  and  within  the 
period  prescribed  in  the  last  preceding  paragraph,  or  if  the  decision  of 
the  court  be  that  such  marriage  would  not  coniravene  any  one  or  more 
of  the  provisions  of  Section  3  such  marriage  may  be  solemnised. 

If  the  decision  of  such  court  be  that  the  marriage  in  question  would 
contravene  any  one  or  more  of  the  provisions  of  Section  3  the  marriage 
shall  not  be  solemnised. 

\l0.  Any  court  in  which  any  stich  suit  as  is  referred  to  in  Section  8  is 
,  fileVmay,  if  it  shall  appear  to  it,  that  the  objection  was  not  reasonable 
and  bobHH&fo'  inflict  a  fine,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  rupees,  on  the 
person  objeS*,^  and  award  it  or  any  part  of  it,  to  the  parties  to  the 
intended  marri%». 

11.  Before  the  iM»sjage  is  aoleinnisod  the  parties  and  three  witnes¬ 
ses  shall,  in  the.presence*S(j^e  Begistrar,  sign  a  declaration  in  tbe  form 
contained  in  the  second  sca0N^=  to  this  Aot,  If  the  woman  has  not 
Veb  XVIH.No.  12. 


completed  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  the  declaration  shall  also  be 
signed  by  her  father  or  other  parson  who  would  have  bean  her  guardian 
if  she  were  a  minor,  and  in  every  case  it  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
Registrar. 

12.  The  marriage  shall  be  solemnised  in  the  proseuca  of  the  Regis¬ 
trar  and  of  the  three  witnesses  who  signed  the  declaraiiou  It  may  he 
solemnised  in  any  form,  provided  that,  each  party  says  to  the  other,  in 
the  presence  and  Bearing  of  the  Registrar  and  witnesses,  “I  (A)  take 
the  (B)  to  be  my  lawful  wife  (or  husband.)” 

13.  The  marriage  nuy  be  celebra'ed  either  at  the  office  of  the  Regis¬ 
trar  or  at  such  other  place  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Registrar  as  the 
parties  desire  :  provided  that  the  Government  may  prescribe  the  condi¬ 
tions  under  which  such  marriages  may  be  solemnised  at  places  other 
than  the  Registrar’s  office  and  the  additional  fees  to.  be  paid  there¬ 
upon. 

14.  When  the  marriage  Iras  been  solemnised,  the  Registrar  shall 
enter  a  certificate  thereof  iu  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose 
and  to  be  called  the  Special  Marriage  Certificate  Book  in  the  form  given 
in  the  third  schedule  to  this  Act,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  signed 
by  the  parties  to  the  marriage  and  the  three  witnesses. 

15.  Our  Government  shall  prescribe  the  fees  payable  for  the  duties 
to  be  discharged  by  the  Registrar  under  this  Act  and  the  manner  in 
which  such  payment  shall  be  made. 

16.  The  Special  Marriage  Certificate  Book  referred  to  in  Section  14 
shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  for  inspection,  and  shall  be  admis¬ 
sible  as  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained. 
Certified  extracts  therefrom  shall  on  application  he  given  by  the  Regis¬ 
trar  on  payment  of  the  fees  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Government. 

,  ^  •  Every  person  who,  being  at  the  time  married^  procures  a  mar¬ 
riage  of  such  person  to  be  solemnised  under  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  committed  an  offence  under.  Section  497  or  Section  498  of  the 
Travaneoie  Penal  Code,  as  the  case  may  he,  and  the  marriage  so 
solemnised  is  void. 


18*  Every  person  married  under  this  Act  who  during  the  life  time 
ot  the  husband  or  wife  of  such  person  contracts  any  other  marriage, 
Shall  he  subject  to  the  penalties  provided  for  in  Section  497  or  Section 
498  of  the  Iravancore  Penal  Code  qb  the  case  may  ho  for  the  offence 
of  marrying  again  during  the  lifetime  of  a  husband  or  wife  whatever 
may  be  the  religion  which  such  person  professed  at  the  time  of  such 
second  marriage. 


19  Every  person  making,  signing  or  attesting  anv  decoration  o 
certificate  prescribed  by  this  Act,  containing  &  statement  which  i 
false,  and  which  he  either  knows  or  believes  to  K-  fake  or  does  no 
believe  to  be  true  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  tb-  offence  described  i; 
pection  103  of  the  Travaucore  penal  Code.

50.  Marriage  is  dissolved  only  in  one  of  the  following  ways 
'  (it  by  the  death. of  either  party;  or 

(ii)  by  mutual  consent  evidenced  by  a  registered  instrument :  or 

(iii)  by  a  formal  order  of  dissolution  as  hereinafter  provided. 

21.  A  husband  or  wife  may  present  a  petition  for  dissolution  of 
the  marriage  under  Section  20,  clause  (iii)  in  the  court  of  the  District 
Judge  within  the  local  limits  of  whose  jurisdiction  the  respondent 
resides,  carries  on  business  or  personally  works  ft  r  gain  or  if  the 
respondent  resides,  carries  on  business  or  personally  works  for  gain 
in’ any  place .  outside  Travancore,  in  the  court  of  the  District  Judge 
within  whose  jurisdiction  the  petitioner  resides,  and  the  petitioner 
shall,  in  all  cases,  offer  in  the  petition  reasonable  compensation  to  the 
respondent. 

22.  What  is  reasonable  compensation  shall,  in  case  of  dispute,  be 
determined  by  the  court  after  an  enquiry  into  the  position,  means 
and  circumstances  of  the  parties  but  without  going  into  the  grounds 
of  the  proposed  dissolution ;  and  it  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  five 
thousand  rupees. 

23.  A  copy  of  such  petition  6s  aforesaid  shall  be  served  on  the 
respondent  at  the  expense  of  the  petitioner  and  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  service  of  summons  on  a  defendant  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Proce¬ 
dure, 

24.  Six  months  after  the  service  of  the  copy  as  aforesaid,  if  the 
petition  is  not.  withdrawn  in  the  meantime,  the  court  shall  declare  in 
writing  the  marriage  dissolved  and  determine  the  amount  of  eompensa- 

'  tion.  ■  The  dissolution  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  the  order 
declaring  it. 

So  far  as  it  decrees  payment  of  compensation,  such  order  shall 
■  be  executable  and  appealable  as  a  decree  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro¬ 
cedure  on  payment  of  court  fees  on  the 'amount  adjudged  or  claimed 
as  the  case  may  be. 

25.  A  copy  of  the  order  of  '  dissolution  or  a  duplicate  copy  of  the 
registered  instrument  of  dissolution  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  court  or 
authority  registering  such  instrument,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  Regis¬ 
trar  who  shall  in  such  manner  as  may  bn  prescribed  make  entry 
thereof  in  the  Special  Marriage  Certificate  Book. 

I  PART  II. 

'  '  Maintenance  and  Guardianship. 

26.  The  wife  and  minor  children,  except  married  daughters  under 
the  guardianship  of  their  husbands,  shall  be  maintained  by  the  husband 
or  i&iher,  as  the  case  may  be. 

ProvJS^J  that  the  wife  shall- not  be  entitled' to  maintenance  if  she 
refuses  to  liveShJi  the  husband  without  just  cause. 

13,27.  (1)  Save  as*Wards  married  daughters  under  the  guardianship  of

PART  III. 

Intestate  SItcctesSion. 

28,  A  Person  who  marries  under  this  Act  shall  not,  by  reason  of 
such  marriage,  incur  forfeit, are  of  rights  or  property,  nor  shall  it  be 
held  in  any  way  to  impair  or  affect  any  right  of  inheritance  by  reason  of 
his  or  her  renouncing,  or  having  been  excluded  from  the  communion  of 
any  religion,  or  being  deprived  of  caste  not  withstanding  any  law  or 
usage  now  in  force  : 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  confer  on  any  person 
who  has  renounced  his  religion  or  has  been  excluded  from  the  Com. 
reunion  of  his  re'igion  any  right  to  any  religions  office  or  service  or  to 
the  management  of  any  religious  or  charitable  trust. 

.  29.  No  person  shnll,  by  marriage,  acquire  any  interest  in  the  pro¬ 

perty  of  the  person  whom  he  or  she  marries  or  become  incapable  of 
doing  any  act  in  respect  of  his  or  her  own  property  which  he  or  she 
could  hare  done  if  unmarried. 

80.  For  the  purpose  of  succession  ’’there  is  no  distinction  between 
ancestral  property  and  separate  or  self-acqired  property  or  betwe.cn  the 
property- of  a  male  and  that  of  a  female, 

31.  No  lineal  descendant  of  any  person  who  marries  under  this  Act 
shall  acquire  by  birth  any  interest  in  the  property  inherited  or  acquired 
by  such  person. 

32.  The  undivided  share  in  joint  family  property  of  a  person  who 
has  married  under  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  determined 
as  on  the  date  of  such  marriage  and  shall  be  treated  as  such  person’s 
separate  property. 

Explanation : — The  expression  “joint  family”  includes  a  Maru^ 
makkathayam  Taravad, 

33.  A  person  is  considered  to  die  intestate  in  respect  of  all  propert® 
of  which  such  person  has  not  made  a  testamentary  disposition  which  - 
is  capable  of  taking  effect. 

34.  The  rules  of  succession  herein  contained  shall  constitute  the 
law  of  Travancore  applicable  to  all  cases  of  intestate  succe»‘°n  to  those 
who  marry  under  this  Act  and  their  descendants. 

35.  The  property  of  an  intestate  shall  devoid  011  his  heirs  herein¬ 
after  named  according  to  the  provisions  contr-’ned  in  this  Act.  1 J  TO1 


86,  Where  the  intestate  has  left  the  mother,  a  widow,  or  husband  9« 
the  case  may  be,  and  also  children  or  the  lineal  descendants  of  deceased 
children  or  both,  they  shall  take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  of 
by,  the  intestate.  "In  the  absence  of  the  mother,  the  widow  or 
husband  as  the  case  may  bo,  and  the  children  and  the  lineal  descend¬ 
ants  of  deceased  children  shall  take  the  whole  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  mother  and  the  widow  or  husband  as  the  case  may  be,  the  children 
and  the  lineal  descendants  of  deceased  children  shall  take  the  whole

of  deceased  children,  but  only  the  widow  or  the  husband  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  the  mother,  one-half  of  the  intestate’s  property  shall  be 
taken  by  the  widow  or  husband  as  the  case;  may  be,  and  the  other  half 
by  the  mother.  . 

39.  Where  the  intestate  has  left  no  children  or  lineal  descendants 
of  deceased  children  or  mother,  but  only  the  Widow  or  husband  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  the  father, one-half  of  the  intestat’s  property  shall  be 
"taken  by  the  widow  or  husband  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  other  half 
by  the  "father.  In  the  absence  of  the  widow  or  husband  as  the  case 
may  be,  the  father  shall  take  the  whole,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
father,  the  widow  or  husband  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  take  the  whole, 

40.  Where  the  intestate  has  left  no  children  or  lineal  descendants 
of  deceased  children  or  widow  or  husband  as  the  case  may  be,  but 
only  the  mother  and  the  father  one  half  of  the  intestate’s  property 

'Xhall  he  taken  by  the  mother  and  the  other  half  by  the  father.  In 
tsSvj^gnoe  of  the  mother,  the  father  shall  take  the  whole  and  in  the 
absencexjhe  father  the  mother  shall  take  the  whole. 

41.  Wtml’Ndjhe  lintestate  has  left  none  of  the  heirs  1  mentioned  in 
flection  36.  38,  3%^ncl  40  but  only  the  intestate’s  "brothers  and  sisters. 


ot  the  lines’  descendants  of  deceased  brothers  and  sisters,  they  shall 
take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  of  by  the  intestate. 

42.  Where  the  intestate  has  left  none  of  the  heirs  mentioned  in  the 

preceding  Sections,  the  whole  nnrerfcy  left  undisposed  nf  by  the  intestate' 
shall  he  divided  equally  among  those  of  his  relatives  who  are  jp  the 
nearest  degree  of  kindred  to  the  intestate,  the  nearer  in  degree  exclud¬ 
ing  the  more  remote.  • 

43.  The  provisions  contained  in  Section  37  clauses  (i).  (ii)  and  (in) 
shall  as  far  as  may  be  apply  to  the.  devolution  and  distribution  of  the 
estate  among  the  heirs  under  Sections  41  and  42. 

44.  Where  a  distributive  share  in  the  property  nf  a  person  who  hr 
died  intestate  is  claimed  by  a  child  or  any  doscondivd  of  a  child  of  sir.  i 
person,  no  money  or  other  property  which  the  intestate  may  during  the 
intestate’s  lifetime,  have  paid,  given  or  settled  to  for  the  advancement 
of  the  child  by  whom  or  by  whose  descendant  the  claim  is  made  shall 
be  taken  into  account  in  estimating  such  distributive  share. 

PART  TV- 

Testamentary  Succession. 

45.  Any  person  who  marries  under  this  Act  may  dispose  of  by  will 
the  whole  or  any  portion  of  his  or  her  sclf-acquirod  or  separate  pro- 


Adoption, 

46.  When  a  person  marries  under  this  Act  his  fat  her  shall,  if  he  has' 
no  other  son  living,  have  the  right  to  adopt  another  porson  as  a  son 
under  the  law  to  which  he  is  subject. 

PART  VI. 

Supplemental. 

47.  Nothing  contained  in  'this  Act  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any 
marriage  not  solemnised  under  its  provisions  ;  nor  shall  'the  Act  be 
deemed  directly  or  indirectly  to  affect  the  validity  of  any  mode  of 
contracting  marriage,  but,  if  the  validity  of  any  such  mode  shall  here¬ 
after  come  into  question  before  any,  court,  such  -question  shall  be  decid¬ 
ed  as  if  this' Act  had  not  been  passed.
